Monday,  February  3,  1919. 

INAUGURATION  EXERCISES. 

The  inauguration  exercises  attendant  upon  the 
induction  into  office  of  Councilors-elect  Walter  L. 
Collins,  John  A.  Donoghue  and  Edward  F.  Mc- 
Laughlin, were  held  in  the  City  Council  Chamber, 
City  Hall,  at  10.30  o'clock  a.  m. 

Previous  to  calling  to  order,  Ex-Mayors  Hon. 
Thomas  N.  Hart  and  Hon.  Josiah  Quiney,  and 
sundry  heads  of  departments  and  invited  guests 
assembled  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Chairman  HAGAN,  senior  member,  in  calling 
the  City  Council  to  order  in  its  chamber  at  10.52 
a.  m.,  said: 

Gentlemen,  the  Council  will  come  to  order. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  I  move 
you,  sir,  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
escort  his  Honorthe  Mayor  to  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  Coun.  McDonald 
and  Moriarty  were  appointed  said  committee. 
They  retired  at  10.57  a.  m.,  and  presently  returned 
escorting  the  Mayor,  Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters,  the 
chaplain,  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander  Mann,  and  heads  of 
departments  and  invited  guests. 

His  Honor  Mayor  Peters  took  the  chair  and  said: 
The  audience  will  now  give  their  attention  while 
the  chaplain  leads  us  in  prayer. 

The  chaplain,  Doctor  Mann,  said:  I  will  ask  you 
all  to  rise  and  join  with  me  in  the  Lord's  Prayer: 

Our  Father,  Who  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy 
name;  Thy  Kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be  done  on 
earth  as  it  is  inlHeaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead  us  not 
into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil,  for  Thine 
is  the  Kingdom  and  the  Power  and  the  Glory  for 
ever  and  ever.     Amen.

Almighty  God,  we  beseech  Thee  to  so  direct  the 
Mayor  and  Council  of  this  city,  here  assembled, 
that  they  shall  so  guide  the  affairs  of  this  city  as  to 
redound  to  the  glory  of  Thy  name  and  the  honor 
and  welfare  of  Thy  people.  Save  them  from  error, 
pride  and  prejudice,  from  every  selfish  and  unwor- 
thy ambition.  Grant  them  the  spirit  of  wisdom 
and  loyalty,  that,  following  what  is  right  and  up- 
holding the  truth,  they  may  obey  Thy  holy  will 
and  fulfill  Thy  purpose,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our 
Lord. 

Almighty  God,  Ruler  of  all  nations,  give  wisdom, 
we  pray  Thee,  at  this  time  to  those  who  may  be 
called  as  Counselors  for  the  making. of  a  righteous 
peace,  and  bring  us  at  last  to  that  fair  city  of  peace 
whose  foundations  are  mercy,  justice  and  good  will, 
and  whose  builder  and  maker  Thou  art,  through 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord. 

The  grace  of  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ,  the  love  of 
God  and  the  fellowship  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with 
us  all  forever  more.    Amen.

City  Clerk  Donovan  read  a  communication  from 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  certifying  to 
the  election  in  the  City  election  of  December  17, 
1918,  of  Walter  L.  Collins,  John  A.  Donoghue  and 
Edward  F.  McLaughlin,  as  members  of  the  City 
Council  for  the  term  ending  February,  1922. 


The  communication  was  placed  on  file. 

Coun.  Collins,  Donoghue  and  McLaughlin 
stepped  forward,  and  the  oaths  of  office  were 
administered  to  them  by  Mayor  Peters,  after 
which  the  members  returned  to  their  seats. 


THE   MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 

Mayor  Peter's  address,   which  he  read  to  the 
City  Council  and  those  present,  was  as  follows: 
Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

The  beginning  of  a  new  fiscal  year  and  the  cus- 
tomary reorganization  of  the  City  Council  offer  us 
an  opportunity  of  reviewing  together  the  work 
which  we  have  accomplished  and  of  outlining  our 
program  for  the  future. 

The  year  1918  has  been  the  first  year  of  a  new 
administration — necessarily  to  some  extent  one  of 
readjustment  and  experiment — and  it  has  been, 
happily  for  all  the  world,  the  last  year  of  the  Great 
War.  When  our  country  cast  its  strength  on  the 
side  of  justice  and  liberty,  we  all  assumed  heavy 
burdens;  but  Boston,  which  gave  40,000  of  its  sons 
and  hundreds  of  its  daughters  to  the  service,  will 
be  the  last  to  murmur  at  the  measure  of  sacrifice 
exacted  as  it  was  the  first  to  respond  to  the  call. 
If  the  war  has  thrown  the  shadow  of  its  blight 
upon  our  municipal  activities — if  it  has  increased 
the  price  of  materials,  put  a  strain  upon  the  relief 
departments,  prevented  the  issue  of  bonds,  all  but 
stopped  public  construction,  checked  private  build- 
ing, delayed  the  payment  of  taxes,  and  interfered 
with  the  execution  of  contracts — our  citizens,  I 
believe,  are  prepared  to  accept  these  consequences 
and  pass  on  from  them  to  the  solution  of  the  prob- 
lems of  peace,  some  of  which  are  scarcely  less 
perplexing. 

The  country  must  now  meet  the  ebb  of  the  great 
wave  of  enthusiasm  which  it  raised  out  of  its 
righteous  indignation  and  hurled  against  the  forces 
of  evil.  It  must  reabsorb  its  4,000,000  soldiers  and 
sailors  and  restore  business  to  its  normal  channels. 
It  must  reduce  prices,  prevent  unemployment,  and 
lift  the  standards  of  living  and  the  conditions  of 
work  so  that  they  shall  conform  to  the  ideals  of  a 
broader  democracy.  The  City  of  Boston  cannot, 
by  itself,  accomplish  any  of  these  things,  but  it 
can  exert  a  strong  pressure  in  the  right  direction, 
and  I  believe  we  are  all  of  us  here  unanimous  in 
our  purpose  to  make  its  contribution  effective.  If 
the  policies  I  shall  lay  before  you  seem  of  some- 
what wider  scope  than  usual,  it  is  because  the  cir- 
cumstances and  the  times  require  something  more 
than  the  familiar  routine.  I  am  sure  that  what- 
ever differences  may  arise  between  us  will  be 
differences  of  method  or  of  opinion  and  not  of 
purpose. 

Financial  Statement. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  city  reflects  the 
abnormal  character  of  the  period.  In  1918  the 
actual  expenditures  increased  over  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year  and  reached  a  round  total  of  $50,000,000. 
This  included,  of  course,  county  and  metropolitan 
expenditures  and  our  share  of  the  state  tax.  But 
the  sum  is  so  large  that  I  venture  to  dwell  upon  it  a 
moment  and  offer  for  the  consideration  of  your 
honorable  body  a  comparison  with  the  earnings  of 
one  of  the  largest  groups  of  the  population.  In 
1916  the  wages  of  the  85,000  employees  engaged 
in  the  manufacturing  industries  of  Boston  amounted 
to  less  than  800,000,000.  While  wages  have 
increased  since  1916,  it  is  evident  that  we  are 
approaching  the  limit  of  endurable  taxation.  Even 
if  we  cannot,  under  present  conditions,  return  to 
the  total  of  earlier  years,  it  is  our  duty  to  direct  the 
expenditures  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  every 
item  beneficial  and  productive. 

The  causes  of  the  increase  in  1918  were  local, 
as  well  as  general.  Among  the  former  were  the 
special  appropriation  for  street  repairs,  amounting 
to  over  $1,500,000,  the  reduction  of  working  hours 
in  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  and  the  in- 
crease in  the  payment  for  pensions  and  for  the 
retirement  of  serial  bonds.  Among  the  latter  may 
be  included  the  wage  increases  of  1917  and  1918, 
the  enhanced  cost  of  materials  and  supplies,  and 
the  larger  disbursements  for  soldiers'  relief  and 
mothers'  aid.  There  were,  besides,  substantial 
increases  in  the  county  expenditures  and  in  the 
appropriation  for  schools,  and  a  falling  off  in  gen- 
eral revenue. 


CITY   COUNCIL. 


The  Close  of  the  Fiscal  Year. 

The  fiscal  year  which  has  just  closed  shows  the 
effect  of  efforts  of  economy.  Each  of  the  heads  of 
the  departments  has  run  his  department  with  a 
view  to  economizing  where  it  is  possible  and  not 
under  the  principle  that  he  must  spend  all  the 
appropriation  because  there  was  one. 

This  has  resulted  in  the  saving  of  appropriations 
by  the  various  departments  of  8577,000.  Last 
year  the  balance  from  the  department  appropria- 
tions was  only  $55,561.18,  or  more  than  half  a 
million  dollars  less  than  was  saved  this  year.  It  is 
true  that  the  Legislature  permitted  an  increase  in 
the  tax  rate,  but  the  additional  sums  thus  made 
available  were  more  than  offset  by  additional 
expenditures. 

The  general  economy  of  the  city  shows  itself  in  a 
decrease  of  two  and  a  half  million  dollars  in  the  city 
and  county  debt.  Despite  all  the  increased  ex- 
penses of  this  year  in  the  way  of  increased  wages, 
increased  cost  of  running  the  hospitals,  and  an 
increase  of  $600,000  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief,  the  year 
closes  with  a  deficit  of  only  $100,000  as  compared 
with  a  deficit  of  $804,000  the  previous  year. 

Prospects  for  1919. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  outlook  for  the  coming 
year  offers  much  encouragement.  We  have  to  face, 
at  some  time,  the  prospect  of  a  deficit  in  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company,  which  will  be  assessed 
upon  the  metropolitan  district  and  largely  upon 
Boston.  The  Finance  Commission  has  estimated 
this  liability  for  Boston  alone  at  about  $4,000,000. 
There  will  be  a  loss  of  liquor  license  revenue  amount- 
ingtoabout  $1,000,000.  Thewater  income  appears 
likely  to  fall  off  by  some  $250,000  The  School 
Committee  is  permitted  an  additional  allowance  of 
thirty  cents  on  $1,000,  or  about  $450,000,  and  may 
choose  to  appropriate  the  full  amount.  We  shall 
have  to  provide  for  an  extra  weekly  pay  roll,  esti- 
mated at  $183,000.  The  new  salary  increases  for 
the  city  departments  will  amount  to  about  5525,000 
if  they  take  effect  June  1,  and  to  more  than  that 
if  they  are  adopted  at  an  earlier  date.  The  salary 
increases  in  the  county  departments  will  add 
another  $50,000.  There  is  hope,  but  no  certainty, 
of  a  decline  in  the  cost  of  supplies  and  materials. 
The  civil  pension  charges  and  serial  bond  pay- 
ments will  continue  to  rise  until  an  apex  is  readied, 
when  the  city  will  begin  to  reap  the  benefit  of  these 
enlightened  policies.  The  high  profits  of  general 
business  and  other  causes  have  made  tax  collections 
difficult,  and  on  account  of  these  reasons  and  the 
extraordinary  expenses  of  this  year  we  enter  the 
new  year,  as  we  did  last  February,  with  no  balance 
in  the  treasury. 

For  this  last  condition,  which  is  an  injustice  to 
the  city,  I  have  offered  a  remedy  in  the  bill  which 
permits  graduated  interest  rates  on  deferred  tax 
payments.     This  is  the  practice  in  many  cities. 

Effect  of  the  Income  Tax  Law. 
There  is  another  factor  of  no  little  importance 
which,  while  it  does  not  increase  expenses  or  dinun- 
ish  the  actual  income,  reduces  the  amount  that 
may  be  expended  for  the  regular  departments. 
The  law  of  1917,  removing  intangible  personalty 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  assessors,  reduced 
our  valuation  by  over  $167,000,000.  As  a  result, 
the  three  years'  average  valuation  on  w'hich  both 
the  tax  limit  and  the  debt  limit  are  calculated  has 
shown  a  decline  since  1917,  instead  of  the  usual 
advance;  the  figures  are,  in  round  numbers: 

1917 $1,568,000,000 

1918 1,541,000,000 

1919 1,519,000,000 

1920  (estimated) 1,486,000,000 

After  1920  there  will  probably  be  an  increase, 
but  it  will  be  some  time  before  we  get  back  to  the 
figures  of  1917.  The  decrease  for  1918,  1919  and 
1920  would,  of  course,  be  greater  if  it  were  not  for 
the  yearly  growth  in  valuations. 

As  a  consequence  of  this  decline,  the  right  to 
appropriate  money  for  current  expenses  and  the 
right  to  borrow  are  seriously  curtailed;  or,  in  other 
words,  a  tax  limit  and  debt  limit  which  remain 
nominally  the  same  are  calculated  on  a  reduced 
principal  and  are,  consequently,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  themselves  reduced. 

Real  Estate  Valuations. 
The  prospect  of  increase  in  real  estate  valuations 
seems  fairly  good.    Owing  to  the  rise  in  wages  and 
in  cost  of  materials  and  the  high  interest  rates, 


building  operations  have  almost  come  to  a  stand- 
still. The  value  of  construction  completed  last 
year  was  only  a  little  over  $4,000,000,  while  the 
average  for  the  preceding  nine  years  was  between 
four  and  five  times  that  figure.  Dwellings,  how- 
ever, must  soon  be  provided  for  our  increasing 
population  and  good  judges  look  for  an  early  resump- 
tion of  activity  in  this  field,  accompanied,  perhaps, 
by  more  normal  conditions  in  general  business. 
If  these  hopes  are  realized,  there  will  be  a  substan- 
tial gain  to  the  city  treasury. 

Bill  to  Suspend  the  Tax  Limit. 
But  the  characteristic  revealed  by  many  of 
these  items  and  of  the  period  as  a  whole  is  uncer- 
tainty. We  do  not  know  and  cannot  calculate, 
as  in  ordinary  times,  our  liabilities  for  the  coming 
year.  We  do  know,  however,  that  the  present 
tax  limit  will  not  provide  sufficient  means  to  carry 
on  the  government.  Under  the  circumstances  I 
have  judged  it  necessary  to  petition  the  Legislature 
for  authority  to  increase  the  tax  rate  above  the 
limit  now  fixed  by  statute. 

Wages. 
I  do  not  mean  by  this  that  the  door  should  be 
let  down  to  every  demand  made  upon  the  treasury. 
The  financial  straits  of  the  city,  serious  enough  of 
every  aspect,  are  especially  to  be  regretted  because 
of  the  obstacle  they  present  to  any  increase  of 
wages  beyond  those  which  have  been  already  recom- 
mended. The  city  has  endeavored  to  meet  the 
high  cost  of  living  and  will  endeavor  to  do  so.  It 
is  not  and  never  has  been  an  ungenerous  employer. 
The  firemen,  the  police,  the  laborers,  the  school 
teachers,  and  the  less  prosperous  of  the  clerical 
and  miscellaneous  forces  have  already  received 
advances  or  the  assurance  of  advance.  But  the 
difficulty  of  granting  all  the  requests  made  must 
be  clear  to  any  one  who  gives  patient  considera- 
tion to  the  items  I  have  set  forth  and  who  appre- 
ciates the  numbing  effect  upon  business  and  general 
prosperity  of  intolerably  heavy  taxation. 

Construction  to  Provide  Employment.  . 
By  authorizing  only  S600.000  of  new  debt  in  1918, 
for  absolutely  necessary  sewerage  works,  we  have 
reduced  the  net  city  and  county  debt  more  than 
$2,500,000  and  have  kept  alive  a  good  margin  of 
borrowing  capacity  which,  added  to  the  increase 
for  1919,  leaves  us  a  borrowing  capacity  of  $3,950,- 
785.62.  This  sum  will  be  useful  if  we  are  to  comply 
with  the  request  of  the  national  administration  and 
of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  that  we  go  forward 
with  construction  work  as  rapidly  as  possible  in 
order  to  furnish  employment  to  returning  soldiers 
and  others.  As  the  city  is  in  arrears  in  street  con- 
struction and  other  vital  needs,  I  am  heartily  in 
favor  of  adopting  these  recommendations. 

The  Policy  of  Promotions. 
No  feature  of  the  city  administration  is  more 
important  than  the  regular  day-by-day  work  of 
the  departments.  Realizing  that  the  efficiency  of 
this  depends  upon  the  loyalty  and  satisfied  spirit 
of  the  working  force,  I  have  adopted  a  policy  of 
rewarding  proved  capacity  by  promotion.  Four 
heads  of  departments  have  been  appointed  from 
the  ranks  solely  on  the  basis  of  fitness  and  faithful 
service.  I  mean  to  continue  this  practice  and  to 
identify  myself  closely  with  the  employees,  believ- 
ing that  their  true  interests  coincide  with  the  inter- 
ests of  the  city.  There  will,  however,  be  no  inter- 
ference with  appointments  or  contracts.  By  giving 
the  department  heads  a  free  hand  in  particulars  and 
supporting  them  cordially  in  all  their  efforts,  I  feel 
justified  in  holding  them  strictly  responsible  for 
the  general  results. 

Street  Improvements. 

Among  the  larger  undertakings  this  year  was 
that  of  resurfacing  some  of  the  principal  thorough- 
fares, many  of  which  had  become  unsightly  and 
barely  serviceable.  The  narrowness  of  the  road- 
ways in  Boston,  throwing  all  the  wear  on  a  small 
extent  of  surface,  the  vast  teaming  traffic  of  the 
city,  and  the  excess  of  macadam  pavement,  together 
with  neglect  in  previous  years,  have  contributed  to 
bring  about  a  deplorable  condition. 

After  securing  an  appropriation  of  more  than 
$1,500,000  outside  the  tax  limit,  and  adding  to  it 
a  balance  from  1917  and  the  regular  appropriation 
for  1918,  we  had  over  $2,000,000  available  for 
street  resurfacing,  to  be  done  chiefly  by  contract 
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but  partly  by  the  department  force.  A  committee 
of  five  representative  citizens  kindly  studied  the 
subject  at  my  request,  and  made  a  selection  of 
eighteen  streets  that  were  in  urgent  need  of  repairs. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  promptly 
started  to  carry  out  their  recommendations  and  in 
spite  of  war  delays  and  the  priority  claimed  by  the 
national  government,  has  brought  the  program 
well  forward  toward  completion.  Atlantic  avenue 
and  Commercial  street,  which  together  form  our 
most  important  teaming  thoroughfare,  have  been 
repaved  throughout  with  granite  block,  and  State, 
Congress  and  Saratoga  streets  and  Washington 
street,  Forest  Hills,  have  been  extensively  resur- 
faced. There  remains  of  the  special  appropriation 
about  $650,000  not  contracted  for,  which  will  be 
available  this  year.  According  to  the  present  esti- 
mates, after  all  the  eighteen  streets  have  been 
resurfaced,  the  department  will  have  $140,000  left, 
a  clear  saving  of  that  amount  from  the  original 
estimates. 

At  the  same  time  the  Commonwealth  avenue 
improvements,  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and 
Charlesgate  West,  have  been  completed  by  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department,  which  has  also 
finished  the  work  of  resurfacing  Commonwealth 
avenue  with  permanent  asphalt,  from  Beacon  street 
to  the  Newton  line.  The  Street  Laying-Out  De- 
partment has  provided  for  the  widening  of  Centre 
street,  from  South  street,  Jamaica  Plain,  to  Spring 
street,  West  Roxbury,  and  work  on  this  extensive 
improvement  will  begin  early  this  year. 

Work  of  the  Departments. 

The  Public  Works  Department,  under  its  new 
Commissioner,  has  made  a  commendable  record. 
It  has  laid  during  the  year  about  three  fourths  as 
.  much  granite  block  as  was  laid  in  all  the  preceding 
four  years.  It  has  abolished  two  unnecessary 
yards  and  one  headquarters  building,  bought  and 
operated  two  new  asphalt  plants,  laid  one  mile  of 
high  pressure  pipe,  completed  the  granolithic  side- 
walk on  the  Strandway  from  K  street  to  the  Head- 
house,  and  added  $40,000  a  year  to  the  income  of 
the  city  by  increasing  the  fees  for  the  removal  of 
waste.  In  spite  of  general  pay  increases,  its  pay 
roll  in  the  last  six  months  was  $70,000  less  than  in 
the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Work  on 
several  important  bridges,  which  has  been  delayed 
by  government  restrictions  on  the  delivery  of 
material,  will  be  resumed  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

In  the  Health  Department,  second  to  none  in 
its  value  to  the  community,  I  have  also  made  a 
reorganization,  the  results  of  which  are  beginning 
to  be  seen.  A  special  housing  division  has  been 
established,  a  permanent  corps  of  emergency  nurses 
has  been  formed,  a  body  of  medical  men  have  been 
invited  to  act  as  advisers  to  the  commissioner, 
and  bills  have  been  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
which  will  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  department 
in  tearing  down  insanitary  buildings  and  in  the 
inspection  of  food  establishments.  The  special 
committee  of  ten  citizens,  appointed  early  in  the 
year  to  draw  up  a  housing  law,  has  framed  a  meas- 
ure, with  only  one  member  in  dissent,  which  is  now 
under  consideration  by  the  Legislature.  In  my 
judgment  this  bill  is  practical  and  moderate  and  is 
well  adapted  to  the  purpose  of  improving  house- 
hold conditions  among  people  of  limited  means. 

In  the  Treasury  Department,  also  reorganized, 
several  changes  have  been  made.  Salaries  of 
school  teachers  and  the  monthly  bills  are  now  paid 
by  check,  and  the  1,200  employees  m  City  Hall 
and  the  Annex  by  a  squad  of  paymasters  making 
the  rounds,  instead  of  by  the  former  time-wasting 
methods.  . 

The  Assessing  Department,  reorganized  by 
statute  and  by  executive  action,  will  give  hence- 
forth more  attention  to  real  estate  values,  includ- 
ing the  investigation  of  prices  at  sales,  and  is 
mapping  the  city  with  a  view  of  obtaining  g.-eater 
accuracy  in  this  all  important  branch  of  its  work. 

The  Building  Department  has  undertaken 
stricter  supervision  of  elevators,  gas  fixtures,  places 
of  amusement,  and  the  emergency  hospitals  which 
sprang  up  during  the  war,  besides  maintaining  a 
vigilant  watch  over  the  usual  fire  and  building 

Other  departments  might  be  mentioned  which 
have  not  only  done  faithful  work  but  made  progress 
in  the  fields  assigned  to  them. 

War  Work. 
A  good  part  of  our  time  and  energy  this  year  has 
been  devoted  to  tasks  that  grew  out  of  the  war. 


You  will  not  expect  a  full  recital  of  these  labors, 
many  of  which  were  accomplished  through  the 
excellent  Committee  of  Public  Safety,  appointed 
by  my  predecessor.  I  may  refer,  however,  to 
some  of  the  more  notable  achievements.  By 
prompt  action  of  the  city  authorities,  cooperating 
with  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  general  in 
command  of  the  Northeastern  Department,  we 
succeeded  in  ridding  the  city  of  certain  tempt  ations 
and  dangers  to  which  the  enlisted  men  might 
otherwise  have  been  exposed.  Our  City  Hospital 
Staff  organized  a  unit  for  foreign  service,  which 
after  thorough  training  at  Camp  Devens,  was  sent 
abroad  as  Base  Hospital  No.  7.  At  Tours,  where 
it  was  located,  it  had  charge  of  2,000  beds  and 
earned  a  reputation  worthy  of  its  companion  units 
from  the  city  on  the  fighting  line. 

The  City  Hospital  itself  has  been  zealous  in  its 
war  ministrations.  The  Central  Departments 
have  cared  for  large  numbers  of  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers  and  sailors;  the  West  Department  was 
offered  to  the  National  Government  and  taken 
over  in  October,  and  classes  were  formed  for  naval 
hospital  apprentices  from  which  225  men  were 
graduated.  I  cannot  pass  over  this  excellent 
record  without  noting  that  twenty-one  attaches  of 
the  hospital,  including  physicians,  nurses  and 
attendants,  have  died  in  performing  their  duty  to 
patients  during  the  epidemic  of  grippe. 

We  have  also  protested  successfully  against 
drafting  skilled  seamen  into  the  army  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  merchant  marine,  and  have  persuaded 
the  government  to  make  Boston  a  port  of  debark- 
ation. We  have  joined  heartily  in  the  work  of 
returning  the  demobilized  soldiers  to  profitable  em- 
ployment by  personal  appeals  to  employers,  by 
cooperation  with  the  Shipping  Board  in  its  efforts 
to  man  the  merchant  marine,  and  by  urging  the 
Government  to  start  delayed  public  works  in  this 
vicinity.  I  have  also  recommended  an  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  for  this  purpose,  upon  which  your 
honorable  body  has  taken  favorable  action.  Coal 
and  ice  stations  and  community  markets  have 
been  established  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  war 
prices,  and  we  have,  of  course,  given  all  possible 
cooperation  in  the  Liberty  Loans,  the  Red  Cross 
and  other  drives,  and  the  production  and  conser- 
vation work  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee. 

Citizens'  Committees. 

Fulfilling  a  promise  made  in  my  inaugural 
address,  I  have  developed  the  policy,  not  new  in 
Boston,  of  inviting  the  counsel  and  assistance  of 
representative  citizens  in  public  undertakings. 
Always  the  response  has  been  loyal  and  unselfish 
and  the  labors  of  these  men  and  women  have  been 
of  inestimable  value.  Besides  the  committees 
already  mentioned,  those  on  street  repairs  and  on 
housing  and  the  advisory  committee  of  physicians 
for  the  Health  Department,  seven  others  have  been 
organized.  These  include  a  committee  on  summer 
music;  a  committee  on  port  development;  a  com- 
mittee on  the  selection  of  motor  apparatus  for  the 
Fire  Department;  a  committee  on  the  service 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company; 
a  committee  of  welcome  to  returning  soldiers;  a 
committee  on  the  permanent  war  memorial,  and  a 
committee,  which  is  part  of  a  national  committee, 
on  the  reconstruction  of  French  towns.  _ 

All  these  were  in  addition  to  the  two  existing 
committees,  those  on  Public  Safety  and  on  Holiday 
Celebrations,  which  have  continued  their  admirable, 
labors.  To  the  members  of  all  these  bodies  I 
extend  the  thanks  of  the  community  for  their 
personal  sacrifices,  their  contribution  of  valuable 
ideas,  and  the  example  and  inspiration  they  have 
given  us. 

Commerce  and  Industry. 
In  view  of  the  circumstances  of  the  city  I  have 
conceived  it  to  be  a  part  of  my  duty  as  Mayor  to 
make  representations  to  the  National  Government 
in  behalf  of  commerce  and  industry  here.  I  have 
made  several  visits  to  Washington  and  have  con- 
ferred with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  chairman  of  the  Ship- 
ping Board,  and  other  officials.  Following  the 
latest  of  these  conferences,  Mr.  Hurley,  General 
Goethals  and  Admiral  Benson  visited  Boston  and 
were  made  familiar  with  the  natural  advantages 
and  the  equipment  of  our  harbor.  Transports  are 
now  landing  troops  here  twice  a  week  and  the 
Government  is  sending  abroad  250,000  tons  of  war 
supplies  monthly.  The  Commonwealth  Pier  will 
soon  be  restored  to  commercial  uses  and  the  state 
dry  dock,  to  be  completed  by  the  National  Govern- 
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ment,  will  be  supplemented  by  a  floating  dry  dock. 
1  shall  not  relax  my  efforts  in  this  field  and  hope 
to  make  these  auspicious  beginnings  merely  the 
preface  to  a  brilliant  awakening  in  commerce  and 
manufactures  and  all  the  occupations  tributary  to 
them. 

Future  Plans. 

In  those  of  our  plans  for  the  future  that  involve 
immediate  outlays  we  find  ourselves  compelled  to 
compromise  between  the  manifest  needs  of  the  city 
and  its  available  resources.  There  can  be  no  con- 
structive works  of  unusual  scope  undertaken,  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  pare  and  trim  as  we  may,  there 
is  little  prospect  of  lowering  the  cost  of  government 
except  by  a  curtailment  of  service  which  public 
opinion  would  not  tolerate  or  a  reduction  of  wages 
which  would  work  gross  injustice. 

Nevertheless,  there  is  ample  room  left  for  con- 
structive effort  of  wide  scope  and  of  a  practical 
order.  Many  of  the  departments  can  with  rightly 
directed  effort  reach  higher  standards  of  efficiency. 
In  particular,  some  method  should  be  adopted  by 
which  younger  men  shall  be  gradually  introduced 
to  take  the  places  of  retiring  members  of  the  labor 
force.  In  the  Public  Works  Department  about 
65  per  cent  of  the  laborers  are  over  fifty  years  old. 
It  would  be  inhuman  to  ask  men  of  this  age  to  do 
the  physical  work  of  young  men;  but  on  the  other 
hand,  it  is  an  injustice  to  the  officer  in  charge  and 
to  the  city  to  slow  down  all  their  undertakings  to 
the  pace  attainable  by  middle-aged  and  elderly 
laborers,  however  willing  and  faithful  these  may  be. 
The  vacancies  that  naturally  occur  afford  us  an 
opportunity  to  introduce  a  more  active  element. 

We  can  and  should  complete  this  year  the  pipes 
of  the  hign  pressure  system  and  start  work  on  the 
pumping  station.  It  has  been  impossible  to  do  this 
in  1918,  but  the  work  has  been  dragging  along  for 
years  and  I  am  resolved  to  bring  it  to  a  head.  The 
moneys  thus  far  expended  have  brought  little  return 
to  the  city;  but,  by  using  the  remainder  of  the 
appropriation  and  supplementing  it  if  neccessary  by 
a  reasonable  sum,  our  business  district  could  be  as 
well  guaranteed  against  a  sudden  conflagration  as 
those  of,  let  us  say,  New  York  and  Baltimore,  and 
incidentally  insurance  rates  may  be  expected  to  fall. 

The  passage  of  the  new  housing  law  should  bring 
light  and  air  and  improved  sanitation  into  many 
homes.  In  any  event,  there  will  be  city-wide 
inspection  and  rigid  enforcement  of  such  law  as  we 
have.  I  believe  that  the  working  population  is 
entitled  to  decent  living  conditions  and  a  guaranteed 
minimum  of  comfort  and  safety  and  shall,  as  far  as 
it  lies  in  my  power  to  do  so,  interpret  and  execute 
the  law  to  that  end. 

A  subject  not  unrelated  to  health  and  housing  is 
the  use  of  our  recreation  facilities.  A  notable  addi- 
tion to  these  last  year  was  the  completion  of  the 
Morton  Street  Playground  in  the  heart  of  the 
densest  section  of  the  North  End.     The  war  has 


proved  once  for  all  the  practical  importance  of  well- 
directed  exercise  and  play.  Our  city  and  metro- 
politan parks  and  spaces,  particularly  the  Charles 
River  Basin,  are  not  yet  rendering  the  full  service 
which  might  be  expected  of  them.  They  may 
accomplish  much  more  with  executive  attention 
and  especially  through  systematic  advertising. 

Street  congestion  is  a  perennial  and  almost  an 
insoluble  problem  in  Boston.  Several  plans  for 
the  relief  of  the  business  district  are  before  us  for 
consideration, — notably  Westerly  avenue  and  the 
North  End  diagonal,  poth  proposed  by  the  City 
Planning  Board.  The  broad  fact  remains  that 
we  are  still  trying  to  do  a  good  part  of  the  business 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  on  one  square  mile 
of  territory,  laid  out  over  the  street  diagram  of 
a  colonial  village,  and  that  the  longer  we  delay 
our  method  of  relief  the  more  costly  and  disturbing 
to  settled  conditions  the  remedy  must  be. 

The  subject  of  port  development,  as  I  have 
already  said,  will  continue  to  engage  my  earnest 
attention.  I  feel  that  your  honorable  body  might 
properly  contribute  of  its  knowledge  and  judgment 
on  this  question  as  well  as  on  the  question  of  a 
Greater  Boston.  The  time  seems  to  me  ripe  for  a 
union  of  the  metropolitan  towns  and  cities  and  the 
advantages  of  such  a  federation,  which  need  not 
interfere  with  local  control  of  strictly  local  affairs, 
are  of  the  most  substantial  character.  The  cente- 
nary of  our  city  charter  in  1922  ought  to  witness 
the  final  integration  of  these  scattered  munici- 
palities in  one  united  city  which  shall  be  the  me- 
tropolis of  all  New  England. 

Conclusion. 
In  these  larger  projects,  as  well  as  in  the  details  of 
ordinances  and  appropriations,  such  as  the  budget, 
which  soon  will  be  ready  for  submission,  your  honor-  . 
able  body  will,  I  am  confident,  labor  with  me, 
exercising  its  independent  judgment,  but  directing 
its  efforts  to  the  same  end,  in  undivided  loyalty 
to  our  eity,  our  state  and  our  country.  Each  of 
these  has  endeared  itself  to  us  more  deeply  by  the 
events  of  the  past  two  years. ^  We  prize  more  highly 
the  gift  of  citizenship  in  this  free  nation  since  we 
saw  its  freedom  threatened;  we  appreciate  more 
warmly  our  fellow  citizens  since  we  have  found 
them  rallying  together  in  devotion  to  a  common 
ideal.  The  new  members,  whom  I  greet  most 
heartily  and  join  you  in  welcoming  to  their  seats, 
are  not  less  imbued  with  these  sentiments  than 
ourselves.  The  responsibilities  and  the  oppor- 
tunities of  our  position  in  this  period  of  world  recon- 
struction are  so  momentous  that  they  must  sober, 
as  well  as  inspire,  all  of  us  who  happen  to  be  invested 
with  a  little  authority.  It  is  in  this  mingled  mood  of 
humility  and  high  consecration  that  we  take  up 
together  the  arduous,  yet  honorable,  task  which 
our  fellow  citizens  have  entrusted  to  us, — that  of 
directing  the  communal  activities  of  a  modern,  pro- 
gressive American  city.

SALARIES   FOR   POLICE   AND   FIRE 
VETERANS. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil those  members  of  the  Police  Department  and 
those  members  of  the  Fire  Department  who 
served  in  the  late  war  as  a  member  of  the  army, 
navy  or  marines,  who  had  not  at  that  time  received 
the  maximum  silary  provided  for  a  patrolman  in 
the  Police  Department  and  the  maximum  salary 
provided  for  a  private  in  the  Fire  Department, 
shall  upon  their  return  to  their  respective  depart- 
ments receive  the  maximum  salary  paid  to  a 
patrolman  in  the  Police  Department  and  the 
maximum  salary  paid  to  a  private  in  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

Coun.  FORD- — -Mr.  President,  from  reading  the 
different  articles  that  one  sees  in  the  newspapers 
nowadays  one  is  rather  disturbed  at  the  proposed 
erection  of  so  many  arches,  so  many  brick  build- 
ings and  other  memorials,  that  do  not  in  any  way 
better  the  economic  condition  of  the  returning 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines.  There  is  a  real 
economic  problem  to  be  solved  by  the  different 
committees  considering  the  matter,  and  such  a 
resolution  as  I  have  here  presented,  it  seems  to  me, 
strikes  at  the  root  of  things.  When  an  economic 
condition  is  disturbed- — -whether  by  a  shifting  of 
conditions  under  the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
of  necessities  of  life  or  of  labor,  or  otherwise — 
where  there  are  millions  of  men  who  are  affected, 
some  action  striking  at  the  seat  of  the  trouble 
must  be  taken,  in  order  that  order  and  decorum 
may  be  preserved  and  some  such  situation  as  we 
had  before  the  present  disturbances  may,  if  pos- 
sible, be  brought  back.  Certainly  in  solving  the 
problems  the  efforts  of  all  these  committees,  small 
or  big,  should  be  directed  at  something  that  will 
help  the  real  economic  situation  of  the  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines.  We  don't  want  to  run  into 
the  situation  that  confronted  the  mother  of  the 
eminent  poet  Burns  who  looked  upon  the  monu- 
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ment  erected  to  her  boy  and  said,  "He  asked  you 
for  bread  and  you  gave  him  a  stone."  Stones  will 
not  help  out  in  the  betterment  of  the  economic 
conditions  of  these  men,  and  this  resolution  is 
simply  an  endeavor,  in  my  small  way,  to  start  a 
solution  of  the  problem.  It  might  be  solved  in 
other  ways,  and  I  may  have  occasion  to  introduce 
additional  orders  affecting  other  people  who  work 
for  the  City  of  Boston.  But  I  am  starting  here 
to  endeavor  to  reward  these  men  through  a  better 
economic  plan  than  now.  exists  as  far  as  they  are 
concerned.  I  think  the  members  of  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments  who  have  served  their  country 
ought  to  be  rewarded  in  a  small  way  by  the  city, 
by  having  their  salaries  increased  to  the  maximum 
$1,400,  if  they  have  not  yet  received  it.  That  is 
one  practical  way  to  better  the  economic  condition 
of  that  class. 

The  resolution   was   referred   to   the    Executive 
Committee. 


MAXIMUM  PAY  FOR  POLICE  AND  FIRE- 
MEN. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Fire  Commissioner 
of  the  City  of  Boston  should  increase  the  wages  of 
the  men  in  both  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
now  receiving  the  maximum  $1,400,  so  that  the 
maximum  pay  of  the  patrolman  in  the  Police  De- 
partment and  the  private  in  the  Fire  Department 
should  receive  $1,600,  and  that  all  others  of  higher 
and  lower  grades  in  said  departments  should  be 
increased  proportionately. 

The  resolution  was  declared  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  we  have  heard  a 
good  deal  of  talk  in  recent  days  to  the  effect  that 
Boston  should  be  a  larger  city.  We  hear  a  great 
deal  of  talk  about  development  of  the  port,  and 
then  we  see  no  development.  We  hear  a  great 
deal  of  talk  about  the  development  of  economic 
ideals,  and  then  there  is  no  such  development. 
One  begins  to  be  alarmed  at  the  lack  of  progress 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  There  is  a  widespread  feel- 
ing of  dissatisfaction  at  the  present  time  among 
members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  We 
are  confronted  here  with  an  economic  danger. 
These  men  say  they  will  not  accept  the  proposed 
increase  of  $100  that  is  to  be  granted.  There  is 
some  sort  of  trade  going  on  at  the  present  time  to 
indirectly  increase  their  salaries  by  giving  them  an 
additional  uniform.  The  result  of  my  inquiries 
in  the  department  is  this,  that  they  will  be  satis- 
fied if  they  get  this  increase  of  $200;  and  I,  for  one, 
as  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  am  going  to  go 
on  record  as  in  favor  of  their  getting  the  $200. 
They  talk  about  Boston  being  a  big  city,  about 
attracting  trade  to  Boston,  about  having  railroads 
send  commodities  and  freight  through  Boston, 
going  to  Europe,  and  we  hear  a  good  deal  to  the 
effect  that  if  Chelsea,  Maiden,  and  other  places 
would  come  into  the  City  of  Boston,  the  firemen, 
policemen  and  other  officials  would  receive  larger 
salaries  than  they  are  receiving  at  the  present  time. 
Gentlemen,  policemen  in  Chelsea  are  receiving 
$1,600,  while  policemen  in  the  City  of  Boston  are 
receiving  no  more  than  $1,500,  and  still  we  hear 
talk  about  adjoining  cities  and  towns, — such  as 
Somerville,  Maiden  and  other  places, — coming 
into  the  City  of  Boston,  and  about  their  officials 
thereby  getting  the  larger  salaries  that  the  big 
city  pays.  I  think,  under  the  circumstances,  it  is 
about  time  that  the  big  city  should  at  least  take 
the  lead,  to  equal  these  other  places,  and  I  believe 
we  should  express  it  as  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council  that  this  increase  from  $1,400  to  $1,600 
should  be  put  into  effect  at  once,  quieting  the  dis- 
turbance that  is  going  on  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  agree 
heartily  with  the  order  as  introduced  by  the 
gentleman  opposite  in  favor  of  increasing  the  pay 
of  the  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
who  are  permanent  employees  to  a  maximum  of 
$1,600  a  year,  under  the  coming  budget,  but  I 
want  to  say  frankly  that  we  can  offer  orders  here 
and  use  up  all  the  paper  we  can  find  and  all  the 
typewriters  that  are  manufactured,  drawing  up 
and  passing  resolutions,  and  we  are  not  going  to 
make  any  progress  in  the  matter  of  increase  in  pay. 
It  is  about  time  that  we  stopped  doing  this  sort  of 
thing,  shoving  in  orders,  saying  what  we  would 
like  to  do  on  paper,  and  then  having  them  die.  I 
am  going  to  move  as  a  substitute  that  the  Council 


be  a  committee  of  the  whole  to  wait  upon  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  the  Fire  Commissioner 
and  the  Mayor,  and  urge  personally,  each  one  of  us, 
the  increase  called  for  in  this  order,  to  wit,  to  $1,600 
a  year.     I  move  that  as  a  substitute,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  FORD— Mr.  President,  I  think  that  the 
idea  of  the  gentleman  opposite  is  a  very  good  one, 
but  I  do  not  accept  it  as  in  any  way  a  substitute 
for  the  order  I  have  introduced.  I  think  it  could 
very  well  stand  as  a  separate  order,  so  that  I  can 
be  in  the  position  of  offering  the  order  I  introduced 
and  the  gentleman  can  be  in  the  position  of  offer- 
ing the  order  he  introduced.  In  other  words,  I 
think  both  orders  should  prevail,  but  one  should 
not  prevail  as  a  substitute  for  the  other,  because 
if  the  committee  were  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
Mayor,  the  Police  and  Fire  Commissioners,  it 
would  still  have  to  have  some  such  order  as  I 
have  introduced  upon  which  to  base  its  action, 
setting  forth  what  the  salary  should  be.  I  think 
my  order  ought  to  prevail,  as  suggesting  w-hat  the 
salary  should  be  if  we  go  there,  and  that  the  com- 
mittee should  be  appointed,  also.  In  other  words, 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  both  orders  should 
not  prevail  as  separate  orders.  One  cannot  harm 
the  other.  But  I  see  no  reason  why  one  should 
be  substituted  for  the  other. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  there  is  no 
danger  of  my  standing  in  the  limelight  between  the 
gentleman  and  his  order.  I  am  not  seeking  to  do 
anything  of  that  sort  at  the  present  time.  I  am 
perfectly  willing  to  strike  everything  off  the  record 
referring  to  my  motion  provided  he  introduces  an 
order  to  appoint  a  committee  of  the  whole  to  wait 
upon  the  Mayor,  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the 
Police  Commissioner.  We  have  already  passed  an 
order  favoring  an  increase  of  S300  for  policemen 
and  it  has  been  ignored.  What  is  the  use  of  our 
kidding  the  firemen  and  policemen  in  the  city 
employ  with  the  idea  that  their  salaries  are  going 
to  be  increased  in  any  such  way?  There  is  not  a 
member  here  who  will  say  that  those  men  are  not 
entitled  to  more  money,  but  orders  like  this  are 
not  going  to  give  them  more  money.  Let  us  try 
a  little  different  action,  as  far  as  the  Mayor,  Police 
and  Fire  Commissioners  are  concerned,  going  to 
them  personally  and  telling  them  frankly  that  we 
believe  in  a  living  wage  for  the  firemen  and  for  the 
policemen  of  the  City  of  Boston,  if  it  means  handi- 
capping the  public  business  until  they  are  paid  a 
proper  measure  of  salary.  I  am  sincere,  as  well  as 
the  gentleman  opposite.  I  say  frankly  that  I  don't 
want  any  glory  out  of  this,  and  I  am  willing  to 
have  all  I  have  said  stricken  from  the  record, 
provided  he  will  agree  to  put  in  such  an  order  as  I 
suggest.  Under  such  an  order,  as  a  committee  of 
the  whole  we  could  go  at  the  matter  vigorously, 
getting  busy  upon  the  Mayor  and  the  heads  of 
departments,  whether  or  no  they  will  grant  what 
is  asked  for.  We  will  at  least  exert  ourselves  and 
do  what  we  can  in  the  matter,  not  simply  passing 
perfunctory  orders  and  having  them  die  the  death 
that  all  such  orders  die.  That  will  simply  mean 
that  in  a  few  generations  somebody  will  pick  up 
the  records  and  see  that  John  Jones  or  Tom  Smith, 
or  Jerry  Watson  or  Frank  Ford  offered  such  and 
such  an  order,  but  they  cannot  find  that  anything 
has  come  from  the  order.  I  am  willing  to  receive 
any  suggestion,  but  all  I  desire  is  to  have  some 
action  taken  that  will  lead  to  our  forming  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  and  going  personally  to  the 
Mayor  and  heads  of  departments,  endeavoring  to 
have  something  done.  I  think  the  order  might 
be  very  well  amended  so  that  we  would  go  as  a 
committee  of  the  whole  of  the  Council  and  wait 
upon  the  department  heads  and  the  Mayor, 
demanding  that  the  firemen  and  policemen  be 
given  the  salaries  suggested  in  the  order.  If  the 
gentleman  will  accept  that  amendment,  I  will 
appreciate  it. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  see  no  reason 
why  that  should  be  suggested  as  an  amendment  to 
this  order.  Let  it  be  put  in  and  stand  on  its  own 
footing  as  a  separate  order.  I  believe  the  two 
ought  to  stand  as  separate  orders  because  they  do 
not  clash  in  any  way. 

,  Chairman  HAGAN — The  Chair  has  allowed  de- 
bate upon  this  matter,  although  it  is  entirely  out 
of  order.  The  order  in  question  was  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  be 
permitted  to  move  that  the  entire  membership  of 
the  Council  be  a  committee  of  the  whole  to  wait 
upon  the  Fire  Commissioner,  the  Police  Com- 
missioner and  the  Mayor,  and  demand  that  in  the 
budget  SI, 600  a  year  be  allowed  for  the  members 
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of  the  Police  Department  and  $1,600  a  year  for 
the  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

Chairman  HAGAN— Does  the  councilor  offer 
that  as  a  motion? 

Coun.  WATSON— I  do,  sir. 

Coun.  FORD— Mr.  President,  I  simply  raise  the 
point  of  order  that  the  orders  I  have  introduced 
have  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
I  understand  that  the  reference  ends  all  idea  of 
amendment  of  those  orders  at  the  present  time,  and 
I  believe,  as  a  matter  of  parliamentary  law,  that 
the  gentleman  on  the  opposite  side,  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  suggestion  he  makes,  should  offer  an 
independent  order. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  Chair  understands 
Coun.  Watson's  motion  to  be  a  new  motion,  and 
not  a  substitute  or  amendment. 

Coun.  WATSON— A  new  order? 

Chairman  HAGAN — No,  a  new  motion.  It  is 
not  an  order.  .  . 

Coun.  WATSON — The  Chair  takes  the  position 
that  an  order  should  be  written? 

Chairman  HAGAN— An  order  should  be  in 
writing,  a  motion,  not. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then,  -if  you  will  give  me 
time,  I  will  draw  up  an  order. 

Chairman  HAGAN— Very  well. 


COMMITTEE  ON  POLICE  AND  FIREMEN'S 
SALARY. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  WATSON  offered  an 
order — That  the  entire  membership  of  the  Council 
be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Mayor,  Fire  Com- 
missioner and  Police  Commissioner  and  urge  that 
the  maximum  salary  now  received  of  $1,400  be 
increased  to  $1,600  for  patrolmen  in  the  Police  De- 
partment and  privates  in  the  Fire  Department. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


WAGE    INCREASE    FOR   CITY    LABORERS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  consider  the  advisability  and  if 
possible  to  grant  the  request  of  the  men  in  the 
labor  force  of  the  city  service  and  have  the  advance 
in  their  daily  wage  which  is  to  be  granted  them 
become  operative  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year  as  February  1. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


BALLOT   FOR   PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  to 
take  a  train  to  go  to  Springfield  immediately,  and  I 
am  desirous  of  seeing  the  Council  organized  if  the 
same  is  possible.  Therefore,  I  move  you  now  that 
we  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  president  of  this 
Council  for  the  year. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  Council  will  now  pro- 
ceed to  the  election  of  a  president.  The  Clerk  will 
call  the  roll,  and  the  gentlemen,  as  their  names  are 
called,  will  announce  the  name  of  the  man  for  whom 
they  vote.

DISCHARGE   OF   FIREMEN   AND   POLICE- 
MEN  FROM   SERVICE. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  endeavor  to 
obtain  the  immediate  discharge  from  the  military 
and  naval  service  of  the  men  who  were  formerly 
employed  as  firemen  and  policemen. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  Chairman,  this  is  not 
a  political  order.  It  is  an  order  I  am  introducing 
because  of  the  fact  that  I  have  received  half  a 
dozen  letters  from  firemen  and  policemen  stationed 
in  at  least  two  camps — Jackson  and  Merritt — in 
New  Jersey.  They  have  all  petitioned  their 
superior  officer  to  be  discharged  from  the  service. 
One  of  them  has  a  sick  wife  and  child  and  is 
needed  at  home.  He  put  in,  an  application  for 
discharge,  and  the  lieutenant,  a  New  York  fireman, 
told  him  that  he  could  not  get  it,  that  he  did  not 
care  whether  the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  anybody 
else  desired  his  discharge,  he  wouldn't  get  it.  The 
fact  is  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  ex- 
Police  Commissioner  have  written  letters  to  the 
Army  and  Navy  Department  asking  them  to 
discharge  firemen  and  policemen  as  far  as  possible, 
and  they  have  been  assured  that  they  would  do  so. 
It  is  true  that  these  men  are  getting  the  balance  of 
their  salary  from  the  city,  but  it  does  seem,  as 
things  are  now,  that  they  might  be  released  for 
these  important  duties.  I  know  some  of  these 
men  with  whom  I  have  talked  made  application  to 
be  sent  over,  but  they  have  been  kept  here  doing 
duty  around  the  camps.  The  lieutenant  I  have 
referred  to,  a  New  York  fireman,  as  I  have  said, 
refuses  to  recognize  the  application  for  discharge. 
I  think  the  Mayor  or  somebody  ought  to  apply 
for  the  discharge  of  these  men,  so  that  they  may 
be  put  back  in  the  service  again.  Certainly  the 
city  would  save  money,  as  it  is  already  paying  the 
men  the  balance  of  their  salary,  and  the  city  will 
be  getting  the  service  for  which  it  pays.  They 
want  to  come  home  and  do  police  and  fire  duly, 
and  I  think  the  Mayor  ought  to  petition  the  Army 
and  Navy  Department  to  have  them  discharged. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

RELEASE  OF  FIREMEN  AND  POLICEMEN 
FROM  UNITED  STATES  SERVICE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  15,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  noted  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  of  February  10  that  I  be  requested  to 
endeavor  to  obtain  the  immediate  discharge  from 
the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  men  who  were 
formerly  employed  as  firemen  and  policemen. 

More  than  two  months  ago,  that  is,  on  December 
6,  1918,  I  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  War  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  requesting  that  former 
members  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  of  the 
City  of  Boston  now  in  the  army  or  navy  be  released 
from  service  as  rapidly  as  possible.  A  copy  of  the 
letter  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War  is  attached.  A 
similar  letter  was  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
with  the  proper  changes  in  wording  made. 

At  the  same  time  I  wrote  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner instructing  him  to  notify  former  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  to  apply  for  their  dis- 
charges.    \  copy  of  this  letter  is  also  attached. 

Replies  from  my  communications  were  received 
from  both  the  War  Department  and  the  Navy  De- 
partment, and  for  your  information  I  am  attaching 
copies  of  these  letters.

Boston,  December  6,  1918. 
Hon.  Newton  D.  Baker, 

Secretary  of  War,  Washington,  D.  C: 

Dear  Mr.  Secretary, — When  war  was  declared  a 
large  number  of  the  members  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  the  Police  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  enlisted  in  the  army.  Subsequently  the 
draft  further  depleted  the  ranks  of  the  two  depart- 
ments. 

While  both  departments  are  now  undermanned 
the  Fire  Department  has  been  the  greatest  sufferer, 
inasmuch  as  just  before  the  declaration  of  war  a 
new  one-day-in-three  schedule  went  into  effect  and 
by  the  first  of  April,  1917,  a  sufficient  number  of 
additional  men  had  not  been  secured  to  care  for  the 
additional  time  off. 

It  always  has  been  and  now  is  furthest  from  my 
thoughts  to  complain,  but  now  that  permanent 
peace  seems  a  certainty  and  the  crisis  has  passed,  I 
feci  justified  in  asking  that  you  release  from  service 
those  men  in  the  army  who  were  recruited  from  the 
ranks  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  who 
are  at  the  present  time  in  the  United  States. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  the  man  power  of 
the  Fire  Department  and  the  Police  Department, 
particularly  the  former,  is  a  serious  one  in  Boston. 
Were  it  not  so,  I  would  not  think  of  making  a  re- 
quest of  this  kind.  I  do  it  now  only  with  the  best 
interests  and  the  protection  of  the  citizens  and 
property  of  Boston  in  mind. 

The  members  of  departments  who  were  in  the 
employ  of  the  city  at  the  time  of  the  declaration  of 
war  arc  now  on  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  city 
employ  and  their  positions  are  being  held  open  for 
them  against  their  return. 

The  same  situation  exists  with  reference  to  all 
members  of  the  departments  who  were  drafted,  so 
that  the  release  of  these  men  from  the  service  will 
redound  entirely  to  the  good  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

I  urge  that  you  take  prompt  steps  to  effect  the 
consummation  of  my  request.

— I  have  recently  written  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  asking  him  to  honorably  discharge 
the  Boston  firemen  on  leave  of  absence  now  in  the 
army  of   the  United  States.

My  dear  Mayor  Peters, — I  am  directed  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  December  6,  in  which  you  request 
that  the  men  in  the  army  who  were  recruited  from 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  who  are  at 
present  in  the  United  States  be  released  from  the 
service,  and  in  response  to  advise  you  as  follows: 

The  War  Department  fully  appreciates  the  con- 
ditions set  forth  in  your  letter,  and  is  receiving 
many  requests  similar  to  yours,  to  enable  certain 
men  and  classes  of  men  to  return  to  their  former 
occupations.  It  is  believed  that  you  can  appreciate 
compliance  with  all  such  requests  would  seriously 
interfere  with  the  entire  scheme  of  demobilization. 
Demobilization  and  the  return  home  of  the  troops 
are  being  accomplished  as  rapidly  as  the  military 
situation  will  permit,  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
and  the  interests  of  the  country  as  a  whole  being  of 
primary  importance  in  the  consideration  of  the 
problem. 

It  may  be  added  that,  while  the  policy  of  demob- 
ilizing by  organizations  has  been  adopted,  recent 
orders  have  been  issued  by  the  department  author- 
izing the  discharge  of  en'isted  men  under  excep- 
tional circumstances  who  enlisted  prior  to  April 
1,  1917,  when  their  service  can  be  spared.  Appli- 
cation for  discharge  in  such  cases  should  be  made 
by  the  soldiers  concerned  through  their  immediate 
commanding  officer. 

It  is  desired  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
the  War  Department's  appreciation  of  your 
valued  cooperation.

Sir, — The  department  has  received  your  letter 
of  December  6,  1918,  regarding  the  desired  release 
from  active  service  in  the  near  future  of  those 
enlisted  men  in  the  navy  who,  at  the  time  of  their 
enlistment,  were  members  of  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  department  appreciates  the  very  good  reason 
set  forth  by  you  for  desiring  the  release  of  these  men 
and  would  gladly  take  favorable  action  if  practi- 
cable. However,  you  will  realize  that  certain 
operations  are  necessary  and  the  department  must 
carry  out  the  plan  of  demobilization  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  make  such  operations  possible.  In  order 
that  those  men  who  can  most  conveniently  be 
spared  might  be  released  first,  full  authority  has 
been  vested  in  all  commandants  and  commanding 
officers  to  take  final  action  in  practically  all  cases 
of  men  who  entered  the  service  for  the  emergency 
and  who  now  desire  to  be  released.  The  depart- 
ment is  not  in  a  position  to  say  just  at  this  time 
when  any  particular  class  or  body  of  men  will  be 
released  from  the  service,  for,  as  it  will  be  seen, 
action  is  taken  by  the  several  commanding  officers 
and  depends  upon  the  merits  and  circumstances 
of  the  individual  case. 

The  department  suggests  that  you  communicate 
with  these  former  employees,  furnishing  them,  if 
practicable,  a  letter  setting  forth  the  urgent  neces- 
sity of  their  discharge  in  order  to  resume  their 
former  occupations,  and  you  may  rest  assured  that 
their  cases  will  receive  due  consideration.

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  re- 
consideration of  the  reference,  hoping  the  same 
will  not  prevail.  The  orders  are  presented  asking 
for  an  increase  of  salary  to  the  City  Messenger  and 
his  assistant  because  of  the  fact  that  during  the 
past  two  years  tney  have  been  called  upon,  and 
probably  will  be  continually  called  upon  in  the 
future,  to  do  three  men's  work,  and  it  seems  only 
fair,  just  and  equitable,  under  the  circumstances, 
that  t.iey  should  receive  a  little  increase  in  their 
remuneration  from  the  city. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  understand  if 
reconsideration  prevails  the  question  will  come  on 
the  passage  of  the  orders  immediately.  I  think 
they  should  go  to-the  Executive  Committee.  I  do 
not  know  anything  about  the  justice  of  the  orders 
just  now,  or  about  the  amount,  but  I  think  there 
are  certainly  omissions  here.  I  think  if  we  are 
going  to  give  raises  in  salaries  we  ought  not  to 
forget  our  official  who  is  sick  and  infirm  at  home. 
I  believe  we  should  certainly  take  up  the  question 
of  an  increase  for  Mr.  Dever,  if  we  are  going  to 
give  any.  But  I  think  the  whole  question  should 
go  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  my  motion  to 
reconsider  carried  with  it  the  suggestion  that  I 
hoped  it  would  not  prevail,  showing  that  I  wanted 
the  orders  to  eo  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FORD — Excuse  me. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee  was  declared  lost.

CITY    COUNCIL. 


OBSERVANCE     OF     LABOR     CONTRACTS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  direct  the  heads 
of  departments  to  observe  strictly  the  provisions 
of  contracts  relative  to  the  employment  of  labor, 
and  to  see  that  citizens  are  given  every  possible 
preference  on  all  occasions. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference,  hoping  the  same  will  not 
prevail.  This  order  is  presented  to  remedy  a  con- 
dition that  has  been  brought  about  because  of  care- 
lessness, to  say  the  least,  of  heads  of  departments 
who  do  not  strictly  observe  the  provision  in  all  city 
contracts  which  calls  for  the  employment  of  labor, 
requiring  the  laborers  to  be  citizens  whenever  possi- 
ble. As  I  understand  the  situation,  that  is  a  state 
law  and  is  carried  out  in  all  provisions  of  contracts 
issued  by  the  city,  but  that  it  is  not  observed  by 
heads  of  departments  has  been  brought  very  forci- 
bly to  my  attention  by  men  connected  with  the 
labor  organizations  of  the  city,  who  take  except  ions 
to  a  law  that  exists  but  is  not  enforced.  The  idea 
of  the  order  is  to  call  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  thereby  doing  all  that  we  as 
members  of  the  City  Council  can  do.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  only  thing  we  can  do  in  the  matter  is 
to  request  him  to  direct  the  heads  of  departments 
to  observe  strictly  the  provisions  of  contracts 
relative  to  the  employment  of  labor,  and  to  see  that 
citizens  are  given  every  possible  preference  on  all 
occasions. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  hope 
that  reconsideration  will  prevail  and  that  we  will 
pass  the  order  without  even  going  into  executive 
session.  I  do  not  believe  any  member  of  this 
Council  is  afraid  to  ask  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  in- 
struct his  heads  of  departments  to  enforce  the  law, 
and  certainly  we  should  not  go  behind  closed  doors 
to  take  up  the  matter.  I  hope  reconsideration  of 
the  reference  will  prevail  and  that  we  will  pass  the 
order  without  even  sending  it  into  executive  session. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  in  making  the 
motion  to  reconsider  and  expressing  the  hope  that 
it  would  not  prevail,  I  thought  I  was  only  carrying 
out  the  idea  that  would  be  in  the  minds  of  the 
majority  of  my  colleagues,  in  wishing  to  consider 
the  matter  in  Executive  Committee.  Personally, 
I  am  ready  and  most  anxious  to  vote  upon  the 
matter  right  nere,  having  the  order  go  on  its  pas- 
sage, should  the  majority  so  wish.  I  make  the 
suggestion  because  of  what  has  been  said  by  my 
colleague  on  the  left  (Coun.  Moriarty),  stating 
that  I  am  not  particularly  anxious  to  go  behind 
closed  doors  to  deliberate  upon  this  matter.  I 
want  no  time  for  deliberation  myself,  but  I  did 
think  that  others  might  want  time.  Therefore, 
out  of  courtesy  to  them,  I  asked  that  it  go  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  But  I -shall  be  glad  to  vote 
to  pass  the  order  now. 

Reference  of  the  order  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee was  reconsidered,  and  the  order  was  declared 
passed.  Coun.  HAGAN  called  for  the  yeas  and 
nays. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 


CIVIL   SERVICE   TO   FILL   TEMPORARY 
JOBS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  instruct  the 
division  heads  to  call  upon  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission when  in  need  of  laborers  to  fill  temporary 
jobs,  and  to  discontinue  the  present  practice  of 
calling  upon  contractors  for  men  to  fill  these  tem- 
porary jobs. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  again  move 
reconsideration  of  the  reference  with  the  hope  that 
it  will  not  prevail,  although  on  this  order,  as  on 
the  former  order,  I  am  perfectly  willing  and  would 
be  glad  to  see  it  go  upon  its  passage  here  now,  if  a 
majority  of  the  Council  so  desire  and  direct.  The 
object  of  the  order  is  to  correct  an  evil  that  has 
assumed  quite  large  proportions  and  has  become 
quite  annoying  to  the  men  of  the  labor  force  in  the 
city.  Under  past  administrations  it  was  more 
pronounced  by  far  than  it  is  today,  but  the  evil 
still  exists  and  shows  a  tendency  to  increase  in  the 
future.  Men  connected  with  the  city  labor  union 
have  presented  their  case  to  me  in  this  form,  and 


in  making  this  statement  I  but  repeat  the  informa- 
tion that  has  been  given  me  by  the  officials  of  the 
city  laborers'  union,  whom  I  believe  to  be  entirely 
honest  in  their  conclusions  and  statements  and 
absolutely  conversant  with  conditions  as  they 
exist.  I  am  told  by  the  officials  of  the  labor  union 
thaf  the  custom  that  has  crept  into  the  city  service 
over  a  period  of  years  is  this.  When  a  city  laborer 
does  not  report  for  duty,  a  contractor  is  called 
upon  to  supply  a  man  to  the  city  for  a  day  or  days 
that  the  regular  city  employee  may  not  report  for 
duty.  The  consequence  is  that  the  city  pays  the 
contractor  the  three  dollars  a  day  wage  for  that 
labor,  and  the  contractor  hires  the  laborer  for  con- 
siderably less  than  three  dollars  a  day.  So  the 
city  does  not  profit,  but  the  private  contractor 
does  profit,  because  he  hires  the  man  for  perhaps 
two  dollars  a  day,  while  the  city  pays  the  contractor 
three  dollars  a  day  for  the  man's  labor.  Men 
connected  with  the  labor  organization  tell  me  that 
there  is  a  waiting  list  at  the  civil  service  rooms  of 
anywhere  from  300  to  500  men,  who  would  be 
very  glad  indeed  to  give  this  service  if  called  upon 
to  do  so.  The  city  would,  of  course,  pay  the 
regular  city  price  for  labor  in  that  case,  but  the  full 
amount  would  go  to  the  man  working  and  not 
part  of  it  to  a  contractor,  which  is  the  case  at  the 
present  time.  The  order,  therefore,  asks  that  the 
superintendent  instruct  the  division  heads  to  call 
upon  the  Civil  Sen-ice  Commission  when  there  is 
any  need  of  laborers  to  fill  temporary  jobs  and  to 
discontinue  the  present  practice  of  calling  upon 
contractors  to  supply  men  to  fill  the  temporary 
jobs.  Men  connected  with  the  city  labor  union  tell 
me  that  this  thing  has  assumed  such  proportions 
that  today  or  in  the  past  they  have  been  compelled 
to  be  at  their  place  of  employment  fifteen  or  more 
minutes  before  the  allotted  time  required,  because 
if  they  were  two  minutes  late,  or  even  on  the  tick, 
they  wrould  be  apt  to  find  their  horse  and  wagon 
gone  from  the  stable  and  some  temporary  man  on 
the  job — meaning  that  the  city  employee  would 
lose  a  day's  labor  because  he  was  a  few  minutes 
late  in  arriving  at  his  place  of  employment.  So 
thej-  feel  compelled  to  get  there  some  minutes 
ahead  of  the  allotted  or  appointed  hour,  in  fear  and 
trembling  that  if  they  do  not  get  there  some  con- 
tractor's man  will  have  their  job  for  the  day.  I 
will  simply  say  that  in  making  this  statement  I 
do  not  do  so  from  any  knowledge  of  my  own,  from 
personal  observation,  but  because  a  delegation  of 
men  connected  with  the  city  labor  union  have 
made  the  statement  to  me,  and  I  have  confidence 
that  they  are  telling  me  the  truth.  I  believe  this 
is  a  thing  that  should  be  corrected,  and  the  object 
of  the  order  is  to  call  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  so  that  the  evil  may  be 
remedied. 

Reference  to  the  Executive  Committee  was 
declared  reconsidered,  and  the  question  came  on 
the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  Chairman,  I  under- 
stood the  gentleman  who  made  the  motion  to 
make  it  hoping  that  it  would  not  prevail.  I  think 
this  is  a  matter  that  is  important  enough  to  go  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  because  it  is  a  thing 
that  we  might  very  well  look  into.  I  think  it  is  a 
matter  that  should  be  looked  into. 

Chairman  WATSON — The  Chair  is  in  error. 
Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  reference 
of  the  order  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Chairman  WATSON— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
the  order  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


STATEMENT  AS  TO  PRESIDENCY. 
Chairman  WATSON — At  this  time  the  acting 
chairman  is  going  to  take  advantage  of  his  position 
to  make  a  statement  that  has  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  the  organization  of  this  Council.  He  has 
been  criticised  by  quite  a  few  individuals,  friends  of 
his  and  others,  for  being  responsible  for  the  dead- 
lock in  this  body.  The  acting  chairman  of  this 
body  is  no  more  responsible  for  the  failure  of  the 
body  to  elect  a  permanent  president  of  the  body 
than  any  other  individual.  The  responsibility,  in 
my  opinion,  can  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  four  so- 
called  Good  Government  members,  the  three 
members  who  are  voting  for  another  candidate,  and 
Councilors  Moriarty  and  myself.  The  responsi- 
bility is  equal.  At  any  time  the  four  members 
of  the  Good  Government,  if  they  see  fit  to  do  so, 
can  join  with  either  Coun.  Moriarty  or  Coun. 
Watson,  voting  for  either  of  them,  or,  by  voting 
for  Coun.  Ford,  together  with  the  vote  he  already 
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has,  make  him  president  of  the  body,  so  that  we 
may  be  organized.  So  at  this  time  I  am  going  to 
make  a  suggestion  and  ask  a  question.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  I  would  have  the  opportunity  otherwise,  but 
this  opportunity  gives  me  a  chance  to  ask  Coun. 
Ford,  who  has  received  two  votes  besides  his  own, 
making  three  in  all,  two  short  of  a  majority, 
whether,  in  ease  I  should  receive  three  votes,  to- 
gether with  my  own,  he  will  vote  for  me  on  the 
next  ballot?  Of  course,  he  may  answer  that 
question  or  not,  as  he  sees  fit. 

Coun.  HAGAN — -Mr.  Chairman ■ 

Chairman  WATSON — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise?  The  Chair  knows  of  no 
motion  before  the  house,  and  the  gentleman  is  out 
of  order.  But,  with  unanimous  consent,  the 
Chairman  has  no  objection  to  the  gentleman's 
speaking,  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  Chairman,  let  us  take  this 
up  in  executive  session.     Is  that  in  order? 

Chairman   WATSON — We   might   now   take   a  ' 
recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 


A  BALLOT   FOR   PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— -Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  we  now  take  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  presi- 
dent of  this  body. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  Clerk  called  the 
roll,  with  the  following  result:

And  there  was  no  choice. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  that  we 
take  another  ballot — -I  withdraw  that  motion  and 
move  that  we  take  a  recess. 


A   QUESTION   OF    PERSONAL   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  HAGAN — -Mr.  Chairman,  before  the 
motion  for  recess  is  put  I  rise  to  a  question  of 
personal  privilege. 

Chairman  WATSON— The  gentleman  will 
kindly   state   his    question    of   personal   privilege. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Four  members  of  this  Council 
have  been  referred  to  in  connection  with  their 
voting,  under  the  designation  of  "Good  Govern- 
ment men." 

Chairman  WATSON — Does  the  councilor  con- 
sider that  a  reflection? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  do  not  consider  that  I  am 
here  to  answer  questions  by  the  Chair. 

Chairman  WATSON— Well,  if  there  is  no  ob- 
jection, the  gentleman  may  proceed.  He  will 
kindly  confine  himself  to  the  question  of  personal 
privilege. 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  Chair  has  designated  four 
members  of  this  Council  as  being  obstructionists 
because  we  have  not  seen  fit  to  comply  with  his 
desires  and  wishes  and  vote  for  him  or  somebody 
whom  he  prefers  as  president  of  this  Council.  The 
Chair,  following  the  precedent  established  over  a 
great  number  of  years,  has  assumed  that  there  is  a 
considerable  part  of  our  citizens  who  are  finding 
fault  with  him  and  holding  him  up  to  more  or  less 
abuse  because  he  is  an  obstructionist  and  is  pre- 
venting the  election  of  a  president  of  this  body. 
I  want  to  take  a  little  exception  to  that,  because  I 
feel  that  the  gentleman  is  not  doing  anything  that 
any  other  member  of  this  Council  is  not  doing,  that 
he  is  no  more  responsible  for  the  condition  that  has 
arisen  than  am  I  or  any  other  individual  member  ot 
the  Council.  I  do  not  want  to  have  it  seem  that  the 
gentleman  has  assumed  such  colossal  proportions 
in  this  body  that  he  alone  can  be  picked  out  as  being 
the  only  individual  who  holds  the  balance  of  power 
and  as  being  the  one  who  is  the  controlling  influence 
in  the  body.  I  claim  that  that  same  privilege  ex- 
tends to  the  eight  other  men  as  attaches  to  the 
t  emporary  presiding  officer. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.45  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess, 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber and  were  called  to  order  by  Chairman  HAGAN

ELECTION   OF   PRESIDENT. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  FORD  the  Council  voted 
to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  president. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll  and  the  members  re- 
sponded   with    the   following   result : 

Collins,  Donoghue, 
Hagan,  Lane — 4. 

Francis  J.  W.  Ford — Coun.  Ford,  McDonald, 
McLaughlin,  Moriarty.

Coun.  Ford  was  declared  elected  president  for 
the  municipal  year  1919  and  on  motion  of  Coun. 
LANE  the  election  was  made  unanimous. 

President  HAGAN  appointed  as  a  committee 
to  escort  the  newly  elected  president  to  the  chair 
Coun.  Lane  and  Moriarty,  who  performed  the 
duty  assigned  them. 

President-elect  FORD,  in  taking  the  chair,  said: 

The  President  wants  to  thank  first  those  men 
who  made  his  election  possible;  second,  he  wa Qta 
to  thank  Coun.  Lane  and  the  Council  itself  for 
making  the  election  unanimous.  I  will  simply  say 
at  this  time  that  certain  things  have  appeared  in 
the  Press  that  might  make  it  seem  that  there  would 
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be  difficulty  in  properly  conducting  the  affairs  of 
the  City  of  Boston  if  certain  ones  came  into  power 
in  this  body;  in  other  words,  to  be  plain  about  it, 
if  there  occurred  a  majority  that  was  not  consti- 
tuted for  good  government,  so  called.  The  four 
men  who  have  voted  for  me  and  I  myself  have  al- 
ways resented  that,  feeling  that  good  government 
would  always  prevail  in  the  City  Council  even  if 
we  had  anything  to  do  with  it.  Coun.  Collins 
said  when  he  left  the  chair  that  he  had  never 
seen  a  year  in  which  there  had  been  more  coopera- 
tion, that  he  had  never  seen  a  year  in  which  the 
members  of  the  Council  wanted  business  expedited 
more  or  wished  to  have  business  carried  on  in  a 
better  manner.  I  think  I  can  give  assurance  that 
the  same  state  of  affairs  will  prevail  this  year, 
that  the  people,  the  Mayor  and  the  City  of  Boston, 
that  the  people  and  the  Press  need  have  no  fear 
that  we  will  not  back  up  the  City  of  Boston  in  any 
safe  and  proper  legislation.  If  they  feel  that  the 
power  for  good  government  has  now  passed,  in  my 
humble  opinion  they  will  find  that  it  has  not,  be- 
cause we  have  always  stood  for  the  proper  sort  of 
government,  irrespective  of  certain  reflections  that 
have    been    made   recentlv.     Nobodv    need    have 


any  fear  that  the  Mayor  will  not  be  absolutely 
supported  in  every  move  that  he  makes  in  the 
city's  interest,  need  have  no  fear  that  anything 
that  should  go  through  will  not  go  through  on 
greased  ways :  and  I  feel  that  at  the  end  of  the  year 
I  will  be  able  to  say  the  same  thing  that  Mr. 
Collins  said  last  year,  that  I  have  never  seen  in 
my  three  years'  experience  a  year  in  which  there 
has  been  more  harmony  in  our  action.  The  Chair 
will  appoint  committees  to  do  the  regular  work  of 
the  body  at  the  next  meeting. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  McDONALD  moved  a  genera!  reconsid- 
eration on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting, 
hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost.

ANNUAL   BUDGET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  25,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909 
provides  in  section  3  that  within  thirty  days  after 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Mayor  shall 
submit  to  the  City  Council  the  annual  budget  of 
the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county. 

While  I  am  not  willing  to  admit  that  the  Legis- 
lature intended  that  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
Mayor  to  send  in  a  budget  within  the  thirty-day 
limit  would  have  any  serious  consequences,  espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  contingency,  as  for 
instance,  sickness,  might  render  impossible  a  strict 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  statute,  in  order 
to  avoid  any  question  being  raised  on  this  particu- 
lar point,  I  submit  herewith  a  budget  for  the  city 
in  lump  sum  form. 

There  is  now  pending  in  the  General  Court  a 
proposition  for  an  increase  in  the  tax  limit  and 
when  the  Legislature  has  indicated  by  appropriate 
action  its  decision  I  shall  submit  a  segregated 
budget  in  the  usual  form.

Appropriations  and  Tax  Orders  for  .the 
Financial  Year  1919-20. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  February,  1919,  of  performing 
the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers 
thereof,  and  to  meet  their  respective  obligations 
for  interest  on  debt,  sinking-fund  requirements 
and  maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking 
fund,  the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  de- 
partments and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  here- 
inafter stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water  Serv- 
ice, current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of 
1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto, 
and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for 
loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the 
income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing 
Department  be  met  by  the  department  income  and 
any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appro- 
priation for  City  Record  be  met  by  the  income  from 
the  publication  and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes;    that   the   other   appropriations   hereinafter 


specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the 
treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  January  31, 
1919,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute, 
gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by  the 
income  of  the  financial  year,  beginning  February  1, 
1919,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $17,366,868.60, 
and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation  on  the 
polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department 
or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division, 
or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the 
City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury, 
and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropria- 
tion be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meet- 
ing the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  of  the 
year  1919,  or  of  any  other  taxes  or  assessments 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1919;  that  all  such 
taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  ■ 
October,  1919,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October,  1919,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes  as- 
sessed upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per 
annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1919, 
until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have 
become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  a 
part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  by  transfers  lawfully  made,  no 
money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for 
any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such 
specific  purpose  or  item;  and  except  as  aforesaid, 
no  salaries  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the 
rates  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

Gentlemen, — When  the  Public  Safety  Commit- 
tee went  out  of  existence  the  unexpended  balance 
of  its  appropriation  was  turned  into  the  Reserve 
Fund.

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APPROPRIATION   FOR  ELECTRIC 
LIGHTING   HEARINGS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  1916,  four  petitions  were 
brought  against  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  of  Boston  before  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners,  asking  for  a  reduc- 
tion of  rates  for  light  furnished  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  as  follows: 

May  24,  1916,  petition  of  Felix  Kornfeld  Com- 
pany and  others. 

August  11,  1916,  petition  of  Small,  Maynard  & 
Co.,  Inc.,  et  al. 

October  17,  1916,  petition  of  Dorchester  Board 
of  Trade. 

November  3,  1916,  petition  of  Dorchester  Board 
of  Trade. 

Grenville  S.  MacFarland,  Esq.,  appears  as 
counsel  for  some  of  the  petitioners, .  and  other 
counsel  appearing  for  petitioners  are  as  follows: 
Leon  R.  Eyges,  Esq.,  Maurice  Palais,  Esq.,  and 
Richard  M.  Banash,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  MacFarland 
has  acted  as  the  leading  counsel  for  the  petitioners 
at  the  various  hearings  which  have  been  held. 

The  proceedings  have  been  instituted  really,  I 
believe,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Boston  American, 
which  has  been  active  at  times  in  its  publicity, 
editorially  and  otherwise,  about  the  matter.  I 
think  the  Boston  American  is  entirely  sincere  in 
its  purpose  to  reduce  rates  for  the  benefit  of 
citizens  of  Boston,  and  entirely  sincere  in  its  belief 
that  the  proceedings  will  result  in  a  reduction  of 
rates.  * 

Mr.  MacFarland  has  suggested  to  me  that  the 
city  should  interest  itself  in  these  proceedings. 
He  says  that  it  would  be  highly  beneficial  to  all 
people  in  Boston  if  rates  could  be  reduced,  and  it 
would  mean  a  tremendous  saving  to  the  city  itself 
on  account  of  its  own  lighting.  He  has  asked  me 
if  the  city  will  not  make  a  contribution  of  $10,000 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  proceedings.  These 
expenses  will  probably  be  considerably  in  excess 
of  that  sum.  Mr.  MacFarland  has  retained 
experts  who  have  already  devoted  considerable 
time  to  the  matter,  and  who  will  have  to  devote 
further  time.  A  number  of  hearings  have  already 
been  held,  and  a  record  of  some  300  pages  is 
already  transcribed;  a  great  many  interrogatories 
have  been  filed  by  the  petitioners  to  the  respondent, 
and  further  stenography  and  transcribing  will 
have  to  be  done  at  the  later  hearings. 

Mr.  MacFarland  suggests  that  if  the  city  eon- 
tributes  $10,000  to  the  proceedings,  no  part  of  this 
money  should  be  used  in  payment  of  counsel  fees, 
either  to  himself  or  to  anyone  else.  He  has  kindly 
suggested  that  he  would  be  entirely  willing  to  have 
the  City  Law  Department  conduct  the  hearings. 

I  referred  the  matter  to  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
who  has  been  over  the  record  in  the  case  so  far, 
including  the  interrogatories,  and  who  reports  that 
the  proceedings  seem  to  him  proper  in  scope  and 
the  hearings  so  far  seem  to  have  been  intelligently 
and  legally  conducted;  that  the  interrogatories 
filed  are  extremely  comprehensive  and  searching, 
and  that  the  whole  proceedings  seem  shaped 
towards  eliciting  the  true  facts  of  the  situation  and 
giving  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Com- 
missioners the  opportunity,  after  complete  infor- 
mation, to  make  such  ruling  as  seems  for  the  best 
interests  of  all  concerned. 

The  Corporation  Counsel,  however,  suggests  that 
if  the  city  is  to  become  in  any  way  interested  in 
the  matter,  its  participation  should  be  limited  to  a 
contribution  of  not  exceeding  $10,000  to  the 
expenses,  and  that  the  City  Law  Department 
should  not  actively  conduct  the  proceedings,  but 
merely  follow  them  closely.  In  other  words,  that 
present  counsel  for  the  petitioners  should  continue 
to  be  the  active  attorneys. 

I  wish  to  lay  this  matter  before  you  by  a  frank 
statement  of  all  the  facts  which  I  have  been  able  to 
obtain.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  presents  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  the  city  to  get  real  infor- 
mation as  to  the  situation,  and  to  present  a  chance 
to  the  proper  tribunal  to  grant  relief  not  only  to 
the  people  of  Boston  but  also  to  the  city  itself  at 
a  comparatively  slight  cost. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  City  Council  pass  an  order  appropriating 
$10,000  for  the  purpose  in  question.

PARKING  STATION,  BOSTON  COMMON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  consider  the 
practicability  and  report  to  the  City  Council  as 
to  the  advisability  of  providing  an  ample  space 
underneath  Boston  Common  from  Park  square 
to  Beacon  street,  under  the  playground  and 
parade  field,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  munic- 
ipal automobile  parking  station  with  a  tunnel 
entrance  and  exit  to  same  from  the  present  street 
level,  and  so  built  and  arranged  that  this  under- 
ground station  would  not  take  any  of  the  present 
Common  area  or  disturb  the  present  surface 
appearance  or  interfere  with  the  present  uses  of 
the  Common  surface  grounds. 

In  addition,  to  also  give  the  City  Council 
information  as  to  the  approximate  cost  of  build- 
ing this  underground  station,  and  to  further 
consider  the  advisability  of  granting  a  public 
hearing  upon  the  question  of  utilizing  this  under- 
ground space  to  provide  this  parking  station 
so  badly  needed. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  1  movi 
reconsideration,  hoping  the  same  will  not  prevail. 
Some  few  months  ago,  in  the  City  Council  of  last 
year,  I  introduced  an  order  asking  for  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  present  parking  privileges  on 
Winter,  Avon  and  some  of  our  central  business 
streets.  A  hearing  was  given  by  the  Street 
Commissioners  on  that  order.  As  usual  in  this 
town,  we  made  slow  progress,  but  some  good 
resulted  from  the  order.  I  understand  that  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Street  Commissioners 
eventually  to  discontinue  the  parking  privileges 
on  one  side  of  West  street,  which  will  give  an  oppor- 
tunity for  fire  apparatus  to  get  down  through 
that  section  without  injury  to  themselves  or  to 
the  public.  It  was  very  pointedly  brought  out 
at  the  hearing  that  at  some  time  the  city  would 
have  to  do  something  to  provide  proper  parking 
facilities  for  automobile  service.  Automobiles 
have  come  to  stay;  they  are  no  longer  considered 
toys.  In  fact,  their  use  is  increasing,  and  as  the 
automobile  truck  comes  into  more  general  use  our 
streets  become  even  more  congested.  The  streets 
of  the  business  district  are  quite  badly  congested 
today  through  the  retail  center,  particularly  be- 
cause of  the  parking  privileges  extended  on  our 
narrow  streets,  especially  on  Winter.  Avon  Bedford 
and  Chestnut  streets,  and  the  additional  privileges 
extended  to  automobiles  circling  around  while 
their  passengers  are  shopping,  picking  them  up  at 
some  convenient  point.  There  is  thus  a  steady 
stream  of  automobiles  going  around  the  block, 
aggravating  the  congested  conditions.  I  think  the 
hearing  before  t  he  Street  Commissioners  did  begin 
to  focus  public  attention  upon  these  conditions, 
and  that  fact  is  reflected  in  an  editorial  I  read  in 
the  Boston  Post  a  few  days  ago: 

"Boston  police  in  their  crusade  against  parking 
automobiles  in  Pemberton  square  have  called 
attention  to  the  growing  need  of  providing  suit- 
able places  for  such  a  purpose  in  the  city,  more 
requisite  in  our  business  sections  than  anywhere 
else.  Automobiles  have  passed  the  toy  and  luxury 
stages  and  have  become  essentials  of  business. 
What  is  required  is  the  designation  of  places 
where  automobiles  may  not  only  be  parked,  but 
also  guarded  from  thieves. 


"The  suggestion  is  made  that  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, the  city  councilors  and  others  who 
may  be  concerned  should  confer  on  this  matter 
and  agree  on  providing  the  necessary  parking 
privileges  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  traffic  or 
with  the  business  affairs  of  the  respective  neigh- 
borhood. 

"Why  shouldn't  this  be  done  now  as  it  surely 
must  be  done  later?  The  automobile  has  come 
to  stay  and  will  increase  in  numbers  yearly.  Cer- 
tainly the  owners  have  rights  that  should  be 
given  recognition." 

I  am  not  appearing  in  any  sense  in  advocacy  of 
providing  automobile  privileges  simply  to  extend 
favors  to  owners  of  automobiles,  but  what  I  have 
in  mind  is  the  good  of  the  general  public  and  of 
the  shopping  center  of  Boston,  over-crowded  and 
over-congested  as  it  is.  At  the  hearing  before  the 
Street  Commissioners  it  seemed  to  me  there  was  a 
disposition  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  commission 
and  some  of  our  public  bodies,  like  the  Automobile 
Association,  to  do  some  sparring  as  to  who  would 
stand  the  expense,  if  this  were  done.  At  that  time 
the  question  was  on  having  Charles  street  adopted 
as  a  parking  station,  and  I  believe  some  arrange- 
ment of  that  sort  is  to  be  undertaken  in  the  not 
distant  future.  As  for  the  parking  problem,  it 
has  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  be  solved  by  a 
centrally  located,  underground  station  under 
Boston  Common.  I  think  that  would  solve  the 
problem  to  the  advantage  of  the  city,  the  automo- 
bile owners,  the  great  retail  business  interests  and 
the  consuming  public  who  patronize  the  district. 
My  idea — and  I  want  to  emphasize  this  now — 
is  not  in  any  way  to  disturb  the  present  surface 
area  of  the  Common,  and  I  have  not  suggested 
that  in  the  order,  because  I  know  opposition  would 
appear  at  once  from  the  Boston  Common  and 
other  public  spirited  organizations.  But  I  believe 
it  is  possible  to  provide  this  underground  station 
without  taking  a  foot  from  the  present  surface  of 
the  Common  or  without  disturbing  the  present 
uses  of  the  Common  on  the  ball  field  and  parade 
ground  sections.  Tree  life  at  that  point  is  reduced 
to  the  minimum  and  I  can  see  no  possible  objec- 
tions to  having  something  like  this  installed,  with 
an  entrance  possibly  at  Park  square  and  with  an 
exit  at  the  corner  of  Beacon  and  Charles  streets. 
However,  that  is  a  matter  of  detail  to  be  worked 
out  later.  The  idea  is  simply  to  focus  public  atten- 
tion on  this  bad  condition  that  exists  and  try  to  iu- 
duce  the  municipal  government  to  sec  the  absolute 
need  and  necessity  of  providing  a  parking  station 
somewhere.  Believing  that  is  the  ideal  spot,  I 
have  introduced  this  order  to  ask  for  a  hearing,  as 
suggested. 

Reconsideration  was  refused,  and  the  order 
stood   referred   to  the   Executive   Committee. 


MOBILIZATION    OF    FIRE    HOUSE, 
EAST   BOSTON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be  requested  to  inform  the  City  Council  when 
the  department  intends  to  mobilize  the  new 
fire  house  at  the  East  Boston  section  with  men 
and  apparatus. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


THREE-MILE   ZONE   LIMIT. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  go  on  record  as  in  favor  of 
the  three-mile  zone  limit  for  a  5-cent  fare  in 
preference  to  the  two-mile  limit,  should  it  be  that 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  do  decide  to  try  out  the  zone 
system  of  fares,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  order 
when  adopted  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


ANNUITY    FOR    MRS.    BRENNAN. 

President  FORD  offered  an  order — That,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  17S  of

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  February  17)  for 
payment  of  annuity  to  widow  of  Thomas  J.  Stevens, 
a  fireman  killed  in  the  performance  of  his  duty — 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  petition  of  John  McGrail  (re- 
ferred today)  to  be  retired  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  765  of  the  Acts  of  1914 — recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  for  La- 
borers be  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to 
retire,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  765  of  the 
Acts  of  1914,  as  amended  by  chapter  63  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1915,  John  McGrail,  employed  in 
the  labor  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
Public  Works  Department.

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

6.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  concern- 
ing fare  contemplated  in  zone  limit  of  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company — recommending  pas- 
sage of  order  in  accompanying  new  draft,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  goes 
on  record  as  opposed  to  the  contemplated  two- 
mile  zone  limit,  and  that  notice  of  the  action  of 
the  Council  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order  in  the  new  draft. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  the  following  sub- 
stitute: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  expesses  its  opposition  to  the  adop- 
tion of  any  zone  system  on  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company,  believing  that  the  interests 
of  the  public  will  be  best  served  by  a  flat  rate  of 
fare. 

The  question  came  on  substituting  the  order 
offered  by  Coun.  Moriarty  for  the  order  as  reported 
by  the  committee  in  a  new  draft. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
say  that  I  have  not  only  this  year  but  last  year 
opposed  the  zone  system,  not  only  before  the  City 
Council  but  in  every  place  that  it  was  possible  for 
me  to  go.  I  do  not  think  at  this  time,  after  the 
many  attempts  of  the  introducer  of  the  first  order 
to  try  last  year  to  get  the  Council  pledged  to  a 
zone  system,  at  this  date  the  City  Council,  repre- 
senting the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  should 
single  out  anj  part  of  Boston  for  a  short  haul. 
I  believe  we  are  here  to  represent  all  the  people 
in  all  districts,  and  all  people  and  all  districts 
should  be  dealt  with  on  an  equal  footing.  We 
should  be  as  much  interested  in  the  people  of 
West  Roxbury  and  other  people  outside  of  the 
t  wo,  three  or  four  mile  zone  as  people  in  any  other 
part  of  the  city.  We  should  do  all  we  can  to 
make  it  possible  if  the  City  Council  can  help  to 
make  it  possible  that  a  flat  rate  of  5  cents  shall 
be  put  into  vogue.     We  arc  dealing  with  a  com- 


mission which  has  not  dared  up  to  the  present 
time  to  do  one  progressive  act  in  the  interests  of 
the  people,  and  I  believe  it  is  not  the  time  for  the 
Boston  City  Council  to  pave  the  way  to  putting 
ovei  on  the  City  of  Boston  the  same  thing  that 
was  put  over  when  the  bill  establishing  the  Board 
of  Trustees  was  passed.  That  was  the  biggest 
steal,  as  far  as  the  City  of  Boston  is  concerned, 
that  was  ever  put  over  on  the  citizenship,  when 
that  same  bill  was  passed  on  Beacon  Hill,  and  I, 
as  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  am  not  going  to 
further  and  carry  on  the  propaganda  can  ied  on  by 
the  interests  on  Beacon  Hill,  trying  to  put  over 
something  further  that  was  not  even  thought  of 
at  the  time  when  the  bill  was  passed.  I  do  not 
believe  in  a  two-mile  zone,  a  three-mile  zone  or  any 
length  of  zone.  The  people  of  Boston  bought 
their  little  pieces  of  property  in  the  outlying  dis- 
t  ricts  years  ago,  and  they  were  told  by  the  real 
estate  men  of  the  city  at  that  time  that  a  5- 
cent  fare  would  be  in  existence  until  1922 — I  think 
that  was  the  date — and  that  it  could  not  be  changed. 
Arid  we  have  had  those  people  building  up  their 
little  properties  and  extending  our  city  for  many 
miles,  and  at  the  last  moment  you  are  not  only 
going  to  make  them  pay  8  cents  or  10  cents,  but, 
if  the  zone  system  goes  into  vogue,  they  will  be 
paying  15  cents  and  in  some  instances  20  cents  to 
go  to  and  from  their  work  daily.  There  are  a 
number  of  ways  in  which  the  revenue  can  be 
obtained.  I  know  of  instances  in  that  company 
where  men  have  been  heads  of  departments  and 
because  the  interests  have  had  pull  enough  to 
put  other  men  in  the  positions,  such  men  have 
been  put  in  those  positions,  letting  the  practical 
men  act  as  assistants  and  the  unpractical  men  act 
in  a  capacity  above  the  assistants,  getting  the 
largest  wages  without  any  knowledge;  and  I 
know  one  department  where  a  few  years  ago  there 
was  one  man  in  control  of  the  department  at  a 
nominal  salary,  but  now  there  are  two  with  un- 
nominal  salaries,  and  a  competent  man  there 
below  the  lowest  salary  of  the  three.  If  the 
Boston  Elevated  trustees  want  to  do  anything 
for  the  car-riding  public  of  Boston,  they  had  better 
go  into  their  own  shops  and  into  their  own  offices 
and  cut  down  some  of  the  high  salaried  people 
that  they  have  got  there  not  doing  anything, 
and  give  the  public  a  fair  deal  by  not  putting  this 
zone  system  into  vogue. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  to  pass  the 
resolution  as  introduced  by  the  gentleman  oppo- 
site would,  in  my  opinion,  place  this  body  in  a 
most  ridiculous  position.  Whether  the  plan 
putting  the  road  under  the  operation  of  a  Board 
of  Trustees  is  right  or  wrong,  whether  anything 
was  put  over  on  the  public  of  Boston  or  not,  is 
beyond  our  jurisdiction.  That  matter  was 
handled  by  the  Legislature.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees have  been  legally  appointed  and  are 
acting  for  the  state  and  for  the  people  in  their 
capacity  as  a  Board.  They  have  made  a  study 
of  this  proposition  and  they  have  reported  back 
to  the  public  and  to  the  authorities  that  under 
a  5-cent  fare  the  Elevated  system  was  losing  a 
vast  sum  of  money.  A  7-cent  fare  was  tried, 
and  a  great  deficit  was  found  at  that  time.  An 
8-cent  fare  was  then  put  into  effect,  and  a  deficit 
was  the  result;  and  the  trustees  have  contem- 
plated increasing  the  fare  to  a  9-cent  fare  to  avoid 
and  overcome  that  deficit,  and,  in  all  human 
probability,  as  prophesied  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  fare  will  be  10  cents.  That  means 
that  theie  will  be  a  single  fare  over  every  part  of 
municipal  Boston  eventually  of  9  or  10  cents, 
to  overcome  the  deficit  that  is  now  accruing;  and 
the  City  Council  will  go  on  record  as  approving 
a  9  or  a  10  cent  fare  for  Charlestown,  South 
Boston  and  East  Boston,  unless  it  favors  a  trial 
of  the  zone  system.  No  human  mind  can  say 
that  it  will  work  out  properly.  Nobody  knows. 
But  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  given  information 
to  the  public  that  I  hey  want  to  see  if  it  will  work 
out  all  right;  they  want  to  give  the  zone  system 
:i  trial.  They  have  laid  out  two  zones,  one  with- 
in a  two-mile  limit  of  City  Hall  and  the  other 
within  a  three-mile  limit  of  City  Hall,  not  yet 
having  decided  which  one  will  be  the  better  to 
put  into  effect.  The  object  of  the  order,  as  in- 
troduced in  the  body,  and  which  brought  up 
this  discussion,  was  to  advise  and  advocate  the 
three-mile  area  in  preference  to  the  two-mile  area, 
inasmuch   as  it   would  result   in  serving  a   larger 

number  of  people  with  (lie  .Veent  fare.  Now 
we  are  confronted  with  tins  proposition,  :is  pre- 
sented in  the  substitute  onlcr  before  us,  under 
which  we  arc  asked  to  make  ourselves  ridiculous 
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because  of  asking  for  what  cannot  and  will  not 
be  granted.  The  Board  of  Trustees  have  given 
absolute  and  unqualified  information  to  the 
public  at  the  various  town  meetings  that  the 
flat  fare,  as  established,  must  and  will  be  9  or  10 
cents,  and  I  advocate  a  zone  system  so  that,  if 
we  cannot  serve  all  the  people  of  Boston  for  a 
5-cent  fare, — which  we  would  like  to  do, — we 
may  serve  within  the  three-mile  limit  the  greater 
part  of  the  residents  of  municipal  Boston,  and 
a  far  greater  number  than  can  be  served  in  the 
two-mile  area.  That  was  my  only  object,  to 
serve  the  greatest  number  of  people  in  the  plan 
to  be  tried  out  by  the  Elevated  trustees,  if  they 
do  put  into  effect  a  zone  system,  which  they 
are  unquestionablv  going  to  put  into  effect. 

Coun.  McDOXALD — Mr.  President,  1  made  a 
motion  inside  to  report  back  opposing  .the  two-mile 
zone  limit,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  gentleman 
on  my  left  (Coun.  Hagan)  put  in  an  order  to  have 
us  either  indorse  a  zone  system  or  say  to  the  public 
of  Boston  that  we  did  not  want  a  zone  system. 
Now,  I  do  not  favor  a  zone  system,  and  I  want  to 
say  to  the  gentleman  on  the  left  that  it  does 
not  make  any  difference  what  the  City  Council 
favors,  whether  it  favors  a  zone  system  or  not,  the 
Boston  Elevated  Trustees  are  going  to  do  ju- 
they  think  best  themselves.  We  have  a  right  to 
say  to  the  Elevated  trustees  that,  as  individuals 
and  as  members  of  the  City  Council,  we  do  not 
favor  a  zone  system  in  Boston.  If  the  trustees  had 
the  nerve  they  should  have,  it  would  not  be  nec- 
essary to  charge  over  5  cents  for  a  car  ride  in  any 
part  of  Boston.  They  should  do  what  they  ought 
to  do  and  what  the  bill  gave  them  the  power  to  do, 
exercise  the  power  the  bill  gives  them  to  assess  the 
cities  and  towns  in  which  the  road  operates  for  any 
deficit  that  may  arise.  Why  don't  they  do  it? 
Why  do  they  want  to  be  bluffing  the  public  that 
they  are  going  to  put  a  10-cent  fare  into  operation 
unless  they  allow  them  to  establish  a  zone  system? 
They  go  over  to  Charlestown  and  tell  the  people 
of  Charlestown,  "Why,  you  are  in  our  inner  zone 
system.  It  is  going  to  cost  you  only  5  i 
You  are  within  the  three-mile  limit."  They  tell 
the  people  of  South  Boston  the  same  thing;  tell 
the  people  of  East  Br, -tun  the  same  thing,  and  then 
they  tell  the  people  of  Dorchester  that  most  of 
them  will  have  to  pay  8  cents.  Then  Mr.  Jackson, 
the  chairman,  goes  to  the  Legislature  and  tells 
them  that  in  order  to  make  the  road  a  financial 
success  they  will  have  to  charge  at  least  12  ci 
What  are  they  going  to  do?  Are  they  having  these 
so-called  town  meetings  around  Boston  just  to  bluff 
the  public,  or  are  they  going  to  have  a  zone  s . 
by  which,  as  Coun.  Hagan  says,  in  some  parts 
of  Boston  they  are  going  to  enjoy  a  5-cent  ride, 
while  in  other  parts  of  Boston  it  will  mean  a  12  or 
15  cent  ride?  Coun.  Hagan  says  we  would  be 
putting  ourselves  in  a  most  ridiculous  light  by- 
passing this  substitute  order.  I  dou't  care 
whether  we  do  or  not.  I  am  opposed  to  any  zone 
system,  and  I  go  on  record  as  saying  here  that  if 
the  Elevated  trustees  had  any  nerve  it  would  not 
be  necessary  to  charge  over  5  cents  for  a  ride  in 
any  part  of  Boston.  I  hope  the  substitute  order 
offered  bv  Coun.  Moriarty  will  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  merely  want 
to  say  a  word  on  the  substitute  order.  I  voted  in 
committee  to  report  back  the  order  introduced  by 
Coun.  Hagan  in  a  new  form,  which  opposes  a  two- 
mile  zone  at  a  5-cent  fare.  But  the  substitute 
order  offered  by  Coun.  Moriarty  suits  me  far  better 
than  the  order  the  committee  has  reported,  because 
I,  too,  am  opposed  to  the  zone  system.  I  do  not 
agree  with  all  the  previous  speaker  has  said  about 
the  trustees,  because  it  may  be  that  they  are  doing 
something  we  don't  know  anything  about  that  may 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  riding  public  But  I  do 
know  one  thing,  that  I  have  not  seen  a  single 
expression  on  their  part  concerning  going  to  the 
Legislature  and  amending  the  act  to  suspend 
dividends  to  the  people  who  paid  about  $35  a  share, 
on  a  par  value  of  $100,  for  stock,  thereby  netting 
them  about  15  per  cent  return  on  every  dollar 
invested.  They  ought  to  begin  at  the  bottom,  in 
my  opinion,  and  suspend  the  payment  of  dividends 
for  awhile,  and  in  that  way  show  that  they  are 
acting  in  good  faith  towards  the  public.  I  agree 
heartily  with  Coun.  Moriarty,  concerning  the 
rights  of  all  the  citizens  of  Boston.  People  did 
buy  homes  in  the  outlying  suburbs  of  the  city  with 
the  definite  understanding  that  they  would  con- 
tinue to  have  5-cent  fares.  They  have  lived  there 
for  a  number  of  years,  many  of  them,  and  raised 
families  there,  and  when  you  now  put  this  addi- 
tional   expense   upon  them  it   interferes  seriously 


with  them  and  brings  down  their  income.  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  the  substitute  order,  and  I  hope 
it  will  pass. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  was  at  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  in 
Dorchester  the  other  night,  and,  from  w  hat  I  could 
get  from  the  trustees,  they  claimed  that  they  had 
not  even  given  the  7-cent  fare  a  fair  opportunity  to 
show  whether  it  would  answer.  They  have  also 
agreed,  as  a  Board  of  Trustees,  that  they  are  not 
sure  whether  the  s-eent  fare  will  be  enough,  that 
up  to  the  present  time  they  have  not  given  it  a 
fair  trial.  But  still  we  see  in  the  newspapers  that 
they  are  going  to  have  a  zone  system.  It  would 
have  been  the  farthest  from  my  mind  to  have 
brought  anything  in  here  in  regard  to  a  flat  fare  or 
otherwise  until  I  was  forced  to  decide  whether  I 
was  in  favor  of  a  zone  system  or  not,  and  the  only- 
way  in  which  I  can  protect  myself  is  to  introduce 
the  substitute  order  that  I  have  introduced,  to 
show  that   I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  the  zone 

Coun.  Moriarty's  substitute  was  declared 
adopted,  and  the  substitute  order  was  then  passed, 
Coun.  MORIARTY  calling  for  the  yeas  and  nays, 
— yeas  6,  na

EXPENDITURE     OF     MONEY,     ELECTRIC 
LIGHT   HEARING. 
The  following  was  received: 

City,  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  0,  1919 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  the  request  of 
the  City  Council  made  to  me  on  Monday,  March  3, 
1919.  that  I  give  you  an  opinion  relative  to  the 
legality  of  the  proposed  appropriation  of  the  sum 
of  $10,000  to  be  used  in  connection  with  petitions 
now  pending  before  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric 
Light  Commissioners  for  reduction  in  the  price 
of  electricity  sold  and  delivered  by  the  Edison 
Company,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following: 

Chapter  23  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916  specifi- 
cally permits  cities  and  towns  to  make  appropria- 
tions for  just  such  purposes. 

Even  if  that  statute  were  not  in  effect,  there 
could  be  no  question  that  the  City  of  IJoston 
could  legally  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  a  proceeding  aimed  to  secure  a  reduc- 
tion of  rates  for  light  furnished  in  the  City  oi 
Boston  instituted  by  the  city  itself.  As  the  result 
of  such  a  proceeding,  if  conducted  with  proper 
industry  and  intelligence,  must  be  the  same  whether 
it  is  instituted  by  the  city  or  by  some  other  person, 
I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  city  could  not  join 
with  others  who  have  brought  such  a  proceeding 
and  contribute  to  the  proper  expi  nses  tin  ri  of. 

At  least  one  of  your  honorable  body  desired  to 
know  whether  if  the  city  joined  in  the  proceedings 
now  brought  and  appropriated  money  towards  the 
expenses,  it  might  establish  a  precedent  which 
might  later  be  embarrassing.  I  cannot  see  how  it 
would  establish  any  precedent,  or  how,  if  it  did,  it 
need  be  embarrassing. 

Each  such  ease  must  be  considered  on  its  merits. 
In  this  particular  instance,  if  it  is  advisable  for  the 
City  of  Bcston  to  join  in  the  proceedings  brought, 
and  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  thereof,  1  can  see 
no  reason  why  it  should  not  do  so,  and  Bimplj 
because  it  is  considered  advisable  in  this  instance, 
it.  does  not  follow  that  at  some  future  lime,  in 
some  more  or  less  similar  case,  such  participation 
by  the  city  would  be  advisable,  nor  can  I  see  how 
participation  in  this  case  will  give  anyone  the 
right  to  argue  in  the  future  thai  thi  citj  ought  to 
participati    in   tome  other  case. 

I  think  the  reply  to  any  such  sui  on  ould 
be  i lint  in  this  caBe  the  Mayor  and  *  ity  Council, 
having  considered  the  matter,  deemed  participa- 
tion advisable,  but   that   they   of   coursi 

the  righl  to  exercise  an  independent  power  of 
investigation  and  exercise  oi  judgment  in  any 
similai  might  arise. 

It  is  impossible  to  tell  in  advance  just  how 
acth  e  a  participation  th  o  take  in  the 

present  proceeding,  or  just  what  bills  i 
pay.      A  great  deal  is  going  to  depend  on  bow    il,, 
proceeding  i>  conducted. 

It  Is  a  very  difficult  piece  of    work  and  is  go 
to  require  a   tremendous  amount   of  industry 
re  e  trch  and  ability  if  it  is  to  be  hand  led  properlj 

1  very  much  hesitate  to  commit  the  Law  Depart- 
ment   to   :idi\  e   conduct    of   t  ill 
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would  take  practically  the  entire  time  of  one  of 
the  most  competent  people  in  the  Law  Department 
and  a  great  deal  of  time  on  the  part  of  others.  If 
Mr.  MacFarland  and  his  associate  counsel  show 
themselves  competent  to  handle  the  matter  prop- 
erly and  intelligently,  I  think  it  would  be  a  real 
saving  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  let  them  handle  it. 
If  the  appropriation  is  made,  my  plan  would  be 
to  have  one  of  the  assistants  in  the  Law  Depart- 
ment follow  the  case  closely,  keep  me  informed  of 
how  the  proceeding  develops,  and  if  we  are  satisfied 
that  Mr.  MacFarland  and  his  associates  are  doing 
what  they  ought  to  do  and  are  showing  the  req- 
uisite degree  of  industry,  ability  and  propriety, 
to  countersign  vouchers  for  such  expenses  as 
expert  fees,  stenographic  bills,  etc.  (but  not  for 
counsel  fees) ,  which  I  am  satisfied  are  proper  and 
reasonable  under  the  circumstances.  I  should 
also,  of  course,  have  the  City  of  Boston  intervene 
in  the  proceeding  so  that  it  will  be  an  actual  party 
thereto. 

If,  as  the  matter  develops,  I  am  not  satisfied 
that  the  case  is  being  properly  prosecuted,  I  shall 
so  notify  Mr.  MacFarland.  advise  the  Mayor 
that  the  city  should  withdraw  and  decline  to 
countersign  bills. 

The  approDriacion,  in  my  judgment,  should  be 
limited  to  $10,000,  as  that  is  all  Mr.  MacFarland 
has  asked  for.  It  should  be  grante-1  without 
any  idea  that  a  further  appropriation  will  be  asked 
for  the  purpose,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  it 
could  not  be  spent  equally  as  well  for  expenses 
already  incurred  as  for  those  which  are  to  be 
incurred.  If,  however,  the  City  Council  desires 
to  limit  the  use  of  the  appropriation  to  bills  which 
have  not  already  been  incurred,  I  can  see  no  objec- 
tion to  that. 

If  the  appropriation  is  to  be  granted  on  the  basis 
suggested,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  order  which  the 
Mayor  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  and  which 
was  before  you  on  March  3,  is  proper  in  form  and 
adequate.

PAYMENT      OF      CITY      EMPLOYEES      IN- 
UNITED   STATES   SERVICE 
The  following  was  received; 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  I,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  the  following  order: 
"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  his  opinion 
as  to  whether  or  not,  in  determining  the  amount  to 
be  paid  employees  of  the  city  who  are  in  the  United 
States  Service,  the  allowance  for  subsistence  or 
quarters  should  be  considered  as  forming  part  of  the 
compensation  of  such  employees  and  deducted  from 
the  amount  allowed  by  the  city." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  allowances  for  subsistence 
or  quarters  granted  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  men  in  the  service  need  not  be  considered 
as  part  of  their  "pay"  as  that  term  is  used  in 
chapter  254  of  the  General  Acts  of  1017,  in  com- 
puting the  difference  between  the  compensation 
paid  by  the  city  and  the  pay  received  in  the  United 
States  service. 

Pay  of  enlisted  men  in  the  army  and  navy  is 
established  at  fixed  sums  by  Acts  of  Congress. 
Rations  and  quarters  are  no  part  ot  such  pay  even 
if  there  is  a  commutation  of  this  subsistence  and 
quarters. 

It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  the  act  author- 
izing the  payment  of  this  difference  in  pay  is  a  per- 
missive statute.  If  in  any  particular  case  the  facts 
show  that  a  former  employee  of  the  city,  now  in  the 
service  of  the  army  or  navy,  is  able  to  live  at  home 
and  is  receiving  with  his  allowance  for  subsistence 
and  quarters  greater  compensation  than  he  re- 
ceived from  the  city,  there  is  no  legal  obligation  on 
the  part  of  the  city  to  pay  such  an  employee  the 
difference  between  his  pay  in  the  army  or  navy 
and  the  compensation  formerly  received  from  the 
city.

RIGHTS    OP    IRELAND 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  Following: 
Whereas,  The  United    States  and    her  allies  are 
represented  at   the  Peaci    (  onference  now  sitting 
or  about  to  sit  in  France,  to  consider  terms  ol  | 
with  their  common  enemy,  and  to  frame  the  r 
of  all  nations,  both  large  and  small,  and  will  also 
consider   the    momentous   question    presented    and 
advocated    by    President    Woodrow    Wilson    of   a 
League   of   Nations; 

Be  it  resolved,  'I  hat  the  City  Council  of  Bo.-ton 
m  session  assembled  does  heartily  indorse  the 
principle  of  a  League  of  Nations,' and  urges  the 
delegates  sitting  at  the  conference,  when  consid- 
ering the  same,  to  permit  dulv  accredited 
representatives  of  Ireland  to  present  to  them  her 
claim  to  the  right  of  self-determination  and  to 
grant  same. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
preamble,   resolution   and   order. 

Coun  WATSON— Mr  t  resident.  I  have  had 
in  mind  for  several  weeks  the  introduction  of  a 
resolution  either  exactly  like  or  similar  to  the  one 
I  ha\e  now  introduced,  but  for  several  reasons  I 
have  withheld  it.  But  I  now  consider  that  the 
time  is  opportune  for  the  city  government  of 
Boston,  representing  all  the  people  of  Boston,  and 
perhaps  in  as  close  touch  with  the  every-day  man 
as  any  legislative  branch  in  the  country,  to  act 
upon  these  two  momentous,  important  and  human 
propositions,  which  I  have  combined  in  the  resolu- 
tion that  the  Clerk  has  just  read.  The  New 
Hampshire  Legislature,  by  a  vote  of  four  to  one — 
that  organization  being  made  up  to  the  extent  of 
SO  or  "0  per  cent  of  men  who  have  no  Irish  blood 
in  their  veins,  passed  a  resolution  in  favor  of  self- 
determination  for  Ireland.  Several  other  legis- 
lative bodies  throughout  the  United  States  have 
likewise  passed  resolutions  on  the  same  proposition. 
The  popular  branch  of  the  United  States  concurs — 
The  House  of  Representatives,  by  a  vote  of  almost 
five  to  one,  voted  in  favor  of  a  resolution  in  favor 
of  self-determination  for  Ireland.  And  the  thought 
strikes  me — and  I  hope  my  colleagues  will  agree 
with   me — that   here  in   Boston,   where  the  sinew 
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and  the  ability  of  the  citizens  to  a  great  extent 
come  from  those  who  were  either  born  in  or  are 
directly  descended  from  Ireland,  some  such  action 
should  be  taken.  It  was  in  Boston  that  in  Revolu- 
tionary days  demands  for  liberty  were  made,  and 
that  demand  for  self-rule  was  akin  to  the  very 
movement  we  see  today  in  Ireland.  In  those  days 
they  called  the  revolutionists  all  that  was  black 
and  vile,  but  today  we  see  the  result  of  the  actions 
of  the  farmers  from  Concord  and  adjacent  towns, 
when  we  view  our  great  country  with  over  100,- 
000,000  red  blooded  American  souls — a  nation 
which,  because  of  her  entrance  into  the  great  world 
war,  freed  the  world  and  gave  to  it  a  true  democ- 
racy, giving  to  each  country  the  right  to  rule  its 
destinies  as  it  saw  fit.  Not  only  did  we  turn  the 
tide  of  battle,  but  we  won  the  battle  for  democracy, 
for  the  world  and  humanity.  But  we  paid  a 
tremendous  price — not  in  dollars,  because  no 
patriotic  American  will  consider  the  dollar  when 
it  comes  to  securing  that  which  belongs  to  the 
people;  but  fathers  and  mothers  paid  the  price 
with  the  blood  of  their  loved  ones.  Personally  I 
am  fortunate  in  this  respect,  Mr.  President,  that 
all  I  have  had  to  do  in  this  successful  war  has  been 
to  buy  a  minimum  of  war  bonds.  I  could  not, 
willingly  or  otherwise,  give  of  my  blood  in  the 
great  war,  because  of  age  limitation.  I  did  not 
give  of  my  blood  or  take  any  risk,  nor  did  any  of 
my  blood  relatives  go  across  and  give  their  lives 
or  limbs,  or  suffer  other  injuries.  Therefore,  I  can 
shed  no  crocodile  tears  for  myself  or  my  offspring; 
but  I  have  a  feeling,  a  sincere  feeling  of  sympathy, 
for  those  great  Spartan  mothers  and  fathers  who 
gave  their  boys  in  order  that  the  world  might  be 
saved.  And  if,  after  all  this  great  sacrifice  of  blood, 
aside  from  the  financial  sacrifices  we  have  made, 
nothing  is  to  come  of  it,  why  did  we  go  to  war? 
Why  did  we  make  this  tremendous  sacrifice? 
Was  it  for  financial  gain?  Was  it  for  territorial 
acquisition?  Or  what  was  it  for?  I  believe  it  was 
for  a  higher  reason.  I  believe  it  was  for  the  purpose 
of  saving  humanity  and  cutting  down  to  the  very 
minimum  the  possibility  of  further  wars,  of  legalized 
murder — because,  in  my  opinion,  war  at  the  best 
is  simply  legalized  murder.  And  so  today,  Mr. 
President  and  fellow  members,  I  trust  sincerely 
that  there  will  be  no  dissenting  vote  against  these 
resolutions.  My  reason  for  asking  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  was  for  the  purpose  of  considering  it 
here  in  the  bright  sunlight  that  God  furnishes, 
rather  than  sending  it  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
where  for  some  reason,  good  or  bad,  it  might  lie. 
I  believe  sincerely  in  a  League  of  Nations,  not  be- 
cause the  President  advocates  it,  but  because  I 
see  a  possibility,  to  say  the  least,  that  war  will  be 
forever  over,  so  far  as  the  civilized  world  is  con- 
cerned. So  much  for  the  first  part  of  my  resolu- 
tion. The  second  part  I  believe  in  every  bit  as 
sincerely  as  in  the  first  part.  I  believe  in  the 
League  of  Nations  because  I  believe  it  minimizes 
the  possibility  of  future  war  and  brings  in  closer 
contact  the  civilized  nations  of  the  world,  bringing 
us  nearer  the  brotherhood  of  man  and  the  Father- 
hood of  God;  but  I  believe  also  equally  sincerely 
in  the  second  part  of  the  resolution,  in  favor  of 
self-determination  for  Ireland.  It  may  seem 
strange  to  hear  me  advocate  that,  because  I  cannot 
wave  the  green  flag  as  a  son  of  Ireland,  either  by 
birth  or  by  adoption.  I  get  the  Irish  feeling  that 
is  in  me  from  my  wife,  the  loyal  daughter  of  a 
father  and  mother  who  were  Irish  immigrants  to 
this  country.  During  her  late  illness  we  have  said 
many  things,  talking  over  this  subject,  because  she 
guides  me,  and  guides  me  right.  She  has  told  me 
about  the  persecutions  and  .sufferings  of  her  father 
and  mother  in  their  day,  how  they  had  no  rights 
or  privileges,  and  today  I  believe  I  am  as  radical 
an  Irishman  as  any  man,  even  though  he  may  have 
been  born  over  there  under  the  oppressive  condi- 
tions of  years  ago.  Therefore,  I  say  there  can  be 
no  sincere  League  of  Nations  that  is  not  founded  on 
the  fundamental  principle  of  justice  to  all,  and  I 
believe  there  cannot  be  justice  to  all  without 
Ireland  being  permitted  to  work  out  her  own 
destiny,  independent  of  coercion  or  control  by  any 
other  nation.  I  sincerely  trust  that  my  resolution 
will  pass  by  unanimous  vote. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  resolution  as  presented,  because  it  is 
absolutely  meaningless.  It  can  do  neither  harm 
nor  good.  I  want  to  say  once  more,  Mr.  President, 
that  I  believe  the  members  of  this  body  were 
elected  to  legislate  for  the  citizens  of  Boston  and 
that  matters  national  or  international  ought  to  be 
beyond  our  control.  I  believe  if  we  legislate  for 
citizens  of  Boston,  and  do  that  wisely  and  well, 


we  will  properly  perform  our  functions  and  will 
have  all  we  can  properly  attend  to.  As  I  have  said, 
I  shall  vote  for  the  resolution,  which  has  accom- 
plished its  full  purpose.  It  has  once  more  given 
the  gentleman  opposite  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
spread-eagle  speech,  has  once  more  given  him  the 
opportunity  to  capitalize  the  humanities.  It  has 
once  more  given  him  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
grandstand  play,  and,  as  he  embraces  all  such 
opportunities,  I  hesitate  and  hate  to  deny  them  to 
him.  But  I  want  to  point  out  the  real  meaning  of 
this  sort  of  thing  whenever  it  occurs. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
has  given  me  the  opportunity  which  I  desire.  I 
want  to  ask  him  what  has  come  over  him  since 
April  16,  1917,  when  he  stood  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council  and  voted  against  a  resolution  in  favor  of 
home  rule  for  Ireland?  At  that  time  he  was 
brave.  The  question  was  not  quite  warm  enough 
then.  But  the  heat  since  has  certainly  thinned 
his  blood  a  trifle.  It  has  usually  been  congealed 
and  thick. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  preamble, 
resolution  and  order  were  adopted,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 


AUTOMOBILE     PARKING     ON     CHARLES 
STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Street  Commissioners  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
be  requested  to  give  further  consideration  to  the 
present  ruling  restricting  parking  privileges  for 
automobiles  on  Charles  street  to  one  hour  and 
extend  the  period  for  a  longer  time  or  permit 
unlimited  parking  privileges  on  Charles  street, 
between  Park  square  and  Beacon  street.

be  now  owned  by  Leland  R.  McKnight,  situate  in 
the  Dorchester  district  and  bounded  southerly  by 
Mt.  Vernon  street,  two  hundred  two  and  70^-100 
feet;  northwesterly  by  land  now  or  late  of  George 
L.  Glennon  Company,  and  by  other  land  of  said 
McKnight,  two  hundred  twenty-four  and  81-100 
feet,  and  northeasterly  by  land  of  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Company  (New  York,  New  Haven  <fe 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  lessee),  one  hundred 
and  fifty-five  feet;  containing  14.7S5  square  feet, 
more  or  less. 

The  question  came  on  acceptance  of  the  report 
and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  as  an 
amendment  that  the  Council  grant  a  public  hear- 
ing on  this  request  to  remove  the  park  restrictions. 

Coun.  Hagan's  amendment  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  HAGAN  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  this  matter  to 
my.  mind  is  of  more  than-  passing  interest.  I 
think  it  is  pretty  important  to  the  people,  and,  as 
such,  should  receive  more  than  casual  considera- 
tion at  the  hands  of  this  legislative  body.  When 
the  matter  came  first  to  the  attention  of  the  City 
Council,  Mr.  President,  it  seemed,  as  I  gathered 
the  reflection  of  the  minds  of  my  colleagues,  that 


every  man  was  in  open  opposition  to  the  granting 
of  this  petition.  It  seemed  clear  that  a  manufact- 
uring industry  of  a  more  or  less  hazardous  nature 
was  being  established  in  a  residential  district,  in  a 
place  where  homes  have  been  established,  and  in 
close  proximity  to,  within  1,500  feet  of,  St.  Mar- 
garet's Catholic  Church  and  parochial  residence 
and  school,  there  being  2,500  or  more  children  in 
daily  attendance  at  that  school.  I  think  every 
man  in  this  Council  was  in  opposition ;  but,  strangely 
enough,  that  opposition  has  dissipated  itself  almost 
entirely.  In  the  committee  hearing  today  we 
heard  expert  advice  which  largely  removed  from 
my  mind  the  idea  of  the  hazardous  nature  of  this 
proposition.  But  I  realize,  as  does  every  man 
here,  that  an  interested  party  was  giving  advice, 
that  a  man  was  giving  advice  who  had  something 
at  stake.  There  are  two  sides  to  every  question, 
and  I  would  like  to  hear  some  expert  advice  that 
is  entirely  disinterested.  I  would  like  to  give  the 
residents  of  that  district,  who  own  their  homes  and 
who  have  invested  in  property  there,  an  oppor- 
tunity to  voice  their  sentiments.  It  is  that  there 
may  be  such  an  opportunity,  that  there  may  be  an 
opportunity  given  to  the  people  of  that  district  to 
voice  their  sentiments,  that  I  make  my  motion, 
asking  the  Council  to  reconsider  its  decision  in 
Executive  Committee  and  to  grant  a  public  hear- 
ing on  this  important  question.  In  the  years  that 
have  lapsed  since  I  entered  the  City  Council  I 
have  seen  many  public  hearings  granted  on  mat- 
ters of  less  importance  than  this,  and  it  is  passing 
strange  to  my  mind  at  this  time  that  a  public  hear- 
ing has  been  refused  in  the  Executive  Committee, 
that  an  edict  has  gone  forth  as  far  as  this  body  is 
concerned  that  the  people  who  live  in  that  district 
have  no  right  to  be  heard.  Certainly  it  must  be 
so  regarded  if  we  vote  here  against  a  public  hearing. 
Much  has  been  said  in  the  committee  hearing  to 
the  effect  that  the  Building  Commissioner  granted 
the  privilege  of  starting  the  building  operation, 
and  yet  the  Commissioner  said  to  you,  and  said 
plainly,  beyond  dispute,  that  he  made  no  investi- 
gation whatever  into  the  nature  of  the  product 
that  they  were  to  manufacture;  that  that  was  none 
of  his  business  as  Building  Commissioner.  All 
they  had  to  do  was  measure  up  to  the  requirements 
of  the  department  and,  having  so  measured,  he 
would  grant  the  permit.  I  asked  him  the  question 
if  they  were  going  to  manufacture  dynamite  there 
would  he  still  grant  the  permit?  He  said  yes.  I 
asked  him  if  they  were  going  to  manufacture  gun- 
powder there,  would  he  grant  the  permit,  and  he 
said  yes.  His  business  was  to  grant  permits  when 
the  people  asking  had  met  all  requirements  of  the 
Building  Department.  Beyond  that  he  was  not 
supposed  to  take  a  step.  The  Park  Department, 
who  have  authority  in  the  matter,  gave  their  per- 
mission to  remoie  the  restriction.  This  was  done 
after  consideration  on  their  part,  done  as  many 
things  are  done  in  the  City  Council,  where  no 
serious  fault  has  been  found  with  a  project.  That 
means  nothing  to  me.  The  Fire  Hazard  Commis- 
sioner, the  State  officer,  I  understand  passed  upon 
it  in  a  somewhat  favorable  light,  but  we  have  other 
duties  to  perform  in  connection  with  a  matter  of 
this  sort.  When  the  building  is  completed  and 
the  manufacturing  commences,  what  is  going  to  be 
the  situation?  I  do  not  believe,  Mr.  Fresident,  in 
the  policy  of  locking  the  stable  door  after  the  horse 
is  stolen.  I  believe  it  now  is  the  time  to  make  a 
complete  investigation  of  such  an  important  mat- 
ter. I  believe  the  public  have  rights,  and  I  want 
to  see  the  public  granted  their  rights.  In  my 
career  in  this  body  I  have  listened  time  and  time 
beyond  number,  to  men  with  tears  in  their  eyes 
and  with  sobs  in  their  voices,  pleading  the  public 
cause,  and  I  have  always  been  characterized  as 
one  who  was  in  opposition  to  the  great  general 
public.  Now  I  stand  here  disputing  that  and  beg- 
ging and  pleading  with  my  colleagues  to  grant  this 
request  and  give  the  citizens  of  that  district  an 
opportunity  to  come  in  here  and  be  heard.  I  am 
not  in  opposition  to  the  building  operation.  I 
think  it  would  be  a  misfortune,  that  in  every  w-ay 
I  would  try  to  avoid,  to  have  this  concern  which 
plans  to  build  this  building  and  give  work  to  the 
men  who  need  it,  to  give  permanent  labor  to  men 
who  need  labor,  unnecessarily  stopped  from  so  do- 
ing. They  have  come  here  and  I  want  to  grant 
their  request.  They  have  spent  thousands  of 
dollars  already  in  their  operations,  in  ignorance  of 
the  law,  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the  request 
should  have  been  granted  by  the  City  Council  in 
advance  of  their  building  operation.  That  was  no 
fault  of  ours,  no  fault  of  theirs.     It  is  a  condition 
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that  was  born  of  ignorance  on  their  part  because 
their  attorneys  or  legal  advisors  did  not  properly 
advise  them  at  the  time.     We  are  told  now,  Mr. 
President,  that  there  is  an  overhead  charge  of  $150 
a  day  and  that,  too,  is  a  misfortune.     But  when 
this   matter   was   up   for   consideration,    we   were 
asked  by  the  attorney  for  the  petitioners  to  post- 
pone the  consideration  for  a  week,  and  there  was 
nothing  said  about  an  overhead  charge  of  $150  a 
day.     There   was   no   consideration   given   to   the 
matter,  then.    Now,  when  we  ask  for  a  public  hear- 
ing, postponing  it  for  another  week,  we  are  told  that 
there  is  an  overhead  charge  of  $150  a  day  at  stake. 
I   am   sorry   that  there   is   $150   a   day   at  stake. 
But,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  there  may  be  thousands  of  children's 
lives  at  stake,  and  that  is  more  important  to  me 
than  $150  a  day  overhead.     That  is   more  impor- 
tant to  me,  and  ought  to  be  to  you,  if  you  give  proper 
consideration   to   it,    than    $150   a   day    overhead 
charge.     The   gentlemen   who   appeared   today   in 
committee  convinced  me  that  it  was  less  hazardous 
than  I  thought  it  was,  that  it  was  less  hazardous 
than  you  thought  it  was;  but  they  have  not  con- 
vinced me  that  there  is  not  some  degree  of  hazard 
to  it.     In  addition  to  that  church   property  and 
the  children  attending  that  parochial  school,  which 
is  the  all-important  thought  in  my  mind  today, 
I  have  in  mind  also,  as  I  mentioned  before,  the 
residents,  the  people  who  have  bought  their  little 
homes  there  in  good  faith,  who  have  made  their 
investment,  believing  they  were  going  to  be  per- 
mitted to  live  there  in  peace  and  comfort.     And 
now  they  find  a  manufacturing  industry  of  a  more 
or  less  hazardous  nature  appearing  at  their  back 
doors.     Their    permission    has    not    been    asked, 
although  their  property  may  deteriorate  in  value. 
We  are  not  giving  that  any  consideration  or  thought 
and  apparently  don't  care  a  rap  whether  it  does  or 
not.     We  grant  the  petitioner's  request  willy-nilly, 
offhand — off  the  reel,   as  it  were.     I  don't  think 
that  is  fair  to  the  citizens;  I  don't  think  it  is  fair 
to  the  residents  and  property  owners  of  that  dis- 
trict.    I  hope  there  will  be  a  reconsideration  on 
this  matter,   Mr.   President.     There  certainly  can 
be  no  harm  come  out  of  a  public  hearing.     What 
is  any  man  here  afraid  of  in  a  public  hearing?     Is 
there  any  possible  thought  or  fear  that  anything 
could  arise  that  might  throw  additional  light  upon 
the   matter?     Is  there   any   thought   or  fear  that 
perhaps  disinterested  expert  advice  might  come  in 
here,  as  has  been  said  by  a  representative  of  the 
Building  Commission,  to  the  effect  that  this  is  a 
hazardous   risk?     And  if  it   is   a   hazardous   risk, 
are  you  going  to  vote  for  it  then?     Why  not  get 
disinterested  expert  advice?     Why  not  let  remon- 
strants, if  there  should  be  any,  appear?     Why  not 
give  an  opportunity  for  expert  disinterested  advice 
to  be  solicited,  so  that  people  who  object  mav  have 
a  voice  in  the  matter?      That  has  been  the  custom 
on  less  important  matters.     Whv  this  haste  on  this 
matter  today,  I  ask?     Why  this  complete  change 
of   heart?     What   has   caused    it,    Mr.    President? 
We    have   interested   people   coming   in   here   and 
testifying  as  they  have  today,  and  men  who  have 
something  to  sell   naturally  present  their  product 
in  the  most  favorable  light.     I  am  not  questioning 
the   honesty   and   integrity   of   those   men.     They 
did  in  a  measure  convince  me  that  it  was  less  haz- 
ardous than   I   thought,   it  was.     But  if   you  give 
disinterested  individuals  an  opportunity  to  come 
in  here  and  voice  their  opposition,  if  there  be  any 
opposition,  perhaps  then.  Mr.  President,  the  thing 
might  assume   a  different  aspect.     Perhaps  some 
man  who  has  not  an  ax  to  grind,  who  has  nothing 
to  sell,  who  was  not  talking  for  himself  or  the  com- 
pany  which   he  represented,   might  come  in   here 
and  testify   that   this   is   an   extremely   hazardous 
undertaking,  that  the  product  is  apt  to  be  explo- 
sive.    And  in  addition  to  the  private  rights  that 
exist  in  that  particular  locat'oi,  the  City  of  Boston 
has  rights.     We  have  built  a  highway  there  and 
a  bridge  over  the  highway,   with   the    taxpayers' 
money.     If  there  ever  was  an  explosion  there,  that 
bridge   would   go   to   kingdom-come   immediately, 
closing  up  the  avenue  into  the  Strandway  for  a 
period  of  time,  closing  up  that  Strandway,  perhaps, 
in  the  summer  months,  when  it  is  used  so  much  by 
the  people  of  the  city,  closing  up  an  avenue  into 
which  the  city  has  put  an  investment  of  a  great 
many  thousand  dollars  for  public  use,  for  public 
convenience  and  tor  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
people  of  the  city,  and  particularly  for  the  comfort, 
of  the  residents  of  that  particular  section.     Gentle- 
men, you  are  refusing,  it  you  carry  out  the  thought 
as  expressed  in  the  vote  in  Executive  Committee 


with  reference  to  a  public  bearing,  a  vote  taken 

without  any  record  whatsoever 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  will  the  gentle- 
man yield  for  a  question? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  would  rather  that  the  gentle- 
man would  let  me  finish  my  argument. 

Coun.     WATSON— I     thank     the     Councilor 
opposite. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  am  contending  that,  taking 
the  questions   asked   and   answered   in  Executive 
Committee,  they   were   not   conclusive  as   to  this 
question,  and  I  am  simply  voicing  my  sentiments 
as  being  in  favor  of  granting  a  public  hearing  to  the 
people  who  are  interested  and  who  have  a  right 
to  look  to  the  members  of  this  City  Council  to 
protect  their  rights, —  a  body   of  men  elected  as 
representing  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  supposed 
to  look  after  all  interests  and  all  sections  alike.     It 
so  happens  that  I  am  a  resident  of  that  immediate 
section.     Perhaps  that  has  some  bearing  upon  the 
fact  that  I  would  like  to  see  every  possible  consider- 
ation given  to  the  residents  and  the  people  of  that 
district.     But,  Mr.  President,  if  this  were  in  any 
other  ward  of  the  city,  the  same  conditions  existing, 
I  would  be  just  as  earnestly  pleading  here  that  the 
people  of  the  district  be  given  a  chance  to  come  in 
and  protest,  be  at  least  given  an  invitation  to  come  ' 
and  state  their  position.     And  you  have  refused 
them  a  public  hearing  and  have  refused  to  invite 
them  to  be  present,  have  refused  to  give  them  the 
opportunity  that  is  theirs  by  right.     You  say  to 
them  you  have  passed  judgment  on  this  matter  — 
snap  judgment,  I  call  it, —  and  that  you  men  are 
infallible.     You    say    to    these    people — "You,    a 
mere  householder;  you,  a  mere  tenant;  you,  a  mere 
parochial   parish   priest,   have   nothing   to   say   in 
regard  to  this  matter.     We  of  the  City  Council, 
alone,      unaided,      without     disinterested     expert 
advice,  have  passed  upon  this  important  question. 
We  think  it  is  all  right,  and  it  doesn't  make  any 
difference  what  you  think."     I   do  not  think  that 
is  fair,  Mr.  President;  I  do  not  think  that  is  right. 
You,   I  and  other  members  of  the  Council  have 
gone  before  the  people   asking  for  their  suffrage; 
we  have  told  them  how  friendly  we  were  towards 
them,   how   well   we  were  disposed   towards   their 
interests.     We  have  told  them  that  we,  and  we 
alone,  as  individuals,  were  their  closest  and  their 
best   friends.     We   have   tried   to   convince   them 
that  we  were  going  to  legislate  here  all  the  time 
in   their     interests     and     never,     never,     in     our 
individual    interest.     Why    not    carry    out    these 
promises?     Why  not  keep  them?     Why  not  live 
up   to   the   promises    we    have   made?     Why   not 
stand  up  here  and  do  as  we  have  agreed  to  do, 
when  we  appeared  before  the  citizens  of  this  city? 
Members  of  this  body  next  fall  will  again  appear 
on  the  stump  as  candidates  for  this  body  and  will 
repeat   those    promises    of    three    years    ago,    and 
will  say   to   those   same   citizens   what   they   said 
before  —  that  they  are  the  friends  of  the  people, 
they  are  the  ones   who   will  protect  their  rights, 
and  there  is  no  power  under   Heaven  or  in  Hell 
itself  that  can  keep  them   away  from   protecting 
the  public's  rights,  and  yet  at  the  first  opportunity 
that  presents  itself  this  right  of  hearing  is  being 
refused;  the  right  that  belongs  to  every  free  man 
is  being  denied  him;  the  right  to  protest  is  being 
taken  away  from  the  people.     I  say  to  you,  Mr. 
President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Council,  that  it  is 
unfair  to  the  people,  that  you  are  proving  unfaithful 
to   the  promises  you      have   made,   that  you   are 
proving  unfaithful  to  those  who  granted  you  that 
power  to  sit  here  in  the  City  Council,  that  you 
are  derelict,  in  my  opinion,  in  your  duty  to  the 
people  you  represent.     This  is  a  simple  request, 
Mr.    President.     What    do    I   ask  for?     Nobody, 
so  far  as  I   know,  directly  opposes  this  measure. 
I    am    demanding   for   the   people   the   right   that 
belongs  to  them,  I  am  not  speaking  at  the  moment 
in   opposition   to   the   project.     I   simply   wish    to 
have    the    facts    clearly    understood.      I    hold    no 
stock  in  this  company  and    I   have  no  interest   in 
the  petition.     As  a  business  proposition,  I   would 
easily   be   with    them.      As  a   business   proposition, 
I   would   be  glad  to  vote  for  them,  and   I  hope  I 
may    have    that    privilege    in    the    future.     But    I 
ask  that  all  elements  of  doubt    be  removed  from 
my  mind;  I  ask  that  disinterested  expert  advice 
be  given  to  the  members  of  this  body.     And  you 
need  it,  each  and  every  one  of  you,  just  as  much 
as  I  do.     I  ask  that  that  disinterested  advhe  be 
given,    so   that   you    may    get    both    sides    of    the 
problem  and  may  then  approach  its  solution  in  a 
indicia]  attitude  of  mind,  realizing  that   we  have 
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heard  both  sides  of  the  story  and  then  passing 
judgment  after- the  entire  case  has  been  put  in. 
But,  gentlemen,  only  one  side  of  the  case  has  been 
put   in,    now, — -the   side    of   the   petitioner.     The 
remonstrants,    the    opposition,    if    there    is    any, 
have   not   had   an   opportunity.     You   say,    or   it 
has  been  said,  that  there  has  been  publicity  given 
to   it.     There    was   simply   a   little   squib,    a   few 
lines,   in  the   Boston  papers,   in   connection   with 
the     Council     meeting, —  no     headline,     nothing 
pertaining  to  this  matter.     I  don't  think  2  per  cent 
of  the   residents   of   Boston   have   read  what  ap- 
peared   in    the    public    prints    upon    this    matter 
up  to  the  present  time.     I  do  not  think  the  people 
of  that  district  have  any  knowledge  bearing  upon 
this   question.     They  don't   know   what  is   going 
up  in  their  very  midst;  they  do  not   know  that 
there    is    a    building    being    established    at    their 
back  doors,  in  proximity  to  them,  that  may  blow 
up  while  they  are  sleeping  peacefully  in  their  beds. 
We   did   not   know,   Mr.   President,   a   few   weeks 
ago  how  hazardous  was  the  molasses  tank  in  the 
North   End  section  of  the  city.     We  know  now. 
After  the  horse  has  been  stolen,  after  the  mischief 
has   been   done,    after   the   deplorable   tiling   that 
happened  in  that  district,  we  all  knew  what  we 
should   have  known  before,  that  precautions  and 
safeguards   should   have   been  taken.     They  were 
not  taken,  and  if  that  is  not  example  enough  to 
warn  this  body  so  as  to  take  precautions  in  the 
future,   I   do  not  understand  how  serious   a   mis- 
fortune   we    must    have    before    we    realize    such 
necessity.     At  the  time  of  that  explosion  of  the 
molases  tank  in  the   North   End,   we  resolved  in 
our  minds  that  never  again  should  an  occurrence 
of  that  sort  develop.     We  were  going  to  see  to  it 
whenever   anything   presented   itself   to   the   City 
Council   that   there   should    be   a    most    complete 
and    thorough    investigation  made,  and    here,  on 
the  very  first  petition  that  presents  itself,  we  are 
putting  the  thing  through  slam-bang.     Why  is  it 
going  through?     Why  this  sudden  change  of  heart'.' 
Has  anybody  got  any  light  on  it  except  what   I 
got   in   the    Executive    Committee   room,    passing 
upon  it  with  a  degree  of  intelligence  I  think  equal 
to  that   of  any  of  my  colleagues,   and   I   do   not 
think   to   any   extent   superior?     Has   anyone   got 
any  more  light  on  it  than  I  got,  passing  upon  it  in 
that  room?     It  is  not  clear  now  in  my  mind,  and 
why  is  it  so  thoroughly  and  convincingly  clear  in 
their  minds  that   they  are  now  ready  to  vote  for 
it  and  refuse,  as  they  have  in  Executive  Committee, 
a  rjublic  hearing  to  the  citizens  of  this   city?     I 
ask  again,  win-  this  sudden  change  of  heart? 
Coun.  WATSON— Intelligence! 
Coun.     HAGAN — No     representative     of     the 
companv  has  come  to  me  in  advance  of  the  meeting 
here  today  and  given  me  any  light  on  the  subject. 
Has  any  representative  of  the  company  given  any 
light  to  any  other  member  of  this  body  in  advance 
of  the  hearing  here  today?     I  have  not  heard  it 
said  that  such  was  the  case.     If  so,  that  may  be  a 
reason  why  other  gentlemen  have  had  an  advantage 
over   me.     I   am   asking   for   disinterested,   expert 
advice,  Mr.  President;    I  am  asking  that  the  public 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  come  in  here  and  make 
their  objection,  should  there  be  any  people  in  that 
district  who  are  opposed  to  the  granting  of  this 
request.     I  am  asking  that  St.  Margaret's  C  hurch 
be  made  at  least  acquainted  officially  with  what  is 
going  on  within  1,500  feet  of  the  parochial  school. 
I  am  asking  that  that  privilege  be   given   to  the 
pastor  of  that  church,   who  has  labored  through 
long,   long  years  to  build   up   a   church   property 
second  to  none  in   this   city.     Certainly  the   fact 
that  all  those  children  are  under  his  care  would  be 
enough  in  itself  to  warrant  granting  this  request. 
Is  it  an  unreasonable  request,   Mr.   President,   to 
ask  for  that  which  has  been  granted  so  freely  in  the 
past  on  matters  infinitelv  smaller? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  question — just  one  question? 
Coun.  HAGAN — I  refuse  to  yield,  Mr,  President. 
Coun.  WATSON— Again  I  thank  you. 
Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  in  making  the 
request  I  think  I  am  but  voicing  the  sentiment  of 
the  householders,  of  the  citizens,  of  the  people  of 
that  district.  While  we  are  most  anxious  to  see 
this  building  established,  giving  work  and  employ- 
ment to  men  who  need  it,  yet  we  must  not  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  other  people  prior  to  this  have 
taken  a  pride  in  the  property  they  built  there,  that 
they  too  have  rights  as  well  as  this  newcomer.  an& 
I  am  an  ious  through  this  public  hearing  to  grant 
equal  privileges  both  to  the  new  arrivals  in  our 
midst,  the  organization  asking  us  for  the  opr  or- 


tunity  to  establish  this  plant,  and  to  those  who 
have  built  in  close  proximity  to  where  the  plant  is 
to  be  established.  I  could  say  much  upon  this 
subject,  could  talk  for  the  next  three  or  four  hours, 
but  I  know  how  anxious  everybody  is  to  get  away. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President 

Coun.  HAGAN— I  have  not  quite  finished.  But 
I  will  close  now,  believing  that  others  may  possibly 
want  to.  say  something  on  the  project.  I  simply 
ask,  plead  with  you,  my  colleagues,  that  this  simple 
request  for  a  public  hearing,  which  in  no  sense 
means  opposition  to  this  proposition,  be  granted. 
It  is  a  modest,  a  very  modest  request.  I  make  it 
in  the  name  of  the  citizens  and  property  owners  of 
that  district.  I  simply  ask  that  we  have  a  public 
hearing  upon  this  question  before  granting  approval 
and  removing  the  present  restrictions  on  the  land. 
Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  on  behalf  of 
the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council  I  desire 
to  congratulate  the  gentleman  on  his  brevity  and 
on  the  way  in  which  he  has  condensed  his  argument. 
On  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee.  I  desire  to 
say  that  I  simply  wished,  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
mittee, to  ask  the  gentleman — and  he  refused  to 
grant  me  the  opportunity  to  do  so — in  view  of  the 
fact  that  he  is  within  less  than  a  thousand  yards  of 
St.  Margaret's  Church,  if  he  at  any  time  has 
waited  on  the  Rev.  Father  Ryan  and  consulted 
with  him  concerning  the  plan  we  are  considering  at 
the  present  time?  He  refused  to  yield  so  that  I 
could  ask  that  question.  I  will  now  answer  the 
question  for  him,  saying  that  he  stands  convicted 
of  being  derelict  in  his  duty  to  his  constituents  in 
not  attempting  to  get  the  opinion  of  one  single 
individual  in  the  vicinity  of  this  building.  He  has 
had  two  weeks.  If  it  had  not  been  for  the  fact 
that  the  Air  Reduction  Company  asked  for  an 
ision  of  one  week  in  which  to  present  their 
engineer  here,  and  if  we  had  not  heard  his  state- 
ment. Mr.  President,  I  would  have  applauded 
blindly  the  gentleman  opposite  and  have  been 
responsible  for  keeping  out  of  work  200  mechanics 
in  Boston  for  the  present  and  in  the  future  100 
employees  of  that  plant.  Now.  we  all  know  what 
publicity  this  matter  has  had  in  the  newspapers. 
It  has  been  talked  over  in  one  place  and  another, 
and  just  one  single  objector  has  appeared.  He 
:>ed.  by  the  way.  through  the  mail.  An 
objection  came  from  some  gentleman  living  at 
least  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  place.  Not  one 
single  other  objector  in  any  way.  shape  or  manner 
liis  appeared.  When  we  are  sitting  here  ;n  judg- 
ment upon  these  matters,  we  are  sutmg  the  same 
as  a  court,  and  it  matters  not  whether  experts  who 
appear  are  interested  parties  or  not.  when  the 
preponderance  of  evidence  appears  on  one  side  as 
againsl  no  evidence  on  the  other,  there  is  but  one 
just  decision  for  a  court,  committee  or  legislate  e 
branch,  and  that  is  in  favor  of  those  who  appear 
rainst  those  who  did  not  appear.  Furthermore, 
i  he  gentleman  wishes  to  know  where  we  get  the 
light.  I  have  been  waiting  a  lon<r  time  tor  this 
opportunity,  and  I  am  going  to  reply  by  telling 
him  that  we  did  not  get  it  from  Barristers  Hall, 
tin-  place  where  many,  including  the  gentleman 
opposite,  have  in  the  past  got  their  light  and 
information.  We  have  not  passed  upon  the  matter 
offhanded  or  in  a  slipshod  manner.  Before  it 
came  to  us  it  bad  the  stamp  of  approval  of  the  Law 
Department,  tiie  stamp  of  approval  of  the  Building 
Department,  the  stamp  of  approval  of  the  lark 
Commissioners,  and  in  a  tentative  way  the  Fire 
Prevention  Commissioner  gave  his  approval.  Are 
we  to  stand  out  against  that  preponderance  of 
evidence?  Are  we  going  to  drive  out  of  Boston  an 
organization  that  is  joing  to  give  us  more  property 
to  assess,  that  is  going  to  im  valuation  of 

the  city,  that  is  going  to  put  bread  and  butter  in 
the  mouths  of  the  people  of  Bo.-ton  as  well  as 
putting  clothes  on  their  Lru-ks?  I.  for  one.  am  not 
so  thick  that  I  cannot  see  the  justice  of  standing  1  . 
this  request.  I  do  not  intend  to  take  any  further 
time  but  I  do  want  to  say  this  in  conclusion,  that  I 
am  in  fa  .or  of  public  hearings  at  all  times,  under 
almost  any  circumstances,  that  I  have  always 
stood  up  for  them  and  always  will.  Hut  when  a 
matter  has  been  nending  for  the  length  of  time 
that  thi-  has  and  not  one  single  individual  has 
'  requested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  through 
anv  member  of  the  body,  a  public  hearing.  I  am 
perfectly  willing  to  go  before  the  \oters  and  state 
my  case  and  abide  by  their  decision,  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  it  will  not  be  against  me.  I  certainly 
trust  that  in  this  particular  cafe  a  public  hearing 
will  not  be  held,  but  that  we  will  .  ote  down  the 
motion   and  then   pass   the   order.   permitting  the 
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restrictions  to  be  removed  from  the  land.  I  am 
nu*  g?lng  to  repeat  and  repeat  in  different  ways 
what  I  have  already  said,  as  the  gentleman  did  I 
will  simply  ask,  why  is  it  that  the  gentleman  who 
is  so  desirous  of  obtaining  light,  information  and 
guidance  on  this  particular  subject,  has  not  inter- 
viewed somebody  in  his  district?  I  can  safely  say, 
without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  I  do  not  believe 
he  has  even  talked  the  matter  over  with  himself  in 
the  intervening  time.  If  he  calls  that  good  public 
service,  I  disagree  with  him,  absolutely.  The 
trouble  is  that  the  gentleman,  to  use  the  vernacular 
of  the  day,  does  not  like  to  take  the  needle  I 
would  like  to  ask  him  how  he  thinks  I  felt  for  five 
years,  taking  the  needle  day  in  and  day  out,  having 
them  ride  roughshod  over  me,  kicking  me  so  often 
that,  instead  of  giving  me  a  new  black-and-blue 
spot,  they  had  to  kick  me  in  the  same  old  black-and 
blue  spot,  where  they  had  kicked  me  before?  It 
is  a  delight,  I  assure  the  gentleman,  for  me  to  be 
able  to  stand  here  as  the  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  stand  here  for  the  first  time  in  five 
years  as  the  chairman  of  a  committee  of  impor- 
tance, in  which  committee  I  am  able  to  wield  the 
gavel  and  compel  the  gentleman  opposite  to  be  in 
order  when  he  is  conducting  himself  otherwise  than 
as  he  should,  which  happens  frequently.  I  want 
to  thank  you,  Mr.  President,  for  appointing  me  to 
that  position.  The  gentleman  opposite  speaks 
about  our  not  seeking  information.  I  am  sur- 
prised that  he  has  not  called  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  here.  Has  he  given  up  his  membership 
in  that  noble  organization?  Why,  the  first  thing 
he  did  when  he  came  here,  was  to  let  us  know  he 
was  here  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  repre- 
sented the  business  interests.  Then,  all  of  a 
sudden,  he  does  a  double,  treble,  quadruple 
somersault  on  the  backs  of  the  poor  workingmen, 
pretending  to  make  a  fight  for  increased  wages  for 
the  laborers,  on  the  eve  of  election. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order. 

President  FORD — The  gentleman  will  confine 
his  remarks  to  the  order,  and  not  to  the  gentleman 
opposite. 

Coun.  HAGAN — That  was  my  point  of  order, 
Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  Chair  will  pardon  the 
speaker  for  having'  trodden  on  dangerous  ground. 
I  should  not  have  paid  any  attention  to  the  gentle- 
man opposite.  I  should  have  gone  on  and  talked 
about  the  subject  matter.  But  the  gentleman 
opposite  can  be  as  inconsistent  and  ridiculous  as 
any  man  in  this  body,  if  he  so  sees  fit,  and  he  has 
put  himself  in  that  position  frequently  of  late. 
Earlier  in  the  session,  when  I  introduced  a  resolve 
that  I  was  sincerely  behind,  the  gentleman  spoke 
about  my  desiring  to  get  into  the  lime  light. 

Coun.     HAGAN — Mr.    President,    I    rise    to    a 

Eoint  of  order.      The  gentleman  is  not  confining 
imself  to  the  question. 
President  FORD — The   councilor  must  confine 
himself  to  the  question  in  hand,  not  to  the  gentle- 
man opposite. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  appreciate 
the  force  6f  your  strict  parliamentary  rulings,  and 
I  know  you  are  correct.  I  know  that  you  would 
not  interrupt  me  unless  the  gentleman  arose  and 
suggested  it,  because  you  have  given  great  latitude 
in  debate  since  you  have  been  president  of  the 
body.  But  why  does  the  gentleman  opposite 
smart  under  the  sting?  I  say,  again,  that  I  have 
taken  it  in  the  past.  I  know,  Mr.  President,  that 
you  desire  to  get  away,  and  I  shall  be  brief  in  my 
remarks.  If  the  gentleman  opposite  will  promise 
not  to  take  another  hour  saying  nothing,  I  will 
gladly  cease,  and  I  will  suggest  in  closing  that  we 
refuse  to  grant  a  public  hearing  and  that  we  today 
pass  the  order  removing  the  restrictions. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  motion  that  there  be  a  public  hearing. 
My  reason  for  doing  so  is  based  on  two  facts.  The 
first  is  that,  as  restrictions  of  this  nature  skirt  the 
entire  park  system  of  Boston,  extending  over  a 
great  many  miles,  it  is  a  problem  that  concerns 
not  only  that  particular  section  of  Dorchester  but 
the  entire  city.  Second,  the  publicity  concerning 
which  we  have  heard  so  much  this  afternoon  has 
been  one-sided,  it  having  been  understood  up  to 
date  that  the  attitude  of  this  Council  was  in  opposi- 
tion to  this  matter,  in  favor  of  precluding  the 
petitioners  from  going  forward.  In  fact,  it  was 
due  to  the  action  of  this  Council  that  the  Law 
Department  was  ordered  to  proceed  at  once,  to 
prevent  the  petitioners  from  further  construction 
of  this  building.  So  it  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a 
matter  that  is  particularly  appropriate  for  public 


hearing,  it  having  been  asked  for.     It  is  only  a 
fair  request.     To  date,  the  public,  to  be  sure,  has 
not  remonstrated,  and  why  not?     Because  it  has 
been  given  to  understand  by   the   action   of  the 
Council,  through  the  papers,  that  the  Council  as 
such  was  opposed  up  to  the  present  time  to  the 
continuance    of    this    building.     It    seems    to    me 
u  p,nmarlly  parties  interested  should  be  invited 
to  be  heard  upon  such  a  proposition.     To  be  frank 
with  you,  Mr.  President,  I  have  an  open  mind  on 
this  matter.     I  think  these  men  have  gone  forward 
in  good  faith.     They  have  made  a  mistake.     That 
mistake  cannot  be  attributed  to  them  or  to  us.     It 
seems   to   me,   in   short,   that   upon   a   matter   so 
vitally  concerning  the  public,  not  only  from  the 
standpoint    of    restrictions    of    this    sort    existing 
for  miles  along  the  park  system,  but  on  account  of 
the  question  that  has  been  raised  in  regard  to  the 
nature    of    the    building, — certainly    the    public 
should  be  invited  to  come  in  here.     Accordingly, 
I  shall  vote  for  a  public  hearing,  and  if  the  matter 
is  pressed  on  the  merits  today  I  shall  vote  against  it. 
Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote 
to  lift  the  restrictions  and  shall  vote  against  a  pub- 
lic hearing.     I  want  to  say  that  if  it  were  not  for 
the  restrictions  on  that  piece  of  land  this  piece  of 
Council  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  ques- 
tion, whether  it  was  hazardous  or  otherwise.     The 
only  sane  thing  that  has  been  said  in  defence  of  a 
public  hearing  is  in  the  words  that  have  just  been 
uttered  by  the  councilor  who  has  taken  his  seat — 
that  it  may  be  a  dangerous  precedent  to  establish, 
on  account  of  the  number  of  miles  that  the  park 
system  covers,  with  restrictions  of  this  sort.     That 
is  the  only  sound  argument  that  has  been  advanced. 
There   has   been   a   legislative   committee   of   this 
Council  ever  since   the   Council   was   established, 
and  no  member  of  the  Council  has  ever  put  in  an 
order  to  forbid  such  concerns  as  this  one  tha-t  is 
seeking  the  removal  of  this  restriction.     You  have 
been  told  that  there  are  other  concerns  within  a 
mile  of  said  site  doing  the  same  kind  of  business 
that  this  concern  contemplates  doing,  and,  as  far 
as  this  Council  is  concerned,  we  have  no  power 
to  stop  any  such  concern.     If  it  were  not  for  the 
restrictions  in  this  ease  because  of  proximity  to  the 
park  system,  the  matter  would  not  be  up  in  this 
meeting  here  today.     I  want  to  say  that  in  my 
second  year  in  this  body  I  am  glad  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  be  with  the  majority  of  this   Council, 
glad  that  we  do  not  have  to  go  to  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  and  ask  them  how  we  shall  vote. 
I  am  glad  there  are  men  here  who  have  red  blood 
enough  in  their  veins  to  vote  as  they  see  fit,  not 
submitting  to  being  told  how  to  vote.     I  want  to 
say  that  the   first  speaker   who  spoke  upon  this 
matter  talked  for  pretty  nearly  three  quarters  of 
an  hour  and  never  uttered  one  constructive  word, 
never    suggested    one    constructive    action    being 
brought  about.     The  gentleman  talks  about  hav- 
ing a  public  hearing.     Who  has  asked  for  a  public 
hearing?     I  don't  think  that  in  voting  against  his 
motion  here  today  I  am  voting  against  a  public 
hearing.     I  think  I  am  voting  against  crooked  poli- 
tics, because  that  is  the  only  reason  why  a  public 
hearing  has  been  asked  for.     He  finds  out  that  he  is 
in  the  rank  minority,  and,  in  order  to  try  to  make 
somebody  look  black,  he  tries  to  inject  what  he  has 
attempted  to  put  into  this  thing  at  the  present 
time,  and  for  no  other  purpose.     The  gentleman 
has  to  stand  the  lash,  now.     I  know  that  I  did  last 
year.     I  was  fortunate  in  having  to  stand  it  for 
only  one  year,  while  some  of  the  other  members 
who  have  been  here  ever  since  the  new  Council 
started   have   had   to   put   up    with   it   for   many 
years.     This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Council  that  it  has  been  out  of  Good  Government 
control,  and  the  Good  Government  members  now 
find  the  lash  cutting  them.     I  hope  the  work  will 
continue,  and  I  believe  it  will  be  a  solid  proposition 
for  the  benefit  of   the   people  of   Boston.     There 
have  been  two  hundred  men  out  of  work  because 
every  member  of  this  Council,  when  the  proposi- 
tion was  first  brought  up  here,  thought  it  was  a 
dangerous  product  that  it  was  proposed  to  manu- 
facture.    I   don't   know   why   the   other   members 
changed,  but  I  know  why  I  changed,  and  I  will 
talk   for   myself.     I   feel  that  if  there  is  another 
plant    in    South    Boston,    as    we    have   been    told 
today,   making  this  same  product,  and  that  plant 
did  not  have  to  come  to  this  body  and  ask  per- 
mission to  open  its  business,  I  don't  know  why  this 
plant  of  a  like  nature  should  have  to  corne  to  the 
Council  to  ask    whether  it  can  go  into  the  same 
business.     We   have   been   told   that   the   business 
is    not    a    hazardous    one.      But,    because    unfor- 
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tunately  it  is  proposed  to  be  conducted  within  a 
certain  distance  of  the  park  system,  there  is  a  re- 
striction that  must  first  be  removed.  Never,  to 
my  knowledge,  in  connection  with  any  other 
request  for  the  removal  of  park  restrictions,  has  a 
public  hearing  been  asked  for,  because  previously 
the  same  Good  Government  members  have  been 
in  control,  and  all  you  had  to  do  was  to  go  to 
Barristers  Hall  and  get  the  permission  of  the 
Good  Government  Association,  and  it  was  granted. 
The  only  thing  I  am  afraid  of  is  that  perhaps  they 
went  to  that  place  first,  feeling  that  they  could 
get  by,  and  that  is  why  they  didn't  come  to  the 
Council.  Maybe  if  there  was  an  investigation  we 
might  find  out  that  somebody  sold  the  restriction 
before  the  matter  ever  came  to  the  Council.  I 
want  to  say  that  I  am  ready  to  vote  upon  this 
matter  today  and  do  not  feel  that  I  am  voting 
against  a  public  hearing,  because  I  will  vote  for  a 
public  hearing  on  anything.  But  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  Boston  City  Council  has  a  request  before 
it  for  a  public  hearing  from  any  citizens  of  Boston, 
and  I  believe  that  is  all  that  warrants  us  in  grant- 
ing a  public  hearing,  when  the  people  of  Boston 
desire  such  a  hearing.  When  that  happens,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  vote  for  a  public  hearing  at  any 
time.  But  I  don't  like  to  .see  men  come  in  here 
and  for  a  selfish  purpose  make  insinuations  and  try 
to  put  other  people  in  a  bad  light. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
opposite  (Coun,  Watson),  in  answer  to  my  previous 
statement,  laid  particular  stress  upon  the  fact 
that  I  have  been  derelict  in  my  duty,  as  he  saw  fit 
to  characterize  it,  because  I  have  not  taken  it 
upon  myself  as  an  individual  to  go  around  among 
the  residents  and  people  of  this  immediate  section 
of  the  city  and  by  ringing  door  bells  make  them 
acquainted  with  the  fact  that  such  a  building  was 
going  up  and  that  such  a  product  was  to  be  manu- 
factured. I  never  knew  that  any  such  obligation 
was  incorporated  in  the  oath  of  office  which  I  took, 
that  I  had  to  call  upon  all  the  individuals  in  any 
given  district  to  make  them  acquainted  with 
matters  that  were  coming  to  the  attention  of  the 
Boston  City  Council.  The  gentleman  asked  me 
why  I  did  not  see  Father  Ryan,  for  example,  and 
make  him  acquainted  with  this  situation.  It 
would  be  no  great  effort  for  me  to  do  so,  as  he  is 
very  close  to  me.  I  will  answer  in  this  way,  that 
two  weeks  ago,  when  this  matter  was  considered 
in  executive  committee,  and  one  week  ago,  when 
it  was  considered  in  executive  committee,  all 
minds  in  this  body  were  centered  on  one  thought. 
They  were  absolutely  in  open  opposition  to  the 
thing.  That  was  the  reflection  tnat  I  got,  and 
I  think  most  of  you  got  the  same  reflection  —  that 
we  were  practically  unanimous  in  our  opposition. 
Believing  that  a  week  ago,  I  did  not  feel  the  need 
or  necessity  of  going  about  and  ringing  door  bells, 
bringing  people  down  here  today  asking  for  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  Would  they  have  been 
heard  if  I  had  brought  them  here  in  opposition? 
Had  I  done  so,  and  had  50,  75  or  100  residents  of 
the  district  been  in  that  room  in  opposition  to  it, 
would  you  have  granted  them  a  hearing?  You 
would  have  answered,  "We  have  not  advertised  a 
public  hearing;  we  have  our  business  to  attend  to. 
This  is  not  an  opportune  moment,  and  we  can't 
have  you  come  in  here  now.  Come  again." 
And  you  would  have  answered  correctly,  because 
they  were  not  invited  and  they  have  not  been 
invited.  I  have  not  visited  Father  Ryan  or  any- 
body else  in  regard  to  the  matter,  because  I  never 
thought  for  an  instant  until  today  that  there  was 
need  of  it,  that  the  opposition  had  been  scattered 
to  the  four  winds  of  heaven  and  that  the  majority 
was  in  favor  of  this  thing.  The  gentleman  says 
that  we  sit  here  as  a  court.  That  is  a  joke.  The 
first  thing  a  court  would  do  would  be  to  gather 
in  the  evidence  for  the  defendant  and  for  the 
plaintiff.  If  we  are  sitting  here  as  a  court,  as  he 
has  designated  it,  we  have  heard  but  one  side  of 
the  case,  the  petitioner's  side.  Why  not  hear 
the  remonstrants?  Why  not  proceed  as  a  court 
would  proceed,  if  this  is  a  court?  Why  not  give 
the  other  fellow  a  chance  to  be  heard,  if  there  is 
opposition?  But  no.  While  he  says  we  are 
sitting  here  as  a  court,  we  have  heard  but  one  side 
of  the  question.  The  gentleman  says  he  is  in 
favor  of  public  hearings,  but  not  this  one.  Why 
discriminate  against  this  particular  hearing? 
If  the  gentleman  is  in  favor  of  public  hearings  as 
a  general  thing,  why  does  he  single  out  this  par- 
ticular matter  for  opposition  to  a  public  hearing? 
There  is  a  reason,  Mr.  President.  I  wish  I  knew 
the  reason.  The  gentleman,  who  always  takes 
advantage  of  an  opportunity  to  take  a  crack  at  me . 


sought  to  voice  his  sentiments  in  regard  to  me, 
when  you,  Mr.  President,  as  presiding  officer,  saw- 
fit  to  keep  him  in  order.  The  gentleman  finds 
fault  with  me  because  I  do  not  like  the  needle 
and  asks  me  why  I  cringed.  I  tell  him  frankly 
that  I  am  not  as  well  used  to  the  needle  as  is  he. 
The  other  gentleman  has  found  a  reason  to  vote 
against  a  public  hearing,  a  reason  that  appeals  to 
him,  although  very  illogical  to  my  way  of  thinking. 
It  is  a  reason  that  is  sufficient  unto  himself.  And 
he,  again,  waves  that  old  bugaboo  that  will  not 
down — the  Good  Government  Association.  Xo 
matter  what  happens  in  this  town,  the  Good 
Government  Association  must  be  brought  into 
play,  must  be  made  an  element  in  the  discussion. 
It  is  a  waste  of  time  and  energy  for  me  or  any 
other  honest-minded  man  to  stand  here  and  say- 
that  the  Good  Government  Association  as  an 
association  holds  no  whip  over  me  today  or  ever 
has  at  any  moment.  They  have  never  held 
whips  over  any  other  man  who  ever  came  into  this 
body  with  their  indorsement.  They  have  never 
held  the  whip  hand  over  any  man  who  ever  came 
into  the  body  with  their  indorsement,  even  if 
they  may  not  agree  with  the  policy  of  that  par- 
ticular man  today.  The  gentleman  is  opposed 
to  giving  the  petitioners  an  opportunity  to  come 
in  here  and  object,  should  there  be  any  objectors: 
and  yet  on  February  10.  two  weeks  ago,  the  same 
gentleman  presented  this  order,  and  it  was  passed 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules: 

"Councilor  Moriarty  offered  an  order  that  a 
special  committee  of  five  members  of  the  Council 
be  appointed,  together  with  a  committee  of  five 
citizens  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  to  make  a 
survey,  investigation  and  report  as  to  the  con- 
struction of  ami  safety  of  gasolene  meters,  gasolene 
containers  and  structures  of  a  similar  nature  in  the 
City  of  Boston." 

That  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule,  and  in  a  few  weeks  it  is  forgotten  entirely. 
The  first  time  when  anything  conies  up  here  of  a 
hazardous  nature,  hazardous  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  the  gentleman  has  forgotten  the  high- 
minded  feeling  that  actuated  him  when  that  par- 
ticular order  was  presented.  That  committee,  if 
the  order  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
will  be  appointed.  Yet,  here  is  work  right  now 
on  this  particular  project  for  that  particular  com- 
mittee, and  yet  the  gentleman  wants  to  act  upon 
this  matter  today  and  deny  to  this  particular  com- 
mittee when  appointed  the  opportunity  to  pass 
judgment  on  this  more  or  less  hazardous  under- 
taking. The  inconsistency  of  mortals  is  known  to 
all  of  us,  but  I  grant  you.  Mr.  President,  that  this 
inconsistency  here  smells  to  high  Heaven.  The 
gentleman  has  said  that  we  do  not  want  to  drive 
any  business  out  of  Boston,  and  I  agree  with  that 
sentiment.  I  am  anxious,  mast  anxious,  that 
business  shall  not  be  driven  out  of  this  city,  and 
let  me  repeat  again  that  I  ho;  e  I  can  evcniu- 
ally  sec  my  way  clear  to  \  ote  for  this  project. 
Called  upon  to  vote  today,  I  must  vote  against  it, 
and  I  do  so  not  upon  the  merits  of  the  question, 
but  simply  because  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  the 
satisfactory  information  in  regard  to  the  matter 
from  a  disinterested  expert's  point  of  view.  I  am 
voting  against  it  without  such  information  as  I 
desire  upon  the  question.  It  is  not  fair  that  we 
should  be  asked  to  vote  without  being  gi\en  an 
opportunity  to  obtain  the  proper  information.  It 
is  not  fair.  So.  if  pressed  in  this  matter  of  personal 
vote  today,  1  must  vote  against  it.  There  is  no 
other  avenue  open  to  me  if  the  matter  is  to  be 
rushed  and  crowded  through  the  Council  today. 
You  give  me  no  opportuity  to  make  an  in\  esti- 
mation, now  that  I  kiow  that  there  is  need  of  it. 
A  week  ago  I  did  not  think  any  need  existed.  Now 
I  know  there  is  need.  The  very  fact  of  members 
wanting  to  jam  this  through  in  this  way  incites  in 
my  mind  the  very  strong  suspicion  that  an  in\  es- 
tigation  is  needed  a  thousandfold  more  than  I  had 
ever  dreemed  it  was  needed.  This  is  being  jammed 
through  willy-nilly.  People  who  have  a  right  to 
protest  are  not  given  an  apportunity  to  do  so.  Xo 
resident  of  Boston  has  come  here,  the  gentleman 
has  said,  no  person  living  in  that  immediate  \  icinity 
has  appeared  in  opposition.  There  is  nothing 
strange  about  that.  Those  men  are  attending  to 
their  daily  duties  in  absolute  ignorance  of  what  we 
are  doing  here.  We  are  here  representing  those 
men.  They  voted  for  me,  they  voted  for  the 
gentleman  opposite,  for  each  and  every  one  of  us." 

Coun.  WA1SON— Xot  the  same  men. 

Coun.  HAGAX  — We  are  here  representing 
them  and  safeguarding  and  protecting  their  inter- 
ests, and  those  residents  and  citizens  are  willing  to 
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leave  that  matter  in  our  hands.  We  are  not  willing 
to  trust  them  to  the  extent  that  they  have  been 
willing  to  trust  us.  The  arguments  which  have 
been  advanced  in  opposition  are  arguments  that 
only  voice  the  sentiment  of  individuals  who  are 
determined  for  reasons  that  appeal  to  them  to  jam 
this  through  the  Council  here  and  now.  No  words 
of  mine  will  have  any  convincing  effect.  So  far  as 
I  am  concerned,  I  am  going  to  let  the  matter  go  to 
vote,  resting  satisfied  in  the  fact  that  with  all  the 
ability  that  I  can  command  I  have  tried  to  reason 
with  you,  have  tried  to  convince  you  that  the  least 
thing  you  can  do  is  to  give  the  citizens  of  that 
district  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

Coun.  Hagan's  motion  that  a  public  hearing  be 
given  on  the  matter  was  declared  lost.  Coun. 
Hagan  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays.     The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  3,  nays  6.

ETC.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of 
the  committee  appointed  by  me  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  sale  of  coal 
and  wood  by  the  Fuel  Administrator,  and  I  submit 
for  your  consideration  the  accompanying  order 
designed  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the 
committee  for  the  disposal  of  this  fuel. 

I  desire  to  call  to  your  attention  the  need  of 
immediate  action  in  order  that  the  interests  of  the 
city  may  be  conserved.

Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters,  Mayor: 

Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  request  the  under- 
signed have  considered  the  question  of  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  sale  of  coal  and  wood  by  the  Fuel 
Distributer  and  desire  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Fuel  Distributer,  in  anticipation  of  a  con- 
tinued embargo  on  coal,  and  in  view  of  the  hard- 
ships suffered  by  many  families  during  the  severe 
weather  of  last  winter  because  of  their  inability  to 
obtain  coal  and  wood  in  small  lots,  purchased  a 
large  amount  of  coal  and  wood  for  which  there  has 
been  a  very  much  smaller  demand  than  was  antici- 
pated, due  to  the  lifting  of  the  embargo  on  coal 
and  to  the  mildness  of  the  weather  of  the  present 
winter. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  committee  there  is  no 
public  necessity  or  demand  for  the  further  opera- 
tion of  the  thirty  stations  at  which  coal  and  wood 
are  now  being  distributed.  The  committee  there- 
fore recommends  that  all  the  stations  be  shut 
down  forthwith,  and  that  the  employees  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  and  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department,  who  have  been  assigned 
to  this  work  though  carried  on  their  own  depart- 
ment pay  rolls,  be  transferred  to  their  regular 
employment  and  that  the  pay  roll  of  the  Fuel  Dis- 
tributer be  reduced  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  more  difficult  problem  is  the  disposal  of  the 
coal  and  wood  purchased  by  the  Fuel  Distributer 
and  remaining  unsold,  there  being  now  about 
10,000  tons  of  coal  in  the  yards  of  certain  coal 
dealers.  It  is  possible  to  dispose  of  several  lots  of 
the  coal  to  dealers  in  whose  yards  the  coal  is  stored 
at  present  market  prices,  which  are  approximately 
the  same  as  the  prices  paid  for  the  coal  by  the  city. 

The  committee  recommends  that  where  possible 
the  coal  be  sold  to  the  dealers  at  market  prices. 
If  this  is  done  a  large  expense  will  be  saved  in 
teaming  and  it  will  be  possible  immediately  to 
reduce  the  Fuel  Distributer's  pay  roll. 

The  coal  is  all  in  small  sizes,  for  which  the  city 
departments  have  little  use,  but  the  committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  coal  which  cannot  be  sold 
to  the  dealers  can  be  disposed  of  to  the  city  de- 
partments. 

The  Fuel  Distributer  purchased  a  very  large 
quantity  of  paper  bags  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$14,000,  which  in  accordance  with  the  statutory 
requirements  have  printed  on  one  side  in  large 
type  the  fact  that  the  contents  were  sold  by  the 
City  of  Boston.     There  are  now  over  500,000  of 
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these  bags  on  hand.  It  is  doubtful  whether  or  not 
there  is  any  possibility  of  a  sale  of  the  bags  because 
of  the  printing  on  them. 

If  your  Honor  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  inad- 
visable to  sell  the  coal  to  the  dealers  in  whose  yards 
it  is  stored,  the  committee  suggests  that  bids  be 
called  for  publicly.  If  either  method  of  disposal 
is  adopted  the  committee  desires  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  provisions  of  City  Ordinances  of 
1914,  chapter  3,  section  14,  which  may  require 
that  authority  to  sell  the  coal  in  large  quantities 
must  first  be  obtained  from  the  City  Council.

SOLDIERS'  SUBSISTENCE. 
The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  Mass.,  March  17,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — We  have  read  the  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  given  to  your  honorable  body 
in  response  to  your  request.  We  can  not  agree 
with  his  opinion  as  given  in  the  second  paragraph 
of  his  letter. 


The  contention  of  the  City  Auditor  that  sub- 
sistence is  a  part  of  a  soldier's  pay  has  been  over- 
ruled by  the  Corporation  Counsel's  opinion.  His 
opinion  continues  to  say  that  the  act  authorizing 
the  payment  is  a  permissive  statute.  This  we 
claim  is  true  only  so  far  as  it  permits  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  to  accept  the  act. 

The  act,  having  been  accepted,  became  opera- 
tive, and  subsequent  payments  were  made.  The 
act  specifically  says  that  the  city  shall  make  pay- 
ments and  shall  continue  to  make  payments  until 
six  months  after  the  war. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  act  which  gives  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  the  right  to  repeal  or 
revoke  this  law,  and  this  being  true,  the  act  must 
remain  in  force. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  act  concerning  the  legal 
obligation  of  the  city  not  to  pay  upon  the  con- 
ditions outlined  in  the  last  paragraph  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel's  opinion.  If  there  was,  how- 
ever, the  conditions  of  our  duties  do  not  permit  us 
to  eat  at  home.  We  are  compelled  on  account  of 
working  early  and  late  hours  to  purchase  most  of 
our  meals  outside.

Chapter  254,  General  Acts  1917. 

An  Act  to  Authorize  Cities   and   Towns  to  Pay  to 

Their  Employees,  Who  Enlist  in  the  Service 

of  the  United  States,  the  Difference  Between 

Their  Military  and  Municipal  Compensation. 

Section  1.  Cities  and  towns  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  pay  to  employees  leaving  their  service 
between  March  25,  1917,  and  the  close  of  the  war, 
as  determined  by  the  United  States  Government, 
for  the  purpose  of  entering  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  an  amount  equal  to 
the  difference  between  the  compensation  which 
such  employees  were  receiving  at  the  time  of 
leaving  such  service  and  the  pay  which  they  re- 
ceived while  in  such  military  or  naval  service 
under  the  acts  of  Congress  and  of  this  Common- 
wealth, including  aid  to  their  dependents. 

The  payments  herein  provided  for  shall  date 
from  the  time  when  the  employee  leaves  the  city 
or  town.  Payments  hereunder  shall  continue  to 
be  made  for  six  months  after  the  close  of  the  war, 
as  determined  aforesaid,  unless  the  recipient  is 
sooner  discharged. 

Sect.  2.  The  act  shall  take  effect  in  cities  and 
towns  upon  its  acceptance  by  the  mayor  and  city 
council,  or  by  commission,  etc.,  etc.

Report  of  the  City  Planning  Board  on  Order 
Passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its  Meeting 
January  27,  1919,  Relative  to  the  City 
Acquiring  the  Vacant  Land  Bordering  on 
the  Strandway,  Between  L  and  M  Streets, 
for  Park  or  other  Public  Purposes. 

March  19,  1919. 
Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — The  City  Planning  Board  submits 
herewith  report  and  recommendation  prepared  in 
compliance  with  your  request  in  transmitting  the 
following  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its 
meeting,  January  27,   1919: 

_  Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  consider  and 
report  as  to  the  advisability  of  the  City  acquiring 
the  vacant  land  bordering  on  the  Strandway, 
between  L  and  M  streets,  as  the  said  land,  if 
acquired,  could  be  used  for  park  or  other  public 
purposes. 

The  area  suggested,  Block  226  A,  is  bounded  on 
the  northerly  side  by  Marine  road,  on  the  easterly 
side  by  M  street,  on  the  southerly  side  by  Columbia 
road,  and  on  the  westerly  side  by  L  street.  It  is 
assessed  in  two  parcels,  under  separate  ownership, 
as  follows: 

19,500  square  feet $4,900  00 

122,775  square  feet 24,000  00 


142,275  square  feet $29,500  00 

or  about  3.27  acres. 

It  is  a  practically  level  parcel  of  land,  entirely 
unoccupied  at  the  present  time,  and  commands  an 
extensive  view  of  Old  Harbor  and  the  islands. 

From  a  recreational  point  of  view,  the  area  is 
particularly  well  adapted  so  far  as  the  actual 
topography  of  the  land  is  concerned.  It  has 
attractive  possibilities  as  a  park  at  a  small  expendi- 
ture of  money.  As  a  playground,  the  possible 
annoyance  to  adjacent  property  owners  would  be 
somewhat  minimized  by  tne  fact  that  it  is  sur- 
rounded on  all  sides  by  streets  varying  from  50  to 
100  feet  or  more  in  width.  As  an  athletic  field,  the 
expense  of  grading  and  surfacing  would  be  com- 
paratively small. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  district  in  which  tliis 
location  falls  is  already  generously  served  by  exist- 
ing parks  and  beach  reservations.  About  one  half 
niilc  to  the  northeast  is  the  First  Street  Playground, 
bordered  on  one  side  by  M  street,  so  that  the 
approach  from  the  locality  now  under  considera- 
tion is  direct.  The  First  Street  Playground  con- 
tains 4,00  acres,  and  is  equipped  with  "three  ball 
grounds,  one  Rugby  and  two  soccer  football 
grounds,  basketball,   outdoor  gymnasium,   Bhower 
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baths,  children's  corner,  and  skating."*  Three 
quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  southwest  is  the  new 
Strandway  development,  with  23J  acres  devoted 
to  a  waterfront  playground,  and  a  potential  play- 
ground area  of  more  than  double  this  amount. 
The  present  Strandway  Playground  is  equipped 
with  "five  ball  grounds,  one  Rugby  and  five 
soccer  football  grounds,  basketball,  tennis,  skating, 
shower  baths,  and  children's  corner."*  Directly 
across  Columbia  road  are  the  L  street  baths,  for 
men  and  boys,  with  a  handball  court,  and  an 
extensive  public  beach  for  recreation. 

The  City  Planning  Board  is  at  the  present  time 
engaged  in  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  South 
Boston  district.  This  will,  of  course,  include  a 
study  of  its  entire  recreational  facilities.  The 
investigations  already  made  along  this  line  disclose 
the  fact  that,  while  there  are  areas  still  inadequately 
served  with  parks  and  playgrounds,  or  even  open 
spaces,  South  Boston  as  a  whole  has  a  larger  percent- 
age of  its  area  devoted  to  recreational  purposes 
than  any  other  section  of  the  city. 

The  lot  in  question  is  not  centrally  located,  so 
far  as  the  residential  portion  of  the  district  is  con- 
cerned; the  same  is  true  of  the  First  Street  Play- 
ground, both  being  situated  at  the  extreme  outer 
edge  of  the  residential  areas  they  are  intended  to 
serve;  and  it  is  a  fact  that  one  centrally  located 
playground  would  efficiently  serve  the  entire  dis- 
trict in  the  vicinity  of  L  and  M  streets. 

Furthermore,  while  it  is  probable  that  certain 
specific  and  immediate  needs  may  arise  from  time 
to  time,  which  should  be  met,  the  Board  believes, 
as  a  matter  of  general  policy,  that  it  is  better  to 
complete  projects  already  under  way,  together  with 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  directly  connected 
with  or  influenced  by  them,  such  as  the  Strandway 
development,  which  already  represents  an  invest- 
ment of  $870,000,  before  undertaking  new  and 
detached  improvements. 

So  far  as  other  public  use  or  purpose  is  concerned, 
the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  needs  of  the 
community  in  this  respect  are  comparatively  well 
supplied.  With  the  Municipal  Building,  erected  in 
1914  at  a  cost  of  .$192,000;  the  Aquarium,  erected  in 
1911  at  a  cost  of  898,284;  Marine  Park  and  Castle 
Island,  and  the  several  small  playgrounds  and  park 
spaces,  in  addition  to  the  facilities  already  enumer- 
ated, the  district  has  apparently  fared  better  than 
many  other  sections  of  the  city. 

All  that  has  been  said  of  the  advantages  of  the 
area  in  question  for  park  or  playground  purposes, 
or  other  public  use,  applies  equally  as  well  to  its 
availability  for  housing  purposes.  With  the  com- 
mercial development  going  on  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Reserved  Channel,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  demand  for  convenient  or 
nearby  housing  accommodations  is  bound  to 
increase.  An  opportunity  is  here  offered  for  a  sub- 
stantial housing  development  in  an  exceptional 
location. 

All  these  matters  will  be  considered  in  detail  in 
the  comprehensive  report  now  under  way,  but  for 
the  present  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning 
Board  that  it  would  be  inadvisable  for  the  city  to 
acquire  at  this  time  the  vacant  land  bordering  on 
the  Strandway,  between  L  and  M  streets,  for  park 
or  other  public  purposes.

Dear  Sir, — Your  son  met  his  death  during  the 
push  from  the  Vesle  to  the  Aisne,  a  few  days  before 
we  pulled  out  of  that  sector  to  go  to  the  Argonne 
Forest.  Eugene  was  struck  by  part  of  a  shell  while 
overlooking  the  safety  of  his  men.  The  wound  was 
severe — in  the  head.  He  was  hurried  back  nearer 
headquarters,  where  I  was  engaged  in  the  inter- 
ment of  those  boys  who  had  been  killed  for  some 
weeks  before  our  successful  advance  toward  the 
Aisne  commenced. 

I  prepared  the  body  of  the  lieutenant  and  buried 
him  near  the  high  road  that  runs  from  Rheims  to 
Rouen.  His  personal  effects  will  be  returned  to 
you  in  due  season. 

Your  son  was  a  brave  soldier  and  those  who 
knew  him  speak  highly  of  him. 

I  am  from  the  New  York  archdiocese  and  should 
there  be  any  chance  of  serving  you  further,  I  shall 
be  glad  to  do  so. 

You  have   made   your  sacrifice   as   well   as   the 
lieutenant.     May  God  grant  him  eternal  rest  and 
to  you  strength  and  consolation.

USE   OF   OLD   TOWN   HALL,   BRIGHTON. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  31,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  your  order  of 
March  17,  requesting  that  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  be  authorized  to  allow  tae  use 
of  the  first  floor  of  the  Old  Town  Hall,  Brighton, 
to  the  Allston-Brighton  Council  of  the  Veterans 
of  the  World  War,  without  charge,  during  such 
times  as  the  premises  are  not  in  use  for  wardroom 
purposes.  I  am  returning  this  order  without  my 
signature. 

I  have  taken  this  matter  up  carefully  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  and  he  informs 
me  that  it  has  never  been  the  custom  to  grant  to 
organizations  the  use  of  wardrooms  except  for 
specified  occasions  and  then  only  in  accordance 
with  the  ordinances  on  the  written  application  of 
five  registered  voters.  The  room  mentioned  in  the 
order  is  the  wardroom  of  the  Old  Town  Hall. 

The  ordinance  affecting  this  matter  is  section  4, 
chapter  27,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1914,  and 
reads  e.s  follows: 

The  superintendent,  when  a  written  applica- 
tion (containing  a  copy  of  the  call  for  a  meeting 
notifying  all  persons  who  may  be  present  that  it 
will  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section)  is 
made  to  him  by  not  less  than  five  legal  voters  of  a 
ward  for  the  use  of  a  wardroom  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  such  meeting,  and  when  he  is  paid  such 
sum  of  money  as  will  in  his  opinion  be  sufficient  to 
defray  the  expense  of  opening,  lighting,  heating, 
and  closing  the  wardroom  during  the  time  specified 
in  the  permit,  may  issue  a  permit  for  the  use  of 
such  wardroom,  which  permit  may  at  any  time  be 
revoked  by  the  Mayor.  The  superintendent  shall 
specify  in  the  permit  the  time  and  purpose  of  the 
meeting,  and  that  the  meeting  will  be  subject  to 
the  following  provisions,  viz.:  Only  legal  voters 
in  the  ward  in  which  such  meeting  is  held,  and  to 
whom  no  objection  is  made  by  the  majority  of  such 
applicants  as  are  present  or  by  the  presiding  officer 
of  such  meeting,  shall  mark  or  vote,  or  remain  at 
such  meeting,  and  the  members  of  the  police  force 
present  shall  keep  the  peace  at.  such  meeting,  obey 
the  lawful  orders  of,  and  remove  such  persons  as 
shall  be  designated  by,  the  majority  of  such  appli- 
cants as  are  present,  or  after  the  election  of  a 
presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  such  persons  as 
shall  be  designated  by  such  presiding  officer. 

The    superintendent    snail    request    the    police 


commissioner  to  detail  police  sufficient  to  enforce 
the  foregoing  provisions. 

It  is  obvious  that  wardrooms  should  be  reserved 
for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  created.  It 
is  equally  obvious  that  were  permission  to  be  given 
to  one  organization  of  the  type  mentioned  to  use 
the  wardroom  in  Brighton,  it  would  eventually  be 
necessary  to  give  similar  permission  to  similar 
organizations  throughout  the  city  to  use  the 
wardrooms  in  practically  every  municipal  building. 
It  is  unnecessary  to  point  out  that  such  use  of 
wardrooms  in  municipal  buildings  could  not  be 
made  to  harmonize  with  the  rights  which  the  ordi- 
nances give  to  citizens  to  use  them. 

I  have  also  asked  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
give  me  a  ruling  in  connection  with  your  order,  a 
copy  of  which  I  am  attaching  for  your  information.

Dear  Sir, — In  connection  with  the  statement  to 
the  City  Council  concerning  the  right  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings  to  grant  to  the 
Allston-Brighton  Council  of  the  Veterans  of  the 
World  War,  without  charge,  the  use  of  the  first  floor 
of  the  Old  Town  Hall  in  Brighton,  I  am  quoting  in  its 
entirety  the  opinion  of  former  Corporation  Counsel 
John  A.  Sullivan  on  the  subject  matter,  in  which  I 
fully   concur: 

"In  answer  to  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to 
the  authority  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  to  permit  the  use  of  wardrooms  and 
public  halls  in  municipal  buildings  for  private 
purposes  without  the  payment  of  a  fee,  I  desire  to 
submit  the  following: 

"As  the  ordinances,  chapter  27,  provide  that 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  may  permit 
the  use  of  wardrooms  for  public  meetings  when 
five  or  more  legal  voters  apply  therefor  and  pay  a 
sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of  opening,  lighting, 
heating  and  closing  the  hall,  and  as  the  ordinances 
make  no  provision  for  the  use  of  wardrooms  and 
halls  in  public  buildings  for  private  purposes,  it 
seems  clear  that  city  property  cannot  be  used  for 
private  purposes  without  charge,  no  matter  how 
laudable  the  purposes  may  be. 

"Even  the  leases  of  existing  public  buildings  or 
parts  thereof  to  Grand  Army  posts  and  camps  of 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  which  are  specifically 
authorized  by  statute,  Revised  Laws,  chapter  25, 
section  13,  must  provide  for  payment. 

"Tne  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  this  statute  a  city  could 
not  lawfully  appropriate  money  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  building  that  was  in  part  to  be  leased 
to  a  Grand  Army  post.  To  quote  from  the  opinion 
of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  above  ease: 

"  'If  once  the  principle  is  adopted  that  a  city  or 
town  may  be  authorized  to  raise  money  by  taxation 
for  conferring  benefits  on  individuals  merely 
because  in  the  past  they  have  rendered  important 
and  valuable  services  for  the  benefit  of  the  general 
public,  occasions  will  not  be  wanting  which  will 
appeal  strongly  to  the  popular  sense  of  gratitude,  or 
to  the  popular  emotion,  and  the  interests  and 
just  rights  of  minorities  will  be  in  danger  of  being 
disregarded.  If  the  body  of  persons  to  be  benefited 
is  numerous,  the  greater  is  the  influence  that  may 
probably  be  brought  to  bear  to  secure  such  an 
appropriation  of  the  public  money.  .  .  .  The 
right  of  taxation  by  a  city  or  town  extends  only  to 
raising  money  for  public  purposes  and  uses.  There 
is  no  definition  of  a  public  purpose  or  use  which 
can  include  the  maintenance  and  support  of  a 
Grand  Army  post.' 

"In  the  latest  case  presented  to  the  court  in 
which  this  question  was  involved  the  Chief  Justice 
in  his  opinion  held  that  a  use  of  a  hall  in  a  public 
building  for  private  purposes  without  charge  was 
clearly  illegal.  In  view  of  this  opinion  of  the 
court  and  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  neither  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  nor  the  Mayor  has  authority  to 
permit  the  use  of  public  buildings  or  wardrooms 
for  private  purposes  wit  limit  the  payment  of  a  fee." 

I  am  returning  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
and  your  statement  in  relation  thereto  in  case  you 
may  desire  to  incorporate  into  the  statement  the 
whole  or  a  portion  of  this  opinion.

Gentlemen, —  I  am  returning  without  my  signa- 
ture the  order  of  your  honorable  body  accepting 
chapter  42  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919  and  the  order 
providing  for  a  pension  payment  to  Thomas  J. 
Downey,  an  employee  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. I  have  asked  the  Finance  Commission  to 
prepare  a  report  for  me  on  the  entire  situation.  Its 
report  on  this  matter  dated  March  26,  1919,  which 
is  available  for  your  inspection  if  you  desire  to  see 
it,  sets  out  specifically  the  following  facts: 

Thomas  J.  Downey  entered  the  service  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  rodman  on  January  13,  1897, 
and  was  advanced  first  to  instrumentman  and  then 
to  transitman  with  increase  of  salary  from  1912 
as  follows: 

December,  1913 S900 

January,  1917 1,100 

July,  1918 1,200 

On  September  18,  1918,  he  was  committed  to  the 
Boston  State  Hospital  and  was  carried  on  the  city 
pay  roll  to  January  29,  1919.  The  physician  at  the 
hospital  stated  to  a  representative  of  the  Finance 
Commission  that  Mr.  Downey  was  suffering  from 
alcoholic  psychosis. 

I  feel  that  the  pension  cannot  be  supported  on 
any  of  the  grounds  usually  advanced  in  favor  of 
such  measures.  It  further  appears  from  a  report 
given  me  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
that  Mr.  Downey  has  two  sons  who  should  be  able 
to  assist  in  his  support. 

His  city  service  has  not  been  of  sufficient  length 
to  entitle  him  to  special  consideration  and  it  would 
appear  from  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  State  Hospital  that  his  present  condition  is  due 
to  improper  conduct  on  his  own  part,  and  in  no  way 
due  to  nis  employment  bj'the  City  of  Boston.

Dear  Sir, — The  following  order  was  passed  by 
the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  February'  17,  1919: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  sub- 
mit to  the  City  Council  a  report  on  the  cost  and 
advisability  of  acquiring  the  Wise  estate  at  the 
junction  of  South  and  Washington  streets,  for  the 
establishing  of  a  memorial  park. 

In  reply  the  City  Planning  Board  begs  leave  to 
state  that  the  advisability  of  the  city  acquiring 
this  particular  property  was  fully  discussed  in  its 
report  dated  July  17,  1917,  which  is  reproduced  in 
its  Fourth  Annual  Report,  a  copy  of  which  is 
submitted  to  you  herewith. 

Briefly,  the  area  in  question  comprises  what  is 
known  as  the  "Library  Lot"  and  the  "Store  Lot" 
at  Roslindale  Center,  together  with  that  part  of 
Ashland  street  at  present  separating  the  two,  or  a 
total  of  about  30,000  square  feet.  The  report  of 
the  Board  recommended  that  the  property 

"should  be  acquired  by  the  City  of  Boston  immedi- 
ately in  order  to  secure  an  attractive  public  open 
space  in  the  center  of  a  rapidly  growing  district," 

and  that  that  portion  of  Ashland  street  lying 
between  the  two  triangles  should  be  closed. 

Board  of  Survey  plans  provide  for  the  widening 
of  Washington  street  in  this  vicinity  to  100  feet. 
Until  such  time  as  the  city  is  in  a  position  to  carry- 
out  this  plan,  the  City  Planning  Board  recom- 
mended 

"that  the  existing  buildings  be  removed  from  these 
two  triangles,  the  entire  area  rough  graded  and 
grassed,  and  the  trees  cared  for.  This  recom- 
mendation is  made  with  the  idea  of  giving  the 
people  of  the  district  immediate  and  entire  use  of 
the  area  as  a  recreational  space  at  a  minimum 
expense." 

An  order  was  accordingly  passed  by  the  City 
Council  at  its  meeting  November  5,  1917,  pro- 
viding 

"that  the  sum  of  $31,500  be  and  hereby  is  appro- 
priated to  be  expended  for  land  and  buildings  at 
Washington,  Poplar,  Ashland  and  South  streets, 
Roslindale,  as  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  plans 
of  the  City  Planning  Board  " 

This  amount  is  available  at  the  present  time. 

The  report  was  accompanied  by  a  sketch  plan 
(page  18,  Fourth  Annual  Report  herewith),  show- 
ing a  possible  permanent  treatment  of  the  area,  pro- 
viding for  the  widening  on  the  north  side  of  Wash- 
ington street  to  100  feet,  and  also  for  the  widening 
of  South  street,  leaving  a  park  space  of  approxi- 
mately 19,500  square  feet.  This  area,  the  report 
stated,  would  be  sufficient 

"to  permit  of  an  effective  arrangement  of  paths 
and  planting,  with  a  central  feature,  such  as  a 
decorative  flagstaff  or  fountain." 

This  suggestion  might  be  made  to  conform  admi- 
rably with  the  idea  expressed  in  the  City  Council 
order  of  establishing  a  memorial  park.  Oppor- 
tunity would  be  afforded,  in  connection  with  such 
a  fountain  or  decorative  flagstaff,  for  the  placing 
of  a  memorial  tablet,  bearing  an  appropriate 
inscription. 

While  the  amount  originally  appropriated, 
$31,500,  was  slightly  in  excess  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  land,  and  might  not  even  be  sufficient 
for  the  purchase  and  informal  treatment  of  the 
area   which  it   was   suggested   should   take   place 
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immediately,  it  is  certain  that  a  permanent  treat- 
ment of  the  area,  such  as  indicated  on  the  sketch, 
would  involve  a  considerable  further  expenditure 
of  money.  It  is  possible  that  this  further  expendi- 
ture might  be  met  by  public  subscription,  if  the 
area  is  designed  for  use  as  a  memorial  park,  since 
the  residents  of  the  district  would  doubtless  wel- 
come the  privilege  of  contributing  to  such  a  fund. 
N  The  City  Planning  Board  would  again  emphasize, 
in  connection  with  a  permanent  treatment  of  the 
area,  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Washington  and  South  streets  substan- 
tially as  indicated  on  the  plan  submitted.

VETO— LABORERS'   PENSIONS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  9,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  order  of  the  City  Council  for 
the  acceptance  of  chapter  55  of  the  Special  Acts 
of  1919,  to  increase  the  pensions  of  laborers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  one  half  of  their  compensation 
at  the  time  of  their  retirement. 

In  returning  your  order  I  shall  not  dwell  at  any 
length  on  the  question  of  the  added  financial 
burden  which  its  acceptance  would  place  upon 
the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  very  nature  of  the 
matter  with  which  we  are  dealing  makes  it  im- 
possible to  accurately  estimate  what  this  added 
burden  would  be.  It  is  true,  however,  that  for  a 
number  of  years  after  the  act  went  into  operation, 
were  it  accepted,  the  burden  would  rapidly  increase. 

As  the  Finance  Commission  has  prepared  a 
report  on  the  financial  aspect  of  the  legislation 
in  question,  as  it  would  affect  the  City  of  Boston, 
I  am  attaching  a  copy  of  its  report  for  your  in- 
formation. 

I  believe  that  the  major  principle  involved  is 
one  that  immediately  brings  us  face  to  face  with 
the  whole  problem  of  social  insurance,  namely, 
whether  the  various  governments,  city  or  state, 
should  adopt  a  contributory  or  a  noncontribu- 
toiy  pension  plan,  or  whether  a  system  of  health 
insurance  should  be  provided  for  public  em- 
ployees in  place  of  pensions  as  they  are  now  known. 
I  also  believe  that  the  entire  problem  is  one  which 
must  be  I'm  i  squarely  in  the  near  future  and  must 
be  decided  definitely.  Until  such  a  decision  is 
reached  and  a  definite  and  well  worked  out  plan 
has  been  provided  to  care  for  this  entire  phase  of 
social  insurance,  I  believe  it  is  distinctly  unwise 
attempt  to  change  the  present  status  of  the 
matter  or  to  endeavor  to  build  :dong  any  definite

A  large  number  of  tho  :i  complete 

understanding  of  the  problem  because  of  a  careful 
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study  of  it  believe  that  the  correct  solution  lies 
only  in  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  health 
insurance,  which  in  addition  to  caring  for  the 
laborer  who  because  of  physical  incapacitation 
is  unable  to  perform  Ms  duties  further,  cares  for 
him  while  temporarily  ill.  Such  a  system  would 
of  course  completely  supersede  the  present  pension 
system  now  in  operation. 

Others  believe  that  pensions  should  be  granted 
but  only  when  the  ultimate  pensioner  contributes 
to  the  fund  from  which  the  pension  will  later 
be  paid;  in  other  words,  they  believe  only  in  con- 
tributory pensions  so  called.  One  of  the  argu- 
ments against  the  noncontributory  pension  plan 
which  is  now  effective  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
in  favor  of  the  contributory  feature,  is  that  the 
inevitable  effect  of  the  establishment  of  a  system 
of  noncontributory  old  age  pensions  would  be  a 
constant  pressure  to  lower  the  age  limit  and  in- 
crease the  amount  of  the  pension.  The  latter 
point  is  borne  out  in  the  present  case. 

As  I  have  stated  before,  I  believe  that  in  the 
near  future  the  whole  problem  of  social  insurance 
will  have  to  be  met  and  solved.  To  make  any 
change  from  the  present  status  of  pensions  in  the 
City  of  Boston  at  this  time  would  simply  serve  to 
complicate  and  make  more  difficult  the  final 
solution  of  the  whole  problem.

Sir, — The  commission  desires  to  call  the  attention 
of   your   Honor  to  the   additional  expense  to  the 
taxpayers  incident  to  the    acceptance    by    your 
Honor  of  chapter  55  of  the  Special  Arts  of  1919: 

"Any  laborer  employed  by  the  city  of  Boston 
who  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years  and  whi 
been  in  the  service  of  the  city  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  years,  and  who  i- 
incapacitated,  shall,  at  his  request  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  retirement  board  above  provided 
for,  be  retired  from  service,  and  shall  receive  for  the 
remainder  of  his  life  an  annual  pension  equal  to  one 
half  of  the  compensation  to  which  he  would  have 
been  entitled  for  full  employment  during  the  last 
year  of  his  service  for  the  city.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  board  so  to  retire  any  laborer  in  the 
service  of  the  city  who  has  readied  the  age  of 
seventy  years  and  has  served  the  city  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  years:  provided,  how- 
ever, that  said  retirement  board  may,  upon  the 
request  of  the  mayor  and  city  council,  retire  any 
laborer  employed  by  said  city  who  has  been  in  the 
service  of  the  city  continuously  for  a  period  of  not 
loss  than  fifteen  years,  and  who.,  owing  to  injury, 
physical  incompetency,  old  age  or  infirmity,  may  be 
incapacitated  from  further  performance  or  dis- 
charge of  his  duty  or  labor." 

The  term  laborer,  as  used  in  this  act,  is  defined 
in  the  legislation  of  which  the  above  is  an  amend- 
ment to  include  skilled  laborers,  mechanics,  crafts- 
men and  janitors,  and  all  women  performing  duties 
similar  and  attached  to  positions  in  the  labor 
service. 

The  effect  of  this  legislation  is  to  increase  the 
present  maximum  pension  of  $360  a  year  to  one 
half  pay  at  time  of  retirement. 

The  city  laborers  are  at  the  present  time  receiving 
■S3  a  day  and  the  mechanics  and  craftsmen  $4  a  day. 

The  commission  understands  that  it  is  your 
present  intention  to  grant  on  June  1,  1919,  an 
increase  of  50  cents  a  day  to  these  employees, 
making  the  city  laborer's  pay  S3. 50  a  day  and  that 
of  mechanics  and  craftsmen  $4.50  a  day. 


Under  the  proposed  act  these  employees  would 
be  entitled  to  the  followingpensions:

The  American  Experience  Mortality  tables  fixes 
the  expectation  of  life  at  the  age  of  sixty  years  to  be 
14.10  years,  and  at  the  age  of  seventy  to  be  8.48 
years.  The  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  these  pensions 
and  the  value  thereof  to  the  laborers  can  be  de- 
termined by  multiplying  the  amount  of  the  annual 
pension  by  the  expectation  of  life  at  the  time  of 
retirement,  and  is  shown  by  the  following  tables:

No  computation  can  be  made  of  the  cost  to  the 
city  of  the  value  to  pensioners  in  those  cases  where 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  pensions  are 
granted  upon  the  request  of  the  Major  and  City 
Council  to  laborers  who  have  been  in  the  service 
of  the  city  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  fifteen  years 
andv  to  injury,  physical  inoompej 

old  age  or  infirmity,  may  be  incapacitated  from 
further  performance  or  discharge  of  duty  or  labor. 

It  is  impossible  to  compute  the  total  additional 
cost  to  the  city  by  the  increases  in  pensions  pro- 
posed by  this  act,  because  it  cannot  be  determined 
how  many  city  Laborers  will  eventually  receive 
pensions  and  how  many  will  be  retired  at  the  age 
of  sixty, how  many  at  the  age  of  seventy,  how  many 
after  fii  -    service,  and  at  what  salary. 

The  laborers  were  first  granted  a  pension  in 
1911.  (in  September  1,  1913,  there  were  120 
laborers  receiving  pensions  at  an  annual  cost  to 
the  city  of  $43,200.  There  are  now  27(5  laborers 
receiving  pensions  and  the  City  Auditor  estir 
that  the  cost  to  the  city  this  vcar  under  the  $360 
pension  will  be  $100,000. 

■  There  are  approximately  3,000  city  employees 
within  the  class  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  laborers' 
pensions  It  is  therefore  apparent  that  these 
pensions  will  increase  very  rapidly  in  the  future. 
The  increase  in  numbers  from  120  to  276  and  in 
amount  from  S43,200  to  $100,000  in  five  years  is 
an  indication  of  the  future  pension  liability  of  the 
city. 

As  the  Legislature  has  this  year  passed  several 
special  pension  acts  for  the  benefit  of  individual 
city  employees,  authorizing  the  city  to  pay  pensions, 
usually  one  half  of  salary  at  time  of  retirement, 
which  may  come  before  your  Honor  for  acceptance, 
the  commission  desires  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  great  increase  in  pension  expenditure  which 
began  in  1878,  with  the  expenditure  for  that 

!,109,  and  last  year  amounted  to  $603,362.30; 
the  total  pension  expenditures  for  the  entire  period 
116,599.13.     The    greatest    increase    has 
come  in  the  last  ten  years,  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing table:

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Under  the  heading  "Miscellaneous"  are  included 
pensions  to  judges,  laborers,  veterans  and  the 
beneficiaries  of  special  pension  acts.  , 

The  annual  pension  expenditure,  based  on  the 
present  wage  scale,  has  not  yet  reached  the  maxi- 
mum, as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  present 
budget  estimate  for  pensions  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  $35,000  more  than  last  year. 

The  proposed  increase  of  $100  to  firemen  and 
policemen  will  increase  their  pensions,  as  they  are 
entitled  to  receive  pensions  varying  from  one  third 
to  three  fourths  of  final  pay  at  time  of  retirement, 
depending  upon  the  reasons  for  retirement. 

In  view  of  these  very  heavy  expenditures  for 
pensions  and  their  inevitable  increase  under  the 
present  pension  acts,  the  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  chapter  55  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919 
be  not  accepted. 

2.  That  all  special  pension  acts  be  vetoed.

AUTOMOBILE   PARKING   STATION, 
COMMON.

Gentlemen, — I  am  attaching  a  copy  of  a  report 
of  the  Boar«l  of  Street  Commissioners  relative  to 
the  order  of  the  City  Council  requesting  a  report 
on  the  advisability  and  the  probable  cost  of  making 
an  automobile  parking  station  under  the  Common.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
has  considered  the  inclosed  order  of  the  City 
Council  requesting  a  report  on  the  advisability 
and  the  probable  cost  of  making  an  automobile 
parking  station  underneath  the  Common,  and  begs 
to  report  thereon  as  follows: 

To  make  a  parking  station  large  enough  to 
accommodate  500  automobiles  would  require  an 
expenditure  probably  of  $1,500,000.  This  estimate 
is  based  on  what  it  has  cost  the  city  for  subway 
construction  in  recent  years.  A  parking  station 
would  need  to  be  constructed  in  about  the  same 
manner  as  subways  have  been  constructed;  that 
is,  of  steel  and  concrete. 

The  City  Council  order  suggests  a  station  so 
built  that  it  "would  not  take  any  of  the  present 
Common  area  or  disturb  the  present  surface 
appearance  or  interfere  with  the  present  use  of 
the  Common  surface  grounds." 

This  cannot  be  done.  It  would  require  runways 
of  not  less  than  250  feet  in  length  and  30  feet 
wide  to  reach  the  underground  station,  one  in 
the  vicinity  of  Charles  and  Boylston  streets,  and 
one  in  the  vicinity  of  Charles  and  Beacon  streets. 
These  runways  would  have  to  be  entirely  in  the 
Common,  and  they  would  have  to  be  made  in  the 
form  of  open  cuts. 

The  estimate  herein  given  does  not  include  the 
cost  of  relocating  water  pipes  and  sewerage  works 
which  cross  underneath  the  parade  field  and  play- 
ground of  the  Common,  where  it  is  suggested  the 
parking  station  might  be  located.  This  would 
be  an  item  of  considerable  consequence  as  there 
is  one  42-inch,  one  40-inch  and  one  20-inch  water 
main  which  would  need  to  be  relocated.  There 
is  an  18-inch  sewer  directly  in  the  way,  also  a 
sewer  draining  the  Frog  Pond,  the  direction  of 
which  would  have  to  be  changed. 

A  station  for  the  care  of  500  automobiles  would 
not  be  of  much  help  in  relieving  the  congestion 
of  highways,  which  is  now  great  and  which  will 
be  greater  as  time  goes  on.  Of  course  such  a 
station  could  be  enlarged  from  time  to  time,  but 
the  cost  would  be  considerable.  For  every  auto- 
mobile which  might  be  parked  in  such  a  station 
not  less  than  $2,500  should  be  estimated  as  the 
cost  of  the  space  occupied.  .  . 

If  the  city  should,  at  any  time,  be  in  a  position, 
legally  and  financially,  to  expend  such  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  parking  of  automobiles  it  seems  to 
this  Board  that  it  would  be  better  to  purchase  a 


tract  of  land  for  the  purpose  somewhere  near  the 
congested  business  territory.  Then  if  it  should 
be  necessary  to  change  the  location  of  the  parking 
place,  or  if  the  city  did  not  care  to  continue  in 
this  line  of  endeavor,  it  would  have  something  to 
dispose  of,  and  it  might  get  back  every  dollar  of 
the  original  expenditure. 

As  this  Board  does  not  think  it  advisable  to' 
establish  a  parking  station  underneath  the  Common 
it  did  not  undertake  a  detailed  study  of  the  en- 
gineering problems  involved  in  the  plan  suggested, 
nor  a  detailed  examination  of  the  probable  cost, 
and  the  figures  given  are  necessarily  approximate. 
A  public  hearing  on  the  question  is  inadvisable 
under  the  circumstances.

RESOLUTIONS  CONCERNING  TELEPHONE 
STRIKE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  is  reported  in  the  public  press  that 
unless  the  demands  of  the  telephone  operators  are 
granted  on  Tuesday,  April  15,  at  7.30  a.  m.,  that 
the  operators  mil  withdraw  from  their  posts  and  a 
general  strike  will  be  declared,  tying  up  telephonic 
communication  in  Boston  and  a  great  part  of 
Masachusetts ;  and 

■\\  hcreas.  The  City  Council  of  Boston  is  ignorant 
of  the  merits  of  the  controversy  between  the  Post- 
master and  the  telephone  company  officials,  but 
feel  that  the  public  should  be  considered  first  of 
all,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Postmaster  and  the  telephone 
company  officials  be  requested  to  take  steps  imme- 
diately to  avert  the  walkout  of  the  operators. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  wire  the  contents 
of  this  preamble  and  resolve  to  the  Postmaster- 
General  and  the  proper  officials  of  the  telephone 
company.

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  in  order  that  the  preambles, 
resolve  and  order  may  go  on  their  passage  at  this 
time.  I  feel  that  the  great  public  should  be  the 
first  thought  of  the  public  officials  and  of  the  lead- 
ers in  public  service  commissions  in  the  several 
localities.  I  am  interested  in  the  operators  re- 
ceiving their  just  pay  and  treatment  from  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company.  I 
don't  know  what  the  controversy  pending  between 
them   and   the   Postr.i  1   and  the   New 

England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  is, 
but  from  what  little  I  gather,  it  is  a  matter  of 
the  Xfw  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 

aaeing  the  buck  to  the  Postrm  • 
General  and  the  Postmaster-General  passing  the 
buck  to  the  telephone  company,  and  the  great  pub- 
lic of  Poston  and  Massachusetts  suffering  thereby. 
I  would  like  to  ask,  if  I  could,  of  Mr.  Burleson,  the 
Post'!  nd  of  Mr.  Driver,  the  head 

of  the  New  England  Telephone  Company,  if 
they  are  giving  proper  thought  and  consideration 
to  several  important  problems  concerned  with 
the  possibility  of  the  tying  up  of  telephone 
communications  in  Massachusetts.  Have  they 
thought  of  the  necessity  of  the  use  of  the 
telephone  for  calling  up  ambulances,  for  sending 
for  physicians,  for  getting  in  touch  with  the  Fire 
Department  in  case  of  possible  conflagration,  or 
ing  in  touch  with  the  Police  Department  in 
case  of  emergency?  That  is  a  question  that  I  would 
like  to  ask,  Mr.  President.  I  believe  that  the 
strike,  so  termed,  or  walkout,  that  will  in  all 
probability  take  place  tomorrow,  should  be  averted, 
if  there  is  any  possibility  of  doing  it.  From  what 
I  gather  from  the  public  press,  the  operators  are 
determined,  unless  their  demands  are  granted  to 
cry  utmost  and  the  extreme,  to  go  out  at 
7.30  o'clock  tomorrow  morning.  Mr.  President, 
that  must  not  be.  The  City  Council  of  Boston, 
in  all  probability,  is  a  very  small  toad  in  the  puddle, 
so  far  as  public  opinion  is  concerned,  or  in  so  far  as 
influence  may  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  parties 
interested,  Mr.  Burleson  or  Mr.  Driver.  But  we 
should  take  a  definite  and  strong  stand  on  this 
proposition.  This  resolution  should  pass  imme- 
diately, and  the  City  Clerk  should  forthwith,  as 
soon  as  possible,  wire  our  position  on  the  matter  to 
the  Postmaster-General,  also  sending  a  communi- 
cation to  Mr.  Driver  immediately.  I  ask,  there- 
fore, that  the  rule  be  suspended  so  that  the  order 
may  be  passed  at  this  time. 

Coun.  HAGAX— Mr.  President,  I  will  ask  the 
mover  of  the  order  if  he  has  any  objection  to  includ- 
ing the  third  interested  party,  when  he  speaks  of 
sending  this  communication  to  them — the  officials 
of  the  operators'  union. 

Coun.  WATSOX — Yes,  Mr.  President.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  telephone  operators  have  been 
imposed  upon,  that  they  have  waited  long  enough 
to  have  Mr.  Burleson  and  the  New  England  Tele- 
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phone  Company  treat  them  properly.  The  buck 
has  been  passed  for  weeks  from  Mr.  Driver  to  Mr. 
Burleson  and  from  Mr.  Burleson  back  to  Mr. 
Driver.  No,  I  will  not  agree  to  linking  up  the 
telephone  operators  in  the  resolution. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  resolution,  but,  as  there  are  three 
parties  interested,  it  seems  fitting  indeed  that  all 
interested  parties  should  receive  the  same  sort  of 
communication  from  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  yield,  I  would  like  to  suggest  to  him  that 
in  no  part  of  the  resolutions  has  the  Telephone 
Operators'  Union  been  mentioned.  Therefore, 
why  should  a  copy  of  the  communication  be  sent 
to  them? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  was  about  to 
say  that  the  resolution  proceed  along  the  line  that 
we  are  ignorant  of  the  merits  of  the  controversy 
between  the  Postmaster-General  and  the  telephone 
company  officials,  but  feel  that  the  public  should 
be  considered  first  of  all.  But  it  is  proposed  that 
the  wire  or  communication  be  sent  to  the  Post- 
master-General and  the  head  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  division,  two  of  the  interested  parties 
only.     Now,  as  I  understand  the  nature  of  the 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
has  asked  me  a  question,  and  perhaps  I  replied, 
hastily,  differently  from  what  I  should  have  replied 
after  a  little  thought.  If  the  members  of  this  body 
feel  that  we  should,  send  a  communication  to  the 
telephone  operators,  I  shall  not  object.  But  a 
majority  of  the  members  must  want  that  before  I 
shall  agree  to  it. 

Coun.  HAGAN — -Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  all  interested  parties  should  receive  this 
communication,  because  of  the  very  wording  of  the 
resolution  as  presented.  I  rather  agree  with  the 
mover  of  the  resolution  in  his  viewpoint  on  the 
matter,  but  I  do  not  see  why  we  should  leave  out 
one  of  the  vitally  interested  parties.  If  we  are 
going  to  try  to  take  action  to  avert  this  controversy 
or  pending  strike,  it  seems  to  me  all  parties  in- 
terested in  the  matter  should  be  consulted. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  Coun. 
Donoghue  is  interested  in  this  matter.  I  don't 
know  whether  he  is  going  to  be  here  this  afternoon 
or  not,  but  the  men's  organization  with  which 
he  is  connected  is  one  of  the  organizations  that 
is  going  to  be  affected.  There  is  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  girls  and  of  the  men.  Now,  I  dcn't 
think  it  will  do  any  harm  to  let  this  go  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  Coun.  Donoghue  may  be 
here  later,  and  may  be  able  to  give  us  some  in- 
formation about  it.  I  don't  think  we  should  pass 
it  until  he  comes,  because  he  is  vitally  affected. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  appreciate 
the  position  that  Coun.  McDonald  takes,  but  will 
simply  say  that  the  only  reason  why  I  asked  for  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  was  that  in  order  that  Mr. 
Burleson  might  receive  a  telegram  we  would 
send,  stating  our  position,  as  soon  as  possible. 
That  is  my  only  position  in  the  matter.  If  it  is, 
however,  the  wish  of  the  Council  to  send  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  I  withdraw  my  motion  to 
suspend  the  rule. 

Coun.  McDONALD— I  don't  think,  Mr. 
President,  that  it  makes  an  awful  lot  of  difference 
whether  Mr.  Burleson  gets  a  copy  of  the  telegram 
embodying  our  action  as  contemplated  by  this 
resolution,  or  not.  As  far  as  Burleson  is  concerned 
I  think  he  ought  to  know  what  everybody  thinks 
of  him.  He  knows  what  a  lot  of  labor  people 
think  of  him,  anyway.  We  can  take  the  proposed 
action,  anyway,  and  if  he  gets  a  telegram,  all  right, 
or  if  he  doesn't,  all  right.  He  knows  it  is  coming, 
anyhow.

HAGAN — Mr.  President,  1  am  going  to 
move  reconsideration,  with  the  hope  that  the 
will  not  prevail,  as  I  have  no  objei  I  oever 

to  the  order  going  to  its  proper  committee, 
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being  taken  for  proper  consideration,  unless  the 
majority  of  the  City  Council  feel  otherwise  and 
wish  to  pass  the  order  tqjjay.  I  understand  that 
the  Public  Lands  Committee  meets  today,  and 
therefore  it  will  be  possible  to  consider  the  order 
at  the  meeting.  It  seems  to  me  a  fitting  and 
opportune  moment,  when  the  citizens  of  Boston 
are  joyously  celebrating  the  return  of  the  men  of 
the  20th  Division,  particularly  those  of  our  own 
home  town,  the  101st  Regiment,  to  give  due 
thought  and  some  degree  of  consideration  to  those 
who  have  not  returned.  Captain  McConnell  was, 
I  think,  a  ranking  officer  from  the  Dorchester,  or 
rather  the  Boston,  district,  who  was  killed  in  action. 
I  have  been  looking  around  for  some  place  in  the 
Dorchester  district  that  might  be  named  in  com- 
memoration of  his  glorious  sacrifice.  I  thought 
of  this  particular  park  which  now  is  being  de- 
veloped by  the  City  of  Boston  at  quite  an  expense, 
which  will  be  opened  to  the  public  in  its  completed 
form  this  spring  and  summer.  The  present  name, 
I  think,  is  a  misnomer.  It  is  simply  called  after 
a  hill  that  happened  to  be  there,  or  which  can  be 
seen  in  the  distance,  "Savin  Hill  Playground," 
merely  because  it  is  in  the  Savin  Hill  district. 
There  is  no  historic  or  sentimental  value  to  be 
attached  to  its  present  name  in  any  way.  There 
will  undoubtedly  be  no  objection  from  the  people 
of  the  Dorchester  district,  or  from  the  residents 
of  that  immediate  district,  to  thus  commemorating 
Captain  McConnell.

Mich.,  was  considering 
South  Boston  as  an  available  place  for  a  factory  to 
manufacture  motor  cars,  and, 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  such  a  factory 
would  afford  employment  for  approximately  fifteen 
thousand  (15.000)  men,  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  such  a  factory 
would  materially  solve  the  pressing  problem  of  the 
unemployed  soldiers  and  add  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  City"  of  Boston,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  make 
a  personal  call  upon  Henry  Ford  to  procure  the 
establishment  of  such  a  factory. 


President  FORD — In  support  of  the  preamble 
and  resolution,  the  Chair  would  like  to  say  that  not 
enough  attention  is  being  given  at  the  present  time 
to  the  greatest  problem  that  presents  itself  in  these 
problems  at  times;  that  more  attention  should  be 
paid  to  the  reconstruction  problem,  and  that  the 
most  important  element  in  that  problem  is  that  of 
unemployment.  We  have  waited  too  long  in 
Boston  to  take  advantage  of  our  natural  resources. 
This  concern  which  we  understand  is  planning  to 
come  here  to  Boston  is  the  most  imuortant  institu- 
tion that  has  come  to  this  city  in  the  past  decade. 
The  attitude  of  those  in  power  in  our  city  in  the  past 
has  been  too  much  of  that  of  waiting  for  the 
mountain  to  come  to  Mahomet,  and  I  feel  that 
now  is  the  time  for  Mahomet  to  go  to  the  mountain. 
Consequently-,   I   offer  the  resolution. 

Couu.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  my  attitude 
on  matters  of  this  sort  is  not  such  an  attitude  as 
the  gentleman  refers  to  as  having  been  taken  by 
men  in  this  city  in  the  past.  I  firmly  believe  in 
tilings  of  this  tort  being  encouraged  to  come  to 
Boston.  While  I  shall  not  object  to  the  reference 
of  the  resolution  to  the  committee  at  this  time,  I 
do  believe  there  should  be  speedy  action,  and  per- 
sonally I  would  be  willing  to  vote  for  the  passage 
of  the  resolution  at  this  time.

MORI- 
ARTY  the  name  of  Paul  R.  Gast,  and  on  motion 
of  President  FORD  the  name  of  William  S.  Cos- 
grove,  were  laid  on  the  table. 

The  question  came  on  the  confirmation  of  the 
rest  of  the  names.  Committee — Coun.  Watson  and 
Collins.  Whole  number  of  votes  6,  yeas  6,  and  the 
appointments  were  confirmed. 


LAWRENCE  BARRET  WILLIAMS  SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
vacant  space  at  the  corner  of  Harold,  Crawford 
and  Abbotsford  streets,  Roxbury,  be  designated 
as  Lawrence  Barret  Williams  square,  in  honoi  of 
Williams,  who  was  in  the  101st.  Field  Artillery, 
and  who  died  in  France,  and  that  the  space  be 
suitably  designated  by  signs. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands. 


Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference,  in  order  that  I  may 
read  a  letter  I  have  received  in  this  connection. 

The  letter  is   as   follows: 

Bay  State  Historical  League, 

April  23,  1919. 

My  dear  Watson, — Lawrence  Barret  Williams 
was  a  non-commissioned  officer  in  the  101st  Field 
Artillery.  He  was  in  a  raid  and  returned  safely. 
One  of  his  comrades  was  wounded  and  Williams 
went  out  to  get  him  and  lost  his  life.  He  was  the 
grandson  of  Aaron  D.  Williams,  so  well  known  as  a 
substantial  Roxbury  citizen,  and  was  born  in 
Roxbury  on  the  old  Williams  homestead.  He  was 
also  the  grandson  of  Lawrence  Barrett,  the  famous 
Irish-American  tragedian,  thereby  uniting  in  the 
Yankee  and  the  Irishman  the  two  most  sturdy 
strains  of  our  present  day  New  England.  At 
Crawford  and  Ruthven  streets  there  is  an  open 
place  with  a  grass  plot.  I  think  it  is  as  yet  un- 
named. Providing  I  am  able  to  verify  these  facts 
cannot  this  or  some  other  appropriate  intersection 
of  streets  be  named  Lawrence  Williams  square? 

Cannot  we  have  in  Roxbury,  say  on  the  Sunday 
before  Memorial  Day,  a  formal  dedication  of  these 
squares?  The  signs  could  be  put  up  but  uncovered 
then  for  the  first  time.  A  short  address  (not 
exceeding  ten  minutes)  could  be  made  at  each 
place  and  the  official  party  and  war  veterans  could 
be  escorted  by  State  Guards,  Church  Cadets  and 
Boy  Scouts  with  little  expense  from  one  square  to 
the  other.  If  I  can  be  of  help  I  should  be  glad  to, 
and  I  think  the  Historical  Society  might  in  some 
way  be  of  assistance.

CELEBRATION    FOR    76TH    DIVISION. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  cooperate  with  the  City 
Council  and  arrange  for  some  form  of  celebration 
to  do  honor  to  the  men  of  the  New  England  76th 
Division. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference  so  that  the  order  may 
lil'  its  passage,  unless  there  is  objection,  II 
seems  that  at  a  time  when  we  are  celebrating,  and 
fitting];  so,  the  return  of  the  men  of  the  26th 
Division,  we  should  not  neglect  other  Mien  of  the 
other  division,  representative  of  New  England, 
men  of  the  draft  army  who,  too,  went  to  Prance, 
and  many  of  whom  have  seen  action.  At  this 
particular  time,  if  the  entire  76th  Division  had 
returned,  it  would  be  fitting  that  we  should  do 
what  New  York  contemplates  doing  in  honor  of 
its  selective  draft  men  of  the  77th  Division,  having 
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such  a  parade  as  they  had  for  the  27th  Division, 
one  of  equal  proportions,  between  May  5  and  May 
10,  to  show  equal  honor  to  all  who  went  overseas 
from  New  York  The  77th  Division  of  New  York 
men  remained  intact  and  came  home  as  a  division 
and  therefore  the  celebration  can  properly  take 
place  in  that  form.  The  difficulty  with  accomplish- 
ing that  here  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  76th 
New  England  Division  of  selective  draft  men, 
when  they  reached  France,  did  so  at  a  time  when  the 
ranks  were  being  depleted  at  the  front,  and  they 
were  used,  simply  through  the  chances  of  war, 
as  a  replacement  division  and  they  remained  as 
a  "depot  division  and  their  men  were  taken  and 
sent  into  other  divisions.  Men  who  went  over  in 
the  76th  Division  were  in  the  parade  last  Friday 
as  members  of  the  26th  Division,  having  been 
transferred.  At  the  time  when  the  76th  Division 
was  at  Camp  Devens  we  took  considerable  pride 
in  them.  The  301st  Regiment  was  designated  as 
"Boston's  Own,"  and  we  visited  them  and  lauded 
and  honored  them  before  they  went  overseas. 
As  I  say,  many  of  them  have  seen  action  in  other 
divisions.  Some  of  the  76th  Division  have  been 
returned  to  our  shores  and  others  are  still  in 
France  That  shows  the  difficulty  of  honoring 
the  division  as  a  whole,  divided  as  it  has  been  and 
as  it  is;  but  if  a  parade  could  take  place  this  would 
be  an  opportune  time  for  it,  because,  of  course, 
there  would  be  a  minimum  of  expense,  as  the 
stands  are  all  up  and  might  remain  there.  But 
if  a  parade  cannot  take  place,  it  seems  as  if  we 
ought  not  to  allow  the  76th  Division  to  pass 
unhonored  and  unsung.  They  are  entitled  to 
recognition  from  city  and  state.  It  would  seem 
that  the  301st  at  least,  composed  entirely,  I  believe, 
of  Boston  boys,  should  receive  some  recognition 
from  the  city"  Therefore  I  feel  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  should  sit  down  together  and 
cooperate  in  arriving  at  some  plan.  If  the  advice 
and  counsel  of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
could  be  obtained,  it  would  also  be  helpful  in 
arrivinsr  at  some  conclusion  as  to  what  the  form  of 
the  celebration  should  be.  This  is  the  opportune 
time  to  take  the  matter  up  rather  than  making 
it  an  eleventh  hour  proposition,  because  all  these 
men  went  over  prepared  to  do  as  much  as  those 
who  saw  action,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  division 
did  see  action  in  some  division.  I  hope,  therefore, 
this  order  will  pass,  and  that  the  Mayor  will  agree 
to  cooperate  with  the  members  of  the  Council, 
seeing  what  form  of  celebration  can  be  devised 
to  give  recognition  to  the  men  of  the  76th  Division, 
so  far  as  lies  in  our  power. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  prevailed,  and 
the  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


IMPROVEMENTS  AT  SAVIN  HILL  BEACH. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  make  investi- 
gation of  the  contract  for  improvements  :it  Savin 
Hill  Beach  and  Playground  and  report  to  the  City 
Council  what,  is  the  cause  of  delay  in  this  work 
and  to  inform  the  City  Council  when  the  work  of 
laying  out  the  baseball  field  will  be  started. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  improvement  and  development  of 
Savin  Hill  Park  and  Playground  passed  the  City 
Council  some  two  years  ago  and  was  approved 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  contract  was  let.  It  was 
expected  that  everything  would  be  ready  for  the 
benefit  of  the  people  a  year  ago  last  summer,  and  it 
is  not  ready  yet.  A  year  ago  I  endeavored  to  find 
out  the  cause  of  the  delay,  and  of  course  received 
the  old  camouflage  stuff,  that  war  conditions 
prevented  this  and  that  being  done.  I  pressed 
the  matter  again  in  the  Council  of  last  year,  and 
finally  from  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department 
we  got  some  semblance  of  a  satisfactory  reply. 
In  that  reply  it  was  stated  plainly  and  bluntly 
that  the  fault  was  with  the  contractor,  who  had 
been  negligent  and  careless  in  the  performance  of 
his  contract.  It  seemed  impossible  to  accomplish 
anything,  and  the  matter  rested.  The  conse- 
quence is  that  the  playground  has  been  left  in  an 
undeveloped  and  unfit  condition  for  use  during  the 
summer  months  the  last  two  years,  the  people 
being  denied  their  pleasures  and  privileges. 
Through  an  order,  three  or  four  weeks  ago,  I  asked 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Department  to  report  to 
the  City  Council  the  cause  of  the  delay,  but  up  to 
the  present  time,  so  far  as  I  know,  no  reply  has 
been  received.  I  had  that  order  passed  after- 
making  a  personal  investigation  of  conditions  there 


the  previous  Sunday,  and  I  went  there  yesterday 
purposely  to  see  what  had  been  accomplished  in  the 
past  three  or  four  weeks.  I  interviewed  people 
living  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and  found  that 
not  a  man  had  been  at  work  and  that  nothing  had 
been  done.  There  is  a  condition  of  stagnation, 
and  the  outcome  will  be  that  the  ball  grounds 
and  playground  will  not  be  in  condition  for  use 
this  summer,  it  being  the  third  summer  that  the 
people  will  have  been  denied  their  rights,  through 
the  negligence  or  carelessness  of  somebody,  whether 
of  the  department  head,  or,  as  I  understand  to  be 
the  case,  of  the  contractors  who  are  holding  up  the 
work.  Therefore,  I  ask  the  Mayor  to  investigate 
and  report  to  the  City  Council  the  cause  of  the 
delay,  giving  the  people  of  the  district  some 
knowledge  of  when  that  baseball  field  or  playground 
will  be  put  in  condition  for  use.  If  the  Mayor  will 
act  the  probabilities  are  that  we  will  get  something 
done,  and  the  people  of  the  district  will  thank  the 
City  Council  for  trying  to  get  action  out  there. 
The  order  was  passed.

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  May  2, 
1919,  inclosing  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
relative  to  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  Savin 
Hill  Beach  and  Playground,  I  beg  to  report  that 
two  contracts  were  entered  into  by  the  city,  one 
with  H.  P.  Nawn  Contracting  Company  for 
dredging,  grading  and  sanding  beach  and  building 
retaining  wall.  This  contract  was  for,  approxi- 
mately, $89,390  and  was  dated  October  25,  1916; 
the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  work  was  stated 
as  May  25, 1917. 

The  H.  P.  Nawn  Contracting  Company's  con- 
tract is  still  unfinished,  but  all  that  now  remains 
to  be  done  by  that  concern  is  the  spreading  of  a 
portion  of  the  sand  which  has  been  dumped  on  the 
edge  of  the  beach.  This  work  they  promised  to 
have  finished  before  the  first  of  June,  in  time  for 
the  bathing  season,  and  there  is  every  indication 
that  they  will  make  good  their  promise. 

The  H.  P.  Nawn  Contracting  Company  gave 
as  a  reason  for  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the 
contract,  the  iact  that  the  government  took  away 
the  dredgers  for  war  service. 

The  contract  for  the  grading  and  filling  of  the 
playground  was  let  to  James  A.  Sullivan  on 
December  19,  1917,  and  the  date  of  completion 
was  to  be  July  1,  1918. 

This  contract  is  still  uncompleted,  although 
repeated  requests  have  been  made  on  the  con- 
tractor to  finish  the  work.  Acting  under  the 
advice  of  the  Law  Department,  they  and  their 
bondsmen  have  been  notified  that  the  department 
will  take  away  the  contract  on  account  of  the  delay 
in  the  completion  of  the  same,  and  the  department 
has  advertised  for  bids,  the  date  of  completion  to 
be  July  1,  1919. 

This  work  is  now  so  far  along  that  in  two  weeks 
one  ball  diamond  can  be  made  ready  for  play, 
and  by  June  1,  1919,  two  more  diamonds.

VETO.

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  your  order  of  April 
28  requesting  me  to  cooperate  with  the  City  Coun- 
cil to  arrange  for  some  sort  of  celebration  to  do 
honor  to  the  men  of  the  New  England  76th  Division. 

I  am  reliably  informed  that  the  76th  Division 
no  longer  exists  as  a  division  and  it  would  therefore 
be  impracticable  and  undesirable  to  hold  or 
attempt  to  hold  any  formal  celebration  in  honor 
of  the  men  of  this  division. 

Almost  as  soon  as  the  division  landed  in  France 
it  was  reorganized.  It  was  renamed  the  3d 
Depot  Division  and  the  four  infantrv  regiments, 
that  is  the  301st,  302d,  303d  and  304th  Infantry, 
were   immediately   skeletonized  and   most   of   the 
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enlisted  men  and  many  of  the  officers  were  sent 
forward  as  replacements  to  fill  up  other  combat 
divisions  and  the  76th  Division  as  'an  entity 
absolutely  disappeared. 

The  301st  Engineers  are  now  in  the  Army  of 
Occupation;  the  301st  Field  Signal  Battalion  is 
somewhere  in  France  and  the  302d  and  303d  Field 
Artillery  have  recently  returned.  The  Head- 
quarters Trains  and  Military  Police  have  been 
broken  up  beyond  hope  of  reorganization.  The 
301st  Field  Artillery  returned  to  America  a  month 
or  two  ago  and  have  been  discharged  and  the 
members  are  scattered. 

I  am  further  informed  that  while  the  division 
did  excellent  work  abroad  in  furnishing  and  train- 
ing thousands  of  replacements,  it  has  no  military 
record  as  a  division  and  I  therefore  believe  that  it 
would  be  unwise  to  attempt  to  hold  the  celebration 
that  has  been  suggested.

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  may  I  be  per- 
mitted to  say  just  a  word  concerning  something 
that  I  think  has  a  bearing  on  the  message  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor?  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  but 
what  every  word  concerning  the  7Gth  Division 
contained  in  that  communication  is  correct,  but  I 
wish  to  serve  notice  on  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
the  public  generally  that  on  the  Fourth  of  July  the 
people  of  Roxbury  intend  to  pay  honor  and  homage 
to  all  the  overseas  troops  in  Roxbury,  and  the 
people  of  Roxbury  only  ask  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  cooperate  with  us  in  that  reception. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  considerable  interest  to  what  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  has  had  to  say  in  regard  to  the  70th  Divi- 
sion, the  New  England  division  of  the  draft-selected 
men.  And  in  reply  to  same  I  want  to  say  that  I 
think  his  Honor  had  better  get  his  information 
correct,  so  that  he  may  report  back  to  the  Council 
facts  and  not  fiction.  In  a  measure  I  resent  what 
has  been  said  as  a  reflection  upon  the  7Uth  Divi- 
sion, for  he  is  not  stating  facts,  although  I  have  no 
question  that  he  is  conveying  information  that  has 
been  given  to  him  as  facts.  What  he  has  said  to 
the  City  Council  is  no  news.  I  said  here  a  week 
ago  that  the  76th  Division  reached  France  at  an 
opportune  moment  and  was  used  as  a  depot 
Drigade,  in  military  terms,  or  a  replacement  divi- 
sion, as  generally  understood,  and  that  men  were 
taken  from  the  76th  Division  and  transferred  into 
other  divisions,  into  the  fighting  ranks,  and  many 
of  them  have  come  back  in  the  new  division  to 
which  they  were  sent.  That  is  true.  But  many  of 
them  are  still  in  France  under  the  title  of  the  70th 
Division,  and  many  of  them  have  returned  to 
this  country  as  they  went,  76th  Division  men. 
Therefore,  that  part  of  the  Mayor's  statement  is 
not  a  correct  statement.  If  ray  memory  serves  me 
right,  the  greater  part  of  the  301st  Regiment, 
whom  we  honored  and  glorified  in  when  they 
were  in  Camp  Devens  and  dignified  with  the  title 
of  "Boston's  Own,"  have  returned  to  Boston  as 
76th  Division  men.  It  is  true  that  they  have  been 
discharged,  but  even  if  they  have  been  discharged, 
Mr.  President,  I  did  not  ask  in  my  order  of  last 
week  that  we  go  to  the  extent  that  we  could  and 
did  go  for  the  26tn  Division,  whom  we  very  fittingly 
honored,  as  conditions  were  different.  Some  of  the 
men  of  the  76th  Division  are  still  in  France,  and 
those  who  have  returned  in  other  divisions  or  as 
76th  Division  men  have  been  discharged.  But  we 
have  the  301st  Regiment  here.  They  went  to 
France,  the  same  as  other  men,  in  the  uniform  of  our 
country.  They  went  there  prepared  to  do  as  good 
a  job  as  any  other  division,  and  if  by  the  chances 
of  war  they  as  a  division  were  not  concentrated  and 
aent  to  the  front  as  a  complete  division,  that  was 
through  no  fault  of  theirs.  They  were  ready,  pre- 
pared to  go,  the  same  as  the  others,  and  if  their 
men  were  sent  into  other  divisions  it  was  because 
of  military  rule  that  compelled  it.  I  do  not  think — ■ 
and  I  tried  to  say  so  at  the  last  meeting — that  it 
would  be  possiole  for  the  citizens  of  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts or  New  England  to  do  for  the  76th  Divi- 
sion what  we  tried  to  do  and  did  do  for  the  26th 
Division,  because  of  the  conditions  already  de- 
scribed; but  to  totally  ignore  the  76th  Division, 
as  if  they  never  existed,  after  all  the  pride  we  took 
in  that  301st  Regiment,  known  as  "Boston's  Own." 
to  my  mind  is  criminal  and  disgraceful  on  the  part 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  we  cannot  honor  this 
entire  division  as  a  division  there  is  nothing  I  can 
see  that  would  prevent  the  City  of  Boston  doing 
honor  at  least  to  the  301st  Regiment,  known  as 
"Boston's  Own,"  composed  largely  if  not  entirely 


of  Boston  boys,  and  if  we  cannot  do  it  in  the  form 
of  a  parade,  because  we  would  not  have  a  parade 
for  a  single  regiment,  then  some  other  recognition 
should  be  given.  I  am  going  to  incorporate  in  the 
record  a  letter  I  have  received  from  a  mother  of  a 
boy  in  the  76th  Division.  I  am  not  going  to  try  to 
read  it  to  you,  taking  up  your  time,  as  it  will  be  in 
the  record.  It  exemplifies  what  the  fathers  and 
the  mothers  of  the  boys  in  the  76th  Division  feel 
in  regard  to  their  lads  who  went  to  the  front. 
They  think  there  is  just  as  much  reason  why  they 
should  be  glorified  and  honored  as  the  boys  of  any 
other  division,  and  so  do  I.  and  for  us  to  now  stand 
by  and  do  nothing,  as  if  they  never  existed,  as  if 
they  had  no  part  whatever  in  the  great  struggle, 
reflects,  I  beheve,  discredit  and  disgrace  on  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  am  sorry  that  the  Mayor  did 
not  get  all  his  facts  correctly,  so  that  he  might 
have  seen  this  matter  in  some  other  light  than 
that  in  which  he  evidently  does,  from  the  manner 
in  which  he  presents  it  to  us.  This  letter  is 
unsigned,  except  by  "Only  a  Mother  of  one  of  the 
70th."  I  wish  she  had  given  her  name  and  address, 
as  I  would  have  liked  to  reply  to  the  letter  in  the 
spirit  in  which  it  is  sent  to  me. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentlemen  yield  a  moment?  I  want  to  say  to  the 
gentleman  that  when  I  said  that  I  believed  the 
facts  as  stated  by  Mayor  Peters  were  correct,  I 
assumed  that  they  were.  I  heartily  endorse 
everything  the  gentleman  has  said. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  wish  to  say  that  the  76th 
Division  of  New  York  men,  selective  draft  men, 
as  were  the  76th  Division  of  New  England,  went 
to  the  front  and  were  used  by  the  military  authori- 
ties as  a  division,  in  fact,  and  saw  active  service. 
A  good  many  of  the  boys  of  the  76th  Division 
likewise  have  seen  active  sen-ice.  The  76th 
Division  of  New  York  men  are  going  to  receive 
from  the  New  York  authorities  and  the  people  of 
that  big  city  the  same  degree  of  honor,  respect  and 
recognition  as  did  their  27th  Division,  equivalent 
to  our  26th  Division  of  National  Guards.  The 
77th  Division  of  New  York  stood  on  a  par  with 
our  76th  Division  of  New  England.  I  saw  in  the 
New  York  Times  of  yesterday  a  roster  of  the 
parade  that  was  going  to  take  place  through  the 
streets  of  New  York  City  Tuesday,  tomorrow, 
of  the  77th  Division.  There  is  the  recognition 
that  New  York  is  giving  to  its  77th  Division,  and 
Boston  is  going  to  stand  dishonored  and  disgraced 
by  totally  ignoring  the  existence  of  the  boys  of 
the  76th  "Division,  who  went  over  to  France  to  do 
as  good  a  job  as  anybody  possibly  could  do. 
They  did  the  best  job  that  it  was  in  their  power  to 
do,  and  those  that  have  returned  to  the  City  of 
Boston  as  boys  of  the  76th  Division  have  a  right 
at  all  times  to  regard  with  disrespect  the  city  that 
refuses  to  honor  them. 

The  letter  which  Coun.  Hagan  had  received, 
and  desired  to  have  printed  in  the  record,  is  as 
follows: 

Boston,  April  30,  1919. 

Dear  Mr.  Hagan, — You  surely  have  won  a 
place  in  one  old  "mudder"  heart  when  you  speak 
so  kindly  of  the  dear  boys  of  our  own  76th  Division. 
I  have  watched  so  long  for  some  one  to  say  just  a 
little  something  good  about  them.  I  know  the 
26th  outshines  them  all,  but  perhaps  if  the  76th 
had  been  in  their  place  they  might  have  done 
equally  as  good.  As  it  was,  they  did  what  was 
asked  of  them.  And  several  of  them  sleep  in  the 
sacred  soil  of  France.  My  feelings  have  often 
been  touched  when  I  have  heard  them  spoken  of  as 
"being  drafted"  and  called  "slackers."  Now  I 
am  glad  there  are  fairminded  people  in  the  world 
and  I  think  you  are  one.  Now  I  think  the  majority 
of  the  76th  were  hard-working  boys,  and  had  de- 
pendents, and  felt  that  it  wasn't  so  easy  to  leave 
all  and  go,  but  in  their  hearts  they  were  willing  to 
answer  their  country's  call  and  when  the  time  came 
were  right  on  hand.  I  know  by  my  own  dear  boy. 
He  worked  right  up  to  the  time  he  entrained  for 
Camp  Devens,  and  I  feel  that  there  were  many  that 
did  the  same.  And  you  know  all  those  boys  have 
those  that  love  them  just  the  same  as  the  26th  had; 
and  have  watched  their  every  move  over  there. 
Yrou  know-  we  enjoyed  their  stay  at  Devens  and  one 
thing  that  I  shall  never  forget  of  ex-Governor 
McCall  anil  ex-Mayor  Curley,  they  had  those 
boys  come  to  Boston  and  show  themselves  quite 
often.  And  that  used  to  please  us  folks  at  home  so 
much.  We  also  enjoyed  the  week  end  visits.  I 
loved  to  look  forward  to  Saturday  when  I  would 
see  their  smiling  faces  pass  by  and  so  often  my 
own  dear  one  pop  in  to  see  me.     Y'ou  know  it  was

hard  to  see  them  go  last  Fourth  of  July,  oh!  how 
hard — us  old  mothers  that  had  watched  their  every 
breath,  every  pulse  beat,  hardly  to  the  threshold, 
so  young,  not  expecting  to  ever  see  them  again. 
It  surely  is  one  day  I  shall  never  forget,  but,  thank 
goodness,  let  us  hope  the  end  is  near,  when  they 
will  all  be  home.  My  own  with  many  more  of  the 
76th  is  still  over  there  in  the  army  of  occupation. 
How  I  wish  they  might  be  honored  by  parading  in 
Boston — as  my  boy  was  one  of  the  301st  Infantry, 
Colonel  Tompkins'  "Boston's  Own," — and  that 
Colonel  Tompkins  and  dear  General  Hodges  might 
be  here  at  the  head  of  their  own  once  more.  It 
would  give  me  more  pleasure  than  all  the  world 
and  its  gold. 

Pardon  me,  Mr.  Hagan,  for  saying  all  this  and 
making  such  a  long  story,  but  I  do  love  the  sight 
and  sound  of  that  old  76th,  for  in  that  division  is 
one  of  the  best  boys  that  ever  lived  and  his  old 
"mudder"  longs  to  see  his  smiling  face.  The 
days  and  nights  have  been  long,  knowing  that  while 
I  have  been  comfortable  through  these  chilly 
nights  they  have  had  to  sleep  out  there  among  the 
frost-covered  hilltops,  no  home  fires  to  cheer  them. 
And  now,  Mr.  Hagan,  you  will  forgive  me,  and  if 
those  precious  boys  never  demonstrate  to  us  here, 
may  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts  bestow  upon  you  his 
richest  blessings  just  for  speaking  kindly  of  our 
dear  boys.  Kind  words  can  never  die.  You  have 
made  me  glad.

To  pension  individuals 
in  this  manner  is  simply  constructing  a  pension 
system  in  a  piecemeal  manner  and  is  bad  policy.

USE    OF    FANEUIL    HALL— VETO. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  29,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  proposed  change  in  the  ordinance 
concerning  the  use  of  Faneuil  Hall,  which  would  in 
effect  increase  the  compensation  of  the  custodian 
or  janitor  at  Faneuil  Hall  in  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
whenever  his  services  might  be  required  when  the 
hall  is  being  used. 

The  custodian  or  janitor  of  the  hall  assumed  his 
duties  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  work  which 
would  be  required  of  him  for  the  compensation 
attaching  to  the  position.  To  permit  the  proposed 
change  in  the  ordinance  governing  the  use  of 
Faneuil  Hall  would  in  effect  grant  an  increase  in 
remuneration  to  the  custodian  or  janitor  of  the  hall, 
even  though  the  amount  of  such  increase  would  be 
incapable  of  accurate  determination  in  advance. 

The  proposed  change  would  also  be  a  distinct 
discrimination  against  all  other  janitors  and 
custodians  of  public  halls  in  favor  of  the  janitor  or 
custodian  of  Faneuil  Hall.  For  these  reasons  I 
believe  it  is  unwise.

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  returning  without  my  signa- 
ture the  orders  of  the  City  Council  to  call  the  open 
space  at  the  junction  of  Washington  and  Market 
streets  and  Chestnut  Hill  avenue,  "Coyle  square"; 
the  open  space  at  the  junction  of  Ashland  street  and 
Hyde  Park  avenue,  "Shea  square";  the  Savin  Hill 
Playground,  "McConnell  Park";  the  open  space  at 
the  junction  of  Highland  and  Marcella  streets, 
''Thomas  V.  Murray  square";  the  open  space  at 
the  junction  of  Warren  street,  Warren  place  and 
Harrison  avenue,  "Eugene  Galligan  square";  the 
open  space  at  the  junction  of  Broadway  and  Dor- 
chester street,  "Perkins  square." 

I  wish  to  have  it  distinctly  understood  that  the 
veto  of  these  orders  is  in  no  way  a  reflection  on  the 
services  of  the  brave  men  in  whose  honor  it  was  pro- 
posed to  name  certain  spots.  I  feel,  however,  that 
a  matter  of  this  kind  should  be  approached  with  a 
definite  method  of  procedure  in  mind,  and  that  pub- 
lic places  should  be  named  in  honor  of  those  who 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice,  only  after  persons  quali- 
fied to  do  so  have  made  a  most  careful  survey  of  all 
of  the  Boston  men  who  died  in  the  service  abroad. 

Unless  such  a  survey  is  made,  it  is  inevitable  that 
some  men  whose  record  merits  the  perpetuation  of 
their  memory  by  the  naming  of  a  public  place  in 
their  honor,  should  be  passed  by  unhonored.  It  is 
to  avoid  such  a  contingency  that  I  am  taking  my 
present  position. 

I  suggest  that  I  appoint  a  committtee  including 
military  men  who  have  served  overseas  and  who  wil  1 
therefore  be  in  an  excellent  position  to  do  the  work 
which  will  be  assigned  to  the  committee,  to  survey 
the  entire  situation  and  to  indicate  what  Boston 
men,  who  have  died  overseas,  should  have  public 
places  named  in  their  honor.  The  City  Council 
should  be  represented  on  this  committee,  and  I 
hope  you  all  agree  that  the  procedure  I  suggest  will 
mark  a  greater  degree  of  justice  than  any  other  that 
could  be  suggested,  and  until  recommendations  can 
be  secured  from  such  a  committee,  I  believe  action 
on  the  names  submitted  thus  far  should  be  post- 
poned.

THANKS  TO   POLICE   DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  a  resolve — That  the 
City  Council  extend  its  thanks  and  congratulations 
to  the  Commissioner,  officials  and  patrolmen  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department  for  their  orderly 
and  efficient  service  during  the  recent  strike  of  the 
telephone  operators  and  wiremen. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  be 
placed  upon  its  passage.  During  the  late  efforts 
made  by  the  telephone  operators  and  the  wire 
men  attached  to  the  Wiremen's  Union — I  should 
have  said  successful  attempt — for  fair  treatment 
and  a  living  wage,  a  very  prominent  paper  of  this 
city,  which  enters  the  homes  of  the  influential 
and  rich,  those  who  derive  their  wealth  from 
clipping  coupons  from  bonds  of  public  service 
corporations  existing  because  of  public  favors. 
saw  fit  to  criticise  the  Boston  Police  Department 
in  the  following  language, — and  my  purpose  in 
talking  upon  this  question  today  is  because  of 
an  interview  I  had  with  Police  Captain  Sullivan, 
who  was  in  direct  control  of  the  officers  during 
that  strike.  He  called  to  my  attention  this 
editorial  printed  in  this  paper,  the  Boston  Transcript 
on  Monday,  April  23,  1919.  I  propose  to  read 
the  editorial  and  then  I  intend  to  comment  upon 
it,  calling  a  spade  a  spade.  I  sincerely  trust  that 
the  Chair  will  give  me  his  attention,  because  it 
is  directed  to  him  as  well  as  to  every  other  member 
of  this  body,  and  perhaps  he  may  see  fit  to  vote 
with  me  upon  this  order.  This  is  an  editorial 
in  the  Boston  Evening  Trn>tscrir>l  of  Monday, 
April  23,  1F19,  headed  "The  Police  and  The 
Strike." 

'It  is  putting  it  mildly  to  say  that  the  conduct 
of  the  Boston  police  forc°  throughout  the  tele- 
phone strike  leaves  a  good  deal  to  be  desired. 
Its  members  are  the  sworn  defenders  of  public 
law  and  order.  They  are  the  custodians  of  the 
rights  of  the  individual  as  well  as  the  rights  of  the 
public.  The  law  recognizes  peaceful  picketing. 
It  does  not  recognize  riotous  picketing.  The  law 
recognizes  the  right  of  men  and  women  to  strike, 
but  it  also  recognizes  the  right  of  men  and  women 
to  take  the  place  of  strikers.  It  is  as  much  the 
duty  of  the  police  to  protect  the  one  as  the  other. 

"According  to  reports  appearing  in  all  the 
newspapers,  according  to  the  testimony  of  many 
impartial  observers,  the  police  did  not  protect  the 
men  or  women  who  attempted  to  take  the  place  of 
telephone  strikers.  Such  protection  was  not  a 
difficult  task.  The  number  of  exchanges  is  com- 
paratively small,  and  had  the  police  been  out- 
numbered, the  State  Guard  could  have  been  called 
to  their  support.  But  the  police  were  not  out- 
numbered. They  were  derelict  in  their  duty,  they 
were  indifferent  to  the  rights  of  those  seeking  to 
take  the  place  of  the  strikers,  and  their  dereliction 
and  indifference  reflect  upon  the  entire  force. 
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Here  is  a  problem  which  the  city  and  the  Com- 
monwealth   are    mutually    concerned    in    solving. 
We    are    probably    upon   the    threshold    of    other 
strikes.     Sometimes  the  sympathy   of  the  public 
will  be   with  the  strikers  and  sometimes  against 
them.     But  the  police  of  Boston  have  no  business 
permitting  their  sympathies  to  dictate  their  con-  - 
duct.     They  are   under  oath  to  uphold  the  law, 
they  are  well  paid  for  so  doing." 
Mark  you — well  paid  for  so  doing ! 
"Those  policemen  who  presume  to  take  the  law 
into  their  own  hands,  to  allow  it  to   be   flouted, 
according    to   their    sympathies,    are    not    fit    to 
remain  on  the  police  force.     What  are  the  respon- 
sible authorities  going  to  do  about  it?" 

Mr.  President,  I  will  not  state  to  this  body  what 
I  have  been  told  by  a  prominent  leading  citizen 
concerning  that  vicious,  false  statement,  without 
one  iota  of  foundation  in  fact;  but  I  quote  this 
article  so  that  the  public  and  all  of  us  may  under- 
stand what  has  been  said  by  this  paper.  Now,  let 
me  say  that  I  am  going  to  attempt  to  secure  a  fair 
deal  not  only  for  the  policemen  and  firemen,  and 
eventually  we  are  going  to  see  that  the  right  thing 
is  done  by  every  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
from  the  big  fellow  down  to  the  small  one.  They 
speak  about  men  being  well  paid.  Let  me  call  to 
the  attention  of  the  body  the  fact,  as  a  matter  of 
record,  that  the  policemen  today  receive  $1,400 
per  year.  Ten  years  ago  they  received  $1,200  per 
year.  Ten  years  ago,  in  1909,  they  paid  $30  for 
a  suit  of  clothes;  today,  ten-years  afterwards,  they 
pay  $60.  In  1910  they  paid  for  flour  $6.50  per 
barrel;  today  they  pay  $14  per  barrel.  For  pea 
coal,  which  the  poor  people  buy,  we  pa  d  in  1910 
$4  per  ton;  today,  we  pay  $11  per  ton.  For  top  of  the 
round,  today  a  luxury  for  all  of  us,  in  1910  we  paid 
20  to  25  cents  per  pound;  today,  60  cents  per  pound. 
For  bottom  of  the  round,  which  I  used  to  get,  in 
1910  we  paid  18  to  22  cents  per  pound;  today,  if 
we  can  afford  it,  we  have  to  pay  45  cents  per  pound. 
For  roast,  back  of  the  rump,  in  1909,  we  paid  18 
to  20  cents  per  pound;  today,  we  have  to  pay  45 
to  50  cents  per  pound;  for  roast  pork,  in  1910  we 
paid  13J  cents  per  pound;  today,  35  cents  per 
pound;  for  pork  chops,  a  luxury  today,  we  then 
paid  18  cents  per  pound;  today  we  pay  45  cents 
per  pound.  For  sugar,  a  necessity  for  all,  partic- 
ularly for  the  sick  and  the  young,  in  1909  we  paid 
5  cents  per  pound  where  today  we  pay  9|  cents 
per  pound. 

My  friends,  Mr.  President,  I  am  not  a  Bolshevik. 
I  am  an  ordinary  individual  like  you,  like  all  my 
colleagues.  '  But  we  are  paying  the  prices,  as  well 
as  others,  and  we  have  little  enough  to  do  it  with, 
although  we  have  more  than  the  ordinary  man, 
receiving,  say,  $1,200  a  year  salary.  My  income 
is,  perhaps,  $3,200  a  year,  $1,500  a  year  here  and 
about  $1,700  from  my  position  outside  with  the 
Dyar  Supply  Company.  I  cannot  save  a  dollar 
and  live  within  my  means,  and  I  live  in  a  very 
modest  way,  paying  only  $22  a  month  for  rent, 
with  my  wife  and  daughter.  I  say  that  papers 
like  the  Transcript,  taking  the  attitude  it  does, — 
and  I  am  told  that  the  telephone  interests  own  it — 
are  making  more  Bolsheviks  than  can  be  made  in 
any  other  way.  Let  me  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  we  had  a  hearing  in  this  chamber  last  Wednes- 
day evening  on  the  matter  of  carrying  red  and 
black  flags  in  this  city,  under  an  ordinance  intro- 
duced by  my  colleague  opposite  (Coun.  Hagan), 
introduced  in  good  faith  and  sincerely,  and  with  a 
lot  of  merit  in  it.  During  the  hearing  David  Gold- 
stein, a  personal  friend  of  mine  and  a  member  of  a 
fraternal  order  with  me,  in  answer  to  a  question 
asked  by  me,  told  me  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"Bolshevik"  in  American  language.  He  gave  me 
the  definition,  saying  that  "Bolshevik"  translated 
into  our  language  means  "majority."  Not  a 
newspaper  printed  that  fact.  Who  is  opposed  to 
the  majority  ruling  in  any  community?  Our  coun- 
try is  established  on  the  rule  of  the  majority.  But 
not  a  paper  printed  that,  and  they  keep  printing 
things  about  Bolshevism  and  Bolsheviks.  Why, 
I  talked  with  a  sergeant  of  police  to-day,  and  he 
told  me  that  he  would  not  buy  a  bond  as  long  as  he 
must  pay  the  freight  to  the  meat  trust,  the  coal 
trust,  and  other  trusts  that  are  bleeding  us.  He 
made  that  statement  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Fusch, 
of  Milwaukee,  president  of  the  Turbine  Sewer 
Machine  Company  of  that  city,  and  he  said  that 
the  present  state  of  affairs  is  making  what  some 
people  call  Bolsheviks  out  of  a  good  many  men  in 
the  Police  Department.  A  police  captain  has  made 
the  same  statement  to  me  within  forty-eight  hours. 
The  Boston  Transcript  is  giving  dirty,  contemptible, 
narrow  treatment   to  a   class  of  men  who,  in  my 


opinion,  are  as  much  underpaid  as  any  class  of  men 
on  God's  earth,  and  at  the  same  time  they  are  hold- 
ing the  meanest  job  on  God's  earth.  I  would  not 
be  a  policeman  for  $5,000  a  year.  Now,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, it  is  not  my  purpose  to  burden  this  body  with 
many  more  words,  but  I  don't  think  we  ought  to 
hesitate  as  honorable,  decent  men,  as  citizens  of 
this  city,  by  even  referring  this  order  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  I  believe  we  should  pass  it  at 
once.  The  Boston  Transcript,  with  its  thirty- 
eight  thousand  circulation,  a  three  cent  paper, 
which  gives  you  a  lot  of  news  on  one  side  of  the 
question  but  not  on  both,  really  is  not  entitled  to 
respectful  consideration  at  our  hands.  We  should 
repudiate  their  treatment  of  a  body  of  men  who, 
in  my  opinion,  are  entitled  to  fair  treatment,  by 
passing  this  order  without  referring  it  to  any  com- 
mittee. While  I  am  on  my  feet  I  want  to  say  this 
publicly,  that  I  believe  the  policemen  and  the  fire- 
men are  entitled  to  $200  increase  in  their  pay, 
based  on  the  reason  I  have  given  of  the  increased 
cost  of  living.  I  also  believe,  if  we  have  the  power, 
that  we  ought  to  increase  the  salary  of  every  man 
in  the  city's  service  getting  under  £2,500  a  year 
sufficiently  to  make  his  salary  meet  the  great 
increase  of  from  100  to  100  per  cent  in  the  cost 
of  living  in  nine  years.  I  now  serve  notice  here 
publicly  on  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  I  am  going 
to  try  to  see  what  can  be  done,  in  justice,  for  these 
men.  Let  me  also  say  that  if  I  follow  my  wife's 
wishes  I  shall  not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election 
to  the  City  Council,  but  if  she  will  only  give  me 
the  opportunity  I  will  run  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  newspapers  of  Boston  nail  me  to  the  cross,  as 
they  always  have,  depending  upon  the  free  citizens 
of  Boston  to  elect  me,  as  they  always  have,  and, 
I  believe,  probably  will,  unless  there  are  some 
soldiers  presented  as  candidates,  in  which  case  I 
will  gladly  step  aside  for  them.  I  have  had  my 
say.  I  want  to  serve  notice  on  his  Honor  the 
Mayor — and  I  am  only  one  member — "Mr. 
Mayor,  provide  $200  increase  in  the  budget  for 
the  policemen."  They  have  refused  your  $100 
increase.  The  Police  Commissioner  believes  in 
giving  them  an  increase  of  $200.  You  are  pro- 
posing to  give  the  firemen  an  increase  of  $100. 
They,  also,  desire  $200.  Your  Fire  Commissioner 
is  neutral  on  the  proposition.  I  now  serve  notice 
that  if  you  don't  go  to  work  and  supply  the  $200 
for  the  policemen  and  the  firemen  and  give  fair 
treatment  to  the  laborers  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
I  shall  not  vote  for  your  budget  in  one  iota.  I 
now  think  I  have  covered  the  ground  concerning 
my  order.  I  have  tried  to  be  fair,  but  I  have  been 
frank.  I  have  no  apology  to  make  for  anything  I 
have  said  concerning  the  Boston  Transcript.  I 
might  carry  my  views  further  concerning  other 
papers  in  Boston,  but  for  the  present  I  am  content, 
and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  rules  will  be  suspended 
in  order  that  my  order  may  go  on  its  passage  at 
this  time. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  order,  because  I  approve  of  it,  but  I 
do  think  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  let  some  of  the 
remarks  of  my  esteemed  colleague  opposite  pass 
and  perhaps  leave  a  wrong  impression  in  the  public 
mind  by  reason  of  his  words  as  reflected  through 
the  Press. 

Coun.  WATSON— They  will  not  be  printed; 
don't  worry. 

Coun.  flAGAN — They  might  be  improperly 
interpreted.  I  agree  with  all  the  gentleman's  con- 
clusions in  regard  to  the  advisability  and  necessity 
of  both  firemen  and  policemen  receiving  the  increase 
in  salary  which  they  are  asking.  I  don't  think 
the  gentleman  or  any  other  member  of  this  council 
has  anything  on  me  in  that  respect,  for  we  are  all 
in  absolute  accord  in  that  conclusion.  It  is  not  a 
new  thought,  because  each  and  all  of  us  has  at.  some 
period  or  other  gone  to  the  front  and  so  stated  in 
the  presence  of  the  Mayor.  But  to  leave  the  impres- 
sion that  when  the  budget  comes  to  the  City 
Council  we.  as  the  legislative  body,  are  going  to 
have  any  authority  to  grant  that  $2110  request, 
would  be  a  great  and  serious  mistake. 

Coun.     WATSON— Mr,     Chairman,     will     the 
gent leman  yield  for  :i  moment '.' 
Coun.  HAGAN    -Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  accept  the  correction.  I 
appreciate  that.  1  should  have  mentioned  that 
w  hen  I  spoke. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  wish  it  understood,  in  other 
words,  that  the  Council  would  gladly  see  that  this 
were  done,  if  we  possibly  could,  but  we  have  no 
right  and  authority  in  tin'  matter.  Therefore,  it 
cannot  be  done  unless  the  Mayor  incorporates  it  in 
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the  budget,  unless  the  City  Council  does  that  which 
I  hope  they  will  do,  which  I  know  they  can  do,  if 
they  will  go  at  it  properly  ■ —  save  a  sufficient  sum 
of  money  out  of  other  items  in  the  budget  to  leave 
in  fact  an  additional  supplementary  appropria- 
tion which  the  Mayor  can  use  not  only  for  such  an 
increase  of  the  firemen  and  policemen,  but  for 
various  other  desirable  purposes  that  will  develop 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


MEMORIAL  TABLETS,  ETC.,  FOR 
VETERANS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  erect  memorial 
tablets  in  parks,  playgrounds  or  public  squares  in 
the  various  sections  of  the  city,  to  contain  the 
names,  and  in  memory  of  the  men  from  each  sec- 
tion who  lost  their  lives  in  the  recent  World  War. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  'also 
going  to  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  on  this  proposi- 
tion. His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit,  for  reasons 
which  he  claims  are  satisfactory,  good  and  suffi- 
cient, to  veto  certain  orders  calling  for  a  mark  of 
appreciation  of  the  gallant  deeds  of  certain  officers 
and  privates  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  in 
France  and  on  the  field  of  Flanders.  I  do  not 
intend  to  discuss  the  merits  of  his  veto,  except  to 
say  that  the  Mayor  did  promise  me  that  if  he  was 
going  to  take  negative  action  on  my  order  concern- 
ing Lieut.  Eugene  Galligan  he  would  give  me  an 
opportunity  to  present  my  facts  concerning  the 
deeds  of  the  young  man.  Without  consulting 
with  me  he  has  vetoed  that  order,  but  before  the 
ball  game  last  week  he  told  me  that  it  was  true  he 
had  promised  to  talk  with  me  concerning  it  but 
it  had  slipped  his  mind.  I  appreciate  the  fact  that 
that  is  an  easy  matter,  because  he  is  a  man  who  has 
a  great  amount  of  work  to  perform  and  delegates 
a  lot  of  his  detail  work  to  his  assistants,  and  it  is 
sometimes  well  done  by  them  and  oftener  badly 
done.  I  want  to  say,  in  all  fairness  to  _iis  Honor 
the  Mayor,  that  I  believe  he  intended  to  give  me  an 
opportunity  to  speak  to  him  concerning  Eugene 
Galligan  square.  He  should  have  given  Councilor 
Moriarty  an  opportunity  to  speak  concerning 
Shea  square,  and  Councilor  Hagan  a  chance  to 
speak  concerning  McConnell  Park,  and  should  also 
have  given  an  opportunity  to  my  friends  Mc- 
Laughlin and  Donoghue  to  say  a  word  in  regard 
to  names  in  which  they  were  interested.  Most  of 
us  have  introduced  orders  asking  that  certain 
squares  be  named  for  some  young  men  who  died 
for  their  country  in  France.  But  he  did  not  give 
to  us  that  opportunity.  That  is  all  well  and  good. 
Five  months  ago — I  cannot  give  the  exact  date — 
I  introduced  an  order  exactly  similar  to  this  order 
to  provide  for  temporary  memorials  on  the  different 
playgrounds  and  parks  within  the  city,  with 
tablets  containing  the  names  of  the  enlisted  or 
drafted  men  in  the  service  at  that  time,  the  boys 
in  that  particular  neighborhood.  For  instance, 
the  City  of  Boston  might  erect  tablets  constructed 
of  wood,  as  we  see  in  many  towns  about,  cheaply 
constructed  but  fine  things  for  temporary  use, 
giving  the  names  of  the  boys,  say,  within  half  a 
mile  of  the  particular  park  where  the  memorial 
is  placed  in  Boston.  For  instance,  that  might  be 
done  in  Copley  square,  giving  the  names  of  the 
boys  in  the  immediate  locality,  in  Independence 
square  and  other  places,  wherever  there  is  a 
breathing  spot  where  a  tablet  could  be  erected. 
It  could  be  nicely  constructed,  although  cheap  in 
cost,  containing  the  names  of  the  boys  who  had 
served.  That  order  was  ignored.  I  don't  think 
the  Mayor  ever  saw  it.  I  think  one  of  his  very 
efficient  secretaries  saw  it  and  saw  fit  to  be  the 
Mayor  for  a  few  moments  and  put  it  in  the  waste 
basket.  But  since  then  some  private  individuals 
have  organized  a  movement.  Colonel  'William 
A.  Gaston  of  the  National  Shawmut  Bank  is  one; 
one  Fay,  of  Roxbury,  Thomas  Fay,'  a  former 
member  of  the  Legislature,  who  ran  unsuccessfully 
for  the  Senate  in  my  district.  When  somebody 
gets  up  a  pretty  good  idea  he  can  always  grab  it. 
Jle  is  a  wonder  at  that.  We  now  have  an  enroll- 
ment board,  with  a  lot  of  fellows,  patriotic  citizens, 
at  four  dollars  and  five  dollars  per  day,  not  per 
year,  but  per  day.  They  are  all  organized,  Herbert 
A.  Kenney  and  a  few  more,  starting  their  great 
movement  for  memorial  tablets  in  Boston  in  a  few 
localities,  and  having  a  lunch  at  the  Quincy  House 


Saturday  night,  I  suppose  paid  for  from  the  Mayor's 
contingent,  if  he  would  stand  for  it,  although  he 
ought  not  to  do  so.  My  order  was  put  in  the 
waste  basket,  I  think.  I  think  it  is  meritorious. 
I  think  it  is  the  way  to  go  to  work  and  do  the  right 
thing  temporarily  by  the  boys  who  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice,  and  God  knows  there  were  all 
too  many  of  them.  Think  of  Private  Michael 
Perkins,  a  little  boy  from  over  in  Councilor 
Moriarty's  district,  whom  I  did  not  even  know, 
but  who  was,  in  my  opinion,  the  greatest  hero  of 
the  world  war.  Have  you  heard  the  story  of 
Michael — they  call  him  "Micky"  Perkins?  If 
not  let  me  give  it  to  you  as  it  was  given  to  me  by 
Capt.  Dave  Brickley.  Private  "Micky"  Per- 
kins went  out  alone  to  silence  a  machine  gun  nest 
with  a  hand  grenade  in  his  hand.  He  crept  up  to 
the  machine  gun  nest,  and  while  doing  so  was  shot 
through  the  left  arm,  as  I  understand  it,  but  the 
wound  was  simply  through  the  fleshy  part  of  the 
arm.  He  then  raised  the  hand  grenade  and  rammed 
it  into  the  ammunition  box  in  the  machine  gun 
nest  and  there  was  an  explosion,  and  that  machine 
gun  outfit  was  put  out  of  commission.  He  not 
only  killed  several  boches,  Huns,  but  he  brought 
back  himself  four  prisoners,  and  when  he  got  back 
to  the  lines  he  was  placed  in  the  ambulance  to  be 
taken  back  to  the  hospital,  when  a  shell  sent  across 
by  the  Huns  exploded  underneath  the  ambulance 
and  blew,  the  little  martyr  to  pieces.  Only  re- 
cently, at  Camp  Devens,  his  good  old  father  was 
decorated  with  the  highest  honor  within  the  gift 
of  the  American  people,  the  congressional  medal, 
in  honor  of  the  great  sacrifice  and  bravery  of 
Michael  Perkins.  And  still  the  Mayor  vetoes 
that  order.  Number  two,  Capt.  Joe  McConnell, 
a  young  man  whom  I  have  known  all  my  life.  I 
will  refrain  from  speaking  of  his  grand  deeds, 
because  Councilor  Hagan  knows  him  far  better 
than  I.  But  I  know  something  about  Lieut. 
Eugene  Galligan,  a  brave  boy  second  to  no  officer 
in  the  American  forces,  either  regular  or  volunteer. 
He  gave  up  his  life  at  Verdun,  but  did  not  give  up 
the  ghost  until  he  had  taken  the  measures,  single 
handed,  of  several  boches.  And  let  me  tell  you 
the  pathetic  part  of  the  whole  thing.  Dr.  Galligan 
did  not.  consult  with  me  about  naming  that  square. 
I  did  it  voluntarily,  and  after  I  introduced  the 
Older  I  told  him  about  it.  He  then  told  me  to 
change  the  name  from  Galligan  square  to  Eugene 
A.  Galligan  square,  because  Lieutenant  Gailigan's 
classmates  at  the  Roxbury  Latin  School  had  asked 
permission  of  the  doctor  to  subscribe  to  a  fund  for 
.  a  Eugene  A.  Galligan  prize  to  be  awarded  every 
year  for  achievements  at  that  school.  They  were 
boys  of  all  races,  all  creeds,  all  extractions — Jew 
and  Gentile.  So  Dr.  Galligan  wrote  me  a  letter, 
which  is  in  the  records  of  the  Council,  asking  me 
to  change  the  name  to  Eugene  A.  Galligan  square 
for  that  reason,  and  thanking  me  for  my  voluntary 
action.  He  has  been  living  in  hopes  of  seeing  the 
name  of  Eugene  A.  Galligan  at  the  junction  of 
Warren  place,  Warren  street  and  Harrison  avenue, 
the  corner  where  the  boy  was  born  and  where  Dr. 
Galligan  still  lives.  I  don't  dare  to  go  and  see 
him.  I  am  afraid  to  do  so,  for  fear  he  will  give  me 
a  reception  which  I  am  perhaps  entitled  to  in  a  way, 
as  an  agent  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  or  one  of  his 
associates  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  this  great 
city  of  ours.  Maybe  I  am  wrong.  I  hope  so. 
But  they  will  find  some  way  in  Roxbury  to  honor 
Lieutenant  Galligan,  Mr.  Mayor,  without  your 
help,  if  you  cannot  find  some  way  to  do  it  pretty 
quickly.  I  will  say  nothing  further,  about  Shea 
or  Coyle  squares  or  McConnell  Park,  or  any  of  the 
squares  the  names  of  which  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
has  vetoed.  But  I  am  trying  to  find  a  way,  in 
my  opinion,  rather  cheap  but  nevertheless  respect- 
able, to  honor  the  memories  of  our  heroes  by  erect- 
ing temporary  memorial  tablets  in  every  breathing 
spot  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston,  containing  the 
names  of  the  boys  who  did  honor  to  our  city,  the 
boys  who  died  for  you  and  me  and  for  his  Honor 
the  Mayor — and  for  the  Boston  Transcript  owners. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  order,  as  I  approve  of  it,  but  I  hope 
that  the  passage  of  this  order  and  its  possible 
acceptance  by  the  Mayor  will  not  suffice  to  satisfy 
the  members  of  this  body.  It  certainly  will  not 
satisfy  the  citizens  of  Boston,  if  that  is  as  far  as  the 
city  government  of  Boston  wants  to  go  in  commem- 
orating the  memory  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  in 
action,  who  died  in  defence  of  their  country's 
rights.  In  my  opinion  and  judgment,  if  the  order 
is  carried  out  in  its  spirit,  it  is  the  very  least  it  can 
do  as  a  city.    I  am  not  going  to  be  satisfied,  however. 
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and  I  feel  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  will  not  be 
satisfied  with  this  action.  I  think  it.  is,  however, 
the  very  least  we  can  do,  and  I  shall  with  all  the 
energy  at  my  command  try  to  have  them  do  the 
most  they  can  do.  These  memorial  tablets  in  pub- 
lic parks  and  places  of  the  sort,  according  to  the 
intent  of  the  order,  are  very  seldom  noted  or  seen 
by  the  general  public.  While  it  may  be  that  we 
think  ws  are  doing  what  is  right  and  proper,  it  is 
infinitely  small  in  comparison  with  what  we  should 
do.  Therefore,  I  repeat,  I  hope  the  acceptance  of 
this  order ,  will  not  be  considered  as  all  that  is 
necessary,  as  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TRIBUTE     TO     301ST     REGIMENT. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  pay  some  form  of  proper  public  tribute 
to  the  men  of  the  301st  Regiment  of  the  7Gth 
Division,  who  went  to  France  in  defence  of  their 
country  and  have  now  returned  and  been  dis- 
charged from  the  service. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  record,  hoping  the  same 
will  not  prevail.  Speaking  on  this  matter  at  an 
earlier  time  in  the  session  I  gave  vent  to  my  views 
regarding  comments  the  Mayor  had  made  in  a 
communication  addressed  to  the  Council,  which  I 
am  perfectly  satisfied  cannot  be  borne  out  by  the 
facts,  although  I  am  willing  to  grant  that  the 
Mayor  believed  the  facts  with  regard  to  the  76th 
Division  to  be  as  he  stated  them.  The  Mayor, 
however,  in  his  communication,  has  given  color  to 
the  idea  that  he  does  not  think  Boston  should 
honor  men  of  the  76th  Division.  In  everything 
I  have  said  in  regard  to  honoring  men  of  the  76th 
Division,  in  connection  with  every  order  I  have 
presented,  I  have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  to  say  that  it  was  most  difficult  to  honor 
the  men  of  the  76th  Division,  because  of  conditions. 
Some  of  them  are  in  France  yet;  some  of  them  have 
returned  and  have  been  discharged  from  the 
service,  going  to  their  respective  homes  in  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Rhode  Island  or 
Connecticut.  But  we  have  the  301st  Regiment, 
whom  we  honored  as  "Boston's  Own"  in  our 
midst.  They  came  back  and  are  here.  I  have 
said  repeatedly  that  I  thought  it  would  be  extremely 
difficult  to  give  them  a  parade  such  as  New  York 
is  giving  to  its  77th  Division,  selective  draft  men, 
because  of  conditions,  because  the  76th  Division 
was  shot  up,  being  used  as  a  replacement  division. 
But  if  it  was  difficult  to  have  a  parade,  for  some 
reason,  it  was  utterly  beyond  my  comprehension 
that  newspaper  men  could  sit  here  and  listen  to 
what  I  and  other  members  of  the  Council  have  to 
say,  and  then  in  the  press  play  it  up  deliberately 
wrong,  unless  they  do  not  understand  the  thing 
or  don't  want  to  understand  it.  Is  it  that  they 
don't  understand  the  thing  or  don't  want  to  under- 
stand it?  Is  it  that  they  don't  grasp  the  situation 
or  that  they  insist  on  sensationalism,  and  not  on 
truth  and  veracity?  I  want  to  see  facts  published 
by  the  papers,  and  not  fiction.  I  have  been  as 
patient  as  any  man  here  under  these  conditions, 
but  patience  has  now  ceased  to  be  a  virtue.  I  have 
said  repeatedly  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  a  parade 
to  the  men  of  the  76th  Division,  but  have  asked 
that  there  be  some  form  of  celebration,  it  being 
left  to  the  Mayor  to  decide  what  that  form  of 
celebration  might  be.  And  yet  today,  right  now, 
before  we  adjourn,  I  pick  up  an  edition  of  the 
Boston  Record  and  find  great  big  headlines,  say- 
ing, '  'Parade  of  76th  Division  Opposed  by  Mayor 
Peters."  There  is  a  similar  headline  in  the  Ameri- 
can. We  have  not  asked  for  a  parade.  We  have 
asked  for  a  parade,  if  possible,  but  have  asked  for 
some  sort  of  public  celebration  or  recognition, 
Why  play  it  up  to  the  public  in  this  way  con- 
tinuously and  make  the  affair  ridiculous?  Why  not 
put  it  in  the  way  in  which  it  has  been  presented 
here?  Isn't  that  a  nice  thing  to  go  before  the 
public  of  Boston  and  New  England,  everywhere, 
if  the  Record  has  any  circulation?  Isn't  it  a 
nice  thing  to  send  out  today  in  headlines  to  the 
boys  of  the  76th  Division,  who  donned  the  uniform 
and  went  to  the  front  willing  and  anxious  to  give 
up  their  lives, — that  the  city  of  Boston,  through 
its  Mayor,  refuses  to  give  them  that  recognition? 
It  is  a  disgraceful  proceeding,  and  the  Recoid  or 
any  other  newspaper  which  publishes  that  ought 
to  suspend  publication  and  be  held  in  ridicule  by 


the  community  it  claims  to  serve.  Disgraceful,  is 
the  mildest  term  I  can  use,  for  I  believe  it  is  dam- 
nable beyond  measure. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  yield,  I  think  the  gentleman  is  a  trifle 
harsh  on  the  press. 

Coun.  HAGAN —  I  want  to  see  correctly  stated, 
as  far  as  it  is  in  my  power  or  in  the  power  of  this 
body  to  portray,  what  we  have  tried  to  do  for  the 
76th  Division,  not  putting  it  as  somebody  else 
would  have  it  put,  whether  it  be  a  reporter  repre- 
senting a  paper  here,  or  some  other  authority. 
I  want  the  facts  published  as  presented  originally 
— that  I  want  some  form  of  celebration,  some  form 
of  honor,  and  not  have  it  put  before  the  public 
that  a  parade  is  asked  for,  when  I  have  emphasized 
the  difficulties  in  that  connection.  I  don't  know 
what  it  is  we  have  got  to  do  to  get  representatives 
of  the  press  to  understand  these  matters.  If 
somebody  suggests  to  me  a  method  of  doping  it 
into  them,  I  will  gladly  embrace  the  opportunity, 
so  that  they  may  put  things  up  to  the  public  as 
they  are,  not  as  somebody  wants  them  played  up. 
I  think  this  is  one  frightful  thing  to  have  published 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  that  the.  7fith  Division,  the 
New  England  Division  of  the  selective  draft, 
donned  the  uniform  of  their  country  and  went  to 
France  to  fight,  were  willing  to  go  to  the  front,  and 
many  of  them  did  in  other  divisions,  many  of  them 
losing  their  lives — and  we  should  never  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that  they  left  the  shores  of  New  England 
as  the  New  England  76th  Division, — and  then 
have  it  played  up  that  we  refuse  to  give  them  a 
little  honor  and  recognition  that  is  in  our  power. 
Mr.  President,  as  far  as  the  order  in  question  is 
concerned,  I  have  asked  the  Mayor  to  do  the  least 
that  he  can  do,  and  not  the  most.  I  have  asked 
him  to  at  least  give  some  public  honor,  some 
public  recognition  in  the  form  of  a  dinner  or  some- 
thing of  the  sort,  some  celebration  that  he  in  his 
wisdom  may  devise,  to  the  men  of  the  301st  Regi- 
ment at  least,  of  the  76th  Division,  who  are  in  our 
midst  and  are  Boston  boys.  We  honored  them 
when  they  were  at  Camp  Devens,  and  they  went 
out  and  did  their  full  duty  as  the  god  of  war  dictated 
and  as  the  fortunes  of  war  ordered.  I  want  to  see 
some  recognition  paid  to  them  by  the  City  Council 
and  by  the  man  who  has  been  honored  by  the 
citizens  of  Boston  by  election  to  the  highest  office 
within  their  power. 

Coun.  Hagan's  motion  to  reconsider  reference 
was  lost,  and  the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 


LOCATIONS   FOR   PARKING    STATIONS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Street  Commissioners  be  requested  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  make  an  investigation  and 
report  to  .the  City  Council  what  locations  are 
available  that  are  centrally  located  and  of  suffi- 
cient area  to  meet  the  demands  that  would  in  their 
opinion  be  suitable  for  a  municipal  parking 
station  for  automobiles. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


NAMING   OF   COYLE   SQUARE. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order— That 
the  open  space  at  the  junction  of  Washington  and 
Market  streets  and  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  be  named 
and  hereafter  known  as  Coyle  square. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  just  one  word.  This  is  the  order  that  the 
Mayor  vetoed — to  name  this  square  at  the  junction 
of  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and  Market  street  "Coyle 
square"  after  the  first  Brighton  boy  who  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice. 

The  order  was  passed.

McDONALD  offered  an  order — That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  Blue  Hill  avenue,  on  the  west  side,  between 
Goodale  road  and  Wellington  Hill  street,  Ward  21, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidt- 
walk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be 
built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1917.

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  the 
open  space  at  the  junction  of  Broadway  and 
Dorchester  street  be  named  and  be  hereafter  known 
as  Perkins  square,  in  memory  of  Michael  J.  Perkins 
who  died  in  the  service  of  his  country. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule,  that  the  order  may  take  its 
passage  at  this  time.     I  regret  rising  here  tr.  offer 
the  same  order  that  I  offered  one  week  ago  today, 
I  am  sorry  that  the  Mayor,  after  on  many  occasions 
through   agents   of   the  City   of   Boston   changing 
the  names  of  streets,  squares  and  parks  in  certain 
districts  in  memory  of  some  of  our  brave  boys  who 
have  given  the  supreme  sacrifice,  who  now  lie  on  the 
hills  of  France,  could  not  see  his  way  clear  to  take 
the  same  action,  without  a  better  excuse  for  vetoing 
these  orders  that  went  throuuli   h    ■      hi.-.t.  Monday. 
I  am  not  going  to  talk  on  any  of  those  that  were 
offered    by    others    than    myself.     On    Saturday, 
at  a  celebration  in  South  Boston,  I  heard  the  Mayor 
with  his  own  lips  eulogize  I  he  b  ime  young  man  in 
whose   memory   I  introduced  the   order.     Whether 
he  was  playing  politics  because  it  was  a  big  gath'  ;  - 
ing    or    whether    he    was    speaking   in    an    official 
capacity   is    not    open    to    discussion,  but    when 
it    comes   to   really   doing   justice    to   the   father, 
mother,    brother   and   .  ister   of   this   young   man, 
by  signing  an  order  which  would  show  the  esteem 
in   which   we   hold   his   memory,   pleasing   his  be- 
loved parents,  he  sends  back  the  order  with   his 
veto,   saying   that   in    his   judgment    there   should 
be  a  committee  appointed  of  military  men  to  pass 
upon  the  matter.      Whether  in  his  judgment,  that 
committee  should  be  composed  of  men  serving  in 
the  same  regiment  or  the  same  company,  I  don't 
know.     I  do  believe  this,  that  the   Mayor  before 
vetoing  those  orders  should  at   least  have  got  in 
touch  with  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
who   introduced   them.     Perhaps   then   we    might 
have  come  to  a  common  understanding.     A  short 
while  ago  he  signed  an  order  introduced  here   to 
change  the  name  of  a  park  in  East  Boston  in  favor 
.of   a  soldier   who   had   died  in   the   service.     The 
Street  Commissioners  have  on  a  number  of  occa- 
sions changed  the  names  of  streets  that  have  stood 
for  a  number  of  years.      I   don't   know  but    what 
I  might  have  agreed  with  the  Mayor  if  he  had  let 
the  orders  that  went  through  last  Monday  take 
their  passage  with  his  signature,  and  have  said  to 
the  Boston  City  Council,  "I  think  we  ought  to 
have  a  common  understanding,  that  we  ought  to 
have  a  committee  appointed  to  go  in  and  select 
streets,  parks  and  places  of  which  it  is  proposed 
to  change  the  name  in  the  future,  along  this  line." 
I  don't  know  but  what  I  might  have  agreed  with 
him  in  that.     But,  without  consulting  any  member 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  he  sent  in  this  veto 
message.     I  said  in  this  body  two  or  three  months 
ago  that   the   Boston  City  Council   amounted  to 
nothing.     I  am  getting  to  believe  that  more  and 
more  every  day,  as  far  as  the  corner  where  the 
Mayor  sits  is  concerned.     I  want  to  say  that  I  may 
disagree  with  him  in  some  instances,  that  I  have 
been  elected  here,  if  not  with  the  approval  of  all 
the    people,    the   approval    of   a    majority    of   the 
people  who  voted  in  the  election  in  which  I  had  the 
honor  to  be  elected.     When  it  comes  to  naming 
parks  and  squares,  that  is  part  of  our  duty,  and  I 
disagree  with  the  Mayor  in  any  idea  of  appointing 
an  outside  committee,  a  committee  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  or  in  any  other  way,  to  do  something 
that  it  is  our  duty  to  do.     They  talk  about  Bol- 
sheviks.    Well,    if    they    are    not    making    more 
Bolsheviks    by    crown    rule    than    ever    before,    I 
would  like  to  have  the  contrary  shown  to  me.     I 
don't    think    anybody    has    ever   seen    any    more 
crown   rule   than  is    shown   in    this   veto.     These 
boys  went  overseas  and  did  their  duty,  and  made 
the  supreme  sacrifice,  and  now  at  this  time,  when 
we  have  an  opportunity  to  pay  respect  to  these 


brave  boys  through  such  orders  as  I  introduced  for 
Michael  J.  Perkins,  our  efforts  amount  to  nothing 
General  Edwards,  the  general  of  the  division  in 
wmch  young  Perkins  served,  says  there  was  no 
braver  act  performed  during  the  entire  war  than 
was  performed  by  him,  that  there  was  no  braver 
hero  who  trod  the  fields  of  France  then  the  same 
Michael  J.  Perkins.  What  need  is  there  of  wainn^ 
to  allow  military  officials  to  say  what  shall  be  don-' 
I  am  going  to  put  in  the  order  again  and  ask  the 
Mayor  to  put.  his  signature  on  that  order  or  send 
to  us  some  sound  reason  for  refusing  to  sign  it. 
It  is  simply  an  order  to  name  a  square  in  the 
district  where  this  boy  resided  in  his  honor,  and 
1  would  like  to  see  some  sounder  reason  for  vetoin" 
it  than  what  he  has  given  to  us  at  the  present  time". 
The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed

I  have  incorporated  in  the  order,  in  order  to  carry 
out  in  a  small  measure  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor, 
that  General  Edwards  be  asked  to  sit  in  with  this 
particular  committee  in  an  advisory  capacity,  so 
that  his  military  knowledge  and  understanding  of 
these  matters  will  be  helpful  to  them.  In  presenting 
the  order  for  the  naming  of  McConnell  Park  again, 
as  Coun.  Moriarty  and  other  members  have  again 
presented  their  orders,  my  object  is  to  keep  these 
orders  alive,  to  give  this  committee  a  chance  to 
work,  to  give  us  an  opportunity  to  say  to  this  com- 
mittee that  which  we  would  have  gladly  said  to  the 
Mayor  had  be  given  us  an  opportunity,  giving  our 
reasons,  substantial  ones,  why  these  squares  and 
this  park  should  have  the  names  advised  by  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council.  In  this  particular  order 
I  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  I  have  provided 
that  the  committee  when  appointed  shall  be  a 
representative  body,  that  it  must  be  composed  of 
citizens  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WATSON.— Mr.  President,  I  trust  that 
in  our  desire  to  do  something  for  the  boys  across 
we  will  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  we  have  some 
powers  in  the  matter,  and  that  we  should  retain 
those  powers,  that  is  all.  Still,  I  shall  vote  for  the 
order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY. — Mr.  President,  I  said  in 
my  remarks  previously  that  I,  as  one  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  did  not  feel  that  I  was  willing 
to  give  up  what  the  people  elected  me  to  do  to  any 
committee  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  I  feel  that 
this  is  truly  up  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the 
Boston  City  Council,  as  the  Boston  city  govern- 
ment. And  1  do  not,  as  one  member  of  the  Council, 
agree  to  let  the  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil sidestep  their  sworn  and  solemn  duty  by  handing 
it  over  to  any  committee.  I  do  not  believe  that  the 
order  ought  to  go  to  the  Executive  Committee.  I 
believe  it  ought  to  go  on  its  passage  and  be  defeated 
here  in  open  session  by  the  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council.  I  am  prepared  to  vote  against  that 
order  here  and  now  without  any  further  considera- 
tion, not  because  it  is  Coun.  Hagan's  order,  but 
on  general  principles,  and  if  the  Mayor  wants  to 
continue  to  veto  such  orders  when  we  send  them  to 
him,  he  has  that  right. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  find  myself 
possessed  of  a  great  deal  of  sympathy  with  the 
councilor  opposite,  but  I  do  not  think  at  this 
critical  time  we  can  afford  to  be  hotheaded  or  to 
do  anything  that  will  injury  those  whom  we  would 
like  to  honor.  The  object  of  the  order,  as  I  tried 
to  explain,  was  to  make  a  bit  of  a  compromise. 
There  will  be  a  representative  of  the  City  Council 
acting  for  his  colleagues  and  with  their  advice, 
knowledge  and  consent,  and  their  views  and 
wishes  will  be  known  should  the  Mayor  see  fit  to 
adopt  this  order.  In  that  way  we  may  be  able  to 
accomplish  that  which  we  are  striving  to  accom- 
plish, whereas  if  we  go  on  sending  these  orders 
along  and  having  them  continually  vetoed  by  the 
Mayor,  the  very  thing  we  want  to  do  will  fall  by 
the  wayside  and  be  undone,  and  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  both  will  be  made  a  laughing 
stock  in  the  community.  We  must  not  have  a 
quarrel  in  our  honest  endeavors  to  honor  the  dead, 
if  it  can  be  avoided.  The  order  is  offered  in  good 
faith.  I  agree  with  Coun.  Moriarty  that  we 
ought  to  be  more  strenuous  in  the  sense  of  the 
cbhgatzcns.  rights  and  privileges  that  5,n  curs, 
that  we  ought  to  have  a  stirrer  backbone  in  letting 
the  Mayor  and  the  public  know  that  we  know 
what  our  rights  are  and  are  willing  to  fight  for 
them,  in  defence  of  the  public  weal.  But  I  don't 
want  to  see,  if  it  can  possibly  be  avoided,  a  worse 
conflict  on  this  question,  when  we  are  trying  to 
honor  the  memory  of  men  who  died  in  the  country's 
defence. 

Coun.  COLLINS-=-Mr.  President,  it  strikes  me 
that  the  councilor  here  today  has  departed  from 
the  custom  established  by  this  Council  for  a  good 
many  years.  We  must  consider  not  only  our  own 
rights,    but    the   rights    of   the    Mayor,    under    the 


statute.  The  Mayor  has  a  right  to  pass  upon 
every  order,  excepting  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Council's  internal  affairs,  and  has  the  right  to  veto 
those  orders  within  fifteen  days  of  the  time  of 
presentation  in  his  office.  He  has  exercised  the 
right  he  had  under  the.  law  to  veto  certain  orders 
which  the  Council  has  passed.  The  Council  may 
disagree  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  as  to  the 
propriety  of  his  action,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
he  has  the  last  say.     Now,  that    being  true 

Coun.    HAGAN— Will   the   gentleman   yield? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Certainly.. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Will  Coun.  Collins  inform  me 
if  he  believes  that,  before  vetoing  my  order, 
which  is  on  a  par  with  the  other  orders,  courtesy 
should  have  required  the  Mayor  to  send  for  me 
and  ask  me  something  pertaining  to  the  order, 
receiving  from  me  some  information  and  recogni- 
tion as  to  the  order,  or  does  the  councilor  feel  that 
the  Mayor  should  have  done  what  he  did  do — 
veto  the  orders  without  ever  letting  us  know  of  his 
intention? 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  answering 
that  question  I  will  do  so  in  two  different  ways. 
In  the  first  place,  I  believe  it  is  the  right  of  the 
Mayor  to  do  as  he  pleases  in  that  matter.  As  a 
matter  of  courtesy,  I  believe  it  is  just  as  much  a 
matter  of  courtesy  owed  to  the  Mayor  for  a  member 
of  the  Council  to  go  forward  and  see  the  Mayor 
relative  to  an  order  on  the  Mayor's  desk  within 
the  fifteen  days,  as  for  the  Mayor  to  send  for  him. 
If  a  member  of  the  Council  is  particularly  vigilant 
and  desirous  of  obtaining  the  signature  of  the  Mayor 
to  an  order  which  may  be  presented  to  him  for  his 
approval,  he  has  more  time  on  his  hands  than  the 
Mayor  has,  and  it  strikes  me  that  it  is  just  as  much 
the  duty  of  a  member  of  the  Council  to  seek  out 
the  Mayor  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  seek 
him  out.  In  other  words,  I  believe  courtesy 
demands  that  the  Mayor  _  and  Council  confer 
with  each  other,  and  that  it  is  just  as  much  a 
member's  duty  to  see  the  Mayor  as  it  is  the  Mayor's 
duty  to  see  a  member.  Does  that  answer  the 
gentleman'squestion? 

Coun.  HAGAN — It  is  a  very  apt  reply  of  a  very 
good  lawyer. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  answer  a  question? 

Coun.  COLLINS — On  the  matter  before  the 
body,  yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — You  need  not  fear  in  regard 
to  that.  It  concerns  a  matter  before  the  body, 
absolutely.  Does  the  Mayor  confer  with  the 
gentleman  frequently  and  promptly  when  he  goes 
to  his  office,  or  does  he  have  to  hang  around  in 
his  outer  office? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  will  say  that 
whenever  I  have  an  appointment  with  the  Mayor 
I  see  his  secretary  and  take  my  chances  with  the 
rest  of  the  members  of  the  body. 

Coun.  WATSON — Will  the  gentleman  yield  for 
a  question,  Mr.  President,  on  a  matter  pertaining 
to   the   subject   we   arc   considering? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Go  ahead. 

Coun.  WATSON — He  says  when  he  makes  an 
appointment  with  the  Mayor  he  sees  the  Mayor's 
secretary.  Does  he  have  any  difficulty  after  he 
makes  those  appointments?  Kindly  give  me  a 
direct  answer,  and  not  a  lawyer's  answer,  both 
ways. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  if  the  Mayor 
has  matters  of  more  pressing  consideration  before 
him,  I  would  expect  to  wait. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  Presidr-nt,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  order  read  that  we  are  now  debat- 
ing. It  hasn't  anything  to  do  with  the  Mayor's 
appointments  or  anything  else  of  the  sort.  I  think 
we  are  getting  awa\  from  the  question,  and  ought 
to  talk  on  the  matter  before  us. 

[The  order  was  read.] 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
Coun.  Watson's  question,  if  the  Mayor  has  no  more 
pressing  appointments  than  the  one  with  me,  I 
usually  sec  hirn.  If  he  does,  I  do  not.  I  discussed 
that  proposition  relative  to  the  Mayor's  veto 
because  it  has  been  threshed  out  here  for  the  last 
hour  and  a  half,  and  it  strikes  me  that  we  have 
wasted  considerable  time.  The  thing  to  do,  it 
aeems  to  me,  when  a  matter  of  this  kind  comes  up, 
is  not  immediately  after  an  order  has  been  vetoed 
to  come  into  the  Council  and  present  another  order, 
because  it  will  doubtless  receive  the  same  treat- 
ment, whether  we  agree  or  disagree  with  the  Mayor. 
The  Mayor  has  that  power  of  veto  under  the 
charter.  If  we  want  the  charter  changed  iii  that 
particular,  the  place  to  have  it  changed  is  the 
Legislature,  having  an  amendment  made  so  that 
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the  Council  can  pass  orders  over  the  Mayor's  veto. 
We  now  have  an  order  before  the  Council  which 
strikes  me  as  putting  the  cart  before  the  horse. 
You  have  already  put  several  orders  up  to  the 
Mayor,  which  the  Mayor  has  vetoed,  and  if  this 
order  is  passed  you  are  asked  to  have  a  committee 
of  five  appointed  to  sit  in  with  the  Mayor.  As  I 
read  the  veto,  it  strikes  me  that  the  Mayor  is  going 
to  make  some  sort  of  suggestion  as  to  the  kind  of 
committee  to  be  appointed.  As  I  said  at  the  start, 
it  seems  to  me  we  are  departing  from  the  best 
principles  in  this  order,  in  threshing  it  out  ex  -parte 
and  passing  it  without  reference  to  the  Mayor. 
It  strikes  me  that  the  Mayor  would  have  some- 
thing to  suggest.  I  don't  know  what  it  would  be. 
I  think  we  should  refer  this  matter  first  to  a  regu- 
larly organized  committee,  letting  that  committee 
act  upon  it  in  the  first  instance. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  say  anything  on  the  order,  but  after  what 
the  last  gentleman  has  said  about  departing  from 
precedent  established  by  the  Council,  I  want  to 
say  that  that  is  all  he  has  been  doing  since  he  has 
been  in  the  Council,  since -we  have  been  here 
together,  ever  since  the  charter  was  adopted. 
Time  after  time  the  Mayor  has  appointed  commit- 
tees as  representatives  in  the  Central  Labor  Union, 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Real  Estate  Exchange,  and 
so  on,  and  now  he  gets  up  here  and  says  we  ought 
to  get  away  from  that  sort  of  thing  and  not  establish 
this  kind  of  precedent.  It  makes  me  tired.  I 
don't  favor  the  order.  I  don't  think  we  ought  to 
allow  General  Edwards  or  anybody  else  to  take 
the  rights  that  belong  to  us,  to  name  the  squares. 
It  is  true  that  the  Mayor  has  the  right  to  veto  the 
orders  we  pass,  but  it  is  our  right  to  name  and 
rename  squares  after  somebody  or  something. 
As  far  as  the  Mayor's  recommendation  is  con- 
cerned, I  want  to  say  that  I  have  asked  ten  different 
officers  in  the  101st  Regiment  about  my  friend 
Perkins,  and  about  my  friend  McConnell.  I  don't 
care  whether  Coun.  Hagan  was  his  friend  or  not; 
he  was  my  personal  friend,  Joe  McConnell.  I  have 
asked  ten  different  officers  and  only  one,  Lieut. 
Patrick  Healy,  who  was  with  him  the  night  before, 
knew  anything  about  what  happened  to  Joe 
McConnell,  other  than  that  he  was  going  over  the 
top  and  was  hit  by  a  shell  that  nobody  saw.  It  hit 
him  in  the  chest  and  killed  him  when  he  was  leading 
his  company  over  the  top  to  make  his  objective. 
There  is  only  one  man  I  know  who  saw  him,  as  I 
have  been  told,  Lieut.  George  Meehan,  and  I  have 
not  been  able  to  find  out  anything  about  that,  to 
learn  whether  he  did  or  not.  Neither  his  father  nor 
anybody  else  can  find  out  about  the  facts.  They 
have  never  got  anything  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment. They  know  nothing  about  the  matter  except 
from  the  newspapers.  It  is  the  same  with  '  'Micky  " 
Perkins.  I  knew  him  well.  Jerry  Watson  didn't 
tell  the  story  I  know,  but  it  was  along  those  lines. 
Nobody  knows  the  facts,  excepting  that  he  went 
out  to  fight  these  snipers  and  pill  box  fellows.  I 
don't  mean  that  the  Councilor  did  not  tell  the  truth, 
but  there  is  a  lot  of  other  stuff  attached  to  the 
story  as  given  to  me. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  i'f  the  gentle- 
man will  yield,  let  me  say  that  I  can  mention  the 
name  of  my  informant,  and  that  I  did  not  go  the 
limit.  He  did  far  more  than  I  said,  but  I  want  to 
be  conservative. 

Coun.  McDONALD — I  know,  but  he  did  go  out 
with  a  knife  in  one  hand  and  a  grenade  in  the  other, 
and  threw  the  grenade  and  then  went  in  and  used 
the  knife  and  killed  four  or  five,  and  got  a  large 
number  of  prisoners.  But  none  of  the  officers  know 
in  regard  to  the  facts.  There  is  no  colonel,  general, 
or  captain  in  the  army  who  can  tell  what  this  man 
did,  and  we  are  getting  the  information  from  the 
newspapers.  The  newspapers  tell  about  the  brave 
deeds  of  Joe  McConnell,  "Micky"  Perkins,  and 
"Bootsy"  Carrahar  of  South  Boston  was  as  brave 
as  any  fellow  who  went  over  there.  There  was 
young  Joe  Coyle,  too,  the  first  Brighton  boy  to  be 
killed  in  action,  killed  going  over  the.  toD,  and  every- 
body in  Brighton  says  "Amen"  to  naming  a  square  . 
after  that  boy.  He  was  born  there  and  lived  there 
in  Brighton  all  his  life.  His  father  and  mother  live 
there  today,  and  other  members  of  his  family.  I 
don't  know  why  the  Mayor  should  veto  the 
naming  of  all  these  squares.  I  don't  know  what  his 
reason  is.  But  I  don't  want  to  have  a  committee  of 
military  officers  named,  who  don't  know  as  much 
about  these  matters  as  I  do,  because  they  were 
over  there  and  did  not  get  the  information,  and  I 
have  been  getting  information  from  the  newspapers, 
reading  about  the  heroic  deeds  of  these  young  men. 
Therefore,   I   am  voting  in  accordance  with  my 


rights,  and  I  don't  care  whether  the  Mayor  has  the 
last  say  or  not.  He  is  only  one  part  of  the  city 
government,  although  lately,  in  my  opinion,  he 
has  been  the  whole  city  government — or  somebody 
down  there  has  been.  He  is  not  going  to  take 
away  my  rights  from  me. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
what  position  to  take  on  the  order,  whether  to 
vote  for  it  or  not.  I  feel  as  though  I  ought  to 
compliment  the  gentleman  opposite,  he  and  I  have 
been  getting  along  together  beautifully  today,  but 
I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  order  is  not  com- 
plete, that  it  should  be  amended. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
inclined  to  feel  that  we  are  getting  a  little  bit 
away  from  the  point  we  are  aiming  at.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  matter  involved  here  is  the  question 
of  the  merit  of  the  naming  of  these  squares  as 
proposed,  coupled  with  the  procedure  in  the 
matter.  I  am  sure  that  every  member  of  the  body 
who  brought  a  name  in  here  for  consideration  as 
the  name  of  a  square,  in  honor  of  the  memory  of 
some  young  man  who  performed  his  duty  across 
the  seas,  brought  it  in  sincerely  and  with  the 
purpose  of  reflecting  some  credit  and  honor  on  that 
young  man's  memory.  The  question  of  pro- 
cedure matters  little  to  me.  I  am  very  jealous,  as 
a  member  of  this  body,  to  retain  every  power  that 
is  mine  as  a  member  of  the  body.  I  don't  think 
we  have  power  enough.  I  have  always  felt  that 
way.  I  am  somewhat  familiar  with  our  powers 
here.  I  certainly  am  not  anxious  now,  at  this 
late  day,  ten  years  after  the  charter  has  been  put 
in  vogue,  a  charter  that  the  city  never  did  want, 
to  delegate,  legislate  away  from  ourselves,  the 
powers  we  do  have.  Yet  I  find  myself  somewhat 
in  accord  with  Councilor  Hagan  when  he  says 
the  chief  thing  to  do,  or  the  principal  feeling  which 
should  actuate  us  in  the  action  which  we  desire 
taken  in  this  matter,  is  success  in  having  these 
squares  named  in  honor  of  these  young  men.  I 
don't  know  whether  Councilor  Collins  is  right  in 
what  he  says  or  not.  He  may  or  may  not  be 
right.  I  do  think,  however,  that  after  the  Mayor 
has  exercised  his  right  or  prerogative  on  matters 
submitted  to  him,  it  is  still  perfectly  proper  for  us 
to  submit  them  to  him  for  consideration  again, 
under  circumstances  such  as  these.  I  think  such 
action  brings  the  matters  to  a  head,  that  we  can 
probably  attain  the  point  we  are  after  by  offering 
the  orders  again  to  the  Mayor  for  consideration, 
and  that  if  we  do  so  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  will  then  probably,  as  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  should  do  in  the 
case  of  legislative  action,  send  for  the  men  who  have 
offered  the  orders  and  talk  the  matter  over  with 
them  honestly  and  sincerely,  as  should  be  done  on 
any  serious  matter  acted  upon  by  the  body  before 
a  veto  is  signed.  If  he  thinks  we  should  name  a 
square  after  a  certain  young  man,  or  that  he  should 
be  a  party  to  the  naming  of  the  square,  let  us  hear 
what  he  has  to  say.  If  he  has  a  plan  involved  in 
his  mind  in  connection  with  which  he  thinks  a 
committee  should  be  appointed,  the  composition 
of  such  a  committee  is  a  very  serious  question. 
Who  are  those  men  to  be,  what  do  they  know  about 
the  merits  of  the  matters  brought  before  them  for 
consideration?  It  seems  to  me  it  is  a  question  of 
procedure,  first,  and  a  question  of  merit  afterward. 
That  being  so,  I  think  every  order  that  was  vetoed 
by  the  Mayor  in  this  connection  should  be  offered 
again,  should  be  passed  and  sent  to  the  Mayor, 
and  that  the  Mayor  should  then  send  for  the  men 
offering  the  orders  and  try  to  see  if  we  cannot  get 
together  and  do  something  along  the  fine  upon 
which  we  are  working. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  was  my 
intention  to  call  to  the  attention  of  Coun.  Hagan 
this  fact,  that  it  is  true  that  the  boys  in  khaki  won 
the  fight  on  the  fields  of  Flanders  and  France,  but 
we  are  at  times  too  prone  to  forget  the  Navy. 
Therefore,  the  amendment  which  I  suggested 
before,  but  which  I  did  not  outline,  would  be  in 
this  direction,  that  instead  of  a  committee  of  five 
there  should  be  a  committee  of  six,  including  with 
the  commander  of  the  Northeast  Department  the 
ranking  officer  of  the  Navy  in  this  district,  rec- 
ognizing the  sailors  as  well  as  the  soldiers. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  referring  to 
Coun.  McLaughlin's  point  of  view,  there  is  no 
question  that  the  councilors  have  a  right  to  pre- 
sent orders  for  the  naming  of  the  squares  and  to 
pass  them.  The  Council  has  already  acted  on 
these  matters  in  committee,  and  this  is  simply 
reviving  something  we  have  gone  over.  I  think 
Coun.    McLaughlin    will    agree    with    me    on    the 
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matter  before  the  Council  now,  involving  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  of  five  to  consider 
this  matter,  that  it  is  not  proper  and  not  in  har- 
mony with  his  long  experience  in  the  Legislature 
that  the  Council  should  pass  a  matter  of  this  kind 
at  this  time.     It  should  be  referred  to  a  committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  order  is  to 
be  referred  to  a  committee,  if  this  body  so  desig- 
nates— the  Executive  Committee.  I  think  we  are 
drifting  away  from  this  subject.  The  real  intent 
of  the  order  is  becoming  a  little  bit  hazy  in  our 
minds,  and  I  am  afraid  that  men  voting  against 
the  order  may  perhaps  regret  it  a  little  later.  I 
do  not  want  to  stand  in  this  body  as  second  to  any 
member  in  insisting  upon  any  right  or  legal  author- 
ity we  may  possess  under  the  charter  under  which 
we  act.  I  will  be  second  to  nobody  in  fighting  to 
maintain  those  rights.  But  I  recognize  this  fact, 
that,  while  we  can  present  these  orders  at  every 
meeting,  if  necessary,  the  Mayor  has  the  right  of 
veto  before  the  next  meeting  or  within  fifteen 
days,  and  that  we  cannot  pass  any  order  by  law 
over  the  Mayor's  veto.  Therefore,  a  controversy 
will  arise  because  of  the  honest  endeavor  on  our 
part  to  commemorate  the  memory  of  dead  heroes. 
I  think  that  would  be  somewhat  disgraceful,  and 
I  would  hate  to  see  it  come  to  pass.  It  is  because 
the  Mayor  is  the  court  of  last  resort  and  has  the 
right  of  veto,  and  because  he  may  be  as  stubborn 
with  his  rights  as  we  are,  that  this  controversy 
may  arise.  The  Mayor  in  his  veto  made  a  sug- 
gestion that  the  committee  should  be  appointed 
to  study  this  situation.  We  must  acknowledge 
this  fact,  that,  while  you,  Mr.  President,  I  and 
other  members  of  the  Council  will  know  of  certain 
boys  in  certain  respective  districts  who  have 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice,  there  may  be  others 
whom  we  have  not  thought  of  for  the  moment 
who  likewise  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice. 
The  Mayor  has  a  little  bit  on  us  in  that  respect, 
that  we  are  honoring  those  whom  we  have  just 
thought  of  and  forgotting  others  whom  we  would 
be  equally  disposed  to  honor,  whose  names  have 
not  been  brought  to  our  attention.  A  committee 
of  this  sort  appointed  not  by  the  Mayor,  for  the 
Mayor  has  the  appointment  of  but  one  member 
in  the  committee,  and  they  must  all  be  citizens  of 
Boston,  would  be  able  to  consider  the  whole  field. 
There  would  be  a  representative  of  the  Central 
Labor  Union,  whom  that  body  would  appoint,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  would  appoint  a  member, 
and  the  Real  Estate  Exchange  would  appoint  a 
member,  and  the  Boston  City  Council  would  have 
the  right  to  appoint  a  member.  The  member 
representing  the  City  Council  will  not  do  his  duty 
if  he  does  not  properly  reflect  the  majority  opinion 
of  his  colleagues  in  his  conduct.  In  that  way  we 
may  reach  a  compromise  that  may  avoid  a  more 
or  less  disgraceful  controversy,  and  so  get  together 
with  the  Mayor.  I  would  not  bind  myself  as 
approving  of  an  entirely  distinctive  military 
committee.  I  disagree  entirely  with  Coun.  Collins 
that  we  are  getting  the  cart  before  the  horse  in 
presenting  these  orders  again  for  the  serious  and 
more  mature  consideration  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor.  The  Mayor  having  vetoed  the  orders 
they  are  dead  for  all  time,  and  when  we  present 
them  here  today  they  are  alive  again.  Having 
gotten  these  orders  before  the  city  government  as 
live  matters,  and  again  before  the  Mayor,  and 
having  this  committee  appointed  to  consider 
these  matters,  the  committee  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  go  over  the  entire  problem  and  take  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  have  asked  that  certain  squares  be 
named  after  certain  individuals.  With  live  matters 
of  that  sort  pending  before  the  committee,  we  are 
more  apt  to  get  the  recognition  we  should  have 
and  to  have  honors  given  to  those  men  of  whom 
we  have  thought  and  whom  we  are  most  anxious 
to  honor.  Therefore,  I  hope  that  this  order  will  at 
least  be  permitted  to  go  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, where  it  can  receive  some  calm  and  serious 
judgment.  If  the  order  is  defeated  in  Executive 
Committee,  I  will  than  have  no  regret.  I  will 
bow  to  the  superior  wisdom  of  the  majority,  but  I 
don't  like  undue  haste  on  an  important  measure 
of  this  sort,  action  taken  with  some  heat  and 
anger.      Let  us  be  calm. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  Mayor  has  a  perfect  right  to  veto 
these  orders,  but  why  stop  there,  as  far  as  the 
charter  goes?  The  charter  gives  to  the  president 
we  elect  the  right  to  appoint  committees  for  this 
body,  among  them  a  committee  on  public  lands. 
The  function  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  is 
what?     It  is  to  do  just  the  thing  that  the  Mayor 


wants  to  take  away  from  us  now,  just  the  thing 
that  the  order  of  Coun.  Hagan  wants  to  do,  taking 
the  power  away  from  the  public  lands  committee. 
This  is  something  that  comes  right  within  the 
line  of  duty  of  that  committee.  As  far  as  the 
Mayor's  power  is  concerned,  I  agree  that  he  has  a 
great  deal  more  power  than  we  do,  individually, 
that  he  is  a  great  deal  bigger  than  we  are.  But, 
no  matter  how  big  his  position  may  be  at  this  time, 
I,  as  one  member  of  the  Council,  am  not  going  to 
allow  him  to  take  this  power  away  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council.  He  may  veto,  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  any  order  that  I  put  in,  and  he  will 
have  to  stand  the  brunt  of  that  veto,  not  me.  I 
believe  that  when  the  Mayor  vetoes  an  order  he 
should  have  a  sound  reason  for  his  veto.  I  do 
not  differ  with  him  on  his  veto;  I  differ  with  him 
on  the  reason  for  the  veto.  He  vetoes  the  order 
as  it  concerns  the  name  of  a  certain  boy  on  one  day, 
and  then  he  goes  out  on  the  stump  in  the  district 
that  the  boy  came  from  and  eulogizes  that  same 
boy.  There  has  been  a  lot  of  comment  upon  the 
matter  among  citizens  of  South  Boston.  When  he 
eulogized  that  boy,  the  people  over  there  said, 
"Well,  he  didn't  think  as  much  of  the  boy  when  it 
came  to  signing  an  order  to  have  a  square  named 
in  his  memory."  That  was  common  talk  in  South 
Boston  Saturday,  after  the  Mayor  had  made  his 
speech  welcoming  the  boys  home  over  there. 
I  believe  the  Mayor  may  have  power,  as  far^  as 
that  is  concerned,  but  when  it  comes  to  taking 
power  away  from  this  city  government  I  believe 
he  should  not  be  allowed  to  do  so. 

[The  motion  to  reconsider  reference  was  lost, 
and  the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.! 


NAMING  OF  McCONNELL  PARK. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the  Park 
and  Beach  Reservation  now  owned  by  the  city  and 
known  as  Savin  Hill  Playground  be  named  and 
hereafter  known  as  McConnell  Park  in  memory  of 
Capt.  Joseph  McConnell  of  the  101st  Regiment, 
who  was  killed  in  action  in  France  and  who  for- 
merly lived  in  the  Dorchester  District,  and  is  the 
ranking  officer  from  the  Dorchester  District  to  make 
the  supreme  sacrifice. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  have  listened  with  close  atten- 
tion to  the  remarks  of  my  two  colleagues  opposite 
in  reference  to  and  bearing  upon  the  veto  message 
of  the  Mayor  refusing  to  sanction  the  action  of  the 
Council  in  some  six,  seven  or  eight  cases  where 
different  members  of  the  Council,  individually 
familiar  with  the  conditions  and  in  some  cases 
because  of  solicitation  and  petition  on  the  part 
of  the  people  of  the  district,  saw  fit  in  their  wis- 
dom to  give  some  little  honor  and  recognition  to 
boys  of  their  respective  districts  who  went  to  France 
in  the  uniform  of  our  country  and  gave  up  their 
lives  in  their  country's  defence.  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  in  his  wisdom  has  seen  fit  to  veto  those 
measures,  and  one  of  the  orders  was  a  duplicate 
practically  of  the  order  I  am  now  talking  to  which 
I  have  just  presented.  When  that  order  was  pre- 
sented it  was  after  due  thought  and  reflection  on 
my  part  originally,  for  I  as  a  rule  do  not  do  things 
very  hastily.  Capt.  Joseph  McConnell  was  a 
resident  of  the  Dorchester  district.  He  lived 
within  fifteen  minutes  of  Savin  Hill  Beach  and 
playground.  The  name  of  Savin  Hill  Beach  or 
playground  has  no  particular  significance.  It  has 
no  historic  or  sentimental  value  whatsoever.  It  is 
called  "Savin  Hill"  because  of  the  fact  that  Savin 
Hill  could  be  seen  in  the  distance.  Therefore, 
there  is  m>  sentimental  or  patriotic  reason  for  (he 
retaining  of  the  name  "Savin  IiiH  Beach."  Know- 
ing that  that  playground  and  beach  was  very  popu- 
lar with  the  residents  of  that  section  of  Dorchester, 
that,  it  was  much  frequented  during  the  spring  and 
summer  months  by  thousands  of  the  young  ele- 
ment, I  thought  it  very  apropds  thai  it  be  called 
"McConnell  Park,"  to  commemorate  the  memory 
of  Joseph  McConnell.  .-'.  thai  the  younger  citizens. 

those  in   thi    i Qg  gen  ration,  might  know  that 

the  people  of  Boston  did  what  thev  could  in  I I 

and  recognition  of  those  who  made  the  supn 
saorifice.  Captain  McConnell  was  killed  in  action, 
leading  his  men,  and  was  buried  with  his  clothes 
on  in  a  sh  II  hole  in  France-,  lie  was  the  second 
ranking  officer  in  Now  I  ngli  nd  who  was  killed  in 
action.  If  we  cannot  give  recognition  to  our 
officers  at  least,  there  must  be  something  wrong. 
I  appreciate  the-  fact  that  there  arc  not  Bquari  01 
streets  enough  in  Boston  to  nun.'   them  all  after 
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our  dead  heroes,  but  it  seems  to  me  we  can  at  least 
honor  some  ol  the  officers  who  went  down  in  action, 
and  Captain  McConnell  was  the  second  ranking 
officer  in  New  England  to  be  killed  and  the  first 
ranking  officer  from  the  Dorchester  district,  in 
which  this  particular  park  is  situated.  If  my 
memory  serves  me  right,  Major  Cole  was  the 
ranking  officer  of  the  New  England  division. 
Mayor  Peters  has  vetoed  the  original  order  in  a 
rather  weak  message,  in  my  judgment  and  opinion, 
taking  the  reasons  which  he  has  advanced.  I 
present  the  order  again  for  his  mature  and  more 
serious  consideration,  and  largely,  Mr.  President, 
because  I  have  another  order  to  follow,  carrying 
out  in  a  measure  the  opportunity  that  the  Mayor 
has  offered  to  us,  believing  that  after  all  is  said 
and  done  the  Mayor  is  the  boss,  and  that  we 
cannot  do  what  we  wish  to  do  in  honoring  the 
memory  of  these  men  without  the  Mayor's  consent. 
I  want"  to  record  myself  as  in  absolute  agreement 
with  Coun.  Moriarty  regarding  the  military 
record  and  heroic  career  of  Michael  Perkins, 
whom  General  Edwards  has  characterized  in 
even  more  emphatic  words  than  Coun.  Moriarty 
has  used.  General  Edwards  said  he  was  the 
bravest  man  in  the  New  England  division.  That 
is  a  matter  of  record  and  history.  If  a  man  like 
Michael  Perkins  or  a  man  of  the  type  of  Capt. 
Joseph  McConnell  cannot  be  honored  by  the 
citizens  of  Boston  through  their  representatives, 
there  is  something  radically  wrong  somewhere. 
I  am  led  further  to  the  thought  that  mature 
deliberation  and  reflection  was  not  given  to  these 
matters,  because  some  months  ago,  I  think  it  was 
several  months  back,  Coun.  McDonald  presented 
an  order  here  naming  a  square  in  East  Boston  after 
a  young  man  who  was  lulled  in  action.  That 
square,  as  explained  by  Coun.  McDonald,  was  in 
close  proximity  to  the  Catholic  church,  and  the 
young  man  was  of  Protestant  parentage.  The 
Mayor  signed  that  order,  and  established  the 
precedent  then  and  there.  Yet,  taking  these  or- 
ders that  have  been  since  presented,  he  now 
sees  fit  to  veto  them,  entirely  ignoring  that  prece- 
dent, which  will  give  color  to  the  question  that  will 
arise  in  the  minds  of  at  least  some  of  our  citizens 
as  to  why  the  Mayor  of  Boston  may  think  of  one- 
and  not  of  the  others,  why  he  was  willing  to  have  a 
square  in  East  Boston  named  Goodale,  after 
a  young  man  who  lost  his  life  in  the  service,  and 
refuses  to  have  a  square  in  South  Boston  named 
after  Michael  Perkins,  or  to  have  the  names  of 
Shea,  Coyle  or  McConnell  similarly  honored. 
This  is  not  a  coincidence  that  can  be  passed  un- 
noticed by  me.  I  would  like  to  have  the  Mayor 
let  us  know  the  reason  for  signing  one  ordei  similar 
in  character  and  refusing  to  sign  the  other  orders 
as  they  came  along.  Mr.  President,  a  week  ago 
Friday  the  citizens  of  Boston  honored  the  men  of 
the  26th  Division,  and,  as  I  stood  on  the  stand, 
the  official  reviewing  stand  put  up  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Mayor  of  the 
city,  and  as  I  saw  those  stalwart  heroes  march  by, 
everybody  was  enthusiastic.  We  were  all  willing 
to  applaud,  and  no  one  was  more  willing  than  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  No  one  displayed  any  greater 
degree  of  pleasure  or  enthusiasm.  In  the  ranks 
of  the  twenty  thousand  men  who  passed  him 
in  review  on  Tremont  street  were  many  men  who 
were  citizens  of  Boston,  many  men  who  have  re- 
turned from  the  war  alive,  well  and  active,  to 
take  part  in  our  civil  lift  in  th:  future.  I  wsndsr 
if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  going  to  be  satisfied 
to  bow  and  scrape  in  honor  and  recognition  of  the 
live  heroes,  the  ones  who  are  going  to  be  here 
with  us  in  the  future,  who  have  a  vote,  and  is 
going  to  ignore  absolutely  and  entirely  the  dead 
heroes,  the  dead  ones  who  have  no  vote?  I  want 
to  see  the  dead  heroes  honored,  as  I  wish  to  see  the 
live  heroes  honored,  by  the  Mayor,  a  matter  in 
which  I  hope  to  participate  myself.  It  is  for  that 
reason  that  I  present  this  order  again  to  the 
notice  and  attention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
It  is  for  the  reason  that  the  order  may  be  kept 
alive,  and  I  am  going  to  present  that  order  every 
two  weeks  while  I  am  a  member  of  the  City  Council 
if  it  is  lawful  and  legal  for  me  to  do  so.  The 
veto  of  the  Mayor  has  stilled  the  original  order, 
and  I  am  presenting  this  to  keep  it  eternally 
alive  and  before  the  public  of  this  town.  I  believe 
in  the  course  of  time,  if  the  members  of  this  City 
Council  instead  of  sitting  down  and  taking  the 
ground  that  we  are  powerless  will  stand  up  and 
stiffen  our  backbone,  letting  both  the  public  and 
the  Mayor  know  that  we  were  elected  to  perform 
certain  duties  by  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and 
that  we  propose  to  insist  upon  our  rights,  we  will 


be  able  to  accomplish  a  great  deal  more  than  we 
have  accomplished.  If  the  Mayor  in  the  future 
sees  fit  to  veto  orders  of  this  sort,  presented  in 
good  faith  by  members  of  the  Council,  I  trust 
that  he  will  at  least  have  the  courtesy  to  send  for 
the  members  presenting  the  orders  and  give  them 
an  opportunity  to  say  a  word  in  their  behalf, 
for  I  doubt  not  that  we  might  have  been  able  to 
say  something  at  least  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
in  behalf  of  Capt.  Joseph  McConnell  and  others  in 
whose  memory  our  orders  have  been  presented. 
If  the  Mayor  had  consulted  with  us,  I  feel  that 
such  action  as  we  are  now  taking  would  not  have 
been  at  all  necessary. 
The  order  was  passed. 


NAMING  OF  ROBERTS  SQUARE. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
the  open  square  at  the  junction  of  Norfolk,  Nelson 
and  Corbet  streets  be  named  Roberts  square  in 
memory  of  Corp.  Thomas  J.  Roberts,  who  died  in 
the  service  of  his  country. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  intend  to  speak  upon  this  order  or  the  one  I 
intend  to  offer  later.  I  simply  wish  that  justice  may 
be  done  to  the  memory  of  this  young  man. 

The  order  was  passed.

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  your  order  of  May 
5  requesting  me  to  join  with  the  City  Council  in 
arranging  for  a  parade  by  and  proper  reception  to 
the  3d  Pioneer  Infantry,  better  known  as  the 
"Dandy  Fifth,"  upon  its  return  to  Boston.  This 
I  shall  be  pleased  to  do. 

Some  time  ago  I  received  a  communication  from 
Coun.  Watson  asking  my  cooperation  in  securing 
the  debarkation  of  this  regiment  at  the  port  of 
Boston,  together  with  a  request  that  a  fitting 
reception  be  arranged  for  the  regiment.  At  that 
time  I  wrote  to  the  War  Department  urging  that 
arrangements  be  made  to  have  the  regiment  debark 
at  this  port  and  I  received  assurances  that  every 
consideration  would  be  given  my  request. 

I  also,  at  the  same  time,  requested  my  Reception 
Committee  to  arrange  for  a  reception  to  the  regiJ 
ment,  and  this  it  has  been  planning  to  do,  but  in  as 
much  as  we  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  learn 
anything  definite  as  to  the  probable  date  of  the 
regiment's  arrival  in  Boston,  it  has  been  impossible 
to  finally  formulate  plans.  These,  however,  will  be 
decided  on  in  ample  time. 

As  all  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  are 
members  of  the  Boston  Reception  Committee  for 
Returning  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines,  I  suggest 
that  the  City  Council  act  as  a  special  committee 
to  work  in  conjunction  with  and  to  advise  the 
Reception  Committee  on  Plans  for  the  reception 
of  the  3d  Pioneer  Infantry."

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APPROPRIATION   BILL. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  12,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  section  3  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  I  submit  herewith 
the  estimates  of  the  several  departments  for  the 
fiscal  year  1919-20,  with  my  recommendations 
thereon. 

I  submit  also  the  basis  of  estimates,  showing  the 
amount  that  can  be  raised  within  the  present  tax 
limit  for  general  purposes  and  the  amount  of  esti- 
mated income  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

This  year  the  tax  limit  of  S6.52  on  the  thousand 
for  general  municipal  purposes  has  again  been 
raised  by  legislation  to  S9.52  on  the  thousand, 
which  includes  SO. 66  on  the  thousand  that  may  be 
specifically  appropriated  for  the  reconstruction 
and  repair  of  streets.  The  amount  that  can  be 
raised  by  taxes  within  the  S9.52  limit  is  814,460,- 
298.73,  to  which  should  be  added  the  estimated 
income  of  85,391,000,  making  a  total  available  for 
general  municipal  purposes  of  819,851,298.73,  and 
I  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  total  amount. 

I  have  received  requests  from  many  groups  of 
city  employees  for  increased  remuneration  and  in 
providing  the  increases  in  this  budget  every  con- 
sideration which  the  resources  of  the  city  permit 
has  been  given  these  employees. 

I  regret  the  delay  I  have  necessarily  been  put  to 
in  submitting  the  budget,  but  the  bill  increasing  the 
tax  limit  of  the  City  of  Boston  did  not  become  law 
until  May  9,  and  without  definite  knowledge  of 
what  income  would  be  available  I  was  unable  to 
transmit  the  budget  estimates  to  you.  It  will 
now  require  extraordinary  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Council  in  order  to  pass  the  budget  in  order 
that  funds  may  be  provided  necessary  for  the 
execution  of  departmental  work,  as  we  are  now 
close  to  the  time  when  the  expenditures  permitted 
by  law  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  appropriation 
bill  will  be  exhausted. 

This  budget  is  submitted  in  substitution  for  the 
one  filed  with  you  on  February  20,  1919.

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed  for 
meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  of 
the  year  1919,  or  of  any  other  taxes  or  assessments 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1919:  that  all 
such  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  October,  1919.  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October,  1919,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes  assessed 
upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1919,  until  paid: 
and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become  due 
on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  a  part  of  such 
taxes.

PENSIONS  FOR  EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  May  10,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — The  City  Council  has  before  it  for 
acceptance  chapter  46  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919, 
providing  for  a  pension  to  Timothy  R.  Sullivan,  a 
janitor  employed  at  the  courthouse,  and  chapter 
141  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919,  authorizing  the 
payment  of  an  annuity  not  exceeding  $900  to  the 
widow  of  Thomas  H.  Lynch. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  investigated  the 
facts  on  which  these  acts  are  based  and  desires  to 
report  as  follows: 

1.  Timothy  R.  Sullivan  entered  the  employ  of 
Suffolk  County  on  February  24,  1913,  as  a  janitor 
at  a  salary  of  $15  per  week  and  has  continued  in 
that  capacity,  his  salary  having  recently  been  in- 
increased  to  $21  per  week. 

The  custodian  of  the  courthouse  states  that 
Mr.  Sullivan  was  at  work  in  the  courthouse  near 
the  scene  of  the  bomb  explosion  which  occurred 
on  March  16,  1917,  and  remained  at  home  the  fol- 
lowing week,  because  he  claimed  to  have  received 
a  mental  shock.  He  never  made  any  claim  of 
injury  until  after  the  legislative  act  authorizing 
the  payment  of  a  pension  was  filed,  and  has  been 
constantly  at  work,  and  has  always  performed, 
and  is  now  performing,  his  duties  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  custodian. 

Mr.  Sullivan  is  now  fifty-nine  years  of  age  and 
under  the  American  Experience  Mortality  Tables 
his  expectation  of  life  is  14.74  years.  If  the  act 
is  accepted  he  will  be  entitled  to  receive  $546 
annually,  which,  on  the  basis  of  his  expectation  of 
life,  will  be  equivalent  to  paying  him  $8,048.04. 

The  commission  is  of  opinion  that  this  legisla- 
tion is  without  merit  and  should  be  rejected. 

2.  The  second  act,  chapter  141  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919,  provides  for  an  annuity  not  exceed- 
ing $900  to  the  widow  of  Thomas  H.  Lynch,  an 
inspector  in  the  Police  Department  of  the  city,  who 
died  of  pneumonia  on  February  2,  1919,  following 
an  attack  of  influenza. 

The  city  has  occasionally  granted  an  annuity  of 
$300  to  tne  widow  and  minor  children  of  policemen 
and  firemen  wno  died  from  injuries  received  in  the 
performance  of  duty,  under  the  provisions  of  a 
general  act  passed  many  years  ago,  which  has  this 
year  been  amended  by  increasing  the  amount  of 
the  annuity  to  $600,  but  this  has  never  heretofore 
been  extended  to  cover  cases  of  death  arising  from 
illness  contracted  while  on  active  duty. 

The  commission  believes  that  an  extension  of 
the  bounty  of  the  city  to  cover  deaths  from  illness 
would  necessarily  lead  to  the  payment  of  an  annuity 
to  the  widow  and  children  of  every  policeman  and 
fireman  whose  death  is  caused  by  illness  contracted 
during  active  service,  and  would  be  unwarranted. 

The  commission  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mends that  this  act  be  rejected.

CHANGE  OF  NAME  OF  COPLEY  SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
name  of  Copley  square  be  changed  to  that  of  Place 
de  Maine  or  Place  de  Verdun,  as  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands  recommends  or  suggests,  the 
change  of  name  to  be  in  honor  of  the  exploits  of 
the  101st  Infantry,  20th  Division,  which  partook 
in  the  battles  of  the  Marne  and  Verdun. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  ask  at  the  conclusion  of  my  remarks  that  this 
order  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  and  that  a  public  hearing  be  granted  upon 
it.  But,  in  order  that  the  record  may  be  put  right 
concerning  my  reason  for  offering  the  order  to 
change  the  name  of  Copley  square  to  Place  de 
Marne  or  Place  de  Verdun,  I  desire  to  present  some 
facts  that  I  believe  will  be  conclusive  to  the  un- 
prejudiced mind  as  showing  why  we  should  do  as 
the  order  suggests.  I  have  talked  with  a  rather 
learned  gentleman  concerning  the  conduct  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  in  vetoing  certain  orders  passed 
by  this  body  regarding  the  naming  of  squares  after 
heroes  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  late  war  between 
the  Allies  and  the  Germans,  and  he  told  me,  "The 
proper  thing  for  you  to  do,  Watson,  is  to  change 
the  name  of  Copley  square  to  "  Place  de  Verdun  "  or 
"Place  de  Marne,"  because  it  was  at  Verdun  and 
at  the  battle  of  the  Marne  that  the  Boston  regi- 
ment, the  101st,  did  its  wonderful  work.  It  is 
also  fitting  that  Copley  square  should  be  so  named, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  away  back  in  the  olden  days 
they  named  Louisburg  square  in  honor  of  a  Boston 
regiment,  because  that  regiment  captured  Louis- 
burg." I  then  asked  him  how  I  could  change  the 
name  of  Copley  square  to  either  of  the  two  names 
mentioned  without  creating  a  scene  or  a  sensation 
in  Boston  and  without  being  called  a  radical.  He 
said,  "I  will  tell  you  how.  The  fact  i=  that  Copley 
was  not  true  to  the  colonies  during  their  battle  for 
freedom  and  liberty."  And  he  sent  to  me  this 
letter  substantiating  in  part  his  position  in  favor 
of  the  change  I  have  suggested  for  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands  to  consider: 

"Dear  Mr.  Watson, — I  have  put  in  the  whole 
afternoon  looking  up  the  Copley  matter  and  I 
inclose  the  result  which  satisfies  me  beyond  a  doubt 
that.  Copley  was  a  thorough  loya'ist  and  that  he 
left  Boston  and  went  to  London  mainly  because 
of  the  impending  troubles  between  the  colonies  and 
England.  His  half  brother,  Henry  Pelham,  re- 
mained in  Boston  for  a  time  but  left  at  the  evacua- 
tion and  joined  Copley  in  London.  Pelham  was 
an  undoubted  spy  in  the  British  interest  as  his 
letters  plainly  show  and  Copley  was  his  go-between 
with  the  government  in  England.  Copley's  prop- 
erty in  Boston,  on  Beacon  Hill,  was  undoubtedly 
seized  and  confiscated  by  the  colony  and  Copley's 
family  never  recovered  it.  Copley's  son,  who  was 
a  boy  when  the  family  went  to  England,  became 
Lord  Chancellor  of  England  under  the  title  of  Lord 
Lyndhurst.  The  family  never  returned  to  this 
country." 

I  will  omit  reading  the  name  of  the  signer,  for 
reasons  best  known  to  myself,  but  the  namc5|  on 
letters  I  read  are  public  property  if  anybody  desires 
to  see  them.  I  now  read  as  a  matter  of  record  the 
information  furnished  me  by  the  gentleman  who 
suggested  changing  the  name  of  Copley  square  to 
that  of  "Place  de  Marne"  or  "Place  de  Verdun." 

"John  Singleton  Copley,  for  whom  Copley 
square  was  named,  was  born  in  Boston,  of 
English  stock,  in  1737.  When  a  young  man  he 
displayed  an  aptitude  for  drawing  and  painting 
and  soon  became  a  painter  of  portraits.  He 
married  the  daughter  of  Richard  Clarke,  who  was 
agent  in  Boston  of  the  East  India  Company,  and 
was  hence  the  consignee  of  the  cargo  of  tea  which 
was  dispensed  at  the  famous  Boston  tea  party. 
The  father  of  Copley  died  when  ho  was  a  little  lad 
and  his  mother  afterward  married  a  Mr.  Pelham. 
The  oldest  son  of  this  family,  Henry  Pelham,  a 
half  brother  of  Copley,  was  a  well  known  Tory 
:*ul  loyalist  of  Boston,  who  at  the  evacuation  of 
Boston  fled,  probably  to  London.  When  the 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Old  South  Meeting  I  louse. 
which  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  the  tea,  Copley 
appeared  in  behalf  of  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  Clarke, 
and  made  an  address  in  justification  of  his  attitude 
toward  the  matter  of  the  landing  of  the  tea. 

"A  short  time  after  the  tea  party  Copley  left 
Boston  and  went  to  London  and  never  returned.  A 
feu  years  ago  there  was  discovered  in  the  Public 
Record  Office  in  London  a  large  number  of  letters, 
which,  in  the  year  1914,  were  edited  by  a  com- 
mittee  of   the    Massachusetts    Historical   Society, 
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of  which  committee  the  late  Charles  Francis  Adams 
was  the  chairman.  These  letters  were  published 
as  Volume  71  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  Collections  in  the  same  year.  A  copy  of 
this  volume  is  in  the  Boston  Public  Library  and 
from  this  copy  the  following  extracts  are  taken. 
The  letters  were  the  private  papers  of  the  Copley- 
Pelham  family  and  disclose  the  fact  that  during 
the  days  just  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolu- 
tion Copley  and  his  half  brother,  Henry  Pelftam, 
were  in  frequent  correspondence,  not  only  con- 
cerning family  matters  but  also  concerning  matters 
political  in  the  Colony  of  Massachusetts.  Among 
these  papers  is  a  rough  drawing  of  the  American 
defences  of  Bunker  Hill,  sent  by  Pelham  to  Copley, 
probably  for  the  use  of  the  British  government. 

"A  letter  from  Pelham  to  Copley,  written  from 
the  standpoint  of  a  loyalist,  tells  of  the  affair  at 
Concord  which  occurred  almost  exactly  a  month 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  letter.  The  colonial  troops 
are  alluded  to  as" rebels."  Pelham  next  describes 
the  condition  of  affairs  in  Boston,  the  act  of  a  spy. 
The  letter  is  dated  May  10,  1775.  Under  date  of 
June  5  Pelham  gives  information  concerning  the 
conditions  in  Charlestown  and  incloses  the  sketch 
of  the  defences  on  Bunker  Hill  already  mentioned. 
This  letter  is  dated,  it  will  be  noted,  a  few  days 
before  the  battle. 

"Under  date  of  June  25,  1775,  Copley  writes  to 
his  mother  in  Boston.  He  has  evidently  received 
the  letter  from  Pelham,  for  he  alludes  to  letters 
received  from  friends.  His  anxiety,  he  says,  is 
greatly  increased  by  the  unhappy  state  of  America. 

"A  letter  from  Copley  to  Pelham,  under  date 
August  6,  1775,  urges  that  his  mother,  Mrs.  Pelham, 
shall  come  to  England  as  soon  as  possible  in  order 
to  avoid  the  troubles  which  he  thinks  are  surely 
impending.  He  says  that  the  English  people 
"resent  the  outrage  offered  them  in  the  destruction 
of  the.  tea.  You  must  think,"  he  says,  "I  ought 
to  have  many  friends  and  thanks  for  the  pains  I 
took  to  prevent  so  violent  and  rash  a  piece  of  con- 
duet."  By  a  leTter  dated  August  22  we  learn  that 
Copley's  family  is  already  in  London.  They  seem 
to  have  left  Boston  in  haste,  for  a  letter  of  Copley's 
son,  who  became  Baron  Lyndhurst,  written  years 
later,  showed  that  he  had  made  an  attempt  to 
recover  possession  of  a  tract  of  eleven  acres  of  land 
on  Beacon  Hill  in  the  vicinity  of  Louisburg 
square,  which  formerly  belonged  to  Copley,  but 
which,  the  letter  says,  was  sold  by  an  agent  in  whose 
hands  it  was  left.  Of  course  an  agent  could  not 
have  given  title  to  real  estate  and  there  is  no  doubt 
the  land  was  confiscated  by  the  state  as  was  the 
old  Cragie  House  in  Cambridge,  afterward  the 
Longfellow  house,  and  many  other  pieces  of  prop- 
erty owned  by  loyalists.  Copley  never  returned 
to  this  country." 

I  also  have  here  in  the  fifth  report  of  the  Record 
Commissioners  of  Boston,  of  1S80,  information  on 
several  pages,  which  I  will  not  read,  that  con- 
clusively corroborates  every  word  stated  in  the 
communication  I  have  just  read. 

John  Singleton  Copley  was  a  Tory  and  a  loyalist. 
A  few  years  ago,  about  thirty  years  ago,  when 
Copley  square  was  nothing  but.  an  old  mill  dam, 
with  a  few:  surrounding  houses,  when  an  individual 
who  owned  it  endeavored  to  build  thereon  a 
building,  Robert  Treat  Paine,  Sr.,  who  has  now 
passed  away,  the  father  of  the  present  Robert 
Treat  Paine,  together  with  others  who  came  into 
possession  in  some  way  of  the  Copley  property  on 
Beacon  Hill  and  elsewhere,  started  a  fund  of 
$100,000,  subscribing  himself  S10.000  towards  it, 
and  bought  the  Copley  square  land  and  presented 
it  to  the  city,  calling  it  Copley  square,  and  thereby, 
in  my  opinion,  insulting  the  people  of  this  city, 
who  were  not  in  touch  with  the  situation.  It 
undoubtedly  pleased  James  H.  Stark  —  who  is 
a  good  citizen  too,  but  a  gentleman  of  English 
ancestry,  who  still  loves  the  mother  country. 
Why,  I  don't  know,  but  I  suppose  it  is  because  in 
the  treatment  that  England  is  meting  out  to 
Ireland.  As  I  say,  they  named  it  Copley  square. 
We  cannot  get  away  from  these  facts  I  have  stated, 
because  they  have  been  presented  to  me  by  an 
extremely  able  man,  an  editor  in  fact,  a  newspaper 
man  of  forty  years'  standing,  plus  the  information 
furnished  me  by  Mr.  MeGlenen,  the  City  Registrar, 
who  perhaps  knows  as  much  about  Boston's 
history  as  any  man  in  our  day.  In  this  connection 
you  can  also  refer  to  the  Encyclopedia  of  American 
Biography,  edited  bv  James  Grant  Wilson  and 
John  Fiske,  Volume  I,  published  in  18SS.  We  do 
not  in  that,  of  course,  get  conclusive  corroboration 
of  what  I  have  furnished,  because  it  was  written 
at  the  behest  of  Robert  Treat  Paine  or  some  of  the 


pro-British  interests  in  Boston,  and  paid  for  at 
so  much  per  line.  Now,  my  friends  and  fellow- 
members,  I  have  another  letter  that  I  must  read: 

"Dear  Mr.  Watson, — I  have -been  thinking  over 
the  idea  of  renaming  Copley  square,  and  it  seems 
to  me  that  it  would  be  a  taking  idea  to  propose 
that  it  be  named  for  one  of  the  great  battles  in 
which  the  101st  fought.  Louisburg  square  was  so 
named  in  memory  of  the  capture  of  Louisburg  by 
a  Boston  regiment.  Why  not  propose  to  give  it 
a  genuine  French  name,  like  'Place  de  Marne'  or 
'Place  de  Verdun,'  just  as  Paris  is  giving  American 
names  to  some  of  their  streets  and  squares?  Then 
we  can  put  up  a  big  column  in  the  centre,  after 
the  manner  of  tne  Column  Vendome  in  Paris, 
with  a  statue  of  Michel  Foch  on  the  top.  Go  to 
it." 

That  is  signed  by  the  writer.  Now,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, you  may  wonder  why  all  this  talk  about 
Copley.  I  heard  a  speech  last  evening  at  a 
meeting  of  heroic  and  noble  Irishmen,  some  born 
in  Ireland,  now  American  citizens,  besides  the  sons 
of  those  who  were  born  in  Ireland.  There  was 
presented  at  that  meeting  a  story  of  British 
propaganda  that,  in  my  opinion,  ought  to  nave 
been  stifled  before  it  started.  Tne  gentleman  told 
me  and  the  gathering  there  that  when  Putnam, 
an  American  citizen  and  a  descendant  of  General 
Israel  Putnam  of  Revolutionary  days,  made  a 
speech  in  London,  being  sent  there,  I  understand, 
by  President  Wilson  to  observe  the  Fourth  of  July 
in  London,  and  there  apologized  to  the  English 
people  for  the  conduct  of  his  ancestor,  General 
Putnam,  saying  tnat  in  his  opinion  the  Revolu- 
tionary patriots  of  177(i  and  those  of  1812  were 
too  harsn  with  the  English.  I,  too,  am  a  descend- 
ant of  the  stock  that  perhaps  some  people  are 
proud  of.  I  don't  believe  much  in  blood  nor  in 
heredity.  A  man  is  a  man,  no  matter  what  his 
ancestry  may  have  been.  He  must  stand  on  his 
own  feet,  and  nut  on  tlie  shoulders  of  his  forefathers. 
My  great-great-grandfather  was  Brigadier-General 
Ruggles.  was  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  and  prominent  in  the  Assembly,  being  known 
as  "Tory  Tim."  In  all  probability,  when  Copley 
left  the  United  States  he,  too,  followed  Copley  to 
Halifax  and  then  to  tne  old  country,  and  died 
there;  and  if  I  had  been  living  in  the  Revolutionary 
days  I  perhaps  would  not  have  had  to  apologise 
for  my  ancestor's  conduct,  but  in  all  probability 
would  have  been  on  the  other  side.  British 
propaganda!  It  is  time  that  we  had  some  American 
propaganda  against  the  conduct  of  the  ultra  pro- 
Brit  ish-American  citizens  of  our  country.  Mr. 
President,  in  conclusion  I  am  going  to  make  a 
statement  tnat  I  desire  to  have  made  a  part  of 
the  record,  like  all  my  statements  today.  By  the 
conduct  of  the  British  officials  in  the  city  of  Dublin 
yesterday  against  American  citizens,  England  has 
insulted  the  United  States  of  America,  and,  I 
think,  owes  an  apology  to  this  country.  I  am 
going  to  quote  from  the  Boston  American  an  article 
signed  by  Robert  Welles  Ritchie,  headed,  "British 
Halt  Irish  Mission."     It  says: 

"Walsh,  Dunne,  and  Ryan  held  up  by  armed 
troops  at  Westport." 

"Dublin,  May  12. — British  soldiers  have  held 
up  the  Irish-American  delegates,  Walsh,  Ryan 
and  Dunne,  at  Westport.  When  the  trio  reached 
the  city  they  were  met  by  a  cordon  of  armored  cars 
and  soldiers  and  were  denied  permission  to  enter." 

By  what  right  docs  England  meet  free  American 
citizens  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  on  Irish  soil,  and 
deny  them  entrance  into  the  city  of  Dublin, 
with  armored  cars  and  charged  bayonets?  Mr. 
Wilson,  you  must  call  upon  England  to  retract  that 
insult  or  we  will  lose  all  our  honor  and  self-respect. 
I  will  continue  reading  the  signed  article  by 
Robert  Welles  Ritchie,  Universal  Service  staff 
correspondent,  special  cable  dispatch. 

"Dublin.  May  12. — If  the  indignant  Irish 
Unionists  believe  the  American  delegates — Walsh, 
Dunne,  and  Ryan — are  not  assured  of  their  position, 
they  greatly  miss  their  guess. 

"After  an  all  night  trip  from  London  accompany- 
ing Frank  P.  Walsh,  chairman  of  the  mission  to 
Dublin,  I  am  in  a  position  to  say  that  the  delegates 
have  assurances  from  the  highest  sources  safe- 
guarding their  every  step,  else  they  would  hardly 
have  dared  to  venture  upon  this  extraordinary 
mission  now  assuming  not  only  parliamentary  pro- 
portions but  an  international  aspect. 

"For  it  is  indeed  an  extraordinary  position  the 
delegates  hold.  Each  day  they  remain  in  Ireland 
they  are  heightening  the  Sinn  Fein  enthusiasm 
already  near  boiling  pitch. 

"Devotees  are  traveling  by  cart  or  by  foot  for 
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many  miles  maintaining  all-night  vigils  just  to  get 
a  glimpse  of  the  unofficial  American  apostles  of 
Irish  freedom. 

"No  Irishman  could  dare  to  do  what  these  dele- 
gates are  doing  without  hindrance.  Yet  Mr.  Walsh, 
who  acts  as  a  sort  of  diplomatic  adviser  to  his 
associates,  is  letting  the  impetuous  Mr.  Ryan  do 
most  of  the  speechmaking  and  has  the  canniest  idea 
just  where  the  danger  line  lies  and  just  how  far 
certain  safeguards  received  in  Paris  will  carry  the 
delegation." 

I  will  conclude  with  just  one  or  two  references 
that  I  think  are  pertinent  to  my  statement.  Presi- 
dent Wilson  said  on  January  22,  1917: 

"No  peace  can  last,  or  ought  to  last,  which  does 
not  recognize  and  accept  the  principle  that  govern- 
ments derive  their  just  powers  from  the  consent 
of  the  governed,  and  that  no  right  anywhere  exists 
to  hand  peoples  about  from  sovereignty  to  sover- 
eignty as  if  they  were  property." 

Again,  permit  me  to  read  from  the  Pilot  of  the 
ninth  day  of  this  month:  "What  Wilson  Once 
Thought  of  Ireland."  He  wrote  of  the  inefficiency 
of  the  English  laws  in  Ireland. 

"A  contributor  to  the  Irish  Independent  has  dis- 
covered in  a  book  written  by  President  Wilson 
thirty  years  ago  some  very  sapient  sentences  on 
the  relation  of  minorities  and  of  majorities  to  the 
law,  together  with  a  very  pointed  reference  to  the 
misgovernment  of  Ireland,  as  an  example  of  the 
truth  of  his  sayings  on  this  subject.  Mr.  Wilson 
wrote: 

"'The  power  of  the  community'  must  support 
law  or  the  law  must  be  without  effect.  The  bay- 
onets of  a  minority  cannot  long  successfully  seek 
out  the  persistent  disobedience  of  the  majority. 
The  majority  must  acquiesce  or  the  law  must  be 
null.  'This  principle  is  strikingly  illustrated,'  con- 
tinued the  future  President,  'in  the  inefficacy  of 
the  English  repressive  laws  in  Ireland.  The  con- 
sent of  the  Irish  community  is  not  behind  them, 
though  the  strength  of  England  is,  and  they  fail 
utterly,  as  all  laws  must,  which  lack  at  least  the 
passive  acquiescence  of  those  whom  they  concern.' 
These  words  are  reproduced  from  the  President's 
book  'The  State  Element  of  Historical  and  Prac- 
tical Politics,'  written  in  1889,  when  he  was  Pro- 
fessor of  Jurisprudence  and  Politics  in  Princeton 
University." 

Now,  Mr.  Wilson,  little  heed  will  be  paid  to  any- 
thing I  say.  I  am  merely  a  frog  in  the  puddle. 
But  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention,  and  the 
attention  of  the  pro-British  interests  in  Boston 
and  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  to  the  atti- 
tude you  have  taken  in  the  past.  I  would  also  call 
attention  to  the  attitude  of  ex-President  William 
H.  Taft,  who  said  that  the  Irish  question  was  an 
internal  question.  So  was  the  Polish  question,  so 
was  the  Lithuanian  question,  so  were  all  the  ques- 
tions pertaining  to  soil  taken  from  Germany, 
Austria  and  Hungary.  They  dished  upGermany, 
cut  it  up  and  passed  it  out  to  the  other  fellows,  and 
England  had  the'  biggest  bit  of  everything.  Let 
me  call  attention  to  the  result  of  the  Irish  election 
held  December  18,  1918,  as  showing  the  will  of  the 
people  and  their  desire  to  free  themselves  at  that 
time.  I  am  going  to  quote  and  have  printed  in 
the  record  the  official  figures,  showing  that,  even 
under  compulsion,  and  with  interference  on  the 
part  of  the  British  army  and  by  the  British  sol- 
diery, Ireland  then  had  a  tremendous  majority 
for  the  Sinn  Fein  movement,  as  shown  by  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  Parliament.  There  were  elected 
105  members,  71  Sinn  Feiners  and  34  against. 
Of  the  34  against,  25  were  Unionists,  who  believe 
in  continuing  Ireland  as  it  has  been  conducted, 
one  a  coalition  Unionist,  seven  Nationalists,  and 
one  an  Independent.  So  of  the  total  105  men  and 
women  elected  to  Parliament,  71  were  Sinn  Feiners 
and  all  the  others  totaled  only  34.  That  is,  67J 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  elected  were  Sinn 
Feiners.  Doesn't  that  conclusively  show  to  any 
intelligent  man  that  the  great  preponderance  of 
the  free  Irish  people  under  any  and  all  circum- 
stances was  their  right  to  a  free  republic?  I  stand 
here  and  speak  as  I  do,  saying  that  so  far  as  I  can 
trace  it,  I  have  not  one  drop  of  Irish  blood  in  my 
veins.  You  know  the  nearest  person  to  me  whom 
I  can  say  is  Irish  is  my  wife.  But  from  her  I  nave 
gleaned  the  history  of  Ireland,  and  I  believe  the 
cause  of  Ireland  is  just.  I  believe  that  before  many 
moons  have  passed  England  will  see  that  her  con- 
duct towards  Ireland  must  not  continue,  and  that 
she  will  turn  about  face,  or  else  we  will  never  have 
peace  in  Europe.  I  nave  gone  farther  than  I  in- 
tended, and  in  closing  I  will  say  that  500,000 
Irishmen  or  sons  of    Irishmen  fought  on  the  seas 


in  the  British  navy  or  in  the  British  army  against 
Prussianism.  Of  those  found  in  the  hospital  or 
by  the  Red  Cross  people  in  English  and  French 
hospitals,  40  per  cent  were  Irish,  and  they  repre- 
sented 40  per  cent  of  the  total  killed,  and  even 
King  George  gave  credit  to  the  Irish  for  their  love 
of  humanity  and  democracy,  as  shown  by  their 
position  in  this  war.  What  is  the  answer?  Forty- 
four  thousand  British  soldiers  are  on  Irish  soil  at 
this  minute,  supplemented  with  armored  cars  and 
muskets  drawn  and  pointing  at  the  breasts  of 
Dunne,  Ryan  and  Walsh,  American  citizens,  telling 
them  that  they  must  not  do  this  or  do  that.  Why 
aren't  those  44,000  British  soldiers  across  the  sea 
in  France,  in  Metz,  Luxembourg,  or  other  such 
places,  doing  police  duty,  allowing  our  boys  to 
come  home  after  having  worked  so  hard?  Mr. 
Wilson,  in  my  opinion,  you  are  falling  short  in 
your  conduct  of  this  great  nation  in  your  treat- 
ment of  the  Irish  born  and  Irish  blood. 

I  move  that  my  order  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands  and  that  a  hearing  be  given 
on  the  same. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands.  ■ 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  in  the  chair. 


NAMES   OF   RENT   PROFITEERS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order—That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  furnish  to  the 
City  Council  forthwith  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  rent  profiteers  sent  to  him  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  and  the  circumstances  in  connection  with 
each  particular  case. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference.  There  is  no  need 
of  referring  that  order.  There  is  absolutely  no 
necessity  for  referring  it  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. It  only  asks  that  the  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  fifteen  land  owners  who  have  been  act- 
ing as  profiteers,  referred  to  in  the  papers,  be  fur- 
nished. The  only  way  to  stop  this  sort  of  thing  is 
to  publish  the  names  of  those  who  raise  the  rent,  . 
and  I  am  willing  to  produce  the  names  of  five  or 
six  men,  if  necessary.  If  my  motion  prevails,  I 
shall  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  iji  order  that 
the  order  may  be  passed  at  this  time. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  prevailed,  and 
the  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


NAMING   OF  WOLF   SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Crawford,  Harold  and 
Abbotsford  streets  be  designated  as  Wolf  square, 
in  honor  of  Bugler  Herbert  J.  Wolf  of  the  2Gth 
Division,  formerly  orderly  to  Captain  Wolcott,  who 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  for  his  country  Decem- 
ber 11,  1917,  in  France.

INCREASE    IX    RENT. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order  thai  chapter  5  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  of 
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1914  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
section: 

"Section  5.  That  whenever  the  Board  of 
Assessors  receive  a  complaint  that,  any  person 
owning  real  estate  within  the  City  of  Boston  has 
unjustly  increased  the  rent  thereof,  said  Board 
shall  give  a  hearing  to  determine  whether  or  not 
said  rent  has  been  unjustly  raised,  and  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  said  owner  of  the 
said  real  estate  and  to  all  parties  interested.  If 
in  the  opinion  of  said  Board  said  rent  has  been 
unjustly  increased,  said  Board  shall  cause  said 
property  to  be  revalued  on  the  basis  of  said  in- 
creased rent,  and  said  increased  valuation  shall  be 
adopted  as  a  basis  for  taxation  for  the  current 
year." 

Coun.  FOKD — Mr.  President,  before  this  order 
is  referred  I  would  like  to  say  just  a  word.  The 
Board  of  Assessors,  I  understand,  have  received 
over  one  hundred  letters  of  complaint  with  reference 
to  profiteering.  I  have  tried  to  devise  a  method 
by  which  we  could  expose  the  profiteers,  and,  in 
my  opinion,  the  best  way  to  stop  this  sort  of  thing 
is  publicity.  I  have  offered  this  order,  so  that  one 
who  makes  complaint  may  appear  before  the 
Board,  and  the  Board  may  then  summon  the 
landlord  before  it.  Then,  after  the  landlord 
appears,  we  can  then  meet  what  I  conceive  to  be 
the  only  objection  to  Coun.  Watson's  order — 
namely,  that  the  newspapers  would  be  a  little 
slow  in  printing  men's  names  as  profiteers  unless 
the  names  appeared,  in  such  a  way  as  I  suggest,  in 
some  official  place.  If  after  proper  notice  a  profiteer 
appears,  and  it  is  evident  that  he  is  a  profiteer,  the 
papers  can  well,  with  protection,  print  the  names 
and  addresses  of  these  men  who  are  so  profiteering. 
The  assessors  can  then,  when  they  hear  the  story, 
immmediately  increase  the  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty, because  of  the  fact  that  if  the  income 
warrants  it  they  are  justified  in  increasing  the 
valuation.  The  only  objection  to  the  ordinance 
at  the  present  time  is  this,  that  after  the  valuation 
is  increased  the  profiteer  might  immediately 
increase  the  rent  in  proportion.  But  I  thinK  the 
fact  that  publicity  is  given  to  the  situation  and  that 
the  man  is  proved  a  profiteer  will  have  a  tendency, 
first,  to  prevent  him  from  raising  the  rent,  and, 
second,  when  the  names  appear  publicly,  the 
papers  giving  space  to  them,  it  will  put  a  stop  to 
this  sort  of  thing.  It  is  the  same  situation  that  we 
have  had  in.  regard  to  coal  and  fish,  with  reference 
to  handling  all  the  commodities  of  life.  If  we  can 
only  find  out  just  who  the  gentlemen  are  who  are 
creating,  as  has  been  rightly  said  in  this  body, 
more  Bolshevists  than  any  other  propaganda  or 
doctrine,  we  could  readily  destroy  this  sort  of 
thing.  In  fact,  publicity  with  reference  to  this 
profiteering  will  destroy  it. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  tho  Committee 
on  Ordinances.

Whereas,  The  two  street  railway  companies 
now  serving  the  said  Hyde  Park  district  arc  both 
being  assisted  by  remedial  legislation  on  the  part 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  arc 
being  assisted  by  public  taxation; 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  said 
Boston  protest  against  any  discrimination  of  any 
of  its  citizens  and  taxpayers  in  the  matter  of  the 
street  railway  rates,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislature  of  the  Common- 
wealth be  called  upon  to  pass  the  necessary  legis- 
lation so  as  to  provide  that  the  rate  of  fare  for 
transportation  to  Hyde  Park  shall  be  no  more 
than  to  any  other  section  of  the  City  of  Boston 
equally  distant  from  the  centre  of  said  city.  Be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
sent  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  Legislature  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  just  a  word  on  this  matter.  I  intend  to 
vote  "No"  on  the  order,  as  I  believe  the  city  is  not 
getting  the  full  price  that  it  should  get  for  that 
lumber.  I  understand  from  reputable  building 
wreckers,  carpenters  and  builders,  that  the  nails 
alone  in  the  stand,  when  drawn,  are  worth  the  cost 
of  destroying  the  stand.  That  is,  the  salvage 
price  on  the  nails  alone  in  the  stand  will  pay  for 
the  labor  of  tearing  it  down.  The  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings  informed  the  Executive  Com- 


mittee that  there  are  approximately  forty  thousand 
feet  of  lumber.  I  will  say  I  am  satisfied  that  there 
are  upwards  of  fifty  thousand  feet  of  lumber  of 
different  kinds.  The  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  would  not  inform  the  Council  as  to  what 
he  based  the  approximate  number  of  feet  on. 
In  fact,  he  told  the  committee  that  he  knew  but 
did  not  intend  to  give  us  any  information,  for 
reasons  best  known  to  himself.  I  believe  I  might 
as  well  state  plainly  that  in  the  matter  of  the  pur- 
chase of  the  stand  on. the  Common  by  Swift  & 
McNutt,  Swift  &  McNutt  were  not  treated  in  an 
unfriendly  way.  Furthermore,  I  am  opposed  to 
this  sort  of  thing,  because  I  believe  every  time 
when  anything  valued  at  $2,000  or  more  is  sold 
by  the  city  it  should  be  sold  by  auction  after 
public  notice  and  public  bids.  In  this  matter, 
sixteen  public  wreckers  and  builders  were  invited 
to  bid,  to  the  exclusion  of  many  others  in  the 
city  in  the  same  line  of  business.  So  I  intend  to 
register  my  vote  against  the  order,  as  bad  business 
policy. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
declared  passed.  Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  was  passed,  veas  8,  nay  1,  Coun. 
WATSON  voting  "Nay."

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  orders  of  the  City  Council  naming 
certain  public  places  as  follows :  "  Galligan  square, " 


^Roberts  square,"  "Thomas  V.  Murray  square,'' 
"Coyle  square,"  "Shea  square,"  "Perkins square" 
and"  McConnellpark." 

I  have  previously  outlined  my  reasons  for  not 
signing  similar  orders,  and  at  this  time  I  desire  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  accordance 
with  a  suggestion  in  a  previous  letter  to  you  I 
have  just  formed  a  committee  to  compile  a  com- 
plete list,  such  as  is  not  available  at  present,  of 
those  men  whose  records  were  so  conspicuous  before 
death  that  they  are  entitled  to  be  honored  by  us 
individually.  Such  a  list  will  be  of  infinite  value 
and  the  gentlemen  whom  I  have  asked  to  serve  on 
the  committee  to  prepare  this  list  are  as  follows: 

Judge  A.  K.  Cohen,  Walter  L.  Collins,  Rear 
Admiral  H.  O.  Dunn,  Maj.  Gen.  Clarence  R. 
Edwards,  Henry  E.  Hagan,  Lieut.  Paul  H.  Hines, 
Maj.  Robert  Homans,  Judge  Frank  Leveroni, 
Col.  Edward  L.  Logan,  Edward  F.  McGrady, 
Judge  Michael  J.  Murray,  Adj.

I  wish  to  express  my  regret  at  not  feeling  able 
to  coincide  with  the  wishes  of  the  City  Council. 
It  is  not  because  I  do  not  recognize  the  worthiness 
of  the  men  whom  the  City  Council  has  shown  so 
meritorious  a  desire  to  honor,  nor  because  I  in  any 
way  question  the  heroism  of  any  of  them.  It  is 
because  we,  while  the  legally  elected  representa- 
tives of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  are  but  a  small 
percentage  of  the  110,000  voters,  and  a  much 
smaller  percentage  of  the  750,000  citizens.  I  can- 
not help  feeling  that  the  matter  of  naming  squares, 
streets  or  other  public  places  in  honor  of  those  who 
have  fought  our  battles  and  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice  is  of  such  importance  that  it  should  not  be 
done  without  a  more  comprehensive  survey  than 
it  has  been  humanly  possible  for  either  City  Council 
or  Mayor  to  yet  make. 

Furthermore,  I  desire  to  state  that  it  is  far  from 
my  thought  to  detract  in  any  way  from  the  rights 
or  powers  of  the  City  Council.  Not  only  in  this 
important  matter,  but  in  all  respects,  I  wish  at  all 
times  to  cooperate  as  closely  and  harmoniously 
as  possible  with  the  members  of  the  City  Council. 
I  do  not  think  that  the  rights  or  dignity  of  either 
the  City  Council  or  the  Mayor  will  in  any  way 
suffer  from  a  more  deliberate  and  thorough  con- 
sideration of  the  questions  involved  than  has  been 
possible  to  date,  and  I  feel  that  in  the  years  to 
come  wc  shall  all  be  better  satisfied  if  we  act  after 
profound  care  and  thought  in  assigning  what 
ought  to  be  permanent  names  to  squares  and  other 
public  places. 

Furthermore,  I  am  advised  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  that  the  right  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor  to  name  public  squares  is,  to  say  the  least, 
doubtful. 

In  the  record  of  your  proceedings  of  May  5  I 
find  a  note  of  protest  that  I  should  have  vetoed 
similar  orders  passed  by  you  on  an  earlier  occasion 
without  having  consulted  you.  It  is  my  wish  to 
have  the  most  friendly  and  open  communication 
possible  between  your  body  and  myself,  and  it  will 
be  a  pleasure  to  me  at  all  times  to  confer  with  your 
body,  or  with  any  individual  member  or  members 
of  it,  at  any  time  on  any  question  on  which  you 
may  desire  to  consult  me. 

I  also  notice  in  the  records  of  your  proceedings 
a  reference  by  one  of  your  body  to  a  square  which 
was  named  some  months  ago  on  an  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council.  The  naming  of  this  square 
seems  to  illustrate  the  soundness  of  my  present 
position.  Looking  back  I  think  I  should  have 
foreseen  that  the  present  situation  was  likely  to 
arise,  and  had  I  foreseen  it  I  would  then  have 
vetoed  the  order  which  I  signed.  Because  action 
was  taken  in  a  similar  instance,  perhaps  too  hastily, 
is  no  reason  why  we  should  regard  it  as  a  precedent 
now. 

I  trust  that  the  City  Council  will  appreciate  my 
reasons  and  on  consideration  will  join  with  me  in 
friendly  cooperation  in  an  effort  to  achieve  the  best 
possible  results.

CONSOLIDATION   OF  WIRE   AND   FIRE 
DEPARTMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  23,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — When  the  Wire  Department  waB 
originally  organized  it  was  intended  to  have  the 
department  bury,  in  a  certain  specified  number  of 
years,  the  wires  which  were  stretched  on  poles 
down  our  main  thoroughfares.  The  reasons  for 
removing  the  wires  and  poles  were  because  they 
were  dangerous  to  life,  hampezed  the  work  of  the 
Fire  Department,  and  it  was  claimed  that  the  gen- 
eral condition  in  Boston  of  the  overhead  wires 
increased  the  number  of  fires. 

When  the  placing  of  the  wires  underground  was 
accomplished  as  above  stated,  the  Wire  Department 
was  to  cease  to  exist  as  an  independent  department. 
It  is  true  that  the  wires  are  still  being  placed  under- 
ground but  there  is  no  such  far-reaching  problem 
to  work  out  along  the  lines  of  underground  work  as 
existed  when  the  department  was  first  created. 

The  function  of  the  Wire  Department  as  it  is  at 
present  constituted  is  mainly  one  of  inspection. 
Proper  inspection  is  necessary  for  the  prevention  of 
fire,  accidents  to  human  beings  and  to  the  preven- 
tion of  interference  with  the  work  of  the  Fire 
Department  in  its  various  duties.  This  work,  how- 
ever, is  obviously  one  that  can  be  carried  on  just  as 
well  if  done  as  a  subdivision  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  the  merging  of  the  Wire  Department  with 
the  Fire  Department  will  undoubtedly  mean  a 
material  decrease  in  expenditures. 

You  will  recall  that  some  time  ago  the  position 
of  Wire  Commissioner  was  left  vacant  by  the  death 
of  James  E.  Cole.  This  time,  therefore,  seems  most 
opportune  to  effect  a  combination  of  the  Fire  and 
Wire  Departments  and  it  will  not  necessitate  the 
demotion  of  any  city  employee. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying ordinance.

Wire  Department  with  the  Fire  Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  wire  department  is  hereby  con- 
solidated with  and  made  a  part  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment, and  the  subordinates  and  employees  of  the 
wire  department  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  wire 
division  of  the  fire  department  hereinafter  created. 
The  fire  commissioner  shall  exercise  the  p0W(  rs  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  and  imposed  by  law 


upon  the  wire  commissioner.  The  powers,  duties, 
and  appropriations  of  the  wire  department  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  fire  department. 

Sect.  2.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  establish 
in  the  fire  department  a  division  to  be  known  as  the 
wire  division,  and  the  wire  division  shall  be  in  charge 
of  a  deputy  appointed  by  the  fire  commissioner, 
who  under  the  direction  of  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  carry  out  the  provisions  and  requirements  of 
law  relating  to  wires  and  electrical  ajipliances  and 
the  inspection  of  wires  in  the  city  of  Boston.  The 
salary  of  the  deputy  shall  be  fixed  by  the  fire  com- 
missioner, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  3.  The  hours  of  labor  prescribed  for,  and 
the  periods  for  meals  allowed  to,  firemen  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  sixteen  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1914,  as  amended  by  chapter  four  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1917,  shall  not  apply  to  the  deputy, 
subordinates  and  employees  of  the  wire  division  of 
the  fire  department  herein  created. 

Sect.  4.  Chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1914  is  hereby  amended  in  section  five  in 
the  clause  establishing  the  salary  of  the  fire  com- 
missioner by  striking  out  the  words  "  five  thousand  " 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words — seventy- 
five  hundred. 

Sect.  5.  Chapter  thirty-eight  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  repealed.

FORD    MOTOR    PLANT,    SOUTH    BOSTON. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  resolution  of  April  14  relative  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Ford  Motor  Company  plant  at  South 
Boston. 

On  March  18  I  learned  that  Mr.  Ford  was  con- 
sidering the  erection  of  a  motor  factory  in  Boston, 
and  on  the  same  date  I  wrote  him  a  letter  urging 
him  to  decide  on  Boston  as  a  location  for  one  of 
his  factories.  Several  days  later  the  following 
letter  was  received  in  reply: 

March  25,  1919. 
Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters, 
Boston,  Mass.: 

Dear  Mayor, — Your  letter  of  March  IS  addressed 
to  Mr.  Ford  received,  and  in  his  absence  the  writer 
desires  to  advise  that  while  we  have  adopted  the 
policy  of  building  plants  in  various  sections  of  the 
country  to  serve  the  demands  in  various  localities, 
this  will  be  considered  as  our  business  grows.  We 
have  also  adopted  the  plan  of  building  plunts 
where  we  will  have  direct  water  power  facilities. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  contemplating  the 
construction  of  a  factory  near  Troy,  N.  Y.,  at 
Green  Island,  and  in  our  opinion  this  will  ade- 
quately serve  our  purpose  in  the  eastern  territory 
for  so  little  time.

It  was  apparently  the  feeling  of  the  City  Council 
that  it  was  unwise  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
the  future  work  of  this  committee  for  reasons 
which  you  will  doubtless  recall. 

This  committee  had,  however,  up  to  that  time 
incurred  bills  totaling  $1,384.84.  This  total 
expenditure  is  divided  into  two  groups — $533.97 
having  been  expended  for  the  work  of  the  main 
committee,  and  $850.87  having  been  expended  for 
the  work  of  the  Child  Welfare  Committee  which 
was  organized  as  an  adjunct  of  the  Boston  Women's 
Committee  for  Public  Service.

CITY   CONVENTION   HALL. 

The  following  was  presented,  viz. : 

The  City  Planning  Board, 
Boston,  May  26,  1919. 
To  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Boston  City 
Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  City  Planning  Board  submits 
herewith  its  reply  to  order  introduced  by  Coun. 
Watson  at  your  meeting  May  12,  1919,  requesting 
this  Board  to  report  to  your  committee  as  to  a 
central  site  for  a  convention  hall  to  accommodate 
from  20,000  to  25,000  persons. 

While  time  has  not,  of  course,  permitted  any 
detailed  study  of  the  matter,  we  are  glad  to  submit 
our  views  in  a  general  way  herewith. 

The  first  question  to  be  considered  is,  in  our 
opinion,  that  of  accessibility.  A  convention  hall 
such  as  the  order  indicates  should  be  readily 
accessible,  not  only  from  all  parts  of  the  city  itself, 
but  from  the  surrounding  cities  and  towns,  and  also 
to  visitors  from  a  distance  who  may  claim  our 
municipal  hospitality.  This  means  that  it  should 
be  within  easy  reach  of  surface  cars,  rapid  transit 
lines  and  traffic  streets. 

The  second  point  to  be  considered  is  that  of 
property  valuation.  A  large  area  of  land  would  be 
covered  by  the  building  itself,  and  if  an  attempt 
were  made  to  provide  a  dignified  and  appropriate 
setting,  the  expense  would  readily  assume  pro- 
hibitive proportions  unless  the  site  chosen  is  in  a 
relatively  inexpensive  location. 

With  these  factors  in  mind,  we  will  submit  the 
following  suggestions,  together  with  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  respective  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages for  the  purpose  in  mind: 

1.  Near  the  intersection  of  Tremont  street 
and  Broadway  extension. 

Property  in  this  vicinity  is  relatively  low  in 
valuation;  the  locality  is  readily  accessible  from  all 
points;  and  an  imposing  public  building  would  do 
much  to  enhance  property  values  and  improve 
the  general  character  of  the  district. 

2.  The  old  Huntington  avenue  baseball 
grounds.  This  is  a  large  open  tract  of  land, 
directly  opposite  the  Opera  House,  and  in  close 
proximity  to  Symphony  Hall,  the  Conservatory  of 
Music,  Horticultural  Hall,  and  other  public  and 
semi-public  buildings.  A  convention  hall  in  this 
locality  would  constitute  an  appropriate  addition 
to  the  well-established  civic  ana  educational  center 
already  existing.  The  land  is  inexpensive;  it  is 
well  adapted  to  the  construction  of  a  large  public 
building,  and  no  dispossession  of  homes  would  be 
required.  On  the  other  hand,  transportation 
facilities  to  and  from  the  district  are  entirely 
inadequate,  but  this  could  no  doubt  be  regulated 
in  a  measure  by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand. 

A  definite  recommendation  would  necessitate  a 
vast  amount  of  study  of  transportation  facilities 
and  possibilities  and  a  comparison  of  property 
valuations,  which  we  have  made  no  attempt  to 
undertake.  We  merely  offer  these  two  suggestions 
to  your  honorable  committee  as  indicative  of  our 
best  judgment,  based  upon  a  more  or  less  hasty 
survey.

NAMING    OF   SQUARES   AND   PARKS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  public  square  bounded  by 
Prescott,  White  and  Eutaw  streets,  in  East  Boston, 
which  has  never  been  named,  will  be  named  and 
known  hereafter  as  "Burns  Square,"  in  honor  of  the 
memory  of  Maurice  J.  Burns,  who  was  killed  when 
the  steamship  "Mt.  Vernon"  was  torpedoed,  and 
who  had  he  lived  would  have  been  honored  for 
bravery  as  proven  conclusively  from  letters  received 
from  the  captain  and  other  officers  of  the  ship  and 
now  in  possession  of  the  boy's  parents. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference  in  order  that  the  order 
may  go  upon  its  passage  here  today.  The  order 
speaks  for  itself.  In  connection  with  it  I  want 
to  read  a  letter  which  I  have  received  from  the 
family  of  this  boy,  so  that  it  may  appear  in  the 
record: 

The  Cunard  Steamship  Company ,  Limited, 
Cunard  Building,  126  State  Street. 
Boston,  May  22,  1919. 
Henry  F.  Hagan,  Esq.,  Boston,  Mass.: 

Dear  Sir,' — From  the  Press  of  yesterday  I  learned 
that  his  Honor  Mayor  Peters  has  appointed  you  a 
member  of  his  committee  to  redesignate  streets, 
squares  and  other  public  places  in  honor  of  the  boys 
who  were  killed  or  died  while  in  the  service.  In  view 
of  that  I  respectfully  call  to  your  attention  that 
I  had  two  sons  in  the  service  and  my  brother  had 
three,  one  of  them,  Maurice  J.  by  name,  was  killed 
when  the  steamship  "Mt.  Vernon"  was  torpedoed 
and  from  letters  from  the  captain  and  other 
officers  of  the  ship  now  in  my  brother's  hands,  his 
son,  if  he  had  lived,  would  have  been  honored  for 
bravery.  Now  as  it  is  possible  for  your  committee 
to  do  honor  I  will  call  your  attention  to  a  small 
square  in  East  Boston,  bounded  by  Prescott, 
White  and  Eutaw  streets,  which  has  no  name  and 
it  is  very  near  the  Burns  residence,  so  in  your 
inspection  of  various  places  I  hope  you  can  see 
your  way  clear  to  name  that  park  or  square  for 
my  brother's  boy. 

The  Burns  family  have  resided  in  East  Boston 
nearly  one  hundred  years,  my  father  having  come 


from  the  old  world  in  1830,  rearing  a  large  family 
and  we  still  live  in  East  Boston. 

Hoping  the  matter  will  also  prove  favorable  to 
the  rest  of  the  committee.

This  letter  speaks  a  whole  volume.  While  I  know 
the  wishes  of  the  Mayor  in  this  matter,  I  have  seen 
fit  to  present  the  order  at  this  time,  believing  that 
honor  should  be  done  to  this  boy,  who  has  been  a 
resident  of  that  district  all  his  life,  and  whose 
family  have  been  identified  with  East  Boston  for 
one  hundred  years.  I  believe  the  letter  sets  forth 
the  facts  more  clearly,  showing  why  we  should  do 
honor  to  this  boy  in  the  way  suggested,  than  all  the 
deliberations  of  military  experts  who  might  sit 
down  and  ponder  on  the  matter  could  possibly  do 
I  trust,  Mr.  President,  that  the  order  will  be  placed 
upon  its  passage. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Do  I  understand  the  gentle- 
man to  press  his  motion  at  this  time,  without  giving 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  more  chance  for 
deliberation?  Do  I  understand  that  he  wants  the 
order  placed  immediately  upon  its  passage? 

Coun.  HAGAN- — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  any- 
body who  cares  to  consider  it  in  committee,  I  will 
say  that  I  believe  in  having  orders  at  this  time  go 
lo  committee  when  further  information  and  in- 
vestigation is  desired.  I  do  feel,  however,  that 
these  orders  for  naming  public  squares  are  entirely 
within  our  jurisdiction,  and  the  fact  is  that  this 
Council  has  heretofore  passed  some  of  these  orders 
without  their  being  referred  to  committee.  I  had 
therefore  suggested  that  that  course  be  pursued  in 
this  case.  I  will,  however,  withdraw  my  motion 
if  there  is  any  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to 
have  the  order  referred  to  the  committee.  Does 
Mr.  Collins  express  such  a  desire? 

Coun.  COLLINS— I  do,  Mr.  President.  This 
order  and  other  orders  of  the  kind  should  be 
referred  to  committee,  and  I  think  their  being 
pressed  for  passage  immediately  upon  their  intro- 
duction is  establishing  a  bad  precedent  in  this 
Council.  I  think  it  is  unprecedented  to  ask  for  a 
suspension  of  the  rule,  under  the  circumstances. 
At  previous  meetings,  after  action  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  we  have  taken  such  action, 
but  that  was  not  immediately  upon  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  orders.  I  think  it  is  a  bad  practice  to 
permit  hasty  action  upon  such  orders,  and  I  ask, 
therefore,  that  this  order  take  the  usual  course. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection,  as  long  as  Coun.  Collins  wishes  it  to  go 
to  the  committee.  Still,  I  would  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  almost,  if  not  all.  of  the  orders  that 
have  been  presented  to  the  Council  naming  squares 
in  honor  of  boys  who  have  died  in  the  service  have 
been  passed  in  this  body  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.     I  will,  however,  withdraw  my  motion. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands. 

Ordered,  That  the  beach  and  playground  now 
known  as  Savin  Hill  Beach  and  Playground  be 
named  and  known  hereafter  as  "  McConnell  Park," 
to  honor  the  memory  of  Capt.  Joseph  McConnell  of 
the  101st  Regiment  of  the  26th  Division,  who 
formerly  was  a  resident  of  this  section  of  Dorches- 
ter, and  was  the  ranking  officer  from  the  Dorchester 
district  to  make  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Lands. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President.  I  move  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference,  trusting  that  the  order 
will  be  put  upon  its  passage  today.  My  offering  of 
this  particular  order  at  this  time  is  simply  and  solely 
to  keep  it  alive.  It  has  been  killed  by  the  Mayor's 
veto.  This  particular  order  has  passed  the  Council 
twice  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  and  I  feel,  there- 
fore, that  there  is  no  special  need  today  of  having 
it  referred  to  committee.  I  trust  that  we  will  pass 
it  under  suspension  of  the  rule  at  this  time,  as  has 
been  done  in  the  past. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President.  I  think  the 
same  treatment  should  be  accorded  the  order  that 
has  been  accorded  the  other  order.  I  think  that  is 
particularly  so  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  order  has 
been  twice  vetoed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  I  have 
known  the  gentleman  whose  name  my  friend 
opposite  wishes  to  honor  perhaps  as  long  as  or  longer 
than  any  other  member  of  this  body.  I  have 
known  him  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  I  object 
most  strenuously  to  having  his  name  made  a  foot- 
ball of  political  controversy.  It  strikes  me  while 
the  settlement  of  this  whole  matter  is  pending  we 
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should  go  slowly.  An  issue  has  already  been  drawn 
between  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  in  regard 
to  some  of  these  orders,  and  I  think  at  the  present 
time  the  proper  and  wise  thing  for  us  to  do,  not  only 
in  fairness  to  the  possible  future  prospects  of  suc- 
cess of  the  order,  but  with  due  consideration  to  the 
honor  of  the  memory  of  Joseph  McConnell,  is  to 
refer  the  order  to  the  committee,  not  acting  upon 
it  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  argument 
advanced  by  Coun.  Collins  appeals  to  me  as  sound, 
and  logical.  When  any  member  of  the  Council 
wants  to  consider  a  matter  in  committee,  I  am 
always  most  anxious  to  grant  him  that  privilege,  if 
possible,  and  therefore  I  withdraw  my  motion. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands. 

Ordered,  Thai,  the  public  square  located  at  the 
junction  of  Hancock  street  and  Columbia  road, 
Dorchester,  and  now  unnamed,  shall  be  named  and 
known  hereafter  as  "Chapman  Square,"  to  honor 
the  memory  of  Henry  M.  Chapman,  who  was  a  resi- 
dent of  the  Upham's  Corner  section  and  the  first 
soldier  to  die  in  foreign  service  from  the  Upham's 
Corner  section  of  the  Dorchester  district. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference,  hoping  it  will  not 
prevail.  I  would  suggest,  as  a*  matter  of  record, 
that  the  Mayor  told  me  on  the  evening  of  the  ban- 
quet to  General  Sherburne  that  he  thought  squares 
should  bear  a  more  plain  identification  of  the 
individuals  for  whom  they  were  named.  That  is 
instead  of  calling  a  square  plain  "Jones  Square," 
or  "Smith  Square,"  he  thought,  the  man's  name 
should  be  more  fully  set  forth —  as"  Lieut.  John 
Jones  Square,"  or  "Capt.  Arthur  P.  Jones  Square," 
and  that  on  the  tablet  of  commemoration  should 
state  where  the  man  was  born,  where  he  died,  and 
the  service  he  rendered  to  his  country's  cause.  I 
would  suggest  to  the  gentleman  opposite  that 
I  think  his  orders,  mine,  and  other  orders  that 
have  been  offered  naming  squares  after  soldiers 
and  sailors,  would  get  more  consideration  at  the 
hands  of  the  Mayor  if  they  were  more  plainly 
identified,  giving  a  more  complete  description  of 
the  individual  in  whose  honor  they  were  named. 
Today,  for  instance,  I  introduced  a  petition  from 
the  Roxbury  Historical  Society  asking  the  city 
government  to  name  the  square  at  the  j  unction  of 
Centre  street  and  another  street  in  Jamaica  Plain 
after  the  father  of  Edwin  U.  Curtis,  the  Police 
Commissioner.  I  think  the  name  '  'Curtis"  would 
not  be  sufficient.  There  are  a  thousand  Curtises 
in  Boston,  and  a  thousand  Curtises  who  have  died 
in  the  past.  Some  were  good  men  and  some  were 
bad  men.  That  square  should  be  properly  iden- 
tified, in  my  opinion,  giving  the  full  name  of  Mr. 
Curtis  to  the  square  named  in  his  honor.  I  make 
the  suggestion  that  members  offering  orders  may 
receive  more  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
Chief  Executive  of  this  city  if  they  bear  that  in 
mind  in  the  future  than  they  have  in  the  past. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was  refused, 
and  the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  CONTRACTS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Public  Works  Department  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  advise  the  City  Council 
why  additions  to  contracts  they  have  been  giving 
out  in  the  Paving  Service  in  amounts  over  $1,000 
have  not  been  advertised,  and  to  advise  the  City 
Council  particularly  in  reference  to  an  addition  of 
$8,800  on  the  contract  with  the  Bermudcz  Com- 
pany for  sheet  asphalt  pavement  in  Saratoga 
street,  from  Chelsea  to  Bennington,  and  in  an 
addition  of  $5,600  on  contract  with  Bernard  E. 
Grant  for  granite  block  pavement  in  Commercial 
and  Causeway  streets,  from  Hanover  to  Wash- 
ington street,  and  an  addition  of  s:-;,il[)!i  on  account 
with  Bermudez  Company  for  asphalt  pavement  in 
East  Newton  street,  from  Washington  street  to" 
Albany  streel . 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President.  I  move  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference.  I  think — .and  I  know  I 
am  treading  on  dangerous  ground — it  is  high  time 
that  we  confine  ourselves  to  the  duties  for  which 
we   were   elected.     We   have   no   more   right   to 


interfere  with  the  departments  than  the  depart- 
ments have  to  interfere  with  us.  The  gentleman 
opposite  said  to  me  a  year  ago  that  we  ought  to 
stop  attempting  to  legislate  at  Washington  and 
attend  to  our  business  here.  Now,  why  waste  the 
time  of  our  Executive  Committee  with  orders 
upon  matters  we  have  no  right  to  bother  with? 
I  think  the  entire  Council  will  agree  with  me  that 
we  are  getting  considerably  off  the  track  when  we 
attempt  to  ask  the  head  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  ridiculous  questions.  If  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  has  not  power  enough  over  his  depart- 
ment heads  to  make  them  do  things  according  to 
law,  then  let  the  people  elect  somebody  in  his 
place  who  will  exercise  power  over  them.  I  have 
sufficient  confidence  in  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  as  far 
as  the  conduct  of  the  department  is  concerned,  to 
leave  such  matters  to  him  and  to  the  department 
heads.  To  the  gentleman  who  is  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  not  one  single  breath  of  scandal 
has  attached;  not  one  single  criticism  founded  on 
substantial  reasons  has  been  made  of  him.  He 
appeared  here  before  our  committee  the  other  day 
and  underwent  a  grilling  by  the  entire  Council 
concerning  his  department  and  came  out,  in  my 
opinion,  a  bigger  man  than  when  he  began.  When 
the  question  came  up  of  increasing  wages  of  de- 
serving employees  who  had  been  overlooked,  he 
frankly  said  "I  will  look  into  it  and  regulate  it." 
That  has  been  his  position  right  along.  Let  him 
attend  to  his  work,  putting  in  eight  or  ten  hours  a 
day  with  his  duties  over  there,  as  he  has  been  doing, 
and  don't  bother  and  pester  him  with  ridiculous 
questions.  I  sincerely  trust  that  we  will  not  only 
reconsider  the  reference,  but  that  we  will  kill  the 
order  here  and  now. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
opposite  has  built  up  a  man  of  straw,  that  he  might 
have  the  supreme  pleasure  of  knocking  him  down 
again.  He  tried  to  throw  dust  in  my  eyes  and 
yours  by  confusing  the  issue,  implying  that  there 
are  certain  things  involved  in  the  order  that  are 
not  there  at  all.  This  is  simply  an  order  asking 
for  information,  making  such  a  request  as  every 
individual  citizen  of  Boston  has  a  right  to  make  as 
an  individual,  and  which  I  think  I,  as  a  member  of 
this  Council,  have  a  right  to  make.  I  know  what 
the  law  calls  for.  It  calls  for  the  advertising  of 
contracts  involving  an  expenditure  of  over  a 
thousand  dollars  before  they  are  given  out,  and  I 
am  wondering  why  that  has  not  been  done,  why 
the  law  has  been  evaded.  I  don't  say  that  it  has 
been  evaded  intentionally,  recklessly,  or  without 
due  regard  for  the  public  interest.  I  am  making 
no  charge  whatsoever  against  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works.  The  gentleman  opposite  docs 
not  have  to  defend  the  commissioner  from  me. 
The  commissioner  does  not  need  any  defence  from 
the  gentleman  or  anybody  else.  He  stands  on  his 
own  feet,  he  is  well  known  in  the  community, 
and  he  is  respected  by  all  who  know  him  in  the 
community.  I  simply  feel  that  I  am  entitled  to 
this  information  in  my  individual  capacity,  and 
particularly  as  a  member  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  a  single  word, 
and  I  am  through.  The  gentleman  has  a  perfect 
right  to  get  that  information.  He  has  got  a  right  to 
go  and  get  it  there  individually.  He  can  get  it  by 
applying  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  in 
person,  calling  on  him  or  writing  him  a  letter.  1 
don't  want  to  obtain  the  information  in  this  way. 
I  can  get  it.  likewise,  by  going  there. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was  refused,  and 
the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Isn't    that    con  >n't    think    the    Public

considered  further.

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  know 
something  about  conditions  over  there,  and  I  think 
the  gentleman  should  at  least  have  shown  me  the 
order  before  he  presented  it. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  meant  to  do  so. 

Coun.  McDONALD — If  there  are  any  orders  to 
be  presented  for  improvements  over  there,  I  think 
I  ought  to  know  something  about  them. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  let  me  say  that 
I  thoroughly  agree  with  that  statement  and  that  I 
intended  to  submit  the  order  to  Coun.  McDonald. 
I  forgot  that  it  was  in  the  batch  I  sent  up  to  the 
Chair.  If  this  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Public 
Works  Department,  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  change 
the  designation  of  the  department.  Personally,  I 
would  like  very  much  to  have  that  order,  if  agree- 
able to  him,  credited  to  Coun.  McDonald,  and  not 
to  me  at  all. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


HALF-HOLIDAYS,  CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  the  following: 

lies  lived,  That  the  City  Council  advise  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  that  they  disapprove  of  the  prac- 
tice now  in  force  in  the  city  departments  because 
of  emergency  conditions  requiring  city  employees 
to  work  and  forego  their  Saturday  half-holiday 
and  their  Sunday  holiday,  and  in  return  for  same 
are  given  equal  time  off  at  some  period  during 
each  week  and  the  period  in  question  being  at 
the  option  of  the  foreman  or  division  head,  and 
the  City  Council  believe  this  is  an  unfair  prac- 
tice and  in  a  measure  an  evasion  of  the  law, 
and  therefore  the  City  Council  do  strongly  urge 
upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  department  heads 
be  instructed  not  to  compel  city  employees  to 
work  against  their  wishes  on  Saturdays  or  on 
Sundays  or  public  holidays,  and  that  in  all  cases 
where  the  emergency  requires  city  employees  to  be 
at  work  that  the  service  rendered  be  voluntary  on 
the  part  of  the  city  employee,  and  that  in  all 
such  cases  they  be  paid  in  cash  instead  of  time  off, 
and  the  remuneration  for  holidays  and  Sundays  and 
Saturday  half-holidays  will  be  at  the  rate  of  double 
time  for  hours  of  service  rendered. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference  with  the  hope  that  the 
same  will  not  prevail.  The  sense  of  the  order  is  to 
overcome,  offset  and  correct,  if  possible,  a  condition 
of  affairs  that  I  think  is  bad,  as  has  been  brought 
out  very  pointedly  in  my  estimation  at  public 
hearings  on  the  budget  before  the  Appropriation 
Committee.  I  have  talked  with  a  good  many  men 
in  the  city  service,  particularly  men  in  the  laboring 
force  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Departments,  as 
well  as  in  other  lines  of  work  connected  with  city 
employ,  where  there  are  emergency  conditions  that 
come  up  that  compel  the  men  to  be  at  work  over 
a  period  of  seven  days.  Those  men  are  given  time 
off  because  the  city  ordinance  says  they  shall  have 
their  Saturday  half-holiday,  and  the  law  is  explicit 
that  they  shall  not  be  required  to  work  more  than 
six  days  a  week.  So.  to  overcome  that  difficulty, 
ways  and  means  have  been  devised  by  heads  of 
departments  to  in  a  measure  evade  the  law.  Men 
are  called  upon  to  work  Saturday  half-holidays 
and  holidays  and  Sundays,  and  it  has  been  brought 
out  that  those  men  are  given  time  for  time.  But 
they  are  not  put  on  a  par  with  a  man  doing  work 
not  of  an  emergency  nature.  If  a  man,  when 
Saturday  afternoon  comes,  knows  that  he  is  going 
to  have  his  half-holiday,  he  can  invite  his  friends 
or  his  family  and  go  to  the  beach  or  to  some  other 
resort,  or  can  stay  home,  if  he  pleases,  doing  on 
Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday  as  he  likes.  But 
a  man  doing  emergency  work  may  be  called  upon 
to  work  Saturday  afternoon  ant!  Sunday,  and  he 
can  make  no  provision  ahead  for  enjoyment  of  that 
sort.  He  cannot  even  reckon  ahead  as  to  the  time 
he  will  get.  lie  is  perhaps  given  Tuesday.  Wednes- 
day, Thursday,  different  days  in  different  weeks, 
at  the  option  of  his  foreman.  Therefore,  he  has 
little  to  depend  on  in  the  way  of  information  ahead, 
so  that  he  can  make  plans.  Then,  if  he  has  to 
take  some  time  in  the  middle  of  the  week,  his 
children  are  at  school,  whereas  on  Saturday  after- 
noons and  Sundays  they  are  at  liberty,  and  he  can, 
if  he  wishes,  arrange  a  plan  whereby  all  can  join 
together,ui^some  sort  of  an  outing.  I  think  the 
presenf>practice  is  an  unfair  one.  I  think  all  the 
city  departments  appreciate  the  fact  that  some 
action  should  be  taken,  and  the  least  we  can  do 


is  to  let  the  heads  of  the  departments  know  our 
wishes  and  feelings  in  the  matter,  through  this 
order  or  a  similar  one,  which  will  meet  the  wishes 
of  the  body,  with  a  view  to  having  the  present 
practice  discontinued.  I  would  like  to  see  it 
arranged  so  that  in  no  case  shall  a  man  working  in 
a  department  where  there  is  no  emergency  requiring 
it,  be  compelled  to  work  for  seven  days,  and  that  if 
he  volunteers  to  work,  instead  of  paying  him  time 
for  time,  giving  hirn  some  substitute  time  in  the 
next  week,  he  shall  receive  his  remuneration  in 
money,  which  he  will  appreciate  more  and  which 
he  needs  more  than  he  does  the  time;  that  if  he  is 
going  to  work  on  a  Saturday  afternoon  or  on 
Sunday,  he  should  certainly  receive  the  same 
amount  of  consideration  that  is  given  to  every  other 
craftsman,  receiving  double  pay  for  work  on  half- 
holidays,  holidays  and  Sundays.  That  is  the  sense 
of  the  order,  to  correct  an  evil  that  exists. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  appreciate 
what  the  gentleman  opposite  is  trying  to  do,  and 
I  would  like  to  help  him  do  it.  But  I  do  think 
he  is  going  the  wrong  way  about  it.  If  he  will 
consult  with  our  secretary,  Mr.  Chisholm,  or  with 
other  men  who  have  been  in  the  service  here  for  a 
long  time,  members  of  the  Council  and  officers  of 
this  body,  he  might  have  his  orders  drawn  up  in 
proper  form  so  that  I  could  at  times  support  him 
with  them.  In  his  resolution  he  makes  what 
purports  to  be  a  statement  of  fact.  Before  I  vote 
for  an  order  which  sets  forth  what  is  claimed 
to  be  a  statement  of  fact,  I  want  to  be  sure  that 
it  is  a  fact.  He  assumes  a  certain  condition 
to  exist.  I  do  not  know  that  it  does  exist. 
Furthermore,  he  wants  double  time  for  overtime 
of  the  workmen  in  the  Public  Works  Department. 
How  about  double  time  for  the  elevator  men,  for 
some  of  the  clerks  we  see  around  here,  for  the 
City  Messenger  Department,  for  Mr.  Chisholm? 
Why  pick  out  any  class  to  receive  double  time  for 
overtime  work?  He  ought  to  know  that  his 
proposition  is  ridiculous.  Time  and  a  half  for 
overtime  on  holidays  and  Sundays  is  fair  enough, 
and  the  men  will  be  satisfied  if  they  get  that. 
Why  kill  a  proposition  that  may  have  some  good 
in  it  if  it  is  properly  worked  out,  under  a  proper 
order?  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  gentle- 
man opposite  when  he  draws  his  orders,  instead  of 
writing  letters  to  himself  on  his  typewriter  consult 
with  the  men  down  here,  men  who  have  had  a 
good  deal  of  experience  in  the  public  service  and 
who  know  how  to  draw  orders.  Consult  Mr. 
Lane.  Mr.  McDonald,  Mr.  Collins  or  Mr.  Ford, 
or  our  City  Clerk  or  Assistant  City  Clerk.  Con- 
sult with  them.  Then  you  will  arrive  at  a  proper 
form  for  the  orders  which  you  put  in.  But  don't 
make  this  body  ridiculous.  LTse  some  intelligence. 
In  the  vernacular  of  the  day.  "Use  your  bean," 
once  in  a  while.  Doesn't  the  gentleman  know 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  is  now  try- 
ing to  arrange  so  that  the  men  will  have  five  and 
..in  half  .lays  work  and  will  receive  pay  for  the 
six  days?  Doesn't  he  know  that  when  they  work 
overtime  it  is  being  arranged  for  in  the  budget 
that  they  shall  be  paid  time  and  a  half?  Why 
take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  with  such  ridicu- 
lous orders  as  the  gentleman  offers?  I  trust  that 
th.'  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee will  be  reconsidered,  and  that  the  order  will 
then  be  killed. 

Coun.  HAGAX — Mr.  President,  I  sincerely  hope 
that  in  the  near  future  an  opportunity  may  be 
given  to  the  gentleman  opposite  to  vote  to  kill  the 
order,  because  a  vote  on  his  part  to  kill  the  order 
will  be  a  material  aid  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  as 
it  will  help  kill  the  gentleman. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  welcome  the 
opportunity.  I  stand  ready  to  vote  against  the 
order  now. 

Coun.  HAGAX — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
sees  fit  in  his  superior  wisdom  to  advise  me  to 
come  and  consult  with  him  and  others. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  did  not  ask  you  to  come 
to  me. 

Coun.  HAGAN — He  suggests  that  I  present  my 
orders  to  other  menpers  and  to  officers  here  and 
ask  for  their  serious  consideration  and  approval, 
Ijefore  offering  them  in  this  body.  I  do  not  ask 
any  member  of  this  Council  to  refer  his  orders  to 
me,  and  I  never  knew  the  gentleman  opposite 
to  do  that — and  I  hope  he  never  will.  I  see  no 
particular  reason  why  I  should  be  called  on  lo  con- 
sult with  the  gentleman  opposite  or  with  other 
members  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  orders  which 
I  present  to  them  in  good  faith  for  proper  thought 
and  consideration.  And  let  me  saj-,  taking  all  the 
individuals  in  the  entire  city,  that  the  last  person 
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I   would  go  to  for  any  sound,  solid  and  logical 
advice  is  the  gentleman  opposite. 

Coun.  MCDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  the  order,  as  far  as  it  goes,  while  it  contains 
a  lot  of  things  that  are  not  necessary,  is  all  right. 
But  it  does  not  get  anywhere;  it  will  not  get  the 
desired  result.  There  is  an  ordinance  on  our 
books  that  provides  that  all  city  employees  shall 
have  Saturday  afternoon  off,  but  there  is  a  string 
on  it  and  we  know  it.  The  string  was  put  on  it 
against  my  wishes.  I  introduced  the  original 
ordinance,  and  the  string  was  attached  to  it  after- 
wards, by  saying  "except  in  emergency  cases." 
If  the  gentleman  is  sincere  and  wants  to  do  some- 
thing for  the  city  employees,  let  him  put  in  an 
ordinance  to  that  effect,  amending  the  present 
ordinances.  Today  a  circular  is  being  sent  by  the 
Mayor  to  heads  of  departments  saying  that  they 
must  not  let  their  overtime  lapse  more  than  three 
months,  but  must  make  it  up  at  once.  That  shows 
that  the  Mayor  is  in  favor  of  overtime  and  of 
paying  for  overtime.  Now,  amend  the  present 
ordinance  so  that  it  will  make  a  provision  as  to 
what  should  be  done,  and  make  it  mandatory  that 
city  employees  shall  enjoy  Saturday  half-holidays 
in  the  summer  time  or  throughout  the  year,  and 
that  if  they  have  to  work  on  half-holidays  or 
holidays  they  shall  be  paid  double  time.  But  you 
are  not  going  to  get  any  where  in  this  way,  by  saying 
it  is  the  sense  of  the  City  Council  that  such  and 
such  a  thing  be  done,  because  it  is  not  orders  put 
in  here  calling  on  heads  of  departments  to  permit 
their  employees  to  have  Saturday  half-holidays 
and  calling  on  them  to  pay  such  and  such  an  amount 
for  overtime  that  produce  results.  They  never 
pay  any  attention  to  them,  never  have  given  any 
notice  to  them  in  the  past,  and,  of  course,  will  not 
do  so  now,  because  we  have  no  right  to  interfere 
except  through  an  ordinance.  Coun.  Watson  is 
perfectly  right  when  he  says  these  orders  don't 
mean  anything  and  don't  get  us  anywhere,  don't 
get  any  result.  If  we  intend  to  do  anything  sub- 
stantial, let  us  amend  the  ordinance  and  make  it 
mandatory  that  everybody  shall  enjoy  Saturday 
afternoons  and  holidays,  except  in  extreme  emer- 
gency cases,  where  there  is  a  break  or  something, 
in  that  case  paying  the  proper  amount  that  should 
be  paid  for  overtime.  But  I  am  sick  and  tired  of 
voting  for  orders  asking  heads  of  departments  if 
they  will  do  this  or  will  do  that.  Let  us  go  at  this 
right,  and  if  not  let  us  not  do  it  at  all. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  accept  the 
challenge  of  the  gentleman  opposite  in  the  matter  of 
my  being  killed  because  of  opposing  an  order  of  this 
sort.  I  presume  he  meant  that  I  would  be  killed 
politically,  not  physically,  although  he  did  not 
make  it  very  clear  in  that  respect.  I  assume  that 
it  is  his  wish  to  kill  me  politically.  The  gentleman 
opposite  was  used  four  years  ago  to  draw  my  fire 
and  defeat  me  for  the  City  Council.  He  has 
admitted  it.  He  told  me  that  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  used  him  as  a  red  flag  for  me,  so 
that  I  would  lose  my  head  in  Pemberton  square, 
thereby  electing  the  Good  Government  slate.  He 
told  me  that  himself.  He  is  trying  that  again 
but,  thank  God!  I  am  not  going  to  fall  for  his  bait, 
I  accept  his  challenge.  I  am  a  candidate  for  the 
City  Council,  and  I  would  refuse  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association's  indorsement  even  if  it  were 
tendered  to  me. 

President  FORD — The  Chair  has  allowed  a  good 
deal  of  latitude  here,  but  the  gentleman  must 
confine  himself  to  the  question. 

Coun.  WATSON— Please  let  me  finish. 
President  FORD — The  gentleman  may  proceed 
but  he  must  confine  himself  to  the  question,  which 
is  on  reconsideration  of  the  reference. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  shall  try  to 
confine  myself  to  the  question.  I  will  conclude 
my  statement  by  saying  this:  I  believe  in  good 
government.  I  stand  by  good  government, 
federal,  state  and  city.  I  am  ashamed  of  no  vote 
of  mine  in  public  life.  I  have  erred,  but  the  error 
has  been  honest.  I  want  to  say  that  I  do  not  seek 
and  do  not  expect  any  tender  of  support  or  indorse- 
ment by  the  Good  Government  Association,  and 
if  it  were  tendered  to  me  I  would  have  to  refuse  it. 
Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  in  reply  to  the 
remarks  of  Coun.  McDonald,  I  will  say  that  the 
order  as  presented  by  me,  if  it  goes  into  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  to  which  committee  it  has  been 
referred,  will  receive  due,  proper  and  serious 
consideration.  I  wish  to  say  that  no  order  I 
present  here  will  ever  be  considered  by  rue.  nor  w  ill 
I  so  consider  any  order  presented  by  anybody  else, 
as  an  order  which  it  is  improper  to  amend,  or  which 
is  infalliable  in  the  judgment  it  shows.     The  order 


as  presented  is  the  product  of  my  own  thought, 
and  is   referred   to   the   serious   consideration   of 
eight  other  men,  and  when  the  order  is  presented 
here  it   becomes  the  property  not  of  me   as  an 
individual  but  of  every  member  of  the  Council, 
to  consider,  adopt,  reject  or  amend,  as  their  judg- 
ment may  dictate.     I   am  perfectly   willing  and 
most    anxious    to    have    this    order    corrected    or 
amended  in  any  form  that  will  attain  the  result 
aimed  at.     There  is  but  one  object  in  my  mind. 
If  I  have  not  approached  it  by  the  right  avenue, 
I  am  willing  to  retrace  my  steps  and  take  another 
course.     I  am  willing  to  listen  to  anything  that 
Coun.    McDonald   or  any   other   member   of   the 
Council  may  say  to  me  that  will  result  in  correcting 
or  amending  the  order,  perhaps  making  it  manda- 
tory, if  deemed  advisable,  so  that  it  may  be  fruit- 
ful in  results  to  our  city  employees,  many  of  whom, 
I  think,  are  not  now  being  rightly  used  by  the  city. 
I  am  entirely  willing  that  it  should  be  placed  in  the 
form  of  an  ordinance,  or  in  any  form  which  may 
be  deemed  advisable,  by  correction  or  amendment 
after  it  has  been  considered  by  the  members.     I 
am  absolutely  sincere  in  this  matter.     The  only 
object  of  the  order  is  to  accomplish  one  result — 
to  have  men  work  Saturday  afternoons,  holidays 
and  Sundays,  if   they  want  to  do  so,  and  not  be 
compelled  to  do  so  if   they  don't  want  to,  and  if 
they  do   work  Saturday  half-holidays  and  other 
holidays  and  Sundays,  I  believe  I  want  to  have 
them  receive  a  cash  considsration  for  their  work 
and  to  be  paid  double  time.     Arrive  at  that  result 
in  any  way  you  want,  as  long  as  you  do  arrive  at  it. 
Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  had  no 
intention  of  saying  anything  on  this  matter  until 
I  heard  the  last  few  remarks  of  the  councilor  on  the 
other  side.   The  moment  you  allow  an  employee  to 
use  his  judgment  as  to  whether  he  desires  to  work 
or  not,  you  are  going  to  see  the  condition  referred 
to  by  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Commission  the 
other  day.     He  said  that  no  action  of  his  would 
stop  any  laborer  if  he  found  him  working  on  Sun- 
day, that  if  he  happened'to  find  a  laborer  working 
on  Sunday  on  a  gasolene  engine,  no  action  of  his 
would  stop  him  from  so  working.     If  we  are  going 
to   allow   heads   of   departments   of   the   City   of 
Boston  to  let  things  run  haphazard,  I  don't  know 
what  the  result  is  going  to  be.     We  heard  that 
statement  of  Chairman  Shea  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment last  week,  he  would  allow  a  man  to  work 
without  orders  from  anybody,  or  something  they 
knew  nothing  about,  and  if  that  sort  of  thing  is 
going  to  happen  I  think  we  will  find  more  city 
employees  working  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sun- 
days than  have  ever  worked  in  the  past.     Now, 
if  you  really  want  to  do  something  in  this  matter, 
why  not  do  as  Coun.  McDonald  says,  if  I  may  be 
permitted  to  use  his  name?     Put  in  an  ordinance 
to  change  the  present  city  ordinance.     In  the  Print- 
ing Department  for  the  last  five  Saturdays  they 
have  been  compelled  to  work.     Ever  since  the  new 
curator  has   been   appointed   temporarily   in   the 
Park  Department  the  men  have  had  to  work  more 
on  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sundays.     He   has 
made  everybody  who  worked  in   Franklin   Park 
work  on  Saturday  afternoons,  and  in  the  Aqua- 
rium in  South  Boston  they  have  been  compelled 
to   work    Saturday   afternoons   and    Sundays.     I 
believe  the  only  right  way  to  go  about  this  is  not 
by  a  request  but  by  a  mandatory  order,  and  then 
we,  as  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  will 
see  that  the  law  is  lived  up  to.      The  chair/nan  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  told  you 
the  other  night  that  he  did  nol   think  I  lie  Boston 
City  Council  or  I  lie  Maj  •»'  oi  Boston  had  anything 
to  do  with  that  department.     Such  orders  as  the 
gentleman  is  now  introducing  have  been  put  in 
here,  as  has  been  said,  on  many  occasions,  phony 
orders  to  get.  headlines  in  tlir  newspapers,  that 
they  may  of  advantage   from   time   to  time  for 
political  purposes,    (see  according  to.  this  morning's 
papers  that  men  in  one  of  the  <-it.\    d(  partmentt

Memorial,  at  which  they  appointed  a  committee 
to  wait  on  the  Boston  City  Council  and  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  to  find  out  why  they  were  not  going  to 
get  retroactive  pay  under  an  order  that  was  passed 
here  some  time  ago.     I  have  not  got  the  date. 

Coun.  WATSON — Whose  order  was  it? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  will  say,  so  that  I  shall 
make  no  mistake,  that  I  will  mention  no  names. 
The  order  may  be  looked  up,  may  be  verified.  But, 
as  I  say,  such  orders  are  offered  here  by  members 
of  the  City  Council,  and  are  passed,  in  my  estima- 
tion, for  political  purposes,  but  otherwise  accom- 
plishing no  good.  I  believe  we  ought  at  least  to 
try  to  do  something  for  the  men  employed  by  the 
city.  One  of  the  newspaper  men  said  to  me  this 
morning,  "  I  see  that  the  Mayor  has  slipped  it  over 
on  the  Council  by  giving  the  bridge  men  an  increase 
of  $200."  I  said  to  the  newspaper  man,  "  He  has 
not  slipped  anything  over  on  me,  because  I  am  not 
looking  for  any  credit.  I  am  looking  for  results, 
and  the  bridge  tenders  will  get  the  result  if  they  get 
the  S200.  More  luck  to  the  bridge  tenders!"  And 
I  say  that  to  every  other  class  of  employees  working 
for  the  city,  that  it  is  results  we  all  ought  to  look  for 
here  for  the  men  and  women  employed  by  the  city, 
and  not  the  furtherance  of  our  political  ambitions. 

Coun.  HAOAN — Mr.  President,  I  shall  very 
gladly  welcome  thehearty  cooperation  of  the  gentle- 
man opposite,  who  has  just  finished  speaking,  upon 
this  particular  order,  perhaps  having  his  assistance 
in  amending  it  so  as  to  measure  up  to  the  require- 
ments as  he  understands  them.  The  gentleman's 
suggestions  and  ties  are  very  largely  along  the 
line  referred  to  by  Coun.  McDonald.  1  welcome 
the  cooperation  of  all  the  members,  so  that  we  may 
get  results.  Something  has  been  said  regarding  the 
political  advantages  accruing  from  presenting 
orders  of  this  sort.  I  hardly  think  that  could  have 
been  applied  to  me,  and  perhaps  the  gentleman  did 
not  so  intend  it.  1  have  no  political  ambitions,  no 
desires  for  any  political  office  of  any  form  or  nature, 
now  or  at  any  time  in  the  future.  So  it  cannot  be 
properly  applied  to  me.  'The  order  was  drafted 
because  of  hearings  we  have  had  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations,  where  matters  have 
come  up  pertaining  to  the  subject-matter  of  this 
order,  and  because  of  private  conversations  I  have 
had  with  many  men  in  the  city  employ  who  are 
forced  to  work  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  who  feel 
th'it  they  must,  because  if  they  refuse  they  will  be 
apt  to  lose  their  jobs,  which  they  can  ill  afford  I 
I  say  that  such  work  should  be  voluntary  on  tin- 
part  of  the  individual,  and  Id  be  paid 
double  time  if  he  so  works,  so  that  be  will  not 
without  proper  compensation  beexpected  tolosethe 
advantage  which  comes  to  other  ci  j  employees  on 
their  Saturday  half-holiday  and  other  holidays, 
when  they  may  plan  to  enjoy  themselves  at  the 
beach,  at  home,  or  otherwise.  It  is  my  fi cling  that 
if  an  emplo  to  worl  in  this  way  he 
should  receive  some  adequate  cash  equivalent  for 
it,  in  return  for  w  hal  be  has  lost,  not  giving  him  as 
time  off  some  Other  day  than  the  half-holi 
holiday  or  Sunday,  which  will  not  be  equivalent  for 
what  he  lias  lost.  The  matter  has  been  called  par- 
ticularly to  my  attention  because  of  a  letter  I 
received,  and  which  perhaps  others  also  received, 
from  a  local  ot  tin  Internationa]  Brotherhood  of 
Stationary  firemen,  as  follows:

We  the  members 
of  Local  No.  3,  International  Brotherhood  of 
Stationary  Firemen  and  Oilers,  respectfully  ask 
that  we  lie  paid  double  time  for  all  holidays  and 
Saturday  half-holidays.

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  in  favor  of  Congress  repealing  the  pro- 
vision in  the  law  whereby  said  taxes  were  imposed 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  resolution  be  sent  to  both 
branches  of  Congress. 

WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
informed  by  Mr.  Liggett  that  it  has  been  agreed 
that  a  tax  should  not  be  placed  on  ice  cream  cones.

Coun.  McDONALD,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations' 
Submitting  the  Appropriation  Bill  for 
the  City  and  County  for  1919-20. 

In  City  Council,  May  29,  1919. 
The  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  which  was 
referred  May  12  the  appropriations  and  tax  orders, 
having  considered  the  subject,  respectfully  recom- 
mends the  passage  of  the  accompanying  orders. 
For  the  Committee, 
Daniel  J.  McDonald,  Chairman. 

Appropriations  and  Tax  Orders  for  the 
Financial  Year  1919-20. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  tne  current  expenses  pay- 
able during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  February,  1919,  of  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  offices 
thereof,  and  to  meet  their  respective  obligations 
for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and 
maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund, 
the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables 
and  schedules  hereinaiter  set  out  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the 
state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendments 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the 
income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing 
Department  be  met  by  the  department  income  and 
any  excess  over  income  from  taxes ;  that  the  appro- 
priation for  Citii  Record  be  met  by  the  income  from 
the  publication  and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter 
specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the 
treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  January  31, 
1919,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and 
by  the  income  of  the  financial  year,  beginning 
February  1,  1919,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of 
$22,417,523.33,  and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by 
taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  for  any  other  department  or  divi- 
sion, or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other  than 
the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 


Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meet- 
ing the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  of  the 
year  1919,  or  of  any  other  taxes  or  assessments, 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable 
on.  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1919;  that  all  such 
taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  first  day  of 
November,  1919,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October,  1919,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes  assessed 
upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1919,  until  paid; 
and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become  due 
on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  a  part  of  such 
taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  incres  sed  by  additions  1 
appropriations  or  by  transfers  lawfully  made,  no 
money  shrill  be  expended  by  any  department  for 
any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such 
specific  purpose  or  item;  and  except  as  aforesaid, 
no  salaries  or  wages  shell  be  paid  in  excess  of  the 
rates  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City  Council  dated 
May  12,  1919,  requesting  that  the  Park  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  inform  the  City  Council  what 
progress  is  being  made  on  the  Strandway  improve- 
ments, etc., 

The  sewerage  works  are  completed,  the  filling 
has  been  done,  the  sand  has  been  placed  on  the 
beach,  and  the  granolithic  sidewalk  has  been  built 
from  the  Mosquito  Fleet  Yacht  Club  to  the  Head 
House  at  City  Point.  The  special  appropriation 
which  was  made  for  this  work  has  been  expended 
and  further  details,  such  as  roadways,  bath  house, 
sidewalks,  etc.,  cannot  be  done  until  money  is 
available. 

The  whole  of  the  beach  is  now  available  for  use, 
as  well  as  a  considerable  portion  of  the  playground. 
In  my  opinion  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  construct 
any  roads  or  build  any  permanent  structures  until 
the  silt  has  become  compacted. 

A  detailed  report  of  this  situation  was  submitted 


by  your  Honor  to  the  City  Council  on  January  29 
current  and  was  published  in  the  City  Record  of 
February  15.

BILLS   OF  PUBLIC   SAFETY   COMMITTEE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  28,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — At  the  present  time  there  are  out- 
standing against  the  City  of  Boston  bills  to  the 
total  of  $340.30.  This  total  is  composed  of  two 
separate  groups  of  bills;  one  group  totaling 
$217.83  incurred  by  the  Public  Safety  Committee 
before  its  dissolution,  and  the  other  group  totaling 
$122.47  having  been  incurred  by  the  home  demon- 
stration agents. 

I  am  informed  that  when  the  home  demon- 
stration work  was  first  started  the  officials  of  the 
Public  Safety  Committee  told  the  home  demon- 
stration agents  that  the  Public  Safety  Committee 
would  be  responsible  for  their  work  until  the 
first  of  June,  1919.  On  this  assurance,  the  home 
demonstration  agents  proceeded  in  good  faith  to 
do  their  work  but  they  now  find  that  the  Public 
Safety  Committee  has  closed  its  account  and  re- 
turned its  surplus  to  the  city  treasury. 

The  first  mentioned  group  of  bills  were  incurred, 
as  I  have  pointed  out,  while  the  Public  Safety 
Committee  was  still  in  existence,  but  in  rendering 
its  final  account  the  Public  Safety  Committee  did 
not  submit  these  bills  to  the  auditor  before  its 
surplus  was  turned  back  to  the  treasury.  In 
view  of  the  circumstances  in  connection  with  these 
bills,  I  believe  that  the  city  should  pay  them  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  particularly  as  they 
have  been  approved  by  Mr.  Victor  A.  Heath,  the 
chairman  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee,  before 
its  dissolution. 

It  was  my  intention  to  submit  this  to  the  meet- 
ing of  the  City  Council  on  May  26,  but  it  was  not 
possible  to  secure  Mr.  Heath's  approval  in  time. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

NEW   BUILDING,    RAINSFORD    ISLAND.

Gentlemen, — Early  in  May  one  of  the  buildings 
of  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  at  Rainsford  Islund 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  It  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  the  building  be  replaced  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

I  have  had  the  Schoolhouse  Department  make 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  replacing  the  destroyed 
structure  and  I  am  informed  that  the  cost  will  be 
about  $75,000.  I  would  not  request  that  money 
be  made  available  for  the  new  building  without 
knowing  exactly  what  the  cost  will  be,  except  for 
the  fact  that  the  city  should  be  in  a  position  to  at 
once  take  definite  steps  to  build  the  new  structure. 

The  new  building  will  include  the  following 
accommodations  and  the  cost  will  be,  as  I  have 
pointed  out,  approximately  $75,000:  Shoe  shop, 
library,  recreation  room,  office  and  public  space, 
large  sewing  room,  gymnasium,  sanitary  and 
shower  room,  locker  room,  eight  sleeping  rooms 
for  officers,  toilet  room,  located  in  the  wing  adja- 
cent to  the  chambers. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

Dear  Sir, — When  the  City  Hall  Annex  was 
completed  a  vault  was  allotted  to  the  City  Clerk 
for  the  safekeeping  of  the  original  papers  and 
records  of  the  City  and  Town  of  Boston.  Only 
partial  use  has  been  made  of  the  vault,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Public 
Buildings  Department  for  several  years,  and  again 
this  year,  has  not  been  large  enough,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  superintendent,  to  warrant  the  necessary 
expenditure  for  cleaning  and  moving  the  records 
and  papers  from  the  old  vault  in  City  Hall  to  the 
new  one. 

The  conditions  existing  in  the  old  vault  where 
these  valuable  documents  arc  stored  have  reached 
a  stage  where  I  feel  it  is  absolutely  imperative 
that  the  matter  be  attended  to  at  once,  to  avoid 
merited  criticism,  not  only  from  the  citizens  who 
find  it  necessary  to  consult  the  records,  but  also 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Records. 

The  vault  is  so  overcrowded  that  even  the  floor 
is  in  use  for  storage,  and  a  large  part  of  Ihe  records 
a,nd  documents  is  inaccessible,  besides  being 
covered  with  the  dust  and  dirt  accumulated  for 
nearly  twenty  years. 

The  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done  is  such  that  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  accurately  estimate  the 
cost,  but  I  am  informed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  that  at  least  $1,000  will  be 
necessary,  and  I  respectfully  request  that  an 
appropriation  of  tlmt  amount  be  made  for  the 
purpose  herein  set  forth.

Dear  Sir, — In  response  to  the  inclosed  order  of 
the  City  Council,  for  a  report  as  to  locations,  cen- 
trally situated  and  of  sufficient  area,  which  would 
be  suitable  for  a  municipal  parking  station  for 
automobiles,  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  to  report  as  follows: 

The  most  centrally  located  land  is  in  the  Park 
square  territory.  There  is  a  vacant  tract  bounded 
by  Berkeley  street,  Stuart  street  and  St.  James 
avenue,  having  an  area  of  about  104,000  square  feet, 
the  assessed  value  of  which  is  S12  a  square  foot. 

At  Arlington  street,  Columbus  avenue  and  Provi- 
dence street  there  is  a  vacant  tract  of  57,651  square 
feet,  the  assessed  value  of  which  is  $20  a  square 
foot. 

On  the  easterly  side  of  Stuart  street,  between 
Berkeley  street  and  Clarendon  street,  there  is  a 
vacant  tract  of  40,217  square  feet,  the  assessed 
value  of  which  is  $7  a  square  foot. 

Farther  away,  at  Albany  street,  Broadway  and 
Lehigh  street,  are  several  parcels  of  land  with  a 
total  area  of  126,634  square  feet,  having  an  assessed 
value  of  from  $1.25  to  $1.50  a  square  foot.  There 
are  several  old  and  worthless  buildings  on  this 
property.  The  total  assessed  value  of  this  land 
and  the  buildings  thereon  is  $196,000. 

This  property  is  about  2,000  feet  from  the  South 
Station,  about  3.000  feet  from  Summer  street,  at 
Church  green,  and  about  3,500  feet  from  the  junction 
of  Washington  and  Boylston  streets;  not  a  great 
distance  for  automobile  travel. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  the  Board  thinks 
it  might  be  wel!  to  call  attention  at  this  time  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  on  file  in  this  office  an  opinion  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  stating  that  "the  city  has 
no  authority  to  take  land  for  such  a  purpose  and  has 
no  authority  to  conduct  such  a  business  enterprise." 
He  says  further:  "There  is  no  statute  authorizing 
the  city  to  take  land  for  any  such  purpose,  and  if 
there  was  such  a  statute  it  would  be  unconstitu- 
tional."

HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  Dorchester  avenue,  from  Dorchester  street 
to  Rawson  street,  Ward  11,  in  front  of  the  estates 
bordering  thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10 
inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to 
12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone, 
with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Passed. 


RESOLUTION   CONCERNING 
PROHIBITION. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  relative  to  in- 
toxicating liquors  should  not  become  effective 
unless  the  question  of  its  acceptance  is  submitted 
to  the  voters  in  each  state. 

The   resolution   was    declared    referred    to    the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.    WATSON— Mr     President,     the     order 
speaks    for   itself,    and    I   think    it   is   thoroughly 
understood  by  every  member  of  this  body,  and  I 
think  it  will  pass  unanimously.     I  wish  to  say  just 
a  word  concerning  it  and  I  beg  the  indulgence  of 
the  Council  while  I  speak  these  few  words.     I  am 
going  to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules,   Mr. 
President,  on  this  proposition,  trusting  the  same 
will  not  prevail.     I  think  I  can  speak  as  one  who 
has  no  special  interest  in  the  liquor  traffic,  or  as  a 
user  of  stimulants  as  drink,  but  I  believe  in  personal 
liberty  and  the  right  of  each  man  and  woman  to 
conduct  himself  or  herself  according  to  the  dictates 
of  their  consciences,  and  I  feel  also  that  I  am  not 
my  brother's  keeper.     But  when  the  prohibitory 
amendments  were  passed  by  the  several  legislatures 
of  the  United  States,  in  many  of  those  states  the 
initiative  and  referendum  was  a  part  of  the  political 
machinery  of  those  localities,  and  notwithstanding 
that  fact  the  legislatures   voted  in  favor   of  the 
prohibition   amendments   and   ignored   absolutely 
the  wishes  of  the  voters  of  the  several   units  or 
states.     For    instance,    men    were    voted    for    as 
members  of  the   legislatures  in  many  of  the  states 
prior  to  the  agitation  concerning  national  prohibi- 
tion and  consequently  when  they  voted  upon  it  in 
the  legislatures  they  were  not  in  touch, — or  they 
did    not    know,    rather,    the    sentiment    of    their 
constituents,  but  because  of  certain  propaganda, 
which   I   consider  not   dishonest  propaganda   but 
mistaken  propaganda,  the  members  of  the  several 
legislatures  voted  in  favor  of  national  prohibition. 
One  statesman  in  particular  whom  I  have  been  a 
constant  follower  of — in  fact,  I  began  my  political 
career  under   his  standard — is    William   Jennings 
Bryan  of  Nebraska.     In  my  opinion  he  is  one  of 
the  most  able,  intelligent  and  conscientious  men 
who  has  ever  been  in   public  life  in  the   United 
States.     I  have  seen  every  single  reform  that  Mr. 
Bryan  has  advocated  in  years  gone  by  come  into 
being,  and  today — the  councilor  on  my  left  says, 
"Excepting  free  silver."     Let  me  call  to  his  atten- 
tion that  Mr.  Bryan  in  1896  favored  the  coinage  of 
silver  at  a  ratio  of  sixteen  to  one,  and  today  that  is 
the  ratio  between  silver  and  gold.     Therefore,  he 
is  even  right  on  that  proposition  today,  rather  than 


wrong.     But  on  the  question  of  national  prohibi- 
tion I  think  Sir.  Bryan  is  wrong.     He  has  been  a 
great  supporter  of  the  initiative  and  referendum, — 
in  fact,  he  had  inserted  a  plank  in  his  platform  at 
Kansas  City  in  1900  in  favor  of  the  initiative  and 
referendum,  and  today  that  is  the  greatest  protec- 
tion that  the  public  has  in  the  matter  of  bringing 
about  reforms.     But  on  the  question  of   national 
prohibition,  if  Mr.  Bryan  is  correctly  reported,  in 
my   opinion   he   is   absolutely   wrong,   because  he 
nullifies  his  position  as   favoring   the  right  of  the 
people  to  decide  by  direct  vote  what  they  shall  do 
and  how  they  shall  exist  and  as  to  their  laws.     And 
I  sincerely  trust  that  Mr.  Bryan  is  misquoted  or 
misunderstood,    and   that   he   is   not   in   favor   of 
national  prohibition  and  not  in  favor  of  centralized 
power  and  giving  the  power  to  regulate  the  states 
in  some  particulars  to  Washington.     Every  man 
of  intelligence  who  knows  anything  about  econo- 
mics knows  that  when  you   put  power  into  one 
man's   hands   and    centralize   it   you   are   getting 
pretty   close  to  being  under   the  rule  of  a  mon- 
archy— there    is    no    getting    away    from    that. 
Therefore,   we   want  state  rights.     We   want   the 
right  of  the  states  to  determine  how  thay  shall 
conduct  their  affairs  rather  than  to  be  directed 
from  Washington.     Why,  at  Washington  they  have 
delegates  from  Honolulu  and  the  Philippines  who 
voted   on  national   prohibition,   to  bar  us  from 
doing  as  we  want  in  the  matter  of  beverages  in  this 
Commonwealth.     And,   therefore,   Mr.   President, 
I  repeat  again,  I  hope  and  trust   that  Mr.  Bryan 
is   misreported,   incorrectly    reported,   concerning 
his  position   on   national   prohibition.     There   are 
two   million  of  the  soldier  boys  of  these   United 
States  who  were  across  the  water  in  France  and  had 
no   voice  in    the  matter  of  national   prohibition. 
Are  we  going  to  ignore  their  two  million  votes? 
They  want  a  voice  in  this  affair.     Why,  in  Mil- 
waukee,  I  am  informed,  when  the  boys  returned 
there,  many  of  whom  had  been  employed  in  the 
different  breweries,  driving  teams  or  in  the  offices 
or  in  the  places  where  they  made  the  beer,  they 
said,  "No  beer,  no  parade."     They  said  that,  not 
as  a  matter  of  a  desire  to  drink  or  a  desire  to  have 
intoxicating  stimulants,  but  because  it  meant  their 
occupation,  their  business,  it  meant  their  livelihood, 
it  meant  a  hardship  upon  them,  a  lack  of  employ- 
ment, if  all  these  big  industries  were  put  out  of 
business.      Xow,  Mr.  President,  I  am  not  talking 
for   the   liquor   interests.     I    have   no   interest   in 
their  affairs.     But  I  am  talking  for  the  purpose  of 
letting  my  voice  be  raised  in  favor  of  giving  the 
two  million  soldier  boys  who  went  to  France  an 
opportunity  to  determine  what  kind  of  prohibition 
we  shall  have, — whether  or  not  we  are  going  to 
have  centralized  power,  whether  we  are  going  to 
have    the    states    dominated    and    directed    and 
controlled     from     Washington.     Therefore,     Mr. 
President,  I  sincerely  irust  that  my  motion  will  not 
prevail  and  that  this  order  will  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Commit  tic  and  reported  back  forthwith. 
The  question  came  on  reconsideration  of  refer- 
ence.    Reconsideration     was     refused     and     the 
resolution  stood  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

The  cost  of  a  site  would  prob- 
ably be  between  two  and  four  thousand  dollars.

The  Naval  Detention  Camp  is  to  be  evacuated 
next  week  ;  nd  the  result  of  this  will  be  that  there 
will  be  a  great  decrease  in  the  amount  of  garbage 
available  as  food  for  the  pigs.  With  this  idea  in 
mind  1  have  written  to  four  prominent  dealers  of 
this  city  asking  for  their  bids.  I  inclose  letters 
from  Handschumacher  &  Co.,  John  P.  Squire  & 
Co.  and  J.  J.  Kelly  &  Co. 

J.  J.  Kelly  &  Co.  have  agreed  to  pay  19  cents 
per  pound  on  the  hoof.  I  am  informed  that  this 
is  at  present  the  market  price,  and  that  it  averages 
about  the  same  as  the  price  offered  by  Squire, 
namely,  26i  cents  per  pound  for  dressed  meat. 
If  these  pigs  are  sold  on  the  hoof,  we  can  weigh 
them  ourselves  and  the  purchaser  will  accept  our 
weights:  if  sold  at  so  much  per  pound  for  dressed 
meat  we  shall  be  obliged  to  accept  the  weights  of 
the  purchaser,  and  they  would  have  the  right  to 
reject  any  pigs  that  they  saw  ht  to  reject. 

Wc  have  13S  pigs  weighing  14,441  pounds, 
which  ought  to  be  sold  at  once.  I  recommend  that 
Mr.  Kelly's  bid  of  19  cents  per  pound,  making  the 
total  amount  $2,743.79,  be  accepted,  and  I  respect- 
fully ask  your  approval  thereof.

PROFITEERING    ON    NECESSITIES. 

President  FORD  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  confer  with  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  and 
urge  upon  his  Excellency  to  send  a  message  to  the 
Legislature  to  have  enacted  at  once  a  statute  or 
provision  of  law,  by  the  provisions  of  which  any 
person  or  member  of  any  firm,  corporation  or  asso- 
ciation can  be  punished  by  a  jail  sentence  for 
profiteering  in  the  necessities  of  life. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  a  short  time  ago 
the  Governor  of  Massachusetts  sent  a  message  to 
the  Legislature  in  which  he  said:  "Owing  to  war 
conditions  the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life  are 
very  considerably  increased.  It  is  of  the  utmost 
consequence  that  the  people  know  that  charges 
are  reasonable.  They  ought  to  be  informed  as  to 
whether  prices  in  general  are  fair  and  reasonable. 
It  they  are,  they  are  willing  to  pay  them.  If  they 
are  not,  a  public  recognition  of  that  condition  will 
tend  to  adjust  prices  to  a  reasonable  basis.  It  is 
therefore  recommended  that  a  special  commission 
be  authorized  to  investigate  and  report  their  find- 
ings to  the  next  General  Court."  Mr.  President, 
this  kind  of  message  and  advice  remind  me  of  the 
old  adage,  "Live  horse  and  get  grass."  Between 
now  and  the  time  the  commission  reports  the 
profiteers  will  have  made,  at  the  expense  of  the 
people,  millions  and  millions  of  dollars,  and  thou- 
sands of  lives  will  be  sacrificed  because  of  the  fact 
t'he  people  cannot  buy  food  fit  and  proper  to  enable 
them  to  live.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
opposed  to  profiteering,  if  his  public  utterances 
are  to  be  taken  at  their  face  value.  The  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  opposed 
to  profiteering  if  his  Excellency's  utterances  arc  to 
be  taken  at  their  face  value.  There  is  no  law  in 
Massachusetts  that  reaches  the  profiteers.  The 
plans  of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  stop  profiteering  will  have  no 
beneficial  results,  if  we  may  judge  by  our  previous 
experience  with  commissions  to  investigate,  with- 
out a  law  to  punish  after  the  investigation.  No 
step  forward  has  as  yet  been  taken  to  punish  (he 
profiteers  and  stop  the  profiteering.  There  is  one 
positive  remedy,  and  that  is  embodied  in  the  act 
which  we  recommend  for  passage.  We  have 
never  in  the  history  of  this  Commonwealth  pun- 
ished witli  a  jail  sentence,  so  far  as  1  know,  those 
that  have  robbed  the  public  in  tins  particular 
direction.  If  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  are  in  earnest  about  this  situation — and  I 
believe  they  are — then  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  representing  three  quarters  of  a  million 
people,  should  ask  in  their  behalf  the  Governor  to 
send  a  message  to  the  Legislature  before  proroga- 
tion asking  that  body  to  pass  that  law.  Then 
when  we  find  out,  as  we  positively  will,  and  have 
found  out  in  the  past,  in  respect  to  other  commodi- 
ties that  thsrs  is  prifitEiring  in  the  nececcinss  of 
life,  we  will  stop  it,  not  by  public  recognition,  as 
his  Excellency  says,  which  will  tend  to  adjust 
prices  to  a  reasonable  basis — which  will  never  be; 
but  we  will  stop  it  by  a  more  efficient  and  positive 
method.  The  passage  of  this  law  will  do  more  to 
stop  profiteering  than  any  of  these  investigations, 
which  are,  to  say  the  least,  in  most  instances 
farcical.  I  ask  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
heartily  with  all  that  has  been  said  by  the  gentle- 
man who  preceded  me,  and  I  desire  to  add  a  word 
for  the  benefit  of  his  Excellency  in  the  matter  of 
information  he  may  secure  concerning  profiteering. 


I  remember  in  1905  or  1906  the  then  Governor 
appointed  a  commission  on  practically  the  same 
proposition, — on  the  question  of  the  high  cost  of 
living.  On  that  commission  were  appointed,  as  I 
recollect  it  now,  Edward  F.  McSweeney,  Robert 
M.  Luce,  and  others.  That  commission  made  an 
exhaustive  report,  the  volume  containing  something 
like  a  thousand  pages.  I  am  certain  that  if  his 
Excellency  consulted  the  report  made  by  that 
commission  he  would  find  much  in  it  which  would 
be  of  assistance  to  him  in  the  matter  of  regulating 
the  high  cost  of  living.  And  I  also  suggest  that 
the  councilor  might  also  get  a  copy  of  the  volume. 
It  is  in  the  State  Library.  It  was  a  commission 
appointed  by  his  Excellency  Governor  Foss,  I 
think,  while  I  was  there  at  the  State  House  with 
him,  on  the  question  of  the  high  cost  of  living. 
Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


CLEANING   OF   BEACHES. 

President  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commission  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  clean  the  beaches 
at  Orient  Heights  and  Harbor  View  and  repair  the 
raft,  in  order  that  the  safety  of  the  public  will  be 
cared  for  who  use  these  beaches. 

Passed. 


RAILING  AROUND  MUNICIPAL  BUILDING, 
SOUTH    BOSTON. 

President  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested) 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place  a  railing 
around  the  Municipal  Building  in  South  Boston, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  grounds  about  said  building 
from  becoming  unsightly. 

Passed. 


NAMING    OF   MURRAY    SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
open  space  at  the  junction  of  Highland  and 
Marcclla  streets  be  named  Thomas  N.  Murray 
square. 

Passed. 


NAMING    OFrfROBERTS   SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — Thai  the 
open  space  at  the  junction  of  Norfolk,  Nelson  and 
Corbet  streets  be  named  Roberts  square,  in  memory 
of  Corp.  Thomas  .1.  Roberts,  who  dual  in  the  service 
of  his  country. 

Passed. 


HOUSING    FACILITIES    FOR    RESIDENTS. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consult  witli 
the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange,  the  Master  Builders' 
Association,  tin'  Boston  I  'entral  Labor  Union,  and 
any  other  organizations  thai  ho  may  consider 
advisable,  and  examine  into  the  feasibility  of 
forming  a  corporation  of  public-spirited  citizens 
who  will  undertake  and  finance  the  project  of  pro- 
viding housing  facilities'  for  the  great  number  of 
people  in  this  city  who  are  not  properly  provided  for. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN — Mr.  President,  some 
time  ago  this  body,  as  representatives  of  the  citi- 
zens of  this  great  city,  passed  resolutions  and  orders 
pertaining  to  the  impossibility  of  our  citizens 
getting  proper  shelter.  It  seems  to  me,  Mr. 
President,  that  nothing  has  been  done  on  that 
matter  that  is  of  great  import  to  so  many  people 
of  our  community,  and  I  offer  this  order  hoping  to 
keep  alive  a  matter  that  is  of  direct  concern  to  so 
many  people.  It  seems  to  me  that  some  one 
is  responsible  for  the  utter  lack  of  interest  being 
taken  in  the  building  situation  of  our  community. 
No  one  can  be  directly  charged  with  the  conse- 
quence. Everyone  is  advising  some  one  else  to  do 
some  building,  but  no  one  seems  to  be  taking  the 
others'  advice.  And  so  I  have  offered  this  order, 
Mr.  President,  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
call  the  members  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Ex- 
change together,  or  some  committee  thereof,  some 
committee  of  the  Master  Builders'  Association,  a 
committee  of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union, 
and  a  committee  of  any  other  representative  citi- 
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zens  of  our  city  who  are  interested  in  the  upbuild- 
ing of  the  city.  It  seems  to  me  a  terrible  situation 
that  thousands  of  people,  trying  to  locate  in  Bos- 
ton, find  it  utterly  impossible  to  get  protection 
or  shelter,  or  to  find  a  roof  to  live  under.  Besides 
that,  it  directly  concerns  the  prosperity  of  our 
city.  I  should  think  that  the  business  men  them- 
selves would  be  interested.  When  you  stop  and 
think  of  the  hundreds  of  families  that  are  moving 
away  from  Boston,  when  you  stop  and  think  also 
of  the  hundreds  of  young  couples  that  are  married 
who  find  it  impossible  to  Locate  in  Boston  and  go 
elsewhere,  it  is  a  matter  that  directly  concerns  the 
financial  basis  of  our  city.  And  I  have  offered 
this  order,  Mr.  President,  hoping  the  same  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  that  we  may 
keep  this  propaganda  alive  to  relieve  the  great 
stress  the  people  find  themselves  under  to  find 
proper  shelter.  In  conjunction  with  that,  Mr. 
President,  I  might  say  that  I  have  drafted  a  bill 
that  I  am  going  to  present  to  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Rules.  I  am  certain  that  I  can  get  this 
bill  into  the  Legislature.  I  am  going  to  ask  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
the  City  of  Boston  to  appear  in  favor  of  the  bill. 
Under  Article  of  Amendment  47  of  the  State 
Constitution,  any  city  or  town  may  appeal  to  the 
Legislature  for  authority  to  provide  shelter  in  a 
great  public  exigency  for  its  people.  Under  that 
amendment  we  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
Legislature  in  a  perfectly  legitimate  way  as  the 
representative  of  this  great  community,  of  a 
capital  city  of  New  England,  and  ask  them  to  help 
us,  and  ask  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  to  appear  there  in  favor  of  this 
bill.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  time  to  read  the  bill 
to  you,  if  I  may,  to  give  you  an  idea  of  it.  I  have 
not  prescribed  any  particular  sum  in  it,  as  I 
intend  to  talk  with  the  Mayor  relative  to  that 
matter.     The  bill  reads: 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  city  of  boston  to 
provide  shelter  for  its  inhabitants. 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  providing 
relief  to  its  inhabitants  who  are  without  adequate 
habitations  because  of  the  present  scarcity  of 
dwellings  and  tenements,  which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  public  exigency  within  the  meaning  of 
Article  XLVII.  of  the  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution, the  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized 
to  furnish  such  of  its  inhabitants  as  may  require 
the  same,  tenements  and  dwellings  in  the  manner 
following: 

Sect.  2.  Said  city,  for  the  purposes  specified 
in  section  one,  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  by 
right  of  eminent  domain,  land  or  buildings  situated 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  may  erect 
suitable  buildings  for  dwelling-house  purposes  on 
land  owned  by  said  city  or  acquired  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  Land  acquired  by  right 
of  eminent  domain  shall  be  taken  after  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law  for  the  taking  of  land  by  the 
city  for  highway  purposes. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  city  may  sell  or  lease  any 
land  or  buildings  acquired  or  erected  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  such  of  its  inhabitants 
who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  as  may  make 
application  for  the  same  in  accordance  with  rules 
and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  said 
city  may  borrow,  on  bond  or  note  issues,  in  excess 
of  the  statutory  limit  and  for  periods  not  exceeding 
twenty  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 

act,  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding 

dollars. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  we  owe  it  to  the 
people  of  this  city,  that  we  owe  it  to  the  thousands 
of  people  interested  in  this  cause,  that  we  owe  it 
to  the  moral  welfare  of  the  city  itself,  to  take  more 
interest  in  this  particular  matter.  We  should  wait 
upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  call  his  attention 
to  the  fact  that  men  who  cm  build,  men  who  can 
afford  to  acquire  land,  men  who  have  the  money 
to  spend  for  the  upbuilding  of  our  community, 
refuse  to  take  an  interest  for  some  unknown  reason. 
We  should  place  the  blame  where  it  belongs.  We 
cannot  place  the  blame,  Mr.  President,  unless  we 
take  this  step,  in  my  humble  opinion. 

The  order  was  passed. 


NAMING   OF   McCONNELL   PARK. 

Conn.    HAGAN    offered    an    order — That    the 
parcel  of  land  now  owned  by  the  city  in  the  Savin 


Hill  section,  and  now  designated  as  the  Savin  Hill 
Playground,  be  named  and  known  hereafter  as 
McConnell  Park,  in  memory  of  Capt.  Joseph 
McConnell,  who  was  a  resident  of  Dorchester  and 
who  was  the  ranking  officer  from  Dorchester  to 
make  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

Passed. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commission,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  install  the 
necessary  sign  to  publicly  designate  as  McConnell 
Park  the  beach  and  playground  now  known  as 
Savin  Hill  Playground. 

Passed. 


COST  OF  GREAT  WHITE  WAY  LIGHTING. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the  City  Council 
as  to  the  approximate  cost  of  installing  the  boule- 
vard or  so-called  "Great  White  Way"  system  of 
street  lighting  on  Washington  street,  from  Boylston 
street  to  Dock  square,  and  on  Tremont  street,  from 
Boylston  street  to  Scollay  square,  and  on  Boylston 
street,  from  Tremont  street  to  Copley  square. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  if  he  will  permit  me  to  add 
Columbus  avenue,  from  Park  square  to  North- 
amptpn  street.  I  have  an  order  similar  to  that 
which  I  was  going  t<p  offer.  Does  the  gentleman 
accept  the  amendment? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  accept  that. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed. 


NAMING   OF   TURNER   SQUARE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
public  square  now  known  as  "Town  square,"  in 
that  section  of  Ward  11  of  the  Dorchester  district 
bounded  by  Pleasant,  East  Cottage  and  Pond 
streets,  be  named  and  known  hereafter  as  "Turner 
Square,"  to  commemorate  the  memory  of  Lieut. 
William  Bradford  Turner  of  the  105th  Infantry, 
27th  Division  of  New  York,  who  was  a  resident  of 
that  district,  and  whose  mother  now  resides  in  that 
district.  Lieutenant  Turner  was  killed  in  action  in 
which  for  conspicuous  gallantry  and  bravery  above 
and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  he  won  the  highest 
military  honor  in  the  gift  of  the  government. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  particular 
order  has  been  approved  by  the  special  com- 
mittee of  the  Mayor  today,  and  it  has  been  ap- 
proved because  there  is  no  question  or  doubt 
whatsoever  that  conspicuous  bravery  and  gal- 
lantry is  to  be  credited  the  boy  who  was  killed  in 
action.  The  boy  was  a  resident  of  the  Dorchester 
section,  his  mother  lives  within  three  minutes  of 
the  particular  square  that  the  people  of  the  district 
would  like  to  have  named  for  him.  I  want  to 
incorporate  in  the  record  some  newspaper  clip- 
pings showing  that  the  boy's  mother  has  received 
a  medal  presented  by  General  Edwards,  and  a 
letter  of  commendation  from  General  O'Ryan  of 
New  York,  and  the  claim  of  excessive  gallantry 
has  been  thoroughly  substantiated.  I  am  going 
to  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order 
may  go  into  effect  at  once. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  indorse  all 
the  councilor  has  said.

Dear  Sir, — I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
propriety  of  substituting  the  name  "Turner"  for 
Town  square  in  that  section  of  Ward  1  I  bounded 
by  Pleasant,  East  Cottage  and  Pond  streets,  the 
spot  on  which  a  few  days  ago  I  wrote  you  about, 
and  in  which  you  have  shewn  a  kindly  interest. 

1  do  this  at  this  time  in  honor  of  William  I". 
Turner,  whose  home  is  at  20  Hinckley  street, 
and  who  showed  such  gallantry  that  he  gave  his 
life  on  the  field  of  battle  and  received  the  Con- 
gressional Medal  for  deeds  well  done. 

The  inclosed  clipping  gives  you  all  details  and  I 
trust  you  will  be  able  to  present  them  in  time 
for  the  consideration  of  the  committee  appointed 
by  our   Mayor  which   is  to  sit   again  on   Friday 

next,  and  talk  over  such  matters.

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Medal  of  Honoh  to  Hero's  Mother. 

Lieut.  W.  B.  Turner  of  Boston  Killed  in  Attack 
on  German  Lines. 

A  Boston  boy,  First  Lieut.  William  Bradford 
Turner,  105th  Infantry,  27th  (New  York)  Divi- 
sion, has  been  posthumously  awarded  the  Con- 
gressional Medal  of  Honor,  which  will  be  forwarded 
to  his  mother,  Mrs.  William  H.  Turner  of  Dor- 
chester. Her  son  was  killed  in  a  counter-attack 
following  the  action  in  which,  "for  conspicuous 
gallantry  and  intrepidity  above  and  beyond  the 
call  of  duty,"  he  won  the  highest  military  honor  in 
the  gift  of  the  government. 

Major  General  O'Ryan,  commander  of  the 
27th  Division,  will  send  a  letter  with  the  medal  to 
Mrs.  Turner.  General  O'Ryan  was  notified  of  the 
award  yesterday. 

Lieutenant  Turner  was  born  in  Boston  in  1893. 
He  served  in  a  squadron  of  New  York  cavalry 
during  the  Mexican  border  troubles  and  sailed  for 
France  with  the  105th  Infantry,  May  18,  1918. 

During  the  attack  on  the  Hindenburg  line  he 
led  a  small  body  of  men  under  terrific  artillery  and 
machine-gun  fire,  single-handed  rushed  a  German 
machine  gun  and  killed  the  entire  crew  with  his 
pistol.  Afterward,  suffering  from  three  wounds, 
he  led  his  platoon  across  three  lines  of  Hun  trenches, 
killing  numerous  of  the  enemy  in  hand-to-hand 
encounters.  He  was  himself  surrounded  and  killed 
in  a  counter-attack. 


Presented  Son's  Medal  or  Honor. 

Lieutenant  Turner,  Dorchester,  Lauded  for 
Gallantry. 

Mrs.  William  H.  Turner  of  25  Hinckley  street, 
Dorchester,  mother  of  Lieut.  William  S.  Turner, 
105th  Infantry,  killed  in  battle  September  27  last, 
was  this  morning  officially  presented  the  Medal 
of  Honor,  the  world's  highest  military  honor, 
which  was  awarded  her  son,  after  death,  for  his 
wonderful  bravery. 

The  medal  with  its  bar  and  button  insignia 
was  received  some  weeks  ago  by  General  Edwards, 
and  it  was  his  desire  that  it  be  presented,  with  all 
the  military  ceremony  customary  on  such  occa- 
sions, on  Boston  Common,  as  he  has  previously 
conferred  such  medals  on  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Whittlesey  and  the  fathers  of  Privates  Dilboy  of 
Somerville  and  Perkins  of  South  Boston,  both 
of  whom  had  given  up  their  lives. 

It  was  decided,  however,  that  Mrs.  Turner's 
health  would  not  permit  that  strain,  so  this  morn- 
ing Col.  Albert  S.  Williams,  General  Edwards' 
chief  of  staff,  called  at  her  home  and  made  the 
presentation.  He  also  arranged  for  a  visit  by 
General  Edwards. 

Colonel  Williams,  in  addition  to  officially  pre- 
senting Mrs.  Turner  with  the  medal,  gave  her 
official  and  autographed-signed  copies  of  its  award, 
by  order  of  President  Wilson,  and  which  states  that 
it  is  given,  after  death,  to  Lieutenant  Turner: 

"For  conspicuous  gallantry  and  intrepidity 
above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  in  action  witii 
the  enemy  near  Ronssoy,  France,  September  27, 
1918.  He  led  a  small  group  of  men  to  the  attack, 
under  terrific  artillery  and  machine-gun  fire,  after 
they  had  become  separated  from  the  rest  of  the 
company  in  the  darkness.  Single-handed  lie 
rushed  an  enemy  machine  gun  which  had  sud- 
denly opened  fire  on  his  group  and  killed  the  crew 
with  his  pistol. 

"He  then  pressed  forward  to  another  machine- 
gun  post  25  yards  away  and  had  killed  one  gunner 
himself  by  the  time  the  remainder  of  his  detach- 
ment arrived  and  put  the  gun  out  of  action.  With 
the  utmost  bravery  he  continued  to  lead  his  men 
over  three  lines  of  hostile  trenches,  cleaning  up 
each  one  as  they  advanced,  regardless  of  the  fact 
that  he  had  been  wounded  three  times,  and  killed 
several  of  the  enemy  in  hand-to-hand  encounters. 

"After  his  pistol  ammunition  was  exhausted 
this  gallant  officer  seized  the  rifle  of  a  dead  soldier, 
bayoneted  several  members  of  a  machine-gun  crew 
and  shot  the  others.  Upon  reaching  the  fourth- 
line  trench,  which  was  his  objective,  Lieutenant 
Turner  captured  it  with  the  nine  men  remaining 
in  his  group,  and  resisted  a  hostile  counter-attack 
until  he  was  finally  surrounded  and  killed." 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


COMPLETION   OF   SAVIN   HILL 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the  City 
Council  as  to  the  cause  of  delay  in  completing  the 
work  of  grading  and  laying  out  the  playground  at 
the  Savin  Hill  Reservation. 

Passed. 


TREMONT  STREET,   ONE-WAY   STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Street  Commissioners  be  requested  to  study  and 
report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  advisability 
of  making  Tremont  street,  from  Boylston  street 
to  Park  street  or  to  School  street,  a  one-way  street. 

Passed. 


ACQUISITION    OF    HISTORIC    PROPERTY. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  chapter 
193  of  the  Special  Acts  of  19111,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to  Acquire  Certain 
Property  of  Historical  Interest,"  be  and  the  same 
hereby  is  accepted. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


STANDARDIZATION    OF    SALARIES. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  appoint  a  special  commission 
whose  duly  shall  be  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the 
problem  of  the  salaries  of  city  employees,  and  report 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  some  form  and 
method  of  standardization  for  the  salaries  of  the 
city  employees  in  the  various  departments. 

'flic  City  Council  suggests  that  this  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  men  who  are  familiar  with 
exist  ing  municipal  conditions. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SIDEWALKS,   ELTON   AND   SAGAMORE 
STREETS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  submitted  petitions  of  George 
J.  Urioc  and  others  for  sidewalk  on  Elton,  Saga- 
more and  Auckland  streets. 

In  connection  with  the  petitions,  Coun.  HAGAN 
offered  an  order — That  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Elton  street, 
between  Dorchester  avenue  and  Sagamore  streets, 
and  on  the  Sagamore  and  Auckland  streets  side, 
Ward  17,  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon,  said 
sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917.

SCHOOL    COMMITTEE    APPROPRIATIONS. 

President  FORD  offered  an  order — That  chapter 
206,  Special  Acts  of  1919,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
Regulate  Appropriations  by  the  School  Committee 
of  the  City  of  Boston,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
accepted.

NAMING  OF  PERKINS  SQUARE. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  the 
open  space  at  the  junction  of  Broadway  and  Dor- 
chester street,  South  Boston,  be  named  and  here- 
after known  as  Perkins  square,  in  memory  of 
Michael  J.  Perkins,  who  died  in  the  service  of  his 
country.

Carolina  Avenue  Playground  to  Verona  street  is 
a  much  needed  improvement  as  at  the  present 
time  the  facilities  are  not  large  enough  to  care  for 
the  ordinary  use  made  of  this  recreation  center. 
In  addition  there  are  improvements  which  must  be 
made  in  the  existing  facilities  and  the  entire  work 
should  be  done  at  the  same  time,  and  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.

Gentlemen, — I  am  attaching  a  communication 
just  received  from  the  Health  Commissioner 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  certain  positions  in 
the  Health  Department. 

I  have  gone  over  this  matter  most  carefully  with 
the  commissioner  and  I  have  a  strong  conviction 
that  these  positions  are  essential  for  the  greater 
efficiency  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  proper 
safeguarding  of  the  public  health. 


I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Dear  Sir, — Further  experience  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  Health  Department,  and 
further  observation  of  its  work,  since  the  current 
budget  was  acted  upon  by  the  City  Council,  have  so 
convinced  me  of  the  necessity  for  the  establishment 
of  certain  new  positions  that  were  recommended  by 
you.  on  my  suggestion,  in  the  budget  as  you  sub- 
mitted it  to  the  City  Council,  that  I  am  constrained 
to  ask  your  good  offices  in  an  effort  to  obtain  from 
the  City  Council  further  consideration  of  the 
advisability  of  creating  these  positions.  The 
positions  referred  to  are  as  follows: 

1.  One  statistical  clerk.  §1.500  a  year,  represent- 
ing a  net  increase  for  the  current  year  of  §834.04. 

2.  One  investigator,  social  hygiene  service,  at 
§1,200  a  year,  representing  a  net  increase  for  the 
current  year  of  $667.29.  . 

3.  One  director,  health  educational  service,  at 
§2.000  a  year,  representing  a  net  increase  for  the 
current  year  of  $1,112.15. 

4.  One  clerk,  at  §1.200  a  year,  representing  a. 
net  increase  for  the  current  year  of  §667.29. 

5.  One  deputv  commissioner  in  charge  of  the 
Child  Hygiene  Division,  at  §1.500  a  year,  represent- 
ing a  net  increase  for  the  current  year  of  $834.04. 

The  gross  annual  increase  in  the  budget  for  the 
Health  Department  called  for  by  this  project  is 
five  employees,  with  an  annual  pay  roll  of  $7,400, 
and  a  pay  roll  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year 
amounting  to  §4. 114. 81.  I  hope  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  obtain  this  amount  for  the  use  of  the 
Health  Department  by  some  proper  transfer,  as, 
for  instance,  from  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  gross  increase  in  the  number  of  employees 
and  in  the  salary  account  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment called  for  by  the  above  recommendation 
does  not  represent,  however,  an  actual  increase 
when  the  budget  for  the  current  year  is  compared 
with  the  budget  for  last  year.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  four  positions  that  were  covered  by  the 
budget  for  191S-19,  with  annual  salaries  amount- 
ing to  §4,7S4,  have  been  omitted  from  the  budget 
for  1919-20.  The  discontinuance  of  these  positions 
does  not  involve  the  displacement  of  any  employees 
as  is  shown  by  the  following  statement  of  the 
positions  discontinued: 

1.  Assistant  superintendent  of  peddlers  at 
§1,400  a  vear.  The  incumbent  of  this  position, 
Jacob  Barber,  died  on  April  2,  1918,  and  the 
position  has  not  been  filled. 

2.  Two  disinfectors  at  §3  a  day,  amounting  at 
the  rates  paid  in  191S  to  §2.184  a  year.  One 
incumbent,  John  Yore,  died  on  December  14.  1918, 
and  the  other  incumbent,  John  Kelley,  was  trans- 
ferred on  August  13.  1918,  to  the  Park  and  Recrea- 
tion Department.  Neither  position  has  ever  been 
filled. 

3.  One  technical  assistant,  at  §1,200  a  year. 
This  position  was  not  filled  during  the  year  1918 
because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  qualified 
appointee. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Department  that  it  is 
proposed  to  have  discharged  in  whole  or  in  part 
through  the  proposed  new  positions  are  as  follows: 

1.     The  statistical  clerk  would  be  used  to  turn  to 
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practical  account  the  many  statistics  now  com- 
piled by  the  Health  Department,  but  applied  to  no 
practical  purpose. 

2.  The  investigator  will  be  used  to  supplement 
the  work  of  the  medical  inspectors  of  the  depart- 
ment in  the  discharge  of  its  duty  in  cooperating 
with  the  State  Department  of  Health  in  bringing 
under  proper  treatment  persons  suffering  from 
venereal  diseases  and  officially  complained  of  by 
the  State  Department  of  Health  as  neglecting  the 
precautions  necessary  for  the  protection  of  their 
own  health  and  the  health  of  the  community. 

3.  The  director  of  health  educational  service 
will  be  expected  to  promote  the  activity  of  the 
department  in  an  effort  to  help  individual  persons 
throughout  the  community  better  to  care  for  their 
own  health  and  in  an  effort  to  establish  better 
cooperation  between  the  Health  Department  and 
the  community  at  large. 

4.  The  clerk  will  assist  the  director  of  health 
educational  service  and  possibly  the  director  of  the 
Division  of  Child  Hygiene  in  general  clerical 
service. 

5.  The  deputy  commissioner  in  charge  of  the 
Division  of  Child  Hygiene,  a  position  provided  for 
by  the  City  Ordinances,  will  promote  the  activities 
of  the  department  and  of  the  community  at  large 
for  the  protection  and  promotion  of  the  health  of 
the  children,  assuming  direction  of  five  or  more  of 
the  nurses  already  in  the  service  of  the  Health 
Department  and  now  devoting  part  of  their  time 
to  child  welfare  who  will  be  assigned  to  him  to 
devote  their  time  exclusively  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  end  named.

PAYMENT   FOR   LABORERS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  pay  time  and 
one  half  to  all  employees,  laborers,  who  were 
compelled  to  work  during  July  4th  and  the  follow- 
ing day,  or  in  some  other  way  compensate  their 
services  to  place  them  on  a  footing  with  their 
more  fortunate  brethren. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rules  in  order  that  this  matter 
may  take  its  passage  at  this  time.  The  significance 
of  that  order  is  that  I  was  informed  by  an  employee 
of  the  city,  whose  name  I  do  not  know,  that, 
although  the  Mayor  signed  an  order  passed  by  this 
body  to  allow  all  city  employees  to  have  Saturday 
off,  the  day  following  the  Fourth,  without  loss  of  pay 
— I  find  now  that  the  order  said,  the  services  of 
those  that  could  be  dispensed  with — the  entire 
Street  Cleaning  Division  and  Sanitary  Division 
worked  in  Roxbury  and  all  the  Paving  Division,  I 
understand,  worked  on  Saturday.  Men  who  were 
more  fortunate  did  not  work.  There  is  no  reason 
in  the  world  why  the  City  of  Boston  should  not  at 
least  try  to  treat  all  alike.  I  think  it  was  the 
intention  of  this  Council,  when  they  passed  that 
order,  that  all  men  employed  by  the  city  should 
be  allowed  Saturday  off,  or  else  the  equivalent. 
That  was  my  understanding.  I  think  Coun. 
McDonald  will  agree  with  me. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  I  will  vote 
for  the  order  provided  the  gentleman  who  intro- 
duced it  will  amend  it  to  read,  instead  of  time  and 
a  half,  double  time.  It  is  the  custom  for  men  who 
work  holidays,  especially  holidays  like  the  Fourth 
of  July  or  Christmas,  to  receive  double  time.  Why 
give  a  man  that  is  getting  S3.50  a  day  $1.75  more, 
when  he  is  working  on  a  day  when  everybody  eke 
is  enjoying  himself.  I  would  like  to  have  the 
order  amended  so  that  it  will  read  double  time,  and 
then  I  will  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  agree  to  that  absolutely. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed. 


MAKING    OF   SQUARE,   ROXBURY. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  ask  the  Park 
Commissioners  for  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  mak- 
ing a  square  at  the  junction  of  Harrison  avenue, 
Dudley  and  Warren  streets,  a  square  which  would 
necessitate  the  removal  of  buildings  at  that  junction 
to  make  it  suitable  to  the  eye  and  that  said  estimate 
be  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Coun  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  move  a  reconsideration  of  my  last  order  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  merely  asked  for  information.  It 
does  not  call  for  the  expenditure  of  any  money. 
I  merely  asked  that  the  Park  Department  inquire 
into  and  find  out  what  it  would  cost  to  raze  those 
buildings  and  locate  a  square  there.  Now,  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  does  not 
mean  anything.  If  it  was  a  matter  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  of  course  it  would  be  different.  I 
respectfully  move  reconsideration. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  reconsider. 
Carried. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


NAMING   OF    SQUARE    FOR    EDWARD    B. 
COLE. 

Coun.    HAGAN    offered    an    order— That    the 

open  space  at  the  junction  of  Providence  street. 
Arlington  street  and  St.  James  avenue  be  named 
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and  known  hereafter  as  "  Edward  B.  Cole  Square," 
to  commemorate  the  memory  of  Maj.  Edward  B. 
Cole,  who  was  the  ranking  officer  from  Boston  to 
make  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 
Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  have  that  and  a  similar  order  which  is 
•  to  follow  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  if  it  is  deemed  best  to  do  so.  I  notice  that 
the  Mayor  has  returned  an  order  from  this  Council, 
refusing  to  attach  his  signature  to  it,  because  of 
the  fact  that  that  particular  order  has  not  been 
acted  upon  by  this  special  committee.  I  think 
the  Mayor  is  getting  the  cart  before  the  horse. 
It  seems  to  me  as  if  the  order  ought  to  pass  the 
City  Council,  then  ought  to  go  to  the  special 
committee,  receive  the  approval  of  the  special 
committee,  and  then  ought  to  receive  the  signa- 
ture of  the  Mayor.  It  seems  to  me  now  as  if  the 
Mayor  was  saying  to  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  that  orders  naming  public  squares  must 
first  be  submitted  to  a  special  committee  before 
being  submitted  to  the  City  Council.  I  think 
that  is  giving  the  special  committee  superior 
powers  to  this  body.  I  do  not  think  that  is  the 
right  and  proper  course  to  take.  Ordinarily  I 
would  ask  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  this 
order  and  the  one  to  follow  be  passed  by  the  Coun- 
cil, because  both  cases  are  particularly  meritorious 
cases,  and  both  cases  will  without  any  question 
receive  the  confirmation  and  approval  of  the 
Mayor's  committee.  Now,  I  do  not  want  it 
held  up  in  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  Mr. 
President,  as  we  do  not  know  when  there  is  going 
to  be  a  meeting  of  that  committee, — there  will  not 
be  a  meeting  for  a  1  ong  time  anyway,  perhaps  not 
for  the  balance  of  the  summer.  This  matter  is 
being  held  in  the  air  in  the  meantime,  and  I  am 
going  to  ask  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  reference. 
Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
have  been  as  active  in  bringing  about  the  naming 
of  squares  and  the  signing  of  the  orders  as  any 
member  of  this  body — as  much  so,  anyway,  as 
any  other  member.  I  do  not  claim  any  superior 
intelligence  to  any  other  member  of  this  body, 
and  I  do  not  desire  to  be  the  custodian  of  all  these 
orders.  But  it  seems  to  me  that  if  we  are  going 
to  pass  an  order  here  naming  a  square  after  any- 
body we  ought  to  at  least  know  what  company 
the  man  belonged  to,  where  he  died,  and  so  forth, 
because  it  is  possible  we  may  err  and  pass  some- 
thing here  which  is  not  commendable.  I  do  not 
question  at  all  but  what  Edward  B.  Cole — Major 
Cole,  so  called — made  the  supreme  sacrifice,  I  do 
not  question  a  particle  that  he  is  deserving  of 
having  a  square  named  after  him, — I  believe  so 
myself.  But  we  ought  to  know  what  company 
he  belonged  to,  where  he  died,  and  when  he  died, 
because  if  we  go  to  work  and  offer  orders  of  this 
kind  we  might  pass  an  order  for  some  man  on  the 
say-so  of  somebody,  and  we  would  be  naming  a 
square  after  him,  or  at  least  starting  the  prelimi- 
nary move  to  name  a  square  after  somebody  who 
is  not  entitled  to  have  a  square  named  after  him. 
I  do  not  raise  that  question  about  Major  Cole, 
because  I  believe  he  is  a  brother  of  General  Cole — 
is  that  not  correct? 
Coun.     HAGAN— Yes. 

Coun.  "WATSON — Of  course  he  is  entitled  to 
have  a  square  named  after  him.  But  first  of  all,  I 
would  like  to  inquire  if  Edward  B.  Cole  was  a  resi- 
dent of  Boston.  I  believe  he  lived  in  Brookiine  and 
was  born  in  Hingham.  I  think  I  know  the  Cole 
family  as  well  as  the  gentleman  opposite.  We  have 
to  be  careful  in  naming  squares  after  nonresidents, 
because  if  we  do  that  we  won't  have  enough  squares 
to  use  to  name  after  the  boys  who  were  born  here 
and  lived  here,  and  left  here  to  go  across,  and  died 
for  this  place.  Now,  it  seems  to  me  we  are  getting 
rather  hasty  on  this  order.  At  least  we  ought  to 
refer  this  to  the  Executive  Committee;  we  ought  to 
have  some  data.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Mayor  will 
not  sign  an  order  naming  a  square  without  some 
specific  data  in  hand  before  he  signs  it.  The  gentle- 
man opposite  would  know  that  if  he  attended  all  the 
meetings  of  the  committee  of  which  he  is  a  member. 
Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want  to  be  misunderstood. 
At  the  present  time  I  am  not  opposing  this  order, 
but  I  think  that  my  position  is  going  to  be  as  fol- 
lows: That  if  the  hero,  Major  Cole — and  he  was  a 
hero,  a  brave  man — if  he  lived  in  Brookiine  and 
left  Brookiine  to  go  into  the  service,  and  was  a  resi- 
dent of  Brookiine,  Brookiine  should  pay  tribute  to 
him,  and  permit  us  to  use  the  altogether  too  few 
squares  in  honor  of  the  boys  who  went  from  Boston, 
were  born  in  Boston.  Now,  one  thing  further:  I 
am  inclined  to  oppose  an  order  naming  a  square  that 


is  not  in  some  way  connected  with  the  individual 
for  whom  it  is  named,  either  that  he  lived  there 
was  born  there,  or  had  some  connection  with  that 
particular  square.  The  question  may  be  raised  that 
I  voted  for  the  Norman  Prince  order,  for  the  naming 
of  the  square  at  the  junction  of  Exchange  street, 
Devonshire  street  and  State  street  after  him.  I  did 
that  because  of,  if  I  may  use  the  term,  a  superior 
reason  over  any  reason  given  yet  for  the  naming  of 
a  square  after  a  nonresident,  namely,  the  great 
work  that  was  done  by  Norman  Prince,  because  his 
father's  banking  house — Frederick  H.  Prince  &  Co., 
was  right  there  near  by,  and  because  his  grand- 
father, Frederick  O.  Prince,  was  a  former  Mayor  of 
Boston.  You  might  say  that  I  voted  for  an  order 
naming  a  square  after  a  man  that  did  not  live  in 
Boston.  Yes,  I  did,  in  that  particular  matter,  an 
exceptional  case.  Then  the  question  may  be  raised, 
How  about  the  Lawrence  Barrett  Williams  square 
in  Roxbury?  My  answer  to  that  is  this:  Lawrence 
Barrett  Williams  was  born  in  the  house  at  the  corner 
of  the  square  that  was  named  after  him  and  dedi- 
cated on  the  Fourth  of  July.  He  was  born  and 
lived  there  for  a  great  many  years,  and  the  square 
was  named  Williams  square  after  his  grandfather. 
In  that  particular  case  we  did  not  use  up  an  avail- 
able square,  but  all  we  did  was  to  merely  change  the 
name  of  Williams  square  to  Lawrence  Barrett 
Williams  square.  Now,  I  am  inclined  to  do  as  well 
on  these  measures,  because  I  do  not  want  them  to 
be  used  as  a  football,  and  I  know  the  gentleman 
opposite  does  not.  And  therefore  I  trust  that  re- 
consideration will  prevail  and  that  we  may  get 
further  information  concerning  this  order. 

The  question  came  on  motion  of  Coun.  HAGAN 
for  reconsideration  of  reference. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  order  calls 
for  naming  a  public  square  in  commemoration  of 
Major  Cole.  Major  Cole  was  the  ranking  officer 
from  New  England  who  lost  his  life.  That  fact 
alone  should  be  all  sufficient,  and  that  he  was  a 
resident  of  Brookiine,  a  suburb,  and  a  part,  almost, 
of  Boston,  although  not  recognized  officially,  makes 
no  difference  with  me  at  all.  He  was  the  ranking 
officer  from  New  England  and  therefore  deserves 
recognition  from  the  ranking  city  of  New  England, 
which  is  Boston.  The  gentleman  is  not  opposed  to 
the  order,  he  says  in  one  breath,  and  then  opposes 
it  in  his  entire  speech.  He  is  damning  it  with  faint 
praise.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have  it  go  to  the 
committee  so  that  we  may  receive  all  the  additional 
information  that  the  gentleman  or  anybody  may 
seek,  and  therefore  I  will  withdraw  my  motion,  if 
it  is  in  order. 

The  PRESIDENT— The  order  stands  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not  like 
to  have  my  remarks  misquoted.  I  stated  distinctly 
that  I  did  not  want  to  oppose  the  order,  I  did  not 
know  as  I  would,  but  I  was  inclined  to  be  opposed 
to  naming  squares  in  Boston  after  nonresidents,  no 
matter  how  meritorious  their  conduct  was,  because 
of  the  scarcity  of  squares  that  we  will  need  to  name 
after  those  who  lived  here  and  whom  we  will  want 
to  consider  locally.  Now,  Brookiine  has  many 
squares  and  will  undoubtedly  be  proud,  as  we  would 
be,  to  name  a  square  after  Major  Cole,  General 
Cole's  brother.  I  am  not  opposing  the  order.  I  am 
opposing  the  way  of  doing  it.  I  want  some  data  in 
hand,  and  I  do  not  want  to  use  these  squares  for  a 
football  even  if  the  gentleman  opposite  is  willing  to. 
The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands. 


NAMING    OF    SQUARE    FOR    CAPT. 
HAMILTON  COOLIDGE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the  open 
space  at  the  junction  of  Charles  street,  Cambridge 
street  and  Short  Side  road  be  named  and  known 
hereafter  as  "Hamilton  Coolidge  Square,"  to 
commemorate  the  memory  of  Capt.  Hamilton 
Coolidge  of  the  94th  Aero  Squadron,  who  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice  and  who  for  distinguished  serv- 
ice and  conspicuous  gallantry  received  from  the 
French  government  the  croix  de  guerre,  and  who 
also  received  the  distinguished  service  medal,  and 
likewise  a  citation  as  an  American  ace  with  eight 
official  victories. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference  so  that  the  order 
may  go  on  its  passage  today.  This  is  an  order  that 
clearly  outlines  just  what  regiment  Hamilton 
Coolidge  belonged  to.     It  shows  plainly   that  he 
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has  received  distinguished  service  medals  and 
citations,  his  official  record  is  compiled  and  every- 
thing is  perfectly  clear  on  that.  Nobody  can  veto 
that  order;  it  is  above  reproach.  It  is  absolutely 
one  of  the  best  that  has  been  presented  here. 

Reconsideration  was  refused  and  the  order  stood 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 


INSPECTION  OF  ELEVATORS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the  Build- 
ing Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be  requested  to  investigate  the  system  in  use  in 
Philadelphia  for  the  inspection  of  elevators,  and  to 
advise  the  City  Council  if  this  system  could  be  made 
operative  for  Boston,  and  by  making  the  work  of 
elevator  inspection  self-supporting  as  in  Phila- 
delphia and  thus  enable  the  city  to  pay  an  adequate 
salary  and  obtain  the  services  of  men  who  are 
qualified  and  trained  as  elevator  inspectors,  and 
who  will  give  better  service  to  the  community  than 
lower  priced  men  who  are  without  the  necessary 
qualifications. 

Passed. 


SALARIES   OF   FIREMEN    AND 
POLICEMEN. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  confer  with  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  rearranging  the 
present  wage  schedule,  so  that  the  minimum  salary 
of  men  in  both  departments  shall  be  51,200  per 
annum,  and  a  sliding  scale  provided  for  which 
would  give  an  increase  of  $100  each  year  for  six 
years,  until  the  maximum  salary  of  $1,800  per 
annum  is  reached. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider  the 
advisability,  and  if  possible  to  appropriate  in  the 
budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  all  patrolmen  in  the  Police  Department  and 
all  privates  in  the  Fire  Department  who  now  re- 
ceive $1,600  per  annum,  a  maximum  salary  of 
$1,800  per  annum. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question,  if  I  may  be  per- 
mitted at  this  time.  I  would  like  to  ask  him,  Mr. 
President,  with  your  consent,  although  the  order 
has  been  referred,  how  he  feels  concerning  paying 
the  private  in  the  Fire  Department  a  larger  salary 
than  a  lieutenant  in  the  Fire  Department. 

The  PRESIDENT— The  order  has  been  re- 
ferred and  there  is  no  other  question  before  the 
Council. 


SIDEWALK,    VICTORIA    STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk  along 
Victoria  street  in  front  of  No.  4,  Ward  11,  in  front 
of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to 
be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining, 
to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of 
artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones.  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts 
of  1917. 

Passed. 


LANDING    STATION   FOR   AIRPLANES. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the  City 
Planning  Board,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  inform  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
what  locations  are  suitable  and  available  for  a 
municipal  landing  station  for  airplanes. 

Passed. 


FOOD  PURCHASE  FROM  FEDERAL 
GOVERNMENT. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  citizens  to  confer  with  C.  W.  Hare, 
director  of  food  surplus  products  of  the  army,  and 
this  committee  to  study  the  advisability  of  the 
city  making  a  purchase  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  undertaking  to  sell  and  distribute  these 
food  products  to  the  people  of  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
move  reconsideration,  hoping  the  same  will  not  pre- 
vail. My  information  on  this  subject  is  conveyed 
in  a  newspaper  report  from  Washington,  a  part  of 
which  I  would  like  to  incorporate  in  this  record: 

"  Washington,  July  3. — According  to  a  plan 
announced  here  today  by  C.  W.  Hare,  director  of 
food  surplus  products  of  the  army,  supplies  may  be 
sold  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  other  New  Eng- 
land cities  at  prices  less  than  were  paid  by  the 
Government. 

'  'The  plan  as  outlined  by  Mr.  Hare  contemplates 
the  assignment  of  the  food  in  carload  lots  to  munici- 
palities which  may  apply  for  it  and  undertake  to  sell 
and  distribute  it.  The  Government  will  not  look 
for  reimbursement  until  after  the  money  from  the 
sale  is  collected  by  the  city  government. 

Almost  all  Canned  Goods. 

"No  fresh  meats  are  to  be  sold.  The  surplus 
consists  almost  entirely  of  canned  products  and  in 
some  cases  may  be  sold  at  twenty  per  cent  less  than 
the  price  paid  by  the  Government.  Altogether  the 
Government  has  about  ten  million  dollars  worth  of 
this  kind  of  food  products  for  disposal. 

"There  has  been  the  strongest  kind  of  a  demand, 
however,  from  all  over  the  country  for  the  release 
of  some  of  this  great  store  of  food  and  Director 
Hare  has  been  forced  to  recognize  it.  The  conduct 
of  this  department  was  severely  attacked  during  the 
consideration  of  the  army  bill  in  the  House  and  an 
attempt  was  made  to  reduce  the  director's  salary 
of  §25,000  a  year.  Congressman  John  F.  Fitz- 
gerald has  been  one  of  the  leading  critics  of  the  food 
surplus  administration. 

"It  will  be  necessary  in  all  eases  that  responsible 
bodies  of  citizens  in  various  communities  stand 
behind  the  purchase  of  the  food  products  which 
have  been  ordered  released.  Director  Hare  expects 
that  mayors  of  the  various  cities  will  name  com- 
mittees to  assist  in  the  distribution  of  the  product 
and  that  it  will  be  financed  either  directly  by  the 
city  or  by  business  interests. " 

It  is  almost  all  canned  goods,  and  it  is  quite 
possible  they  may  be  of  value  to  the  citizens  of 
Boston,  and  if  the  Mayors  of  other  cities  are  going 
to  take  up  this  matter  and  are  going  to  make  pur- 
chases  from  the  Federal  Government.  I  think  it 
well  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  our 
city  government. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Hagan's  motion 
for  reconsideration. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  this  reconsideration,  but  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  whether  he  knows  that  I 
introduced  an  order  calling  upon  the  Legislature  to 
permit  the  City  of  Boston  to  enter  into  the  buying 
and  selling  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  that  when 
the  matter  was  heard  in  the  Legislature  there  were 
only  one  or  two  who  appeared  in  favor  of  it,  and  the 
gentleman  opposite  did  not  appear.  I  want  to 
know  how  we  can  go  to  work  and  deal  in  foodstuffs 
if  the  statute  does  not  permit  us  to  do  so. 

The  PRESIDENT— Coun.  Hagan  not  caring 
to  answer  the  question,  the  question  comes  on  his 
motion  for  reconsideration,  hoping  the  same  will 
not  prevail. 

Reconsideration  was  refused  and  the  order  stood 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


NAMING     OF     SQUARE      FOR      CORPORAL 
ANSLOW. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That  the 
open  space  at  the  intersection  of  Walk  Hill  and 
Norfolk  streets  be  named  and  hereafter  known  as 
'  'Anslow  Square, "  in  honor  of  Corp.  George  Anslow, 
the  first  soldier  from  the  Mattapan  district  who 
lost  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  country. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  got  to 
be  consistent.  I  am  not  going  to  be  inconsistent, 
even  though  my  good  friend,  Coun.  McDonald, 
introduced  this  order.  I  have  not  heard  the  order 
read,  and  I  do  not  know  how  authentic  it  is  or  any- 
thing of  that  kind.  Permit  me  to  put  myself  right. 
Coun.  Hagan  introduced  an  order  to  name  a  square 
after  Major  Cole  and  1  raised  a  question  concerning 
future  data  and  not  anything  simply  concerning 
the  particular  individual.  Now.  I  will  go  a  long 
ways  with  Coun.  McDonald,  but  I  am  going  to  be 
consistent.  I  want  to  know  more  about  it  before 
I  vote  at  this  time  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  I 
know  I  am  going  to  get  into  hot  water  by  doing  it. 
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but  I  do  not  want  to  be  accused  of  playing  favor- 
ites. If  it  is  only  proper  to  refer  Coun.  Hagan's 
order  to  the  Public  Lands  Committee,  or  some 
committee  for  sufficient  data  before  we  consider  it, 
I  think  it  is  only  fair  in  this  matter.  Therefore  I 
move  reconsideration,  hoping  the  same  will  prevail, 
and  if  it  does  I  shall  move  reference  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  what  is  the 
use  of  sending  the  order  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  or  to  any  other  committee,  because  the 
Mayor  will  send  the  order  to  his  special  committee 
anyway,  where  he  sends  all  orders  regarding  the 
naming  of  squares,  no  matter  who  it  was,  be  he 
private  soldier,  colonel,  lieutenant-colonel  or  major, 
who  died  in  the  service.  Now,  if  the  order  comes 
up  to  the  Mayor's  office,  the  Mayor  will  send  it  to 
that  committee,  and  that  committee  will  report 
back  to  us,  and  we  will  either  accept  their  recom- 
mendation or  reject  it.  Now,  the  gentleman  is  on 
the  committee,  and  Coun.  Hagan  is  on  the  com- 
mittee. If  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  receive 
those  orders  and  has  a  meeting,  and  if  they  recom- 
mend the  names  of  squares  as  indicated  in  the  order 
and  report  back  here,  why,  you  will  have  to  go  over 
the  same  thing  again,  because  the  Mayor,  when  we 
pass  them,  will  send  them  to  that  committee.  Why 
not  let  us  pass  them  to  the  Mayor  now  and  let  the 
Mayor  send  them  to  that  committee  the  same  as  he 
has  been  doing,  and  then  accept  the  report? 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  a  wise  man 
sometimes  changes  his  mind,  a  fool  never.  I  am 
inclined  to  change  my  mind  concerning  both  orders. 
I  want  a  chance  to  vote  upon  the  order  offered  by 
Coun.  Hagan,  and  I  will  move  reconsideration  of 
the  same  and  vote  to  pass  the  buck  to  the  com- 
mittee of  which  Coun.  Hagan  and  I  are  members. 

The  last  motion  of  Coun.  Watson  was  ruled  out 
of  order,  and  the  motion  came  on  Coun.  Watson's 
previous  motion  for  reconsideration. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  quite  agree 
with  Coun.  Watson  that  this  body  wants  to  be 
consistent.  A  meritorious  order  is  here  for  our  con- 
sideration, naming  a  public  square  after  some  young 
man  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice.  Nothing 
would  please  me  any  better  than  to  vote  for  the 
order  that  is  now  before  this  body.  I  presented 
only  a  few  moments  ago  an  order  for  the  naming  of 
the  junction  of  Charles  street,  Cambridge  street 
and  Short  Side  road,  Hamilton  Coolidge  square, 
giving  in  that  order  all  information,  to  commemo- 
rate the  memory  of  Capt.  Hamilton  Coolidge  of 
the  94th  Aero  Squadron,  who  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice  and  who  for  distinguished  service  and 
conspicuous  gallantry  received  from  the  French 
Government  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  and  who  also 
received  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal,  and 
likewise  a  citation  as  an  American  ace  with  eight 
official  victories  to  his  credit.  And  yet  Coun. 
McDonald  voted  to  have  that  order  go  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands.  Now  to  be  consistent 
why  not  have  his  order  treated  in  the  same  way? 
I  think  if  it  is  fair  in  my  case  it  is  fair  in  his.  I 
have  given  all  the  information  that  is  in  his  order. 
I  was  willing  to  have  my  order  go  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands  and  I  am  willing  to  let  his 
go  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  in  the  same 
way. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
know  why  the  councilor  said  I  voted  to  send  his 
order  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands.  I  was 
not  in  the  room  at  the  time  his  order  was  con- 
sidered; I  did  not  know  anything  about  it.  If  I 
had  been,  I  would  have  said  just  what  I  said  a 
little  while  ago.  I  do  not  know  why  we  should  be 
trying  to  block  orders  of  anybody  else  by  referring 
these  orders  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands, 
because  the  committee  consists  of  five  members  of 
the  Council,  and  they  are  going  to  report  for  or 
against  these  orders.  Then  what  happens?  We 
come  in  with  our  report,  and  if  it  is  favorable  we 
send  the  matter  to  the  Mayor;  if  it  is  not  we 
reject  it.  And  the  Mayor  sends  it  to  this  special 
committee  of  his.  I  do  not  know  anything  about 
the  gentleman's  order  other  than  I  heard  after- 
wards that  the  man  after  whom  the  square  was 
desired  to  be  named  was  a  nonresident.  I  do  not 
think  I  am  going  to  vote  to  name  any  Boston 
squares  after  nonresidents  just  because  somebody 
says  they  were  senior  officers.  Major  Cole,  I  think 
ought  to  be 

Coun.  HAGAN — Pardon  me  just  a  second. 

The  PRESIDENT— Does  the  councilor  yield 
for  a  question? 

Coun.  McDONALD— Certainly. 

Coun.  HAGAN — You  are  talking  about  the  first 
order    presented, — about     Major    Cole.     This    is 


for  Hamilton  Coolidge,  who  was  a  resident  of  that 
part  of  the  city.  His  people  had  lived  in  that  part 
of  the  city. 

Coun.  McDONALD — All  right;  I  don't  know 
anything  about  that,  and  if  I  had  been  here  at  the 
time  I  might  have  voted  for  it.  But  I  haven't  any 
say.  When  we  passed  the  first  four  or  five  orders  it 
was  said,  ''What's  the  use;  they  have  the  votes 
against  you" — and  that  is  true.  This  special  com- 
mittee is  a  committee  of  outside  men,  except  three 
members  of  the  Council  and  they  are  selecting  the 
unnamed  squares  to  be  named  after  heroes,  and  we 
are  going  to  accept  them.  No  matter  what  we  do 
here  now,  that  committee  is  going  to  name  them. 
We  do  not  send  them  to  that  committee,  we  send 
them  to  the  Mayor,  but  the  Mayor's  office  will  send 
them  to  the  committee  and  the  committee  will  re- 
port to  us  when  they  get  ready.  If  they  think  it  is 
all  right,  they  will  say  so;  if  not,  they  will  reject  it  in 
the  committee,  and  we  haven't  the  final  say  in  the 
matter. 

Reconsideration  was  refused. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  is  a  motion  in 
order  at  this  time  to  reconsider  another  matter 
which  has  been  acted  on  here? 

The  PRESIDENT— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  move  a  reconsideration  of 
the  reference  of  the  two  orders  for  squares  intro- 
duced by  Coun  Hagan,  hoping  the  same  will 
prevail,  and  if  it  prevails  I  will  then  move  to  put 
them  on  their  passage  at  this  time. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Will  the  gentleman  merely 
reconsider  the  reference  on  Hamilton  Coolidge 
Square,  taking  it  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  and  allow  it  to  go  on  its  passage,  and  leave 
the  order  for  Edward  B.  Cole  Square  in  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands  until  we  can  get  more 
information  to  work  on? 

Coun.  WATSON— All  right. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Watson's  motion  for 
reconsideration  of  reference  of  Coun.  Hagan's 
order  for  the  naming  of  Hamilton  Coolidge  Square. 
Reconsideration  prevailed  and  on  motion  of  Coun. 
WATSON  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  order 
passed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  we  recall  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  all  orders  calling  for  the  naming  of  squares 
and  that  they  be  brought  back  to  this  body  and 
passed  upon  at  this  time. 

The  PRESIDENT— The  Chair  does  not  know 
whether  there  are  any  pending  or  not. 


FIXING  OF  CHARLESBANK  PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  cause  the  Charles- 
bank  Playground  and  Gymnasium  to  be  placed  in 
proper  condition  and  to  provide  seats  or  settees  on 
said  ground. 

Passed. 


PROTEST    AGAINST    MARINE    PARK 
TAKING. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  rumor  to  the  effect  that  the 
United  States  Government  contemplates  taking 
Marine  Park,  or  a  portion  thereof,  for  a  landing 
place  for  airplanes  of  various  branches  of  the  United 
States  service;  and 

Whereas,  Marine  Park  is  not  only  a  joy  to  the 
residents  of  the  South  Boston  district,  but  also  to 
the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  numerous

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  Coun.  COLLINS 
calling  for  the  veas  and  nays. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  not 
heard  any  argument  in  favor  of  discontinuing  the 
daylight  saving  plan  that  leads  me  to  change  my 
opinion  concerning  its  continuance.  It  is  true  that 
our  action  today  will  not  have  any  weight  either 
way,  but  as  we  are  a  small  unit  of  the  whole  country 
it  is  only  proper  that  we  express  ourselves  on  the 
proposition.  I  find  myself  today  with  the  minority 
on  this  question;  I  also  find  myself  in  strange  com- 
pany on  the  question.  But  when  you  figure  out 
that  approximately  six  hundred  delegates  to  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  convention  at  Atlan- 
tic City  sat  recently,  and  little  more  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  the  delegates  present 
voted  on  the  question,  and  then  there  was  only  a 
difference  of  thirty  odd  votes  in  favor  of  the  repeal 
of  the  law,  and  when  one  considers  that  among  the 
sponsors  for  the  continuance  of  the  daylight  saving 
plan  are  such  men  as  the  vice  president  of  that 
great  organization.  Mr.  Duncan,  and  Mr.  Morrison 
and  others,  favoring  the  continuance  of  the  day- 
light saving  plan,  I  think  that  the  average  man  will 
give  me  and  the  other  members  here  who  vote  in 
favor  of  continuing  the  right  to  their  opinion.  I  do 
not  like  to  be  criticised,  but  whenever  I  take  a  posi- 
tion that  I  think  is  right  I  must  bear  the  brunt  of 
any  criticism,  whether  it  is  favorable  or  whether  it 
is  mildly  criticising  me  or  strongly  criticising  me. 
I  do  not  want  to  be  put  in  the  position  of  being 
opposed  to  organized  labor,  but  I  must  differ  with 
the  184  members  of  the  600  delegates,  and  agree 
with  the  152  delegates  of  the  600  who  were  delegates 
to  that  convention  and  who  voted  in  favor  of  the 
resolution  asking  the  President  to  veto  the  act 
passed  by  Congress  favoring  the  discontinuance  of 
the  daylight  saving  plan.  Therefore,  Mr.  President, 
I  shall  vote  ves  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would  not 
have  said  anything  if  the  councilor  on  my  right  had 
not  seen  fit  to  explain  his  position,  and  I  think  that 
his  position  is  the  weakest  position  that  I  have  ever 
seen  anybody  take.  Every  delegate,  even  to  the 
two  men  that  he  mentioned — James  Duncan,  the 
first  vice  president,  and  Frank  Morrison,  the  secre- 
tary— when  he  joined  the  labor  movement,  agreed 
to  abide  by  the  majority;  and  whether  it  was  a 
majority  of  tenor  whether  it  was  a  majority  of  one, 
it  was  the  action  of  that  convention.  And  I  think 
that  James  Duncan  and  Frank  Morrison,  both  being 
officers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  if 
they  were  asked  what  position  they  would  take  at 
the  present  time  would  tell  you  that  they  were 
against  the  daylight  saving  plan,  being  members  of 
the  American  labor  movement.  The  delegates  who 
assembled  at  Atlantic  City  a  short  while  ago  repre- 
sented some  three  million  workers.     They  agreed 
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to  abide  by  the  will  of  the  majority,  and  the  major- 
ity being  a  small  one,  nevertheless  it  is  the  vote  of 
the  organization  that  the  entire  labor  movement 
is  against  the  daylight  saving  plan  as  it  is  now  con- 
stituted. Anybody  who  wanted  to  argue  might 
have  a  good  argument.  The  councilor  on  my  right 
said  in  executive  session  that  he  wanted  to  hear 
some  argument  against  it.  I  knew  that  no  argu- 
ment of  mine  would  change  him  because  I  gave  my 
reasons  on  last  Monday,  and  again  on  last  Thurs- 
day night  I  also  argued  with  him.  He  also  brought 
me  in  touch  with  a  doctor 

Coun.  WATSON— The  wife  of  a  doctor. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— -The  wife  of  a  doctor 

Coun.  WATSON — You  came  there  yourself;  I 
did  not  bring  you  there. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
interrupt  the  brother  on  my  right  when  he  was 
talking. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  apologize. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— He  brought  me  in  touch 
with  a  woman,  he  brought  me  over  and  introduced 
me  and  started  the  argument  on  the  daylight  saving 
plan.  I  say  to  you  men  today,  and  I  say  it  to  the 
introducer  of  this  order,  whom  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Health  commended  only  a  short  while  ago 
by  sending  him  a  letter,  and  I  claim  that  the  day- 
light saving  plan  will  be  more  against  the  health 
of  the  children  that  are  now  growing  up  than 
the  plan  that  we  have  had  heretofore.  And  I 
believe  as  a  public  health  matter  that  it  is  the  best 
thing  that  the  labor  movement  ever  did  when  they 
voted  as  they  voted  in  the  Atlantic  City  convention 
just  about  two  weeks  ago.  I  am  going  to  take  the 
judgment  of  those  180  odd  men  in  preference  to 
that  of  the  150,  because  I  always  agree  with  the 
majority  rule.  I  will  abide  by  majority  rule.  And 
when  I  agree  to  it  and  sit  within  a  movement  I 
agree  to  the  bidding  of  that  majority.  And  I  want 
to  say  that  instead  of  being  a  council  to  take  up 
municipal  affairs  we  are  going  way  outside  of  our 
province,  and  instead  of  regulating  the  conditions 
of  the  city  we  find  many  flimflam  orders  in  here  that 
have  no  reason  to  be  here.  I  saw  an  item  in  a  paper 
a  short  while  ago  saying  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  city  of  Providence  was  going  to  try  and  get  all 
the  city  governments  within  New  England  to  pass 
such  a  resolution  as  is  here  today.  I  want  to  say 
that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  this  city,  and  all 
other  cities,  has  never  proved  to  be  the  friend  of  the 
workingman  and  the  workingman's  children.  And 
on  that  ground  alone,  if  for  no  other  reason,  when 
I  read  the  item  in  the  paper  that  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  city  of  Providence  had  started 
this  movement,  I  was  set  against  it.  I  am  not 
afraid  to  go  on  record  on  this  matter,  and  I  am 
glad  that  it  is  going  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  record 
so  that  we  may  show  the  work  that  we  are  doing. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
object  at  all  on  this  matter  when  it  was  threshed 
out  in  the  committee,  but  the  remarks  of  the 
gentleman  on  my  right,  the  gentleman  from  South 
Boston,  have  made  a  reply  from  me  necessary  at 
this  time.  He  speaks  about  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  the  city  of  Providence  as  being  the  sponsor 
for  creating  the  activity  in  favor  of  the  President 
vetoing  the  law  as  passed  by  Congress.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  right  here,  through 
you,  that  no  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Providence, 
Boston  or  any  other  place  asked  me,  directly  or 
indirectly,  to  offer  this  order.  No.  2:  This  is 
purely  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  this 
City  Council.  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me,  and 
all  of  my  associates  here  in  this  Council,  that  I  do 
not  offer  many  resolutions,  but  I  believe  that 
resolutions  of  this  character  are  very  proper  and 
to  the  point,  because  the  existing  law  affects  our 
community — Boston.  If  you  will  note,  Mr. 
President,  the  opposition  to  the  daylight  saying 
law  has  come  principally  from  the  West — chiefly 
from  the  rural  communities.  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  reading  the  minutes  which  Coun.  Moriarty 
had  here  today  relative  to  the  deliberations  at 
Atlantic  City  at  the  convention  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  and  the  fact  stood  out  very 
prominently  that  the  opponents  of  the  existing 
law  came  from  the  West,  and  all  my  reading  on  the 
subject  has  led  me  to  believe  that  the  main  opposi- 
tion came  from  the  rural  districts.  The  large  cos- 
mopolitan centers,  like  Boston,  have  benefited  by 
the  existing  law.  I  willingly  assented  to  this  mat- 
ter being  laid  on  the  table  last  week  in  order  that  I 
might  test  the  sentiment  of  the  community  in 
which  I  live,  and  I  find  that  nine  out  of  ten  people 
in  every  walk  of  life  favor  the  existing  law.  I  favor 
this  resolution  because  I  think  it  is  a  good  health 


measure,  it  gives  us  just  what  the  law  sets  forth — ■ 
more  daylight.  And  from  another  standpoint, 
when  I  hear  the  members  of  this  Council  discussing 
the  rising  costs  of  living,  I  want  to  call  their  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  there  is  less  electricity  and  less 
gas  burned  under  the  present  law  than  formerly 
obtained  under  the  old  condition.  Take,  for 
instance,  the  recent  torrid  spell  through  which  we 
have  just  passed.  Imagine  lighting  your  gas  or 
electricity  an  hour  earlier!  Why,  it  seems  to  me  so 
fundamentally  strong  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
residents  of  a  cosmopolitan  city  that  it  is  almost 
unnecessary  to  answer  any  contention  made  to  the 
contrary. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  I,  too,  was 
not  going  to  say  anything  on  this  order  until  my 
friend  who  just  preceded  me  began  talking  about 
testing  the  sentiment  and  reading  the  report  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  convention.  If  he 
can  point  out  to  me  jn  the  report  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  convention  where  the  majority 
were  men  from  the  West  instead  of  men  from  the 
East,  probably  that  will  change  my  mind.  But  I 
do  not  think  so.  And  I  know  that  he  does  not  tell 
the  truth  when  he  says  that  the  majority  vote  were 
men  from  the  West.  Frank  Morrison  favored  it. 
He  is  from  the  West.  He  comes  from  Chicago 
and  he  has  lived  out  there  all  his  life.  Now,  it  does 
not  make  any  difference  whether  they  came  from 
the  West  or  the  East.  The  American  Federation 
of  Labor  is  constituted  the  same  as  every  other 
organization — fraternal,  legislative  or  anything 
else.  They  believe  in  the  majority.  As  Coun. 
Moriarty  pointed  out  to  you,  because  of  a  vote 
taken,  the  same  as  we  take  a  vote  here — because  a 
vote  was  taken  and  150  delegates  thought  we 
should  have  daylight  saving,  that  does  not  say  that 
the  labor  men  were  split  on  the  question.  It  is 
simply  that  in  debate  their  personal  opinion  was 
that  it  might  be  a  good  thing.  But  when  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  said  no,  every  one 
of  those  150  would  say  no.  Now,  as  far  as  Coun. 
Collins  telling  us  that  they  do  not  have  to  burn  gas 
for  an  hour  each  night  and  that  that  is  going  to 
help  the  families  to  get  away  from  the  high  cost  of 
living,  if  you  burn  a  gas  jet  for  an  hour  it  costs  you 
a  cent,  or  less  than  a  cent;  for  two  hours  it  costs 
you  less  than  two  cents,  I  understand.  Of  course, 
he  may  be  saving  two  cents.  I  am  satisfied  to  be 
put  on  record  here.  Coun.  Collins  says  that  it  is 
only  an  expression  of  opinion.  That  is  not  the 
point;  he  put  in  the  resolution.  When  he  found 
the  resolution  was  going  to  be  defeated,  he  said, 
'  'We  will  put  these  fellows  on  record  for  political 
purposes."  It  was  not  an  expression  of  opinion 
as  far  as  he  was  concerned  because  if  it  was,  when 
he  was  defeated  in  the  committee  he  would  have 
let  it  go  at  that,  but  now  he  comes  up  here  and  says, 
'  T  want  a  roll  call  for  the  purpose  of  putting  you 
on  record, "  and  I  am  going  to  be  put  on  record  and 
I  am  going  to  vote  with  the  labor  men,  no. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  there  is  this 
part  of  a  little  poem  that  I  sometimes  refer  to, 
which  gives  me  consolation  at  this  time  in  voting 
as  I  am  going  to  vote  with  the  minority: 

I  honor  the  man  who  is  willing  to  shrink 
Half  his  present  repute  for  the  freedom  to  think, 
And  when  he  has  thought,  be  that  thought  strong 

or  weak, 
Willjrisk  t'other  half  for  the  freedom  to  speak. 

Now,  I  am  standing  by  my  opinion.  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  that  the  members  of  the  labor 
organization  and  the  labor  members  of  this  body 
shall  have  their  right  to  speak  and  vote  as  they 
please.  I  am  voting  as  my  conscience  dictates — 
I  always  try  to.  I  realize  that  the  popular  side  of 
this  question,  so  far  as  organized  labor  is  concerned, 
is  to  vote  for  the  repeal,  and  I  recognize  the  fact 
that  organized  labor  is  made  up  of  groat  big,  broad- 
minded  men.  They  are  willing  to  let  me  have  my 
opinion  as  they  want  to  have  theirs.  And  when 
organized  labor  votes  by  a  vote  of — no  matter  what 
number, — by  a  majority  of  ten,  twelve  or  fifteen  in 
favor  of  a  proposition,  and  then  they  all  join  in 
unanimously,  that  is  their  privilege.  But,  of  course 
that  does  not  carry  beyond  their  organization,  and 
they  do  not  expect  it  will.  I  believe  that  the 
present  daylight  saving  plan  is  a  good  thing.  There 
are  a  lot  of  things  I  believe  in,  yet  I  cannot  say 
why  I  believe  in  them,  but  there  is  a  certain  intui- 
tion or  faith  in  a  person  that  makes  him  stand  by 
an  opinion  or  a  principle  that  perhaps  he  can't 
explain.  I  am  certainly  not  voting  for  this  measure, 
Mr.  President,  because  any  Chamber  of  Commerce 
has  favored  it,  because  I,  like  the  gentleman  on  my 
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left,  do  not  have  a  great  deal  of  regard  for  their 
positions  on  many  public  matters.  But  I  am 
voting  for  the  proposition  because  I  believe  it  is 
right.  No  member  of  this  body  will  question  but 
what  I  believe  I  am  right.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
about  flimflam  orders  being  introduced  here.  Oh, 
there  are  a  lot  of  flimflam  orders  introduced  here, 
and  sometimes  ridiculous  orders,  and  we  all  do  our 
share  of  it.  We  can't  go  to  work  and  say  to  the 
other  fellow,  "  You  introduced  a  lot  of  bunco 
orders,"  without  also  saying,  "Well,  I  do  myself 
sometimes."  They  turn  out  to  be  bunco  orders, 
but  we  introduce  them  sincerely  and  later  on  we  see 
we  are  in  error  and  we  regret  our  action.  Now,  I 
believe  I  am  right  today  in  voting  for  this  proposi- 
tion, and  I  believe  that  my  position  will  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
I  think  he  will  listen  to  the  request  of  the  minority 
of  this  body  and  ignore  the  wishes  of  the  majority, 
because  I  think  the  minority  position  is  the  sound- 
est of  the  two.  I  trust  that  the  resolution  will 
pass. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  also  find 
myself  in  practically  the  same  position  as  some  of 
the  other  speakers  on  this  proposition,  in  so  far  as  I 
did  not  intend  to  enter  into  any  discussion  of  the 
relative  merits  of  the  proposition.  But  I  just 
want  to  bring  out  this  one  fact  which  to  me  seems 
paramount  on  this  question.  If  we  go  back  a  couple 
of  years,  when  the  war  first  started,  we  find  that  the 
daylight  saving  proposition  was  placed  into  being 
simply  and  solely  and  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
speeding  up  production.  Now,  if  it  was  placed 
into  effect  with  that  purpose  in  view,  so  that  more 
munitions,  and  so  forth,  might  be  turned  out  in 
order  that  the  Hun  might  be  vanquished,  why  it 
seems  to  me  its  usefulness  is  now  over  and  that  at 
the  present  time  the  human  race  is  going  along  at 
a  clip  so  fast  that  it  impairs  rather  than  improves 
the  general  health  of  the  human  being,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  any  health  authority  of  any  stand- 
ing in  any  community  will  agree  that  going  along 
at  such  high  tension  is  going  to  impair  the  health 
of  the  individual  rather  than  increase  the  longevity 
of  the  human  being.  Another  question  that  was 
brought  out  here  was  that  all  those  people  who  have 
been  consulted  on  this  proposition  have  been  in 
favor  of  it.  Now,  I  have  not  had  a  single  person 
come  to  me  and  tell  me  that  they  favored  the 
daylight  saving  proposition  as  it  is  at  the  present 
time.  I  wonder  how  many  mothers  have  been 
consulted  on  this  proposition.  I  think  that  if  you 
went  to  the  mothers  of  a  community  and  asked 
them  what  they  thought  of  this  plan  they  would 
absolutely  oppose  it.     Take,  for  instance,  the  child 


that  goes  to  sleep  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
You  find  nowadays  that  they  can't  go  to  sleep 
until  nine  o'clock,  which  means  that  the  mother 
gets  up  at  probably  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  to 
take  care  of  that  child  rather  than  getting  up  at 
three  or  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  as  formerly. 
And  irrespective  of  the  many  merits  of  the  propo- 
sition from  a  man's  standpoint,  I  think  the 
woman's  position  ought  to  be  considered  in  a  mat- 
ter of  this  kind.  And  I  think  that  we  here,  if  we 
are  going  to  pass  any  such  resolution  as  this, 
which  in  my  opinion  has  no  place  here,  ought  to 
consider  not  alone  the  male  but  we  also  should 
consider  the  female  in  all  such  propositions  as  this. 
I  am  going  to  vote  with  the  majority  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  delegates  at  the  Atlantic- 
City  convention  when  they  by  their  vote  said  that 
they  opposed  this  proposition. 

The  resolution  was  rejected,  yeas  4,  nays  5, 
the  vote  being  as  follows:

CONSOLIDATION   OF   DEPARTMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  16;  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  my  opinion  the  efficient  and 
economic  administration  of  certain  city  depart- 
ments which  now  have  charge  and  control  over  the 
institutions  maintained  by  the  City  of  Boston  on 
the  three  islands  in  Boston  Harbor  require  that 
certain  changes  be  made  in  the  conduct  of  such 
departments. 

A  recent  act  of  Legislature  authorizes  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Penal  Institutions,  Infirmary 
Department,  Children's  Institutions  Department, 
and  Institutions  Registration  Department.  Pre- 
vious to  1897  these  departments  were  conducted 
under  one  head,  and  were  separated  at  that  time 
for  certain  reasons  which  do  not  now  exist.  The 
administration  of  the  Infirmary  Department  and 
Children's  Institutions  Department  was  placed 
under  the  control  of  Boards  of  Trustees.  I  think 
it  has  been  demonstrated  that  this  form  of  admin* 
istration  has  not  been  conducive  to  efficient 
government. 

Many  conditions  exist  whereby  through  a  closer 
coordination  of  administrative  work  of  these  four 
departments  a  considerable  sum  of  money  may  be 
saved.  In  many  instances  duplications  exist  in 
the  matter  of  investigation,  supervision,  and  the 
purchase  of  supplies.  Valuable  farm  lands  remain 
uncultivated  on  Long  Island,  and  at  the  same  time 
labor  which  could  be  utilized  to  improve  these  acres 
is  unused.  .  Without  depriving  any  employee  of  his 
position  it  has  been  estimated  that  a  substantial 
sum  can  be  saved  each  year  through  the  coopera- 
tive administration  of  the  business  end  of  these 
institutions. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  draft  of 
an  ordinance  it  is  not  contemplated  in  any  way 
that  the  institutions  located  on  the  islands  of  Bos- 
ton Harbor  shall  be  united,  nor  the  inmates  therein 
intermingled  or  associated.  The  existing  policy  of 
separating  the  worthy  poor,  the  delinquent  chil- 
dren and  the  adult  criminals  will  be  strictly 
adhered  to. 

The  city  of  Detroit,  I  am  informed,  has  a  com- 
mission of  charities  and  correction.  This  is 
also  true  in  Cleveland  and  New  York,  and  it  seems 
to  be  the  tendency  to  unite  the  administrative 
features  of  city  departments  for  economic  reasons. 

At  present  there  are  but  two  of  the  seven  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Infirmary 
Department  holding  office.  The  term  of  office  of 
three  of  the  seven  members  of  the  Children's 
Institutions  Department  has  expired. 

I  therefore  submit  that  it  is  the  logical,  eco- 
nomical and  efficient  thing  to  do,  to  place  these 
departments  under  one  administrative  head,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying ordinance.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 
Section  1.     The  penal  institutions  department, 
the   Boston   infirmary   department,    the    children's 
institutions     department     and      the     institutions 
registration  department,   are  hereby   consolidated 
and  reorganized  into  an  institutions   department 
to  be  under  the  charge  of  a  commissioner  of  insti- 
tutions, who  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform 


the  duties  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  statute  or 
ordinance  to  be  exercised  and  performed  by  said 
departments,  and  the  appropriations  now  made  for 
said  departments  are  hereby  transferred  to  said 
institutions  department. 

Deer  Island  and  the  House  of  Correction  at 
Deer  Island  shall  be  in  the  charge  and  control  of 
the  master  of  the  House  of  Correction,  acting 
directly  under  the  commissioner.  Long  Island 
and  the  almshouse  and  hospital  thereon  shall  be 
in  the  charge  and  control  of  the  superintendent, 
acting  directly  under  the  commissioner.  Rains- 
ford  Island  and  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  thereon 
shall  be  in  charge  and  control  of  the  superintendent 
acting  directly  under  the  commissioner.  The 
placing  out  of  children  shall  be  in  charge  and  control 
of  the  general  agent  acting  directly  under  the 
commissioner.  The  duties  of  institutions  regis- 
tration shall  be  in  charge  and  control  of  the  registrar, 
acting  directly  under  the  commissioner. 

The  commissioner  of  institutions  may  create 
such  other  divisions  of  the  department  as  he  may 
find  necessary  for  its  proper  conduct. 

Sect.  2.  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1914  is  hereby  amended  in  section  5 
by  striking  out  the  clauses  establishing  the  salary 
of  the  penal  institutions  commissioner,  and  by 
inserting  after  the  clause  establishing  the  salary 
of  the  health  commissioner  a  new  clause,  as  follows : 

The  commissioner  of  institutions,  seventy-five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Chapters  7,  10,  19  and  25  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914  arc  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  So  much  of  this  ordinance  as  concerns 
the  appointment  of  the  commissioner  of  institu- 
tions as  the  head  of  a  department  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  passage;  all  other  provisions  snail 
take  effect  upon  the  qualifications  of  the  com- 
missioner following  the  approval  of  his  appoint- 
ment by  the  civil  service  commission  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  48(5  of  the  Acts 
of  1909.

The  treasurer  of  these  funds  has  at  the 
present  time  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  $1,123.41, 
and  there  are  al  the  present,  time  unpaid  lulls 
amounting  to  S2.048.53.  I  have  recently  issued 
some  further  appeals,  but  the  response  has  not 
been  so  (.-real  as  I  had  hoped,  and  I  do  not  think 
it.  will  be  possible  to  raise  the  money  we  need 
for  the  work  of  the  committee  from  private 
sources.

COMMUNICATIONS   CONCERNING   PLAY- 
GROUND  LOANS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  July  18,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  desires 
to  direct  your  attention  to  the  following  facts  rela- 
tive to  five  pending  loans  for  playgrounds,  which 
take  their  second  reading  at  next  Monday's  meeting 
of  the  City  Council: 

Adams  Street,  Dorchester,  $55,000. 

It  is  proposed  to  acquire  the  Coffin-Rankin  land 
on  Adams  street,  Dorchester,  opposite  Lonsdale 
and  Mallet  streets,  containing  191,359  square  feet. 
The  engineer  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment, in  a  communication  to  the  chairman  of  that 
department,  dated  January  21,  1919,  makes  the 
following  statement  regarding  this  location: 

It  is  a  very  good  location  for  a  playground,  being 
about  equally  distant  from  Christopher  Gibson, 
Ashmont,  Tenean  Beach  and  Neponset  play- 
grounds. 

The  assessor's  valuation  is: — Land  $11,500; 
buildings,  SI, 500;  total,  $13,000,  and  the  cost  of 
construction  will  probably  be  about  $25,000,  so 
that  the  total  cost  of  a  playground,  taking  in  all  of 
this  land,  would  probably  be  about  $40,000. 
This  is  comparatively  cheap  for  a  playground  of 
that  size.  This  is  taking  the  cost  of  the  land  at  25 
percent  above  the  assessor's  valuation. 

No  investigation  has  been  made  by  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  of  the  probable  cost  of  the 
land.  The  owner  stated  to  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Commission  that  he  considered  the  land 
worth  $40,000  and  was  unwilling  to  sell  it  to  the 
city  for  any  price  substantially  less  than  this 
amount. 

The  commission  believes  that  couriering  the 
claim  by  (lie  owner  as  to  the  value  of  the  land,  it 
will  be  impossible  to  acquire  and  equip  the  play- 
ground within  the  amount  of  the  proposed  loan. 

The  commission  is  of  opinion  that  the  present 
playground  facilities  in  the  neighborhood  are  such 
that  the  city  would  not  be  justified  in  expending 
the  amount  which  it  appears  is  necessary  to  pur- 
chase and  equip  this  playground. 

Extension  of  Carolina  Avenue  Playground, 
$56,000. 

This  playground  now  has  an  area  of  134,159 
square  feet,  and,  apart  from  maintenance  charges, 
has  cost  the  city  $39,131.42.  Last  year  the 
commission,  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  investi- 
gated the  conditions  at  this  playground  and 
advised  against  a  suggested  loan  order  for  $23,000. 
This  year  a  request  is  made  for  $56,000,  for  the 
purpose  of  enlarging  the  baseball  field  and  making 
some  changes  in  the  lay-out. 

The  commission  believes  that,  considering  the 
proximity  of  Franklin  Park,  the  present  play- 
ground affords  adequate  facilities  to  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

Charlestown  Playground,  $22,000. 

The  playground  is  situated  near  Sullivan  square, 
has  an  area  of  630,751  square  feet,  is  equipped  with 
an  open-air  gymnasium  and  running  track,  and 
has  a  baseball  field  and  small  locker  building.  It 
is  also  flooded  in  the  winter  and  used  for  skating. 
It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  locker  building, 
construct  some  tennis  courts,  and  do  some  grading. 

The  commission  believes  that  the  character  of 
the  use  of  this  playground  is  such  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  build  an  extension  to  the  locker 
building,  and  that  there  is  little  or  no  demand  from 
the  inhabitants  of  the  neighborhood  for  tennis 
courts.  The  attendant  in  charge  stated  to  a 
representative  of  the  commission  that  the  play- 
ground was  not  in  use  extensively  at  the  present 
time. 

Wood  Island  Park,  $50,000. 

The  Water  Ways  Commission  of  the  Common- 
wealth is  filling  the  flats  of  the  beach  at  Wood 
Island,  with  the  result  that  the  bathing  facilities 
are  somewhat  interfered  with.  The  chairman  of 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Department  states  that 
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it  is  his  plan  to  build  a  bulkhead  that  will  hold  back 
the  fill  and  also  construct  sluice  gates  which  may 
be  closed,  so  that  there  will  be  sufficient  water  at 
the  beach  to  permit  bathing  at  all  stages  of  the  tide. 

The  construction  of  such  a  bulkhead  is  very 
expensive,  the  cost  being  about  $100  a  running 
foot,  so  that  this  loan,  if  granted,  would  only  in 
part  defray  the  cost  of  the  proposed  bulkhead 
which,  to  be  effective,  would  necessarily  be  in 
excess  of  500  feet  in  length.  The  chairman  of  the 
Water  Ways  Commission  states  that  a  very  large 
amount  of  filling  and  development  work  is  to  be 
done  by  the  Commonwealth  at  this  place,  which 
will  injure  to  some  extent  the  present  bathing 
facilities  at  Wood  Island  Park.  He  appreciates 
the  obligation  of  the  Commonwealth  to  protect  the 
rights  of  the  city  and  agreed  with  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Commission  that,  when  the  work  to  be 
done  was  finally  determined,  he  would  see  that  the 
bathing  facilities  at  Wood  Island  Park  were 
protected  and  that  he  believed  the  work  should  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  commission  believes  that  the  Common- 
wealth should,  and  will,  at  its  own  expense,  protect 
the  bathing  facilities  at  Wood  Island  Park,  and 
that  there  is  therefore  no  occasion  for  the  passage 
of  this  loan. 

Mission  Hill  Playground,  $8,000. 

This  playground,  which  was  completed  about 
two  years  ago,  has  cost  the  city,  apart  from  main- 
tenance charges,  $326,060.06.  It  has  a  shelter 
and  playground  for  small  children,  a  baseball 
field  for  children  under  14  years  of  age,  and  an  oval 
and  running  track.  The  oval  is  lighted  by  four 
arc  lights,  so  that  it  can  be  used  at  night.  Coun- 
cilor Watson  has  introduced  an  order  for  the  . 
further  development  of  the  running  track  and  oval. 
It  is  proposed  to  change  the  oval  to  a  baseball 
field  and  to  construct  a  high  fence  to  protect 
adjoining  buildings  from  injury. 

The  commission  believes  this  to  be  an  unwise 
and  unnecsesary  expenditure  and  that  the  sug- 
gested change  in  the  lay-out  is  not  required  by  the 
needs  of  the  district.  The  oval  was  constructed  at 
great  expense  and  its  use  should  not  be  abandoned 
until  a  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  to  determine 
beyond  question  that  the  change  should  be  -made. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  these  orders  be  withdrawn  by  the 
Mayor;  or 

2.  That  the  Council  refuse  its  approval  thereof.

Coun.  MrLAUGHLIN  offered  the  following- 
Ordered,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  be  appointed  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  and  the  commission  appointed  by 
him  to  urge  upon  them  the  necessity  of  taking 
immediate  action  to  relieve  the  street  railway 
situation  in  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a 
commission  to  make  an  investigation  forthwith  of 
the  street  railway  situation  in  the  district  served 
by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  and  to  recom- 
mend such  action  as  may  be  necessary  for  imme- 
diate relief,  and  it  is  hereby  suggested  that  said 
commission  be  composed  of  a  representative  of 
labor,  a  leading  member  of  the  Boston  Bar,  a  legis- 
lator of  experience,  a  prosecuting  officer  of  Suffolk 
County,  a  street  railway  expert  and  such  other 
representative  citizens  as  the  Mayor  may  deem 
advisable  to  appoint. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
the  Mayor's  commission  on  the  street  railway 
situation,  when  appointed,  be  requested  to  examine 
into  the  advisability  of,  and  submit  to  the  state 
commission  their  recommendations  for  legislation 
in  regard  to  the  following  propositions  concerning 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  viz.: 

1.  The  removal  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  appointment  of  a  public  manager  in  its  place. 

2.  No  dividends  to  be  paid  until  earned. 

3.  The  books  to  be  opened  to  public  inspection 
and  a  full  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
to  be  made  public. 

4.  The  taking  over  by  the  state  of  the  Cam- 
bridge Tunnel. 

5.  The  disposal  of  all  real  estate  not  in  actual 
use. 

6.  The  reduction  of  fares  to  five  cents. 

7.  Payment  of  any  deficit  out  of  the  tax  levy, 
but  only  in  case  the  foregoing  propositions  are  com- 
plied with. 

8.  If  the  program,  as  set  forth,  is  inexpedient 
the  taking  over  of  the  system  by  the  state. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  in  offer- 
ing these  orders  I  realize  somewhat  the  futility, 
frcm  a  legislative  standpoint,  cf  trying  to  bring 
about  a  remedy.  About  the  only  thing we  can 
hope  to  do  is  to  tell  those  now  in  authority,  just 
appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  under 
the  order  of  the  Legislature,  the  tilings  we  hope 
they  will  accomplish  for  the  people  of  this  great 
community.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk 
upon  this  matter  and  the  people  are  not  getting  the 
relief  they  are  so  anxious  to  have.  I  realize  only 
too  well  that  the  public  is  very  much  wrought  up. 
and  I  also  realize  the  danger  apt  to  ensue  from 
going  out  among  the  people  and  arousing  them  to  a 
state  of  mind  that  may  create-  havoc  or  riotous 
demonstrations  throughout  our  city.  So,  instead 
of  indulging  in  a  protracted  talk  about  the  railway 
situation  from  which  we  are  now  suffering,  I  think 
it  behooves  men  in  different  walks  of  life  to  en- 
deavor to  arrive  at  some  concrete  plan  of  legis- 
lative enactment  that  will  bring  the  relief  the 
people  demand  at  this  time.  Apropos  of  that,  I 
believe  I  have  as  much  right  as  any  other  man  in 


the  body  to  take  the  floor  at  this  particular  time, 
because  last  year,  sir,  I  had  the  great  honor  and 
pleasure  of  serving  on  the  Senate  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature. 
Before  that  committee  for  three  or  four  weeks  we 
went  into  details  of  the  operating  act  under  which 
the  Boston  Elevated  road  is  now  working.  At 
that  time  I  saw  fit  to  dissent  and  was  the  only 
dissenter  from  my  committee's  report.  I  was  the 
only  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate  who  took 
the  floor  and  fought  the  bill,  disregarding  the  pres- 
sure that  came  from  some  men  of  good  standing 
and  others  in  our  community,  and,  regardless  of 
that  pressure,  I  succeeded  in  getting  a  roll  call  in 
the  Senate,  upon  which  six  members  of  the  body 
voted  against  the  act  under  which  the  Elevated 
road  is  now  operating.  I  think  it  is  only  fair  to 
those  six  men  that  I  should  at  this  time  name 
them,  because  they  faced  a  great  deal  of  pressure 
within  and  without  the  Senate  of  the  Massachusetts 
Chamber,  in  taking  the  stand  they  did.  Although 
some  men  for  whom  we  had  great  respect  thought 
differently,  it  was  the  feeling  of  the  six  that  this 
bill  was  a  nefarious  proposition  and  should  never 
have  been  put  over  the  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  City  of  Boston.  Having  that  view, 
Senators  Curran,  Fitzgerald,  Lawler,  Morris  and 
McLaughlin  of  Boston,  and  Tetler  of  Lawrence, 
voted  against  the  bill  because  of  the  operation  of 
which  we  are  now  having  this  great  difficulty. 
In  offering  these  orders,  sir,  I  hope  to  do  something 
in  a  concrete  way  to  help  relieve  the  situation. 
I  have  asked  for  the  passage  of  an  order  that  a 
committee  of  this  Council,  sir,  be  appointed  by  you 
to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  upon  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  him,  impressing  upon  the 
minds  of  those  men  the  necessity  of  taking  action 
forthwith  on  the  Boston  Elevated  situation,  in- 
stead of  waiting  for  an  extended  report  on  the 
street  railway  situation  of  the  Commonwealth.  I 
believe  that  order  should  go  through  and  that 
action  should  be  taken  immediately.  I  have  also 
offered  an  order  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  appoint  a  committee  to  consist  of  a  leading 
business  man,  a  representative  of  the  greatest 
legal  talent  we  have  in  our  city,  a  man  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  labor  situation  here,  a  man 
having  complete  knowledge  of  the  street  railway 
business,  and  a  man  of  extended  experience  in 
legislative  matters.  In  connection  with  the  last  I 
hope  that  no  one  at  present  in  public  office  will  be 
appointed.  But  I  do  see  the  great  necessity  of 
appointing  an  experienced  legislator  on  such  a 
committee,  because  my  mind  runs  back' only  a  few- 
months  to  the  session  of  our  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, when  we  had  in  that  body  some  of  the 
leading  legal  lights  of  the  entire  Commonwealth 
and  representative  business  men  of  the  highest 
standing  in  our  community,  who  were  all  out- 
witted and  outmanneuvered  on  the  floor  of  the 
Constitutional  Convention,  while  the  one  man  who 
came  out  from  that  convention  with  his  reputation 
saved  as  a  sane,  intelligent  man  was  a  legislator,  a 
man  who  rose  from  the  ranks  of  the  people,  not  a 
professional  man,  a  man  whom  we  all  know  by 
repute  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  If  it  had 
not  been  for  his  intelligence  and  experience  as  a 
legislator,  and  the  passing  by  that  Constitutional 
Convention  of  the  initiative  and  referendum,  the 
convention  would  have  gone  down  in  the  annals  of 
the  state  as  the  greatest  farce  of  any  such  gathering 
ever  held  in  this  great  country  of  ours.  So  I 
believe  I  am  justified  in  asking  that  a  legislator,  a 
man  of  sense,  intellect  and  sound  experience,  be 
appointed  on  that  commit  I ee,  so  that  whatever 
legislation  is  recommended  may  not  end  in  legis- 
lative pitfalls.  I  have  asked  for  these  things 
and  have  made  certain  recommendations  info 
which  this  committee  can  look,  with  a  view  to 
relieving  the  burdens  of  the  Elevated.  I  think  all 
tin-  suggestions  I  have  made  are  germane  to  the 
situation.  If  something  cannot  be  done  along 
these  lines,  f  believe  firmly  that  the  only  solution 
is  public  ownership  of  our  public  transportation 
facilities.      I    hope   these  orders  will   be  referred   to 

the  Executive  Committee  ami  will  then  be  passed 

without    delay.       I    realize    thai    no    one    man    in    the 

Commonwealth    has   a    panacea    for    tin-    railway 

.situation,  but  we  call  all  help  anil  should  all  do 
what  we  can.

McLaughlin,  please  consider 
that  I  feel  sure  that  the  proper  course  to  pursue 
regarding  Elevated  Railway  is  that  public  owner- 
ship, either  under  state  or  City  of  Boston,  should 
prevail.

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  that  portion  of  the  city 
formerly  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  should  be  put  on 
the  same  basis  so  far  as  the  street  railway  fares 
are  concerned,  as  the  other  districts  of  the  city, 
and  the  residents  of  that  section  should  be  afforded 
an  opportunity  of  reaching  the  various  points  of 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  same  rate  of  fare  us  that 
charged  to  residents  of  other  sections;  and  it  is 
hereby 

Ordered,  That  tin'  committee  appointed  by  the 
Governor  be  requested  to  take  up  this  matter  in 
connection  with  the  consideration  of  the  street 
railway  situation  in  Boston. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  it  appears 
to  me  to  be  rather  a  ridiculous  proposition  to 
have  any  section  of  Boston — and,  of  course,  Hyde 
Park  is  a  section  of  Boston — pay  a  double  rale  '>! 
fare  at  the  present  high  rate  ol  fare.  One  thing 
that  stands  out  in  my  mind  i-  the  fact  that  the 
Elevated  road  has  a  four  million  dollar  deficit 
during  the  length  of  time  it  has  been  operating 
under  public  control,  that  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park  are  paying  a  10-cent  fare  on  the  Boston 
Elevated  system  today  ami  also  paying  an  addi- 
tional 10  cents  on  the  Bay  State  line,  and  that 
when  this  deficit  is  apportioned  among  the  various 
communities  served  by  the  Elevated  system,  Hyde 
Park  will  very  likely  be  also  expected,  being  a  part 
of  Boston,  to  bear  a  share  of  that  burden  It  does 
not  seem  to  me  that  those  people,  who  have  to  pay 
a  fare  on  the  Boston  Elevated  and  a  fare  on  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway,  should  also  be  faxed 
for  a  deficit  that  has  to  In-  met  in  connection  with 
the  operation  of  the  Boston  Elevated  system.  I 
think  they  are  paying  at  least  twice  as  much  as 
they  should  pay  now,  and  that  if  they  are  also  i" 
be  assessed  for  the  deficit  of  tin'  Elevated  they  are 
going  to  be  trebly  taxed  for  their  service  to  and 
from  the  heart  of  Boston.  I  saw  in  tin-  papers 
that  a  four  million  dollar  education  bill  has  lust 
passed  the  Legislature.  Men  living  in  various 
parts  of  the  Commonwealth,  outside  of  Boston, 
men  acting  under  an  alibi,  as  I  might  call  it.  as  far 
as  the  City  of  Boston  i-  concerned,  have  passed 
that  bill,  by  which  outside  school  teachers  are  to  re- 
ceive an  increase  in  salary,  and  under  which  the 
City  of  Boston  will  be  taxed  $600,000  to  pay  the 
increase  in  wages  of  teachers  in  smaller  communi- 
ties throughout  the  state.  They  did  not  have  any 
hesitancy  in  throwing  that  burden  on  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City  of  Boston;  and  certainly  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  my  judgment, 
would  be  justified  in  requiring  people  in  various 
sections,  suburbs  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  stand 
a  fair  share  of  the  burden  of  the  railway  situation 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  Indirectly,  I  think  the 
Elevated  situation  affects  everybody.  I  read  in 
the  report  by  the  trustees,  submitted  by  the  coun- 
sel last  December,  the  statement  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Board,  to  the  effect  that  he  felt  that  an 
8-eent  flat  fare  would  be  sufficient  to  cover  all  the 
depreciation  and  all  the  new  stock  that  would  be 
called  for  for  some  time  to  come.  But  it  seems 
that  he  was  away  off  in  his  guess,  and  that  it  now 
appears  that  even  the  10-cent  fare  is  not  going  to 
do  what  he  hoped  that  the  S-cont  fare  would  do. 
The  trustees  were  appointed  primarily  to  find 
some  solution  of  the  street  railway  problem,  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  they  have  been  devoting  their 
efforts  to  increasing  the  revenue  of  the  Elevated 
so  that  they  might  purchase,  as  they  have  already 
taken  steps  to  do,  ten  times  as  much  equipment 
in  this  one  year  as  was  purchased  by  the  road  in 
the  past  ten  years.  Then,  two  million  dollars  has 
been  provided  for  depreciation  for  the  past  year, 
where  in  any  previous  year  in  the  past  ten  years 
not  more  than  one  tenth  of  that  amount  was  pro- 


vided. It  seems  to  me  that  their  system  of  hand- 
ling the  transportation  problem  is  one  that  is  not 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  people  living  here  today. 
I  think  the  people  who  are  living  here  today 
should  not  be  taxed  entirely  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  a  railway  system  that  has  been  mulcted  for  the 
past  quarter  of  a  century.  I  hope  the  order  intro- 
duced will  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  then  sent  to  the  commission  which  is  going  to 
sit  on  the  street  railway  problem,  and  I  trust  they 
will  find  some  solution  so  that  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park,  people  living  within  the  confines  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  may  at  least  get  a  square  deal  in  the 
matter  of  the  payment  of  fare  for  transportation 
purposes. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  hereby  requested 
to  take  such  action  as  may  be  advisable,  and  if 
necessary  to  call  a  special  session  of  the  General 
Court  immediately,  in  order  to  repeal  so  much  of 
chapter  159  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1918  as  guaran- 
ty -  the  dividends  on  the  preferred  or  common 
stock  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
ami  any  other  lines  controlled  or  leased  by  said 
Elevated  Railway  Company. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  be  hereby 
requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  a  list  of 
the  stockholders  of  the  West  End  Street  Railway 
Company  on  the  date  of  the  closing  of  the  books 
for  transfer  at  the  time  of  payment  of  the  latest 
dividend. 

Coun  Mi  DONALD— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
going  to  talk  at  length  on  either  of  these  orders. 
One  of  them  is  provided  for  in  part  by  the  order 
introduced  by  Coun.  McLaughlin,  the  order  asking 
the  Governor  to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  repeal  that  part  of  the  enabling  act 
which  compels  the  trustees  to  pay  dividends  to 
the  stockholders  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railroad 
whether  they  are  earning  anything  or  not.  The 
other  order  is  to  find  out  something  that  I  tried 
to  find  out  at  our  hearing  here  from  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  in  January  of  this  year. 
1  tried  to  find  out  who  the  stockholders  of  the  old 
West  End  Street  Railway,  now  receiving  S  per 
cent  dividends,  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  were. 
The  trustees  are  now  compelled  under  the  act 
to  pay  to  those  stockholders  each  year  8  per  cent 
on  stock  transferred  or  then  owned,  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  the  act.  I  finally  got  President 
Ncal  of  the  Boston  Elevated  to  admit  that  they 
were  paying  (2,300,000  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
old  West  End  Street  Railway,  and  had  to  pay 
that  amount  every  year.  I  would  like  to  know 
who  those  stockholders  are.  and  I  think  the  people 
would  like  to  know  who  they  are.  I  understand 
from  people  of  standing,  whether  it  is  so  or  not, 
that  every  one  of  the  present  stockholders  getting 
the  two  and  one  half  million  are  also  stockholders 
in  the  present  Boston  Elevated  Railroad.  In 
that  way.  in  my  opinion,  they  are  receiving  from 
tin  public,  through  payments  by  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated, two  dividends  on  stock,  where  they  should 
not  receive  a  dividend  at  all,  because  nothing  is 
being  earned.  These  dividends  that  are  being 
paid  to  stockholders  now  amount,  I  understand,  to 
about  eight  million  dollars,  anil  in  my  opinion  the 
only  solution  is  to  stop  paying  dividends  to  any 
stockholders  unless  the  road  earns  something. 
That  is  the  only  way  in  which  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated can  ever  be  run  on  a  paying  basis,  and,  if 
that  object  cannot  be  arrived  at  otherwise,  the 
present  enabling  act  should  be  repealed,  if  neces- 
sary, driving  the  road  into  bankruptcy,  and  in 
that  way  allowing  us  to  get  a  five-cent  fare — and, 
in  my  opinion,  less  than  a  five-cent  fare  in  some 
sections  of  Boston.  You  can  walk  from  Charles- 
town  to  Boston  in  six  or  seven  minutes,  and  it  is 
certainly  a  shame  to  have  to  pay  ten  cents  to  ride 
that  distance.  I  think  they  ought  to  allow  people 
to  ride  to  and  from  Charlestown  for  four  cents, 
or  even  three  cents.  I  realize  that  nothing  may 
be  accomplished  by  these  and  the  other  orders. 
They  may  not  do  any  good.  The  Legislature  has 
been  prorogued,  and  the  only  redress  we  can  have, 
as  far  as  legislation  is  concerned,  is  through  a 
special  session.  If  we  can  have  a  special  session, 
and  the  committee  appointed  can  act  quickly, 
recommending  certain  things  which  should  be  done 
in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  Boston,  we  may  be 
able  to  see  some  results.  Unless  some  such  action 
is  taken,  we  cannot  help  the  situation  any.     The

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trustees  are  now  working  under  an  act,  that  gives 
them  the  power  to  do  certain  things.  They  may 
think  that  they  are  doing  things  all  right,  but  they 
are  not  giving  any  relief  to  the  people  of  Boston, 
especially,  who  are  trying  to  get  relief  as  quickly 
as  they  possibly  can. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  ask  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  to  call  a  special  session  of  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature,  forthwith,  to  consider 
and  report  on  the  street  railway  situation  so  far  as 
it  affects  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  investiga- 
tion! The  Legislature  went  out  of  session  yester- 
day, and,  to  my  mind,  this  so-called  committee 
of  investigation  that  was  passed  up  there  is  simply 
a  means  of  pigeonholing  the  whole  thing,  hood- 
winking the  car-riding  public.  There'  will  be  no 
greater  investigation  than  was  had  in  1918  in  the 
Legislature,  when  the  bill  was  passed  by  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  and  signed  by  the 
Governor,  as  far  as  Boston  Elevated  Railroad  is 
concerned.  There  is  no  reason  why  further  in- 
vestigation should  be  made.  The  facts  and  figures 
brought  out  during  the  hearings  at  those  legisla- 
tive sessions  would,  if  properly  dealt  with,  give  us 
the  relief  we  are  looking  for,  and  the  Governor  is 
simply  handing  the  buck  to  somebody  else,  waiting 
for  another  political  election,  so  that  men  may  go  on 
the  stump  this  fall  and  may  be  helped  to  get  public 
office,  saying,  "I  was  the  one  who  did  such  and 
such  a  thing."  I  feel  that  the  Governor  has  not 
appointed  a  representative  committee.  There 
were  signs  in  every  street  car  for  at  least  eight 
months  telling  us  that  the  largest  part  of  the  money 
spent  by  the  Elevated  was  spent  for  labor,  and  yet 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  did  not  see  fit 
to  put  a  representative  of  labor  on  the  committee, 
to  deal  with  the  biggest  thing  that  has  come  up, 
as  far  as  the  Elevated  is  concerned.  I  feel,  that 
committee  not  being  a  representative  committee, 
that  we  are  simply  seeing  done  what  has  always 
been  done  in  matters  of  this  sort.  They  are  simply 
putting  this  matter  into  a  pigeonhole,  so  that  it 
will  die  a  natural  death.  I  believe  that  the 
Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  and  the  members 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  could 
do  no  better  work  than  to  go  back  into  session  and 
straighten  out  the  contemptible  conditions  that  we 
are  meeting  with  in  riding  on  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railroad.  As  my  colleague  opposite  has  pointed 
out,  they  are  doing  this  year  ten  times  more  road 
work  than  was  ever  done  in  one  year,  and  they  are 
making  the  car-riding  public  today  pay  for  it, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  taxpayers  are  going 
to  receive  a  tax  bill  which  will  mean  the  payment 
of  a  second  fare.  I  believe  the  City  Council 
should  in  its  session  here  and  in  its  deliberations. 


urge  action  upon  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Unless  something  is  done  I  feel  the  public 
will,  within  a  very  short  time,  take  the  situation 
into  their  own  hands  and  will  make  the  Governor 
and  members  of  the  Legislature  give  them  some 
relief.  We  see  in  the  papers  every  day  that  the 
Department  of  Justice  is  making  secret  investiga- 
tions into  the  doings  of  the  so-called  Bolsheviki. 
The  Boston  Elevated  situation  has  made  Bolshe- 
viki right  here  in  our  midst,  of  men  who  were  good 
citizens  prior  to  the  putting  into  effect  first  of  the 
seven-cent  fare,  then  of  the  eight-cent  fare,  and 
now  of  the  ten-cent  fare,  and  we  are  told  that  they 
are  not  going  to  be  able  to  run  the  road  on  the 
ten-cent  fare  basis.  Where  are  we  going?  It  is 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  country  that  a 
legislative  body  has  ever  legalized  gambling. 
Anybody  who  buys  stocks  at  any  time  is  engaged 
in  nothing  more  nor  less  than  gambling.  But  the 
Legislature  said  to  those  stockholders  who  had 
invested  their  money  in  Boston  Elevated  stocks, 
"We  will  protect  your  investment  by  an  act  of  the 
Legislature."  Take  a  small  man  here,  a  citizen 
of  Boston,  who  may  own  a  three-flat  house  in  some 
of  our  residential  sections.  If  two  of  those  flats 
are  vacant  during  part  of  the  year,  the  City  of 
Boston  will  not  protect  that  citizen  by  even  giving 
him  a  rebate  on  his  taxes.  But  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  if  a  man  has 
invested  his  money  in  stocks  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railroad  they  will  see  that  that  money  is 
protected  and  that  he  is  paid  good  interest  on  it. 
My  order  calls  upon  the  Legislature  to  take  im- 
mediate action,  not  even  waiting  for  any  report  of  a 
committee,  not  waiting  for  action  by  the  Mayor  or 
the  Governor,  but  looking  to  relief  from  that  collar 
or  anchor  that  the  Legislature  has  put  on  the  car- 
riding  public  of  our  great  city.  I  move  that  my 
order  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

CONTROL    OF    BOSTON    ELEVATED 
RAILWAY    COMPANY. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  has  failed  to  give  satisfactory 
service  and  a  reasonable  rate  of  fare  to  the  riding 
public,  under  private  and  semi-public  management, 
after  a  reasonable  trial;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  has  saddled  Boston  and 
adjoining  cities  and  towrfs  with  a  statute  that 
ordains  that  the  road  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  five  in 
number,  and  guarantee  5  per  cent  dividends  to  the 
stockholders  regardless  whether  or  not  the  road  is 
self-sustaining  or  not;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  belief  and  opinion  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  that  the  rights  of  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston  and  the  cities  and  towns  through 
which  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
operates  can  be  best  served  and  a  five-cent  fare  limit 
can  be  made  possible  by  the  taking  over  by  the 
Commonwealth,  or  by  the  several  cities  and  towns 
through  which  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany operates,  and  continue  the  operation  of  said 
railway  company  under  municipal,  state  or  inter- 
city and  town  ownership;  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  President  of  the  City  Council 
appoint  a  committee  to  urge  upon  the  Governor 
to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  at  once 
to  consider  the  question  herein  mentioned,  and 
pass  legislation  at  once  on  the  said  question  to 
provide  for  the  public  ownership  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the  operation  and 
management  by  either  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  by  Boston  and 
adjoining  cities  and  towns  through  which  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  operates. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  pre- 
ambles, resolve  and  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr  President 

President  FORD — Before  the  councilor  talks, 
the  Chair  might  say  that  all  the  orders  offered 
with  reference  to  the  Elevated  road  last  Friday 
went  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  appreciate 
that  fact,  and  I  presume  that  will  be  the  reference 
in  this  case  when  I  have  finished  my  remarks.  It 
seems  to  be  fashionable  and  in  order  for  this  body 
to  do  something,  or  try  to  do  something,  through 
orders  and  resolves,  to  improve  transportation 
conditions  in  Boston,  and  of  course  I  desire  to  do 
my  part  in  that  direction.  Last  Friday  I  was 
unavoidably  absent  and  could  not  express  my  posi- 
tion on  the  several  orders  offered,  or  vote  thereon. 
While  I  was  in  sympathy  with  the  intent  of  many 
of  the  orders — judging  their  intent  from  reading 
them — I  felt  that  they  did  not  go  quite  far  enough. 
I  firmly  believe  that  the  only  hope  of  improving 
transportation  facilities  in  Boston  is  by  taking 
them  over,  if  proper  and  right  to  do  so,  by  the  City 
of  Boston  or  by  the  Commonwealth;  that,  if  that 
is  not  the  proper  solution,  the  cities  and  towns  in 
which  the  roads  operate  should  join  together  and 
manage  or  control  them.  I  recognize  the  fact 
that  many  problems  will  confront  the  city,  the 
cities  and  towns,  or  the  Commonwealth,  in  the 
matter  of  details,  but  in  all  these  great  reforms 
details  must  be  worked  out  after  the  decision  to 
carry  out  the  main  principle.  I  am  a  firm  believer 
in  public  ownership  and  control,  notwithstanding 
its  assumed  failure  in  many  places;  but,  while  I  am 
prejudiced  in  favor  of  public  ownership,  in  this 
matter  I  am  trying  not  to  be  personal,  am  trying  to 
eliminate  my  prejudices  and  to  face  the  situation 
as  it  presents  itself  to  us.  The  Boston  Elevated 
Street  Railway  is  practically  a  bankrupt  concern, 
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and  yet,  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature  creating  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  those  five  gentlemen  are  com- 
pelled to  pay  to  the  stockholders  of  record  from 
5  per  cent  up  in  dividends,  guaranteed  for  a 
number  of  years.  Also,  out  of  the  earnings, 
whether  there  are  five,  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty  cent 
car  fares,  a  certain  amount  of  money  will  be  spent 
to  improve  the  condition  of  the  road-bed,  rails  and 
rolling  stock.  That  means  that  if  they  lay  tracks 
with  a  concrete  base,  and  granite  block  pavements, 
installing  heavy,  up-to-date  rails  and  first-class 
rolling  stock,  in  ten  years  from  now,  or  at  whatever 
time  the  road  is  turned  back  to  the  stockholders, 
they  will  have  a  brand  new,  up-to-date  street  rail- 
way, with  an  enhanced  value  of  50  per  cent  more 
than  it  is  now  or  was  at  the  time  when  it  was  taken 
over  by  the  trustees.  I  feel  that,  if  they  are  going 
to  charge  a  high  rate  of  fare,  and  the  financial  gain 
that  comes  from  increased  fares  is  to  go  into  the 
upbuilding  of  this  road  and  its  structures,  in  im- 
proved road-bed,  rails  and  rolling  stock,  that  road, 
when  turned  back,  ought  to  be  turned  back  for  the 
benefit  of  the  people  of  the  city  or  district  where 
the  road  operates,  and  not  for  the  benefit  of  a  few 
stockholders  who  have  bought  a  little  stock,  taking 
a  gambler's  chance  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
dollar.  I  have  talked  with  business  men  high  in 
finance,  with  the  ordinary  business  man,  with  the 
man  who  only  pays  a  poll  tax,  and  they  all  seem 
to  feel  unanimously  that  the  only  way  to  treat 
this  subject  is  to  have  the  city,  the  cities  and  towns 
interested,  or  the  Commonwealth,  take  the  road 
over  and  operate  it  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people. 
I  sincerely  trust  that  this  order  will  eventually 
pass,  and  I  am  perfectly  willing,  now  that  I  have 
had  my  say,  to  have  it  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  further  consideration.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Nineteen. 
Ordinances   of   1919,   Chapter  3,   Concerning  the 

Licensing    and    Regulation    of    Jitneys. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston ,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
engage  in  the  business  of  operating  a  motor  vehicle 
or  motor  vehicles,  except  trackless  trolley  vehicles, 
so  called,  upon  any  public  street  or  way  in  the  city 
of  Boston  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  in 
such  manner  as  to  afford  a  means  of  transportation 
similar  to  that  afforded  by  a  street  railway,  without 
first  obtaining  from  the  city  council  a  license  to 
engage  in  such  business,  and  unless  such  license  is 
in  force  according  to  the  provisions  of  and  subject 
to  this  ordinance.  Such  license  shall  remain  in 
force  until  revoked  by  order  of  the  city  council. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 
Wherever  the  word  "licensee"  is  used  in  this 
ordinance  it  shall  mean  the  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration licensed  under  this  section. 

Sect.  2.  No  licensee  shall  so  operate  any  such 
motor  vehicle  except  between  such  termini  and  over 
such  route  and  with  such  stopping  places  as  shall  be 
specified  by  the  city  council  in  the  license  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  section  one,  and,  except  in 
case  of  emergency,  the  licensee  shall  not  deviate 
from  the  specifications  of  said  license  without  the 
approval  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  3.  No  licensee  shall  charge,  demand,  col- 
lect or  receive  a  greater,  or  less,  or  different  com- 
pensation for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or 
for  any  service  in  connection  therewith,  than  the 
rates,  fares  and  charges  applicable  to  such  trans- 
portation as  specified  in  the  license  granted  by  the 
city  council. 

Sect.  4.  No  such  license  shall  be  issued  or  be- 
come _  operative  until-  the  licensee  shall  have 
deposited  with  the  city  clerk  a  bond  of  a  surety 
company  approved  by  the  city  treasurer,  condi- 
tioned to  pay  any  final  judgment  against  the 
principal  named  therein  for  any  injury  to  person 
or  property,  or  damage  for  causing  the  death  of 
any  person  by  reason  of  any  negligence  or  unlawful 
act  on  the  part  of  the  principal  named  in  said 
bond,  his  or  its  agents,  employees  or  drivers,  in 
the  use  or  operation  of  any  such  vehicle.  The 
bond  shall  be  in  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  each  and 
every  vehicle  operated  by  the  licensee  in  accordance 
with  the  following  schedule: 

For  a  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of  five 
persons  or  less — $5,000. 

For  a  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of  six  or 
more  persons — .$5,000  and  $500  additional  for  each 
passenger  seat  in  excess  of  five. 

Provided,  however,  that  a  bond  of  $25,000  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  to  cover  all  the  vehicles  operated 
by  any  one  licensee. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  drive,  operate,  or  be 
in  charge  of  any  such  motor  vehicle  in  any  public 
street,  way,  or  place,  without  first  obtaining,  in 
addition  to  the  chauffeur's  license  issued  by  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Commission,  a  special 
annual  license  from  the  police  commissioner  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  unless  both  of  said  licenses 
are  in  force.  The  special  license  granted  by  the 
police  commissioner  >hall  be  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  police  commissioner  may  deem 
proper  to  impose  and  shall  be  granted  only  to  a 
person  licensed  under  section  one  of  this  ordinance 
or  to  an  employee  of  a  person,  firm  or  corporation 
so  licensed. 

Sect.  6.  No  licensee  shall  operate  by  himself  or 
by  his  agents  or  employees  any  such  motor  vehicle 
unless  it  has  been  inspected  and  licensed  annually 


by  the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars  for  each 
vehicle. 

Sect.  7.  Every  licensee  shall  file  with  the  police 
commissioner  of  the  city  of  Boston: 

(a)  A  schedule  of  operation  in  conformity  with 
section  twelve  hereof,  showing  the  effective  date 
thereof,  the  time  of  arrival  and  departure  from  and 
at  all  termini,  and  the  time  of  departure  from 
important  intermediate  points. 

(6)  A  schedule  or  tariff  showing  the  passenger 
fares  to  be  charged  under  the  license  granted  by  the 
city  council  between  the  several  points  or  localities 
atid  the  principal  intermediate  points  to  be  served. 

(c)  The  seating  capacity,  according  to  its  trade 
rating,  of  each  motor  vehicle  which  it  is  proposed  to 
operate. 

If  the  motor  vehicle  has  been  adapted  for  use  as  a 
bus  either  by  converting  a  freight-carrying  truck 
into  a  passenger-carrying  vehicle,  or  by  reconstruct- 
ing, modifying  or  adding  to  the  body  or  seating 
arrangements  of  a  passenger-carrying  motor  vehicle, 
a  statement  of  the  seating  capacity  shall  be  added. 

Sect.  8.  No  such  motor  vehicle  shall  be  used  or 
operated  without  a  printed  sign  thereon  stating  the 
termini  of  the  route,  the  fare  to  be  charged,  and  the 
license  number,  which  sign  shall  be  so  printed  and 
attached  to  the  motor  vehicle  as  to  be  plainly  visible 
to  persons  on  the  street,  or  without  a  printed  sign 
thereon  showing  the  schedule  of  service  filed  and  in 
effect  at  the  time,  which  sign  shall  be  so  printed  and 
attached  to  the  said  motor  vehicle  as  to  be.  plainly 
visible  to  passengers  boarding  such  motor  vehicle. 

Sect.  9.  The  license  issued  for  such  motor  vehicle 
shall  designate  the  number  of  passengers,  exclusive 
of  the  operator,  the  licensee  is  authorized  to  carry  in 
said  vehicle,  and  no  person  driving  or  in  charge  of 
said  vehicle  shall  take  on  or  suffer  or  permit  any 
more  persons  to  ride  or  to  be  carried  thereon  at  any 
one  time  than  the  number  designated  in  the  license, 
or  permit  any  person  to  stand  inside  or  to  stand  or 
sit  upon  any  running  board,  steps,  fender,  dash  or 
hood  thereof,  or  permit  any  person  to  ride  on  such 
motor  vehicle  outside  the  body  thereof;  provided, 
however,  that  in  addition  to  the  number  of  passen- 
gers which  said  motor  vehicle  by  the  terms  of  its 
license  is  permitted  to  carry,  children  under  seven 
years  of  age  may  be  carried  therein,  in  arms,  or 
seated  on  the  laps  of  adult  persons  accompanying 
them,  but  no  passenger  with  a  child  in  arms  or 
seated  on  the  lap  shall  be  permitted  on  any  front 
seat  of  the  vehicle. 

Sect.  10.  The  licensee  shall  not  reconstruct  > 
materially  alter,  modify,  or  add  to  the  body  or  seat- 
ing arrangements  of  any  such  motor  vehicle  after 
the  license  thereof  is  issued,  without  first  applying 
for  and  receiving  the  consent  of  the  police  com- 
missioner of  the  city  of  Boston. 

Sect.  11.  No  license  for  such  motor  venicle 
shall  be  transferable  or  applicable  to  any  other 
motor  vehicle  than  that  specified  therein,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  police  commissioner  may 
revise  said  license  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  so  that  under  said  license 
as  revised  another  motor  vehicle  may  be  substi- 
tuted for  one  previously  covered. 

Sect.  12.  The  schedule  of  operation  filed  by 
the  licensee  with  his  application  for  said  license 
shall  provide  for  the  regular  operation  of  a  motor 
vehicle  between  the  termini  and  over  the  route 
designated  in  the  license.  The  licensee  shall 
regularly  operate  a  motor  vehicle  in  substantial 
accordance  with  the  schedule  of  operation  filed 
and  in  effect  at  the  time,  except  in  cases  of  acci- 
dents, breakdowns,  or  other  controlling  emergency, 
shall  operate  such  motor  vehicle  to  the  terminus 
of  the  route  before  turning  around,  and  shall  nut 
operate  nor  permit  to  be  operated  any  such  motor 
vehicle  off  or  away  from  the  route  stated  and 
fixed  in  the  license  for  the  operation  of  such  motor 
vehicle  except  in  case  of  controlling  emergency. 
Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
operation,  in  addition  to  the  service  described 
in  the  schedule  on  file  and  in  effect  at  the  time, 
of  special  or  extra  trips  over  said  route  and  be- 
tween said  termini  during  certain  hours  or  on 
special  occasions. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  operating  any  motor 
vehicle  so  licensed  shall  refuse  to  carry  any  person 
offering  himself  or  herself  at  any  regular  stopping 
place  for  carriage,  unless  the  seats  of  such  vehicle 
are  fully  occupied,  or  unless  such  person  i^  in  an 
intoxicated  condition,  or  conducting  himself  i i < 
a  boisterous  or  disorderly  manner,  or  is  using  pro- 
fane language. 
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Sect.  14.  No  motor  vehicle  so  licensed  shall 
be  operated  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset  till 
one-half  hour  before  sunrise,  with  the  top  and 
curtains  of  said  vehicle  up,  or  while  said  vehicle 
is  otherwise  enclosed,  unless  there  be  sufficient 
light  provided  to  adequately  light  the  whole  of 
the  interior  of  said  vehicle;  and  all  motor  vehicles 
so  licensed  with  a  seating  capacity  of  more  than 
seven  passengers  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  immedi- 
ately before  crossing  the  tracks  of  any  railroad 
at  grade. 

Sect.  15.  Every  such  motor  vehicle  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  suitable  horn  or  other  similar 
warning  device,  with  a  standard  speedometer, 
and  with  a  liquid  fire  extinguisher  of  a  design  or 
type  approved  by  the  police  commissioner,  and 
such  horn,  speedometer  and  fire  extinguisher 
shall  be  kept  in  satisfactory  operating  condition 
at  all  times.  Every  such  motor  vehicle  shall, 
when  leaving  either  terminus,  be  equipped  with 
at  least  one  extra  serviceable  tire,  and  shall  at 
all  times  carry  and  maintain  in  good  working 
order  a  set  of  skid  chains,  which  shall  be  applied 
to  the  rear  wheels  when  such  vehicle  is  operated 
in  any  street  or  public  place  where  there  is  snow 
or  ice,  or  during  other  weather  conditions  when 
the  application  of  such  chains  is  necessary  to 
prevent  skidding. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  operating  any  motor 
vehicle  so  licensed  shall  collect  fares,  make  change 
or  take  on  or  discharge  passengers  while  such  vehicle 
is  in  motion;  nor  shall  he  have  a  lighted  cigarette, 
cigar  or  pipe  in  his  possession  while  any  passenger 
is  being  carried  therein,  nor  drink  any  intoxicating 
beverage  or  use  morphine,  cocaine,  opium  or  other 
harmful  drug  of  any  kind,  or  be  under  the  influence 
thereof  while  engaged  in  operating  such  vehicle 

Sect.  17.  Every  licensee  shall  immediately 
report  fully,  in  writing,  to  the  city  clerk,  the  time, 
place,  and  cause  of  any  fatal  accident  or  any 
injury  to  a  passenger  or  other  person,  and  of  any 
accident  resulting  in  substantial  damage  to  prop- 
erty, in  which  he  or  any  motor  vehicle  or  operator 
under  his  control  is  involved. 

Sect.  IS.  The  police  commissioner  of  the  city 
of  Boston  may  suspend  or  revoke  any  license 
granted  for  such  motor  vehicle,  and  any  license 
issued  by  him  to  any  person  to  drive  or  operate 
such  vehicles,  for  violation  of  any  law  of  the  com- 
monwealtii  in  relation  to  the  operation  of  motor 
vehicles,  or  for  violation  of  any  ordinance  or 
street  traffic  regulation,  or  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  rules,  restrictions,  requirements  or  regulations 
herein  prescribed,  or  for  any  other  cause  deemed 
by  said  police  commissioner,  in  the  exercise  of 
reasonable  discretion,  to  be  sufficient. 

Sect.  19.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 


Sect.   20.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect   on 
and  after  August  15,  1919.

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  the  City  of  Boston  that  Congress  should  at 
once  provide  a  sufficient  appropriation  so  that  all 
employees  can  be  reinstated  at  once,  and  that  it 
would  be  a  public  calamity  if  the  published  inten- 
tion of  the  Navy  Department  is  carried  out  in 
restoring  this  yard  to  a  pre-war  basis  and  diverting 
from  said  yard  to  private  concerns  any  work  that 
will  tend  to  reduce  the  force  employed.

INVESTIGATION   OF   PROFITEERING. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  be  re- 
quested to  conduct  a  grand  jury  investigation 
relative   to  profiteering  in  the   necessities   of  life. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  go  upon 
its  passage.  It  seems  to  me,  having  in  mind  the 
high  cost  of  food  stuffs,  clothing  and  shelter  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Boston,  there  should  be 
an  investigation  along  the  lines  of  that  conducted 
in  regard  to  the  fish  business,  the  result  of  that 


investigation  being  that  everybody  feels  that  there 
was  a  great  deal  of  profiteering  in  fish.  I  think 
almost  everyone  will  agree  that  there  must  be 
profiteering  in  the  necessities  of  life  today,  having 
in  mind  the  high  cost  of  practically  everything. 
One  of  the  things  that  has  particularly  prompted 
me  to  introduce  this  order  at  this  time  is  that  a 
contractor  who,  I  understand,  is  doing  work  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  J.  A.  Sullivan  Construction 
Company,  has  increased  the  rents  of  some  of  its 
flats  from  S22  to  S30  since  the  first  day  of  April. 
That  means  an  increase  of  SS  a  month  since  the 
first  day  of  April  of  this  year.  That  increase  seems 
to  me  to  be  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  increased 
costs  of  materials,  repairs  or  anything  else.  If  we 
are  going  to  allow  such  conditions  to  exist  it  is  going 
to  lead  to  chaotic  conditions,  encouraging  the 
much  talked  of  Bolshevism  about  which  there  is 
so  much  propaganda  in  this  country.  We  hear 
about  the  Government  selling  to  cities  some  of  its 
surplus  food  stocks,  at  reduced  prices,  but  I  find 
that  you  can  go  over  into  the  Navy  Yard  today,  to 
one  of  the  employees,  and  buy  food  stocks  identi- 
cal with  those  being  sold  by  the  Government,  for 
less  than  the  amount  at  which  the  Government  is 
now  selling  to  the  cities.  Then,  in  addition, 
people  buying  from  the  cities  will  necessarily  have 
to  pay  the  difference  between  what  the  food  costs 
the  cities  and  the  total  expense,  including  cost  of 
handling.  It  seems  to  me  if  the  District  Attorney 
would  call  a  grand  jury  session  and  investigate 
some  of  these  high  prices  we  would  make  a  start 
toward  bringing  the  cost  of  living  down  to  some- 
thing near  normal.  Of  course  1  don't  expect  that 
they  would  immediately  come  back  to  the  mini- 
mum, but  I  think  something  might  be  accomplished. 
Increased  wages  today  really  don't  amount  to  WW" 
thing,  because  just  as  soon  as  wages  are  increased 
the  cost  of  everything  is  increased  double,  so  that 
instead  of  gaining  anything  by  increased  wages,  the 
employees  in  the  end  lose.  That  condition  has 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  President  by 
the  railroad  workers.  After  deep  study  they  found 
that  with  every  increase  they  got  they  had  to  pay 
twice  as  much  to  live  as  formerly.  The  rent 
profiteers  are  practically  forcing  people  out  of  t"^"" 
homes  and  are  not,  in  my  opinion,  justified  in 
increasing  rents  as  they  have.  I  would  like  to  see 
the  order  passed,  so'  that  something  might  be 
started  in  an  endeavor  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
in  .. -saries  of  life  all  along  the  line. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


APPROPRIATION    FOR    WOOD    ISLAND 
PARK.

I  have  had  requests  along  tnat 
line  from  some  of  the  residents  of  East  Boston, 
who  are  afraid  that  this  SI 5.000  can  only  be  spent 
for  the  dredging  and  for  the  bulkheads.  I  under- 
stand that  if  those  two  words  are  stricken  out  it 
will  still  have  to  have  two  readings,  and  then 
when  it  goes  to  the  Mayor,  if  he  so  sees  fit,  he  may 
veto  our  changing  of  the  order,  and  things  will 
remain  in  the  same  position  that  they  are  now. 
I  thougnt  if  the  matter  was  brought  to  his  atten- 
tion he  might  strike  out  those  words  himself  and 
that  we  might  save  time  by  having  his  consent. 
That  is  my  only  reason  for  asking  that  it  lie  over.

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  from  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner the  following  request  for  the  transfer  to 
the  Fire  Department  of  the  building  belonging  to 
the  city  located  at  the  corner  of  Harrison  avenue 
and  Wareham  street : 
Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Sir, — The  Fire  Department  needs  more  space  to 
accommodate  the  spare  motor  apparatus  which  will 
be  held  in  reserve,  and  to  inaugurate  a  proper 
garage  system  for  the  cars  used  by  the  fire  alarm 
repair  shop  and  wire  division  branches  of  the 
Fire  Department.  If  suitable  quarters  can  be 
provided  a  system  can  be  inaugurated  which  will 
serve  as  a  check  on  the  use  and  abuse  of  motor  cars. 
The  department  needs  in  addition  extra  space  for 
making  repairs  on  motor  cars  and  apparatus.  If  it 
had  the  space  it  might  do  all  repairs  on  your 
Honor's  car,  either  day  or  night.  Furthermore 
this  department  has  no  suitable  quarters  for  our 
school  fur  chauffeurs  and  officers. 

The  city  owns  at  the  present  time  a  building 
which,  with  few  alterations,  can  be  made  over  into 
a  combination  workshop  and  garage  and  thus  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  lire  Department.  This 
building  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Harrison  avenue 
and  Wareham  street,  next  door  to  the  fire  alarm 
shop.  It  formerly  belonged  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  was  recently  used  by  it  as  a  coaling 
station.  The  second  floor  of  this  building  would 
provide  adequate  and  necessary  space  for  lecture 
work  for  the  chauffeurs'  and  officers'  school  and 
would  be  close  at  hand  for  the  demonstration  of  the 
various  types  of  apparatus  stored  on  the  first  floor. 

The  enly  possible  objection  that  can  be  made  to 
the  Fire  Department  using  this  building  is  the 
claim  of  Superintendent  Kneeland  of  the  Public 
Buildings  Department,  who  states  that  he  wishes  to 
use  it  lor  storage  purposes. 

I  would  request  that  your  Honor  transfer  the 
building  at  the  corner  of  Harrison  avenue  and 
Wareham  street  back  to  the  Fire  Department  to  be 
used  as  a  combination  workshop  and  garage  and  for 
a  school  for  chauffeurs  and  officers.

I  have  consulted  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  in  this  matter  and  he  states  that 
he  will  be  able  to  dispense  with  the  use  of  the  build- 
ing, and  it  is  essentia]  that  suitable  quarters  be 
provided  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  for  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  purpose  mentioned. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

WAGE  SITUATION  OF  CITY  VETERANS.

World  War,  copy  of  which  report  I  am  attaching.

The  attitude  of  the  City  of  Boston  toward  the 
wage  situation  of  the  employees  of  the  city  who 
entered  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  the 
World  War  has  been  to  see  that  all  employees  who 
were  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  March 
25,  1917,  and  later  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  received  "an  amount  equal  to  the 
difference  between  the  compensation  which  such 
employees  were  receiving  at  the  time  of  leaving 
such  service  and  the  pay  which  they  received  while 
in  said  military  or  naval  service  under  the  acts  of 
Congress  and  this  Commonwealth,  including  aid 
to  their  dependents." 

In  cases  where  the  volunteer  lived  at  home  and 
was  receiving  a  cash  allowance  for  subsistence,  the 
amount  has  been  deducted  from  the  payments 
made  by  the  city,  otherwise  a  man  living  under  the 
same  conditions  as  when  employed  by  the  city  would 
be  receiving  in  actual  cash  more  money  than  the 
man  who  was  fighting  in  France. 

Any  family  allowance  received  from  the  Federal 
Government  has  been  deducted  under  instructions 
from  the  Law  Department.  (See  Mayor's  circular 
No.  13  of  1918.) 

Should  the  subsistence  and  allotment  be  paid 
the  men,  it  will  mean  an  expense  to  the  city  of 
approximately  $35,000.

STORAGE  OF  FOODSTUFFS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  indorses,  without  reservation,  any 
legislation,  either  national  or  state,  that  will  pro- 
hibit or  regulate  the  storage  of  foodstuffs  in  either 
private  or  public  cold  storage  and  other  plants, 
whenever  it  may  appear  that  the  storage  of  said 
foodstuffs  in  said  plants  tends  in  any  way  to  raise 
or  to  keep  unreasonably  high  the  cost  of  necessaries 
of  life;  and  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  strongly  urges  the  law-making  bodies  of 
the  nation  and  state,  if  such  legislation  does  not 
exist  at  this  time,  to  proceed  at  once  to  pass  legisla- 
tion that  will  prohibit  and  regulate  as  above  men- 
tioned; and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  there  is  some  doubt  as 
to  the  right  of  the  state  and  cities  and  towns  to 
establish  and  maintain  warehouses  and  cold  stor- 
age plants  for  the  storing  of  foodstuffs,  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  join  with  the  Council  in  requesting  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  petition  the  Constitutional 
Convention  at  the  coming  session  to  amend  the 
State  Constitution  so  as  to  permit  the  state  and 
cities  and  towns  to  establish  and  maintain  ware- 
houses and  cold  storage  plants  for  the  storing  of 
food  and  necessaries  of  life. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  send  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  to  both  branches  of  Congress,  and  to 
the  Constitutional  Convention  and  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts members  of  the  United  States  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  reso- 
lutions and  order. 

The  resolutions  and  orders  were  declared  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference.  It  seems  to  be 
the  fashion  for  people  in  public  life,  whenever  the 
opportunity  is  presented,  to  say  something  con- 
cerning evils   or   presumed   evils  that   may   exist, 


and  I  am  willing  to  admit  that  I  am  no  exception 
to  the  rule.  But  I  have  hopes  that  what  I  shall 
say  today  may  perhaps  become  public  through 
the  Press  and  possibly  assist  the  public  in  having 
some  action  taken  which  will  remedy  the  present 
conditions,  which  all  agree  are  bad,  in  the  matter 
of  the  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life.  In  my 
opinion,  Mr  President,  the  greatest  evil  that  eon- 
fronts  the  public  today  is  because  of  the  custom 
of  those  in  high  public  office  selecting  as  their 
advisers  certain  presumed  public-spirited,  patriotic 
citizens  to  serve  as  advisers  to  the  high  officials 
in  the  matter  of  regulating  the  cost  of  necessaries, 
foodstuffs,  clothing,  and  so  forth,  who  are  willing 
to  give  their  services  to  the  state,  nation  or  city 
for  practically  nothing,  or  one  dollar  a  year,  per- 
forming what  on  paper  appears  to  be  a  great 
service  in  the  matter  of  remedying  evils  that 
exist  for  which  they  and  others  are  partly, 
if  not  entirely,  responsible.  I  can  say,  I 
believe,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  the 
present  chaotic  condition  in  world  affairs  can 
be  attributed  to  the  conduct  of  certain  greedy 
individuals,  selfish  individuals,  particularly  men 
of  great  wealth.  In  these  United  States  of 
America  I  believe  that  one  hundred  will  cover  the 
number  of  such  men,  out  of  a  population  of  over 
100,000,000  in  this  great  country,  who  are  posi- 
tively directly  responsible  for  the  condition 
existing  today.  We  have  seen  such  men,  particu- 
larly one,  whom  I  shall  not  refer  to  by  name, 
because  it  is  perhaps  just  as  well  not  to  use  names, 
but  everybody  knows  who  I  mean — a  man  who 
has  been  the  one  man  or  one  in  three  arbitrators 
in  many  disputes  concerning  salaries  and  hours, 
and  each  time  he  has  decided  in  favor  of  the  labor- 
ing man,  the  working  man,  the  union  man,  which 
I  agree  in  many  cases  was  correct.  Now,  it  is 
all  right  for  these  public-spirited,  wealthy  men, 
worth  millions  of  dollars — made  perhaps  honestly, 
according  to  our  system,  which,  however,  in  my 
opinion,  is  wrong— to  take  the  position  they  do, 
from  their  point  of  view.  They  have  made  tre- 
mendous sums  of  money,  piled  money  on  top  of 
money  until  it  has  almost  reached  the  heavens, 
and  they  then  come  out  and  act  as  arbitrators, 
giving  to  some  worthy  individuals  asking  better 
wages  or  shorter  hours  an  award  of  a  considerable 
sum,  in  one  case  I  have  in  mind  two  million 
dollars  a  year  in  salaries,  which  will  be  placed  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  taxpavers  of  Boston.  Now. 
that  would  be  all  right  if' that  were  the  end  of 
the  proposition,  if  that  were  all  there  were  to  it, 
if  he  simply  gave  to  the  men  who  desired  more 
wages  or  snorter  hours  what  they  asked  for,  in 
the  arbitration,  and  bore  his  part  "of  the  increased 
cost  because  of  that,  and  that  ended  it.  If  that 
were  the  situation  nobody  would  quarrel  with 
him,  or  most  certainly  I  would  not.  But  money 
is  put  in  the  pocket  of  the  working  man,  the 
laborer,  and  an  equal  amount  is  taken  from  the 
other  pocket  by  increasing  the  price  of  the  commod- 
ity which  they  manufacture  and  get  rich  on.  I 
know  a  shoe  dealer — not  a  retail  shoe  dealer,  so 
my  fellow  member  officers  will  not  take  offence, 
but  a  large  shoe  dealer,  a  manufacturer — who 
today,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Federal 
Trade  Board,  is  profiteering  in  the  matter  of  the 
price  of  shoes.  He  not  only  manufactures  shoes 
on  a  big  scale,  but  he  controls  and  maintains  a 
great,  big  leather  concern.  He  has  a  controlling 
interest  in  taxes  where  they  make  the  nails  that 
go  into  shoes  when  they  are  pegged  and  sewed, 
and  I  understand  that  "he  has  a  big  interest,  a 
controlling  interest,  in  the  machinery  that  enters 
into  the  manufacture.  I  want  to  say  again  that 
the  great,  big  mistake  made  by  those  in  public 
office — and  I  refer  in  particular  to  President 
Wilson — is  in  selecting  advisers  in  the  matter  of 
regulating  the  price  of  food  and  other  commodi- 
ties, men  who  have  given  their  services  for  one 
dollar  a  year  and  who  have  then  acted  in  the 
interest  of  their  business.  I  might  name  Mr. 
Snyder,  of  Batchelder  &  Snyder,  who  gave  his 
services  to  the  Government  for  one  dollar  a  year, 
and  he  was  heralded  in  the  Press  as  a  patriotic, 
great  American  citizen.  This  is  what  happened. 
The  concern  he  represents,  the  offspring  of  the 
great  beef  trust,  the  five  packers'  trust,  supplied 
all  the  beef,  food,  meat  that  went  to  Camp  Devens 
and  other  such  centers.  And  so  likewise  it  has 
been  with  other  men.  Why,  it  is  a  joke.  I  am 
getting  this  off  my  belly,  to"  use  the  vernacular  of 
the  day.  I  am  "thoroughly  disgusted  with  this 
pussy-footing  business,  this  profiteering  in  food- 
stuffs and  other  necessary  commodities.  If  one 
of  these  men  is  convicted,  he  simply  appeals  to 
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the  Superior  Court,  then  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  then  to  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  and  then  if  one  or  two  of 
the  judges  are  sick,  or  if  the  judge  dies,  or  if  the 
judge  having  the  matter  in  hand  is  unable  to 
report,  the  thing  is  delayed  and  nothing  comes  of 
it.  What  we  need  are  speedy  trials  in  matters  of 
general  profiteering.  Delay  does  not  pay. 
While  we  are  agitating  because  of  the  tremendous 
cost  of  necessaries,  something  may  come  along 
in  a  week  or  ten  days  which  will  absolutely  over- 
shadow the  situation.  As  an  illustration  of  what 
is  happening  and  of  the  feeling  of  the  community, 
I  am  going  to  read  just  a  line  or  two  of  an  editorial 
that  has  a  bearing  on  the  matter,  and  shall  then 
ask  the  stenographer  to  print  the  entire  thing  in 
Mo.  It  is  from  the  Pilot,  the  archdiocesan  paper 
of  this  locality — a  Catholic  paper,  but  very  broad 
in  its  views  on  public  and  other  affairs.  It  is 
important  as  throwing  light  on  the  public  mind, 
and  as  showing  that  what  seems  paramount  today 
may  in  a  week  be  overshadowed  by  something 
else.     The  opening  sentence  is  as  follows: 

"The  high  cost  of  living  has  suddenly  become 
a  more  important  problem  than  the  League  of 
Nations." 

There  is  a  sample  of  what  a  day,  week  or  month 
brings  forth  in  public  affairs,  to  overshadow  some- 
thing else  that  had  seemed  more  important  to  our 
minds. 

The  editorial  from  the  Pilot  of  August  9,  1919, 
submitted  by  Coun.  Watson,  is  as  follows: 

"The  high  cost  of  living  has  suddenly  become  a 
more  important  problem  than  the  League  of 
Nations.  The  governments  of  the  world  have 
abruptly  adjourned  world  politics  to  take  up  the 
alarming  situation  that  high  prices  have  created 
among  their  people.  In  the  United  States  the 
President  has  appointed  a  special  committee  to 
consider  the  reduction  of  high  prices,  the  War 
Department  has  arranged  to  sell  its  surplus  lood 
to  the  people  on  August  18,  and  prominent  citizens 
in  every  state  are  suggesting  helpful  remedies  to 
bring  about  a  loweringTn  the  price  of  the  necessities 
of  life. 

"It  is  rather  a  sad  commentary  on  our  vaunted 
idealism  that  while  we  have  been  trying  to  make 
the  world  a  better  place  for  others  to  live  in,  we 
must  now  take  drastic  measures  to  enable  ourselves 
to  live.  The  struggle  for  bare  subsistence  has  now 
become  acute.  The  slogan  'America  must  feed 
the  world,'  has  been  drowned  in  the  nation-wide 
cry,  'America  must  feed  herself.' 

"To  meet  increasing  prices  we  have  raised  wages. 
But  with  every  increase  in  wages  has  come  a  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  price  of  necessities. 
This  is  only  natural  because  labor  has  become  the 
most  expensive  item  in  the  production  of  com- 
modities. Yet  wages  are  always  a  lap  behind 
prices  and  every  attempt  on  the  part  of  wages  to 
catch  up  only  accelerates  the  speed  of  prices. 

"Like  every  stern  chase  it  is  a  long  one.  But  it 
does  seem  as  if  an  impasse  has  been  reached.  The 
strongest  labor  organization  in  the  world,  the  rail- 
road workers,  the  so-called  aristocrat  of  labor 
unions,  has  served  notice  on  the  country  that  it 
now  demands  a  decrease  in  the  cost  of  living  rather 
than  another  increase  in  wages.  Alarmed  by  the 
manifesto  of  the  trainmen,  and  stirred  by  the  re- 
ports from  all  our  states,  governmental  agencies 
have  set  about  the  task  in  real  earnest. 

"It  is  a  task,  a  gigantic  task,  to  lower  the  cost 
of  living.  But  it  can  be  done,  and  it  must  be  done. 
Centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  the  few 
is  one  of  our  greatest  dangers.  The  few  who  have 
seized  control  of  our  food  supply  have  doubled  the 
price  of  food  in  six  vears.  The  June  report  of  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  declares  that  since  1913  (lour  has 
gone  up  108  per  cent,  potatoes  107  per  cent,  bacon 
114  per  cent,  steak  72  per  cent,  lamb  98  per  cent, 
and  milk  70  per  cent. 

"These  prices  should  be  examined  by  the  author- 
ities, and  if  profiteering  is  shown  the  guilty  should 
be  punished.  We  have  seen  the  effects  of  hunger 
on  the  peoples  of  Europe.  We  have  no  desire  to 
repeat  that  experiment  here.  The  resort  to  ex- 
treme measures  must  be  avoided,  but  it  can  be 
avoided  only  by  prompt  and  effective  action  by 
the  authorities. 

"The  country  is  in  an  agitated  frame  of  mind 
and  will  not  tolerate  further  trifling.  The  poor 
man  is  not  much  comforted  by  smug  phrases  about 
the  depreciation  of  the  value  of  money.  He  knows 
that  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  is  less  I  ban 
fifty  cents. 

"What  he  wants  now  is  not  rhetoric  but  action, 


not  .explanations  but  remedies;  not  temporary 
expedients  to  tide  him  over  this  troublous  period, 
but  permanent  relief  from  injustice  and  extortion. 
Will  he  get  it?" 

Coun.  WATSON  also  submitted  the  following 
from  the  Boston  Daily  Globe  of  August  8: 

The  Guilty  System. 

Mr.  Warren  S.  Stone,  grand  chief  of  locomotive 
engineers,  has  hinted  that  a  firing  squad  would  do 
nicely  in  the  case  of  certain  profiteers.  Attorney 
General  Palmer  has  issued  orders  to  all  the  Federal 
district  attorneys  to  proceed  relentlessly  against 
food  profiteers.  He  has  intimated  that  he  himself 
will  take  charge  of  criminal  proceedings  against  the 
Big  Five  alleged  to  control  the  packing  and  kindred 
industries. 

About  twenty-five  years  ago  another  attorney 
general,  Judson  Harmon,  made  the  declaration: 
"Guilt  is  personal."  At  the  time  it  seemed  rather 
strange  that  this  eminent  lawyer  thought  it  neces- 
sary to  devote  as  much  as  the  breath  of  a  moment 
to  frame  such  a  platitude.  The  moral  sentiment  of 
humanity  had  been  built  around  the  conviction 
that  guilt  was  personal.  Justice  was  to  see  that 
no  guilty  man  escaped.  Courts  of  law,  systems  of 
ethics,  a  network  of  penal  institutions  stretching 
all  over  the  world,  took  as  their  first  premise  that 
evil  might  be  traced  to  the  willful  acts  of 
individuals. 

The  reason  that  an  attorney  general  of  the  late 
90's  said  that  guilt  was  personal  was  because  a 
good  many  people  were  beginning  to  doubt  whether 
this  was  so.  At  that  time  the  growth  of  the  trust 
was  beginning.  Observers  of  these  new  combina- 
tions began  to  notice  that  the  character  of  the  men 
high  in  control  did  not  seem  to  matter.  For  the 
most  part  they  were  of  blameless  private  life. 
Only  a  very  few  were  the  heroes  of  shady  stories. 
Yet  the  moral  attitude  of  the  trust  did  not  vary 
with  the  character  of  those  at  the  top.  People 
were  beginning  to  guess  that  it  was  not  the  men  but 
the  system  which  was  to  blame,  to  suspect  that 
guilt  was  not  entirely  personal,  after  all. 

ThD  experiences  of  the  past  quarter  century  have 
served  to  illustrate  the  inadequacy  of  the  theory 
that  there  is  some  fiend  in  human  form  at  the 
bottom  of  every  wrong. 

Our  courts  have  proved  that  boys  who  have 
nothing  to  do  but  hang  around  a  street  corner  are 
almost  sure  to  turn  out  badly.  We  have  learned 
that  "bad"  boys  taken  out  of  unfavorable  condi- 
tions become  "good."  We  have  come  to  doubt 
whether  there  is  really  a  criminal  class;  it  seems  so 
clear  that  the  actions  of  individuals  arc  shaped  by 
the  turnings  of  the  wheels  in  which  they  happen 
to  be  caught.  The  standard  of  the  individual 
usually  measures  up  to  and  seldom  excels  the  stand- 
ard of  his  occupation. 

The  situation  which  is  disturbing  us  all  was  not 
created  by  one  person,  or  by  any  group  of  persons. 
It  is  the  product  of  tendencies  which  began  long  ago 
and  will  continue  until  fundamental  changes  take 
place  in  the  system. 

Men  matter  little.  The  system  is  everything. 
For  present  purposes,  guilt  is  impersonal.  Only 
those  who  forget  the  revelations  of  the  past  few 
decades  want  to  sec  some  person  hanged. 

America  is  not  looking  for  victims,  but  for  a 
revised  policy.  The  speech  of  the  President  before 
Congress  this  afternoon  may  sound  the  construc- 
tive note  for  which  we  wait. 

Uncle   Dudley. 

Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  make  this  state- 
ment and  close.  I  am  not  stealing  any  thunder 
from  President  Wilson  because  I  am  not  on  a  par 
with  him  in  any  regard.  1  appreciate  the  fad  that 
I  am  but.  a  small  atom  as  compared  with  the  ( Ihief 
Executive  of  this  great  country,  I  frankly  admit 
it,  and  everybody  knows  it.  Hut.  Mr.  President, 
the  very  idea  that  he  promulgated  in  his  message 
Sal  unlay  1  had  in  shape  before  lie  presented  it  to 
the  public.  His  thought  and  mine  were  (he  same. 
The  thing  to  do  in  times  like  these  is  to  prevent 
placing  in  cold  Btorage  in  warehouses  the  neces- 
saries   of    life,    but     to    have    them    placed    on    the 

market,  where  the  prices  ran  be  regulated  by  supply 
and  demand.  The  greater  the  supply,  the  cheaper 
the  price.  That  is  an  economic  fact  they  tell  in'', 
ami  1  think  that  is  right.  You  can  compel  the 
lowering  oi  prices  by  having  a  great  influx  into  the 
open  market  oi  some  particular  product.  It  is  so 
with    meats,    with    beef,    pork,    lamb,    mutt"", 

and  with  vegetables  or  fruit.  Compel  the  United 
Fruit    Company   to  bring   their   bananas   into   the 
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open  market  in  Boston  instead  of  placing  them  in 
cold  storage,  or  instead  of  dumping  them  down 
beyond  Boston  Light  to  keep  the  price  up,  and 
instead  of  fifty  or  sixty  cents  a  dozen  to  the  general 
public  we  will  see  something  like  the  prices  we  used 
to  have.  In  conclusion  let  me  say  this — and  I 
regret  to  say  it,  although  feeling  that  I  have  to,  as 
I  always  put  myself  in  bad  by  doing  it, —  that  if 
the  Press  of  the  country  would  hew  to  the  line,  and 
call  a  spade  a  spade,  not  for  one  day,  but  for  several 
days,  and  name  the  individuals,  the  profiteers, 
something  might  be  done.  Those  profiteers  are 
criminals,  in  my  opinion  equally  criminal  with 
murderers,  men  who  in  these  times  will  indulge  in 
such  practices.*  And  this  brings  to  my  mind  the 
thought  expressed  by  a  gentleman  standing  high 
financially  in  this  city,  with  a  reputation  in  the 
business  world  and  as  a  literary  man.  A  news- 
paper man  told  mo  he  had  occasion  to  wait  upon  a 
certain  gentleman  who  was  executor  of  many 
estates  representing  large  sums.  He  is  a  lawyer 
who  docs  nothing  but  office  work.  He  was  ap- 
proached in  regard  to  a  large  business  proposition. 
He  is  a  man  of  68  or  70  years  of  age,  and  he  said 
after  talking  about  the  uprising  on  the  part  of  the 
workingmen  and  of  the  so-called  Bolshevism,  the 
unsettled  condition  of  labor  and  the  situation 
awaiting  the  returning  soldiers,  "I  wonder  what 
they  are  going  to  do  next?  I  think  they  are  going 
to  take  all  we  have  away  from  us."  And  in  the 
next  breath  he  added,  "I  pray  to  God  when  they 
take  it  they  won't  take  my  life  with  it."  There  it 
is.  That  old  gentleman,  representing  great 
interests,  has  not  forgotten  the  French  Revolution. 
He  has  not  forgotten  what  was  done,  and  fears  it 
may  be  done  again.  I  am  not  a  pessimist;  I  am 
not  fearful  of  that  kind  of  thing.  But  we  are 
pretty  close  to  the  line  and  if  something  is  not  done 
at  once  I  am  fearful  of  the  affairs  of  our  great 
nation.  Therefore,  I  move  reconsideration  of  the 
reference,  and  trust  that  the  resolutions  will  go 
upon  their  passage. 

Coun.  HAG  AN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  resolutions.  I  do  not,  however,  desire 
the  thought  to  prevail  that  in  doing  so  I  agree  en- 
tirely with  the  arguments  of  the  gentleman  oppo- 
site. He  may  be  right  or  may  be  wrong  in  regard 
to  the  dollar-a-year  men.  Some  may  be  good  men, 
some  may  be  bad  men.  But,  while  not  entirely 
agreeing  with  the  gentleman's  arguments,  1  shall 
vote  for  the  resolutions,  and  am  going  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunity  offered  to  say  a  word 
that  I  hope  will  be  of  some  benefit  to  those  who  are 
going  to  suffer,  the  general  consumers,  and  every- 
body is  a  consumer.  We  hear  a  lot  today  about  the 
high  cost  of  living,  and  certainly  it  is  oppressively 
high.  But  I  think  it  lair  and  well  to  inject  into  any 
argument  on  this  subject  something  that  should  and 
must  be  considered  in  connection  with  it.  It  is  not 
altogether  the  high  cost  of  living,  it  is  the  cost  of 
high  living  that  enters  into  it.  From  what  I  read 
in  the  Press,  from  arguments  presented  by  men  in 
the  political  arena,  here  and  elsewhere,  it  seems  to 
me  that  a  goat  must  be  found,  and  the  goat  evi- 
dently is  going  to  be  the  retailer.  I  don't  think  it 
requires  any  argument  of  mine  to  convince  any 
reasonable  minded  man  that,  in  dealing  with  food 
supplies,  the  small  local  grocer  has  not  been  profit- 
eering, for  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  he  has  been 
working  hard  for  years  to  make  a  poor  living  for 
himself  and  family,  and  that  none  of  them  ever  get 
rich.  It  is  beyond  the  retailer  that  the  mischief 
comes.  It  is  the  same  with  the  price  of  shoes  today. 
As  a  shoe  man  of  years  of  experience,  and  speaking 
with  knowledge  of  the  subject,  I  can  say  that  the 
retailer  is  not  at  fault.  I  tell  you  frankly,  Mr. 
President,  representing  an  organization  composed 
of  80  per  cent  of  the  retail  shoe  men  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  that  there  is  not  a  man  in  the  retail 
business  in  the  state  who  will  not  be  willing  and 
anxious  to  open  his  books  to  any  proper  tribunal, 
and  you  will  find  not  only  that  the  retail  shoe  men 
have  not  made  a  dollar  in  the  last  three  years,  but 
that  a  lot  of  them  have  lost  money.  There  has 
been  money  made  in  the  business,  but  it  was  made 
before  it  got  to  the  retailer.  But  the  retailer  is  the 
one  who  comes  in  direct  contact  with  the  consumer, 
and  he  must  probably  be  the  goat.  The  man  who 
buys  must  pay,  and  he  feels  a  grouch  towards  the 
man  to  whom  he  hands  his  money.  That  man  is 
helpless  in  the  struggle.  If  he  wants  the  wares,  he 
must  pay  the  prices.  I  am  paying  today  $10.50  a 
pair  wholesale  for  men's  plain  kid  shoes,  such  as  I 
paid  $4  a  pair  for  three  years  ago.  In  fact,  I  got  a 
better  pair  then  for  $4  than  I  get  today  for  $10.50. 
Certainly  I  cannot  sell  them  at  $0,  as  I  used  to  do, 
when  I  am  paying  $10.50,  and  it  is  a  favor  to  even 


get  them  at  that.  I  picked  up  the  Sunday  Herald 
yesterday,  and  somebody  who  knows  what  he  is 
talking  about  gave  figures  showing  that  some  of  the 
people  handling  leather  have  been  making  600 
per  cent,  and  that  it  looks  as  if  the  shoes  that 
used  to  sell  for  $8  would  have  to  sell  for  $25  or 
$30.  There  has  been  no  shortage  of  hides  or  leather 
bejrond  the  normal  amount  due  to  war  times.  They 
have  simply  stored  it  and  doled  it  out  in  small 
quantities.  The  packers  are  the  people  who  have 
been  doing  it.  If  our  district  attorneys,  legislators 
or  other  people  want  to  do  something  for  the  con- 
suming public,  if  they  want  to  get  back  to  the  source, 
of  the  trouble  and  not  fool  people,  let.  them  get  at 
the  people  who  are  causing  the  trouble,  who  are 
doing  the  profiteering — not  the  retailers,  grocers  or 
shoe  dealers,  among  whom  no  such  condition 
exists.  Let  me  recite  a  case  to  you,  Mr.  President, 
as  illustrating  the  condition  that  applies  to  the 
leather  industry.  It  is  only  one  of  hundreds  of  such 
cases.  I  know  a  leather  concern  that  only  a  few 
months  ago,  when  leather  was  modest  in  price,  com- 
pared with  what  it  is  today,  had  a  thousand  dozen 
of  suede  kid  skins  in,  such  as  are  used  in  women's 
shoes.  They  sold  that  to  a  competing  leather  con- 
cern for  45  cents  a  foot.  Today  that  same  leather 
is  $1.50  a  foot.  It  takes  4  feet  of  leather  to  make  a 
pair  of  women's  shoes,  and  at  the  present  price  of 
the  leather  that  means  $6  for  the  uppers,  before 
they  put  on  the  soles,  put  in  the  lining,  or  put  a 
dollar  of  labor  into  the  shoes.  Of  course  the  shoes 
are  high  when  it  costs  $6  for  the  leather  in  the 
uppers  alone,  regardless  of  other  parts  of  the  shoe 
or  labor  that  is  put  into  it.  That  is  a  shoe  that  we 
used  to  buy  complete,  including  all  labor  charges, 
at  $2.50  or  $2.75  a  pair.  As  I  say,  that  leather  was 
sold  at  45  cents  a  foot,  went  from  one  leather  con- 
cern to  another,  and  was  sold  six  times  in  ten  days. 
Every  leather  concern  through  whose  hands  it  went 
took  a  profit,  and  it  went  about  into  different 
hands  in  that  way,  without  going  into  the  market 
at  all,  the  price  being  put  up  all  the  time.  The 
natural  outlet  of  the  leather  man  is  the  shoe  man- 
ufacturer. But  they  don't  seek  a  shoe  manufacturer 
now.  They  are  simply  taking  profits  among  them- 
selves, sending  the  leather  around  from  hand  to 
hand  and  gambling  with  themselves.  Ten  days 
afterwards  the  concern  that  originally  sold  that 
leather  for  45  cents  a  foot  took  it  back  at  70  cents 
a  foot,  and  then  passed  it  en.  And  so  the  thing  has 
been  going.  I  talked  with  the  president  of  a  bank 
a  few  days  ago,  and  he  spoke  of  the  same  sort  of 
thing  going  on  in  connection  with  other  products, 
wool,  and  so  on.  I  he  fact  is  that  there  is  an  arti- 
ficial condition  prevailing,  when  leather  men  can 
sell  leather  to  each  other,  gamble  with  each  other, 
each  taking  a  profit  when  he  sells  to  the  other.  By 
the  time  it  reaches  the  shoe  manufacturer,  it  has 
got  to  such  a  price  that  he  is  simply  obliged  to  pay 
gamblers'  prices  for  the  material  that  goes  into  shoes 
that  are  sold  to  the  public,  and  the  consumer  has  to 
pay  the  bill.  Such  leather  as  goes  into  our  shoes  is 
now  bringing  $1.50  a  foot,  and  inside  of  sixty  days 
it  is  freely  predicted  that  it  will  bring  $2  a  foot,  or 
$8  for  the  upper  leather,  entirely  apart  from  the 
soles,  lining  or  labor  that  goes  into  the  shoe.  Unless 
something  is  done,  shoes  are  going  to  be  $25  or  $30 
a  pair  before  the  first  of  the  new  year,  and  there  is 
no  retail  man  on  top  of  God's  earth  who  can  stop 
it.  He  has  to  pay  the  price  if  he  is  going  to  stay  in 
business  and  support  those  dependent  upon  him, 
and,  of  course,  he  has  to  pass  the  price  along.  If 
district  attorneys  and  others  want  to  prosecute 
somebody,  let  them  get  back  to  the  real  source  of 
the  evil,  those  responsible  for  the  situation.  The 
retail  men  will  cooperate  with  them  in  getting  the 
results  they  want.  I  make  this  statement  simply 
to  clear  up  this  point,  because  there  is  a  confusion 
in  the  public  mind.  Many  people,  thoughtlessly, 
without  giving  the  matter  the  consideration  that 
should  be  given,  attach  the  blame  to  the  retail  man. 
I  have  done  in  the  past  a  fairly  prosperous  business, 
but  I  tell  you  now  frankly,  right  here,  that  if  I  had 
closed  my  doors  three  years  ago  I  would  have  been 
a  great  deal  better  off.  That  is  the  way  I  feel  about 
it. 

Coun.  WATSON— And,  Mr.  President,  I  do 
not  always  agree  with  the  gentleman  opposite, 
but  I  must  heartily  agree  with  him  in  what  he 
has  just  said.  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  in- 
formation. I  think  he  has  made  a  declaration 
concerning  profiteering  that  the  public  should 
know  about.  He  is  big  enough — I  was  going  to 
say  that  I  was  surprised  at  his  bigness,  but  I 
don't  mean  that.  I  want  him  to  know,  however, 
that  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  he  has  risen  to  the 
high  standard  to  which  I  believe  he  should  rise  in 
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this  body.  When  he  gets  up  and  shows  us  that  there 
has  been  positive  profiteering  in  the  matter  of  the 
sale  of  leather,  which  goes  into  shoes  used  by  the 
public,  he  is  giving  to  the  general  public  informa- 
tion that  I  believe  they  should  have,  something 
I  believe  they  should  know  about  and  that  they 
have  not  known  about.  Certainly,  if  the  informa- 
tion has  been  available,  the  papers  have  failed  to 
print  it,  and  in  taking  that  position  they  are  as 
criminal  as  the  man  who  profiteers.  I  agree 
with  him  also  that  the  situation  he  has  referred  to 
not  only  applies  in  the  leather  and  shoe  business 
but  in  every  other  business  dealing  with  the  neces- 
saries of  life.  He  makes  the  suggestion  that  the 
retailer  should  not  be  blamed.  I  do  not  blame  the 
retailer.  I  know  that  he  has  a  hard  time  of  it. 
He  is  in  between  the  two  forces  and  must  neces- 
sarily be  jammed.  But  I  want  again  to  thank  the 
gentleman  opposite  for  enlightening  me  concerning 
the  matter  of  profiteering  in  leather  and  shoes.

TIME  OFF  FOR  EMPLOYEES  ATTENDING 
CONVENTION. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  instruct  the 
various  heads  of  departments  to  grant  time-  off, 
without  loss  of  pay,  to  city  employees  who  desire 
to  attend  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  Con- 
vention at  Greenfield,  Mass.,  from  September  8 
to  14,  inclusive. 

Passed. 


DAY  OFF  IN  SEVEN  FOR  CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  grant  one  day  off  in  seven  to 
all  employees  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment, and  in  event  of  not  being  able  to  do  so  to  pay 
double  time  to  employees  for  the  day  they  are  com- 
pelled to  work. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
very  sorry  that  I  have  felt  compelled  to  intro- 
duce that  order,  to  the  effect  that  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  take  notice  of  the  six-day  labor 
law.  In  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department 
at  the  present  time  men  are  compelled  to  work 
seven  days  per  week.  With  a  law  on  the  statute 
books  of  our  state  compelling  private  individuals 
not  to  work  their  employees  more  than  six  days 
a  week,  the  City  of  Boston,  through  the  heads  of 
some  of  the  departments,  is  continually  violating 
the  law.  Men  are  being  worked  continually 
seven  days  per  week,  and  at  the  end  of  the  summer 
season  they  are  going  to  allow  those  men  to  have 
their  regular  day.  I  believe  it  is  about  time,  if 
this  Council  has  any  power,  to  assert  it  and  make 
the  heads  of  departments  at  least  live  according 
to  the  law.  I  am  sorry  that  in  this  age  we  have  to 
introduce  orders  to  make  heads  of  departments 
of  our  city  act  under  the  law.  We  have  a  wage 
scale  here,  also,  under  which  men  are  supposed 
to  receive  $3.50  per  day.  They  are  hiring  boys 
in  our  Park  Department  at  the  present  time  and 
paying  them  $3  per  day.  It  is  about  time  that 
somebody  made  some  of  these  heads  of  departments 
sit  up  and  take  notice.  I  serve  notice  on  the  heads 
of  departments  that  are  not  now  living  up  to  the 
law  that,  if  we  have  no  alternative,  when  the  budget 
comes  in  I  shall  be  after  some  of  their  heads  by 
striking  out  their  salaries  in  the  incoming  budget, 
I  had  the  pleasure  here  of  almost  holding  up  one 
man  in  this  same  Park  and  Recreation  Department, 
and  I  am  sorry  now  that  he  got  by,  the  more  so  in 
view  of  the  facts  that  came  out  in  the  paper  last 
year,  when  everybody  was  remonstrating  at  the 
high  cost  of  living  and  he  told  how  Boston  was 
going  to  build  a  lion  house  out  there  at  double 
the  cost  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  City- 
Council.     Just    imagine,    Mr.    President.     Did    I 


have  him  right  last  February  when  I  said  he  was 
not  a  man  to  put  in  that  position?     It  is  about 
time  that  the  Finance  Commission,  in  its  authority, 
made  an  investigation  of  that  department  and  some 
of  _  the   other  departments,  in  the   matter   of  the 
ability  of  the  men  who  are  holding  those  positions. 
The  idea  of  a  man  at  this  time  coming  out  and 
advocating   the  building  of   a   lion  house,  to  cost 
approximately    $150,000,    when    the    citizens    of 
the   Commonwealth   and   of   our   city  cannot   get 
money  enough  to  buy  the  necessities   of  life!     I 
believe  that  we  have  got  to  at  least  show  these 
heads  of  departments  that  they  are  only  servants 
of  the  people,  they  are  only  servants  of  the  citizens 
of  our  city,  and  that  there  are  laws  on  the  statute 
books   and  that  the  heads   of  those  departments 
should  live  in  accordance  with  those  laws,  which 
they    are    not    doing   today.     It   is    hard    enough 
to  work  seven  days  a  week  if    you  are  receiving 
compensation   for   the   same,    but   when   you   are 
compelled  to  work  seven  days  a  week  and  only 
receive  six  days'  pay  in  return,  there  is  something 
radically    wrong.     I    am   surprised   that   some    of 
these   heads    of  departments  taking  the  position 
they  do  at  the  present  time,  in  view  of  the  high 
cost  of  living.      While  on'  my  feet  I  am  going  to 
drift  a  little  bit  away  from  the  question.     Every- 
body says  that  the  high  cost  of  living  is  because 
of  the   advances  in   wages  to   the   laboring   men. 
Can  anybody  take  that  view  after  the  statement 
we  have  heard  by  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side 
of  the  chamber,  who  says  that  one  year,  two  years 
or  three  years  ago,  shoes  cost  him  only  four  dollars 
a  pair,  and  are  now  costing  $10.50?     Can  anybody 
show  me.  or   any  member   of  this  Council   where 
labor  has  advanced  so  as  to  make  any  such  ad- 
vance in  one  pair  of  shoes?     Six  dollars  on  one 
pair  of  shoes!     I  am  glad  to  be  a  member  of  an 
organization    that    has    compelled    some    of    the 
profiteers  to  at  least  give  us  part  of  the  money 
that   they   have   stolen   from   the   public.     Every 
advance  that  is  given  to  the  laboring  man  on  the 
outside   is  reflected  in  an  increased  advance  aside 
from  labor.     If   the  laborer  gets   10   per  cent,  the 
employer  raises  the  price  50  per  cent,  so  that  he 
is  in  pocket  approximately  50  per  cent.     I  heard 
the  other  day  of  a  concern  that  was  capitalized 
for  $1,000,000,  and  last  year  they  made  $1,250,000, 
on  a  capitalization  of  $1,000,000.     As  my  brother 
on  the  right  (Coun.  Watson)  says,  the  system  is 
wrong.     Yes,   and  both   parties  in  Congress  next 
year    are    going   to   play    politics   in   the    coming 
Presidential  election,  and  the  Congressional  actions 
of  last  week  I  give  no  more  consideration  to  than  a 
person  passing  me  on  the  street.     They  are  going 
to   kick  the   football   from   one  side  to  the   other, 
and  we  are  going  to  pay  for  sitting  in  the  bleachers 
and  watching  the  football  game,  just  the  same  as 
we   did   in   watching   the   Governor   of   our   Com- 
monwealth when  he  allowed  the  Legislature  of  our 
state  to  adjourn  and  made  the  railway'  situation 
of  the  state  in  the  position  it  was— a  nine-day 
wonder  and  a  10-cent  fare  saddled  on  the  public 
It  is  about  time  to  do  something.     I  give  warning 
here  today  that  if  heads  of  departments  in  Boston 
do  not  treat  employees  in  accordance  with  the  law, 
I  will  introduce  an  order  in  this  Council  within  the 
next  month  asking  the   Mayor  of   Boston  to  take 
in  hand  such  head  of   a  department   who  does  not 
use  the  employees  under  him  according  to  law. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  shall  vole  for 
the  resolution,  believing  in  the  sentiment  expressed, 
but  I  want  to  qualify  my  vote  by  saying  thai  I 
cannot  agree  entirely  with  all  the  arguments  ad- 
vanced by  the  gentleman  opposite.  It  seems  to 
me  he  is  getting  the  carl  before  the  horse.  II  this 
condition  exists — and  undoubtedly  it  dues  exist, 
because  if  it  didn't  lie  wouldn't  put  in  the  order 

why  attach  the  blame  to  I  lie  beads  of  depart  incuts. 
If  the  condition  exists  it  is  in  the  power  of  tin- 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  till  the  beads  o)  departments 
to   remedy    it.      I    don't    believe   entirely    that    the 

heads  of  departments  should  lie  censured.  1  be- 
lieve the  evil  does  exist  and  that  the  matter  should 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor,  putting 
tin'  responsibility  where  it  belongs, 

Coun.  MORIARTX  Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  the  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  Mayor's 
notice  by  me.     He  has  agreed  to  get  in  touch  with 

the  heads  of  departments  anil  take  the  matter  up. 

But  that  protest  seems  to  have  been  of  ni  avail 
in  regard  to  the  seven-day  week      l   believe  the 

Councilor  who  has  just   taken  hi-  Beat   h:t-  al.o  been 

iii  touch  w  it h  the  Mayor  iii  regard  to  th,-  seven-day 

Week,  ha-  brought  'he  mallei  to  bis  attention,  and 
the  Mayor  has  probably   stated  the  same  thing  to 
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him  that  he  has  to  me.  I  feel  that  the  Mayor  has 
notified  the  heads  of  the  departments,  and  that 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  sufficient.  At  least, 
I  shall  be  willing  to  take  the  Mayor's  word  in  that 
matter  until  I  find  out  otherwise.  But  I  think 
some  of  the  heads  of  departments  in  Boston  feel 
that  they  are  above  even  the  Mayor,  and  that 
they  are  going  to  run  their  departments  until  there 
is  a  halt  put  to  this  sort  of  thing.  If  the  matter 
is  not  attended  to,  as  I  say,  I  am  going  to  give  it 
all  the  publicity  I  can,  so  that  the  Mayor  or  some- 
body else  will  straighten  it  out.  I  simply  want  to 
have  it  straightened  out,  I  don't  eare  by  whom. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  Coun.  Moriarty  if  he  will  accept  this  amend- 
ment— after  the  words  "Park  Commission" 
insert  "And  all  heads  of  departments"?  I  make 
that  as  an  amendment  to  the  Park  Commissioners.

Gentlemen, — As  the  Police  Commissioner  has 
advised  me  that  he  cannot  undertake  or  assume  any 
of  the  powers  or  duties  i  iposed  upon  him  by  the 
jitney  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Council,  it 
would  be  well  for  your  honorable  body  to  amend 
the  ordinance  so  as  to  impose  the  powers  and  duties 
upon  some  department  head.

Secretary  to  the  Mayor: 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  taken  up  the  matter  of  the 
jitney  ordinances  with  the  Police  Commissioner 
and  he  is  unwilling  to  undertake  or  assume  any  of 
the  powers  or  duties  imposed  on  him  by  the  jitney 
ordinance  as  passed  by  the  City  Council.  I  sug- 
gested to  his  secretary,  to  whom  he  referred  me,  the 
possibility  of  having  the  Police  Commissioner 
pass  regulations  similar  to  those  as  passed  by  the 
City  Council.  This  the  secretary  said  he  could 
not  advise  the  commissioner  to  do. 

As  the  commissioner  states  that  he  does  not 
desire  to  assume  the  power  and  duties  of  licensing 
jitneys  under  the  ordinance,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  that  power  and  duty  transferred  to  some 
department  head  in  the  city  itself.  I  suggest  that 
you  address  a  letter  to  the  Council  substantially  in 
the  following  form: 

"As  the  Police  Commissioner  has  advised  the 
Mayor  that  he  cannot  undertake  or  assume  any  of 
the  powers  or  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
jitney  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Council,  it 
will  be  well  to  amend  the  ordinance  and  impose  the 
powers  and  duties  upon  some  department  head."

COMPENSATION   OF   VETERAN 
EMPLOYEES. 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  August  13,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  request 
that  I  should  give  you  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  allotments  paid  by  the  Federal  Government  to 
the  families  and  dependents  of  enlisted  men  in  the 
army  and  navy  should  be  added  to  the  pay  re- 
ceived by  these  men,  in  order  to  determine  the 
difference  between  their  pay  by  the  Government 
and  their  city  salaries,  I  beg  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Chapter  254  of  the  General  Acts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  of  1917  authorizes 
cities  and  towns  to  pay  to  employees  leaving  their 
service  between  March  25, 1917,  and  the  close  of  the 
war,  for  the  purpose  of  entering  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  an  amount  equal 
to  the  difference  between  the  compensation  which 
such  employees  received  at  the  time  of  leaving  the 
municipal  service  "and  the  pay  which  they  receive 
while  in  said  military  or  naval  service  under  the 
acts  of  Congress  and  of  this  Commonwealth, 
including  aid  to  their  dependents."  This  act 
f  urther  provided  that  it  should  take  effect  in  cities 
on  acceptance  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  and 
the  City  of  Boston  duly  accepted  its  provisions.. 

The  City  Auditor,  as  you  know,  has  so  construed 
this  statute  as  to  include  the  allotments  paid  by 
the  Government  under  the  War  Risk  Insurance 
Act,  so  called,  of  the  Federal  Government,  as  part 
of  the  pay  of  city  employees  who  had  gone  into  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States. 
He  did  this  under  instructions  issued  by  the  Mayor 
i  n  Circular  No.  13,  dated  July  24,  1918,  addressed 
to  the  heads  of  departments. 

You  question  this  construction  of  chapter  254  of 
the  Acts  of  1917  and  I  have  investigated  the 
matter  as  carefully  as  possible  in  the  time  at  my 
disposal  since  your  meeting  on  Monday,  August  11. 

I  can  find  no  ruling  by  either  Federal  or  state 
authorities  on  the  point  and  no  decision  by  any 
court.  The  City  Auditor  was  under  the  impres- 
sion that  in  the  cases  recently  tried  before  Judge 
Chase  in  the  Superior  Court  the  question  of  allot- 
ments as  well  as  the  question  of  subsistence  was 


raised.  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  Adams 
tried  these  cases  and  he  is  now  on  a  vacation,  so 
that  I  have  been  unable  to  communicate  with  him, 
but  I  have  written  him  this  afternoon.  I  have 
tried  to  get  into  communication  with  Judge  Chase 
but  he  is  on  a  vacation  and  so  is  the  clerk  of  the 
session  in  which  the  cases  were  argued.  I  have 
had  examined,  however,  the  papers  in  the  cases 
and  the  briefs  filed  and  cannot  find  anything  to 
indicate  that  the  question  of  allotments  was  before 
the  court  in  any  respect.  I  therefore,  as  at 
present  advised,  am  bound  to  conclude  Judge 
Chase  did  not  decide  that  allotments  were  not  to  be 
added  to  the  other  pay  of  men  in  the  service. 

In  the  absence  of  any  authority  or  ruling  on  the 
subject,  I  have  got  to  construe  chapter  254  of  the 
Acts  of  1917  as  it  reads,  and  as  that  act  expressly 
includes  aid  to  dependents,  in  computing  the 
amount  of  pay  which  city  employees  receive  from 
the  Federal  Government  which  must  be  deducted 
from  their  city  salaries,  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
difference  which  the  city  should  pay  to  them,  I  am 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  allotments  must 
be  considered  as  part  of  the  pay  the  men  receive 
from  the  Federal  Government  and  therefore  are  to 
be  included  in  the  amount  to  be  deducted  from  the 
city  salaries. 

I  therefore,  as  at  present  advised,  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  instructions  issued  by  Mayor 
Peters  in  the  circular  dated  July  24,  1918,  are 
correct  and  that  the  City  Auditor  has  correctly 
included  the  allotments  in  pay  received  by  men  in 
the  service. 

After  hearing  from  Mr.  Adams,  if  I  find  that 
Judge  Chase  ruled  on  the  question  of  allotments,  I 
will  communicate  with  you  further,  and  if  you 
know  of  any  rulings  by  any  Federal  or  state 
authority  contrary  to  the  practice  which  the  City 
of  Boston  has  followed,  I  shall  be  glad  to  consider 
them.

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  additional  appropriation  bill  to 
the  amount  of  $42,458.79 — that  the  order  ought  to 
pass. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
make  this  statement  that  in  my  opinion  it  is 
unfortunate  that  the  Legislature  has  sent  some 
increases  here  that  are  worthy  with  a  lot  that  are 
unworthy.  We  haven't  any  right  in  the  premises 
at  all.  If  we  reject  them  we  are  told  that  the 
judges  who  are  getting  increases,  some  of  them 
increases  that  in  my  opinion  they  are  not  entitled 
to,  can  go  to  court  and  compel  the  City  Council 
to  vote  the  money.  The  grading  of  compensation 
to  judges  because  of  the  population  of  the  district 
where  the  court  is  located  is,  in  my  opinion,  unfair, 
because  I  don't  think  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture has  done  right  in  compelling  the  City  Council 
to  vote  increases  to  some  of  the  men  who  are  going 
to  get  increases  in  the  budget.  There  are  some 
worthy  increases,  of  course,  but  in  order  that  there 
may  be  fair  play  in  such  cases  we  have  to  accept 
the  increases  as  a  whole.  I  want  to  make  the  state- 
ment that  the  City  Council  are  not  responsible  for 
those  increases ;  that  we  are  voting  for  them  because 
the  Legislature  has  told  us  we  have  to.     For  that 


reason  I  am  going  to  vote  for  this  and  not  because 
I  favor  all  the  increases  in  the  budget. 


Coun.  LANE  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  agree  in 
part  with  what  has  been  said  by  the  councilor 
opposite,  but  I  want  to  add  just  a  word  with  refer- 
ence to  a  matter  concerning  which  he  has  not 
spoken.  That  is,  Boston  is  confronted  by  a  very 
large  increase  in  the  taxes  because  of  the  Elevated's 
deficit  and  because  of  several  other  necessary  evils. 
It  is  true  that  we  have  no  control  over  those  in- 
creases, but  I  do  think  it  is  high  time  that  the 
public  should  be  acquainted  with  the  facts,  if  they 
are  not  already  so  acquainted,  that  there  are  many 
increases  of  expense  in  connection  with  the  running 
of  Suffolk  County  and  the  City  of  Boston  over 
which  we  have  no  control.  The  Legislature  knows 
its  business  and  we  know  ours,  but  we  cannot  do 
anything  in  this  body — that  is,  anything  of  impor- 
tance— while  the  Legislature  can  do  as  it  pleases 
concerning  any  matter  pertaining  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  We  are  handicapped  for  several  reasons — 
one,  because  of  lack  of  power.  Notwithstanding 
the  criticisms  of  this  body  from  places  outside  of 
our  boundaries,  I  think  we  are  as  competent  to  pass 
upon  the  affairs  of  Boston  as  men  on  Beacon  Hill, 
with  all  due  respect  for  their  intelligence  and 
justice.  But  we  are  without  power,  we  are  practi- 
cally helpless  when  it  comes  to  doing  something  that 
is  good  for  the  people  of  Boston,  if  we  should  want 
to  do  so,  and  I  believe  all  of  us  want  to  do  the  right 
thing  by  our  constituents,  whether  they  were  with 
us  in  the  campaigns  in  which  we  were  elected  or 
otherwise.  No  word  of  mine,  no  word  of  Coun. 
McDonald's,  no  word  of  Coun.  Ford's  or  of  any 
other  member  of  this  body  will  change  this  matter 
before  us.  It  is  going  to  go  through  because  of 
conditions.  But  I  think  Suffolk  County  and  the 
City  of  Boston  are  the  only  county  and  city  of  any 
size  and  importance  in  the  United  States  that  are 
compelled  to  do  things  which,  in  our  opinion,  they 
should  not  be  compelled  to  do,  because  we  in  the 
City  Council  are  helpless,  lack  power.  Coun. 
McDonald  has  failed  to  refer  to  one  specific  in- 
stance wherein  this  measure  is  absolutely  unfair, 
and  that  is  by  reason  of  lack  of  equity  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  pay  to  judges  in  different  counties  or 
districts.  There  is  one  thing  in  particular  that  I 
have  in  mind,  concerning  a  gentleman  whom  I  have 
never  met,  a  judge  in  the  Dorchester  Court.  I 
thank  heaven  that  in  this  matter,  not  being  a 
member  of  the  bar,  I  can  feel  at  liberty  to  criticise 
where  I  think  criticism  should  be  made.  I  do  not 
criticise  that  gentleman's  conduct,  because  I  know 
nothing  about  how  he  conducts  himself.  But  I 
do  know  this,  that  one  judge,  through  the  action  of 
the  Legislature,  will  be  given  $4,300  per  year 
because  he  is  a  judge  in  a  district  with  a  certain 
population — not  by  reason  of  the  work  of  the 
court  or  the  arduous  labors  placed  upon  him,  but 
because,  upon  the  theory  of  population,  he  repre- 
sents a  district  that  has  a  greater  population  than 
some  others.  If  I  had  the  power,  while  it  might 
not  result  in  saving  a  large  amount  to  the  tax- 
payers, I  would  save  something  by  making  reduc- 
tions in  cases  of  that  sort  which  would  result  in 
greater  equity  and  fairness  for  the  other  courts — 
and  I  hold  no  brief  for  the  other  courts,  simply 
feeling  that  a  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire  and  that 
the  payment  for  his  labor  should  be  measured  by 
the  labor  he  performs.  That,  I  believe,  is  the 
equitable  way  of  deciding  the  proposition.  In 
conclusion,  I  say  it  is  high  time  that  something 
should  be  done.  We  are  now  helpless,  but  in  the 
near  future  this  body  should  be  given  sufficient 
authority  to  enable  it  to  be  responsive  to  the 
people's  claims,  demands  and  wishes.  We  should 
have  power  we  do  not  now  have  in  the  matter  of 
keeping  down  the  tax  rate.  I  have  had  my  say. 
My  opinion  may  not  agree  with  that  of  the  other 
members,  but  I  have  stated  it,  and  I  wish  again  to 
say  it  is  high  time  that  this  body  should  be  given 
some  authority,  whether  the  body  is  composed  of 
the  nine  members  present  or  nine  other  members. 
The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  5,  nays  0,  Coun.  Lane,  McDonald, 
McLaughlin,  Moriarty  and  Watson  voting  yea.

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  present  for  your  favor- 
able consideration  the  accompanying  order  which 
fixes  the  period  and  the  rental  of  the  market 
leases. 

The  question  of  rentals  for  the  space  in  Faneuil 
Hall  and  Quincy  Market  Buildings  has  been 
thoroughly  investigated  and  reported  upon  by  a 
committee  appointed  by  me,  consisting  of  Richards 
M.  Bradley,  F.  Murray  Forbes  and  Francis  R. 
Bangs,  and  also  as  fully  investigated  and  reported 
upon  by  the  Finance  Commission. 

After  receiving  the  reports  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee and  that  of  the  Finance  Commission,  I 
appointed  a  further  committee  consisting  of  George 
A.  Flynn,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission; 
Patrick  J.  McGourthy,  Superintendent  of  Markets, 
and  Karl  Adams,  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel. 
The  accompanying  order  is  in  keeping  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission  and 
the  committee  last  appointed.

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I  herewith  append  a  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission and  report  of  the  special  committees 
appointed.

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Markets 
be  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to 
renew  for  a  term  of  ten  years  from  January  1,  1919, 
all  leases  of  space  in  the  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy 
Market  Buildings  and  sub-sidewalk  space  adjacent 
thereto;  the  aggregate  amount  to  be  received  by 
the  city  as  rentals  to  be  fifteen  per  cent  more  per 
annum  for  the  stalls  and  cellars  than  was  received 
per  annum  under  the  leases  for  the  preceding  ten 
years;  that  sub-sidewalk  space  be  charged  for  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  square  foot,  except  where 
the  area  has  been  excavated  within  five  years,  in 
such  cases  the  charge  should  be  twenty-five  cents 
per  square  foot  for  the  five  years  of  the  ten-year 
term  and  fifty  cents  per  square  foot  for  the  re- 
mainder of  said  term.  The  rent  of  the  second 
floor  of  the  Quincy  Market  shall  be  fixed  at  seventy- 
five  cents  a  square  foot  for  all  unimproved  space, 
that  is,  the  portion  now  occupied  by  the  Ames 
Plow  Company,  excepting  two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  square  feet  of  improved  office  space; 
the  rent  of  the  improved  portion  of  the  second 
floor  to  be  on  the  basis  of  one  dollar  a  square  foot, 
namely,  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  square  feet  of 
improved  office  space  of  the  Ames  Plow  Company, 
the  office  of  D.  D.  Corcoran  and  the  part  now 
occupied  by  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Ex- 
change and  its  sub-lessees.  The  rent  of  the  third 
floor  shall  be  fixed  at  fifteen  cents  a  square  foot.

Dear  Sir, — The  committee  named  by  your 
honor  "to  pass  on  the  matter  of  rentals  for  the 
tenants  in  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  Markets" 
submits  the  following  report: 

The  committee  has  re-examined  the  report  of 
the  committee  of  real  estate  experts  appointed  in 
December,  1918,  to  consider  the  market  rents,  and 
also  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  on 
Faneuil  Hall  Market  leases  to  your  Honor,  dated 
June  24,  1919,  and  has  considered  these  reports  in 
the  light  of  such  general  information  as  could  be 
secured  by  subsequent  inquiry  into  the  matter  of 
market  leases. 

The  committee  further  gave  a  hearing  to  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Ex- 
change in  accordance  with  its  request  to  your 
Honor. 

The  committee  concludes,  after  due  investiga- 
tion, that  the  leases"  of  market  stalls  and  cellars 
should  be  made  for  a  term  of  ten  years  at  an 
increase  in  present  rentals  of  15  per  cent,  and  that 
the  schedule  submitted  with  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission  should  be  followed  by  the 
city  government  in  establishing  the  proposed 
rentals. 

The  committee  further  concludes  that  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Superintendent  of  Markets 
that  a  charge  should  be  made  for  sub-sidewalk 
space  should  be  adopted,  and  that  the  charge 
should  be  fixed  at  50  cents  a  square  foot  unless 
such  space  has  been  excavated  within  five  years, 
and  in  such  case  the  charge  should  be  25  oents  a 
square  foot  for  five  years  of  the  ten-year  term,  and 
50  cents  a  square  foot  for  the  remainder  of  said 
term. 

The  rent  to  be  established  for  the  second  floor  ol 
Quincy  Market,  including  the  portion  heretofore 
occupied  by  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Kx- 
change,  presents  a  special  question  peculiar  to  that 
association.  It  developed  at  the  hearing  given  by 
the  committee  to  the  representatives  of  the  Fruit 
and  Produce  Exchange  that  the  Exchange  was 
receiving  for  floor  space  rented  from  the  city  and 
sublet  to  tenants  of  the  Exchange  as  high  a  rate  as 
$2.20  a  square  foot.  The  undeniable  conclusion  to 
be  drawn  from  this  fact  is  that  a  rental  of  SI  a 
square  foot  for  the  improved  portion  of  the  second 
floor  now  occupied  by  the  Fruit  and  Produce 
Exchange  and  the  office  of  the  Ames  Plow  Com- 
pany is  a  proper  and  reasonable  rental  and  should 
be  'established.  However,  the  committee  finds 
that  an  area  of  810  square  feet  now  leased  to  tin 
Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange  is  devoted  to  the 
uses  of  a  public  hall,  and  therefore  recommends 
that  in  computing  the  rent  to  be  hereafter  estab- 
lished  for   the   space   occupied    by    the    Fruit    and 


Produce  Exchange  there  should  be  a  deduction  of 
$810  from  the  amount  reached  by  multiplying  the 
entire  area  by  $1  a  square  foot. 

Rent  at  the  rate  of  75  cents  a  square  foot  is,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  a  fair  and  reasonable 
rent  for  the  remaining  unimproved  space  and  area 
of  the  second  floor. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  a  rent  of  15  cents 
a  square  foot  for  the  third  floor  is  proper  and 
reasonable. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  recommends  that 
as  soon  as  the  new  rents  are  established  by  the 
city  government  the  Superintendent  of  Markets 
should  be  directed  to  notify  the  lessees  now  occu- 
pying market  stalls  and  cellars  of  the  rents  so 
established,  and  give  to  such  lessees  as  in  writing 
notify  him  that  they  desire  to  retain  at  such  rents 
their  respective  holdings  a  new  lease  for  the  period 
of  ten  years;  and  the  committee  further  recom- 
mends that  the  city  conveyancers  of  the  Law 
Department  be  instructed  to  so  draft  the  leases  as 
to  secure  to  the  city  the  right  to  make  improve- 
ments in  the  market  buildings  during  the  term  of 
such  leases  and  to  protect  the  city  in  the  event  of 
such  improvements  being  so  undertaken.

MONEY  FOR  SEA  WALL,  ROXBURY  CANAL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen, — Conditions  at  present  in  the  Rox- 
bury  Canal  are  such  that  it  is  essential  to  make 
immediate  repairs  in  order  that  the  safe  passage 
of  vessels  and  an  adequate  supply  of  coal  to  the 
hospitals  will  not  be  restricted.  I  have  conferred 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  on  this 
matter  and  I  find  that  the  facts  are  as  follows: 

The  sea  wall  at  the  paving  yard  No.  1  is  practi- 
cally in  a  state  of  collapse  and  must  be  rebuilt. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  construct  a  concrete  pile 
platform  to  carry  the  loads  now  being  placed  upon 
it.  The  wooden  bulkhead  of  the  sanitary  yard  has 
failed  completely  and  threatens  to  block  the  canal. 
Tin-  sheds  in  the  sanitary  yard  have  also  collapsed 
through  the  failure  of  the  bulkhead,  and  should  be 
rebuilt. 

The  granite  sea  wall  at  the  sewer  yard  collapsed 
sonic  time  ago  and  has  been  partially  removed. 
These  structures  must  be  rebuilt  with  permanent 
construction  and  provision  made  against  another 
failure  on  account  of  the  loads  placed  upon  them. 
Tin-  \V;iter  Division  yard,  while  intact,  at  the 
present  time,  will  undoubtedly  fall  if  the  proposed 
dredging  to  12  fret  at  low  water  is  carried  out, 
and  it  is  necessary  to  reinforce  this  wall  if  the  dredg- 
ing is  done. 

The  money  to  do  this  work  should  be  made 
available  as  early  as  possible  as  the  present  silua- 
I  ion  is  of  such  a  serious  character  that  within  a  short 

time  the  safe  passage  of  vessels  to  ami  from  the 
docks  maj  be  imperilled.     1  therefore  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to 

order  all  heads  of  departments,  whether  or  not 
under  his  direct  supervision  and  control,  to  include 
in  their  department  budget  for  1920  a  sum  sufficient 
to  increase  all  employees'  salaries,  graduated  as 
follow.-,:

All  employees  receiving  from  $3,000  to  $3,500 
per  annum,  12  per  cent. 

All  employees  receiving  from  $2,500  to  $3,000 
per  annum,  15  per  cent. 

All  employees  receiving  from  $2,000  to  $2,500 
per  annum,  20  per  cent. 

All  employees  receiving  from  $1,500  to  $2,000 
per  annum,  25  per  cent. 

All  employees  receiving  $1,500  per  annum  and 
under,  27  per  cent. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think 
many  members  of  the  Council  will  agree  with  me 
that  the  present  and  past  method  of  increasing 
salaries  of  employees  of  the  city  hasbeen.'tosay  the 
least,  very  unsatisfactory  to  everybody.  To 
illustrate,  first  would  come  along  one  set  of  em- 
ployees asking  for  a  justifiable  increase  in  their 
particular  salaries,  and,  after  something  of  an 
investigation  by  different  authorities,  the  increase 
would  in  all  probability  be  granted.  That  would 
take  care  of  that  particular  set  of  employees,  but 
it  would  be  but  a  small  percentage  of  the  total 
number  of  employees  working  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  Then  would  come  another  set,  another,  and 
another,  and  finally  the  first  set  of  employees 
would  come  in  again  to  get  another  increase,  to  put 
them  on  an  equality  with  those  who  had  followed 
them.  So  it  would  be  an  endless  chain,  and  there 
would  be  a  constant  turmoil  concerning  just  in- 
creases in  salary.  I  realize  that  my  order  is  rather 
crudely  drawn,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  some 
among  those  whose  salaries  I  have  asked  his  Honor 
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the  Mayor  to  increase  are  about  to  have  a  confer- 
ence with  the  Mayor,  although  I  feel  that  no  harm 
will  come  to  them  through  this  order  in  connection 
with  their  proposed  visit  to  the  Mayor  concerning 
increases.  Certainly  if  the  order  were  to  interfere 
with  their  efforts  in  any  way  I  would  very  seriously 
regret  introducing  it.-  I  would  not  do  anything 
that  would  in  any  way  tend  to  delay  a  just  increase 
in  any  man's  salary.  But  I  felt  in  introducing  the 
order  that  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number  should  prevail  as  the  result  of  any  order 
introduced  by  my  colleagues  or  myself.  Therefore 
I  introduced  the  order  in  this  form.  I  realize,  also, 
that  the  total  sum  necessary  to  bring  about  this 
general  increase  will  be  large.  It  means  $5,000,000, 
a  lot  of  money,  involving  if  it  is  carried  out,  an 
increased  tax  bill  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  who 
are  now  in  many  cases  overburdened  with  taxation. 
But  I  agree  with  the  outside  men  employed  by 
private  concerns  and  individuals  that  the  present 
condition  of  affairs  warrants  a  larger  salary  for  the 
average  man,  in  order  that  he  may  not  only  main- 
tain the  existence  of  himself  and  family,  but  that 
they  may  have  a  fair  share  of  the  pleasure  to  which 
they  are  entitled,  because,  after  all,  a  so-called 
"living  wage,"  with  which  a  man  may  get  for  his 
family  enough  to  sustain  existence,  providing  food, 
clothing  and  shelter,  is  not  enough.  Every  one  is 
entitled  to  some  of  the  pleasures  and  comforts,  and 
in  many  cases  members  of  a  household  don't  get 
them.  Therefore,  while  I  feel  that  many  outsiders 
are  underpaid  I  feel  helpless  even  by  legislation  to 
assist  them  in  any  way.  But  the  thought  occurred 
to  me,  here  I  am  a  member  of  this  body,  True,  our 
power  is  limited.  Mine  is  limited.  In  the  sug- 
gestion of  this  order,  however,  I  feel  that  I  am 
speaking  for  everybody  here.  I  intend  to  do  so. 
It  is  not  my  desire  to  monopolize  the  thing,  because 
I  know  there  is  not  a  single  member  of  the  body 
who  does  not  feel  that  the  granting  of  a  proper 
wage  to  those  who  work  is  a  proper,  just,  American 
thing  to  do.  Somebody  has  to  monopolize  the 
floor  and  the  records  of  the  City  Council  in  starting 
the  ball  rolling  and  I  happen  to  be  the  one.  I 
have  consulted  with  one  or  two  members  of  the 
Council,  and  I  felt  that  they  gave  their  consent  to 
the  proposed  plan,  or  at  least  to  my  intention, 
without  actually  saying  so.  I  realize  that  even  if 
the  Mayor  snould  determine  that  he  should  in- 
struct the  heads  of  departments  to  include  in  their 
budget  figures  a  sufficient  sum  to  meet  the  increases 
scheduled  in  the  order,  there  is  no  money  available 
to  take  care  of  tne  increases.  That  is  true,  under 
our  tax  limit,  as  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  and 
relief  can  only  be  brought  about  by  going  to  the 
Legislature  and  seeking  the  right  to  fix  our  own 
tax  limit,  a  right  we  should  have,  a  right  we  should 
have  had  in  the  days  gone  by.  I  am  one  who 
believes  and  who  always  has  believed  in  the  old 
fashioned  way  of  doing  things.  The  people  elect 
us  to  this  body,  where  we  are  expected  to  conduct 
ourselves  honestly,  as  I  believe  we  do  in  a  great 
measure.  It  is  true  that  we  do  sometimes  play 
politics,  being  human,  but  in  my  opinion  the  repre- 
sentatives in  this  body  will  average  up  as  well  as 
those  in  any  other  similar  body  in  the  United 
States.  The  citizen  selects  us  by  direct  vote, 
on  our  records  and  promised  efforts,  and  they  are 
willing  to  abide  by  our  conduct  until  there  is  a 
new  election,  and  they  then  have  the  right  to  recall 
us  or  not  return  us  to  this  body.  I  realize  that,  in 
doing  as  I  do  today,  nothing  may  come  of  it.  Then 
again,  some  little  good  may  be  done.  But  there  is 
one  thing  positive,  and  that  is  that  the  taxpayers 
will  claim  that  I  and  my  colleagues,  if  this  order 
passes,  will  place  a  greater  burden  on  them,  giving 
them  no  return  for  it.  Would  that  we  could  place 
this  additional  burden  of  taxation  on  the  shoulders 
of  the  profiteering  landlords  and  other  profiteers 
in  the  community.  Referring  to  rents,  I  have  in 
mind  one  man  in  particular  who  raised  the  rent 
from  $60  to  $90  a  month,  and  gave  as  his  reason 
the  fact  that  the  taxes  had  increased.  Think  of 
that,  such  an  increase  in  rent  when  $3  on  the 
thousand  has  been  added  to  the  tax  bill.  Taxes 
are  raised  $3  on  a  thousand,  and  they  raise  the  rent 
$30  a  month.  Our  method  of  taxation  is  unfor- 
tunate. We  cannot  place  the  burden  where  it 
properly  belongs,  and  many  are  hit  hard,  small 
property  owners,  by  increased  taxes.  They  will 
have  to  suffer,  it  is  true,  but  in  turn  they  will  put 
it  back  on  the  shoulders  of  the  man  who  pays  the 
rent.  And  after  all,  the  employees  of  the  city  pay 
rent.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  70  or  SO  per  cent  of  the 
employees  in  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  pay 
rent.     Consequently    the     landlord     who    pays    a 


greater  tax  increases  the  rent,  passing  the  buck  to 
the  man  who  pays  the  rent.  So  after  all,  the  land- 
lord is  not  the  one  who  suffers.  That  is,  the  land- 
lord or  owner  of  property  suffers  as  much  as  any- 
body else,  but  it  is  passed  along  to  everybody  in 
that  way.  I  think  I  have  talked  long  enough.  I 
don't  know  that  I  have  made  myself  clear  to  the 
public  or  the  body,  but  I  have  tried  to  convey  my 
thoughts  to  you.  Incidentally,  they  will  be  in 
the  record,  and  I  trust  that  they  will  be  construed, 
as  I  intend,  as  an  attempt  to  do  justice  to  individ- 
uals to  whom  it  is  very  evident  to  us  all  that  justice 
should  be  done  in  these  times.  After  all,  in  many 
cases  the  city  employees  are  sadly  maligned.  Some 
of  them  may  not  do  a  fair  amount  of  work  in 
return  for  their  compensation,  but  they  are  few  in 
number,  isolated  cases,  and  the  same  condition 
exists  in  private  employ,  in  corporations,  stores, 
all  the  business  houses  in  the  country.  There  are 
always  some  shirkers.  But,  on  the  whole,  the  city 
employees  today  are  giving  as  much  for  what  they 
receive,  as  a  rule,  as  the  average  workers  in  the 
community.  I  sincerely  trust  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  will  treat  the  order  in  che  spirit  in  which  I 
have  introduced  it,  while  realizing,  as  he  probably 
will  state,  that  we  are  helpless  because  of  our  tax 
limit.  But  it  is  high  time  that  we  went  to  the 
Legislature,  fellow  members,  and  high  time  that 
the  people  went  to  the  Legislature  with  a  view  to 
having  action  that  will  permit  the  City  of  Boston  to 
run  its  own  affairs  as  it  sees  fit.  Then,  if  they  are 
not  run  to  suit  the  citizens  of  Boston,  they  have 
no  one  to  blame  but  themselves  and  their  repre- 
sentatives, whereas  now  they  can  claim,  and  prop- 
erly so,  that  they  are  handicapped  because  of 
legislative  interference.  I  trust  that  the  order  will 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  will 
be  reported  back  today. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


NAMING   OF   BOGAN   SQUARE. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order— That  the 
name  of  City  square,  Charlestown,  be  changed  to 
Col.  Frederick  B.  Bogan  square,  in  memory  of  said 
Colonel  Bogan,  former  commander  of  the  Ninth 
Regiment,  M.  V.  M.,  who  died  as  a  result  of  service 
during  the  Spanish  War,  and  that  said  square  be 
suitably  marked  by  the  proper  officials.

PAVING    OF    MAIN    STREET. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order— That  the 
Acting  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  investigate  and 
report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  cause  of  delay 
in  paving  Main  street,  Charlestown,  and  that  said 
commissioner  be  requested  to  declare  the  contract 
for  such  paving  null  and  void  unless  the  contractor 
immediately  finishes  the  work. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  that  may 
seem  a  rather  unusual  order,  but  the  people  of 
Charlestown  are  entitled  to  some  consideration  in 
a  matter  of  this  sort,  particularly  when  the  City 
Council  has  voted  money  to  repair  the  streets,  and 
the  work  is  not  being  properly  done.  The  streets 
in  Charlestown  are  in  a  terrible  condition.  Every- 
body admits  that  to  be  true.  Last  year  the 
Mayor's  special  committee  voted  to  repair  Main 
street  and  Rutherford  avenue.  Rutherford  avenue 
was  not  in  condition  to  be  repaired  or  repaved 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  public  service  corpora- 
tions had  not  gone  in  and  done  the  work  necessary 
to  do  before  they  made  a  grouted  street  of  Ruther- 
ford avenue.  But  they  started  on  Main  street. 
They  advertised  Main  street  the  first  week  in  June, 
the  contract  was  awarded  to  William  J.  Barry  & 
Co.,  .Tune  12,  and  it  was  signed  by  the  Mayor  June 
Hi.  Barry  did  not  attempt  to  fix  up  the  street 
until  after  tne  seventeenth  of  June,  and  then  sent  in 
two  or  three  men  to  dig  up  the  entire  length  of 
Main  street.  He  did  not  attempt  to  do  anything 
except  send  some  subcontractor  in,  who  simply 
piled  paving  blocks  upon  the  sidewalk  on  one  side 
of  the  street.  The  sidewalk  is  so  narrow  that  three 
cannot  walk  abreast,  aside  from  the  paving  blocks, 
and  now  nobody  can  get  by  unless  they  go  side- 
wise.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  has 
been  after  Barry  in  the  matter  two  or  three  times, 
lie  was  told  that  he  would  have  to  go  ahead  with 
his  contract,  and  finally  he  paved  about  400  feet 
and  while  doing  it  dug  up  Main  street,  from  Thomp^ 
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son  square  to  City  square,  and  it  is  a  disgrace. 
The  people  of  Charlestown  are  kicking.  The 
people  who  do  hot  live  on  Main  street  are  sympa- 
thizing with  the  business  men  there.  The  Knights 
of  Columbus  and  others  have  adopted  resolutions 
asking  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  see 
that  Main  street  is  fixed  up,  and  yet  this  contractor, 
Barry,  does  not  attempt  to  do  anything.  The 
Acting  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  was  over 
there  this  morning,  and  admitted  that  the  street, 
from  Thompson  square  to  Ci«ty  square,  was  a  dis- 
grace. Some  few  weeks  ago  a  girl  who  had  been 
at  Pierce  Farm  or  some  other  institution,  a  girl 
who  was  out  of  her  head,  went  through  Main  street, 
took  the  paving  blocks  and  broke  every  window- 
along  one  side  of  the  street  as  she  walked  along. 
She  was  finally  taken  in  custody  and  sent  back  to 
where  she  came  from.  Every  one  of  those  business 
men  for  two  or  three  days  had  to  have  boards  in 
front  of  the  windows,  so  that  you  could  not  even 
see  into  the  stores.  There  is  no  time  limit  set  when 
this  contractor  shall  do  his  work,  and  I  think  it  is 
high  time  that  the  Mayor  and  ourselves  should  set 
a  limit  to  the  time  when  the  work  shall  be  done. 
This  man  has  been  on  the  job  for  about  three 
months,  has  laid  about  300  yards  of  paving  blocks 
and  has  dug  up  the  entire  length  of  Main  street, 
with  the  exception  of  about  400  feet.  He  does  not 
attempt  to  fix  it  up.  '  The  people  there  demand 
that  something  be  clone.  I  have  done  everything 
I  can,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  has 
done  everything  he  can,  and  no  satisfaction  has 
been  received  from  Barry.  I  believe  the  Mayor 
should  immediately  revoke  the  contract,  unless  be 
does  the  work,  because  if  some  action  is  not  taken 
I  know  the  people  of  Charlestown  will  do  something 
desperate.  They  will  probably  go  over  there  and 
throw  every  one  of  the  paving  blocks  into  the 
middle  of  the  street,  letting  him  put  them  hack 
again.  The  street  is  not  passable,  and  the  public 
is  not  being  treated  fairly.  I  am  sure  that  for  over 
300  feet  along  there,  if  you  wanted  to  do  business 
with  a  business  man  on  one  side  of  the  street,  you 
would  have  to  walk  along  on  the  other  side  before 
crossing  the  street,  because  of  the  paving  blocks 
that  are  piled  up  on  the  sidewalk.  While  we  have 
no  power  to  make  or  rescind  a  contract,  I  feci  that 
the  Mayor  should  at  least  see  that  these  contractors 
are  compelled  to  finish  their  job  within  a  proper 
time,  and  see  that  they  are  stopped  from  piling  up 
paving  blocks  on  the  sidewalk,  to  the  detriment  of 
the  people  of  that  locality.  I  certainly  hope 
something  will  be  done  in  the  matter. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  Arlington  street,  Brighton,  from  Market 
street  to  Arlington  place  on  the  north  side  and  on 
the  south  side  from  115  feet  east  of  Market  street 
to  Arlington  place,  Ward  20,  in  front  of  estates 
bordering  thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10 
inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  and  to  be  from 
5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  brick  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1916.

Resolved,  That  the  death  of  our  distinguished 
fellow  citizen  and  ex-Mayor,  Josiah  Quincy,  calls 
for  a  public  expression  of  deep  sorrow. 

In  the  death  of  Josiah  Quincy  Boston  has  lost  a 
distinguished  citizen,  who  during  his  life  sustained 
the  honor  of  a  family  notable  in  America's  history, 
and  whose  memory  will  alwa.Vs  be  fondly  cherished 
in  the  traditions  of  our  city. 

Selected  by  his  fellow  citizens  to  serve  as  their 
chief  magistrate  he  richly  justified  their  choice  and 
by  his  untiring  efforts  to  advance  the  best  interests 
of  the  people  as  a  whole  he  won  their  admiration 
and  respect.  During  his  administration  he  left 
monuments  to  his  devotion  to  the  public  weal  that 
opened  a  new  era  in  a  municipality  for  the  people.

CLOSING  OF  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

The  following  was  received: 

September  6,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
the  following  report  upon  the  need  for  closing  the 
House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island  and  the  transfer 
of  its  inmates  to  state  institutions,  where  they  will 
be  maintained  with  better  accommodations  and 
without  charge  to  the  city. 

The  recent  declaration  by  the  assessors  of  a  tax 
rate  of  $23.60,  and  the  annualloss  of  $1,000,000  in 
revenue  formerly  received  from  liquor  license  fees, 
combined  with  the  pressing  demands  of  municipal 
employees  for  higher  rates  of  compensation,  make 
it  imperative  that  the  municipal  authorities  find 
means  of  reducing  municipal  expenditures. 

One  instance  where  the  city  expenses  may  be  cut 
down  and  the  City  of  Boston  relieved  of  a  large 
expenditure  lies  in  the  discontinuance  of  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction,  where  the  present  per 
capita  cost  of  keeping  the  inmates  exceeds  the  rate 
of  $1,000  a  year  The  adoption  of  this  recommend- 
ation will  effect  a  saving  of  approximately  $250,000 
a  year. 

The  average  daily  population  of  this  institution, 
as  shown  by  the  following  table,  has  fallen  from 
1,582  in  1904  to  379  in  1918  and  to  only  247  at  the 
present  time. 
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This  decrease  in  the  number  of  inmates  is  due  to 
three  causes,  viz.,  the  working  of  the  probation 
system,  unusual  demand  for  labor  in  all  industries 
and  national  prohibition 

The  probation  laws  have  operated  to  relieve 
many  persons  from  imprisonment  who  were  for- 
merly sent  to  the  penitentiary.  The  great  industrial 
activity  and  demand  for  labor  of  all  sorts  during 
and  since  the  war  have  prevented  idleness  and 
lessened  the  criminal  opportunities  resulting  from 
unemployment.  The  effect  of  war  time  prohibition 
has  been  so  marked  as  to  assure  definitely  a  great 
decrease  in  arrests  and  commitments  to  jails  aDd 
bouses  of  correction. 

Since  the  beginning  of  prohibitionon  July  1, 1919, 
there  has  been  a  rapid  decline  in  arrests  and  in  the 
number  of  prisoners  in  jails,  houses  of  correction 
and  state  institutions.  The  effect  has  not  been 
local;  it  has  been  nation  wide.  Reports  from  all 
over  the  country,  as  well  as  from  our  own  state  and 
county  authorities,  show  the  remarkable  results  of 
prohibition.  That  the  time  within  which  national 
prohibition  has  been  in  effect  is  not  too  short  to 
judge  results  is  amply  proven  by  the  returns  from 
other  communities  where  state  prohibition  has  been 
in  force  for  some  years.  All  these  returns  state 
emphatically  that  where  prohibition  has  been 
adopted  there  has  been  such  a  decrease  in  the  popu- 
lation of  the  penitentiaries  that  it  has  become  neces- 
sary to  close  many  jails. 

Thus,  Alabama  has  had  prohibition  since  Janu- 
ary 1,  1915,  and  the  Governor  of  that  state,  Thomas 
E.  Kilby,  writes  that  the  new  city  jail  at  Birming- 
ham has  been  empty  over  a  year  and  many  count v 
jails  are  without  prisoners.     The  president  of  the 


city  commission  of  Birmingham,  Alabama,  also 
reports  "our  main  city  prison  with  a  capacity  of 
400  has  been  turned  into  a  parental  school,"  and  the 
chief  of  police  writes  that  the  new  jad  has  been 
abandoned  and  turned  ever  to  the  juvenile  court. 

Kansas  has  had  prohibition  since  January  1, 
1881,  and  Gov.  Henry  J.  Allen  reports  that  crime 
has  decreased  and  jails  in  many  counties  have  been 
entirely  empty  for  a  long  period. 

Indiana  has  had  prohibition  since  April  2,  1918, 
and  the  chief  of  police  of  Indianapolis  reports  that 
the  county  workhouse  has  been  abolished. 

Michigan  has  had  prohibition  since  May  1,  1918, 
and  the  mayor  of  Ann  Arbor  states  that  the  jails 
of  the  city  are  practically  empty. 

Similar  results  are  already  found  in  Massachu- 
setts and '  the  state  aDd  county  authorities  are 
proceeding  to  close  jails  and  concentrate  prisoners 
in  single  institutions.  Officials  of  the  State 
Bureau  of  Prisons  stated  that  all  the  jails  and 
houses  of  correction  in  the  state  could  be  closed 
without  harm,  as  the  state  prisons,  reformatories 
and  industrial  camps  could  tyke  care  of  all  the 
sentenced  cases.  Progress  in  closing  jails  in  some 
counties  of  Massachusetts   is  already  under  way. 

Newburyport  Jail  has  been  closed  for  almost 
two  years.  The  jail  at  Lowell  has  also  been 
abandoned  and  the  officials  and  employees  have 
been  given  until  September  1  to  ?lose  the  institu- 
tion. Its  twelve  prisoners  have  been  transferred 
to  the  other  county  jail  at  East  Cambridge.  The 
following  list  shows  clearly  the  small  number  of 
prisoners  in  the  state  and  county  institutions  at 
end  of  last  July:

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  state  institutions  have 
not  nearly  their  normal  quota  of  prisoners  and 
that  with  the  unlimited  space  in  the  industrial 
camps  they  could  easily  accommodate  the  inmates 
of  all  the  county  jails  and  houses  of  correction  in 
Massachusetts. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  been  assured  by 
the  authorities  of  Middlesex  County  that  in  the 
event  of  the  prison  accommodation  of  the  Common- 
we\lth  being  overcrowded  at  any  time,  they  would 
be  willing  to  accept  the  transfer  of  Suffolk  County 
sentenced  cases  to  Middlesex  Jail  at  East  Cam- 
bridge, at  a  charge  of  50  cents  a  da.y  for  each 
prisoner.  At  the  present  time  the  need  for  help  is 
so  urgent  that  they  would  accept  the  transfer  of  a 
substantial  number  of  prisoners  without  charge 
for  their  maintenance. 

Moreover,  the  present  low  population  at  Charles 
Street  Jail  would  permit  of  the  transfer  to  it  of 
many  of  the  247  Deer  Island  prisoners. 

The  normal  capacity  of  Deer  Island  is  1,505 
prisoners,  and  in  some  years  this  has  been  exceeded 
The  present  (September  4,  1919)  population  of 
247  is  divided  as  follows: 

Men 221 

Women 26 

This  small  number  is  hardly  sufficient  to  run  the 
institution  properly  and  if  the  number  is  not 
rapidly  augmented,  or  if  a  further  decline  occurs, 
the  question  of  even  maintaining  the  institution 
without  the  employment  of  outside  help  will 
become  acute.  In  this  connection  it  is  well  to 
point  out  that  a  law  recently  passed  provides  that 
prisoners  sentenced  to  a  term  of  more  than  two 
and  one  half  years  must  be  committed  to  the  State 
Prison  or  Concord  Reformatory  and  not  to  houses 
of  correction.  This  law  takes  effect  on  February  1, 
1920,  and  will  have  the  effect  of  still  further  de- 
creasing the  population  at  Deer  Island.  It  is 
expected  that  the  number  may  be  reduced  to  150, 
unless  a  wave  of  crime  or  serious  disorder  should 
occur. 

The  officials  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Prisons 
believe  that  to  maintain  the  institution  at  Deer 
Island  and  to  operate  its  farm  and  industries 
efficiently  and  properly,  at  least  400  inmates  are 
necessary,  and  that  with  the  present  number  of 
inmates  the  institution  is  seriously  handicapped. 
The  embarrassment  in  which  the  institution  finds 
itself  at  the  present  time  is  so  great  that  the  Penal 
Commissioner  is  about  to  close  several  of  the 
buildings  and  transfer  the  male  population  to  the 
women's  prison  building,  where  there  are  modern 
prison  facilities.  The  women  will  be  transferred  to 
a  smaller  and  separate  building. 

The  annual  expenditures  of  the  Penal  Institu- 
tions Department,  exclusive  of  special  appropria- 


tions for  building  and  repairs,  is  approximately 
8290,182  (excluding  its  proportionate  share,  one 
third,  of  the  expenses  of  the  steamer  "Monitor," 
which  cost  last  year  to  maintain,  $50,887.15), 
based  on  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 

The  pay  rolls  of  the  department  number  100 
persons,  of  whom  90*  are  employed  at  Deer 
Island,  the  remaining  10  being  the  office  force  in  the 
city.  As  there  are  only  267  prisoners  at  the  island 
and  there  are  100  persons  on  the  department  pay 
roll,  the  number  of  prisoners  to  each  employee  is 
about  2.4.  As  the  normal  number  per  employee 
was  formerly  about  12,  it  is  readily  seen  that  the 
department  is  carrying  a  large  number  of  super- 
fluous employees. 

The  Penal  Commissioner  is  trying  to  remedy  the 
situation  by  retiring  on  pension  3  employees,  but 
such  a  measure  relieves  only  in  a  slight  degree  the 
unnecessary  burden  which  the  taxpayers  of  Boston 
are  bearing. 

During  the  present  fiscal  year  an  appropriation 
of  $276,903.36  was  made  and  in  the  first  six  months 
of  the  year  the  department  has  spent  $129,163.56. 
If  it  continues  this  rate  of  expenditure  for  the 
remaining  six  months,  it  will  total  $258,327.12,  or 
only  $16,600.37  less  than  was  spent  last  year, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  average  daily  population 
will  probably  be  over  100  less  than  last  year. 

This  large  expense  is  due  to  the  unnecessarily 
large  pay  roll,  which,  instead  of  being  reduced  as 
the  number  of  prisoners  began  to  shrink,  was 
increased  by  additions  to  the  pay  roll  during  the 
administration  of  Mayor  Curley;  30  of  the  present 
employees  having  been  employed  by  the  depart- 
ment for  the  first  time  during  his  term  (23  being 
appointed  while  the  department  was  outside  of 
civil  service)  and  by  constant  increases  in  salaries. 
The  estimated  annual  pay  roll  of  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection for  the  present  fiscal  year  amounts  to 
$101,118.26,  and  that  of  the  office  amounts  to 
$18,19S.60,  a  total  of  $119,316.86.  The  office  pay 
roll  is  largely  supervisory  and  could  be  reduced. 

A  tabulation  which  appears  in  the  appended 
table  shows  the  relative  growth  in  the  number  of 
employees  and  the  cost  of  conducting  the  depart- 
ment and  the  industries  at  the  island.  The  table 
shows  that  as  the  population  and  the  income  from 
the  industries  decreased,  the  number  of  employees 
increased,  together  with  the  cost  of  conducting  the 
island  industries.  Curbstone  cutting  was  once  one 
of  the  principal  industries  at  the  island,  but  the 
number  of  inmates  is  now  so  small  that  all  available 
men  are  needed  to  work  on  the  farm. 

*  Three  are  clergymen  and  two  have  been  de- 
tailed for  temporary  summer  work  with  the  Rand- 
idge  Fund,  but  h;'ve  now  been  returned  to  the 
department.

It  will  be  noted  that  last  year  there  was  an  actual 
loss  of  S2.382.23  in  the  industries  account  and  that 
this  activity,  instead  of  showing  a  profit  to  the  city 
as  state  activities  do  to  the  Commonwealth,  is 
actually  costing  the  city  a  substantial  sum. 

The  director  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Prisons 
states  that  owing  to  the  small  prison  population 
in  the  institutions  under  state  control,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  close  some  of  the  farm  and  industrial 
camps,  which  are  located  near  state  institutions 
and  which  provide  them  with  the  necessary  kitchen 
and  farm  help,  unless  transfers  are  made  from  the 
county  institutions,  as  authorized  by  law. 

The  prison  authorities  of  the  Commonwealth  are 
anxious  to  transfer  the  inmates  at  Deer  Island  to 
state  institutions,  where  they  are  needed  to  carry 
on  the  industries  and  other  activities  (which  last 
year  showed  a  profit  of  8300,000  to  the  state),  as, 
due  to  the  same  causes,  the  population  of  these 
institutions  is  at  the  present  time  so  low  that  it  is 
difficult  to  harvest  the  crops  at  the  State  Farm  and 
furnish  help  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  other 
state  institutions. 

The  transfer  of  the  present  inmates  of  Deer 
Island  and  the  direct  commitment  by  the  courts 
to  the  state  institutions  of  those  hereafter  sentenced 
will  not  increase  the  state  expenditures  and  will 
entirely  relieve  Boston  of  the  expense  of  their 
maintenance,  as  no  charge  is  made  by  the  state  for 
the  care  of  persons  sentenced  in  Suffolk  County 
and  committed  or  transferred  to  state  institutions. 

Objections  to  the  Transfer. 

One  of  the  objections  which  may  be  urged  against 
the  abandonment  of  the  Deer  Isiand  plant  will  be 
the  discharge  of  the  employees  of  the  department, 
many  of  whom,  it  may  be  claimed,  have  grown  old 
in  the  city's  service.  The  commission  recognizes 
the  humanitarian  appeal  underlying  such  an  ob- 
jection, but  desires  to  point  out  that  the  employees 
of  the  Suffolk  House  of  Correction  have  a  distinct 
advantage  over  the  employees  of  other  counties. 
When  the  institutions  of  the  latter  are  closed  the 
employees  are  forced  to  seek  other  employment 
because  they  are  not  under  civil  service,  but  the 
employees  of  the  House  of  Correction  *  and  the 
Penal  Institutions  office  are  under  the  civil  service 
law  and  consequently  have  all  the  protection  which 
the  civil  service  law  affords.  If  the  institution  is 
closed,  the  employees  will  be  placed  on  a  special 
civil  service  list,  which  will  afford  them  oppor- 
tunities for  appointment  to  city  or  state  depart- 
ments. Furthermore,  it  is  not  true  to  claim  that 
the  enmloyees  of  the  Penal  Department  are  old 
employees  of  the  department,  as  only  25  of  the 
100  have  been  thereover  10  years.  The  remainder, 
or  75  per  cent,  have  been  there  less  than  10  years; 
30  of  the  latter  group  having  been  appointed  within 
the  last  5  years.  The  larger  number  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  department  is  therefore  composed 
of  comparatively  recent  appointments. 

Another  objection  which  may  be  made  to  the 
transfer  is  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  have 
jurisdiction  over  its  prisoners  and  should  retain 
them  in  penitentiaries  under  its  direct  control. 
The  commission  believes  this  argument  to  be 
untenable,  because  the  prisoners  are  primarily  the 
wards  of  the  state  as,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  they 
have  broken  state  laws  and  have  been  brought  into 
court  on  the  complaint  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Prison  authorities  throughout  the  country  believe 
that  the  relation  of  the  state  to  its  offenders  is 
such  as  to  call  for  control  by  the  state  over  all 
prisoners  and  penal  institutions.  Returns  from 
Deer  Island  show  that  of  the  present  population 
of  the  House  of  Correction,  199  offenders  were 
from  Boston;  23  were  from  communities  outside 
Boston  but  within  Massachusetts,  and  33  were 
from  other  states.  Therefore,  the  county  supports 
without  reimbursement  56  nonresidents,  or  ap- 
proximately 22  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
prisoners.  It  therefore  is  not  correct  to  claim  that 
all  of  the  Deer  Island  cases  are  properly  the  charges 
of  the  city . 

It  has  been  said  that  no  attempt  to  reform  the 
prisoners  is  made  at  the  state  institutions  and  that 
the  economic  results  of  requiring  the  men  to  labor 
on  state  roads  or  in  state  institutions  is  the  main 
object  of  the  Bureau  of  Prisons.  The  com- 
mission has  investigated  three  institutions  under 
the  control  of  the  state  authorities,  viz..  Concord 
(Reformatory),  Bridgewater  (State  Farm),  and 
Rutland  (Prison  Camp).     In  the  Concord  institu-

tion  it  found  young  men  of  the  average  age  of 
twenty-one.  who  are  taught  various  trades,  such  as 
cloth  weaving,  carpentry,  plumbing,  sheemaking 
and  chair  caning.  These  industries  are  being 
carried  on  under  the  direction  of  paid  instructors. 
The  equipment  is  thoroughly  modern  and  of  the 
most  imDroved  type.  School  classes  under  com- 
petent instructors  are  conducted  four  evenings  a 
week,  and  the  men  obliged  to  enroll  in  them,  if 
they  have  not  completed  a  grammar  school  course. 
A  day  school  for  illiterates  is  also  maintained  at  the 
reformatory.  Only  recently  has  an  attempt  at 
school  instruction  been  made  at  Deer  Island  and 
the  mechanical  devices  used  in  the  industries  are 
obsolete  and  inadequate.  In  thos°  state  institu- 
tions where  older  men  are  sent  and  where  the  terms 
of  imprisonment  are  shorter  than  at  Concord,  the 
physical  upbuilding  of  the  men  is  attended  to  by 
assignment  of  work  on  the  farm,  in  the  institutions 
and  on  the  state  roads.  At  both  the  State  Farm 
and  the  Rutland  Camp  the  prisoners  are  working 
in  the  fields  or  in  the  kitchens  of  the  institutions 
and  are  allowed  freedom  from  restraint  by  walls  and 
armed  attendants. 

The  commission  believes  from  its  examination 
of  these  state  and  city  institutions  that  the  ac- 
commodations provided  by  the  state  are  much 
superior  to  those  at  Deer  Island.  The  buildings 
at  the  latter,  even  the  new  women's  prison,  which  is 
of  a  later  type  of  prison  building,  do  not  compare 
favorably  with  the  layout  or  upkeep  of  the  state 
institutions.  To  point  out  one  of  the  many 
inequalities:  In  the  women's  prison  building  at 
Deer  Island  the  cells  are  windowless,  ventilation 
being  provided  through  a  grated  door  from  a 
window  in  the  corridor  which  runs  along  the  cells. 
Although  was!  sink  and  toilet  accommodations  and 
electric  lights  are  provided,  part  of  the  front  of  each 
cell  is  a  blank  wall,  which  tends  to  darken  the  in- 
terior. The  appearance  is  distinctly  that  of  a 
punitive  establishment. 

Bridgewater,  however,  has  cells  so  arranged  that 
each  has  n  window  overlooking  a  grassy  quadrangle 
and  the  front  of  the  cells  is  provided  with  an  open- 
work iron  door,  and  the  adjoining  front  wall  is 
pierced  with  a  window,  so  that  ventilation  can  be 
received  from  the  quadrangle,  or  from  the  many 
windows  of  the  orridor  upon  which  the  cells  open. 
Modern  toilet  facilities  and  individual  lighting 
aystern  are  provided  in  each  cell.  In  the  camps 
the  prisoners  sleep  in  large  airy  dormitories. 

Another  inequality  between  Deer  Island  and  the 
state's  institutions  lies  in  the  dining  rooms.  In 
the  former  the  old  institutional  idea  of  long  narrow 
tables,  ranged  in  rows  the  length  of  the  building, 
exists;  whereas  in  the  faun  and  industrial  camps 
under  the  control  of  the  state  the  individual  table 
for  six  has  been  adopted,  thus  preserving  at  least  a 
semblance  to  home  life. 

Beside  the  main  camp  at  Rutland,  there  are  five 
other  camps  in  various  parts  of  the  state.  Four 
of  these  camps  arc  situated  near  the  metropolitan 
district,  viz..  Xorth  Reading.  Framingham.  Med- 
field  and  Tewksbury,  so  that  no  objection  can  be 
made  on  the  ground  that  the  inmates  would  be 
removed  to  locations  difficult  of  access  for  visiters. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  as  an  important  factor  in 
state  control  that  prisoners  in  camps  are  entitled 
to  parole  at  tne  expiration  of  one  half  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term  of  sentence  at  the  time  of 
transfer.  Should  the  Board  of  Parole  not  sec  fit 
to  release  at  that  time,  the  prisoner  has  the  definite 
assurance  of  ten  days  a  month  deducted  from  his 
term  for  each  month  of  good  behavior,  while  the 
allowance  to  the  inmates  of  the  county  institutions 
is  only  from  one  to  five  days  per  month,  depending 
on  the  length  of  sentence.  Moreover,  in  the  event 
of  parole,  tne  prisoner  during  his  term  of  parole  is 
under  careful  supervision  by  the  Bureau  of  Prisons. 
The  Bureau  of  Prisons  also  maintains  a  home 
department,  by  which  the  families  of  prisoners 
are  aided  during  the  incarceration  of  the  prisoners 
and  also  has  at  its  disposal  a  large  sum  of  monev 
appropriated  annually  by  the  state  for  aiding 
discharged  prisoners.  This  fund  is  used  to  provide 
clothing,  board  and  lodging  for  a  short  period  after 
release,  and  transportation  for  the  prisoner  to  his 
home  at  the  time  of  discharge. 

Escapes  are  not  frequent  from  the  prison  camps, 
and  last  year  only  exceeded  by  two  the  total  escapes 
from  all  the  county  institutions  of  the  state.  The 
Bureau  of  Prisons  has  furnished  the  following  list, 
showing  the  escapes  from  state  institutions  and 
from  county  penitentiaries  during  the  last  year 
(September  30,  1918):

Escapes  from  state  institutions,  as  may  be  seen, 
are  not  very  many,  especially  from  the  six  prison 
camps,  where  almost  complete  freedom  in  moving 
about  the  unguarded  grounds  is  allowed,  because 
if  the  prisoner  is  caught  he  is  returned  to  his  place 
of  commitment  to  finish  his  unexpired  sentence 
and  is  then  tried  and  resentenced  for  a  term  of 
years  for  his  attempted  escape.  As  a  consequence 
the  men  seek  to  learn  good  credits  in  order  to 
shorten  their  terms  of  confinement. 

The  commission  talked  with  many  prisoners  at 
the  state  institutions  and  found  they  would  prefer 
to  remain  at  the  state  institutions,  as  the  housing 
and  working  conditions  were  much  better  than  at 
Deer  Island  and  the  food  was  more  varied  and 
plentiful.  This  is  borne  out  by  a  comparison  of  ' 
the  menus  of  the  state  and  city  institutions. 

The  commission  is  informed  by  the  Director  of 
Prisons  that  the  State  Bureau  of  Prisons,  acting 
under  the  authority  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  225, 
section  81,  is  willing  to  transfer  all  the  inmates 
of  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island  to  state 
institutions  and  will  maintain  them  at  the  state 
institutions  without  expense  to  the  city. 

The  transfer  to  the  state  of  jurisdiction  over  the 
House  of  Correction  inmates  is  in  line  with  the 
policy  adopted  in  1908,  when  the  state  took  over 
the  control  of  the  City  Insane  Asylum,  to  the 
great  benefit  of  those  committed  to  this  institution, 
besides  relieving  the  city  of  an  independent  ex- 
penditure. 

The  transfer  will  necessitate  the  employment  of  a 
few  persons  at  Deer  Island  for  upkeep  of  the  build- 
ings and  alsbjthe  retention  of  a  parole  officer  at  the 
city  office,  in  order  to  care  for  the  work  of  paroling 
prisoners  from  Charles  Street  Jail. 

The  statutes  require  that  each  county  maintain 
a  house  of  correction.  In  all  the  counties  except 
Suffolk  the  county  jail  is  also  designated  as  the 
house  of  correction  and  prisoners  are  sentenced 
to  these  institutions,  in  addition  to  their  use  as 
places  of  detention  for  prisoners  awaiting  trial  or 
sentence.  Until  the  law  is  changed  each  county 
will  have  to  maintain  a  penitentiary.  This  re- 
quirement in  the  law  prevents  the  closing  of  all 
penitentiaries  in  other  counties  of  the  state. 

The  Charles  Street  Jail  is  also  used  in  the  same 
manner,  although  at  the  present  time  it  is  not 
designated  as  a  house  of  correction.  Forty  of  its 
inmates  are  serving  sentences  and  ninety  are 
awaiting  trial  or  sentence.  As  Revised  Laws, 
chapter  224,  section  8,  requires  each  county  to 
provide  a  house  of  correction,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  the  County  Commissioners  to  designate  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  as  the  House  of  Correction,  if 
the  institution  at  Deer  Island  is  closed. 

If  Deer  Island  is  closed,  it  is  possible  that  the 
state  may  take  over  the  institution  as  a  location 
for  the  new  state  prison.  The  old  prison  at 
Charlestown  will  undoubted  y  be  shortly  aban- 
doned and  a  new  location  selected.  A  commission 
appointed  under  chapter  50  of  the  Resolves  of 
1919,  consisting  of  the  director  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Bureau  of  Prisons,  the  warden  of  the  State 
Prison,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  State  Farm, 
is  at  present  studying  the  question  of  using  the 
buildings  at  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  as  a 
state  prison.  The  attention  of  this  special  com- 
mission might  be  called  by  the  Mayor  to  the  use  of 
Deer  Island  for  the  purpose  of  a  state  prison,  and 
thus  afford  the  City  of  Boston  an  opportunity  to 
sell  the  island  to  the  Commonwealth. 

In  the  event  of  the  closing  of  Deer  Island,  the 
pending  ordinance  providing  for  a  consolidation 
of  the  Infirmary,  Institutions  Registration,  Chil- 
dren's Institutions  and  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 


ments should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the 
commissioner  a  $5,000  salary,  instead  of  $7,500,  as 
the  large  part  of  the  work  of  the  new  commissioner 
will  be  eliminated. 

In  submitting  this  report  on  the  abolition  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  the  commission  wishes  to  state 
that  nothing  contained  herein  should  be  construed 
as  a  criticism  of  the  present  commissioner  of  the 
Penal  Department.  The  commission  feels  that 
Commissioner  Bates  is  endeavoring  to  conduct  the 
department  intelligently  and  economically. 

The  commission  is  convinced,  however,  that  the 
interests  if  the  taxpayers  and  the  welfare  of  the 
inmates  require  that  the  institution  be  closed,  and 
that  greater  good  will  result  both  to  the  city  and  to 
the  inmates  if  the  inmates  are  transferred  to  the 
state  authorities.  Penal  reform  is,  after  all,  not  a 
local  but  a  state  question  and  can  be  handled  best 
by  a  central  authority. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Mayor  instruct  the  Penal  Com- 
missioner to  transfer  to  state  institutions  the 
inmates  at  Deer  Island. 

2.  That  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island 
e  closed. 

3.  That  the  Charles  Street  Jail  be  designated  as 
the  House  of  Correction  for  Suffolk  County. 

4.  That  the  Mayor  present  to  the  special  com- 
mission, appointed  under  chapter  50  of  the  Resolves 
of  1919,  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  the  Deer 
Island  institution  for  its  use  as  the  State  Prison. 

5.  That  the  pending  ordinance  for  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  Infirmary,  Penal  Institutions,  Chil- 
dren's Institutions  and  Institutions  Registration 
Departments  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  a  $5,000 
salary  for  the  new  commissioner,  and  that  the 
office  of  Deputy  Commissioner  be  abolished.

REPLY  TO  COMMISSIONER  BATES. 

September  10,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
the  following  reply  to  the  statements  made  by 
Sanford  Bates,  Esq.,  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner, in  his  public  letter  addressed  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  on  September  8,  1919,  in  reference  to 
the  closing  of  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island: 

1.  The  appropriation  for  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion at  Deer  Island  and  its  city  office,  which  the 
Penal  Commissioner  stated  at  the  budget  hearings 
before  the  City  Council  was  the  lowest  amount 
sufficient  to  maintain  the  institution  for  the  pres- 
ent year,  is  $270,903.36.  The  Penal  Commissioner 
stated  to  the  Finance  Commission  that  on  Septem- 
ber 4,  1919,  there  were  247  inmates  at  the  institu- 
tion. This  is  the  information  on  which  the  Finance 
Commission  made  its  statement  that  the  present 
per  capita  cost  exceeds  the  rate  of  $1,000  a  yeaF. 

2.  The  Penal  Commissioner  states  that  the 
closing  of  Deer  Island  would  effect  a  saving  of  not 
over  $150,000  a  year.  The  average  of  the  appro- 
priations for  Deer  Island  for  the  last  five  years  is 
$290,182.  If  the  commissioner  is  right  in  his 
estimate  of  the  saving  and  tne  Finance  Commission 
wrong,  it  is  submitted  that  $150,000  annually  is 
worth  saving. 

3.  The  Penal  Commissioner  states  that  the 
average  daily  population  for  1910  will  be  something 
over  300.  The  Finance  Commission  did  not  state 
in  its  report  that  tne  average  dally  population  for 
1919  was  247.  The  report  states  that  there  were 
247  inmates  on  September  1.  1919.  T.iis  is 
immaterial,  for  reasons  hereinafter  set  forth. 

4.  Tne  Finance  Commission  in  its  report  made 
the  following  statement  as  to  the  present  adminis- 
tration of  the  institution: 

" Insubrmtting  this  report  on  the  abolition  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  the  commission  wishes  to 
state  that  nothing  contained  herein  Bnould  !»■  con- 
strued as  a  criticism  <>i  the  present  commissioner 
of  the  Penal  Department.  The  commission  feels 
that  Commissioner  Hates  is  endeavoring  to  con- 
duct the  department  intelligently  and  economically. 

5.  The  Penal  Commissioner  charges  the  Finance 
Commissoin  with  unfairness  In  its  statement  <>i 
the  number  of  employees  in  the  department  and 
states  that  the  number  of  employees  has  been  re- 
duced  from    170   to  97.      The  statistical   table  on 
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page  6  of  the  Finance  Commission's  report  shows 
that  on  April  30,  1916,  the  employees  at  the 
institution  and  in  the  office  in  Boston  numbered 
170  and  on  April  30,  1918,  141.  The  report 
also  states  that  the  total  number  of  employees  was 
122  when  Commissioner  Bates  took  office.  The 
total  number  of  present  employees  is  100,  as  stated 
in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission,  unless  the 
application  for  the  retirement  on  pension  of  three 
employees  has  been  acted  upon  favorably  by  the 
State  Bureau,  of  Prisons  since  the  date  of  the  re- 
po  t  of  the  Finance  Commission. 

6.  The  Penal  Commissioner  states  that 
the  state  authorities  have  returned  many  prisoners 
to  Deer  Island  because  they  proved  unmanageable 
at  the  prison  camps,  and  inquires  what  would  be  the 
result  if  the  Deer  Island  institution  were  closed. 

The  answer  is  simple.  They  would  be  transferred 
to  a  suitable  institution  now  under  state  control, 
either  the  Reformatory  at  Concord  or  the  State 
Farm  at  Bridgewater. 

The  Penal  Commissioner  quotes  the  provisions 
of  section  81  of  chapter  225  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
but  does  not  state  that  under  the  provisions  of  the 
succeeding  section  the  state  authorities  have  full 
power  to  transfer  prisoners  from  state  or  county 
institutions  to  any  other  .state  or  county  institution, 
as  they  may  deem  proper. 

7.  The  Penal  Commissioner  states  that  there 
were  199  more  criminal  cases  in  the  Central  Munici- 
pal Court  in  August,  1919,  than  in  August,  1918. 
The  clerk  of  that  court  has  given  the  commission 
the  following  report  as  to  the  number  of  cases  in 
the  Central  Municipal  Court  for  those  months:

8.  The  Penal  Commissioner  inquires  what 
would  be  done  in  case  of  serious  outbreak  that 
might  largely  increase  the  number  of  prisoners  to 
be  provided  with  accommodation.  The  prison 
accommodations  of  the  Commonwealth  are  so 
largely  in  excess  of  the  present  prison  population 
that  it  is  difficult  to  foresee  a  situation  that  would 
render  them  inadequate.  If  such  should  happen, 
prisonei's  could  be  committed  to  neighboring 
county  institutions,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  at  a  per  diem  expense  of 
50  cents  per  capita.  The  prison  authorities  of  the 
state  are  willing  to" accept  all  the  present  inmates 
of  Deer  Island  and  all  future  commitments  of 
Suffolk  County  offenders. 

9.  The  Penal  Commissioner  states  that  a  more 
constructive  report  would  have  been  for  the 
Finance  Commission  to  recommend  that  other 
counties  close  their  institutions  and  transfer  their 
inmates  to  Deer  Island. 

The  jails  at  Newburyport  and  Lowell  have  been 
closed.  As  there  were  on  August  1,  1919,  but 
4  inmates  at  Barnstable,  7  at  Ipswich,  11  at 
Greenfield,  13  at  Northampton,  19  at  Taunton, 
25  at  Pittsfield  and  36  at  Salem,  it  is  quite  likely 
that  other  county  penal  institutions  will  be  closed 
as  soon  as  legislation  is  passed,  repealing  the 
statutory  requirement  that  each  county  maintain 
a  penal  institution.  This  statutory  requirement 
does  not  prevent  the  closing  of  Deer  Island,  be- 
cause the  jail  can  be  also  designated  as  the  House 
of  Correction.  This  is  done  in  several  of  the 
counties. 

Moreover,  it  is  not  the  province  of  the  Finance 
Commission  to  recommend  reforms  in  the  ad- 
ministrative affairs  of  counties  other  than  Suffolk. 

10.  The  Penal  Commissioner  does  not  claim 
that  the  prison  accommodations  at  Deer  Island 
are  superior  to  those  of  the  state  institutions,  or 
that  the  work  of  reformation  of  the  inmates  can 
be  better  accomplished  there  than  at  the  state 
institutions. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  impossible  at  Deer 
Island  properly  to  classify  and  segregate  drug 
addicts,  inebriates,  sex  perverts  and  hardened 
criminals  from  first  offenders,  thereby  diminishing 
the  possibilities  of  reformation.  This  could  be 
much  better  done  if  the  inmates  were  transferred 
to  the  state  institutions.  In  addition  they  could 
be  profitably  employed  at  the  farms  and  in  the 


industries    which     are     conducted    with    modern 
appliances  in  well  equipped  and  sanitary  shops. 

11.  The  present  prison  population  of  the  state 
institutions  is  very  low  and  their  accommodations 
are  sufficient  to  take  care  of  more  than  twice  the 
number  of  the  present  inmates  of  all  county 
penal  institutions  including  Deer  Island,  without 
increasing  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  state 
institutions. 

12.  The  recommendation  of  the  Finance. 
Commission  that  the  Mayor  request  the  special 
commission,  appointed  under  chapter  50  of  the 
Resolves  of  this  year,  to  investigate  the  suitable- 
ness of  Deer  Island  as  a  location  for  a  new  state 
prison  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  State  Prison 
is  a  place  for  felons  and  hardened  criminals.  The 
Finance  Commission  in  recommending  that  Deer 
Island  be  offered  as  a  proper  institution  for  a 
state  prison  d  d  so  in  the  belief  that  its  buildings 
are  suitable  for  the  confinement  of  the  tj~pe  of 
prisoners  committed  to  State  Prison. 

13.  The  situation  may  be  put  as  follows: 

If  a  large  business  corporation  had  factories  at 
different  locations,  all  being  operated  at  less  than 
50  per  cent  capacity,  and  it  was  found  that  one 
fa.'tory  costing  more  than  $250,000  a  year  to 
operate  could  be  closed  and  tne  work  there  done 
performed  at  the  other  factories  without  increasing 
the  cost  of  their  operation,  would  the  corporation 
close  the  factory  that  was  costing  $2.50,000  annually 
or  would  it  continue  to  operate  this  unnecessary 
factory  at  a  loss  of  $2  >0,0  J )  a  vear? 

As  earlier  stated,  tne  Finance  Commission 
believes,  and  so  stated  in  it*  report,  that  Mr.  Bates 
is  endeavoring  to  administer  the  institution 
intelligently  and  economically. 

The  recommendation  that  it  be  closed  is  based 
upon  the  belief  that  its  further  maintenance 
is  unnecessary  and  that  its  closing  will  materially 
reduce  municipal  expenditures  and  will  increase 
the  possibilities  for  the  reform  of  its  inmates.

COLLINS— Mr.  President,  on  the 
question  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Penal  Institu- 
tions Department,  the  Inf'rmary  Department,  the 
Institutions  Registration  Department  and  the 
Children's  Institutions  Department,  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  went  before  the  Legislature  this  year  and 
succeeded  in  obtaining  an  authori  ation  from  the 
Legislature  to  consolidate  these  departments. 
As  a  result  of  the  hearing  before  the  Legislature  a 
bill  authori  ing  the  consolidation  was  passed, 
subject  to  the  action  of  the  city  government  on  the 
proposition.  The  City  Council  had  a  public  hear- 
ing on  it  some  weeks  ago.  Judging  from  all  I  can 
hear,  it  strikes  me  as  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
to  put  all  these  departments  under  one  adminis- 
trative head.

It  strikes 
me  as  the  proper  idea,  centralizing  the  work  of  these 
departments  and  doing  away  with  the  unpaid 
boards.  One  of  the  unpaid  boards  at  present  has 
but  two  members  out  of  seven.  I  believe  the 
ordinance  is  a  good  one  and  should  pass,  and  I 
shall  vote  for  it.     I  ask  for  a  roll  call.

18  Tremont  Street,  Boston,  Mass.: 

My  dear  Sir, — ■  I  am  writing  to  petition,  through 
you,  the  City  Council  to  rename  in  honor  of  the 
late  Lieutenant  William  B.  Corbett  the  small  park 
in  Dorchester  now  known  as  "  Mothers'  Rest." 
Lieutenant  Corbett  lived — as  his  family  now  does — 
at  18  Algonquin  street,  within  two  hundred  yards 
of  the  above  named  park.  I  submit  a  brief  sketch 
of  the  lieutenant's  life: 

He  was  born  in  South  Boston  on  January  27, 
1892.  From  the  Thomas  N.  Hart  School  he 
entered  the  South  Boston  High  School  and  was 
graduated  therefrom  in  1910.  He  was  graduated 
from  Harvar.l  in  the  Class  of  1914.  Choosing 
teaching  as  his  profession,  he  entered  Boston 
Normal  School  and  was  graduated  therefrom  in 
1915.  After  serving  as  junior  assistant  for  a  year 
he  was  appointed  permanently  in  the  High  School 
of  Commerce,  where  he  taught  English  most 
successfully  until  he  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
on  the  occasion  of  his  enlistment  in  the  service  of 
his  country. 

As  a  young  man  he  disDlayed  a  clarity  of  vision 
far  in  advance  of  that  of  most  of  his  contemporaries. 
He  saw  the  urgent  need  of  preparedness.  While 
an  undergraduate  he  was  one  of  seven  Harvard 
men  who  attended  the  United  States  Training 
Camp  at  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  in  1913,  and 


the  following  year  he  continued  his  military 
preparation  in  the  training  camp  at  Burlington, 
Vermont,  and  again  in  1916  at  Plattsburg. 

He  enlisted  in  May,  1917,  and  was  commissioned 
second  lieutenant  at  Plattsburg  on  August  15,  1917. 
He  was  sent  to  Harvard  for  study  under  the  French 
officers  who  were  at  that  time  instructing  our 
commissioned  men  in  trench  warfare.  His  clear, 
disciplined  mind  made  him  of  special  value  in 
trench  warfare  at  Camp  Devens  whither  he  was 
sent  from  Harvard.  His  regiment  went  overseas 
in  Julv,  1918.  On  October  25,  1918,  while  leading 
his  men  in  a  charge  at  D'Ormont  Woods,  north- 
east of  Verdun,  he  was  killed  by  a  bursting  shell. 
General  Edwards  has  forwarded  to  the  lieutenant's 
family  his  citation  for  bravery  on  the  field  of 
action  on  October  25,  the  day  of  his  death. 

In  common  with  hundreds  who  admired  him,  I 
respectfully  ask  the  City  Council  to  preserve  his 
memory  by  granting  this  petition.

ANNUITIES  TO  WIDOWS  AND  CHILDREN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  10,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  attaching  copy  of  chapter  93 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919,  which  makes  it  possible 
to  grant  annuities  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  S600 
to  the  widows  and  children  of  policemen  and 
firemen  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  have  either 
been  killed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  or 
have  died  as  a  direct  result  of  injuries  received 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

At  the  present  time  the  law  provides  that  .such 
an  annuity  shall  not  exceed  $300  per  annum.  The 
Legislature  has  frequently  passed  special  acts 
providing  for  the  payment  of  annuities  ranging 
from  $000  to  $1,200'  to  the  widows  of  Boston 
policemen  and  firemen,  and  I  presume  that  such 
acts  have  been  passed  because  of  the  fact  that  t he- 
present  law  makes  it  possible  to  grant  only  a  very 
small  annuity. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  believe  that  annuities  of 
this  type  should  be  uniform  and  if  it  is  possible 
to  grant  an  annuity  of  1600  per  annum,  which  will 
be  double  the  amount  of  the  largest  annuity  which 
can  be  granted  under  the  present  law,  there  will  be 
less  occasion  for  the  special  action  of  the  Legislature 
in  behalf  of  the  widows  of  Boston  policemen  and 
firemen.  Several  special  acts  providing  for 
annuities  of  $900  for  the  widows  of  policemen  have 
come  to  me  for  my  approval.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  only  alternative  to  my  veto  of  these  aits 
was  a  maximum  annuity  of   $300,   I    felt   that    I 


could  not  conscientiously  turn  them  down  although 
my  approval  of  them  constituted  a  form  of  special 
privilege  to  which  I  am  opposed. 

The    acceptance    of    chapter    93    will    make    it 

possible  to  grant   a   uniform   annuity   which   will 

be  of  real  material  aid  to  the  widow.     I  therefore 

recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

An  Act  Relative  to  the  Annuity  Payable  to  the 
Widows   and   Children   of   Certain   Deceased 
Policemen  and  Firemen  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Annuities  payable  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  deceased  policemen  or  firemen  of 
the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  acts  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  or  of  section 
two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seven  of  the  acts 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  shall,  as  to  all 
such  policemen  or  firemen  dying  after  December 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  be 
in  such  sums,  not  exceeding  six  hundred  dollars, 
as  the  city  council  may  determine. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  city  council  of  the  said  city, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  provided 
that  such  acceptance  occurs  prior  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  in  the  current  year.  (Ap- 
proved March  20,  1919. 

Ordered,  That  chapter  93  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1919,  entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  the  Annuity 
Payable  to  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Certain

SALARIES   OF   CITY   EMPLOYEES.

Gentlemen, — The  question  of  the  salaries  and 
wages  if  the  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  one 
which  1  am  finding  great  difficulty  in  solving,  and 
the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  coupled  with  the 
limitations  of  the  city's  appropriating  power  only 
adds  to  the  difficulty  of  the  solution  of  this  problem. 

I  believe  that  the  only  equitable  method  of 
solving  the  problem,  so  far  as  the  city  is  financially 
capable  of  meeting  it,  is  to  have  a  survey  made  of 
the  entire  wage  question  in  all  city  departments.  I 
therefore  asked  the  Finance  Commission  to  make 
such  a  survey  and  to  recommend  whatever  salary 
readjustments  should  be  made  in  view  of  the 
increased  cost  of  living,  keeping  in  mind  what  other 
cities  are  doing  to  meet  the  problem  of  increased 
compensation. 

The  finance  Commission  informs  nic  that  in 
order  to  make  a  thorough  study  such  as  1  desire,  mi 
additional  appropriation  of  $10,000  will  be  neces- 
sary. 

1  believe  that  this  money  ought  to  be  made 
available  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  I 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  tin-  accom- 
panying older.

ABOLITION   OF  CLERK  OF  COMMITTEES' 
OFFICE. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  September  20,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Couucil : 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
the  following  report  on  the  possible  economy  of 
$2,800  a  year  by  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Clerk 
of  Committees: 

The  former  Finance  Commission  on  February 
29,  1908,  recommended  the  immediate  abolition  of 
the  department  of  Clerk  of  Committees  and  Clerk 
of  the  Common  Council  and  that  their  duties  be 
transferred  to  the  City  Clerk  and  City  Messenger 
Departments.  This  recommendation  was  not 
accepted  by  the  City  Council. 

The  charter  amendments  of  1909  abolished  the 
office  of  Clerk  of  Committees  and  of  Assistant 
Clerk  of  Committees,  "for  the  express  purpose  of 
saving  the  city  the  cost  of  their  maintenance." 
(Boston  Finance  Commission's  Reports,  Vol.  6, 
page  35.) 

These  offices  were  in  effect  re-established  by  vote 
of  the  City  Council  on  February  6,  1911,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  1  of  the  1909  charter  amend- 
ments, which  authorized  the  City  Council,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  "to  establish  such  offices 
other  than  City  Clerk,  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  its  affairs." 

The  principal  duties  of  the  Clerk  of  Committees 
are  to  inform  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and 
other  interested  persons  of  committee  meetings 
and  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  committees  of 
the  City  Council.  Prior  to  1914  the  Committee 
on  Claims  of  the  City  Council  gave  numerous 
hearings  to  claimants  who  petitioned  for  com- 
pensation for  injury  to  person  or  property.  This 
work  was  in  May,  1914,  transferred  to  the  Law 
Department,  with  the  result  that  a  large  part  of 
the  work  formerly  done  by  the  Clerk  of  Com- 
mittees is  now  done  by  the  Law  Department. 

The  work  of  the  office  is  largely  routine  and 
clerical  in  character.  The  clerical  work  is  not 
extensive,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
record  of  all  claims  filed  with  the  Committee  on 
Claims  of  the  City  Council  between  1913  anil  lilts 
is  contained  in  a  book  of  about  400  pages,  and  the 
record  of  orders  introduced  in  the  City  Council 
since  1914  is  contained  in  a  book  which,  from  the 
number  of  entries  now  made,  will  be  sufficient  to 
contain  a  record  of  all  orders  introduced  for  some 
years  to  come. 

The  present  seems  to  be  an  opportune  and  proper 
time  to  abolish  this  office,  as  it  is  now  vacant  and 
its  abolition  willl  not  require  the  discharge  of  a 
city  employee. 

The  commission  believes  that  the  duties  of  the 
Clerk  of  Committees  can  be  adequately  performed 
by  the  City  Clerk,  Assistant  City  Clerk,  and  the 
present  Assistant  Clerk  of  Committees,  who  is  also 
secretary  to  the  City  Council. 


It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  compensation  of  the 
City  Clerk  was  on  January  1,  1918,  increased  from 
$5,000  to  $6,000:  that  of  the  Assistant  Citv  Clerk 
from  $3,800  to  $4,500;  the  salary  of  the  Assistant 
Clerk  of  Committees  and  Secretary  to  the  City 
Council  was  on  January  1,  1919,  increased  from 
$2,000  to  $2,200,  and  'that  therefore  the  slight 
additional  duties  cast  upon  these  officials  by  the 
abolition  of  the  office  of  Clerk  of  Committees 
would  not  be  a  hardship  on  them. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  position  of  Clerk  of  Committees  be 
not  filled. 

2.  That  chapter  11  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1914  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word 
"council"  in  the  sixth  line  of  the  first  section  the 
words  "and  of  the  committees  of  the  city  council," 
so  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  "to 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  city  council  and  of  the 
committees  of  the  city  council  and  keep  records  of 
such  meetings."

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Covin.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed 
to  and  am  going  to  vote  against  this  order,  be- 
cause I  consider  it  against  public  interest,  con- 
trary to  public  policy,  and  a  wilful  waste  of  the 
taxpayers'  money.  Some  months  ago  $134,000 
was  appropriated,  on  the  say-so  of  somebody 
who  at  that  time  thought  it  was  a  sufficient  sum 
to  provide  for  the  contemplated  improvements. 
When  bids  were  asked  for,  evidently  somebody 
was  mistaken,  because  no  bid  was  within  the 
limit  of  the  appropriation.  The  bids  were,  in 
fact,  considerably  in  excess.  This,  perhaps,  was 
because  a  few  bids  only  were  asked  for,  by  invita- 
tion to  a  favored  few,  whereas  if  there  were  proper 
advertising  other  bids  might  have  been  submitted. 
I  can  see  no  reason  why  these  bids  should  not 
be  rejected,  and  other  bids  asked  for.  It  was 
brought  out  very  vividly  to  my  mind  last  w'eek, 
in  our  conference  with  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission — and  I  am  not  going  to  repeat  what 
he  said  to  us — that  while  we  keep  the  jail  in  its 
present  location  we  are  dwarfing  or  retarding 
the  progress  of  a  very  humane  institution,  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  In  all  prob- 
ability, that  hospital  would  be  in  the  market 
as  a  purchaser  if  the  site  were  offered  for  sale, 
in  order  to  extend  its  opportunity  for  doing  good 
in  the  community.  I  noticed  in  the  papers  last 
week  a  little  propaganda,  as  I  understood  it  to 
be,  in  which  the  interested  party  tried  to  show 
that  he  was  opposed  to  the  building  of  a  new 
jail,  dealing  in  some  very  fanciful  figures  and 
indulging  in  some  flighty  notions  in  setting  forth 
reasons.  I  think  he  said  it  would  require  two 
or  three  million  dollars  to  build  a  new  jail.  It 
is  just  as  easy  in  a  statement  of  that  sort  to  Baj 
six  million  as  two  million.  It  doesn't  take  up 
any  more  space  in  print  and  makes  just  a  little 
wilder  flight  of  the  imagination.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  have  consulted  with  builders  who  have 
some  accurate  knowledge  of  such  matters,  who 
tell  me  that  $700,000  would  be  sufficient,  having 
in  mind  the  purchasing  of  a  site.  The  sale  of 
the  old  jail  property  plus  the  $300,000  or  $274,000 
to  be  appropriated  for  these  improvements  would 
give  you  sufficient  money  to  build  a  new  jail 
from  the  foundation  up,  which  would  give  the 
inmates  humane  treatment,  give  them  oppor- 
tunities for  recreation,  something  utterly  impos- 
sible in  the  present  jail,  because  even  after  the 
expenditure  of  $274,000  you  are  not  going  to 
have  one  foot  more  of  area  there  and  are  going 
to  have  far  less  in  the  way  of  improved  condi- 
tions than  a  new  jail  would  give  to  the  unfortunate 
inmates.  I  think  we  ought  to  consider  this 
matter  most  seriously  before  we  wilfully  waste 
money  as  is  proposed.  I  thought  so  a  year  ago, 
and  I  presented  an  order  in  June  last,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons,  "That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint 
a  committee  of  three  or  five  men,  who  will  serve, 
without  pay,  to  make  a  thorough  study  and 
investigation  of  conditions  at  the  Charles  Street 
Jail  and  report  their  conclusions  and  make  their 
recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council." 
I  thought  at  the  time  any  committee  investigat- 
ing the  present  jail  would  report  against  spending 
any  amount  of  money  to  make  improvements 
there  and  would  advocate  a  new  and  improved 
jail  in  some  other  location.  I  presented  an  order 
asking  the  Finance  Commission  to  make  such 
an  investigation,  hoping  to  get  a  like  result. 
I  presented  an  order  "That  the  City  Planning 
Board  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  report  to  the  City  Council  a  list  of  the  avail- 
able sites  that  will  be  suitable  for  the  erection 
of  a  modern  county  jail  with  sufficient  area  to 
permit  of  the  erection  of  a  jail  that  will  be  ade- 
quate in  size  to  accommodate  the  demands  of 
the  courts  and  provide  sufficient  ground  suit- 
able for  recreation  purposes."  Those  orders  were 
all  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons,  and 
have  reposed  in  the  archives  of  that  committee 
for  over  a  year.  The  Committee  on  Prisons 
last  year  evidently  did  not  meet  at  all  to  consider 
any  matters  that  had  been  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee. The  only  action  on  the  report  of  the 
committee  last  year  was  to  make  the  perfunctory 
visits  to  the  institution.  No  meeting  of  the 
committee  was  held,  and,  therefore,  these  orders, 
all  in  the  line  of  imnrovement,  of  trying  to  bring 
out  the  exact  conditions,  of  trying  to  suggest 
something  humane,  for  the  benefit  of  the  jail 
and  ultimately  for  the  benefit  of  the  taxpayers, 
are  reposing  today,  after  a  year,  in  the  archives 


of  the  Committee  on  Prisons.  That.  I  think, 
does  not  show  good  judgment  on  the  part  of  this 
body,  does  not  show  any  inclination  or  dispo- 
sition on  our  part  to  make  an  accurate  study 
in  order  to  ascertain  facts,  instead  of  indulging 
in  fancy.  To  sum  up:  The  amount  of  money 
that  can  be  obtained  if  the  present  jail  property 
is  sold,  plus  this  contemplated  appropriation, 
would  put  up  an  adequate  modern  jail  some- 
where. I  think  I  know  of  sites  owned  by  the  city 
peculiarly  well  adapted  to  the  purpose,  that 
would  reduce  the  expense  considerably,  because 
a  site  would  not  have  to  be  purchased.  I  think 
the  city  owns  land  today  that  might  be  utilized 
for  this  purpose,  remote  from  any  residential 
section,  and,  therefore,  causing  no  conflict  with 
residents  of  any  particular  section.  We  are 
confronted  with  another  consideration  to  which 
I  think  a  little  attention  should  be  paid.  We 
hear  that  there  is  some  hope  of  disposing  of  Deer 
Island  property  to  the  state.  We  know  that 
one  building,  the  women's  prison  down  there, 
is  closed  today,  that  there  is  no  use  for  it.  There 
has  been  some  talk  of  selling  the  entire  island  or 
disposing  of  it  by  lease,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
the  state,  as  a  house  of  detention.  Why  shouldn't 
Deer  Island  be  utilized  for  the  jail?  The  build- 
ings are  there,  adequate  quarters  are  there,  or 
with  small  expense  can  be  provided,  so  that 
Deer  Island  could  be  used  for  the  jail,  and  the 
present  jail  dispensed  with  entirely  and  sold  in 
the  public  market.  I  think  that  would  be  even 
a  wiser  thing  than  disposing  of  the  Deer  Island 
property  by  turning  it  over  to  the  state.  Now. 
if  you  appropriate  this  money  it  is  going  to  be 
used  for  making  certain  improvements  which 
unquestionably  will  add  to  the  comfort  and  peace 
of  mind  of  the  inmates,  but  what  will  that  amount 
to  compared  with  what  they  would  obtain  in  a 
new  jail?  The  time  certainly  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  agitation  for  an  entirely  new  jail  will 
receive  the  approval  of  the  multitude  instead  of, 
as  at  present,  of  the  few,  and  there  will  be  a  new 
jail  erected,  here  or  on  Deer  Island,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  when  that  time  does  come  we  are 
going  to  have  the  complete  satisfaction  of  know- 
ing that  we  have  saddled  on  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston,  in  the  8274,000  of  debt,  with  an  annual 
interest  charge  that  must  be  met  by  the  citizens, 
an  unnecessary  burden,  a  charge  that  will  result 
in  less  opportunity  to  give  increased  wages  to 
city  employees,  because  every  item  of  debt  you 
saddle  on  the  city  is  going  to  give  you  less  nioncy 
for  the  very  great  number  of  meritorious  things 
that  are  coming  before  you  and  will  come  in  the 
nest  budget. 

The  order  was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  8, 
nay  1,  Coun.  HAGAN  voting  nay.

Dcr  Sir, — In  response  to  the  inclosed  order  of 
the  City  Council  requesting  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  widening  I.  street,  South  Boston,  between  Har- 
bor and  Fourth  streets,  to  a  width  of  seventy  feet, 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  begs  to  submit 
the  following: 

If  the  street  is  to  be  widened  it  would  seem  that 
the  bridge  over  the  Reserved  channel  should  also 
be  widened  so  as  to  conform  with  the  new  width 
of  the  street.  It  is  now  sixty  feet  in  width.  The 
estimate  for  both  street  and  bridge  widening  is  as 
follows :

The  Bridge  Division  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
pigment reports  that  it  is  doubtful  if  the  approval 
of  the  War  Department  of  the  Federal  Government 
could  be  obtained  for  the  widening  of  the  bridge 
unless  the  channel  for  the  p-ssagc  of  vessels  is 
widened  from  the  present  width  of  fortv  feet  to 
about  seventv-five  feet.  The  report  of  the  Bridge 
Division  further  savs: 

"As  the  present  draw  could  not  be  lengthened 
sufficiently  to  provide  lor  an  under  channelwav.  it 
would  be  necessary  to  build  a  bascule  or  swing 
draw  resting  on  masonry  piers.  If  it  should  be- 
come necessary  to  provide  a  seventy-five  foot 
channel,  it  would  be  advisable  to  entirely  rebuild 
the  bridge  and  approaches,  as  well  as  the  draw 
spun,  raise  it  to  a  sufficient  elevation  to  enable  tugs 
and  small  boats  to  pass  through  the  channelwav 
without  making  a  draw  opening. 

"The  estimated  cost  of  a  new  bridge,  of  steel, 
with  masonry  piers,  granite  block  paving  surface 
and  raised  to  an  elevation  sufficient  to  allow  tugs 
and  small  boats  to  pass  underneath,  without  re- 
quiring an  opening,  is  §1,200,000.  This  does  not 
provide  for  some  work  that  would  be  required  on 
the  South  Boston  approach  for  a  length  of  about 
three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  the  way  of  filling 
and   paving."

The  unit  prices  for  the  work  have  been  estimated 
much  higher  than  prices  in  the  contract  with  the 
New  York  State  Dredging  Company.  The  matter 
of  filling  on  the  former  contract  was  29  cents  per 
cubic  yard  and  the  cost  is  now  estimated  as  $1.50 
per  cubic  yard. 

There  will  be  required  about  90,000  cubic  yards 
filling  to  bring  the  filling  to  the  proper  subgrade 
and  the  filling  will  be  very  shallow  in  depth.  The 
two  ways  of  doing  it  are  by  hydraulic  dredging  or 
by  hauling  it  in  with  teams.  If  it  is  done  bv 
hydraulic  dredging,  the  material  must  be  pumped 
into  a  spoil  bank  and  then  rehandled  for  the 
shallow  fill.  It  is  also  necessary  that  the  material 
for  this  filling  be  firm,  since  the  present  filling,  up 
to  the  present  subgrade,  is  comparatively  soft. 

Over  a  very  considerable  area  of  the  present 
beach  the  sand  which  was  placed  last  fall  was  too 
fine  and  light  and  has  been  blown  or  washed  awav. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  place  a  much  heavier  sand 
on  this  section  of  the  beach  in  order  to  have  it 
remain  in  place.  It  is  probable  that  suitable 
material  cannot  be  obtained  by  hydraulic  dredging 
but  must  be  brought  in  by  lighters  or  teams,  so 
that  the  contract  price  on  the  contract  with  the 
New  York  State  Dredging  Companv  of  60  cents 
will  be  altogether  too  low  to  estimate  upon  and  the 
estimated  cost  of  82.50  per  cubic  yard  has  been 
based  upon  the  cost  of  bringing  the  sand  in  on 
lighters. 

The  estimate  for  loam  provides  for  6  inches  of 
loam  over  the  playground,  for  one  foot  of  loam  in 
the  plantations  and  for  3  feet  of  loam  in  the  tree 
pits. 

A    satisfactory    steel    and    concrete    bathhouse 
could  probablv  not  be  built  for  less  tha-n  8100,000, 
and  the  cost  might  run  very  much  higher,  depend- 
ing upon  the  size  and  type  of  bath-house.

ALTERATION  OF  CHARLES  STREET  JAIL. 
The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  October  18,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  has,  in 
view  of  the  bids  received  for  the  proposed  altera- 
tions at  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  re-examined  the 
necessity  and  wisdom  of  expending  approximately 
$250,000  for  alterations  which  will  in  part  provide 
a  small  hospital,  a  recreation  hall  and  dining  room, 
and  better  receiving  quarters  for  the  inmates. 
The  alterations  require  the  demolition  of  the 
sheriff's  residence. 

The  bids  obtained  on  the  recent  advertisement 
for  this  work  range  from  $222,828  to  $289,763. 
The  question  for  the  necessity  of  these  improve- 
ments has  been  agitated  for  several  years.  In  1917 
a  loan  order  for  $132,500  was  passed  by  the  City 
Council  and  approved  by  the  then  Mayor.  The 
issue  of  the  bonds  was  not  then  authorized. 

Early  this  year  the  commission  employed  an 
expert  on  prisons  to  examine  conditions  at  the  jail 
and  the  plans  for  the  proposed  alterations,  who 
reported  that  certain  conditions  at  the  jail  needed 
correction,  that  the  plans  were  well  conceived, 
and  should  be  accomplished  for  $150,000,  and  that 
national  prohibition — which  was  then  impending — 
would  not  substantially  reduce  the  prison  popula- 
tion. His  most  serious  criticism  of  existing 
conditions  at  the  jail  was  the  absence  of  sanitary 
accommodations  in  the  cells. 

The  bucket  system  now  in  use  at  the  jail  is 
obsolete  and  insanitary,  and  undoubtedly  should 
be  corrected  if  the  financial  condition  of  the  city, 
in  view  of  the  many  present  demands  upon  it  for 
increased  expenditures,  permitted  and  the  per- 
manence of  tne  institution  is  assured. 

Under  the  present  administration  the  buckets 
are  cleaned  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours. 
The  expert  of  the  Finance  Commission  reported 
that  under  a  change  in  the  system  the  buckets 
could  be  cleaned  two  or  three  times  a  day. 

The  sheriff  has  obtained  an  estimate  of  $60,000 
for  the  installation  of  sanitary  accommodations 
in  each  cell,  which  he  recommends  be  done  in  sec- 
tions so  that  the  entire  cost  would  not  come 
during  any  one  year.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
present  plans  do  not  include  this  improvement, 
nor  is  its  cost  covered  by  the  amount  of  the  loan 
now  requested,  so  that  the  installation  of  proper 
sanitary  accommodations  will  add  at  least  $60,000 
to  the  proposed  expenditure. 

The  sheriff  also  has  in  mind  other  improvements 
and  alterations  to  the  interior  of  the  jail,  for  which 
estimates  aggregating  about  $40,000  have  been 
obtained.  These  figures  do  not  include  the  cost 
of  a  new  residence,  which  is  not  now  requested  by 
the  sheriff,  but  which  under  the  law  must  be  pro- 
vided, if  the  law  requiring  residence  of  the  sheriff 
at  the  jail  is  observed. 

It  is.  therefore  apparent  that  tne  cost  of  the 
improvements  and  alterations  contemplated  by 
the  sheriff  and  necessary,  if  the  provisions  of  the 
law  are  complied  with,  will  under  an  approximate 
estimate  probably  amount  to  about  $400,000. 
The  commission  believes  that  these  improvements 
and  alterations  are  not  imperative  and  that  under 
existing  conditions  it  would  at  this  time  be  an 
unwise  expenditure  of  the  taxpayers'  money,  and 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  National  prohibition  and  the  extension  of 
the  probation  system,  as  pointed  out  in  the  recent 
report  of  the  Finance  Commission  recommending 
the  closing  of  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island,  are  rapidly  reducing  jail  and  prison  popu- 
lation, with  the  result  that  many  jails  are  being 
closed . 

2.  State  control  of  penal  institutions  has  been 
urged  for  several  years  by  the  best  prison  authori- 
ties throughout  the  country.  This  movement  will 
undoubtedly  receive  a  great  impetus  by  the 
diminishing  prison  population  which  in  the  event 
of  state  control  would  permit  the  consolidation  of 
the  several  county  jails.  In  such  event  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  might  be  abandoned,  or  consolidated 
witn  the  jail  at  East  Cambridge;  or  a  new  jail 
constructed  in  accordance  with  modern  prison 
ideas,  with  a  large  yardroom  for  prisoners,  which 
is  impossible  at  its  present  location.  The  com- 
mission appreciates  that  this  change  may  not  come 


at  once,  but  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  of  sufficient 
probability,  taken  with  other  objections,  to  render 
the  expenditure  of  $400,000  unjustifiable. 

3.  Many  well  informed  persons  who  are  inter- 
ested in  prison  administration  believe  the  present 
location  of  the  jail  is  bad,  as  it  is  impossible  to 
provide  liberal  yardroom  for  the  prisoners. 

4.  The  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  has 
under  consideration  the  extension  of  its  facilities, 
and  the  jail  premises  would  afford  the  hospital  the 
best  opportunity  for  such  extension.  If  state 
control  is  adopted  and  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
consolidated  with  the  Cambridge  Jail,  or  a  new 
location  is  recommended,  the  city  could  un- 
doubtedly obtain  a  very  large  sum  from  the  sale 
of  the  jail  premises,  which  would  not  be  increased 
by  the  expenditure  of  S400.000  for  the  proposed 
improvements. 

5.  The  jail  is  clean  and  well  kept.  There  has 
never  been  an  epidemic  among  its  inmates  due  to 
unsanitary  conditions.  The  sheriff  has  provided 
an  exercise  yard  for  the  male  inmates,  which  is 
in  use  for  a  portion  of  the  day.  It  would  seem 
that  it  could  also  be  used  by  the  women  inmates 
as  an  exercise  yard  at  other  periods  of  the  day. 
If  this  were  arranged,  one  of  the  objections  to  the 
present  lay-out  would  be  substantially  overcome. 

6.  The  most  serious  objection,  the  bucket  sys- 
tem, could  be  relieved  in  any  one  of  several  ways 
at  small  or  practically  no  expense.  The  commis- 
sion quotes  the  following  from  the  report  of  its 
expert: 

"It  would  be  feasible  to  install  a  toilet  room  on 
each  tier  of  each  block.  This  could  be  done  either 
by  utilizing  one  cell  on  each  tier  in  wnich  proper 
plumbing  could  be  installed,  or  by  erecting  of  con- 
crete block  or  brick  in  the  several  corridors  at  the 
rear  end  of  each  cell  block,  a  structure  with  a 
toilet  at  each  floor  level.  This  would  cost  approxi- 
mately $5,050.  The  toilets  could  be  installed  in 
the  end  cell  of  each  floor  of  each  tier,  at  a  con- 
siderably less  cost,  but  there  is  urgent  need  for  all 
cells  for  occupancy.  One  or  the  other  of  these 
plans  sliould  be  carried  out  in  order  to  abolish  the 
bucket  system." 

Or  if  electric  bells  were  installed  in  each  cell  the 
attendants  could  be  notified  when  it  was  necessary 
to  empty  and  clean  the  buckets. 

The  tax  rate  for  the  present  year  is  $23.60,  which 
constitutes  a  great  burden  upon  the  taxpayers,  and 
seriously  hampers  the  industrial  and  commercial 
progress  of  the  city.  The  demand  of  the  municipal 
employees  for  higher  compensation  and  the'  greatly 
increased  cost  of  supplies  and  materials  willinerease 
the  present  rate  substantially,  unless  the  strictest 
economy  is  observed  in  every  department. 

The  voters  will  be  requested  at  the  state  election 
on  November  4  next  to  adopt  the  two-platoon 
system  for  firemen.  This  system  will,  if  adopted, 
increase  the  present  cost  of  the  Fire  Department 
half  a  million  dollars  annuallv.  The  municipal 
payroll,  including  countv  and  schools,  for  the  month 
of  September,  1919,  totals  Sl.663,822.48,  which 
would  amount  to  over  nineteen  and  one-half  million 
dollars  a  year.  City  employees  arc  requesting 
increases  which,  if  granted  even  in  part,  will  neces- 
sarily further  increase  the  tax  rate. 

The  recent  large  increases  in  rents  of  houses  and 
apartments  of  all  types  are  laid  by  the  owners  in 
large  part  to  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  the  last 
two  years,  so  that  increases  in  municipal  expendi- 
tures will  inevitably  increase  the  expenses  of  all  the 
people  in  the  community. 

The  money  for  the  projected  improvements  and 
alterations  can  only  be  obtained  by  the  issue  of 
bonds,  the  money  for  the  interest  on  and  redemp- 
tion or  payment  of  which  can  only  be  obtained 
through  the  tax  levy. 

The  commission,  in  its  former  report  recommend- 
ing the  issuance  of  the  bonds  for  the  improvements 
at  this  institution,  appreciated  that  the  conditions 
at  the  jail  needed  correction  and  that  the  changes 
and  improvements  requested  by  the  sheriff  wen- 
desirable,  and  for  those  reasons  recommended  that 
thev  be  accomplished  by  the  expenditure  of 
$150,000. 

The  commission,  in  the  light  of  the  bids  received 
for  the  alterations  and  improvements  and  the  great 
cost  of  other  improvements  not  included  in  the 
present  plans,  the  total  being  greatly  in  excess  of 
original  estimates,  believes  that  these  expensive 
alterations  and  improvements  should  not  be  made 
at  this  time,  because  of  the  present  high  tax  rate, 
the  demand  of  all  classes  of  municipal  employees 
for  larger  rates  of  compensation,  and  the  almost 
inevitable  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 
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The  commission  believes  that  the  proposed  im- 
provements, though  desirable,  are  not  so  imperative 
as  to  justify  the  expenditure  of  the  large  sum  neces- 
sary at  this  critical  time  in  the  financial  situation 
of  the  city.  It  also  believes  that  a  comprehensive 
study  should  be  made  of  all  the  penal  institutions  of 
the  county  before  investing  so  large  a  sum  .in  the 
present  jail,  which  at  best  will  be  only  patch-work 
and  may  become  valueless  if  the  present  structure 
should  be  torn  down. 

The  commission,  for  the  reasons  above  stated, 
recommends: 

1.  That  the  additional  loan  of  $140,000  be  not 
authorized. 

2.  That  the  loan  of  $132,500  already  issued  be 
not  expended.

LAYING    OUT    AND     CONSTRUCTION    OF 
STUART   STREET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  27,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Chapter  329,  Special  Acts  of  1917, 
authorizes  the  laying  out  and  construction  of 
Stuart  street,  from  Eliot  street  to  Huntington 
avenue,  and  for  the  relocation  and  construction 
of  Eliot  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Pleasant 
street,  provided  the  act  is  accepted  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  at  any  time 
before  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  termina- 
tion of  the  present  war,  as  defined  by  Federal 
authority  in  accordance  with  chapter  118  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1918. 

The  act  provides  not  only  for  the  taking  of  land 
for  street  purposes  but  also  the  taking  of  an  excess 
amount  of  land  which  may  be  sold  by  the  city, 
with  such  suitable  restrictions  as  it  may  deem  wise 
to  impose,  and  provides  that  the  money  for  this 
improvement  may  be  secured  by  the  sale  of  serial 
bonds  of  the  city  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four 
million  dollars,  such  bonds  not  to  be  reckoned  in 
determining  the  statutory  indebtedness  of  the  city, 
and  provides  for  agreements  or  guaranties  before 
any  takings  may  be  made,  which  agreements  or 
guaranties  may  insure  the  city  against  an  ultimate 
expense  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

As  I  have  had  assurances  of  guaranties  in  the 
event  of  the  city  accepting  the  act,  I  strongly 
recommend  its  acceptance,  which  is  but  a  necessary 
preliminary  step;  places  no  obligation  upon  the 
city  without  further  action,  yet  affords  an  op- 
portunity for  the  construction  of  a  valuable 
necessary  artery  6f  travel,  which,  is  being  generally 
demanded  and  urgently  requested  .by  real  estate 
owners  anxious  to  develop  their  holdings  upon 
its  possible  prospective  borders. 

The  contemplated  improvement  if  consummated 
will  not  only  relieve  traffic  congestion  but  materially 
enhance  values  and  increase  revenue  in  taxes, 
and  till  possible  of  accomplishment  by  an  outlay 
of  $4,000,000  outside  the  debt  limit  and  at  an 
ultimate  maximum  expense  of  $250,000  to  the  city.

Dear  Mr.  Peters, — In  reply  to  the  request  of  the 
City  Council  for  a  report  as  to  the  cost  of  having 
the  Boston  Public  Library  building  thoroughly 
cleaned  on  the  outside  by  the  sand-blasting  process, 
dated  July  21,  1919,  and  referred  to  the  trustees 
of  the  library  on  July  29,  by  your  office,  I  have  the 
honor  to  inclose  herewith  copy  of  a  report  of  Mr. 
Thomas  A.  Fox  of  the  firm  of  Fox  &  Gale,  archi- 
tects, submitted  on  October  16,  and  to  inform  you 
that-  the  same  was  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  a  meeting  on  Friday,  October  17.  I 
am  requested  by  the  trustees  to  inform  you  that 
the  Board  is  in  thorough  accord  with  the  report 
herewith  submitted.

Charles  Belden,  Esq.,  Librarian: 

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  September 
29,  1919,  as  to  the  expense  and  advisability  of  hav- 
ing the  exterior  walls  of  the  Central  Library  build- 
ing cleaned  by  the  sand-blast  process,  we  beg  to 
report  as  follows: 

An  estimate  by  a  reliable  company  quotes  a 
price  of  $.5,050  for  thoroughly  cleaning  by  sand 
blast  the  four  main  walls  and  those  of  the  interior 
courtyard.  If  such  work  is  done  the  joints  of  the 
masonry  should  be  thoroughly  repaired  and  re- 
painted, for  which  should  be  added  10  per  cent  of 
the  above  amount,  $505,  making  a  total  of  $5,555. 

As  to  having  the  work  done  as  above  noted,  we 
do  not  advise  such  a  radical  treatment;  for  we  be- 
lieve the  trustees  will  agree  with  us  that  under  no 
consideration  whatever  should  the  walls  of  the 
building  be  made  to  look  like  new,  nor  should  any 
work  be  undertaken  which  would  obliterate  the 
natural  appearance  of  age  and  weathering.  It 
is  obvious  that  the  "touch  of  time"  gives  a  char- 
acter and  attractiveness  to  such  a  structure  and 
nothing  should  be  done  to  interfere  with  or  modify 
the  appearance  resulting  from  normal  conditions. 

If,  however,  funds  for  such  a  purpose  are  avail- 
able, it  would  be  in  order  to  consider  a  thorough 
cleaning  and  pointing  by  washing  and  possibly  the 
restricted  use  of  the  sand  blast. 

The  estimate  for  such  treatment  is  $4,400,  in- 
cluding pointing. 

Should  it  be  decided  to  proceed  with  the  work 
on  the  latter  basis,  it  should  be  done  only  after 
thorough  preliminary  experiments  and  executed 
only  by  an  absolutely  reliable  and  experienced 
company  under  constant  supervision. 

We  cannot  unduly  emphasize  the  danger  in 
such  an  instance  of  doing  an  irreparable  injury  to 
a  most  important  monumental  structure. 

It  is  probably  unnecessary  to  add  that  estimates 
for  all  such  work  are  liable  to  sudden  and  wide 
variations.

On  October  17  last  year  the  Finance  Commission 
rendered  a  report  concerning  the  alleged  sale  of 
granite  paving  blocks  to  John  E.  Quinn.  This 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
and  Mr.  Whiteside  advised  that  there  had  been  no 
legal  sale  of  the  blocks  in  that  the  City  Council 
had  not  voted  its  approval. 

The  undersigned  made  the  arrangement  with  the 
contractor  at  the  time  the  street  was  torn  up, 
assuming  that  he  had  authority  to  do  so  as  there 
had  been  ample  precedent  for  such  action.  The 
price  agreed  upon  was  820  per  thousand  for  92,000 
blocks,  which  were  taken  from  Dorchester  avenue 
and  Congress  street  and  $25  per  thousand  for  56,000 
blocks  removed  from  State  street.  This  price 
was  a  fair  one  for  the  city,  and  to  have  advertised 
publicly  for  the  sale  of  these  blocks,  in  my  opinion, 
would  not  have  netted  the  city  one  half  the  sale 
price.  I  find  that  nothing  has  ever  been  done  on 
the  matter  although  the  contractor  has  removed 
the  blocks  and  relaid  them  in  private  ways. 

In  order  to  clear  the  matter  up  on  our  books  and 
that  the  contractor  be  compelled  to  pay  the  price 
agreed  upon,  I  recommend  that  the  City  Council 
be  requested  to  authorize  the  sale  of  these  blocks, 
as  follows:

Dear  Sir, — Tne  City  Planning  Board  submits 
herewith  report  in  compliance  with  the  following 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting 
July  7,  1919: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  what  locations  are  suitable 
and  available  for  a  municipal  landing  station  for 
airplanes. 

The  question  of  municipal  landing  field  for 
airplanes  is  one  of  recent  origin,  and  the  problems 
involved  therein  have  no  precedent  in  history  to 
offer  as  a  means  of  assistance  in  their  solution. 
While  the  entire  subject  is  still  largely  in  an  experi- 
mental stage,  the  use  of  aircraft  in  the  recent  war 
demonstrated  its  availability  as  a  means  of  trans- 
portation and  communication,  and  opened  up  vast 
possibilities  for  future  development. 


The  request  from  the  City  Council  for  a  report 
upon  suitable  and  available  locations  for  a  munici- 
pal landing  field  is  particularly  opportune  at  this 
time  inasmuch  as  the  United  States  Government, 
through  the  Director  of  Air  Service,  War  Depart- 
ment, Washington,  D.  C,  is  endeavoring  to  secure 
the  cooperation  of  certain  municipalities  in  the 
United  States  in  establishing  landing  fields,  pri- 
marily for  the  use  of  the  air  service  and  the  aerial 
mail,  but  in  addition,  for  such  local  uses  as  may  be 
determined  upon  through  mutual  agreement. 

At  present  the  government  plans  to  cooperate 
only  in  the  establishment  of  municipal  flying  fields 
in  cities  where  stations  would  be  required  for  the 
aerial  mail  service,  or  for  the  air  service  cross 
country  routes.  The  cities  and  towns  under 
consideration,  therefore,  are  thirty-two  in  number, 
and  it  may  not  be  entirely  accidental  that,  in  the 
names  as  published  by  the  Director  of  Air  Service, 
Boston  heads  the  list. 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  various  cities  and 
towns  listed,  under  date  of  April  30,  1919,  the 
Director  of  Air  Service  states: 

"The  development  of  aviation  in  the  United 
States  will  be  along  both  military  and  commercial 
lines.  The  Army  Air  Service,  although  concerned 
primarily  in  the  military  phase  of  aviation  develop- 
ment, is  nevertheless  vitally  interested  in  cooperat- 
ing with  and  assisting  any  other  legitimate  agencies 
which  are  engaged  in  aerial  activities.  Foremost 
among  these  is  the  Post  Office  Department,  which 
now  finds  it  necessary  to  establish  throughout  the 
country  terminal  or  way  stations  for  its  aerial 
mail  deliveries,  and  which  is  jointly  associated 
with  the  air  service  in  presenting  this  project  to 
the  attention  of  your  municipality. 

"  The  establishment  of  landing  fields  throughout 
the  country,  through  cooperation  between  the 
government  agencies  and  the  cities  concerned,  will 
certainly  operate  to  the  advantage  of  both  the 
government  and  the  city,  because  in  the  rapid 
development  of  commercial  aviation,  those  cities 
which  have  provided  the  primary  facilities  for 
operation  of  aircraft  in  their  vicinity,  will  have 
paved  the  way  for  local  benefits,  resulting  from  the 
development  of  aerial  intercity  transportation, 
express  service,  mail  service,  emergency  service, 
and  local  photographic  mapping  or  aerial  pro- 
tection." 

The  general  specifications  set  forth  by  the 
government,  through  tiie  Director  of  Air  Service, 
provided  that  the  location  of  a  field  should  be  such 
that  transportation  to  and  from  the  heart  of  the 
city  will  not  ordinarily  take  longer  than  one  half  an 
hour;  that  it  should  be  situated  adjacent  to  a  good 
highway,  and  be  near  to  the  city  car  lines;  that  it 
should  have  public  sen-ice  utilities,  such  as  electric 
lignts,  water  supply,  and  sewerage;  that  it  should 
permit'of  expansion,  and  that  it  should  not  be  in  a 
position  where  it  is  likely  to  be  shut  in  by  future 
building  operations.  In  shape,  the  field  should  be 
square  or  rectangular,  with  a  minimum  size  such 
as  to  allow  a  600-yard  runway  in  every  direction, 
with  no  interfering  obstacles.  The  ground  should 
be  smooth  and  firm  under  all  weather  conditions, 
and  the  field  generally  free  from  surrounding 
obstacles,  such  as  buildings,  telephone  or  telegraph 
lines,  trees,  towers,  etc. 

In  his  letter  of  April  30,  the  Director  of  Air 
Service  further  states: 

"Should  the  municipalities  mentioned  in  this 
letter  decide  to  cooperate  with  the  government  in 
the  matter  of  establishing  landing  fields,  the  Army 
Air  Service,  on  behalf  of  the  government,  will 
obligate  itself  to  furnish  an  expeditionary  steel 
hangar  to  be  erected  in  the  city  selected,  but  at  the 
expense  of  the  municipality.  It  will  be  understood 
that  the  landing  field  will  be  prepared  at  the 
expense  of  the  municipality,  which  will  also  bear 
all  the  expense  necessary  in  the  procurement  of 
personnel,  and  the  maintenance  of  both  the  field 
and  the  accompanying  equipment,  exclusive  of 
airplanes.  Incidental  matters  relating  to  this 
project  will,  of  necessity,  have  to  be  arranged  at 
tne  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  field,  and  will 
be  covered  by  written  agreement  to  be  entered 
into  by  the  government  representatives  and  the 
local  officials." 

About  75  per  cent  of  the  cities  and  towns  with 
which  the  Director  of  Air  Service  has  conducted 
negotiations  regarding  the  establishment  of 
municipal  landing  fields  have  given  the  matter 
favorable  consideration.  Less  than  25  per  cent 
have  not  replied,  and  only  two  unfavorable  answers 
are  reported.  Among  the  municipalities  where 
fields  have  already  been  established,  or  where 
the  matter  is  being  given  favorable  consideration 
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at  the  present  time,  are  Atlanta,  Ga. ;  Albany,  N.Y. ; 
Buffalo,  N.Y;  Binghamton,  N.  Y.;  Chicago,  111.; 
Springfield,  111.;  New  York  City;  Macon,  Ga.; 
Los  Angeles,  Cal.;  Syracuse,  N.  Y.;  Rochester, 
N.  Y.;  Jacksonville,  Fla.;  Topeka,  Kan.;  San 
Francisco,  Cal.;  Scranton,  Pa.;  Tucson,  Ariz.,  and 
Savanna,  Ga. 

So  far  as  the  City  of  Boston  is  concerned,  the 
matter  has  been  by  no  means  neglected.  A  very 
exhaustive  report  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  L. 
Bayles  Reilly,  an  engineer  in  the  Public  Works 
Department,  and  submitted  by  him  to  the  di- 
vision engineer  of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division. 
This  report  discusses  the  possibilities  of  various 
locations  examined  by  Mr.  Reilly  which,  in  his 
opinion,  conform,  or  could  be  made  to  conform, 
to  the  requirements  specified  by  the  United  States 
Government.  These  locations  include  Saugus 
marshes,  Medford  Fellsway,  Strandway,  South 
Boston;  Franklin  Field,  Neponset  valley,  at  Gran- 
ite avenue,  and  Morton  street,  Dorchester.  Other 
locations  considered  by  him,  and  rejected  for 
reasons  set  forth  in  jis  report,  include  Dorchester, 
between  the  Mile  road  and  Savin  Hill;  Beach- 
mont,  north  of  Orient  Heights;  Needham  road,  on 
the  Charles  river;  Squantum  Field,  near  the  Victory 
Plant;  Canterbury  road,  between  Franklin  Park 
and  Blue  Hill  avenue;  East  Boston,  between 
Jeffries  Point  and  Governor's  Island;  South  Bos- 
ton, between  City  Point  and  Castle  Island;  and 
the  Readville  race  course. 

From  its  own  personal  investigation  of  the 
matter,  together  with  a  study  of  Mr.  Reilly's 
report,  correspondence  with  the  Director  of  Air 
Service,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  conference  with 
the  Department  Air  Service  officer  in  this  city, 
the  City  Planning  Board  has  reached  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  Strandway  location  is  not  only  the 
most  "suitable  and  available"  location  for  a 
municipal  landing  field  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
but  that  it  is  particularly  well  adapted  for  such  a 
purpose.  _ 

While  it  is  no  doubt  true  that  large  areas  out- 
side of  Boston  might  be  available  at  less  expense, 
they  would  be  also  less  accessible,  and  would  not 
give  to  Boston  the  prestige  which  would  accom- 
pany the  establishment  of  a  landing  field  within 
its  own  boundaries. 

Within  the  city  limits  there  are  few  areas  of 
sufficient  size  available.  While  Franklin  Field 
is  nearly  ideal  so  far  as  size  and  topography  are 
concerned,  its  location  in  the  midst  of  a  thickly 
populated  district  makes  its  use  as  a  landing  field 
extremely  unsafe  and  inadvisable. 

As  shown  on  the  accompanying  map,  a  first- 
class  landing  field,  accessible  for  both  land  and 
sea  planes,  could  advantageously  be  established 
on  the  Strandway,  and  would  conform  almost 
exactly  to  every  specification  set  forth  by  the 
Government  officials.  It  is  within  easy  access 
of  the  heart  ef  the  city;  an  unusual  number  of 
main  thoroughfares  practically  converge  at  this 
point,  including  Old  Colony  avenue,  Dorchester 
street,  Dorchester  avenue  and  Southampton 
street;  it  is  within  easy  reach  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated terminal  at  Andrews  square,  street  car 
lines  on  L  street,  Dorchester  street  and  Dorchester 
avenue,  and  the  Crescent  Avenue  Station  on  the 
Old  Colony  Division  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  all  of  which  are 
capable  of  development  or  expansion  should  occa- 
sion arise.  There  are  no  high  buildings  in  the 
immediate  vicinity,  and  the  aid  of  the  Legislature 
might  be  invoked  to  restrict  construction  within 
a  reasonable  distance  to  a  height  which  would  not 
interfere  with  aerial  navigation. 

The  creation  of  such  a  field  at  this  point  would 
necessitate  the  withdrawal  from  park  purposes 
of  a  portion  of  the  park  lands  lying  east  and  south- 
east of  Columbia  road,  as  indicated  on  the  map. 
It  would  also  necessitate  the  acquisition  by  the 
city  of  certain  properties  between  Columbia  road, 
Dorchester  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  but  for 
the  most  part  this  area  is  but  sparsely  covered, 
largely  with  wooden  buildings,  located  on  land  of 
comparatively  low  assessed  value. 

The  plan  submitted  herewith  also  shows  a  re- 
location of  Columbia  road,  plans  for  which  have 
been  already  drawn.  Some  objection  is  to  be 
found  in  the  location  of  a  boulevard  between  the 
landing  field  and  Old  Harbor,  since  there  would 
be  a  certain  amount  of  inconvenience  in  the  land- 
ing of  sea  planes.  This  could  be  offset  by  locating 
Columbia  road  around  the  field,  but  tiis  would 
add  materially  to  the  distance  to  be  traversed, 
and  in  the  case  of  loaded  trucks,  would  work 
considerable  hardship. 


While  the  area  indicated  affords  an  almost 
ideal  location  for  a  first-class  landing  field,  and 
while  the  City  Planning  Board  believes  that  this 
is  the  plan  which  should  ultimately  be  carried 
out,  a  portion  of  the  area,  sufficiently  large  to 
answer  all  present  requirements,  can  be  made 
available  almost  immediately  by  diverting  that 
section  lying  east  and  south  of  Columbia  road  as 
at  present  located  and  the  line  of  Newman  street 
extended  to  Old  Harbor,  intended  for  park  pur- 
poses, to  use  as  a  municipal  landing  field.  It 
could  be  put  in  condition  for  such  use  at  less  ex- 
pense than  would  be  involved  in  finishing  it  for 
park  purposes,  and  while  it  would  of  course  with- 
draw a  large  tract  from  recreational  use,  there 
still  remains  in  the  district  exceptional  beach  and 
bathing  facilities  along  the  waterfront  of  Old 
Harbor  and  Pleasure  Bay. 

On  the  other  hand,  aviation  has  come  to  stay, 
and  the.  problems  connected  with  it  must  be 
faced,  but  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  it 
are  manifold  and  should  be  recognized.  We  are 
informed  that  the  Air  Service  Department  plans 
at  the  present  time  to  furnish  aeroplanes  for  the 
use  of  its  reserve  officers.  It  is  also  the  general 
impression  that  the  Government  will  shortly 
establish  a  landing  field  somewhere  in  this  vicinity, 
and  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  air  service 
and  the  postal  authorities  would  gladly  cooperate 
in  the  use  of  a  municipal  landing  field  at  the 
Strandway  location.  There  is  also  little  doubt 
but  that  the  various  aero  clubs  would  cooperate 
in  such  a  movement  by  the  securing  of  conces- 
sions and  the  maintenance  of  hangars  erected  in 
accordance  with  Government  specifications. 

The  Government  specifications  require  that  the 
landing  field  shall  be  prepared  at  the  expense  of 
the  municipality,  and  that  the  municipality  shall 
also  bear  all  the  expense  necessary  in  the  procure- 
ment of  personnel,  and  the  maintenance  of  both 
the  field  and  the  accompanying  equipment,  exclu- 
sive of  airplanes.  This  opens  up  the  question  of 
administration,  and  in  this  connection  the  City 
Planning  Board  believes  that  the  entire  under- 
taking should  be  in  the  hand3  of  a  Bureau  of 
Commerce  and  Industry,  possibly  as  an  adjunct 
to  an  already  established  city  department.  Such 
a  bureau  would  have  charge  of  the  development 
of  a  municipal  landing  field  as  proposed,  together 
with  possible  extensions'  and  the  location  of 
second-class  fields  as  they  might  become  necessary. 
This  would  include  negotiations  with  the  United 
States  Government,  the  cooperation  with  the  air 
service,  postal  authorities,  express  service,  aero 
clubs  and  private  concerns  and  individuals, 
together  with  the  enforcement  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  use  of  the  field. 

Such  a  bureau  might  also  cooperate  with  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  development  of 
foreign  trade.  The  recent  statement  that  Boston 
had  dropped  to  fifth  place  among  American  ports 
in  the  matter  of  foreign  commerce,  being  super- 
seded by  New  Orleans,  Pniladelphia  and  Seattle 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  is  a 
particularly  humiliating  indictment  in  view  of 
Boston's  nntural  advantages  as  a  seaport.  A 
determined  effort  should  be  made  to  restore  it  to 
its  rightful  place,  surpassed  only  by  New  York  if 
at  all,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  the  expansion 
of  its  foreign  trade,  a  project  in  which  the  city  as 
a  municipality  should  lend  its  cooperation  and 
assistance  inasmuch  as  the  welfare  and  prosperity 
of  its  citizens  arc  vitally  concerned. 

A  Bureau  of  Commerce  and  Industry  should 
also  have  direct  control  of  municipal  docks,  etc., 
a  plan  upon  which  the  City  Planning  Board  is 
working  at  the  present  time;  the  railroad  situa- 
tion, freight  rates  and  electrification;  zoning  and 
the  general  commercial  and  industrial  develop- 
ment of  the  municipality. 

Briefly,  therefore,  the  City  .  Planning  Hoard 
recommends: 

(1)  Immediate  action  on  the  part  of  the  City 
of  Boston  with  the  Government  air  service  and 
postal  authorities  for  the  establishing  this  year  of 
a  second-class  landing  field  on  the  Strandway,  in 
the  section  lying  east  and  south  of  Columbia  road 
as  at  present  located  and  the  line  of  Newman 
street  extended  to  Old  Harbor. 

(2)  The  establishment  at  the  earliest  practica- 
ble moment  of  a  first-class  landing  field  at  this 
point,  all  plans  now  under  consideration  and  all 
future  plans  being  made  to  conform  to  this  ultimate 
development,  and  steps  taken  to  secure  the  neces- 
sary properties  between  Columbia  road  and 
Dorchester  street  and  Dorchester  avenue. 

(3)  The  establishing  of  a  Bureau  of  Commerce 
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and  Industry  to  have  jurisdiction  over  all  phases 
of  aircraft  development;  the  development  of 
foreign  trade;  railroad  conditions,  freight  rates; 
harbor  and  dock  facilities,  and  the  general  com- 
mercial and  industrial  development  of  the  city.

Dear  Sir, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Overseers  of  the 


Poor,  held  November  5,  1919,  it  was  voted  to  ask 
your  Honor  to  transfer  $96,000  from  a  reserve  or 
other  available  fund  in  order  to  supply  a  deficiency 
in  this  year's  budget,  Group  F,  Item  10,  Special 
Items,  Mothers'  Aid.  The  cause  of  increased  ex- 
penses is  owing  to  the  greater  number  of  families 
aided  this  year  as  compared  with  last  year,  largely 
due  to  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  we  passed 
through  last  fall  and  the  necessity  of  adding  to  the 
allowance  granted  families  already  on  the  list  in 
order  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  high  cost  of  living. 

Our  budget  for  this  year  was  estimated  to  pro- 
vide for  1,200  families,  which  exceeded  any  number 
we  had  during  the  previous  year.  On  October  1, 
1918,  we  had  1,152  families:  November  1,  1,181 
families  and  December  1,  1,198.  In  January  this 
number  increased  to  1,235.

K.   OF   C.   COTTAGE    ON   COMMON. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  6,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  the  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  on  November  3  requesting 
me  to  allow  the  building  occupied  by  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  on  Boston  Common,  and  used  for  the 
work  of  furnishing  employment  for  returned 
soldiers  and  sailors,  to  remain  until  the  said  work 
is  discontinued. 

In  view  of  the  facts  the  order  seems  quite 
superfluous.  There  has  been  no  intention  on  my 
part  to  remove  any  of  the  cottages  unless  the 
organizations  using  them  indicated  to  me  that 
their  work  had  been  completed.  It  is  obvious  that 
the  work  of  seeming  employment  for  soldiers  and 
sailors  will  be  completed  at  an  early  date  in  view 
of  the  rapidity  with  which  the  employment  bu- 
reaus on  the  Common  state  they  are  placing  re- 
turned service  men. 

May  I  suggest  that  in  matters  of  this  kind  the 
City  Council  would  do  well  to  determine  the  facts 
before  passing  an  order  such  as  this  one,  which 
under  the  circumstances  accomplishes  nothing 
and  only  gives  every  one  a  wrong  impression  of 
the  facts.

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  intro- 
duced an  order  here  on  November  3,  requesting 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  allow  the  hut  known  as 
the  Knights  of  Columbus  hut  on  Boston  Common 
to  stay  on  the  Common.  I  was  out  of  the  chamber 
at  the  time  when  the  communication  came  before 
the  body,  but  I  notice  that  the  Mayor  says,  "May 
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I  suggest  that  in  matters  of  this  kind  the  City 
Council  would  do  well  to  determine  the  facts  before 
passing  an  order  such  as  this  one,  which  under  the 
circumstances  accomplishes  nothing  and  only  gives 
everyone  a  wrong  impression  of  the  facts? "  I 
want  to  say  that  I  feel  that  the  Mayor  has  assumed 
something  that  is  not  so.  I  did  not  feel  when  I 
introduced  the  order  that  the  Mayor  was  a  party 
to  having  the  Knights  of..  Columbus  hut  moved 
from  the  Common,  but  I  want  to  say  now  that  I 
have  the  facts  to  show  that  there  was  a  movement 
on  foot  to  remove  the  Knights  of  Columbus  hut 
from  Boston  Common,  and  when  I  introduced 
the  order  it  was  my  purpose  to  have  the  Mayor 
use  his  good  offices  to  stop  that  from  going  through . 
When  I  wanted  the  ordjer  drawn  it  was  my  intention 
to  have  the  Mayor  ask  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
to  continue  their  good  work  on  Boston  Common, 
but,  upon  consulting  with  a  man  who  has  had 
more  experience  than  I  in  city  affairs,  he  suggested 
that  I  should  not  put  the  order  in  in  that  way.  So 
I  took  his  advice  and  introduced  the  order  as  it  was 
written.  The  Mayor  may  have  read  the  order  in 
one  way,  but  certainly  not  in  any  way  that  re- 
flected an  intent  of  mine  or,  I  believe,  of  the  other 
members  of  the  body.  In  assuming  what  he  has 
he  is  making  an  assumption  that  he  is  not  entitled 
to  make.  If  he  wants  to  bring  out  facts  in  regard 
to  the  proposed  removal  of  that  cottage  from 
Boston  Common,  I  shall  be  glad  to  bring  out  the 
facts,  and  I  can  bring  out  facts  showing  that  men 
employed  and  paid  for  out  of  his  contingent  fund 
have  made  the  statement  that  the  hut  should  be 
removed  from  the  Common.  I  do  not  like  to  get 
into  any  argument  with  the  Mayor,  but  I  am  not 
going  to  sit  here  and  allow  the  order  I  introduced 
to  be  treated  in  any  such  slick  and  cunning  way  — 
not  by  the  Mayor,  but  by  his  secretary,  Mr.  Parke, 
who  is  absolutely  responsible  for  this  communi- 
cation coming  back  here,  getting  back  at  me  and 
trying  to  put  a  lever  on  the  rest  of  the  members 
of  the  Council.  I  am  responsible  for  the  order, 
and  I  am  willing  to  assume  the  whole  responsi- 
bility. I  do  not  wish  to  have  my  colleagues 
called  upon  to  bear  the  responsibility  for  any 
order  of  mine.  As  far  as  facts  are  concerned, 
however,  in  regard  to  a  proposed  movement  of 
this  hut  from  the  Common,  I  had  the  facts  prior 
to  introducing  that  order,  showing  that  there  was 
a  movement  on  foot  having  in  view  the  removal 
of  that  cottage  from  Boston  Common.  I  want 
also  to  say  that  the  Mayor  knew  my  mind  on  the 
order  because  I  had  a  talk  with  him  in  his  office 
and  told  him  that  there  was  no  intention  on  my 
part  to  give  any  impression  to  him  or  to  any  citizen 
of  Boston  that  he  was  in  any  way  responsible  for 
that  removal.  I  thought  that  that  would  be  satis- 
factory. If  it  was  not  satisfactory,  I  hope  he 
will  now  take  the  matter  up  and  ask  me  to  produce 
proof  that  they  were  trying  to  move  that  cottage  off 
the  Common,  and  I  will  prove  to  his  satisfaction 
that  I  had  the  goods  when  I  introduced  the  order.

CITY'S   RIGHTS  IN   RE   ELEVATED 
RAILWAY.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany is  now  being  operated  under  the  so-called 
"Public  Trustee"  Act,  which  provides  that  said 
road  shall  be  managed,  first,  in  the  interest  of  the 
riding  public  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  adjoin- 
ing cities  and  towns  through  which  it  passes,  and 
second,  that  during  the  life  of  the  act  the  stock- 
holders shall  receive,  and  are  guaranteed  by  the 
state,  dividends  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum 
on  their  holdings  at  par  value  of  S100  per  share;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  act  it  is  further  provided 
that,  at  its  expiration,  the  public  trusteeship  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  shall  ter- 
minate, and  the  road  shall  then  be  turned  back  to 
the  representatives  of  the  stockholders,  and 
operated  in  their  interest;  and 

Whereas,  The  fare  upon  said  road  has  been  in- 
creased from  time  to  time  from  five  cents  until  it 
is  now  ten  cents  and  may  be  even  higher,  in  order 
that  the  dividends  guaranteed  may  be  paid,  and 
provision  made  for  the  payment  of  new  cars,  rails, 
and  other  equipment  already  contracted  for  to  a 
total  of  several  million  dollars,  which  sum  will  be 
greatly  increased  during  the  lifetime  of  the  act;  and 

Whereas,  The  expense  of  the  new  equipment,  and 
the  payment  of  the  guaranteed  dividends  to  the 
stockholders  of  said  road,  is  made  possible  by  the 
earnings  resulting  from  the  increased  fare  paid  by 
tiie  riding  public;  and 

Whereas,  The  physical  valuation  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  will  be  enhanced 
many  millions  of  dollars  by  reason  of  the  new  cars, 
rails  and  other  equipment  purchased  out  of  the 
additional  revenue  from  increased  fares;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  the  state,  or  the 
several  cities  and  towns  through  which  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  operates  may  be 
permitted  to  operate  said  road  under  public  man- 
agement, the  price  paid  for  said  road  to  be  based 
in  part  upon  its  physical  valuation;  therefore 

Be  it  ordered.  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Major,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  what  rights,  if  any,  the  City  of 
Boston  has  to  secure  a  statement  as  to  the  actual 
physical  valuation  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  at  the  ,time  it  was  placed  under  the

CITY'S  RIGHTS  IN  RE  BOSTON  ELEVATED 
RAILWAY.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  considered  the  preamble  and 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  November  17, 
1919,  and  in  reply  to  the  request  of  me  "To  advise 
the  City  Council  what  rignts,  if  any,  the  City  of 
Boston  has  to  secure  a  statement  as  to  the  actual 
physical  valuation  of  the  Boston  Elevated   Rail- 
way Company  at  the  time  it  was  placed  under 
the    management    and    control    of    trie    Board    of 
Trustees,     I  submit  the  following  opinion: 

The  act  to  provide  for  the  public  operation  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  estab- 
lished two  methods  by  which  public  ownership  of 
this  railway  system  might  be  acquired  by  the 
Commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof.  The  first  method  was  one  by  private 
sale  on  a  stock  valuation  basis  under  the  terms  of 
seel  ion  16  of  the  acr,  Special  Acts,  1918,  chapter 
159.  The  other  method  was  by  a  taking  of  the 
street  railway  system  at  any  time  through  the 
power  of  eminent  domain. 

In  the  event  of  such  acquisition  by  the  city  in 
either  manner  the  actual  physical  valuation  of  the 
company  at  the  time  it  was  placed  under  the 
management  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
is  not  the  test,  for  under  the  first  method  the 
purchase  price  is  fixed  upon  a  stock  valuarion 
basis  according  to  the  amount  paid  in  cash  by  the 
stockholders  for  stock  then  outstanding,  and 
under  the  second  method  for  the  reason  tnat  the 
amount  to  be  paid  for  the  street  railway  system 
taken  by  eminent  domain  is  the  value  of  the 
property  at  the  time  of  the  taking  and  nov  at  the 
time  the  system  was  placed  under  public  control. 
The  city  has  no  greater  right  to  demand  a  state- 
ment of  the  physical  valuation  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  than  it  has  to  demand 
a  statement  of  value  from  any  other  property 
owner  whose  property  may  be  taken  in  the  future 
under  the  power  of  eminent  domain.

Dear    Sir,— I    am    writing    in    answer    to    your 
recent  letter  in  behalf  of  the  City  Council  request- 
ing my  opinion  "as  to  whether  or  not  the  City 
Council  has  any  control  over  the  expenditures  of 


the  departments  in  charge  of  officers  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  such  as  the  Police  Department, 
the  Licensing  Board  or  the  Finance  Commission, 
and  as  to  whether  or  not  such  departments,  or 
any  of  them,  are  obliged  to  regulate  their  expendi- 
tures in  accordance  with  the  items  of  appropria- 
tion in  the  segregated  budge! ,  and  to  confine  their 
expenditures  to  the  amount  set  forth  in  each  item 
and  to  the  total  amount  appropriated  for  such 
department." 

The  law  controlling  the  obligation  of  the  city 
to  provide  for  the  expenditures  of  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Licensing  Board  are  found 
in  Statute  1906,  chapter  691.  The  following 
excerpts  from  sections  in  this  chapter  relating  to 
this  subject  are  as  follows: 

"All  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  buildings, 
the  pay  of  the  police,  clerks,  stenographers  and 
other  employees  and  all  inciden  al  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  said 
commissioner  or  in  the  administration  of  said 
police  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  upon 
the  requisition  of  said  police  commissioner." 

"Said  board  may  employ  such  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers and  office  employees  and  such  legal 
assistance  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  the 
expense  thereof  and  all  incidental  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  "board  in  the  performance  of  its 
duties  and  the  exercise  of  its  powers  shall  be  paid 
by  said  city  upon  requisition  of  the  board." 

In  the  orderly  management  of  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  city,  the  Police  Commissioner  should 
submit  a  complete  estimate  of  his  departmental 
expenses  for  the  year  to  the  City  Council,  in  order 
that  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  all 
municipal  purposes  may  be  determined,  not  only 
for  the  city  departments  strictly,  but  also  for  the 
School  Committee,  the  Finance  Commission  and 
the  departments  in  charge  of  officers  appointed 
by  the  Governor.  There  are,  however,  no  limits 
established  by  this  statute  beyond  which  the  city 
is  not  required  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
Police  Department  or  for  the  Licensing  Board. 
Such  a  limit  is  expressly  fixed  in  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  amendments  creating  the  Finance 
Commission,  as  follows: 

"The  said  commission  is  authorized  to  employ 
such  experts,  counsel  and  other  assistants  and  to 
incur  such  other  expenses  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  upon 
requisi'ion  by  the  commission,  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  in  any  year  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  or  such  additional  sums  as  may 
be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  A  sum  sufficient 
to  covr  the  salary  of  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mission and  the  further  sum  of  at  least  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  to  meet  the  expenses  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  appropriated  each  year  by  said  city.  The 
commission  shall  have  the  same  right  to  incur 
expenses  in  anticipation  of  its  appropriation  as  if 
it  were  a  regular  department  of  said  city." 

As  a  matter  of  power  in  the  abstract,  the  Police 
Commissioner  or  the  Licensing  Board  under  the 
statute  cited,  has  a  right  to  make  a  requisition  for 
expenses  incurred  in  the  administration  of  their 
departments,  which  the  city  is  bound  to  pay  and 
should  provide  for  by  an  appropriation.  I  believe, 
nevertheless,  that  only  the  justification  of  excep- 
tional circumstances  warrants  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner or  the  Licensing  Board  to  incur  the  expenses 
first,  and  thereafter  make  a  requisition  upon  the 
city  to  meet  them  and  to  thus  exercise  the  extreme 
authority  granted  by  the  statute.

On  motion  of  Coun.  C  OLLINS,  the  Council 
refused  a  general  reconsideration  of  all  action  taken 
today.

ADDRESS    BY   MAYOR   PETERS. 

His  Honor  Mayor  Peters  appeared  before  the 
City  Council  and  addressed  the  members  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council,  I 
have  asked  for  this  opportunity  to  bring  to  your 
attention  a  matter  coming  before  the  Legislature 
that  is  of  such  great  importance  to  the  city  govern- 
ment of  Boston  that  I  feel  that  you  should  be  fully 
informed  in  regard  to  it,  and  I  want  to  get  your 
assistance  and  cooperation  in  it.  As  you  are 
aware,  in  the  last  two  years  the  situation  with 
respect  to  the  city's  finances  have  been  such  that 
it  has  been  necessary  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  go 
before  the  Legislature  and  ask  for  an  increase  in 
the  tax  limit  of  the  city  of  $3,  the  tax  limit 
being  increased  from  SO. 52  to  $9.52.  That  has 
been  petitioned  for  and  the  increase  has  been  made 
with  the  approval  of  the  members  of  your  honorable 
body.  As  you  are  all  aware,  each  Legislature  has 
passed  the  act  to  take  effect  for  the  current  year, 
and,  as  it  would  not  get  through  that  body  until 
about  April,  it  has  been  impossible  for  us  to  con- 
sider the  budget  for  the  current  year  until  after 
the  Legislature  has  acted.  Consequently,  it  has 
been  April  before  you  have  been  able  to  take  up  for 
consideration  the  budget  which  would  finally  be 
passed  for  the  year. 

I  have  felt  that  it  would  be  well  — ■  and  I  know 
that  you  will  all  agree  with  me,  as  I  have  talked 
with  you  individually  in  regard  to  the  matter,  —if 
possible  to  have  action  taken  at  this  special 
session  of  the  Legislature,  so  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  prepare  next  year's  budget  immediately,  and 
have  it  sent  to  the  next  City  Council  aa  soon  as 
possible  after  that  body  is  called  together  in 
February. 

The  great  advantages  of  such  action  are  these: 
We  all  know  the  demand  among  city  employees  for 
increases  in  salaries  and  wages,  and  we  all  know  the 
ground  upon  which  those  requests  are  made.  If  we 
are  unable  to  draw  up  the  budget  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  amounts  that  will  be  available 
we  will  be  greatly  handicapped  and  will  not  be 
able  to  put  into  effect  the  budget  much  before  the 
first  of  June.  If  we  can  have  prompt  action  taken, 
we  will  not  suffer  that  handicap.  Also,  if  we  can 
get  the  Legislature  to  fix  the  tax  levy  for  the  next 
two  or  three  years,  it  will  be  a  great  relief  to  us  all, 
and  the  city  can  then  have  some  idea  of  what 
resources  are  available,  so  that  it  can  go  ahead  with 
its  plans. 

I  have  talked  with  his  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  he  has  put  into  his  special  message  a  paragraph 
which  recommends  that  the  Legislature  give  con- 
sideration to  the  request  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Tne  paragraph  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Finance,  and  next  Wednesday 
morning  at  half  past  ten  they  are  to  have  a  hearing 
at  the  State  House  upon  that  matter.  I  am  here  to 
advise  you  fully  as  to  the  facts  and  to  express  the 
hope  that,  as  you  approve  of  this  action,  you  will 
have  representation  at  that  hearing;  and  the  most 
effective  representation  will  be  for  all  of  you  to  go 
there  personally  to  the  hearing,  so  that  I  may  have 
your  support  in  asking  for  this  legislation. 

The  report  which  I  have  submitted  is  for  an 
increase  of  $5  over  the  present  tax  limit — ■ 
that  is,  an  increase  of  $2  more  than  has 
been  necessary  in  the  past  two  years.  And  this 
increased  $2  is  necessary  for  two  reasons.  We 
have  lost  over  8450,000  this  year  through  loss  of 
liquor  license  revenue,  and  we  have  also  aboul 
$30,000,000  less  property  which  will  be  subject  to 
the  tax.  In  addition,  we  made  certain  increases 
last  year  wnich  wer»  not  in  effect  in  the  budget  until 
the  first  of  June.  That  is,  we  have  to  provide  for 
them  for  only  seven  months.  This  year  we  must 
provide  those  increases  for  five  months  more,  for 
the  full  twelve  months  of  the  year. 


We  have  asked  the  various  departments  to  make 
preliminary  estimates  for  this  year  on  the  basis  of 
the  same  salaries  now  paid  in  the  department. 
Taking  the  estimates  of  the  departments  on  this 
basis,  they  show  department  estimates  of  slightly 
over  $21,000,000,  and  with  a  $5  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  there  appears  to  be  a  surplus  under  the 
present  salary  list  of  only  a  little  less  than  $500,000 
available  for  increases  in  salary.  So  that  additional 
increases  in  salary  can  be  made  only  by  cutting 
down  those  estimates  and  by  the  amount  that  we 
may  have  as  a  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of 
course,  the  logical  method  would  be  to  have  the 
tax  limit  taken  off  and  the  rate  put  under  the  charge 
of  the  Council  and  the  Mayor.  That  is  the  logical 
way,  the  way  in  which  it  ought  to  be  done.  But, 
after  going  into  it  very  carefully  and  without  quot- 
ing individual  opinion,  I  found  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  get  any  such  legislation  through. 
I  felt  that  we  had  better  take  what  is  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  us  to  take,  legis- 
lation which  would  mean  an  increase  in  the  limit. 

We  are  going  to  have  an  opposition  to  this. 
The  real  estate  interests,  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Exchange  and  certain  other  real  estate  interests, 
are  organizing  to  make  a  determined  opposition  to 
this,  and  that  is  why  I  am  particularly  anxious  to 
have  you  all  up  there,  showing  that  this  action  is 
one  which  has  the  approval  of  everyone  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  making  the  municipal 
budget. 

I  shall  be  very  glad,  Mr.  President,  to  answer 
questions  from  yourself  or  from  other  members, 
as  far  as  I  can.  I  am  preparing  the  complete 
figures  from  the  auditor.  I  have  not  got  them  with 
me  today  and  will  not  have  them  until  sometime 
later  today,  or  tomorrow. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  Mayor,  is  this  pro- 
posed increase  in  the  tax  limit  to  be  for  one  year 
or  over  several  years? 

Mayor  PETERS — I  have  put  in  a  request  for 
three  years.  Of  course,  it  will  be  much  better  if  we 
could  have  it  decided  forever,  but  I  don't  think  we 
can.  It  seemed  to  me,  however,  that  the  present 
conditions  were  likely  to  last,  at  any  rate  for  two 
or  three  years  more,  and  that  it  would  be  very 
much  for  the  relief  of  us  all  not  to  have  placed 
upon  us  the  burden  of  going  before  successive 
Legislatures.  So  I  have  petitioned  to  have  this 
cover  three  successive  years. 

Coun.  LANE — I  understand  that  you  are  asking 
for  $2  additional,  $2  on  top  of  the  $3  we  have 
already  gotten? 

Mayor  PETERS— Yes.  That  would  be  an 
increase  of  $5,  making  the  increase  from  $6.52  to 
$11.52. 

Coun.  LANE — For  the  next  three  years? 

Mayor  PETERS— For  the  next  three  years. 

Coun.  WATSON — You  say  that  the  Real  Estate 
Exchange  are  opposed  to  the  entire  $5  or  some 
part  of  the  $5? 

Mayor  PETERS — Well,  I  could  not  state  that 
authoritatively,  could  not  quite  get  it  out  myself, 
Mr.  Watson.  They  were  in  my  office,  and  the 
opposition  which  they  indicated  was  to  any  increase 
of  this  kind.  I  understand  informally  that  they  are 
anxious  to  have  the  whole  thing  put  over  to  the  next 
Legislature,  which  w ill  be  sitting  in  January. 

Coun.  WATSON — In  other  words,  they  are 
opposed  to  increasing  all  salaries  of  city  employees, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  only  way  in  which 
they  can  be  increased  is  by  the  method  you  are 
pursuing? 

Mayor  PETERS — Well,  I  would  be  somewhat 
doubtful  about  quoting  them,  Mr.  Watson,  until 
they  make  the  matter  clear.  I  only  know  what  I 
get  informally  and  through  the  newspapers. 

Coun.  WATSON — But  they  are  opposed  to  the 
So  increase. 

Mayor  PETERS— That  is  true.  I  called  the 
parties  together  in  my  office  and  explained  the 
situation,  and  they  said  they  were  going  to  pre- 
sent objection  to  the  proposed  increase  of  $5;  that 
the  Executive  Committee  would  meet  and  deter- 
mine what  action  they  would  take  later  on.  I 
have  not  heard  of  further  action.  They  seemed 
to  be  opposed  to  everything  in  the  way  of  an  in- 
crease and  indicated  then  that  they  thought  the 
whole  matter  should  go  over  to  the  next  Legis- 
lature. 

Coun.  WATSON — And  if  their  wishes  are  re- 
spected by  the  Legislature  there  will  be  no  possi- 
bility of  increasing  salaries  of  any  nature? 

Mayor  PETERS— II  that  is  their  wish,  and  if 
their  wishes  are  regarded.     Of  course,  I  wish  to  be 
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perfectly  fair  in  this  matter,  and  to  say  that  they 
have  not  given  any  official  opinion. 

Coun.  WATSON — But  if  their  wish  is  brought 
about,  that  "ill  be  the  condition,  there  will  be  no 
salary   increases    for   any    of   the    city  employees? 

Mayor  PETER? — If  there  were  no  legislation 
passed  at  all,  we  would  revert  back  to  the  S6.52, 
and  under  that  we  would  be  obliged  not  only  to 
give  no  increases,  but  to  cut  to  an  amount  that 
would  cover  about  S3  on  the  tax  rate,  taking  some- 
thing over  §3,000,000  from  the  money  available 
to  the  city.  Of  course,  that  would  mean  wholesale 
curtailment  of  activities  of  the  city  and  wholesale 
retirement  of  city  employees. 

Coun.  WATSON — That  is  usually  their  plan. 

Coun.  HAGAX — Have  you  heard  any  report 
whatsoever  upon  the  matter  from  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  or  the  Finance  Commission,  or  have 
vou   heard   their   views    on   vour   proposed   plan? 

Mayor  PETERS— No.  The  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  making  a  study  of  the  matter,  but  has  not 
yet  intima'ed  what  position  it  was  going  to  take. 
I  tried  to  impress  on  the  Chamber  very  strongly 
the  advisability  of  taking  action  and  having  the 
thing  settled  at  this  S]  -  on  of  the  Legis- 

lature. The  newspapers  have  contained  a  state- 
ment that  Mr.  Flynn  of  the  Finance  Commission 
informed  the  Boston  real  estate  people  that  he 
thought  the  matter  ought  to  go  over  to  nest  year. 
I  am  not  quoting  that  as  official,  hut  I  spoke  with 
him  awhile  ago  and  he  said  he  had  not  got  his  mind 
made  up. 

Coun.  HAGAX — As  long  as  that  matter  has 
been  brought  up,  I  personally  wish  to  say  that  I 
look  with  favor  upon  the  plan  proposed  by  your 
Honor.  Unfortunately,  however,  I  shall  be  unable 
to  attend  the  hearing  at  the  State  House  on 
Wednesday,  as  I  must  be  in  New  York.  I  made  an 
appointment  to  be  there  Wednesday  morning.  Had 
I  known  ot  this  before  I  might  have  done  other- 
wise. But  I  would  like  to  be  recorded  in  favor  of 
it,  as  I  now  look  at  the  matter,  simply  stating  that 
I  cannot  be  there  with  my  colleagues  at  that  par- 
ticular time.  That  is.  I  would  not  want  my  ab- 
sence construed  as  meaning  that  I  was  opposed  to 
the  plan,  because  I  feel  rather  favorably  inclined 
to  it. 

Xo  other  members  of  the  Council  indicating  a 
desire  to  ask  questions,  the  Mayor  retired  from  the 
chamber  at  this  point.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  need  of  the  city  for  additional 
revenue  has  become  acute.  One  of  the  ways  in 
which  the  revenues  of  the  city  may  be  materially 
increased  is  by  the  adoption  of  the  Finance  Com- 
-  on's  recommendations  for  increased  rentals 
for  the  market  leases. 

This  matter  has  been  before  the  City  Council 
since  September  2,  and  although  a  public  hearing 
on  the  question  was  held  as  far  back  as  October  20, 
no  approval  by  the  City  Council  of  the  Mayor's 
recommendations  increasing  the  rental  of  the  stalls 
and  other  space  in  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  Markets 
has  been  given. 

The  order  introduced  by  the  Mayor  on  October  6 
provides  for  an  increase  in  the  rentals  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, to  date  from  October  1.  If  the  City  Coun- 
cil will  at  once  act  favorably  upon  this  matter  the 
City  of  Boston  will  receive  the  proposed  increase 
in  rentals  of  the  market  stalls  from  October  1. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that  the 
City   Council   take   immediate   action   upon   the 
Mayor's  orders  of  August  9  and  October  6.

in  the  city  service  and  could  be  worked  advanta- 
geously in  Boston. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  order  I  have 
presented  is  simply  to  call  the  attention  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Commissioner  to 
a  plan  now  in  operation  in  the  nolice  department 
of  New  York  Citv,  and  all  the  information  that  is 
available  regarding  the  merits  of  this  present  plan 
can  be  obtained  in  New  York.  I  thought  I  might 
say  something  here  as  a  matter  of  record  that  might 
acquaint  the  public  with  what  the  plan  is,  and 
thought  it  might  be  helpful  to  members  of  the 
Council  as  well  as  to  the  Mayor  in  our  and  his 
deliberations.  It  is  very  pertinent  that  this  matter 
should  be  brought  up  at  this  time,  particularly 
after  the  appearance  here  today  of  the  Mayor  and 
at  a  time  when  we  are  all,  in  public  as  well  as  in 
private  service,  urgently  endeavoring  to  obtain 
more  income  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  living- 
It  seems  to  me  that  all  possiole  suggestions  should 
be  offered  by  members  of  ttiis  Council,  as  well  as  by 
the  citi'ens  at  large,  suggestions  of  a  constru  tive 
nature  that  will  be  helpful  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the 
citv  government  in  the  line  of  supplying  means  to 
take  care  of  these  just  demands.  After  all  is  said 
and  done,  Mr.  President,  all  the  demands  today 
are  for  taking  sometning  from  the  city  treasury, 
and  I  certainlv  tnink  any  method  that  can  be  de- 
vised for  replenishing  the  city  treasury  to  a  greater 


extent,  so  as  to  supply  the  sinews  of  war,  will  be 
most  welcome,  not  only  to  the  Mayor  but  to  every 
member  of  the  City  Council,  who  want  to  see  all 
legitimate  demands  of  city  employees  for  increased 
salaries  and  wages  met.     The  plan  in  operation  is 
being  tried  out,  Mr.  President,  in  the  police  de- 
partment of  New  York.     A  committee  of  citizens, 
men  of  large  business  ability,  have  received  off  rial 
designations  as  assistant  commissioners,  and  they 
are  known  as  the  Home  Service   Division.     The 
plan,   boiled   down,   is   on  this   order,   that   food, 
supplies  and   necessary   wearing  apparel,  such   as 
uniforms  for  the  men  in  the  police  department,  will 
be  supplied  at  the  minimum  of  expense,  by  having 
one  of  the  centrally  located  police  stations  as  the 
place  for  distribution.     With  a  very  low  overhead, 
there  would  be  a  very  little  charge  over  the  actual 
wholesale   cost   of   supplies   and   materials      It   is 
understood  that  the  men  and  their  wives  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  make  their  purchases  there  and 
if  this  proves  to  be  profitable  and  satisfactory  to 
the  police  department,  it  will  be  extended  to  all  of 
the    New  York  city   departments.     We  have  had 
recent  legislative  action  that  gives  us  wider  latitude 
in  this  city  today  along  the  line  of  humanitarian 
work,  and  we  now  have  a  better  opportunity  to  do 
something  along  this  line  than  we  have  ever  had 
before.     It  is  quite  possible  that  we  in  Boston  can 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity,  as  is  being  done 
in  New  York,  to  the  advantage  of  many  of  our  citi- 
zens and  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  treasury.     If 
collective  bargaining  as  one  of   the   tenets  of   the 
labor  organi?ations  is  fruitful  of  good,  and    I  think 
it  is,  then  the  same  principle  should  apply  in  this 
case  to  members  of  the  Police  Department  or  of  any 
other  of  the  city  departments  where  collective  pur- 
chasing will  redound  to  their  advantage.     If  it  is 
impossible,  because   of  the  condition   of  the   city 
treasury,  to  give  the  men  an  adequate  salary,  or 
what  they  require  to  take  care  of  or  provide  for 
themselves  and  their  families,  in  view  of  the  high 
cost  of  everything  today,  then  the  next  best  move 
would  be  something  of  this  sort,  which  is  equiva- 
lent, to  my  mind,  to  a  raise  in  salary.     Certainly 
if  25  per  cent   expense  can  be  saved   on  certain 
purchases  that  people  make,  it  is  equivalent  as  far 
as  those  things  are  concerned  to  an  increase  in  their 
pay  of  25  per  cent.     I  am  not  talking  about  offering 
this  as  a  substitute  for  any  increase  in  wages  which 
must  come,  but  I  do  believe  it  will  help  these  men 
save  money  they  would  otherwise  have  to  spend  if 
they  had  to  go  out  and  pay  the  ordinary  retail 
prices,  as  people  have  to  do  today.     Take  it,  for 
instance,  in  my  own  particular  line  of  business.     If 
certain  members  of  the  Police  Department  of  Bos- 
ton should  happen  to  come  to  my  place,  I  would 
have  to  treat  them  the  same  as  everybody  else.     I 
only  quote  this  as  an  example  of  conditions  as  they 
exist.     For  instance,  I  might  have  a  couple  of  hun- 
dred come  in  and  purchase  at  my  place,  a  couple  of 
hundred  might  go  into  Jordan  Marsh's  or  Filene's, 
or  into  other  places,  their  trade  being  distributed 
through  the  different  stores  of  the  city,  and,  coming 
in  in  that  individual  way,  they  would  have  to  be 
treated  as  other  individuals.     But  if  all  their  trade 
was  concentrated  in  some  place,  such  a  police  sta- 
tion in  Boston,  they  would  be  able  to  get  supplies 
in  my  line,  as  in  other  lines,  much  cheaper  than  they 
could  under  the  ordinary  conditions  of  retail  trade. 
I   have  written  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  explaining 
this  matter  in  detail,  and  I  trust  that  he  will  see  fit 
to  take  it  up.     I  might  say  that  this  is  not  an  exper- 
iment in  the  New  York  police  department.     I  have 
spaper   report   here   giving   the  result  of  the 
first  week's  trial  in  the  Brooklyn,  X.   V.,  district, 
v.  here  200  members  of  the  department  took  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity   afforded   them  and   their 
trchasee  in  that  particular  police 
station.     The  purchases  are  made  of  food  products 
irious  supplies  for  the  family.      I  ask  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  that  the  order  may  be  put  upon 
its  passage. 

In  connection  with  the  order  Coun.  HAGAN 
submitted  the  newspaper  clipping  referred  to,  to- 
gether with  the  letter  to  his  Honor  Mayor  Peters, 
as  follows: 

City  of  Boston, 
Council  Chamber,  November  29,  1919.

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Dear   Sir, — I    contemplate   in     the   near   future 
presenting  to  the  City  Council  an   order  in  which  I 

:.  through  you, 
to  ma,  il"n  of  the  plan  that    has  been 

in  operation  in  New  York,  under  the  control  of 
the   New   York  Police  Commissioner  and  special 
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commissioners,  appointed  from  the  citizens,  to 
supervise  tne  work  that  is  known  officially  as  the 
Home  Service  Division. 

The  plan  in  operation  calls  for  carrying  a 
limited  stock  in  the  basement  of  some  police 
station  that  would  be  centrally  located  to  cover 
a  certain  district  and  supply  the  men  of  the  Police 
Department,  or  their  wives,  their  requirements  in 
food  supplies  and  with  what  men  may  need  in 
wearing  apparel,  and  if  this  plan  works  out  success- 
fully as  predicted,  it  is  contemplated  that  this 
qualified  purchasing  might  be  carried  out  to  even 
a  greater  extent  than  now  contemplated. 

I  do  not  know  that  this  plan  could  be  worked 
to  advantage  in  Boston,  but  when  men  in  the  city 
service  are  all  justly  demanding  increased  wages, 
it  would  seem  as  if  some  such  plan  as  this  might 
be  helpful  and  constructive  to  the  city,  for  if  men 
in  the  city  service  can  all  save  25  or  more  per 
cent  of  what  they  weekly  expend  in  the  necessities 
of  life,  it  will  be  equivalent  to  an  increase  in  wages 
of  25  or  more  per  cent,  and  this  work  in  New  York, 
as  it  is  reported  to  me,  contemplates  a  greater 
saving  to  the  men  in  the  police  department  of 
New  York,  and  it  is  to  be  carried  on  with  a  very 
small  overhead,  so  that  the  supplies  can  be  dis- 
tributed much  cheaper  through  the  average  retail 
channel. 

The  first  store  in  New  York  was  opened  in  a 
Brooklyn  police  station,  under  the  charge  of  one 
patrolman,  and  in  the  first  week  over  two  hundred 
members  in  the  police  department  took  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  of  purchasing  for  home  con- 
sumption. 

I  write  you  this  in  detail  so  that  you  may  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  object  of  the  order  as 
presented  and  can  call  same  to  the  attention  of 
Commissioner  Curtis,  and  if  he  is  interested,  as  I 
hope  he  will  be,  I  would  advise  that  he  send  a 
representative  to  New  York  and  get  in  touch  with 
the  civilian  commissioner  who  is  in  charge  of  this 
Home  Service  Division,  Mr.  J.  Stevens  Ulnmn, 
and  I  have  arranged  so  that  Mr.  Ulman  n  ill  give 
Commissioner  Curtis,  or  nis  representative,  every 
courtesy,  and  all  satisfactory  information  as  to 
the  contemplated  plan  and  workings  of  same.

"$415  First  Week's  Sales  at  Brooklyn  Police 
Store. 

"200   Members  of   Department  Take  Advantage 
of    Low   Prices   and   Put   in   Advance   Stock. 
Shoes  and  Uniform  Cloth  Will  Soon  be  on 
Hand. 
"The    first    cooperative     store    established    in 
Brooklyn  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Service 
Division  of  the  Police   Department,  in  charge  of 
Julian  S.  Ulman,  Special  Deputy  Police  Commis- 
sioner, has  produced  remarkable  results  in  the  last 
week. 

"The  store  was  opened  on  November  17  in  the 
basement  of  the  Gates  Avenue  Police  Station,  and 
Capt.  William  Sullivan  of  that  station  assigned 
Policeman  Henry  Treiling  to  duty  in  the  store.  In 
the  last  week  the  receipts  amounted  to  §415.20, 
Captain  Sullivan  has  announced. 

"According  to  Treiling,  more  than  200  members 
of  the  Police  Department  working  or  residing  in 
the  Fifteenth  Inspection  District  have  made  pur- 
chases since  the  store  was  opened.  Many  of  the 
policemen  bring  their  wives  and  mothers  to  the 
station  to  do  the  buying.  The  store  is  open  from 
eight  to  five  every  day,  and  Policeman  Treiling  is 
kept  busy  keeping  the  books  and  waiting  on  his 
customers. 

"Some  of  the  foodstuffs  which  the  policemen 
have  been  enabled  to  purchase  at  a  saving  of  ap- 
proximately 25  per  cent  are:  Butter,  70  cents  a 
pound;  eggs,  64  cents  a  dozen;  tea,  37  cents  a 
pound;  flour,  55  cents  for  seven  pounds;  coffee,  37 
and  43  cents  a  pound  (two  brands');  pork  and 
beans,  10  cents  a  can;  jam,  20  cents  a  jar, 

"Each  purchaser  is  allowed  a  reasonable  amount 
of  the  stock.  Most  of  the  men  are  buying  a  two 
weeks'  supply,  so  that  Treiling  is  preparing  for  the 
big  business  which  he  says  he  expects  to  do  on  the 
first  and  fifteenth  of  each  month  when  the  men 
receive  their  salary  checks. 

"Captain  Sullivan  said  that  he  expects  a  large 
stock  of  regulation  shoes,  which  Commissioner 
Ulman  says  would  cost  the  policemen  from  S20 
to  $25  on  the  open  market,  but  which  will  be  sold 
at  $10  and  $12  under  the  present  cooperative  plan. 
The  men  of  the  district  are  awaiting  tne  arrival  of 


the  shoes  with  much  interest  and  also  the  cloth 
for  their  uniforms,  which  is  to  be  sold  at  a  com- 
paratively low  price.  It  is  expected  that  the  ma- 
terial for  the  uniforms  will  be  placed  on  sale  in 
January. 

"In  discussing  the  plan  Captain  Sullivan  said: 
'It  is  great.  Just  what  we  needed  for  some  time. 
The  men  are  very  enthusiastic  about  it  and  tell  me 
that  it  has  reduced  the  cost  of  living  about  25  or  30 
per  cent.  Commissioner  Ulman  is  to  be  com- 
mended for  the  rapidity  with  which  he  put  the  plan 
in  operation.' 

"Capt.  Robert  Cochrane  Barclay,  formerly  of 
the  Remount  Division  of  the  United  States  Army, 
and  who  for  some  time  has  acted  as  one  of  the  aids 
of  Commissioner  Ulman,  at  the  request  of  the 
commissioner,  has  been  sworn  in  as  honorary  cap- 
tain of  the  Police  Department  by  Commissioner 
Enright.  Captain  Barclay  gives  his  time  and 
services  without  compensation. 

"Captain  Barclay's  appointment  follows  that 
of  Henry  R.  S.  Williams  as  special  deputy  chief, 
likewise  assigned  to  the  Home  Service  Division. 

"Commissioner  Ulman's  plan  is  to  work  up  the 
Home  Service  Division  on  the  same  lines  and  scope 
of  operation  as  the  War  Industries  Board  was  con- 
ceived and  worked  out  in  Washington  during  the 
war. 

"Three  More  Stores  to  Open. 

"This  week  three  additional  cooperative  stores 
will  be  opened  in  New  York,  one  general  store  for 
the  sale  of  equipment,  shoes,  etc.,  at  the  old  police 
headquarters,  No.  300  Mulberry  street,  the  other 
in  the  East  Eighty-eighth  Street  Station,  and  the 
other  in  the  West  One  Hundred  Twenty-fifth 
Street  Station. 

"A  large  quantity  of  supplies  is  being  purchased 
from  the  army  and  navy  surplus  department  and 
sold  to  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  at 
absolute  cost  without  the  addition  of  any  per- 
centage. 

"The  opening  of  further  community  stores  in 
the  five  boroughs  will  from  now  on  progress  at  a 
rapid  rate,  as  the  organization  is  perfected  to  such 
a  degree  that  everything  is  working  without  a 
hitch  of  any  kind. 

"The  Home  Service  Department  contemplates 
as  its  next  move  to  obtain  a  'free  legal  service  de- 
partment' for  members,  and  Commissioner  Ulman 
feels  confident  that  he  will  be  able  to  enlist  men  of 
standing  in  the  legal  fraternity  who  will  be  willing 
to  devote  their  service  '  on  the  dollar  a  year '  basis." 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


PROPOSED  PROSECUTION  OF  BOLSHEVIST 
PROPAGANDISTS. 

President  FORD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  stated  that 
there  are  prominent  persons  of  considerable  wealth 
in  the  City  of  Boston  who  have  made  contributions 
for  the  spreading  of  Bolshevist  propaganda;  and 

Whereas,  The  only  effective  method  of  dealing 
with  these  insidious  attempts  to  destroy  organized 
society  is  quick  action; 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston  requests  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  give 
the  names  of  the  alleged  contributors  at  once  to 
District  Attorney  Joseph  C.  Pelletier  for  immediate 
prosecution;  and 

Be  it  furtner  aesolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  sent  to  the  District  Attorney  immediately. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  Chairman,  the  chief  com- 
plaint on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  in  reference  to  this 
particular  situation  is  that  in  the  Department  of 
Justice  at  Washington,  when  reports  are  submitted, 
it  takes  too  much  time  to  investigate  the  reports, 
and  that  rarely  is  there  favorable  action  after  the 
reports  are  investigated.  Now,  if  the  District 
Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  has  the  name  of  any- 
body who  has  contributed  to  the  spreading  of 
Bolshevist  propaganda,  there  should  be  indictments 
at  once  without  any  further  delay  because  of  this 
fact,  that  he  has  said  himself  "to  be  absolutely 
intrepid  in  the  prosecution  of  these  cases.  There 
have  been  evidences  oi  unwillingness  on  the  part 
of  some  of  those  acting  as  public  prosecutors  and 
on  the  part  of  those  who  should  deal  out  justice,  at 
times  resulting  in  delay,  because  of  neglect  and 
sometimes  because  of  insufficient  investigation. 
But  the  Tistrict  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  has 
shown  that  he  is  absolutely  willing,  and  not  only 
willing  but  ready,  to  at  once  prosecute  those  who 
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are  spreading  this  propaganda.  Delay  is  fatal 
because  it  gives  a  chance  for  those  who  have  done 
these  particular  things  to  escape.  If  there  are  any 
prominent,  wealthy  citizens  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
as  we  know  there  are  in  the  city  of  New  York,  who 
are  interested  in  Soviet  rule,  now  is  the  time  to  put 
a  stop  to  that  sort  of  thing;  and  I  think  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor  not  to  submit  the 
names  to  the  Department  of  Justice,  in  which  case 
the  reports  have  to  go  to  Washington  and  then  come 
back,  but  to  submit  then,  to  the  District  Attorney 
of  Suffolk  County.  The  District  Attorney  of 
Suffolk  County,  without  any  question  of  doubt  in 
my  mind,  will  call  an  immediate  session  of  the 
Grand  Jury  and  indict  these  prominent  wealthy 
Bostonian  citizens  at  once.  I  wonder,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, who  these  wealthy  Bostonians  are.  They 
are  surely  not  of  the  class  that  is  working  and  trying 
to  preserve  society.  They  must  be  people  who  are 
trying  to  destroy  society  lor  some  purpose  that 
we  do  not  see.  A  very  important  fact  to  be  con- 
sidered in  this  matter  is  that  the  Mayor  says  that 
these  men  have  wealth,  and  with  wealth  comes 
power.  We  have  got  to  destroy  that  sort  of  thing, 
and  do  it  at  once.  I  am  relying  entirely  upon  the 
statement  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  he  is  in 
possession  of  this  information.  I  think  it  is  his 
duty,  not  only  as  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
but  as  a  citizen  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  Suffolk 
County,  to  at  once  submit  those  names  to  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  for  immediate 
action.  I  ask  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that 
this  be  put  upon  its  passage  at  once. 

Coun.    WATSON— Mr.    President,    I    heartily 
agree   with    the    motion   made   by   the   preceding 
speaker  to  suspend  the  rule  and  pass  thes,e  resolu- 
tions without  reference  to  any  committee.     But  I 
would  be  recreant  to  my  duty  as  a  member  of  this 
body  and  to  myself  if  I  did  not  say  something  con- 
cerning   the    proposition    of    Bolshevism.     I    am 
absolutely  a  defender  of  our  institutions.     I  believe 
in  law  and  order  for  all  classes  and  all  stations  in 
life.     But  I  think  today,   Mr.   President,   to  talk 
frankly,  that  some  of  the  so-called  class,  or  holier- 
than-thou  individuals,  are  labeling  "Bolshevists" 
all  who  protest  against  conditions.    If  they  say  of  a 
man  who  protests  against  a  shortage  of  sugar  in  the 
household  and  who  would  like  to  see  the  powers 
that  be  prevent  sugar  from  being  exported  for  the 
benefit  of  other  than  Americans,  that  he  is  Bolshe- 
vistic, I  disagree  with  them.     If  they  say  when  an 
individual  protests  against  a  peace  treaty  that  will 
not  give  to  all  the  people  of  the  world  that  which 
was   guaranteed   them   wnen   we   ended   the   war, 
that  he  is  a  Bolshevist,  I  disagree  with  them.     If 
when  a  man  objects  to  profiteering  in  rents  by  the 
well-to-do  class,  who  raise  the  rents  in  a  way  that 
the  ordinary  man  claims  is  unjust  and  unfair,  they 
claim  that  he  is  a  Bolshevist,  I  disagree  with  them. 
But  if  they  say  that  a  man  or  woman  who  actually 
and   positively   starts   out   with   the   intention   of 
undermining  our  institutions  is  a  Bolshevist,  I  will 
agree  to  that.     I  believe  that  they  are  Bolshevists, 
and  I  am  opposed  to  them.     If,  however,  they  take 
ordinary  protestants,  who  make  a  protest  against 
conditions  as  we  find  them  after  this  great  war  for 
humanity,  people  who  object  to  the  blood  of  our 
boys  being  capitalized  for  commercial  purposes, — 
if  they  undertake  to  label  such  people  as  Bolshe- 
vists, I  say  that  it  is  absolutely  untrue  and  is  a 
wrong  definition.     I  believe  any  man  or  woman, 
with  wealth  or  without  wealth,  a  citizen  or  an  alien, 
who  deliberately  does  anything  to  undermine  our 
American     institutions,     should    be     immediately 
deported  and  denied  the  privileges  of  our  govern- 
ment.    I  merely  rise  to  make  this  statement  be- 
cause there  is   too   much   propaganda   today  by 
influential  individuals  who  assume  a  holy  character, 
against  the  Bolshevists,  but  who  attempt  to  label 
every  man,  woman  and  child  who  protests  against 
the  high  cost  of  living,  profiteering  in  foodstuffs  and 
the  necessaries  of  life,  all  Bolshevists.     I  protest 
against    those    people    being    so    labeled,    I    say, 
therefore,  that  I  favor  the  resolutions  offered  by  the 
gentleman  on  my  left. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  President  Ford  regarding  the  first  paragraph 
of  his  resolution,  because  if  this  is  passed  by  the 
Council  in  the  present  form  it  means  a  statement 
of  fact,  a  charge  that  we  are  making  and  therefore 
become  responsible  for.  The  first  paragraph  says 
"His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  stated  that  there  are 
prominent  persons  of  considerable  wealth  in  the 
City  of  Boston  who  have  made  contributions  for 
the  spreading  of  Bolshevist  propaganda."  Now, 
we  are  making  there  a  positive  statement  that  his 


Honor  the  Mayor  has  made  such  a  statement  as 
that.  I  have  not  seen  any  such  statement,  and 
I  am  wondering  if  something  has  appeared  some- 
where that  I  haven't  yet  seen.  I  would  like  to 
have  some  information  upon  the  matter  before 
voting  for  the  resolution  in  its  present  form. 

Coun.  FORD — In  the  Press  of  the  last  few  days 
the  Mayor  has  been  quoted  as  saying  this  in  an 
interview  given  to  the  papers,  published  in  e\-ery 
newspaper  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Not  only  that, 
but  as  the  result  of  that  the  Mayor  has  called  a 
conference  at  three  o'clock  this  afternoon  in  his 
office  to  deal  with  this  particular  situation.  That 
is  the  way  in  w-hich  that  has  come  about. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  know  about  a  conference  in 
the  Mayor's  office  this  afternoon,  and  I  did  read 
the  newspaper  or  press  reports  of  what  the  Mayor 
was  supposed  or  alleged  to  have  said.  But  you 
and  I  have  known  a  great  many  press  reports 
that  have  appeared  sometime  in  the  past  stat'ng 
that  you  and  I  are  supposed  to  have  said  certain 
things  that  we  never  did  say. 
Coun.  WATSON — Impossible! 
Coun.  HAGAN — And  improper  and  wrong  in- 
terpretations have  been  placed  on  words  we  did 
utter.  So,  therefore,  I  am  not  convinced  from 
those  press  reports  that  the  Mayor  did  make 
this  statement.  We  are  making  a  positive  state- 
ment that  the  Mayor  has  said  so  and  so.  I 
simply  bring  that  to  the  attention  of  the  Council. 
I  thought  that  might  perhaps  be  changed  in  some 
way  so  as  not  to  be  so  positive,  and  so  as  to  remove 
my  criticism.  There  is  one  more  criticism  of  a 
statement  that  President  Ford  has  made  in  his 
resolutions,  Mr.  President,  in  the  third  para- 
graph. It  says,  "Be  it  resolved,  that  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  request  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  give  the  names  of  the  alleged  contributors  at 
once  to  District  Attorney  Joseph  C.  Pelletier  for 
immediate  prosecution."  I  would  like  to  ask 
President  Ford,  as  a  lawyer, — and  this  is  purely 
for  information  on  my  part, — if  this  is  so,  if  there 
are  contributors  in  Boston  to  the  Bolshevistic  pro- 
gram— and  if  so,  I  would  join  most  heartily  in  any 
plan  that  he  or  others  might  devise  to  find  out 
who  those  individuals  are,  and  to  take  action  upon 
it, — what  action  is  really  needed,  in  a  legal  sense, 
in  order  that  the  thing  may  be  properly  conducted. 
Is  it  not  Federal  action,  to  be  instituted  and  prose- 
cuted by  the  Government,  and  should  it  be  thrown 
into  municipal  or  party  affairs?  Is  it  not  the  rule 
that  the  control  of  Federal  affairs  is  with  the 
Federal  District  Attorney  rather  than  with  our 
local  district  attorney?  I  ask  that  for  information 
from  a  lawyer. 

Coun.  FORD — Of  course  not.  If  there  is  any 
conspiracy  to  destroy  organized  government,  of 
course  action  can  be  taken  by  both  the  Federal 
Government,  acting  for  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, and  also  by  the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk 
County.  There  is  no  doubt  that  they  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  in  such  a  matter.  The  criti- 
cism by  the  Mayor  in  that  respect  is  that  the 
Federal  authorities  are  slow  in  the  matter,  and  we 
know  that  the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County 
has  been  very  fast  in  indicting  those  who  have 
violated  the  law.  In  reference  to  the  interview 
that  has  been  referred  to,  I  will  say  that  the  inter- 
view was  given  out  by  the  Mayor's  secretary, 
Mr.  Parke,  and  that,  coming  in  that  way,  it  was 
undoubtedly  supervised  and  0  K'd  by  the  Mayor. 
So  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  authenticity 
of  the  interview.  We  are,  therefore,  on  safe 
ground  as  far  as  our  information  is  concerned,  and 
on  very  safe  gTOund  as  far  as  the  law  is  concerned. 
I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rules  and  a  passage  of 
the  resolutions,  Mr.  President. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  preambles  and 
resolutions  were  passed.

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It  will  be  observed  that  the  last  four  years  the 
expenditures  have  been  particularly  large  as  com- 
pared with  former  years,  amounting  in  the  years 
1916  to  1919,  inclusive,  to  $1,175,756.99.  'This 
includes  the  unexpended  part  of  the  appropriation 
in  1919. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  consideration 
of  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  city, 
future  expenditures  for  land  and  extension  of  play- 
grounds should  be  discontinued  for  some  time, 
except  in  a  case  where  requirements  for  a  play- 
ground should  be  of  more  than  ordinary  necessity. 

For  example,  the  Mystic  Playground  is  amply 
sufficient  for  all  present  needs  as  it  has  area  large 
enough  to  satisfy  the  requirements  for  baseball 
and  other  sports  for  young  men  and  space  separated 
from  the  ball  grounds  for  mothers  and  children. 

The  Board  is  in  full  sympathy  with  the  extension 
of  the  playground  system  when  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  city  warrants  the  same,  but  for  the 
present  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  a  greater 
necessity  for  adequate  improvement  of  the  play- 
grounds already  in  existence  and  not  yet  developed 
and  that  appropriations  for  this  purpose  will  be 
more  efficient  for  the  general  need  of  the  citizens 
than  further  extension  of  the  playgrounds  at  the 
present  time.

ANNUITIES  FOR  WIDOWS  AND  CHILDREN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  5,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — On  September  16  I  sent  to  the  City 
Council  the  following  message: 

"I  am  attaching  copy  of  chapter  93  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919  which  makes  it  possible  to  grant 
annuities  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  .$600  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  policemen  and  firemen  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  who  have  either  been  killed  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  or  have  died  as  a  direct 
result  of  injuries  received  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties. 

"At  the  present  time  the  law  provides  that 
such  an  annuity  shall  not  exceed  $300  per  annum. 
The  Legislature  has  frequently  passed  special  acts 
providing  for  the  payment  of  annuities  ranging 
Irom  $600  to  $1,200  to  the  widows  of  Boston  police- 
men and  firemen,  and  I  presume  that  such  acts 
have  been  passed  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
present  law  makes  it  possible  to  grant  onlv  a  very 
small  annuity. 

"On  the  other  hand,  I  believe  that  annuities  of 
this  type  should  be  uniform,  and  if  it  is  possible  to 
grant  an  annuity  of  $600  per  annum,  which  will  be 
double  the  amount  of  the  largest  annuity  which  can 
be  granted  under  the  present  law,  there  will  be  less 
occasion  tor  the  special  action  of  the  Legislature 
in  behalf  of  the  widows  of  Boston  policemen  and 
firemen.  Several  special  acts  providing  for  annui- 
ties of  $900  for  the  widows  of  policemen  have  come 
to  me  for  my  approval.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  only  alternative  to  my  veto  of  these  acts  was  a 
maximum  annuity  of  $300,  I  felt  that  I  could  not 
conscientiously  turn  them  down  although  my 
approval  of  them  constituted  a  form  of  special 
privilege  to  which  1  am  opposed. 

"The  acceptance  of  chapter  93  will  make  it  pos- 
sible to  grant  a  uniform  annuity  which  will  be  of 
real  material  aid  to  the  widow.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order." 

I  desire  to  thus  call  the  matter  again  to  your 
attention,  and  to  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
as  tin-  city  will  be  unable  to  accept  it  unless  it  is 
done  before  December  31,  1919.

EXPORT   OF   SUGAR. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  great  scarcity  of  sugar 
which  has  reached  a  stage  where  it  has  become  a 
hardship;  and 

Whereas,  A  great  quantity  of  the  same  is  being 
exported  for  the  benefit  of  other  countries  and  for 
profit;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  Boston  is  of  the 
opinion  that  there  should  be  an  embargo  for  at 
least  six  months  on  the  export  of  sugar,  or  until 
this  country  is  properly  supplied;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  in- 
dorses the  legislation  known  as  the  Dallinger  bill 
as  being  to  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  people 
of  this  city  and  of  the  United  States. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  these  preambles  and 
resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  order 
speaks  for  itself,  and  no  words  of  mine  will  add 
anything  to  its  import,  except  that  it  may  be  well 
for  me  to  state  briefly  that  today  there  is  before 
the  committee  on  Foreign  Commerce  at  Washing- 
ton a  bill  introduced  by  Congressman  Dallinger 
calling  for  an  embargo  of  at  least  six  months  on 
the  exportation  of  sugar.  I  need  not  say  that 
there  is  a  scarcity  of  sugar  here  as  well  as  elsewhere, 
and  I  believe  the  City  of  Boston,  through  its  repre- 
sentatives in  this  government,  should  pass  reso- 
lutions approving  of  the  bill  introduced  by  Con- 
gressman Dallinger.  Therefore  I  ask  for  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  preambles, 
resolve  and  order  were  passed.

The  Executive  Committee,  to  which  was  referred 
the  message  of  the  Mayor,  dated  December  5,  1919, 
relative  to  the  acceptance  of  chapter  93  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1919,  concerning  pensions  for  the 
widows  of  policemen  and  firemen,  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report: 

The  committee  has  no  criticism  to  make  upon  the 
message  as  submitted  to  the  Council,  as  it  is  no 
breach  of  courtesy  or  reflection  on  this  body  for  the 
Mayor  to  urge  speedy  action  upon  any  matter  in 
which  he  is  interested. 

But  the  facts  surrounding  this  particular  message 
are  somewhat  interesting. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  December  5,  the  City  Hall 
reporters  were  furnished  with  a  statement  from  the 
Mayor's  office,  initialed  by  one  of  his  office  force, 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  recommenda- 
tion for  the  acceptance  of  this  particular  act  has 
been  before  the  Council  for  ten  weeks  and  charging 
that  the  Council  was  making  it  impossible  to  grant 
annuities  of  S600  to  the  widows  of  policemen  and 
firemen  "  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  "  Further  on  the  statement  says: 
"  I  imagined  the  City  Council  would  gladly  accept 
the  act  to  give  relief  where  it  is  so  sorely  needed." 
And  again,  "It  is  hard  for  me  to  understand  how 
it  is  that  the  Council  should  neglect  seizing  the 
opportunity  which  I  have  offered  to  make  life 
easier  for  those  whose  main  support  has  been  taken 
away." 

It  is  also  a  fact  that  a  meeting  of  the  committee 
having  the  matter  in  charge  had  been  called  as  long 
ago  as  last  Tuesday  for  the  particular  purpose  of 
acting  upon  this  matter  at  today's  meeting  of  the 
Council,  and  that  fact,  if  unknown  to  the  Mayor's 
office,  could  have  easily  been  ascertained. 

However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  delay  has 
caused  no  hardship  to  anyone,  as  the  act  in  question, 
chapter  93  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919,  provides 
that  the  increased  pension  shall  apply  only  to 
those  who  become  widows  after  December  31,  1919, 
and  in  no  way  affects  those  who  are  already  on  the 
pension  roll,  the  animus  of  the  statement  is  clear. 


The  author  either  is  guilty  of  a  deliberate 
attempt  to  deceive  the  public  and  make  it  appear 
that  the  Council  has  prevented  these  worthy 
pensioners  from  being  benefited,  or  he  is  guilty  of 
an  almost  incredible  piece  of  stupidity.  Either  of 
these  conclusions  furnish  some  difficulty. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  any  Mayor  would  twice 
recommend  to  the  City  Council  the  acceptance  of 
an  act  without  reading  it  understanding^  and 
comprehending  its  plain  terms,  and  it  is  equally 
hard  to  believe  that  a  Mayor,  with  a  reputation  for 
highmihdedness  and  lofty  ideals,  would  deliber- 
ately attempt  for  political  purposes  to  seek  a  quarrel 
with  a  City  Council  which  has  granted  practically 
every  request  he  has  made  upon  it  for  the  last  two 
years,  and  has  endeavored  to  assist  him  in  every 
possible  way  to  give  the  citizens  a  decent  adminis- 
tration. 

Whatever  is  the  explanation  the  fact  remains 
that  the  statement  was  officially  issued  from  the 
Mayor's  office  to  the  newspapers  and  it  has  not 
been  contradicted  or  repudiated  by  the  Mayor, 
and,  now  that  the  entire  lack  of  foundation  of  this 
uncalled  for  attack  on  the  City  Council  is  exposed, 
we  confidently  await  the  explanation  and  correction 
which  the  Mayor  must  realize  is  due,  and  request 
that  it  be  given  officially  to  the  newspapers  so  that 
the  same  prominence  may  be  given  it  that  was 
given  to  the  original  statement. 

The  committee  submits  with  this  report,  for  the 
files,  a  copy  of  the  original  statement  herein 
referred  to,  and  a  clipping  from  the  Globe  containing 
the  statement,  with  some  additions.

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


INFORMATION  FROM  DEPARTMENT 
HEADS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  give  to  the 
City  Council  the  information  contained  in  the 
replies  of  department  heads  to  the  Council  order 
of  June  23,  on  boulevard  lights  for  Tremont, 
Boylston  and  Washington  streets  and  Columbus 
avenue,  and  also  an  order  of  July  7,  on  "Inspec- 
tion of  Elevators,"  and  also  an  order  of  July  21, 
an  order  regarding  East  Boston  Ferry  conditions. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  according  to 
newspaper  reports  the  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil have  been  charged  by  the  Mayor  or  his  official 
office  force  with  dilatory  methods  with  regard 
to  orders  emanating  from  the  Mayor's  office.  In 
presenting  this  order  now  I  wish  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  dilatory  methods,  to  my  mind, 
exist  in  the  Mayor's  office,  for  on  July  7  I  pre- 
sented an  order  here  asking  "that  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  inform  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
what  locations  are  suitable  and  available  for  a 
municipal  landing  station  for  airplanes."  The 
order  was  presented  by  reason  of  knowledge  I 
obtained  that  the  postal  authorities  at  Washington 
were  considering  the  advisability  of  establishing 
an  aerial  postal  service,  and  that  Boston  was  to 
be  placed  on  the  official  aerial  postal  map  if  such 
a  landing  station  was  obtainable.  That  order, 
presented  July  7,  was  answered  by  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board,  who  sent  a  reply  in  the  latter  part 
of  July  to  the  Mayor's  office,  and  yet  no  report  in 
regard  to  the  matter  was  sent  to  the  City  Council 
until  October  30.  That  is,  the  information  from 
the  City  Planning  Board  remained  in  the  Mayor's 
office  from  the  latter  part  of  July  until  the  latter 
part  of  October,  and  was  then  only  gotten  out  of 
the  Mayor's  office  because  I  made  a  personal 
investigation,  found  that  such  a  report  had  been 
received,  and  demanded  that  some  reply  be  sent 
to  the  City  Council.  On  June  23  1  asked  for 
information  to  be  furnished  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
as   to   the   approximate   cost   and   advisability   of 
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establishing  the  boulevard  system  of  lighting  on 
Washington  street,  Tremont  street,  Boylston 
street,  Columbus  avenue,  from  Park  square  to 
Northampton  street.  No  reply  has  been  received 
since  that  time,  and  I  feel  quite  confident  that 
the  head  of  the  department  has  answered  the 
Mayor's  communication.  On  July  7  I  presented 
an  order  here  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
make  an  investigation  of  conditions  in  Philadel- 
phia pertaining  to  the  inspection  of  elevators. 
The  inspection  here  is  a  total  expense  upon  the 
taxpayers,  although  in  other  cities  it  is  borne 
by  the  owners  of  the  property,  who  have  to  pay 
for  all  inspection  of  elevators.  At  a  time  when 
there  is  urgent  need  for  increased  revenue  coming 
into  the  city  treasury  from  all  available  sources, 
I  felt  that  we  should  take  advantage  of  methods 
that  have  been  found  fruitful  in  other  cities  along 
this  line.  Yet  up  to  the  present  time  no  reply  has 
come  from  the  Mayor's  office  to  that  order,  al- 
though it  suggests  the  possibility  of  increased 
revenue  for  the  city.  July  21  I  offered  an  order 
"That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  make  a  com- 
plete study  of  the  East  Boston  Ferry  conditions 
and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  physical 
condition  of  the  ferryboats  and  of  the  plant  in 
general,  and  advise  the  City  Council  what  is 
required  to  get  the  East  Boston  Ferry  service  in 
a  satisfactory  condition  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  public  and  the  business  interests  of  East 
Boston,  and  what  would  be  the  approximate  cost 
to  equip  the  service  so  that  we  may  get  the  desired 
results."  We  all  know  that  conditions  there  are 
deplorable;  we  all  know  that  something  should  be 
done  to  remedy  and  improve  those  conditions. 
Of  course,  the  first  thing  is  to  find  out  the  facts 
from  the  properly  delegated  heads  of  departments 
as  to  what  the  conditions  are.  We,  as  the  members 
of  the  City  Council,  the  legislative  body  of  the 
city,  have  a  right  to  such  facts,  so  that  we  may 
act  intelligently.  And  yet,  up  to  the  present  time, 
no  reply  has  been  received  to  this  order  or  from 
the  other  orders.  Either  the  heads  of  departments 
are  not  properly  replying  to  the  Mayor  or  the 
Mayor's  office  is  not  properly  replying  to  the  City 
Council.  It  is  my  own  impression  that  the  source 
of  the  trouble  is  really  in  the  Mayor's  office,  al- 
though I  cannot  at  this  moment  make  that  as  a 
positive  statement.  I  do  feel  justified  in  making 
the  statement  I  have  now  made,  as  a  member 
of  this  Council,  charged  with  dilatory  methods  by 
the  Mayor's  office.  I  feel  that  the  statement 
which  has  been  sent  out  from  the  Mayor's  office 
as  to  the  position  of  this  body  does  not  give  the 
true  condition  of  affairs,  and  I  think  the  statement 
I  have  made  thoroughly  explains  the  attitude  of 
the  Council  and  shows  that  blame  for  dilatory 
methods  does  not  rest  on  this  body.

The  old  greenhouses  at  East  Cottage  street  are 
obsolete  and  in  poor  condition.  The  Board  be- 
lieves it  would  be  good  business  judgment  to  trans- 
fer the  location  of  the  greenhouses  to  the  center  of 
the  department  activities  in  Franklin  Park,  where 
better  general  superintendence  can  be  maintained 
and  the  saving  of  labor  alone  by  this  change  will 
amount  to  approximately  So, 000  a  year.  In  addi- 
tion the  necessary  repairs  at  the  greenhouse  which 
are  demanded  each  year,  amounting  to  between 
$2,000  and  S3.000,  can  also  be  saved  for  some  time 
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to  come.  The  land  at  present  owned  by  the  city  at 
East  Cottage  street  can  be  disposed  of  for  over 
$50,000.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  personally  investigated  the 
system  in  use  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
inspection  of  elevators,  and  respectfully  report  as 
follows : 

The  elevator  inspection  system  is  ca-ried  on 
under  a  bureau  in  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
and  consists  of  the  following  personnel  and  their 
salaries: 

Chief S3.500  00 

Deputy  chief 2,000  00 

Twenty-two  elevator  inspectors 1,200  00 

Two  tank  inspectors 1,350  00 

One  chief  clerk,  three  clerks 1,100  00 

One  stenographer 1 ,000  00 

One  messenger 900  00 

One  cleaner 480  00 

In  addition  to  their  salaries  the  above  force  this 
year,  1919,  are  receiving  a  bonus  of  10  per  cent. 
The  expenses  for  running  the  bureau  tor  the  year 
1917  were  S3S.341.71,  and  the  receipts  or  revenue 
were  S69,647.89.  For  191S  the  expenditures  were 
§42,547.35,  and  the  receipts  or  income  were 
$70,082.30. 

The  city  is  divided  into  nineteen  districts,  each 
district  having  approximately  450  elevators  of 
various  types  and  is  in  charge  of  one  inspector. 
These  elevators  are  inspected  trom  once  to  four 
times  a  year  according  to  type.  The  inspectors 
receive  from  the  office  each  Saturday  the  mem- 
oranda ot  the  elevators  they  are  to  inspect  the 
following  week,  and  they  also  return  the  inspec- 
tion reports  of  the  work  they  did  the  pre\  ious  week, 
Saturday  being  the  only  day  on  which  these  in- 
spectors are  required  to  report  to  the  office  in  per- 
son. No  work  is  done  outside  of  business  hours 
except  the  inspection  of  pressure  tanks,  which 
work  is  done  at  night  or  on  a  Sunday  and  for  which 
services  inspectors  are  not  paid,  but  are  given  equal 
time  off  to  make  up  for  overtime. 

Fees  charged  in  Philadelphia  are  in  consequence 
of  an  ordinance  passed  April  19,  1917,  and  pro- 
vides for  an  annual  charge  for  each  certificate  of 
inspection  and  each  annual  reissue  for  each  elevator 
lift  or  hoist.  "For  power-driven  elevators  in 
buildings  eight  stories  and  under  in  height,  ten  (10) 
dollars;  for  power-driven  elevators  in  buildings 
nine  to  twelve  stories,  inclusive,  in  height,  fifteen 
(15)  dollars;  for  power-driven  elevators  in  build- 
ings over  twelve  stories  in  height,  twenty  (20) 
dollars;  for  hand  elevators,  five  (5)  dollars;  for 
hand-power  pavement  lifts,  two  (2)  dollars;  for 
sling  hoists,  two  (2)  dollars.  For  each  builder's 
hoist  in  buildings  eight  stories  and  under  in  height, 
one  fee,  which  shall  not  be  an  annual  fee.  of  ten  (10) 
dollars  shall  be  charged;  for  each  builder's  hoist 
in  buildings  nine  stories  and  over  in  height,  one 
fee,  which  shall  not  be  an  annual  fee.  of  fifteen 
(15)  dollars  shall  be  charged;  for  tank  inspection, 
one  fee,  which  shall  not  be  an  annual  fee,  of  five  (5) 
dollars  for  each  inspection  shall  be  charged. 

The  following  charges  are  made  for  permits  to 
install  an  elevator  or  for  repairs  amounting  to  over 
$25: 

To  erect  or  repair  an  elevator  in  a  building  under 
nine  stories,  $2;  to  erect  an  elevator  in  a  building 
over  nine  stories  and  under  thirteen  stories,  S3;  to 
erect  or  repair  an  elevator  in  buildings  thirteen 
stories  and  over,  S4. 

_  In  Boston,  under  the  provisions  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Elevator  and  Escalator  Reg- 
ulations, an  actual  load  test  of  safety  devices  and 
speed  governors  must  be  made  at  least  once  a  year 


on  all  elevators,  both  freight  and  passenger,  while 
in  Philadelphia  this  test  is  only  required  upon  the 
installation  of  a  new  elevator. 

The  system  of  revenues  received  in  Philadel- 
phia could  be  adopted  in  Boston,  if  deemed  expe- 
dient, but  would  be  greatly  diminished  in  amount 
owing  to  the  height  limits  of  buildings  here  as  re- 
stricted by  the  building  law,  namely,  125  feet  ex- 
treme height  in  District  A,  SO  feet  in  District  B, 
with  certain  .exceptions  noted  in  the  law.  If  the 
system  of  fees  above  referred  to  is  inaugurated 
here,  on  lines  similar  to  those  adopted  In  Phila- 
delphia, the  department  would  secure  no  benefit 
from  it  either  in  increases  of  salaries  or  running 
expenses,  as  the  department  is  now  ob'iged  to  turn 
over  all  revenues  received  to  the  City  Collector 
and  no  special  or  direct  benefit  accrues  to  the  de- 
partment. 

The  inspectors  in  the  Elevator  Division  of  this 
department  are  all  drawn  from  civil  serrice  lists 
and  are  certified  as  competent.  The  department 
can  make  no  other  appointment  than  from  such 
lists.  Elevator  inspectors  are  required  to  hare 
served  at  least  five  years  as  practical  elevator  me- 
chanics to  be  eligible.  The  examinations  for  these 
positions  by  the  Civil  Sc-vice  Commission  are 
broad,  comprehensive,  rigid  and  practical.  Men 
without  the  necessary  qualifications  cannot  be 
appointed  as  elevator  inspectors,  no  matter  how 
low  priced  they  may  be.

Deer  Island  was  included  in  the 
consolidation  and  the  objection  to  that  largely 
voiced  in  the  Council  at  the  time  as  I  remember  it 
was  that  they  did  not  want  to  have  the  administra- 
tion of  charitable  institutions  under  the  Penal  Insti- 
tutions head.  That  has  apparently  been  cured  by 
this  ordinance,  the  prospective  head  of  which 
would  be  the  commissioner  of  public  wards.  As 
I  read  the  ordinance  it  strikes  me  as  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  toward  the  correct  administration 
of  city  affairs  to  have  one  administrative  head  of 
the  department  and  have  the  various  subdivisions 
under  the  jurisdiction  and  immediate  direction  of 
a  superintendent.  There  is  no  mingling  in_  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  term  between  the  divisions. 
It  impresses  me  as  a  step  in  the  interest  of  efficiency 
not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  economy  but  from 
the  larger  standpoint — the  better  care  of  the 
wards  of  the  city — and  I  shall  vote  for  the  ordi- 
nance. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  opposed  the 
original  ordinance  because  at  that  time,  as  it  was 
drawn,  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  was 
included  in  the  original  order.  I  had  an  honest 
objection  to  having  the  Children's  Institutions 
Department  and  the  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 
ment cooperating  in  that  way.  In  this  particular 
ordinance  the  Pena!  Institutions  Department  has 
been  removed  and  the  objection  I  had  at  that 
time  has  been  removed.  Therefore  I  feel  that 
this  ordinance  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  and  I 
am  going  to  vote  for  it. 

The  ordinance  was  rejected,  yeas  2,  nays  5:

INFORMATION  ASKED  FROM  MR.  WOOD- 
RUFF. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  Frederick 
O.  Woodruff,  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  be  invited  to  appear  before  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Council  to  give 
information  in  connection  with  the  statement 
relative  to  the  tax  rate  of  Boston  published  in  the 
newspapers  December  21. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
move  reconsideration  of  the  reference,  hoping 
that  the  same  will  not  prevail.  The  object  of  the 
order  is  simply  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  the  newspaper  item 
that  appeared  in  the  Boston  papers  of  yesterday, 
in  which  Mr.  Woodruff,  the  official  secretary  of 
the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange,  has 
given  utterance  to  such  thoughts  that  I  would  like 
to  know  positively  whether  he  is  giving  us  informa- 
tion that  is  correct  or  not.     He  says: 

"The  Finance  Commission,  also  the  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  through  the  Massachusetts 
Real  Estate  Exchange,  have  been  fighting  the 
increase  of  taxes  since  1907,  when  they  were  $15.90 
per  thousand,  and  if  Mayor  Peters  is  allowed  the 
increase  of  $4  or  $5  which  he  now  asks  of  the  Legis- 
lature, together  with  the  inevitable  increase  of 
state  and  county  tax,  the  tax  rate  for  1920  will 
amount  to  at  least  $26  or  $27  per  thousand." 

As  a  taxpayer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  would 
like  to  know  how  it  is  that  Mr.  Woodruff  arrives 
at  the  conclusion  that  if  the  request  of  the  Legisla- 
ture is  granted  the  tax  rate  is  going  to  be  increased 
to  the  high  rate  of  S26  or  $27  per  thousand?  I 
want  to  know,  if  that  is  a  fact,  how  Mr.  Woodruff 
arrives  at  that  conclusion,  and  if  it  is  not  a  fact,  why 
he  cares  to  give  out  that  searehead  to  the  public. 
I  notice  later  in  his  article  that  Mr.  Woodruff 
makes  this  statement: 

"Mayor  Peters  claims  that  he  must  have  more 
money  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  employees  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  including  the  laborers.  It  is 
a  fact  that  laborers  working  for  Boston  contractors 
receive  §4  a  day,  but  the  average  time  that  these 
laborers  work  is  only  200  days  out  of  the  year; 
at  $4  a  day  this  would  amount  per  year  to  $800." 

That  paragraph  carries  the  thought,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  the  laborers  working  for  private  con- 
tractors in  the  City  of  Boston  are  receiving  an 
average  of  $4  a  day,  that  being  quoted  as  a  fact  by 
Mr.  Woodruff.  My  information  leads  me  to 
believe  that  laborers  working  for  private  con- 
tractors are  and  have  been  for  some  time  receiving 
nearer  $5  a  day  than  $4.  I  want  to  know  as  a  fact 
whether  the  average  price  paid  by  private  con- 
tractors to  laborers  is  $4  a  day,  as  stated  by  Mr. 


Woodruff,  or  $5  a  day,  as  stated  to  me;  and  I  want 
an  opportunity  to  inquire  of  Mr.  Woodruff  if  the 
average  wage  paid  to  laborers  is  $4  a  day  by  pri- 
vate contractors,  making  an  average  per  annum  of 
S800,  whether  Mr.  Woodruff  believes  that  that 
condition  should  exist,  whether  that  represents  a 
proper  American  standard  of  living  for  laborers. 
He  says: 

"The  laborers  of  the  City  of  Boston  receive  S3. 50 
per  day  at  the  present  time,  but  they  are  paid  for 
every  working  day  in  the  year,  whether  they  work 
or  not.  They  are  paid  if  they  are  sick;  they  hare 
two  weeks'  vacation,  with  pay,  and  they  hare  a 
pension." 

I  want  to  know  where  Mr.  Woodruff  got  his 
information,  which  he  gives  to  the  public  as  a 
matter  of  fact  that  laborers  in  the  employ  of  the 
City  of  Boston  are  paid  for  their  services  when 
they  are  sick,  my  information  being  to  the  con- 
trary. They  do  receive  two  weeks'  vacation,  as 
stated,  and  they  do  have  a  pension.  He  goes  on: 
"Therefore,  they  are  paid  practically  for  300 
days  per  year;  at  S3. 50  a  day  this  would  amount  to 
S1.050." 

And  he  asks  the  question,  which  are  the  better 
off,  the  city  laborers  or  those  working  for  private 
contractors,  under  the  circumstances  stated.  I 
would  like  to  receive  information  in  regard  to  those 
matters.  Perhaps  the  gentleman  is  in  a  position 
to  give  me  the  information.  That  is  my  object  in 
asking  that  he  appear  before  this  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council.     He  says  later  on: 

"A  majority  of  the  real  estate  interests  believe 
there  are  but  two  departments  in  the  city  run  on  a 
business  basis.  These  are  the  Building  Depart- 
ment and  the  Board  of  Health.  All  other  depart- 
ments, so  far  as  we  can  learn,  are  overcrowded 
we  believe,  on  account  of  political  influence,  and  if 
Mayor  Peters  would  employ  capable  efficiency 
experts  and  engineers  to  go  through  the  several 
departments  of  the  city,  weeding  out  unnecessary 
extravagance  and  expense,  he  would  then  give  the 
taxpayers  a  square  deal." 

As  a  member  of  the  City  Council  and  a  taxpayer 
I  am  interested  to  know  the  facts  in  this  case.  If 
the  gentleman  has  information,  this  is  the  place  to 
give  the  information.  This  is  the  appropriating 
body  of  the  City  Council,  the  body  that  will  have 
to  handle  the  budget  next  year,  as  it  has  in  other 
years.  I  cannot  help  commenting  on  the  fact  that 
in  other  years  when  the  budget  has  been  before 
the  City  Council  there  has  been  not  one  single 
individual  connected  with  the  Massachusetts  Real 
Estate  Exchange  who  has  seen  fit  to  come  here  and 
throw  any  light  on  the  matters  before  us  or  give 
any  encouragement  or  help  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  when  they  have  been  handling  the  budget. 
I  would  like  to  know  if  there  is  anything  in  this 
statement  that  is  made  here.  I  want  to  have  the 
gentleman  given  an  opportunity  to  prove  the  state- 
ment, to  prove  the  facts  that  he  sets  forth,  what  he 
gives  to  the  public  as  facts,  placing  us  in  a  position 
where  we  may  be  able  to  ascertain  the  true  facts; 
or,  if  it  is  a  bluff,  where  we  can  call  the  bluff.  The 
gentleman  says: 

"The  present  rate  of  $23.60  per  thousand  is  high 
enough  in  itself;  but  it  is  a  well  established  fact  that 
real  estate  in  the  West  End,  South  End  and  parts 
of  the  North  End  and  Dorchester  district  are  over- 
taxed more  than  870,000,000.  Therefore,  the 
owners  of  this  particular  real  estate  are  paying 
nearer  S30  per  thousand  than  S23.60." 

I  rather  agree  with  that  conclusion,  that  real 
estate  in  the  suburban  districts  of  Boston  is  taxed 
away  beyond  its  real  value;  but  I  notice  that  the 
gentleman  sees  fit  to  say  nothing  whatsoever 
about  the  fact  that  real  estate  in  the  downtown 
section  of  Boston,  in  the  large  wholesale  and  retail 
districts,  sells,  and  always  did  sell,  at  25,  50  to  100 
per  cent  more  than  the  tax  valuation.  I  want  to 
know  why  the  gentleman  sees  fit  to  paint  one  side 
of  the  picture  and  not  the  other.  I  would  like  to 
have  an  opportunity  to  ask  him  that  question,  to 
get  him  in  here  and  have  him  give  us  facts  that 
will  be  of  help  to  us  when  the  time  comes  to  give 
the  budget  consideration.  This  is  this  man's 
business  all  days  in  the  year.  I  do  not  want  to  be 
understood  by  the  members  of  the  Council  or  by 
the  Press  as  making  anything  in  the  nature  of 
an  attack,  to  be  played  up  in  the  papers,  on  the 
Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange.  I  have 
no  such  thought  in  mind.  My  thought  is  to 
give  the  gentleman  an  opportunity  to  state  and 
prove  his  case,  if  he  has  a  case,  and  to  give  us  the 
benefit  of  his  wisdom,  perhaps  giving  us  some 
light  that  will  enable  us  to  do  an  intelligent  piece 
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of  work  in  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  when 
we  consider  the  budget  items  for  the  next  fiscal 
year. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Mayor  will  be  here  shortly,  and  some 
members  of  the  Council  may  desire  to  say  a  word 
in  open  meeting  in  connection  with  this  matter,  I 
trust  that  when  the  Mayor  comes  we  will  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  speak  in  regard  to  it. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  have  an 
order  along  practically  the  same  lines,  and  I  would 
move  that  both  be  considered  together. 

President  FORD — The  question  first  comes  on 
Coun.  Hagan's  motion  to  reconsider  reference 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  hoping  it  will  not 
prevail. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared  lost,  and 
the  matter  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand by  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee 
that  discussion  of  this  matter  at  this  time  is  delayed 
until  after  the  Executive  Committee  meets? 

President  FORD — No,  discussion  is  still  open, 
if  the  councilor  wants  to  talk  to  the  motion.  The 
councilor  who  introduced  the  order  wished  to  have 
it  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  but,  in 
order  to  address  the  body,  he  made  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  hoping  the  same  would  not  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON— But  you  have  decided  that 
the  motion  to  reconsider  does  not  prevail? 

President  FORD— Yes,  sir. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then,  I  doubt  the  vote,  Mr. 
President. 

A  roll  call  was  taken,  and  the  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee  was  reconsidered,  yeas  7, 
nays  2,  Coun.  COLLINS  and  FORD  voting  nay. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President 

President  FORD — Coun.  Moriarty's  motion  or 
order  is  not  in  order  at  the  present  time.  There  is 
a  matter  before  the  house  which  must  be  disposed 
of.  We  will  suspend  for  a  moment.  The  Mayor 
is  here,  desirous  of  addressing  the  Council. 


ADDRESS    BY    MAYOR    PETERS    ON    TAX 
LIMIT. 

Mayor  Peters  entered  the  chamber  at  this  point, 
and  addressed  the  body  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston, — It  is  ever  my  desire  to  keep 
the  Council  fully  informed  of  city  affairs,  as  I  am 
sure  they  wish  to  cooperate  and  assist  in  all  prob- 
lems affecting  the  city.  I  therefore  feel  it  my  duty 
at  this  time  to  tell  them  exactly  the  situation  as 
regards  pending  legislation  which  concerns  the  tax 
limit.  As  the  Council  is  well  aware,  having 
attended  the  hearing  at  the  State  House,  there  is  a 
bill  before  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature 
which  provides  for  increasing  the  tax  limit  of  the 
City  of  Boston  from  $3,  which  was  the  increase  for 
the  last  two  years,  to  $5.  This  bill  was  reported 
by  the  legislative  committee  with  an  amendment, 
making  the  increase  $4,  or  $1  more  than  we  had 
last  year.  The  bill  was  considered  by  the  House 
of  Representatives,  as  you  all  know,  and  was  there 
amended  so  that  the  amount  of  the  increase  would 
be  $3.  It  was  then  sent  to  the  Senate  and  was 
amended  so  that  the  increase  would  be  $i,  at  which 
it  now  stands.  If  the  Senate  passes  it  for  that 
amount  or  amends  it  so  that  it  will  provide  for  an 
increase  of  $5,  it  would  then  go  back  to  the  House 
for  concurrence.  As  the  matter  is  so  vitally  im- 
portant, I  thought  I  ought  to  tell  you  exactly  the 
situation  as  it  is  and  point  out  to  you,  what  I  am 
sure  you  will  appreciate,  the  vital  facts  of  the  vital 
bearing  that  the  bill  will  have  on  the  government 
of  the  city  the  following  year  in  connection  with 
the  preparation  of  the  budget.  The  bill  originally 
asked,  as  you  will  remember,  for  an  increase  of  S5 
in  the  tax"  limit.  On  the  estimates  as  submitted, 
with  no  increase  in  salaries,  there  would  have  been 
provided  in  that  event  an  amount  somewhat  less 
than  half  a  million  dollars  to  be  used  for  increases. 
If  we  were  able  to  cut  from  the  estimated  budget 
for  this  year  the  same  amount  as  was  cut  last  year, 
a  million  dollars,  we  would  then  have  a  million 
and  a  half  to  be  used.  That  there  is  need  of  an 
increase  in  the  pay  of  the  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston  I  think  none  of  us  can  question.  We  have 
demands  from  the  laborers,  we  have  a  request 
from  the  Police  Commissioner  that  there  be  a  larger 


allowance  made  to  his  department  for  salaries  for 
this  year,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  adjust  the 
Fire  Department  on  a  similar  scale.     If  we  increase 
the   laborers  we  must  increase  the  mechanics  and 
the  clerks.     As  you  are  aware,  not  since  the  tre- 
mendous increase  in  the  cost  of  living,  owing  to  the 
war,  has  there  been  any  increase  in  the  salaries  of 
employees  getting  $1,800  and  more.     So  this  year 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  city  put  in  such  a 
financial  position  that  it  can,  if  possible,  recognize 
some   of   the   very   just   demands    of   those    men. 
There  has  been  prepared,  and  we  are  using  it,— 
and  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  have  you  look  at  it,  if 
you  can  see  it  from  where  you  sit, — a  table  with 
these  lines  here.     This  line   (pointing)   shows  the 
City  of  Boston's  share  of  the  state  tax,  and  goes  in 
this  direction  until  it  disappears;  this  second  line 
you  see  represents  the  cost  of  living;  tnis  line  shows 
the  School  Committee  figures;  this  line  shows  the 
expenditures    by    city    departments     other    than 
schools.     You   will  see,  taking  the  expenditures  of 
city   departments   other   than   schools,    that   they 
have  increased  only  a  very  small  proportion  of  the 
total   increase,    and   not   in    accordance   with   the 
increase  either  in  the  state,  county  or  schools.     To 
reduce  it  to  a  percentage  basis,  from  1904  to  1919 
the  state  tax  has  increased  296  per  cent,  the  county 
tax  58  per  cent,  the  schools  70  per  cent,  and  the 
city  departments  under  the  direct  charge  ot   the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  only  20  per  cent.     That 
there  is  opposition  to  this  has  been  made  apparent 
both  by  the  statement  which  you  have  seen  in  the 
newspapers  by  the  men  who  have  appeared  t  efore 
the  committee,  and  by  the  statements  made  on  the 
floor  by  members  of  the  Legislature.     But  I  am 
bringing  this  matter  up  now  so  that  the  Council 
may  be  fully  informed  as  to  what  the  situation 
is  and  as  to  its  seriousness,  as  affecting  the  City  of 
Boston.     With  the  same  amount  that  we  had  last 
year,  without  any  increase  in  salaries,  we  will  have 
$1,100,000   less   to   spend   than   last   year.     If   we 
have  $1  more  than  last  year,  it  would  still  give  us 
only  about  $400,000  more  to  spend  than  we  had 
last   year,    and,    without  any  increase  in  salaries, 
that  would  not  make  up  the  necessary  estimated 
increase  of  the  cost  of  running  the  various  depart- 
ments.    That  we  are  facing  a  situation  whicn  is 
a  serious  one  to  the  City  of  Boston  no  one  can 
deny,  and,  taking  these  people  who  are  opposed  to 
an  increase  in  the  tax  limit,   I  have  yet  to  hear 
from  any  of  them  a  constructive  suggestion  that 
would  be  of  possible  help  in  meeting  the  situation. 
Fault  is  found  that  the  taxes  of  the  City  of  Boston 
have  not  been  collected  as  promptly  as  they  should 
be    but,  as  I  pointed  out  to  the  Legislature,   the 
reason    for    the    delay     in    collecting    the    large 
amount    of    uncollected    taxes    on    real    estate    is 
because  the   Legislature   would   not  pass   the   bill 
which    we    introduced    increasing    the    penalty    of 
overdue    real    estate    taxes.     They    compare    our 
failure  to  collect  real  estate  taxes  with  the  prompt 
collection   of   taxes  by  the  Federal  and  state  gov- 
ernments, apparently  overlooking  the  fact  that  in 
the  case  of  both  the  Federal  and  the  state  govern- 
ment  there   are   the   most   drastic   provisions   for 
penalties  in  case  the  taxes  are  not  paid  by  a  certain 
date,  while  in  our  case  the  only  penalty  is  a  (>  per 
cent  rate  on  unpaid  tax  bills.     The  result  is,  with 
the  prevailing  rate  on  money,  that  many  real  estate 
people  downtown    hold    back  a  large  balance   of 
their  taxes,  finding  it  more  profitable  to  use  their 
money  in  other  ways  than  paying  the  money  owed 
to   the   city.     That  is   the   reason,   as   you   know, 
why  there  is  a  large  tax  balance  out,  and  it  cannot 
be  collected  unless  we  have  a  change  in  the  law. 
I  have  come  before  this  meeting  of    the  Council 
so  that  I  might  present  to  you  gentlemen  just  the 
situation  as  it  presents  itself  to  us.     The  City  of 
Boston,  if  the  bill  the  city  has  introduced  to  in- 
crease the  tax  limit  fails  to  pass,   will  be  face  to 
face  with   the  problem   of  a   very   drastic  curtail- 
ment   of   its   public  service.   That    such    a    curtail- 
ment cannot  be   undertaken   without   a  discharge 
of  city  employees  and  a  very  serious  interference 
with  the  public  business,  no  one  can  question.     I 
can  only  say  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
bring  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  before  the 
members  of  both   the  House  and   the  Senate.     I 
simply  feel  that  today,  in  justice  to  you,  I  should 
tell  you  the  facts,  in  order  that  I  may  have  your 
full   support   and    cooperation.     I    desire   to   have 
you   completely   informed   of   the  situation   which 
we  are  facing. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  like  to  ask  his  Honor 
tin-  Mayor  a  question,  Mr.  President,  Mr  Mayor, 
will   you   furnish   the  Council   with   a   list   of   the 
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names  of  the  people  who  have  failed  to  pay  taxes 
on  their  real  estate,  I  mean  the  big  fellows  who  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  situation  in  a  profiteering 
way,  in  the  matter  of  non-payment  of  taxes? 

Mayor  PETERS— I  could  not  pass  on  the 
motives  of  people  in  not  paying  their  taxes,  Mr. 
Watson,  but  I  certainly  could  have  a  list  made  of 
those  tax  bills  which  are  unpaid. 

Coun.  WATSON— And  with  the  names  of  the 
individuals? 

Mayor  PETERS— With  the  names  of  the  in- 
dividuals. But  may  I  suggest,  in  order  to  facilitate 
matters,  that  the  councilor  suggest  some  limit,  I 
mean,  as  including  those  whose  tax  bills  amount  to 
more  than  a  certain  sum? 

Coun.  WATSON— I  don't  care  for  the  small 
fellows,  Mr.  Mayor,  those  paying  taxes  on  $8,000  or 
$9,000  worth  of  property.  I  do  not  mean  the 
householders.  I  mean  the  large  interests.  I  think 
the  Mayor  knows  what  I  have  in  mind  I  have  in 
mind  fellows  who  can  save  money  by  not  paying 
their  taxes,  and  borrowing  it  from  some  bank, 
where  they  may  say  that  they  pay  6  per  cent,  but 
where  thev  really  get  it  for  far  less. 

Mayor  PETERS— I  think  I  would  be  very  glad 
to  do  that. 

Coun.    McLAUGHLIN— Mr.     Mayor,    it     has 
been    reported,    said,    that    the    Council    and    the 
Mayor  s  office  have  not  been  working  much  in  con- 
junction, one  with  the  other.     I  don't  know  what 
the  experience  has  been  previous  to  my  joining  the 
Council  or  having  been  elected  to  it,  and  of  course 
I  limit  my  remarks  to  the  situation  during  the  past 
year.     During  the  past  year,  to  my  way  of  viewing 
things,  the  Council  has  been  extremely  considerate 
in  dealing  with  everything  you  have  asked  it  to 
consider  pertaining  to  the  financial  welfare   of  the 
entire  city.     We  have  been  condemned  somewhat, 
although    I    think    rather    thoughtlessly,    for    not 
showing  a  spirit  of   cooperation.     That  misstate- 
ment of  fact,  as  I  see  it,  may  have  been  caused 
through  various  reasons;  but,  Mr.  Mayor,  in  order 
that  there  may  be   no   misunderstanding  on  this 
particular  matte'-  on  which  we  are  now  talking, 
while  you  are  here,  as  you  have  seen  fit  to  come 
here  and  honor  us  with  your  presence  and  tell  us 
how  you  feel  on  this  matter,  I  think  it  is  only  fair 
that  you  should  go  a  step  further  and  make  some 
suggestion  to  the  Council  as  to  how  we  can  manifest 
to  you  the  fact  that  we  are  desirous  of  cooperating 
with  you,  so  that  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  give  you  the  opportunity  you  wish,  or  to 
consider  this  matter  as  you  think  it  should  be  con- 
sidered, the  Council  will  not  be  again  accused  of 
having  been  remiss  in  its  duty.     So,  while  you  are 
here,  Mr.  Mayor,  having  told  us  very  plainly  about 
the  terrible  and  dire  things  that  are  likely  to  happen 
through  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  enact  this 
piece  of  legislation,   I  wish  you  would  tell  us  in 
what  way  we  can  cooperate.     I  would  simply  like 
to  have  you  state  how  you  think  we  can  best  uphold 
you  in  the  work  you  are  trying  to  do,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  a  greater  measure  of  success  in  the 
matter  arid  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunder- 
standing in  the  future  as  to  the  Council's  position. 
Mayor  PETERS — I  would   have  delicacy  in  sug- 
gesting  at   any   time   to   the   Council   what   they 
should  do;  but,  in  view  of  the  question  just  asked 
me,  it  seems  to  me  the  thing   most  helpful  now 
would   be   for   the   Council   to   indicate   that   this 
matter  had  its  full  and  unanimous  support,  that  it 
was  really  a  critical  situation  which  was  facing  the 
city  and  that  the  Council  gave  its  complete  support 
to  the  bill  providing  for  an  increase  of  So  in  the  tax 
limit,  thus  placing  the  responsibility  clearly  on  the. 
Legislature  if  it  will  not  give  the  amount  of  money 
which  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  representing 
the  citizens  of   Boston  reasonably  consider  essential 
to  running  the  city  in  the  coming  vear. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— As  I  understand  it, 
Mr.  Mayor,  the  Council  took  it  upon  themselves,  at 
your  suggestion,  to  go  before  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee considering  this  matter,  where  all  but  two 
were  publicly  recorded  in  favor  of  the  measure. 
One  of  those  two  sent  word  by  a  reputable  peson 
that  he  wished  to  be.  recorded  in  favor  of  it,  and  the 
other  was  absent  for  some  reason  which  I  don[t 
know.  That  gentleman  can  himself  explain  his 
position,  if  he  so  desires.  But  we  are  already,  Mr. 
Mayor,  on  record  in  a  public  hearing  at  the  Legis- 
lature in  favor  of  this  bill.  So  whatever  action  we 
take  would  be  simply  a  repetition  of  what  has 
already  transpired.  May  I  ask  you,  Mr.  Mayor, 
what  further  action  we  can  take  to  impress  upon 
you  our  position  and  also  to  impress  upon  the 
Legislature  our  position  upon  this  matter,  the  serious 


effect  that  we  feel  will  follow  the  failure  to  pass  this 
bill?     What  can  we  do  further  to  help  you? 

Mayor  PETERS— I  think,  as  I  have  just  stated, 
that  it  would  be  helpful  if  the  Council  should  state 
its  position  clearly  by  vote  of  the  body,  because, 
while  your  members  appeared  before  the'eommittee 
individually  and  stated  that  they  approved  of  the 
bill,  the  fact  that  they  were  before  the  committee, 
and  the  substance  of  what  they  said,  will  of  course 
not  be  known  to  a  great  many  of  the  legislators.  I 
think  action  by  the  Council  today,  when  the  matter 
is  before  the  members  of  the  House,  showing  your 
attitude  and  the  fact  that  you  appreciate  what  a 
menace  there  is  in  the  present  situation,  that  you 
fully  appreciate  the  vital  importance  of  the  hill  and 
desire  to  have  the  tax  limit  increased  as  asked  for, 
will  impress  upon  the  members  ol  the  House  and  the 
Senate  the  importance  that  you  think  attaches  to 
the  matter,  as  directly  representing  the  citizens  of 
Boston.  Today  and  for  the  next  few  days,  as  at  no 
other  time,  the  Boston  tax  rate  question  is  in  the 
minds  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  action 
taken  both  by  the  Council  and  the  Mayor  at  this 
time  will  receive  particular  attention  there.  I 
have  not  only  appeared  personally,  but  haTe  ex- 
pressed my  views  in  writing,  in  a  personal  way. 
You  have  already  appeared  personally,  and  I  think 
you  might  now  well  take  formal  action  on  behalf  of 
the  city  of  Boston,  have  that  action  noted  in  the 
newspapers,  and  a  memorandum  of  it  sent  to  the 
members  of  the  Legislature. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  keep  the  Mayor  on  the  pan  too  long,  but  I 
would  like  to  ask  him  if  he  does  not  think  it  would 
be  necessary,  in  order  that  any  act  of  ours  be  con- 
sidered as  having  much  force,  that  it  be  unanimous? 

Mayor  PETERS — If  it  were  unanimous,  that 
would  add  tremendously  to  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — If  it  were  not  unanimous, 
might  it  not  put  us  in  a  false  light  before  the 
Legislature? 

Mayor  PETERS — I  think  it  might  be  serious. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  will  say  for  myself  that  I  will 
bring  the  thing  up  in  executive  session  and  see  if 
we  cannot  get  a  unanimous  vote.  If  we  cannot 
do  so,  would  it  be  your  position  that  we  should 
pass  it  by  majority  vote  and  let  the  minority  be 
shown  up? 

Mayor  PETERS— I  should  think,  as  the  ques- 
tion has  been  brought  up,  that  it  would  be  better 
to  do  that. 

There  being  no  futher  question,  Mayor  Peters 
retired  from  the  chamber. 


TAX    RATE    DISCUSSION     CONTINUED. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  the  following  order 
as  a  substitute  for  the  one  offered  by  Coun.  Hagan: 

That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  com- 
municate with  the  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts 
Real  Estate  Exchange  and  request  that  he  furnish 
the  source  of  his  information  and  the  facts  and 
figures  upon  which  he  based  the  statement  that 
only  two  of  the  city  departments  are  conducted  on 
an  efficient  basis,  and  that  all  the  other  depart- 
ments are  overcrowded. 

The  question  came  on  substitution. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will  say 
that  this  was  brought  to  my  attention  yesterday 
in  one  of  the  Boston  Sunday  papers: 

"Boston  government  cost  highest  in  United 
States.     Realty  Exchange  charges  over-taxation." 

I  will  say  that  I  agree  with  the  Realty  Exchange 
that  there  is  over-taxation,  but  not  in  the  right 
place.  The  over-taxation  is  in  our  residential 
sections,  instead  of  the  downtown  district,  where 
they  have  been  getting  away  with  it  for  years, 
having  the  small  property  owners  pay  taxes 
that  they  should  pay.  I  have  here  a  statement 
from  the  Collecting  Department  showing  that 
on  December  1,  1919,  there  were  outstanding 
for  1919  real  estate  taxes  for  the  whole  city  of 
S7, 194,300,  of  which  SI, 336,000  was  due  from 
the  owners  of  property  in  Ward  5,  the  business 
section  of  the  city.  And  yet  the  Real  Estate 
Exchange  comes  out  with  a  statement  like  that 
in  the  Boston  papers.  I  am  satisfied  to  get  »ny 
information  that  is  at  anybody's  hand,  but  I  say 
that  the  Real  Estate  Exchange  goes  to  the  State 
House  year  after  year  and  saddles  expense  onto 
the  City  of  Boston  under  which  we  are  now  being 
crushed.  Last  year  the  deficit  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railroad  raised  the  taxes  of  the  City  of 
Boston    $2.     Our    rate    of    $23.60  which  we    art 
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under  this  year  would  have  been  $21.60,  if  we  did 
not  have  to  meet  that  deficit.  The  Real  Estate 
Exchange  was  satisfied  to  have  that  saddled  on- 
to the  City  of  Boston.  They  say  that  only  two 
departments  are  efficiently  managed.  What  is 
the  Real  Estate  Exchange  afraid  of?  Are  they 
afraid  that  they  cannot  get  any  more  favors  from 
the  Building  Department  unless  they  single  out 
that  department  as  an  efficient  department  in 
this  way,  favors  that  they  are  now  receiving  and 
because  of  which  they  are  allowed  to  get  away 
with  things  that  are  unlawful?  Did  they  also 
single  out  the  Board  of  Health  because  the  in- 
spectors of  that  Board  might  otherwise  compel 
them  to  put  their  buildings  in  a  healthy  condition? 
They  singled  out  that  department  because  they 
are  not  living  up  to  the  laws  of  the  city  nor  of  the 
state  in  some  things  that  they  are  getting  away 
with  in  the  construction  of  buildings,  and  I  say 
that  knowingly,  being  a  building  trades  man. 
They  are  getting  away  with  almost  murder,  as 
far  as  the  construction  of  buildings  is  concerned. 
I  do  not  say  that  in  regard  to  this  administration 
of  the  Building  Department,  but  I  say  it  ever 
since  the  Building  Department  has  been  estab- 
lished and  the  Health  Department  the  same  way. 
Go  into  some  of  the  buildings  owned  by  the  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  and  you  will  see  that  their  build- 
ings are  not  complying  with  the  law,  as  far  as 
those  buildings  are  concerned.  But  they  single 
out  those  two  departments.  But  they  cannot 
go  into  the  newspapers  and  get  away  with  that. 
I  have  been  trying  to  get  another  ward  in  the  city, 
but  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  it  up  to  this  time. 
That  is  Ward  25.  If  I  had  only  Ward  25  figures, 
I  feel  that  their  percentage  there  would  be  almost 
the  same  as  the  percentage  in  the  downtown 
district,  that  is,  the  outstanding  unpaid  taxes 
representing  about  18  per  cent  of  the  taxes  owed 
to  the  city  for  1919,  Just  imagine  having  the 
Real  Estate  Exchange  come  out  as  it  has  done, 
knowing  those  things  to  be  true.  Then  they  come 
out  in  regard  to  the  laborers,  stating  that  the  pay 
that  outside  common  laborers  are  getting  is  $4 
a  day.  Why,  they  must  have  looked  up  statistics 
of  three  or  four  years  ago.  They  certainly  have 
not  got  the  present  figures  correct,  because  the 
laborer  is  getting  $5  a  day  on  outside  building 
construction,  and  not  $4  a  day,  as  they  say,  and 
there  is  no  comparison  between  the  laborer  for 
the  city  and  those  working  outside.  I  think  the 
Real  Estate  Exchange  should  at  least  get  the 
truth  before  going  into  the  newspapers,  and  should 
try  to  inform  the  public  as  to  the  real  truth.  It 
is  along  the  same  line  as  a  statement  by  a  gentle- 
man here  at  a  public  hearing  a  short  while  ago, 
that  he  did  not  expect  to  make  anything  by  the 
widening  of  Eliot  street,  but  he  did  not  go  one 
step  further  and  sayfthat  he  did  intend  to  make 
money  on  his  holdings.  Steal!  Why,  if  the  city 
laborers  as  long  as  Boston  has  been  a  city  had  ever 
stolen  as  much  money  from  the  City  of  Boston  as 
this  same  Real  Estate  Exchange,  every  laborer 
that  works  for  the  city  would  now  be  behind  the 
bars  in  some  county  jail  or  in  prison.  I  am  not 
in  the  same  position  as  the  councilor  on  the  other 
side.  He  says  he  is  not  making  an  attack.  I  say 
openly  that  I  do  make  an  attack  and  that  I  mean 
it  as  an  attack.  I  mean  every  word  I  say,  as  express- 
ing the  truth,  and  I  say  that  every  word  they  say 
is  an  absolute  lie,  as  far  as  what  appears  in  the 
newspapers  is  concerned.  The  Mayor  has  come 
here  today  and  told  you  that  the  city  is  staggering. 
These  men  did  not  tell  you  in  the  paper  that  we 
are  the  only  city  in  this  entire  country  of  which 
the  state  regulates  the  tax  rate.  There  was  not 
one  word  to  that  effect.  I  am  not  in  accord  with 
the  policy  of  the  administration  we  are  now  under 
in  going  to  the  Legislature  year  after  year  and 
asking  that  we  be  given  the  privilege  of  doing 
certain  things,  if  you  please,  going  on  bended 
knees  andfasking  to  be  relieved  in  certain  ways, 
being  given  $1 ,  $2,  $3,  or  $5.  I  think  we  ought 
to  take  the  bull  by  the  horns  and  go  there  in  the 
very  near  future  and  ask  that  the  joke  be  taken 
from  the  City  of  Boston,  allowing  us  to  regulate 
our  own  tax  rate.  I  am  sick  and  tired  of  hearing 
men  who  live  outside  of  Boston  going  into  the 
newspapers  and  into  meetings  and  telling  citizens 
of  Boston  how  Boston  should  be  run.  If  they 
have  anything  of  a  constructive  nature,  they  know 
that  there  is  a  city  government  meeting  regularly. 
But  the  only  time  when  they  seem  to  remember 
that  there  is  a  city  government,  in  my  estimation, 
is  when  they  are  asked  to  contribute  to  the  Good 
Government  Association  fund,  to  be  used  at 
election  time.     I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  that 


I  am  not  particular  as  to  whether  my  order  is 
accepted  as  a  substitute  or  not.  My  situation  is 
this,  that  I  am  satisfied  if  they  both  take  the  same 
course,  the  one  introduced  by  the  councilor  on  the 
other  side  and  mine,  and  go  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  consideration.  I  trust  that  the  Real 
Estate  Exchange  will  be  placed  in  the  light  in  which 
it  should  be  placed,  that  it  will  be  forced  to  show 
its  hand,  and  we  will  find  when  we  press  the  matter 
that  it  has  nothing  in  its  hand. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  presume 
that  whatever  I  may  say  will  be  considered  as  an 
attack,  no  matter  how  mildly  I  may  put  it,  because 
I  do  intend  to  criticize  the  gentleman  who  has 
spoken  to  the  Press  concerning  the  city  govern- 
ment of  Boston.  First  of  all,  however,  I  desire, 
before  this  body  takes  any  notice  of  what  Mr. 
Woodruff,  as  the  paid  secretary  or  the  retainer  of 
the  real  estate  interests,  says,  to  check  up  his 
figures.  Why  should  we  take  the  figures  given  by 
Mr.  Woodruff  if  it  is  found  upon  eonsideration 
that  they  are  nowhere  near  correct?  Personally 
I  would  certainly  like  to  check  them  up  first.  I 
think  if  we  check  up  his  figures  we  will  come 
pretty  near  finding  out  that  what  he  says  is  not 
correct.  He  has  to  talk  in  this  way  at  the  present 
time  because  it  is  his  job,  his  business,  and  we 
should  not  take  it  too  seriously.  He  says  some- 
thing here  that  interests  me  very  much,  and  I 
don't  know  where  he  gets  his  information.  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  this  part  of  his  story  is 
correct — at  least,  this  part  of  it: 

"The  present  rate  of  $23. CO  per  thousand  is 
high  enough  in  itself,  but  it  is  a  well  established 
fact  that  real  estate  in  the  West  End,  South  End, 
parts  of  the  North  End  and  Dorchester  districts, 
are  overtaxed  more  than  $70,000,000." 

That  has  been  my  position  for  five  years.  The 
little  home  owner  and  the  little  man  with  little 
influence  has  to  bear  more  than  his  proportionate 
share  of  the  burden  of  taxes  in  this  city.  And  why? 
Because  the  great  big  real  estate  interests  which 
are  represented  by  this  man  in  particular  are  able 
to  use  every  influence  to  cajole  and  turn  about 
men  in  public  life  from  doing  that  which  is  their 
straight  bounden  duty.  We  know  that  the  great 
big  rich  man,  the  individual  who  has  more  money 
than  he  can  handle  with  four  or  five  bookkeepers, 
is  protected  every  single  time  when  the  question 
of  taxation  is  considered.  When  they  are  attacked 
they  never  complain  about  themselves  in  the  open, 
that  they  want  protection,  but  they  cry  for  the 
poor  little  house  owner.  Why  are  they  not  sub- 
mitting to  the  Mayor  of  this  year  and  of  past 
years  a  constructive  policy  for  placing  the  burden 
of  taxation  on  the  shoulders  of  those  best  able  to 
bear  it,  those  who  should  bear  it?  Now,  Mr. 
Woodruff,  whoever  he  may  be,  has  submitted 
many  figures  here  concerning  our  government.  I 
would  like  to  ask,  Mr.  President,  through  you,  that 
any  one  in  the  community  who  can  do  so  present 
to  us,  to  the  city  government,  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  as  the  executive  and  to  this  body  as  the 
legislative  body,  a  constructive  policy  whereby  we 
can  lower  taxes  and  keep  them  where  they  are. 
Generally  speaking,  these  people  simply  suggest  a 
decapitating  of  employees'  heads.  Do  they  want 
to  put  on  the  streets  of  Boston  more  unemployed? 
Do  they  want  to  add  to  the  already  great  body  of 
suffering  people  in  Boston,  people  who  are  unem- 
ployed and  underpaid,  many  more?  I  do  not 
believe  they  will  submit  that  plan.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  they  have  no  plan  that  they  can  submit 
in  the  way  of  a  constructive  policy,  showing  what 
can  be  done  to  better  conditions.  I  say  frankly 
that  I  have  been  re-elected  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  Mayor  of  the  city  said  I  should  not  be 
because  I  did  not  cooperate  with  him;  I  have 
been  re-elected,  because  I  have  shown  a  disposition 
to  do  what  I  could  do  in  the  way  of  raising  $15,000 
or  $20,000  more  to  help  out  the  city  in  the  matter 
of  increasing  rents  down  in  the  market,  and  be- 
cause of  other  action  I  have  taken  looking  to  the 
benefit  of  the  city  and  of  the  taxpayers  and  of 
the  employees  of  the  city.  I  have  been  criticised, 
but  nevertheless  the  people  have  re-elected  me. 
They  also  re-elected  me  because,  while  ashes  and 
garbage  have  not  been  collected  as  they  should  be, 
they  believed  me  when  I  said  the  city  force  was 
inadequate  to  handle  the  thing.  They  believed 
me  when  I  told  them  that  forty  horses  had  died 
in  the  sanitary  yards  last  year,  and  had  not  been 
replaced.  A  number  of  things  that  should  have 
been  done  were  not  done,  through  no  fault  of 
mine,  but  of  somebody  else.  I  want  to  say  em- 
phatically that  I  believe  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has 
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been  trying  to  'do  the  best  he  could  under  the 
circumstances.  There  is  not  much  more  that 
I  can  say  on  this  matter,  except  that  I  believe 
we  are  living  as  close  as  we  can  to  the  amount 
we  get  in  taxes.  I  will  say  frankly  and  to  the 
point  that  I  am  in  favor  of  paying  every  man 
in  the  city's  service  a  sufficient  wage  so  that 
he  can  live  as  a  human  being,  and  the  taxes  should 
be  placed  at  a  point  which  will  enable  the  City 
cff  Boston  to  be  run  properly,  and  not  higher 
than  that  point.  When  taxes  go  too  high,  neces- 
sarily it  affects  everybody  outside  of  City  Hall, 
and  also  affects  employees  of  the  city  as  well. 
I  will  back  up  any  resolution  asking  the  Legislature 
to  give  to  the  city  more  money  than  it  now  gets, 
in  order  to  pay  the  proper  and  adequate  city  wages 
and  expenses. 

The  orders  offered  by  Coun.  Hagan  and  by 
Coun.  Moriarty  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


RESOLVE  FAVORING  MAYOR'S  TAX  BILL. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  places  itself  on  record  as  favoring  the  bill  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  now  before  the  Massachu- 
setts Legislature,  relating  to  taxation  for  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
by  the  City  Clerk  to  the  clerks  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  Great  and  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts.

Dear  Sir, — The  City  Planning  Board  submits 
herewith  its  conclusions  with  regard  to  a  municipal 
building  in  East  Boston,  as  requested  in  the  fol- 
lowing order  passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its 
meeting  November  17,  1919: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Hoard  be 
requested,  througn  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  a 
study  of  the  possible  sites  in  East  Boston  for  a 
municipal  building,  and  report  to  the  City  Council, 
with  such  recommendations  as  to  the  character  of 
the  building  and  its  location  as  they  may  consider 
advisable. 

This  request  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council  is  in 

effect  a  duplicate  of  a  previous  order,  passed  under 
date  of  July  21,  1919,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Hoard  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  fur-

nish  the  City  Council  a  statement  of  the  available 
sites  for  a  municipal  building  in  East  Boston. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  original  request,  investiga- 
tions were  started  along  various  lines.  A  personal 
letter  was  addressed  to  the  senator  from  the  district, 
to  each  representative,  and  to  the  secretary  of  the 
East  Boston  Improvement  Association,  to  the 
effect  that  such  an  investigation  was  under  way, 
and  inviting  suggestions,  or  an  expression  of  opinion 
from  them  or  from  any  other  interested  citizen  of 
the  district.  A  similar  letter  was  addressed  to  the 
East  Boston  papers,  asking  that  they  give  the 
matter  proper  publicity,  and  extend  to  individuals 
and  organizations  generally  throughout  the  dis- 
trict an  invitation,  on  behalf  of  this  Board,  to  sub- 
mit their  opinions  or  suggestions  in  the  premises. 

As  a  result  of  the  above  solicitation,  only  one 
reply  was  received,  which  fact  might  be  inter- 
preted as  indicating  a  lack  of  local  interest  in  the 
project. 

The  functions  of  a  municipal  building  would 
seem  to  be  identical  with  those  of  the  old  fashioned 
"Town  Hall,"  a  convenient  place  for  public  gather- 
ings, library  accommodations  and,  in  the  modern 
buildings,  gymnasium  equipment,  shower  baths 
and  swimming  pool.  The  necessity  for  a  municipal 
building  in  a  locality,  therefore,  would  appear  to  be 
enhanced  or  lessened  in  proportion  as  these  facili- 
ties are  afforded,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  agencies 
already  existing. 

So  far  as  public  gatherings  in  East  Boston  are 
concerned,  the  Board  is»informed  by  the  School 
Committee  that  the  East  Boston  High  School,  and 
each  of  the  main  buildings  of  the  elementary  school 
districts  in  East  Boston,  seven  in  number,  lias  an 
assembly  hall.  These  halls  are  available  for  the 
use  of  the  public,  at  such  times  as  they  are  not 
being  utilized  for  regular  school  work,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a  small  fee  designed  to  cover  the  cost 
to  the  city  for  light,  heat  and  janitor  service 
From   September,    i918,   to  June,   1919,  seventeen 

Eermits  were  issued  for  the  use  of  these  various 
alls  for  purposes  other  than  the  regular  school 
work.  Of  this  number,  more  than  half  were 
for  the  use  of  Parent-Teachers'  Association 
meetings,  which  might  be  considered  as  affiliated 
with  the  regular  school  work.  The  limited 
number  of  requests  to  occupy  the  assembly  halls 
of  these  school  buildings  may  be  due  in  part  to 
the  fact  that  they  are  in  use  on  certain  evenings 
each  week  for  evening  schools  and  school  centers, 
and  further,  in  certain  cases,  to  the  inconvenience 
of  assembling  an  audience  in  a  hall  obstructed  with 
more  or  less  classroom  furniture.  Usually  there 
are  a  number  of  political  rallies  held  in  school 
buildings  in  the  district,  but  apparently  no  such 
permits  were  applied  for  or  issued  during  the  period 
specified. 

The  movement  in  favor  of  a  wider  use  of  school 
buildings  is  growing  steadily  throughout  the 
country.  This  is  particularly  true  so  far  as  their 
use  for  voting  purposes  is  concerned.  While 
Worcester  was  the  first  city  to  adopt  the  practice, 
it  was  rapidly  followed  by  Los  Angeles,  Grand 
Rapids,  Milwaukee,  Madison,  Salt  Lake  City, 
New  York,  Chicago,  San  Francisco  and  Denver. 
The  main  reason  advanced  for  this  custom  is  that 
it  is  educational;  that  it  establishes  the  schoolhouse 
as  the  eapitol  of  the  neighborhood, —  the  common 
meeting  place  of  the  people.  This  practice  is  also 
followed  in  Boston  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  is 
indicative  of  the  general  trend  toward  the  utiliza- 
tion of  schoolhouses  as  public  meeting  places.  The 
use  of  schoolhouses  by  the  various  exemption 
boards,  for  registration  and  other  purposes,  is 
another  indication  of  their  availability  for  public 
use.  This  possibility  should  be  encouraged  and 
developed  to  the  fullest  extent,  in  so  far  as  may  he 
consistent  with  the  regular  school  work.  No 
invasion  of  this  work  should  be  permitted  under 
any  circumstances. 

A  library  building  for  the  East  Boston  district, 
located  on  Meridian  street,  was  opened  to  the  public 
in  1914.  This  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $93,800 
and  houses  nearly  18,000  volumes.  There  is  in 
the  building  a  lecture  hall,  capable  of  seating  over 
300  persons  and  equipped  with  stereoptical,  re- 
flectoscope  and  aluminum  curtain.  This  hall  is 
available  for  civic  purposes,  other  than  political 
meetings,  during  the  time  the  branch  is  open  (9  a.m. 
to  9  p.  m.),  providing  no  admission  is  charged.  It 
has  been  used  to  a  limited  extent  for  public  lectures, 
Boy  Scout  work  and  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Board  of  Education.  During  the  war  the  room 
was  used  solely  by  the  Exemption  Board.  There 
is   also   a   reading   room   in   Orient   Heights,    1030 


Bennington  street,  which  houses  over  2, COO  volumes. 
With  these  facilities  the  library  needs  of  the|district 
would  seem  to  be  fairly  well  met. 

The  Paris  Street  Gymnasium,  now  in  its  twenty- 
second  year,  was  the  first  free  public  gymnasium  in 
this  country,  being  opened  to  the  public  in  1897. 
In  1910  the  old  building  was  razed,  and  a  new, 
modern  building  erected  which  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department,  in  its  1917  report,  stated 
to  be  nearer  the  ideal  for  a  gymnasium  and  bath 
house  than  any  building  then  under  the  control  of 
the  department.  The  report  further  stated  that  it 
had  excellent  equipment,  more  shower  baths,  the 
largest  floor  space,  and  the  largest  and  best  running 
track  of  any  of  their  gymnasia,  and  from  the  view- 
point of  efficiency  and  economy  ranks  fiist.  The 
equipment  consists  of  seventy-four  shower  baths, 
indoor  gymnasium  and  basket  ball  courts.  During 
the  war  it  was  leased  to  the  United  States  Army  for 
troops  engaged  in  patrolling  and  caring  for  wharves 
and  public  buildings  in  East  Boston,  but  it  has  now- 
been  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  Park  and  Recre- 
ation Department,  and  any  damage  which  has  been 
sustained  in  the  meantime  will  be  fully  repaired. 

The  City  Planning  Board,  in  1915,  made  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  East  Boston  district,  and 
at  that  time  reported  that: 

"Excellent  establishments  are  maintained  in 
East  Boston  for  bathing;  one  for  all  the  year  at  the 
bath  and  gymnasium  building  on  Paris  street,  and 
three  for  salt  water  bathing  in  summer  in  Wood 
Island  Park  and  in  each  of  the  floating  baths  at 
Border  street  and  Jeffries  Point.  Permanent 
bathing  beaches  or  pools  should  and  no  doubt  will 
in  time  take  the  place  of  the  floating  baths." 

Wood  Tsland  Park,  which  represents  an  invest- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  city  of  over  $400,000,  com- 
bines nearly  every  form  of  recreational  activity, 
including  outdoor  gymnasium,  shower  baths  and 
beach  bathing,  A  comprehensive  plan  for  its 
revision  and  extension  toward  Revere  and  Winthrop 
and  toward  the  city  proper  was  discussed  in 
detail  in  the  East  Boston  report  referred  to  above. 

At  no  time  during  the  investigation  of  conditions 
in  the  East  Br.ston  district,  which  was  conducted 
by  this  Board,  covering  as  it  did  a  period  of  twelve 
months,  was  there  manifest  any  necessity,  or  even 
actual  desirability,  for  a  municipal  building  in  East 
Boston  S'nce  the  functions  usually  performed  by 
such  a  building,  i.  e.,  library,  halls,  gymnasium, 
shower  baths  and  bathing  facilities,  are  all  available 
through  other  channels.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a 
modern,  attractive  public  building,  conveniently 
located  and  well  equipped,  is  an  asset  to  any  com- 
munity, but  the  Board  questions  seriously  the 
necessity  for  such  a  building  in  East  Boston  at  the 
present  time.  Other  features  equally  desirable  and 
even  more  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the  district 
are  lacking  and  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  should 
be  given  precedent.  Three  important  features 
were  emphasized  in  the  report  referred  to  above,  t.  €.: 

First. — Ample  railroad  and  thoroughfare  ap- 
proaches to  the  property  from  all  directions  must 
be  provided. 

Second. — The  vital  interests  in  Wood  Island 
Park  as  the  one  large  area  for  the  health,  recreation 
and  pleasure  of  the  people  should  be  safeguarded 
either  by  preservation  of  the  area  and  the  character 
of  the  present  park,  or,  better,  by  revision  and 
extension  in  a  way  to  produce  an  equally  good  or 
better  public  utility  properly  adapteel  to  the  neces- 
sarily changed  conditions;  and 

Third. — The  advanced  planning  for  urban  con- 
ditions upon  the  areas,  now  vacant,  that  will  not  be 
required  for  commercial  or  industrial  purposes. 

It  is  still  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  develop- 
ment along  these  lines,  particularly  so  far  as  ferry 
service,  supplemented  by  direct  highway  connec- 
tion with  the  city  proper,  should  be  given  precedent 
over  any  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  municipal 
building  in  East  Boston.

Gentlemen, — On  Monday,  December  1,  there 
w:is  a  conference  in  my  office  of  the  authorities  con- 
stituted by  the  Federal,  state  and  city  govern- 
ments for  seeking  out  and  suppressing  crime,  to 
consider  the  revolutionary  activities  of  certain 
groups,  and  to  devise  methods  of  suppressing  such 
act  ivities. 

It  was  the  feeling  of  those  present  thai  the 
machinery  for  seeking  out  and  punishing  those 
guilty  of  violations  of   the  law  was  ample,  bu1  that 

the  general  situation  i fronting  the  country  should 

be  approached  and  dealt  with  by  agencies  other 
than  those  whose  function  was  the  punishment  of 
criminals.    Those   present    agreed    with    me   thai 

much   direct   and   immedial od   along  lines  of 

stamping  out  revolutionary  tendencies  could  be 
accompli   lied     through     the    agency    of    a     central 

co] ittee  which    would    organize  subcommittees 

composed  of  the  leading  men  of  each  race  in  the 
city,  the  lattei  to  reach  their  people  in  a  sympa- 
1 1 1  >ticand  friendly  way  and  tell  them  the  truth  about 
general  c  nditions  and  thi  objects  of  our  govern- 
ment. 

I  ha  '■  e  no  doubt  I  ha  t  if  1  he  great  majoi  ity  oi 
those  who  are  now  fertile  ground  for  the  sowers  of 
the  seeds  of  revolution  bad  a  clearer  compre- 
hension of  economic  ci  sooi   I  and 

industrial  structure,  and  of  the  activities  and  aims 
of  our  government,  the  greater  part  of  the  pri 
discontent,    due    almost     entirely    to    misundei 
standing  aggravated   by   the  inflammatory  teach- 
ings of  revolutionary  d  would  immedi- 
ately   disappear,    and     I     believe    that     an    a< 
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organization  such  as  I  suggested  can  bring  about 
this  clearer  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  masses. 
Several  days  after  this  meeting  was  held  in  my 
office  I  appointed  a  committee  to  do  the  work  out- 
lined above.  Mr.  Alexander  Whiteside,  former 
Corporation  Counsel,  is  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, whicn  is  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
various  organizations  which  would  be  of  assistance 
in  doing  the  necessary  work. 

On  December  23  the  committee  met  and  adopted 
the  following  outline  of  its  work: 

"The  main  purpose  of  the  Boston  Committee  for 
Americanism  is  to  foster  a  spirit  of  loyal,  patriotic 
Americanism  throughout  the  city.  The  promotion 
of  Americanism  includes  on  the  one  hand  a  united 
effort  to  suppress  unpatriotic  activities  and  to 
eradicate  anti-American  tenets  and  tendencies,  and 
on  the  other  hand  a  constructive  program  of  educa- 
tion in  its  broadest  and  truest  sense,  to  the  end 
that  the  residents  of  the  city,  seeing  more  clearly 
the  necessity  of  vigilance  in  safeguarding  American 
institutions,  appreciating  more  fully  the  duty  of 
steadfast  devotion  to  American  principles,  imbued 
with  a  firmer  spirit  of  faith  in  American  ideals, 
banded  together  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  for 
themselves  and  their  children  the  blessings  of 
liberty,  working  together  for  the  good  of  all,  teach- 
ing and  living  the  doctrines  of  American  democracy, 
may  themselves  become  better  Americans  and 
share  in  making  the  United  States  a  better  country 
and  Boston  a  better  city  in  which  to  live. 

"With  the  twofold  purpose  of  combating  and 
counteracting  forces  which  militate  against  national 
security  and  of  encouraging  and  stimulating  in- 
fluences and  activities  which  make  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  community,  it  is  purposed  to  enlist 
the  support  of  all  existing  agencies,  both  public  and 
private,  which  are'  interested  in  civic  welfare. 

"The  committee  plans  to  arrange  conferences 
with  representatives  of  various  groups  and  agen- 
cies, such  as  industry;  labor;  education;  churches; 
the  Press,  both  English  and  foreign  language; 
public  officials,  Federal,  state  and  municipal; 
civic,  fraternal  and  welfare  organizations. 

"Especially  desirable  is  the  strengthening  of 
co-operative  relations  with  our  immigrant  popula- 
tion and  to  this  end  it  is  recommended  that  a  sub- 
committee be  appointed  with  power  to  form  such 
advisory  committees  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
deemed  necessary.  , 

"Equally  important  is  the  matter  of  publicity 
in  its  various  phases,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a 
subcommittee  be  appointed  to  outline  a  compre- 
hensive program  of  publicity. 

"Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  secure 
accurate  information  regarding  such  conditions 
within  the  city  as  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
ccmrnitte-  s  activities  and  li  is  recccm:  c  lad  tb  t  . 
subcommittee  be  appointed  to  conduct  the  neces- 
sary investigation. 

"The  committee  voted  to  ask  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  to  appropriate  §15,000  for  the  work 
of  the  committee,  and  to  provide  the  committee 
with  headquarters  in  the  City  Hall  Annex." 

It  is  essential  that  the  request  of  the  committee 
for  the  appropriation  of  $15,000  for  its  work  be 
complied  with  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  in 
order  that  no  time  may  be  lost  in  the  committee 
commencing  its  activities.  I  will  be  able  to  im- 
mediately supply  the  committee  with  headquarters 
in  the  City  Hall  Annex,  so  that  the  only  remaining 
step  necessary  to  the  committee  beginning  its  work 
is  the  appropriation  of  .$15,000. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

CONSTRUCTION  OF  STUART  STREET. 
The  following  was  received: 

City    of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  5,  1920. 
To  the  Citv  Council: 

Gentlemen,— On  October  27,  1919,  I  addressed 
to  you  a  communication  relative  to  the  acceptance 
by  you  of  chapter  329  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917, 


providing  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of 
Stuart  street,  etc.  So  far  you  have  failed  to  act, 
and  as  it  seems  to  me  important  that  a  decision  be 
reached  promptly,  I  again  call  the  matter  to  your 
attention. 

In  my  previous  communication  I  stated  my 
opinion  that  the  acceptance  of  the  act  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  as  provided  therein,  was  advis- 
able. I  wish  to  reiterate  this  opinion.  I  know  of  no 
proposed  street  widening  or  extension  which 
can  be  made  at  so  moderate  an  expense  to  the  city 
and  which  will  result  in  greater  benefit.  As  you 
well  know,  our  city  expenses  have  largely  increased 
and  we  are  faced  with  the  imperative  duty  of 
raising  salaries  of  city  employees  pretty  generally. 
At  the  same  time,  there  has  been  no  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  labor  or  supplies,  and  I  can  see  no 
chance  for  any  such  reduction  in  the  immediate 
future.  Many  people  are  pressing  for  drastic 
economy  by  the  elimination  of  employees  who  are 
alleged  to  be  unnecessary,  and  in  other  ways. 
There  is  considerable  dissatisfaction  among  tax- 
payers on  account  of  what  they  contend  to  be 
excessive  assessments  and  on  account  of  the  high 
tax  rate.  It  may  be  true  that  some  real  estate  is 
not  now  adequately  assessed,  but  this  is  a  matter  to 
which  the  assessors  are  devoting  their  best  atten- 
tion. On  the  other  hand,  I  am  confident  that  a 
great  deal  of  real  estate  is  assessed  certainly  as 
high  as  it  should  be,  and,  generally  speaking,  real 
estate  throughout  the  city  is  bearing  all  the  burden 
it  should  at  present  be  required  to  bear.  If  taxes 
are  to  be  increased  on  already  developed  real 
estate,  the  owners  will  feel  it  incumbent  to  raise 
rents  which  are  already  burdensome.  If  the  city 
is  to  maintain  its  municipal  activities  on  the  same 
scale  as  heretofore,  it  is  obvious  we  will  need 
more  revenue.  I  do  not  believe  it  will  be  possible 
to  get  very  much  more  than  we  are  getting  now 
from  already  developed  real  estate,  and  we  there- 
fore must  look  to  other  sources.  Among  these 
is  an  obvious  one — the  development  of  land  now 
lying  idle  and  the  improvement  of  real  estate 
which  is  susceptible  of  improvement.  The  exten- 
sion and  widening  of  Stuart  street  and  Eliot 
street,  as  proposed  by  the  statute  in  question, 
presents  an  unusual  opportunity  for  such  develop- 
ment .-Hid  improvement.  The  act  was  most 
carefully  considered  by  the  Legislature  and  by  the 
Hon.  .John  A.  Sullivan,  then  Corporation  Counsel, 
and  it  was  insisted  by  tie-  Legislative  Committee 
and- by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  the  act 
should  be  so  drawn  as  to  limit  the  expense  to  the 
City  to  the  sum  of  $250,000  phis  such  sum  as  the 
city  authorities  felt  confident  they  could  assess 
in  betterments.  The  act  presents  a  most  favorable 
opportunity  to  utilize  in  a  way  nevei  before  tried 
the  constitutional  amendment  providing  for  ex- 
cess  takings,  and  if  the  improvement  is  earned 
out  and  proves  a  success,  as  I  have  every  reason 
to  believe  it  will  prove,  it  should  serve  as  an 
encouragement  to  like  developments  in  other  parts 
of  the  citv.  Such  developments,  if  properly 
safeguarded' by  the  city  authorities,  should  result 
in  greatly  increased  revenues  and  in  stimulation 
of  real  estate  and  business  development,  which 
will  add  to  the  prosperity  of  the  city  and  be  a 
benefit  to  all  its  citizens. 

I  therefore  strongly  urge  you  to  take  up  immedi- 
ately the  question  now  before  your  Committee  on 
I  inanee  and  to  act  favorably  upon  it  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without  my 
signature  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Councd  on 
December  22  accepting  chapter  46  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919  entitled  "An  Act  to  Authorize  the 
Countv  of  Suffolk  to  pension  Timothy  R.  Sullivan." 
On  May  10,  1919,  the  Finance  Commission  sub- 
mitted the  following  report  to  t.ie  Mayor  and  City 
Council:  ,     ,  , 

"1  Timothv  R.  Sullivan  entered  the  employ 
of  Suffolk  County  on  February  24,  1913,  as  janitor 
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at  a  salary  of  £15  per  week  and  has  continued  in 
that  capacity,  his  salary  having  recently  been 
increased  to  5521  per  week. 

"  The  custodian  of  the  courthouse  states  that  Mr. 
Sullivan  was  at  work  in  the  courthouse,  near  the 
scene  of  tne  bomb  explosion  which  occurred  on 
March  16,  1917,  and  remained  at  home  the  fol- 
lowing week,  because  he  claimed  to  have  received 
a  mental  shock.  He  never  made  any  claim  _  of 
injury  until  after  the  legislative  act  authorizing 
the  payment  of  a  pension  was  filed,  and  has  been 
constantly  at  work  and  has  always  performed 
and  is  now  performing  his  duties  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  custodian. 

"  Mr.  Sullivan  is  now  fifty-nine  years  of  age  and 
under  the  American  Experience  Mortality  Tables 
his  expectation  of  life  is  14.74  years.  If  the  act 
is  accepted,  he  will  be  entitled  to  receive  $.545 
annually,  which  on  the  basis  of  his  expectation  of 
life  will  be  equivalent  to  paying  him  $8,084.04. 

The  commission  is  of  opinion  that  this  legisla- 
tion is  without  merit  and  should  be  rejected." 

I  agree  with  the  findings  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, and  I  feel  that  the  acceptance  of  this  legisla- 
tion would  be  an  instance  of  granting  special 
privilege.

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  your  order  to 
make  an  examination  of  the  Old  Town  Hall, 
Brighton,  and  furnish  an  estimate  for  installing  a 
convenience  station  in  that  building,  I  wish  to 
report  the  following: 

I  find  that  the  building  is  poorly  laid  out  tn  meet 
the  requirements  of  a  public  convenience  station 
and  it  would  be  difficult  to  obtain  the  proper 
ventilation,  light  and  approaches. 

As  a  station  to  serve  the  public  would  need  to  be 
designed  for  both  sexes,  the  approaches  and  en- 
trances would  have  to  be  separate.  There  is  an 
opportunity  to  make  an  entrance  to  the  men's 
compartment,  but  the  women's  entrance  would 
have  to  be  made  from  the  first  floor  through  a  room 
that  is  used  at  present  as  an  anteroom  to  the 
wardroom  and  down  a  stairs  to  the  basement,  as  it 
would  be  impossible  to  make  it  from  Waldo  terrace. 

The  portion  of  the  basement  that  would  be 
available  for  the  purpose  was  originally  used  as  a 
lockup  for  police  purposes  and  has  a  scries  of  cells 
built  of  brick  walls.  Those  would  have  to  lie 
removed  and  a  new  partition  wall  built  of  brick  to 
separate  it  from  the  other  part  of  the  basement. 

I  can  say  that  it  would  be  possible  to  install  a 
compartment  for  men  with  six  water-closets,  one 
6-foot  wall  urinal,  three  wasli  bowls  and  one  .-lop 
sink,  and  for  the  women's  compartment  four  water- 
elosets,  three  wash  bowls  and  an  instantaneous 
water  heater  that  would  supply  both  compartments.

Permanent  quarters  for  this  crew  must  be 
provided  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  it 
seems  advisable  to  locate  the  house  on  its  former 
site,  adjoining  the  North  End  paving  yard.

You  will   note  that  the   report    ad- 
vises an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of   the   Supply  Department   From   $3,000 
per  annum.      I  believe  this  change  is  essential  to 
the  successful  reorganization  of  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment,   and    I    therefore    recommend    the    pass 
of   the   accompanying  amendment    to   section   •">. 
chapter  3,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1014.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  your  letter  of  November 
24,  1919,  requesting  that  we  make  an  examination 
of  the  Supply  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
we  have  to  report  as  follows: 

A  more  complete  record  of  contracts,  orders  and 
invoices  should  be  kept. 

The  bid  list  file  should  be  periodically  checked 
to  make  sure  that  the  Supply  Department  is 
dealing  at  all  times  with  the  best  available  sources 
of  supply. 

We  believe  that  a  considerable  saving  can  be 
effected    by    combining    the    requirements    of    all 


city  departments  for  such  material  as  they  use  in 
common,  and  by  placing  orders  or  contracts  for 
such  materials  at  such  times  during  the  year  as 
the  Superintendent  of  Supplies  may  feel  that 
minimum  prices  prevail.  By  so  doing  a  uniform 
quality  of  materials  can  be  obtained  and  prices 
will  be  consistent  with  the  larger  quantities  pur- 
chased and  the  low  markets. 

Materials  should  be  purchased  in  so  far  as 
possible  on  a  specification  basis,  all  materials  to  be 
subject  to  sample  and  inspection. 

Suitable  records  of  service  and  durability  should 
be  maintained  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  future  pur- 
chasers. 

We  have  looked  into  the  question  of  establishing 
a  city  laboratory,  and  believe  this  would  be  an 
undesirable  outlay.  The  amount  of  work  to  be 
done  would  be  so  small  that  the  employees  could 
not  be  kept  continuously  busy,  and  we  believe  that 
the  annual  expense  of  testing  would  be  much  less 
if  the  work  were  done  by  commercial  laboratories. 
.More  space  is  needed  by  the  Supply  Department 
to  enable  them  to  properly  do  their  work  and  take 
care  of  their  records. 

.V  man  should  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment at  a  salary  of,  say,  $6,000,  who  has  had  experi- 
ence in  purchasing  and  who  has  knowledge  of 
specifications  and  of  the  concerns  from  which  to 
make  inquiries. 

We  strongly  recommend  the  establishment  of  a 
General  Stores  Department,  with  a  general  store- 
keeper reporting  either  to  the  Supply  Department 
or  direct  to  the  Mayor.  The  general  storehouse 
should  be  located  at  the  most  convenient  place  in 
the  city  proper,  probably  Albany  street,  with  sub- 
in  one  or  more  of  the  outlying  districts. 
We  recommend  that  a  moderate  reserve  of  bitu- 
minous and  anthracite  coal  be  kept  to  provide 
against  cases  of  extreme  emergency. 

An  inventory  should  be  taken  at  once  of  all 
materials  and  supplies  now  on  hand  in  the  various 
departments  and  yards,  and  the  departments 
relieved  of  any  surplus  of  such  materials  and  sup- 
plies that  they  may  be  carrying,  by  the  general 
eeper  taking  over  and  allowing  credit  for 
surplus.  The  general  storekeeper  should  be 
held  responsible  to  the  auditor  for  the  proper 
accounting  for  all  material  and  suppUes,  and  his 
accounts  and  stocks  should  be  subject  to  check 
and  inspection  of  the  Auditing  Department. 

The  inspector  and  weigher  of  coal  and  the 
inspector  and  weigher  of  hay  and  grain  should  be 
transferred  from  the  Supply  Department  to  the 
General  Stores  Department,  where  they  can  give 
greater  service  than  in  their  present  positions. 

All  second-hand  material,  as  soon  as  released,  and 
unused  material  left  over  from  completed  work, 
should  be  taken  back  by  the  stores  department 
for  use  again,  or  disposal  by  sale  or  otherwise, 
credit  being  given  to  the  account  originally  charged. 
An  inventory  should  be  taken  at  least  once  a 
year  and  in  time  to  arrange  adjustments  of  over- 
ir  shortages  before  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year. 
The  accounting  and  other  details  covering  opera- 
tion ol  stores  department  are  very  nearly  standard 
and  entail  relatively  small  additional  expense. 

The  General  Stores  Department  probably  could 
be  organized  at  relatively  small  expense  Outside 
of  the  general  storekeeper's  salary  of,  say,  $3,000 
per  annum. 

MS. 
The   systems   employed   in    the   Supply    Depart- 
ment are  those  usually  found  in  most  offices  of  the 
kind,  but   the  present  force  is  inadequate  to  keep 
the  records  up  to  date. 

An  organization  should  be  effected  which  would 
give  the  chief  clerk  an  opportunity  to  act  as  assist- 
ant to  the  superintendent,  and  to  have  actual  con- 
trol of  the  discipline  of  the  office.  Two  hign  grade 
additional  clerks  would  probably  enable  him  to 
keep  the  work  and  records  up  to  date. 

Arrangements  should  be  made  to  take  advantage 
of  discounts  allowed  by  merchants  for  prompt 
payment  of  invoices — this  would  probably  amount 
to  several  thousand  dollars  each  year. 

Requisitions. 
Requisitions  by  the  several  departments  are 
signed  by  the  chief  clerk  personally,  or  in  his 
name  by  one  of  his  subordinates,  and  occasionally 
by  the  head  of  the  department.  In  some  ci  -  - 
signatures  and  initials  are  written  with  the  type- 
writer or  rubber  stamp.  Requisitions  are  in 
duplicate  (book  form),  the  original  being  forwarded 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  and  duplicate 
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find  book  retained  by  the  department  ordering. 
Eaeh  department  has  separately  numbered  sets  of 
requisitions  (color  scheme),  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Supplies  uses  for  his  orders  the  same  separate 
sets  of  numbers.  A  carbon  copy  of  the  order  is 
retained  by  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies  and  no 
other  record  is  kept  of  it. 

We  recommend  that  requisition  forms  be  one 
series  of  number  and  one  color,  and  that  they  be 
furnished  by  the  Supply  Department.  Record  of 
such  deliveries  should  be  kept  by  dates  and  num- 
bers, order  numbers  should  be  noted  on  all  requisi- 
tions, which  should  then  be  filed  numerically  for 
each  department  separately. 

The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  should  be  fur- 
nished by  the  several  heads  of  departments,  with 
lists  showing  the  names  and  signatures  of  all 
persons  authorized  to  order  materials  and  supplies, 
and  instructions  given  that  requisitions  received 
without  such  signatures  will  not  be  accepted. 

Orders  and  Invoices. 

The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  now  writes 
orders  in  duplicate,  one  copy  going  to  the  merchant 
and  the  other  to  his  own  files.  We  recommend 
that  an  additional  copy  be  made  and  forwarded 
at  once  to  the  department  making  the  requisition. 

We  recommend  that  invoices  for  material  be 
made  in  triplicate,  the  merchant  to  forward  the 
third  copy  to  the  person  to  whom  the  material  is 
shipped.  This  party  will  certify  on  the  triplicate 
invoice  that  the  supplies  have  been  received  and 
that  quantities,  quality  and  weights  are  correct, 
and  then  forward  to  the  head  of  his  department, 
who  will  then  be  able  to  approve  for  payment. 
When  certified  for  payment,  the  original  invoice 
can  go  to  the  auditor  in  the  regular  way.  The 
duplicate  invoice  will  not  leave  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies,  but  will  become  a 
permanent  record  in  that  office.  A  loose-leaf 
record  of  invoices  and  a  loose-leaf  record  of  orders 
placed  should  be  kept  and  indexed  by  the  company 
names. 

A  price  list  card  is  very  necessary  to  the  work  in 
the  office  and  should  be  kept  up  to  date  at  all  times. 

Contracts  are  filed  alphabetically  and  we  recom- 
mend that  these  be  kept  in  a  locked  fireproof  file, 
properly  indexed.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — You  notified  us  that  the  City  Council 
desired  you  to  ascertain  what  agreements,  guaran- 
ties, or  bonds  would  be  offered  on  behalf  of  those 
interested  in  the  Park  Square  Real  Estate  Trust 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  section  7,  chapter  329, 
of  trie  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

In  response  to  your  request  that~we  should  fur- 
nish you  with  information  on  this  point,  we  beg  to 
say  that  we  have  been  considering  the  matter  for 
some  time  now  in  connection  with  the  Street  Com- 
missioners. We  have  this  last  week  taken  the 
matter  up  in  detail  with  Mr.  O'Callaghan,  chair- 
man of  the  Street  Commissioners,  and  we  give  the 
following  figures  as  his  estimate  on  the  cost  of  the 
project,  based  on  a  70-foot  width  for  Stuart  street: 

Land-takings    and    street   construc- 
tion work  will  not  exceed .$3,118,000  00 

Estimated     collectible    betterments 

at  least 1,400,000  00 

$1,718,000  00 

Estimated  excess   takings,   approxi- 
mately     117,000  sq.  ft. 

In  order  to  reimburse  the  city  for  the  difference 
shown  above  between  the  cost  of  the  project  and 
the  estimated  betterments,  namely,  $1,718,000, 
we  will  agree  to  purchase  from  the  city  at  a  price 
of  ,$15  per  square  foot  all  ot  the  excess  takings  which 
the  city  makes.  If  the  city  can  sell  these  excess 
takings  to  other  parties  for  $15  per  foot  or  better 
we  shall  be  glad  to  be  relieved  from  our  obligation. 

117,000  square  feet  at  $15  per  square  foot  equals 
$1,755,000. 

It  is  understood  in  accordance  with  section  7  of 
said  chapter  329  that  if  the  net  cost  to  the  city  is 
less  than  the  amount  which  we  pay  to  the  city  for 
excess  takings  that  the  city  will  reimburse  us  for 
the  difference. 

Since  we  originally  undertook  to  buy  the  city's 
excess  takings  for  a  price  sufficient  to  reimburse  it 
for  the  cost  of  the  project,  real  estate  speculators 
have  purchased  some  of  the  property  which  would 
be  included  in  the  project.  These  speculators  are 
now  holding  for  prices  considerably  higher  than 
they  paid  and  the  longer  the  delay  the  greater  the 

purchases  made  by  speculators  and  the  higher  the 
pnrcs.  We  therefore  feel  that  we  cannot  enter 
into  this  obligation  to  relieve  the  city  unless  the 
matter  is  promptly  arranged.  If,  therefore,  the 
City  Council  does  ool  accept  the  statute  on  or 
'"lore  February  1  we  shall  have  to  withdraw  from 
our  undertaking.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS,  BOILER  ROOMS,

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Dear  Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  memorandum  of  July  2."i  last, 
transmitting  a  request  of  the  City  Council  for  a 
report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  boiler  rooms  on 
the  East  Boston  Ferry.  I  regret  the  delay  that  has 
occurred  in  transmitting  this  report,  which  has  been 
due  in  part  to  circumstances  over  which  this  depart- 
ment had  no  control. 

Careful  investigations  of  the  sanitary  and  livable 
conditions  in  the  boiler  rooms  on  the  East  Boston 
ferries  were  made  promptly  after  the  receipt  of 
your  memorandum,  and  I  personally  traveled  back 
and  forth  in  these  boiler  rooms  in  order  that  I  might 
better  appraise  the  conditions  under  which  thi 
employed  there  had  to  work.  A  report  of  the 
result  of  such  investigations  was  drawn  up  under 
date  of  September  8  last,  which  I  am  appending 
below,  as  representing  conditions  existing  at  that 
time.  I  am  doing  this  rather  than  undertaking 
to  make  an  investigation  and  report  upon  present 
conditions  because  by  the  course  adopted  I  am  able 
to  give  you  a  more  prompt  report,  ami  because  by 
reporting  conditions  as  they  then  existed  the  report 
cannot  be  open  to  criticism  as  failing  to  disclose 
conditions  as  they  existed  when  the  request  of  tin- 
City  Council  was  made  and  as  disclosing  them  after 
opportunity  had  been  allowed  for  correcting  such 
objectionable  conditions  as  might  then  have  exist  ed. 
I  understand,  however,  that  certain  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  boiler  rooms  of  the  ferries 
named. 

The  report  as  drafted  under  date  of  Septet 
1919,  is  as  follows: 

"A  careful  investigation  was  made  of  the  engine 
rooms  and  the  boiler  rooms  of  all  the  ferryboats  in 
the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  can  be  said 
generally  that  the  sanitary  conditions  of  tl 
rooms  was  unsatisfactory,  but  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  in  the  service  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment no  architect  or  engineer  familiar  with  the 
design  and  construction  of  such  quarters,  the 
department  is  not  in  a  position  to  make  specific 
recommendations  as  to  the  best  possible  methods 
for  remedying  such  conditions',  the  most  it  can  do  is 
to  point  out  conditions  to  which  exceptions  might 
be  taken,  and  to  suggest  remedies. 

"Ventilation. — The  inadequacy  of  the  ventila- 
tion on  these  boats  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact 
that  provisions  originally  made  for  ventilating  the 
engine  rooms  and  the  boiler  rooms,  namely,  certain 
openings  near  the  ceilings  of  these  rooms  and 
immediately  below  the  lower  deck,  have  been 
closed.  If  these  openings  were  necessary  in  the 
first  place,  and  the  designers  of  the  boats  seem  to 
have  so  regarded  them,  then  the  closing  of  these 
openings  without  making  any  compensating  open- 
ings implies  inadequacy  of  existing  ventilation. 
It  appears  that  these  openings  were  closed  because 
of  orders  received  from  Federal  steamboat  inspec- 
tors on  duty  in  this  district,  the  orders  being  the 
'  outcome  of  the  accident  whereby  a  boat  overturned 
in  the  Chicago  river,  with  considerable  loss  of  life. 

"  In  all  of  the  ferryboats  provision  has  been  made 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  system  of  artificial  ventila- 
tion, by  means  of  forced  draft.  In  the  'D.  D. 
Kelly,'  however,  the  ventilating  system  has  never 
been  connected  with  the  power  plant,  and  therefore 
has  never  been  operated.  The  installation  of  the 
ventilating  ducts,  with  proper  fan,  may  be  accepted 
as  evidence  of  the  recognized  need  for  forced 
ventilation,  and  the  fact  that  power  has  never  been 
provided  to  operate  the  system  must  be  regarded 
as  evidence  of  the  admitted  inadequacy-  of  the 
ventilation  in  this  boat. 

"The  ventilating  systems  in  all  the  ferryboats 
are  so  designed  that  such  fresh  air  as  is  forced  into 


the  boiler  rooms  is  conducted  to  the  boiler  rooms 
through  long  horizontal  ducts  which  pass  through 
the  engine  room  and  over  the  boilers  before  opening 
into  the  engine  room.  The  result  is  that  the  fresh 
air  introduced  through  these  ventilating  ducts  is, 
when  discharged  into  the  boiler  room,  about  as  hot 
as  the  air  already  there.  Such  cooling  effect  as 
these  ducts  have  is  exhausted  in  cooling  the  air  near 
the  ceiling  and  particularly  over  the  furnace,  with- 
out material  relief  for  the  firemen.  While  a  proper 
tempering  of  the  air  brought  into  the  boiler  room, 
and  into  the  engine  room, too,  for  that  matter,  is 
desirable  during  the  cold  portions  of  the  year,  the 
overheating  of  the  air  during  the  summer  season  is 
objectionable.  It  is  suggested  that  provision  be 
made  for  an  alternative  inlet,  whereby  during  the 
summer  season  fresh  air  for  the  boiler  room  can  be 
taken  directly  from  the  outer  air  without  passing 
through  the  engine  room  and  over  the  furnace:  and 
whereby  during  the  winter  months  some  or  all  of 
the  fresh  air  introduced  can  be  brought  in  through 
the  engine  rooms  and  boiler  rooms,  so  as  to  ade- 
quately temper  it  before  it  is  discharged. 

"Drinking  Water. — The  drinking  water  provided 
for  the  men  employed  in  the  engine  room  and  in 
the  boiler  room  is  furnished  in  open  buckets,  and 
the  common  drinking  cup  is  in  use.  From  a  sani- 
tary standpoint  it  would  appear  to  be  advisable 
to  abolish  the  use  of  the  common  drinking  cup, 
and  from  the  sanitary  standpoint,  and  the  stand- 
point of  economy  also,  drinking  facilities  should  be 
provided  that  do  away  with  the  necessity  for  dip- 
ping the  drinking  cup  into  a  common  supply  of 
drinking  water. 

"Toilet  Accommodations. — The  toilet  accommo- 
dations on  the  'D.  D.  Kelly'  are  extremely  crude, 
inconvenient,  and  with  difficulty  kept  clean. 
Better  facilities  should  be  provided  if  possible. 

ral  Sanitation. — The  decks  should  be 
made  water-tight,  so  as  to  prevent  the  dripping  of 
urine  and  other  filthy  liquids  into  the  engine  and 
boiler  rooms.  The  bilge  should  be  pumped  regu- 
larly. 

"  Rule  17  of  the  '  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Employees  of  the  Ferry  Service,'  which  reads: 
'The  boat  watchman  when  going  on  duty  must  see 
that  the  boat  is  properly  cleaned  and  ready  for 
service  the  following  morning.'  should  be  strictly 
enforced." 

Since  the  foregoing  report  was  written  my  atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  it  niav  be 
construed  as  meaning  that  all  of  the  boats  other 
than  the  "D.  D.  Kelly"  were  equipped  with 
properly  operating  ventilating  systems.  This  is 
not  tl.  case,  a-  the  "John  H.  Sullivan"  has  no 
arrangements  whatsoever  for  mechanical  ventila- 
tion, and  such  ventilations  are  necessary  for  the 
proper  care  and  comforts  of  the  men.

SYSTEM    OF    ELEVATOR    INSPECTION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  12,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  the  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  on  January  25  requesting  that 
I  give  to  the  City  Council  my  judgment  and 
opinion  regarding  a  change  in  the  system  of  elevator 
inspection  so  that  the  system  may  be  put  on  a 
paying  basis. 

I  believe  that  any  change  in  the  system  of  ele- 
vator inspection  as  it  now  exists  in  Boston  to  place 
it  on  a  basis  similar  to  that  in  operation  in  Phila- 
delphia would  in  the  first  instance  place  an  addi- 
tional burden  on  the  owners  of  real  estate.  At 
this  time  I  believe  it  is  inadvisable  therefore  to  do 
this,  particularly  as  under  the  present  ordinances 
no  direct  advantages  would  accrue  to  the  elevator 
division  of  the  Building  Department.  In  addition 
I  point  out  that  the  elevator  inspectors  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  where  the  fee  system  is  in 
vogue,  receive  less  salary  than  do  the  inspectors 
employed  in  the  Building  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  engaged  in  similar  work.

TRANSFER  TO  WATER  INCOME  DIVISION.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  to 
you  a  communication  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  relative  to  a  transfer  from  water 
revenue  to  the  Water  Income  Division  in  order 
that  certain  refunds  may  be  made  by  the  city 
without  delay,  and  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

I  wish  to  inform  you  that  on  December  1  the 
Water  Income  Branch  of  this  department  had  on 
deposit  in  the  Old  South  Trust  Company  $22,157.89 
and  checks  had  been  drawn  against  this  amount  up 
to  the  16th  of  the  month  approximating  85,000. 
If  these  checks  had  been  cashed  at  that  time  the 
balance  when  the  biink  was  closed  would  have 
amounted  to  $16,216.83. 

This  money  was  furnished  the  Water  Income 
Branch  as  a  deposit  to  cover  the  installation  of 
various  types  of  service,  main  and  fire  pipes.  Upon 
completion  of  the  work  a  bill  is  rendered  covering 
the  actual  cost  by  the  Water  Division.     This  bill 


is  receipted  by  the  City  Collector  and  the  balance 
is  refunded,  by  check,  to  the  depositor. 

I  find  that  this  money  has  been  deposited  in  the 
Old  South  Trust  Company  since  the  time  that 
Mr.  Rourke  was  Commissioner  of  Public  Works; 
and  as  there  is  a  possibility  of  this  money  being  tied 
up  for  some  time  I  do  not  think  that  the  City  of 
Boston  should  be  placed  in  the  position  of  refusing 
to  refund  to  depositors  the  amount  which  they  are 
justly  entitled  to  receive  upon  completion  of  the 
work.  As  there  are  no  funds  available  for  this 
purpose,  I  would  suggest  that  the  auditor  be 
requested  to  draw  up  an  order  for  presentation  to 
the  City  Council  asking  for  a  transfer  from  water 
revenue  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Water 
Income  Division,  in  order  that  refunds  may  be 
made  without-delay. 

I  have  talked  this  matter  over  with  City  Auditor 
Mitchell  and  City  Treasurer  Murray  and  I  believe 
they  agree  with  me  in  this  position.

PROPOSED   INCREASE    IN    PRICE   OF  GAS. 

Coun.   MCLAUGHLIN  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  An  application  has  been  made  by  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  for  authority  to  increase  the 
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price  of  gas  to  $1.20  per  thousand  feet,  being  an 
increase  of  50  per  cent  since  the  year  1917;  and 

Whereas,  The  following  propositions,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  appear 
to  be  warranted  by  the  facts  and  to  be  of  considera- 
ble importance  in  connection  with  said  application: 

1.  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  422  of 
the  Acts  of  1906  the  company  was  permitted  to 
establish  a  reserve  fund  which  may  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  dividends. 

2.  That  it  does  not  appear,  as  a  matter  of  public 
policy  or  from  the  provisions  of  said  chapter,  that 
the  company  is  warranted  in  raising  the  price  of  gas 
for  the  purpose  of  continuing  to  pay  dividends  at 
the  rate  of  7  per  cent. 

3.  That  the  only  justification,  if  any,  for  an 
increase  in  the  price  of  gas  is  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  actual  cost  of  manufacturing  and  distributing 
and  that  an  increase  in  price  should  be  approved 
only  after  all  other  resources  are  exhausted. 

4.  That  before  a  third  increase  since  1917  in  the 
price  of  gas  is  authorized,  the  stockholders  should 
assume  their  share  of  the  burden  in  the  form  of 
reduced  dividends. 

5.  That  any  further  increase  in  the  price  of  gas 
will  work  a  great  hardship  to  a  great  many  citizens, 
and  it  is  important,  therefore,  to  ascertain  the 
actual  cost  and  to  discover  whether  or  not  the 
various  bookkeeping  and  other  charges  are  justified, 
and  whether  or  not  economies  can  be  effected. 

Therefore,  be  it  ordered,  That  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  hereby  requested  and  authorized  to 
employ  experts  to  examine  the  books  of  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and,  either  by  the 
Law  Department  or,  if  he  deems  it  advisable  by 
other  counsel,  to  appear  before  said  commission, 
either  in  behalf  of  the  city  as  a  customer  or  in  behalf 
of  the  citizens  generally,  or  both,  in  opposition  to 
any  further  increase  in  the  price  of  gas  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby  agrees 
that  it  will  approve  the  reasonable  expenses  in- 
curred in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  fore- 
going order,  believing  that  the  matter  is  of  sufficient 
importance  to  warrant  the  curtailing,  if  necessary, 
of  some  other  municipal  activity.

Klingbersi  &  Son,  50  Church  street,  New  York  City, 
to  clean  all  the  exposed  metal  work  and  the  arches, 
place  gunite  and  steel  reinforcement  upon  the 
structures  of  the  Cottage  Farm  Bridge  for  the  sum 
of  $9,500.  Most  of  this  work  is  cement  work,  and 
Mr.  Carty,  engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, says  that  contractor's  equipment  was  de- 
layed a  month,  being  side-tracked  by  railroad  in 
transit  from  New  York,  and  now  he  is  unable  to 
proceed  on  account  of  cold  weather,  which  will  not 
permit  this  class  of  work  to  be  done.  The  contract 
will  be  finished  in  the  spring. 

A  contract  was  made  October  1,  1919,  with  the 
Roxbury  Construction  Company  of  Boston  for 
extensive  repairs  at  the  Cabot  Street  Bath  House 
for  the  sum  of  $12,040.  This  work  has  been  com- 
pleted, but  the  Board  is  withholding  15  per  cent 
until  after  sixty-one  days  from  the  date  of  com- 
pletion of  the  contract,  January  15. 

Another  contract  was  made  October  9,  1919, 
with  the  Thompson  &  Spear  Company  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  installation  of  a  refiltration  plant  at  the 
Cabot  Street  Bath  House  for  tne  sum  of  $3,469. 
This  plant  has  been  installed,  but  owing  to  a  delay 
in  the  installing  of  necessary  wires  by  the  electric 
company,  a  sufficient  length  of  time  has  not  elapsed 
to  test  the  engine  to  warrant  the  payment  of  the 
entire  sum  on  this  contract.

Dear  Sir, — In  response  to  your  memorandum  of 
January  6,  1920,  inclosing  City  Council  order  dated 
January  5,  that  your  honor  be  requested  to  take 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  so  tnat  some  de- 
partment in  the  city  may  cut  and  store  sufficient 
ice  from  Jamaica  Pond  to  proivde  for  the  needs  of 
the  city  institutions,  provided  that  ice  can  be 
obtained  in  this  manner  at  a  less  cost  to  the  city 
than  by  present  method  of  purchase,  I  beg  to  report 
as  follows: 

The  total  amount  of  ice  used  by  the  city  annually 
is  now  about  1,800  tons.  In  order  to  provide  this 
amount  of  ice  during  the  year,  it  will  be  necessary 
that  at  least  3,500  tons  be  stored  to  make  up  for 
the  loss  by  melting.  The  initial  expense  to  cut  the 
ice  and  to  provide  storage  capacity  would  be  as 
follows: 

The  purchase  of  a  suitable  site  of  land 

containing  15,000  square  feet  for 

ice  houses $7,500  00 

Cost  of  building 10,000  00 

Cost  of  tools  and  apparatus 1,000  00

The  above  amount  represents  the  total  cost  of 
installing  a  suitable  plant.

According  to  the  above  statement,  after  a  careful 
investigation,  I  beg  to  report  that  it  would  not  be 
advisable  for  the  city  to  attempt  to  cut  ice  on  any 
of  its  ponds.  I  believe  it  quite  possible  that  some 
seasons,  particularly  when  there  is  a  large  fall  of 
snow  (as  is  the  case  at  the  present  time)  tne  expense 
of  harvesting  ice  would  be  even  greater  than  the 
table  above  represents.

REWARD    FOR   APPREHENSION   OF 
CLANCY   MURDERER. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mavor,  January  26,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Several  arrests  have  been  made  by 
the  Boston  police  in  connection  with  the  murder  of 
Patrolman  William  G.  Clancy.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  or  not  tne  real  murderer  has  been 
apprehended  and  the  Mayor  should  be  in  a  position 


to  offer,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  the  maximum  reward 
for  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  the  criminal. 

It  is  unusual  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  offer  a 
reward  for  the  apprehension  of  criminals,  but  I  feel 
that  this  situation  is  an  unusual  one  and  demands 
unusual  action  on  the  part  of  the  authorities.  An 
officer  of  the  law  has  been  struck  down  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties.  This  crime  in  itself  is  a 
most  heinous  one.  But  the  fact  that  the  officer  in 
question  was  a  member  of  a  newly  organized  force 
lends  to  the  crime  an  added  significance  which  we 
cannot  and  will  not  pass  over. 

Every  facility  the  city  can  offer  to  render  the 
work  of  the  police  easier  in  apprehending  the  crimi- 
nal should  be  offered,  and  for  that  reason  I  recom- 
mend the  immediate  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order  that  the  citj'  may  be  in  a  position  to  offer  the 
maximum  legal  reward  in  case  it  seems  advisable 
to  do  so.

continue  so  long  as  said  widow  remains  unmarried, 
and  to  be  charged  to  ,the  appropriation  for  Fire 
Department,  Pensions  and  Annuities.

FIXING   OF   CITY   TAX   LIMIT. 

President  FORD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  proposed 
to  the  Legislature  a  bill  wherein  it  is  provided  in 
substance  that  the  tax  limit  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  the  future  for  general  maintenance  purposes  be 
fixed  by  the  Mayor  and  a  committee  of  two  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  to  be  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  This  bill  seeks  to  delegate  in  a  wrong 
direction  an  important  function  of  a  municipal 
government; 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  opposed  to  the  passage  of  tnis 
bill,  and  further  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  the  tax  limit 
should  be  fixed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
and  not  by  those  outside  the  city  government 
itself;  and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 


Coun.  McDONALD  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  this  proposed 
piece  of  legislation,  to  my  mind,  is  pernicious.  As 
far  as  success  in  undertaking  the  affairs  of  the  city 
is  concerned  in  the  future,  the  Chief  Executive  will 
be  at  the  mercy  of  two  men,  who  will  compose  the 
majority  of  the  committee,  and  who  are  in  no  way 
answerable  to  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
This  seems  to  me  to  be  wrong  in  theory  as  well  as 
in  practice.  It  is  wrong  to  delegate  the  most  im- 
portant function  that  a  city  government  has  to  out- 
siders who  would  know  little  of  the  affairs  of  the 
city,  and  to  put  it  mildly  the  Mayor  is  reprehensi- 
ble in  excluding  the  City  Council  from  his  pro- 
posed bill.  Mr.  President,  too  long  has  the  City 
Council  been  shut  out  from  conducting  the  ordi- 
nary affairs  of  the  city,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
Mayor  should,  if  he  feels  it  necessary  because  of 
press  of  time,  delegate  some  of  his  duties  to  the 
City  Council  which  he  has  been  delegating  to  out- 
side committees  in  the  past  year.  The  City  Coun- 
cil feels  that  it  is  an  important  branch  of  the  city 
government,  and  must  not  be  excluded  from  con- 
ducting tne  affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  it  luis 
been  excluded  in  the  past  year.  I  feel  this  is  fair 
criticism  in  view  of  the  numerous  committees 
appointed  t"  conduct  important  business.  Now, 
docs  his  Honor  the  Mayor  intend  to  allow  the  im- 
portant matter  of  fixing  the  tax  limit  to  be  dele- 
gated to  two  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who 
will  in  all  probability  from  the  lack  of  close  touch 
with  its  affairs  be  ignorant  of  the  needs  of  the 
city?  This  power  belongs  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  and  it  is  presuming  too  much  for  the 
Mayor  to  propose  tfiis  bill  wherein  trie  Council  is 
to  be  absolutely  ignored.  It  is  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose with  the  tax  limit  now  fixed  by  statute  at  $6. £2 
per  thousand,  and  the  city  now  needing  at  least 
810.52  per  thousand,  that  there  could  bo  no  public 
improvements;    there    could    be    no    increases    in 
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salaries;  the  ordinary  affairs  of  the  city  could  not 
be  conducted  without  the  consent  of  these  men  in 
fixing  the  tax  limit  sufficiently  high  to  raise  the 
proper  amount  of  money.  If  these  things  are  so, 
and  these  two  men  appointed  are  nostile  to  a 
future  administration,  they  could  wreck-  it;  and 
what  is  more  they  could  ruin  the  city;  and  not  being 
elected  by  the  people  would  have  little  to  answer 
for  to  the  latter.  I  submit  that  this  sort  of  mu- 
nicipal government  is  wrong  in  theory  and  perni- 
cious in  practice.  A  vital  matter  such  as  fixing 
the  tax  limit  must  be  fixed  by  those  charged  with 
trusteesnip  by  the  people.  It  would  be  better  to 
leave  this  matter  with  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature, who  are  directly  answerable  to  the  people 
for  the  advancement  of  the  city  and  the  munici- 
palities which  arc  created  by  the  state.  I  submit 
that  this  proposed  bill  should  be  withdrawn,  and 
one  substituted  wherein  it  is  provided  that  the  tax 
limit  for  general  maintenance  purposes  now  fixed 
by  the  Legislature  be  fixed  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  ask  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

COPY   OF   REPORT   OF   POLICE 
COMMISSIONER. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  send  to  the  City 
Council  a  copy  of  the  report  which  the  Police 
Commissioner   made   to  the   Mayor   on   April    10, 


1919,  reporting  in  detail  upon  the  condition  of 
every  police  station  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
the  City  Prison  and  the  House  of  Detention. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
offered  because  of  the  introduction  of  an  order  here 
in  the  Council  asking  that  a  special  committee  of 
five  members  of  the  City  Council,  with  the  Build- 
ing Commissioner  and  the  chairman  of  the  City 
Planning  Board,  act  as  a  special  committee  to 
make  a  thorough  survey  into  the  conditions  of  all 
tne  police  stations  in  Boston.  I  believe  that  com- 
mittee has  been  appointed,  and  since  that  order 
was  introduced  and  the  committee  was  appointed 
there  has  come  to  my  attention  the  report  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  made  to  the  Governor,  which 
I  will  submit  here  as  a  matter  of  record.  It  appears 
from  a  copy  of  the  report  that  I  have  obtained 
upon  the  matter  that  such  a  survey  and  study  was 
made,  and  that  it  was  made  last  April.  For  some 
reason  or  other,  through  excessive  modesty  or 
whatever  reason  appealed  to  him,  during  the 
entire  police  controversy  the  Police  Commissioner 
did  not  make  that  report  public  or  give  the  public 
the  information  that  such  a  survey  was  made,  and 
for  some  reason  not  known  to  me,  possibly  a  good 
reason,  no  one  in  the  Mayor's  office  saw  fit  to 
make  the  report  known.  That  report  has  been 
in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  since  last  April.  It  will 
be  very  helpful  to  the  subcommittee.  It  will  per- 
haps save  them  tne  need  of  making  trips  and  a 
study  of  the  matter  dealt  with  in  that  report 
themselves,  as  the  report  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner may  be  sufficient  to  give  the  committee  the 
information  desired.  That  is  my  reason  and 
object  in  asking  at  this  time  that  the  Mayor  send 
the  report  to  the  City  Council  so  that  they  may 
have  it  before  them. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


INFORMATION   CONCERNING 
INCREASED   REVENUE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  ascertain  from 
the  city  authorities  of  St.  Louis  and  Los  Angeles 
the  merits  of  the  plans  which  they  have  under  con- 
sideration for  increased  revenue  to  the  city,  which 
imposes  a  license  tax  upon  every  form  of  business, 
trade  or  profession,  and  likewise  ascertain  from 
the  municipal  authorities  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the 
result  of  their  study  and  conclusions  regarding  the 
plan  under  consideration  in  that  city  to  impose 
upon  its  citizens  a  municipal  income  tax. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  say 
that  I  think  this  is  not  just  the  tine  for  us  to  inter- 
fere with  the  Mayor's  office.  I  think  if  this  infor- 
mation is  to  be  had  by  the  Mayor  he  should  get  it 
for  his  own  benefit,  and  that  we  should  not  interfere 
in  the  matter.  I  think  the  order  is  entirely  unnec- 
essary and  I  intend  to  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  see  the 
gentleman's  objection.  Perhaps  if  he  will  state  it 
I  can  eliminate  the  part  to  which  he  objects.  I  do 
not  wish  to  have  the  order  passed  in  a  form  that 
will  be  objectionable  to  anybody.  The  order  reads 
as  follows  (reading  the  order).  I  have  simply  asked 
his  Honor  to  get  that  information,  not  necessarily 
to  convey  it  to  us  unless  he  so  sees  fit.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  order  that  requires  the  information 
to  come  here.  I  feel  that  the  Mayor  ought  to  have 
the  assistance  of  every  member  of  the  City  Council 
in  getting  increased  revenue  for  the  city.  In  such 
times  as  these  increased  revenue  for  the  city  means 
the  providing  of  increased  salaries  to  city  employ- 
ees, for  which  there  is  urgent  need,  and  it  will 
provide  for  a  great  many  other  things  in  these 
clamorous  times.  I  don't  see  just  what  the  gentle- 
man objects  to  in  the  order.  If  there  is  anything 
he  would  like  to  eliminate,  still  leaving  the  order  in 
such  form  that  it  will  carry  out  what  is  intended,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  eliminate  it.  I  do  want  the  Mayor 
to  know  that  the  city  authorities  in  St.  Louis  and 
Los  Angeles  are  considering  certain  plans  for  in- 
creased revenue  in  those  cities.  I  want  him  to 
knoiv  tnat  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  under  consideration 
a  plan  alone  that  line.  Having  such  information, 
fie  may  make  his  investigation  in  his  own  way  and 
ascertain  whether  the  result  of  his  examination  in 
these  other  cities  may  be  fruitful  of  result  to  Boston. 
That  is  all  I  have  in  mind. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
the  gentleman  explains  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  change 
my  objection.  He  has  asked  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  ascertain  from  certain  mu- 
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nicipalities  certain  information,  in  order  that  the 
Mayor  may  be  able  to  increase  the  revenue  of  the 
city  in  certain  ways.  The  wa3'  to  get  at  this  1  will 
tell  the  gentleman,  if  he  does  not  know,  is  to  go 
down  and  see  the  Mayor  about  it  personally.  If 
the  Mayor  sees  St  to  accept  his  suggestion  as  an 
individual,  very  well.  But  I  don't  care  to  advise 
the  Mayor  in  regard  to  getting  some  information 
to  use  in  his  office.  If  you  want  to  get  something 
for  this  body  I  am  entirely  willing  to  ask  the 
Mayor  to  help  in  getting  the  information.  Other- 
wise I  shall  not  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  entirely 
willing  that  the  order  should  read  that  he  get  the 
information  and  then  send  it  to  the  City  Council, 
so  that  we  may  have  it,  if  that  will  answer  the 
gentleman's  objection.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
insert  an  amendment  to  that  effect  in  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  that  the  gentleman  shall  introduce  any 
order  asking  for  information  for  our  benefit,  if  he 
so  desires.  But  I  don't  see  why  he  asks  the  Mayor 
to  get  some  information  for  us  that  we  can  get 
ourselves.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  I  don't  think 
we  should  pass  such  an  order.  To  be  frank  with 
the  gentleman  opposite,  I  think  we  should  not 
interfere  and  stick  our  noses  into  business  that  is 
not  our  concern,  as  much  as  we  sometimes  had  a 
tendency  to  do  in  the  last  six  or  seven  months.  I 
think  we  should  attend  to  our  affairs,  and  that  we 
will  do  mighty  well  if  we  do  that,  not  bothering 
the  Mayor  with  his  affairs. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  quite 
grasp  the  gentleman's  objection  to  the  order.  I 
simply  draw  attention  to  this  fact,  suggesting  what 
is  being  done  in  other  cities,  thinking  that  the 
Mayor  might  with  profit  take  some  action  of  a 
similar  nature  here.     We  are  all  interested  in  the 


welfare  of  the  city  government  of  Boston.  We 
always  claim,  whenever  the  question  arises,  that 
we  are  acting  upon  matters  concerning  the  welfare 
of  the  city  equally  with  the  Mayor,  and  I  believe 
we  ought  to  improve  every  opportunity  that  comes 
along  to  help  the  Mayor  out,  when  we  can.  My 
thought  in  the  matter  was  to  call  to  the  Mayor's 
attention  something  that  he  might  know  nothing 
about  unless  this  order  were  presented  in  this  way.

WATSON— Mr.  President,  it  would  be  a 
nice  thing,  wouldn't  it,  if  the  Mayor  should  come 
back  at  as  and  say  that  he  already  had  the  infor- 
mation and  suggest  that  before  starting  anything 
of  the  sort  supposed  to  be  for  his  assistance  we 
first  ask  whether  be  already  has  the  information 
or  desires  to  have  it?  I  will  not  put  myself  in  the 
position  of  getting  any  more  such  replies  from  the 
Mayor's  office  as  we  have  received  recently,  con- 
cerning our  sticking  our  noses  into  his  business. 
I  shall  vote  against  the  order.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  notify  you 
that  we  hereby  withdraw  the  offer  which  we  have 
made  to  purchase  the  excess  takings  which  the 
city  might  make  under  the  Stuart  Street  Act.  so 
called,  and  we  respectfully  request  you  to  with- 
draw the  whole  matter  from  the  City  Council  and 
to  abandon  the  project. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  city  "ill  lose  the  great 
advantages  it  would  have  derived  had  the  project 
been  carried  out.  We  have  at  all  times  been  ready 
to  co-operate  with  the  cily  and  to  do  everything 
we  could  to  insure  the  success  of  the  undertaking 
and  to  protect  the  city.  We  have  patiently  sub- 
mitted to  several  months  of  needless  delay.  We 
feel  we  arc  justified  now  in  considering  our  own 
interests  and  wc  cannot  longer  permit  the  carrying 
out  of  an  important  and  legitimate  business  enter- 
prise to  be  hampered  ami  delayed. 

We  shall,  therefore,  proceed  with  plans  for  the 
development  of  the  Park  square  lands  ">i  the 
theory  that  Stuart  street  is  to  remain  as  it  is.  If, 
as  is  not  unlikely,  these  involve  certain  improve- 
ments which  will  render  it  so  expensive  for  the 
city  later  to  take  advantage  of  the  acl  as  to  make 
it  prohibitive,  we  feel  that  the  responsibility  "ill 
not  be  upon  us. 

The  Stuart  Strce'  Ail  i-  the  fir<t  opportunity 
ever  presented  to  the  City  of  Boston  under  the 
Constitutional  Amendment  ratified  in  1911  to 
make  excess  takings  in  currying  out  a  street  widen- 
ing project.  This,  in  itself,  is  important—  but  it  is  far 
more  important  when  the  special  provisions  of  the 
Si  unit  Street  \et,  providing  in  substance  for  the 
reimbursement  to  the  city  of  the  entire  cost  of  the 
project,  over  and  above  $230,000,  are  considered. 
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If  the  city  had  taken  advantage  of  the  act  it  could 
have  tried  out  the  effect  of  the  excess  takings 
amendment  without  being  obliged  to  enter  into  "a 
speculation  in  real  estate  and  practically  without 
expense  to  it. 

We  think  you  and  the  Street  Commissioners  are 
entitled  to  the  commendation  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  for  the  efforts  you  have  made  to  gain  for 
the  city  the  benefits  which  would  have  accrued 
under  the  Stuart  Street  Act.  At  all  times  you 
have  shown  not  only  intelligence  and  foresight 
but  also  a  steady  purpose  to  see  that  the  city  was 
in  all  respects  amply  protected.

2.  In  the  absence  of  action  by  the  City  Council 
or  the  County  Commissioners  and  without  further 
legislation,  is  it  legally  possible  for  the  Mayor  to 
abolish  the  Children's  Institutions  Department 
and  to  close  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys? 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  City  of  Boston  is  under  no  mandatory 
legislative  obligation  to  maintain  an  institution  for 
the  detention  or  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders, 
such  as  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys.

PRISONS. 

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Committee  on  Prisons, 
submitted  the  following,  viz.: 
Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  City 
Council    on    Inspection    of    Prisons. 

This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  223  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  the 
Committee  on  Prisons' which  has  attended  to  its 
duty,  and  submits  the  following: 

The  report  is  on  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  on 
Charles  street;  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island,  and  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  at  Rains- 
ford  Island. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

This  institution  was  inspected  twice  and  con- 
ditions found  commendable  and  marked  improve- 
ments noted.  A  baking  oven  has  been  installed 
and  the  inmates  are  furnished  with  fresh,  whole- 
some bread.  The  addition  to  the  jail  designed  for 
hospital  and  administrative  facilities  and  to  make 
possible  the  holding  of  religious  services  is  now  in 
process  of  construction. 

The  committee  recommends  the  abolition  of  the 
bucket  system,  the  only  toilet  method  now  avail- 
able, which  is  in  use.  This  disgraceful  practice 
compels  the  inmates  to  eat  their  meals  in  close 
proximity  to  the  foulness  resulting  from  the 
system.  "Flush  toilets  and  a  running  water  system 
should  be  at  once  installed.  Otherwise  the  jail  is 
clean  and  the  officers  efficient.  Formerly  the 
inmates  were  denied  any  opportunity  to  exercise 
but  under  the  present  policy  all  are  afforded 
ample  means  to  enjoy  healthful  recreation. 

The  population  of  the  jail  averages  from  175  to 
225,  of  which  a  preponderance  await  trial.  Many 
are '  bailed.  The  importance  of  having  the  jail 
within  easy  reach  of  all  sections  of  the  county  is 
impressed  upon  those  familiar  with  conditions. 
In  rigorous  weather  such  as  we  are  now  experiencing, 
with  our  streets  next  to  impassable  and  a  curtailed 
car  service,  the  need  of  a  centrally  located  jail  is 
obvious.  With  the  improvements  under  way  and 
tlio.se  recommended  put  into  effect  the  Suffolk 
County  Jail  will  be  a  model  institution  of  its  kind. 

House  of  Correction. 

The  required  number  of  visits  were  made  by  the 
committee.  Cue  while  Mr.  Sanford  Hates  was 
I'enal  Institutions  Commissioner  ami  the  other 
under  the  administration  of  Mr.  Thomas  C. 
O'Brien,  the  present  commissioner 

Conditions  at  tin-  island  were  found  to  In-  excel- 
lent. No  complaints  were  made  by  the  inmates 
and  Ml.'  committee  has  no  criticism  to  make  on  the 
conduct  of  affairs.  Appropriations  in  the  new 
budget  are  recommended  in  accordance  with  the 

desire   of     the   commission    and     the   sense    of     the 

committee,  viz. : 

1.     That  a  new  sea  wall  be  built  on  the 

side  of  tne  island  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  by  a 
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recent  storm.  This  is  necessary  to  protect  the 
power  house  and  also  to  prevent  encroachment  by 
the  sea. 

2.  That  electric  bakery  equipment,  consisting 
of  motor-driven  bread  mixer,  standard  scale  and 
sifter,  steel  troughs  and  steel  bread  racks  be 
installed. 

Suffolk  School  for  Boys. 

The  Committee  on  Prisons  inspected  the  school 
twice  in  accordance  with  law.  The  management 
of  the  institution  by  the  superintendent  is  to  be 
commended,  but  conditions  are  such  now  that  the 
committee  feels  that  mere  physical  recommenda- 
tions as  to  the  island  would  he  futile.  A  loan  was 
passed  by  the  City  Council  for  the  erection  of  a 
necessary  new  building,  but  the  committee  under- 
stands that  the  necessary  contracts  for  the  same 
have  not  been  signed.  So,  the  council  has  proven 
its  position  in  regard  to  improving  conditions  at 
Rainsford  Island  and  can  go  no  further. 

The  committee  strenuously  opposes  the  proposed 
handing  over  to  the  state  of  this  institution.  It 
believes  that  the  boys  committed  from  Suffolk 
County  should  be  sent  to  a  Suffolk  County  school. 
It  protests  against  state  interference  in  local 
matters  of  this  kind.  It  feels  that  the  City  of 
Boston  is  well  able  to  care  for  its  delinquent  boys. 
While  boys  are  on  the  island  their  relatives  and 
friends  can  visit  them,  keep  in  touch  with  them  and 
aid  in  their  welfare.  The  boys  have  something  to 
look  forward  to,  and  are  more  eager  to  enrn  their 
release  when  in  touch  with  their  friends,  and  for 
humanitarian  reasons  and  for  the  principle  of 
Home  Rule  the  Committee  on  Prisons  believes  that 
this  school  should  remain  under  city  control  and 
not  be  merged  with  the  state  reformatory  institu- 
tions.

CLOSING    PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Council 
be  extended  to  Francis  J.  W.  Ford  for  the  impar- 
tiality and  ability  he  has  displayed  as  presiding 
officer  for  the  municipal  year  191(1. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  in  accord- 
ance with  custom,  I  being  the  only  member  of  the 
City  Council  to  retire — not,  of  course,  through 
my  own  fault — it  is  up  to  me  to  say  something  as 
is  usual  in  the  case  of  the  member  who  is  about  to 
retire.  Many  members  in  the  past  have  used  the 
same  old  stereotyped  phrase,  that  they  were  glad 
they  were  going  out  and  that  they  would  be  better 
off.     As  one  retiring  member  of  the  Council,  I  do 


not  agree  with  them.  I  am  sorry  I  am  going 
because  my  service  here  in  the  Council  has  been  a 
pleasure,  at  least  to  me,  and  I  would  like  to  stay 
here  and  enjoy  the  association  with  my  fellow  mem- 
bers and  the  officials  of  the  City  Council  during 
the  coming  year.  Those  associations  have  always 
been  very  pleasant  to  me.  I  will  say  to  my  friend 
Jerry  Watson — I  am  going  to  call  him  Jerry — 
that  this  is  the  first  year  in  all  my  six  years'  service 
with  him  that  I  have  not  had  a  fight  with  him. 
There  have  frequently  been  periods  of  two  or 
three  months  in  those  years  when  I  did  not  speak 
to  him,  previously;  but  this  year  we  have  been  on 
friendly  relations  right  through  the  year.  I  cer- 
tainly appreciate  his  friendship  and  hope  always  to 
retain  it.  My  friend  Moriarty  is  not  here.  I,  like 
all  the  members,  sympathize  with  him,  and  I  hope 
he  will  be  here  Monday  in  his  usual  good  health 
and  able  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
new  City  Couneil.  I  will  say  of  my  friend  Dan 
Lane  that  I  served  with  him  before  in  the  old 
Common  Council.  At  that  time  I  remember  that 
he  thought  that  he  was  a  baseball  player,  and  once 
Dlayed  a  game  of  baseball  under  that  delusion. 
I  will  simply  say  that  he  was  the  rottenest  player 
I  ever  saw  in  my  life.  (Laughter.  1  He  may  be 
all  right  in  stopping  some  kinds  of  balls,  but  not 
baseballs.  (I.aughter.l  Walter  Collins  and  I 
have  had  the  distinction  of  serving  together  in  the 
Legislature  as  well  as  in  the  City  Council,  and  we 
are  both  charter  members  of  this  City  Couneil. 
He  is  a  good  friend  of  mine,  and  I  hope  always  to 
retain  his  friendship  Johnny  Donoghue  I  have 
known  quite  a  long  while.  He  is  the  "baby" 
member  of  the  City  Council,  but  he  has  shaped  up 
os  well  as  anybody  here,  and  I  am  proud  to  call 
him  my  friend.  I  wish  to  say  just  a  word  to  my 
pal  here,  Eddie  McLaughlin.  Before  he  came 
here  he  and  I  were  pals,  and  I  know,  of  course, 
that  we  are  going  to  be  pals  not  only  in  the  year 
to  rom»,  but  I  trust  for  all  time.  Henry  Hagan  I 
have  known  longer  than  anybody  in  the  Council. 
His  father,  the  Lord  rest  his  soul,  used  to  chase  me 
away  from  his  place  of  business  when  I  was  a  kid 
and  called  him  names.  Henry  knows  that;  and 
Henry  and  I  have  known  each  other  for  thirty- 
five  years,  and  I  hope  we  will  know  each  other  for 
thirty-five  years  to  come.  As  for  my  good  friend 
Jim  Donovan,  my  only  regret  is  that  1  shall  not  be 
able  to  be  here  next  Monday  to  cast  my  vote  for 
his  re-election  in  the  Citv  Council,  making  ten 
votes  instead  of  nine.  Willie  Doyle  has  been  my 
guide  and  tutor  in  a  lot  of  things.  I  have  been 
guided  by  his  advice  many  times,  when  I  have  been 
intending  to  do  certain  things  and  he  told  me  I  was 
wrong,  and  when  I  have  not  been  intending  to 
vote  for  certain  things  and  he  told  me  that  I  was 
wrong.  When  things  shape  up,  we  are  going  to 
hire  an  office  in  the  corner  and  I  am  going  to  study 
law,  and  we  expect  to  pull  together  successfully. 
As  for  Ned  Harnden,  of  course  we  are  all  proud 
to  know  him.  He  is  a  great  friend.  I  knew  him 
years  ago,  and  1  am  thankful  to  him  for  what  he 
has  done  for  me  since  I  have  been  a  member  of 
this  Council.  As  for  Ned  Leary.he  lost  my  bag,  but 
I  forgave  him.  1  don't  know  whether  I  am  going  to 
sue  the  city  or  not,  but  I  will  tell  him  later  on. 
(Laughter.)  As  for  our  friends  Johnny  Baldwin 
and  Frank  Chisholm,  they  both  have  our  best 
wishes  and  kindest  thoughts.  Walter  White  is 
the  only  reporter  who  is  with  us  at  the  present 
time,  but  I  know  I  speak  the  feelings  of  all  the 
members  when  I  thank  the  reporters  for  what  they 
have  done  for  the  members  of  this  body,  as  well 
as  for  myself,  for  the  consideration  they  have 
shown,  and  personally  I  shall  always  be  glad  to 
do  anything  I  can  to  repay  the  kindness  which 
they  have  displayed  toward  me.  As  far  as  our 
friends  the  policemen  are  concerned,  Johnny 
Doherty  and  Pat  Leahy,  I  suppose  if  I  had  ever 
srot  tangled  up  with  them  I  would  not  be  here  now, 
although  perhaps  I  might  whip  Johnny  Doherty. 
(Laughter.)  I  am  sure  that  they  both  have  our  best 
wishes.  I  will  not  say  anything  about  George  Perry 
because  if  I  did  I  am  afraid  he  might  think  I  would 
get  things  in  the  soup.  As  for  Fred  Glenn,  I  will 
only  say  that  I  was  responsible  for  him  and  that 
I  hope  the  boys  will  do  something  for  him,  because 
he  is  entitled  to  something  better  than  he  is  now- 
getting.  As  for  you,  yourself,  Mr.  President,  I 
have  always  been  proud  of  your  friendship  and 
in  expressing  that  feeling  I  know  I  speak  for  all  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  and  the  officials. 
You  have  been  fair  and  impartial  in  all  your  rul- 
ings. You  have  had  the  privilege  of  acting  as 
Mayor  of  Boston  longer  than  any  preceding  officer 
of  this  Council  has  ever  done.     There  is  no  doubt 
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about  that.  We  all  feel  that  when  you  have  been 
Mayor  you  have  taken  charge  of  the  interests  of 
the  city  as  well  as — I  was  going  to  say  better  than — 
I  could.  But  I  don't  think  so.  I  was  Acting 
Mayor  at  one  time  and  I  thought  I  was  the  best 
Acting  Mayor  Boston  ever  had.  (Laughter.) 
But  all  the  members  and  officials  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil feel  that  you  have  been  fair  and  impartial ;  that 
you  have  treated  all  in  as  nice  a  way  as  any  ore- 
siding  officer  could  treat  them.  Because  of  that 
fact,  I  have  been  asked  to  present,  on  behalf  of 
the  members  and  officers,  this  little  token  to  you 
of  their  friendship  and  esteem.  We  all  hope  that 
you  may  live  to  wear  it  and  enjoy  it  for  many 
years  (presenting  a  handsome  pin  to  President 
Ford). 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  a  unanimous  rising 
vote. 

President  FORD  said: 

Members  of  the  City  Council,  officials,  and  those 
who  have  helped  us  in  more  or  less  of  an  unofficial 
capacity,  I  am  glad  to  leave  this  chair  for  the  reason 
that  somebody  else  will  come  in  and  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  enjoy  the  work  as  I  have  enjoyed  it.  I 
want  to  say  a  word  to  you,  Dan  McDonald,  upon 
your  leaving  the  chamber  today.  After  elections 
are  over  and  you  get  a  chance  to  look  around  in  a 
sober  way,  you  begin  to  think  of  what  place  a  cer- 
tain man  held  or  occupied  as  a  member  of  the  City 
Council.  I  am  deeply  indebted  to  Dan  McDonald 
inasmuch  as  he  was  one  of  the  majority  members  of 
the  Council,  so  called,  who  helped  me  as  president 
of  the  City  Council  in  a  very  great  measure;  and, 
not  only  that,  even  though  Coun.  McDonald  did 
not  know  it,  when  there  was  a  tense  moment  of  any 
sort,  when  it  looked  as  though  there  might  be  some 
sort  of  argument  or  trouble,  it  was  always  Dan, 
with  his  witty,  off-hand  remarks,  who  settled  the 
troubled  waters.  That  was  especially  so  in  com- 
mittee work  where  because  of  his  presence  and  of 
his  good  nature — which  will  stay  with  him  the  rest 
of  his  life — he  helped  us  a  whole  lot  unconsciously, 
more  than  he  himself  can  probably  ever  understand. 
But,  somehow,  I  feel  as  though  our  good  friend 
McDonald  is  not  going  to  jump  out  of  public  life. 
I  think  he  is  coming  balk.  In  the  next  Council 
I  think  we  will  see  our  good  friend  Dan  McDonald 
again.  I  am  glad  that  Dan  in  leaving  the  chamber 
referred  so  kindly  to  our  good  City  Clerk,  Mr. 
Donovan.  As  Dan  said,  there  will  be  nine  votes 
for  Mr.  Donovan  for  City  Clerk,  and  Dan  wished 
that  he  might  be  able  to  cast  a  tenth  vote.  Well, 
our  year*3  work  has  come  to  a  close,  and  we  can 
now  meet  as  a  happy  family  and  talk  informally. 
These  are  not  formal  proceedings.  They  are 
simply  for  the  expression  of  good  messages  between 
us.  We  have  had  differences,  but  not  serious  ones. 
As  our  City  Messenger  pointed  out  to  me  this 
morning,  my  gavel  is  intact,  without  even  a  mark 
upon  it,  and  our  relations  have  always  been  pleas- 
ant.    We  have   disagreed,  of   course.     Sometimes 


the  Council  has  split  five  to  four  on  matters  of  more 
or  less  importance — usually,  to  my  mind,  of  lesser 
importance.  But  there  has  never  been  one  unkind 
or  bitter  word  spoken  among  ourselves  during  the 
whole  year.  So  we  can  leave  this  chamber  today 
and  partake  of  the  festivities  offered  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  the  greatest  of  good  fellowship.  I 
have  always  been  rather  disappointed  that  we  have 
split  five  to  four  on  different  occasions.  While  I 
refer  to  this  in  a  kind  manner,  yet  I  think  it  is 
unfortunate  that  there  should  be  any  such  decided 
split  in  favor  of  or  against  certain  measures.  Dif- 
ferences will,  of  course,  sometimes  arise,  but  I  do 
not  look  for  trouble  in  the  future.  I  think  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  has  had  enough  splitting  up  in 
this  way  in  the  last  eight  or  ten  years,  and  that 
in  the  future  the  members  will  be  more  independent 
in  their  voting.  But,  whether  or  not  that  is  so,  I 
feet  that  there  will  surely  prevail  in  the  future  the 
same  good  feeling,  the  feeling  of  friendship  and  will- 
ingness to  serve,  that  our  good  friend  Walter  Collins 
referred  to  as  so  marked  in  the  year  during  which 
he  was  president.  I  am  deeply  appreciative  of  this 
kind  remembrance  from  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  officers.  I  personally  think  it  is  the  great- 
est present  that  could  be  given  to  me,  as  showing 
your  friendly  feeling.  It  is  something  I  can  see 
daily,  and  it  will  always  bring  memories  of  my 
pleasant  associations  and  relationship  with  the 
other  members  and  the  officers  of  this  body.  I  only 
hope  that  the  pleasant  relations  of  the  past  will 
continue  in  the  future,  that  there  will  be  the  same 
entire  absence  of  bitterness  which  I  have  always 
found  in  this  body.  I  thank  you,  one  and  all,  for 
your  co-operation.  I  have  done  my  best,  as  I 
understood  it,  and  have  tried  to  serve  the  City  of 
Boston  as  I  felt  its  best  interests  required.  I  will 
sit  on  the  floor  next  year  with  you,  and  I  hope  our 
pleasant  relations  will  continue;  and  I  hope  they 
will  not  only  continue  here,  but,  as  Dan  McDonald 
has  said,  that  they  will  continue  on  in  our  different 
pursuits  in  this  troublous  life  of  ours. 

Coun.  WATSON  said; 

Mr.  President,  I  think,  as  a  fitting  climax  in  the 
last  moments  of  this  body,  we  should  take  a  rising 
vote  wishing  to  the  retiring  member  of  the  Council, 
Coun.  McDonald,  all  success,  prosperity  and  health 
in   the  future. 

The  Council  voted  in  favor  of  the  sentiment 
expressed  by  Coun.  Watson  by  a  unanimous  rising 
vote. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  COLLINS  moved  a  general  reconsidera- 
tion on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting, 
hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost.
